political  passions  awakened  during  the  progress  of  a  recent  election,  the 

of  wild  measures  partaking  of  communistic  or  socialistic  intent,  the  array 

of  the  poor  against  the  rich,  the  political  purification  of  constituencies,  the  removal 

of  elections  from  the  power  of  corruption,  and  the  struggle  for  the  lawful  or  unlawful 

irement  of  wealth,  have  in  this  assemblage  no  representation.      Our  aims  and 

objects  embrace  no  problems  to  be  solved,  no  hidden  intentions  to  be  speculated  on, 

-  :n ply  and  purely  to  do  our  duty  to  our  fellows,  and  for  the  general  well-being 

of  the  society  to  which  we  belong. 

ifl  an  ideal  and  a  practical  Masonry.  Much  in  its  passive  aspect  never 
readies  above  the  ideal,  yet  much  of  the  apparent  ideal  is  susceptible  of  a  practical 
.  and,  at  least  to  a  certain  extent,  is  within  the  means  of  attainment.  Masonry 
is  in  accord  with  the  teaching  of  common  sense,  for  its  principle  is  based  upon  that 
high  morality  which  is  the  common  law  of  the  soul,  in  the  recognition  of  man  as  a 
ll,  rational  being.  Its  severe  truths,  when  set  forth  by  men  of  sense  and  reflec- 
tion, dispel  by  their  own  force  the  delusions  of  prejudice,  obstinacy,  and  ignorance. 
In  its  support  and  enforcement  of  moral  teaching  it  harmonizes  with  religion  without 
avowal  of  creed  or  party,  and,  in  the  encouragement  of  virtue  and  honesty  and  in 
the  denunciation  of  hypocrisy,  it  enlarges  the  simpler  and  purer  enjoyments  of  life. 
But  its  dearest  characteristics  are  a  warm,  human  sympathy  as  opposed  to  intoler- 
ance and  selfishness,  and  a  tenderness  which  rises  above  every  other  quality.  In  its 
vitality  and  durability  it  is  capable  of  a  progress  to  which  no  limit  can  be  placed. 

In  previous  messages,  when  treating  of  the  condition  of  the  Fraternity  in  this  juris- 
diction, I  have  introduced  the  causes  which  retard  the  growth,  interrupt  the  har- 
mony, and  paralyze  the  action  of  certain  Lodges  ;  and  in  indicating  the  disease  I  have 
endeavored  to  afford  the  remedy.    I  do  not  propose  to  reiterate  these  facts  and 
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faults,  which  are  clearly  known  and  too  plainly  exhibited,  and  which,  unless 
removed,  will  prevent  the  attainment  of  soundness  and  efficiency,  the  expected 
consequence  of  Masonic  organization.  In  my  administration  it  has  been  aimed  to 
bring  your  attention  to  practical  Masonry — every-day,  actual  Masonry — that  which 
is  feasible — rather  than  to  please  your  senses  in  reciting  the  beauties  and  grandeur 
of  theoretical  Masonry;  for  experience  has  determined  that  there  is  a  great  interval 
between  written  theory  and  real  practice,  and  that  much  of  the  possible  in  theory  is 
impossible  in  practice.  Let  me  ask  this  question.  Of  what  use  is  Masonry  unless 
it  be  made  practical?  Why  expend  time,  labor,  and  money  in  perpetuating  the 
impracticable  ?  Practical  Masonry*  is  the  application  of  its  knowledge  to  the 
experiences  of  life,  to  our  surroundings,  to  our  social,  business,  and  civic  relations. 
The  term  brotherhood  is  meaningless,  unless  associated  with  charity,  and  charity  is 
but  half  developed  when  restricted  to  the  humane  duty  of  alms-giving.  Masonic 
charity  in  its  broad,  unselfish  sense  is  to  do  unto  others  as  we  would  that  others 
should  do  unto  us.  It  is  the  charity  that  seeks  for  truth,  honesty,  and  respect  for  the 
rights  of  others,  that  fosters  knowledge,  freedom,  and  toleration,  and  searches  and 
strives  after  the  good.  It  is  the  absence  of  this  charity  that  is  the  chief  cause  of 
personal  difficulties,  arising  from  special  and  local  agencies,  by  wrangling  discus- 
sion, passionate  accusation,  petty  selfishness,  and  intolerant  opinion,  all  producing 
a  bitterness  which  sooner  or  later  affects  the  fraternal  relations  within  the  Lodge, 
and,  in  the  sapping  and  mining  of  its  harmony  impairs,  if  not  destroys,  its  effective- 
ness and  usefulness.  This  is  not  imagined  or  unrealized,  but  is  too  frequently  an 
actual,  experienced  condition,  a  great  and  grievous  fault.  When  brothers  are 
burdened  with  defects  of  their  own,  they  should  exercise  charity  toward  the  fail- 
ings of  others;  they  should  not  distress  the  mind  when  the}7  themselves  stand  in 
need  of  many  things;  they  should  not  forget  the  law  of  human  interdependence, 
and  should  not  pass  a  severeness  of  judgment  when  regarding  another's  failings 
through  a  medium  discolored  and  distorted.  Cold-heartedness  and  self-regarding 
ought  to  be  supplanted  by  kindness  and  self-repression,  and,  in  the  practice  of  self- 
command,  passion,  pride,  and  self-love,  give  way  to  a  chivalrous  courtesy  which 
will,  elevate  both  the  giver  and  the  receiver.  Bi others  ought  to  remember  that  "a 
word  spoken  and  a  stone  thrown,  never  return;"  that  they  cannot  be  Masonically 
just,  if  they  are  not  kind  hearted  ;  and,  that  if  they  will  entertain  faith  and  experi- 
ence confidence,  have  sympathy,  and  be  charitably  considerate,  with  a  desire  to  help 
one  another,  their  own  characters  for  prudence  and  conduct  and  integrity  will 
be  enlarged  and  extended. 

An  important  duty  will  soon  devolve  upon  Lodges — the  election  of  officers. 
Lodge  reputation  and  efficiency  must  of  necessity  depend  npon  the  interest  and 
ability  displayed  by  its  officers.  Increase  of  membership,  diminution  by  dimissiou, 
and  the  demonstration  of  Masonic  principles,  are  powerfully  influenced  by  the 
character  of  officers.  It  is  essential  then  to  select  the  worthiest  of  the  members  for 
the  various  positions.  A  Master  who  has  faithfully  performed  duty  should  have  a 
re-election,  not  alone  as  a  complimentary  indorsement,  but  for  the  benefit  to  be 
derived  from  his  continuance  in  office.  One  half  of  the  year  has  usually  expired 
before  the  new  Master  has  acquired  perfectness  in  the  work  to  confer  degrees  im- 
pressively, or  to  administer  affairs  intelligently.  With  the  experience  afforded  by  the 
first,  how  well  and  easily  could  the  duties  of  the  second  year  be  executed.  Again, 
as  a  general  rule,  the  Senior  Warden  should  succeed  the  Master,  and  the  Senior  Dea- 
con the  Senior  Warden,  leaving  the  South  a  position  of  honor  rather  than  of  labor. 
If  this  plan  were  employed  the  Master  would  have  an  increased  desire  to  select  the 
best  material  for  his  assistant— the  Senior  Deacon— who  from  the  first  would  be 
stimulated  into  excellence  by  the  expected  reward  of  promotion  to  the  West  and 
East,  and  sufficient  time  would  be  afforded  in  each  office  to  thoroughly  understand 
and  completely  execute  the  respective  functions— a  result  that  can  not  be  had  unless 
these  conditions  are  present.    And  more,  by  following  this  suggestion  an  effectual 
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way  will  be  found  to  maintain  a  uniformity  of  work,  to  insure  correct  administra-

Masonry  is'  not  Masonry  if  deprived  of  this,  its 

nidation  :    it  would  have  a  being  unrecognized  in  the  past  and  unhonored 

in  the  future.      Man   in   his  earliest  simpicity  has  had   the  sweetest  faith  in  God, 

unbroken  by  any  doubt  ;    his  infidelity  and  unbelief  are  the  result  of  education  and 

faith  is  as  steel  demagnetized.    Masonry  usurps  no  religion, 

hia  no  written  creed :   it  simply  believes  in  the  existence  of  a  Supreme  Being  and  in 

mmortality  of  the  soul ;  this  is  all,  and  for  its  purpose  is  enough.     It  recognizes 

"  That  our  devotion  to  the  God  of  all 
Depends  not  on  our  notions  of  that  God." 

Further  treatment  of  the  matter  is  not  essential  on  this  occasion,  although  in  its 

wish  to  make  you  acquainted  with  the  opinion  of  Benjamin  Franklin,  a 

ICason,  the   pertinency  of  which  will  be  acknowledged:     "Here  is  my  creed:    I 

re  in  God,  the  Creator  of  the  Universe ;  that  he  governs  it  by  his  providence  ;

the  last  Communication  public  duties  required  an  absence  from  the  State 

period,  and  upon  my  return  a  serious  illness  ensued,  the  severity  of  which  occa-

Having,  how- 

ted  each  district  in  the  jurisdiction  during  my  term  of  office,  the  inability  to 

Due  the  plan  carries  less  regret  than  had  the  condition  been  otherwise.    Several 

re  visited,  the  inspection  of  which  was  satisfactory,  and  many  invitations 

to  participate  with  the  brethren  on  occasions  of  labor  and  festivity  were  of  necessity 

declined— a  self-denial  of  an  intercourse  which  gave  promises  of  mutual  advantage. 

My  knowledge  of  the  state  of  the  Fraternity  throughout  the  jurisdiction  is  therefore 

chiefly  Obtained  from  correspondence  and  the  reports  of  Inspectors.      With  few 

-  there  is  a  satisfactory  exhibit  of  the  financial  state  and  method  of  work, 

and,  considering  the  continued  prevalence  of  industrial  and  financial  depression 

which  has  marked  the  business  of  communities,  the  numerical  addition  is  equal  to 

i Me  expectation. 

•  thirty-two  Masonic  districts,  reports  have  been  received  from  the  Inspect- 
ors of  the  first,  third,  seventh,  eighth,  ninth,  tenth,  twelfth,  thirteenth,  fifteenth;  six- 
teenth, eighteenth,  nineteenth,  twentieth,  twenty-first,  twenty-fifth,  twenty-seventh, 
twenty-eighth,  and  thirtieth. 

Your  resolution  of  last  year  requiring  each  and  every  Inspector  to  forward  to  the 
Grand  Master,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September,  a  report  showing  the  condition 
of  every  Lodge  under  his  supervision,  has  had  the  above  result.  As  your  existing 
order  has  been  but  partially  complied  with,  the  desired  information  cannot  be 
afforded.  While  I  thank  the  Inspectors  who  have  fulfilled  the  requirement,  I  have  to 
regret  the  apparent  indifference  of  those  who  were  not  pleased  to  report. 

From  the  reports  received  we  learn  that  the  Black  Books  of  three  Lodges  had 
not  been  written  up  for  several  years,  one  not  since  the  year  1872  ;  although  all  are 
now  completed: 
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That  several  Lodges  hold  their  property  through  a  board  of  trustees,  and  in  some 
instances  these  trustees  are  elected  yearly.  In  consequence,  the  property  is  not  in 
the  hands  of  any  legitimate  head,  and  much  trouble  is  and  may  be  experienced  in 
transferring  it : 

That  in  one  district  a  diminution  of  membership  is  reported,  although  with  an 
increase  of  population  and  an  unusual  production  of  the  mines.  The  explanation 
is  had  in  the  fact  of  the  establishment  of  various  societies  which,  assisted  by  can- 
vassers, attracted  large  numbers  by  the  inducements  offered  of  cheap  fees  and  flatter- 
ing promises  of  large  benefits ;  especially  to  young  men  were  the  attractions 
seemingly  too  great  for  resistance  : 

That  a  Master  elect  was  unable  to  qualify.  Three  years  ago  he  was  elected  but 
failed  to  learn  the  work.  The  Lodge  in  excessive  amiability  elected  him  for  the 
second  time,  but  the  inability  to  acquire  the  work  was  chronic,  and  now  it  is  proposed 
to  elect  some  one  who  can  qualify  : 

That  the  Lodges  financially  were  flourishing,  yet  that  little  work  had  been  done, 
owing  to  a  determination  to  use  only  good  material.  It  would  be  better  if  this 
determination  to  accept  only  good  material  applied  to  some  of  the  other  districts  : 

That  a  Lodge  had  a  debt  of  $1800,  with  many  members  in  arrears  for  dues  from 
one  to  two  years  who  are  quite  able  to  pay,  but  that  it  was  not  the  practice  to  suspend 
members  for  the  non-payment  of  dues. 

Notice  is  made  of  the  exhausted  condition  of  Dibble  Lodge,  No.  109,  with  a  recom- 
mendation that  the  charter  be  surrendered  by  its  members.  A  petition  for  its  sur- 
render has  been  received. 

From  another  report  I  quote:  "The  Lodge  is  in  good  working  order  and  in  a 
prosperous  condition  financially,  but  I  am  sorry  to  say  we  are  not  living  so  harmoni- 
ously as  we  have  heretofore,  owing  to  a  couple  of  turbulent  members  who  have  not 
yet  learned  to  submit  to  the  will  of  the  majority  or  the  meaning  of  charity."  This 
reminds  me  of  the  words  of  a  Persian  philosopher  :  "  By  the  means  of  one  disorderly 
person  in  a  company,  the  hearts  of  many  wise  men  become  afflicted.  If  you  fill  a 
cistern  with  rose  water  and  a  dog  should  fall  into  it,  it  would  thereby  become 
impure.'' 

The  fifteenth  General  Regulation  requires  an  Inspector  to  visit  annually  each 
Lodge  in  his  district.  A  resolution  adopted  last  year  (see  Proceedings,  page  624), 
makes  the  necessity  for  visiting  Lodges  to  be  determined  by  the  Inspectors,  and 
"  that  a  Lodge  should  only  be  required  to  pay  the  expense  of  an  Inspector's  visit, 
when  made  at  its  request."  Another  resolution  (page  587)  of  last  year,  requires 
every  Inspector  to  report  annually  to  the  Grand  Master  "  the  condition  of  every 
Lodge  under  his  supervision,  in  the  matter  of  working,  keeping  of  books,  etc., 
together  with  such  observations  and  suggestions  as  may  be  of  interest  to  the  Grand 
Lodge."  The  Grand  Lodge  cannot  expect  an  Inspector  to  defray  the  cost  incident 
to  Lodge  visitations,  and  while  making  it  imperative  that  every  Lodge  should  be 
visited,  it  has  resolved  that  the  Lodge  should  not  be  required  to  pay  the  expense  of 
said  visitation  unless  the  same  is  made  at  its  request.  As  a  result  a  conflict  has 
already  arisen  between  an  Inspector  and  certain  Lodges.  Another  Inspector,  not 
being  able  to  visit  Lodges  at  his  own  cost,  called  their  attention  to  the  resolution  and 
requested  them  to  notify  him  if  a  visit  was  desired.  No  invitations  were  received, 
no  visits  were  made,  and  no  report  is  had.  At  present,  unless  the  Lodges  desire  a 
visitation,  the  chief  duty  of  an  Inspector  will  be  to  qualify  Masters.  The  necessity 
of  inspecting  a  Lodge  may  properly  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Inspector.  I  do 
not  think  such  a  radical  change  was  contemplated  by  the  committee  who  framed 
the  resolutions.  The  inconsistency  of  the  requirement  is  apparent.  It  is  an 
example  of  what  not  unfrequently  happens  as  the  result  of  too  much  or  too  rapidly 
considered  legislation.

Lodge. 
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Oakland  Lodge,  No.  183,  proposed  an  amendment,  inserting  the  words  "  in  person 
or  in  writing  "  after  the  words  "  notifying  the  Lodge,"  in  Sec.  4,  Art.  IX.  This  was 
not  approved,  as  the  section  already  implies  the  kind  of  notification  desired  in  the 
proposed  amendment. 

Your  attention  has  been  called  to  the  expediency  of  authorizing  the  publication 
of  a  digest  of  Masonic  law,  or  a  code  of  regulations,  decisions,  and  opinions  upon 
questions  of  Masonic  jurisprudence  pertaining  to  this  jurisdiction.  Its  necessity  and 
utility  will  be  acknowledged.  Recently  a  "Digest  of  Masonic  Law,"  comprising 
decisions  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  has  been  compiled  by  Bro.  Wm.  W.  Robinson,  Inspector 
of  the  thirtieth  district,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  offered  for  your  consideration. 
As  a  result  of  my  examination,  the  work  is  commended,  but,  to  serve  its  intention,  it 
should  be  published  by  your  authority.  I  therefore  recommend  its  reference  to  the 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  and  if  found  worthy  of  indorsement,  that  the  Grand 
Lodge,  at  its  expense,  furnish  a  copy  to  each  of  the  subordinate  Lodges. 

The  following  telegram  was  received  :  "  Has  Hermann  Lodge  the  right  to  bury  a 
defaulter  and  suicide?"  I  replied,  "Hermann  Lodge  will  determine  if  the  suicide 
was  an  act  of  insanity  and  as  to  the  propriety  of  interring  the  deceased  defaulter 
and  suicide  with  Masonic  honors."  The  Lodge  buried  its  deceased  member,  who 
had  confessed  the  defalcation  and  whose  suicide,  it  is  presumed,  was  the  result  of 
the  criminal  act,  and  not  of  insanity.  In  this  case  I  cannot  think  the  unfortunate  brother 
was  entitled  to  a  Masonic  burial.  His  self-accusation  made  him  a  criminal,  and  as 
such  he  would  have  been  subjected  to  Masonic  censure  and  punishment.  His  death 
did  not  weaken  the  fact.  The  rights  of  the  Fraternity  are  to  be  respected  equally 
with  those  of  the  individual.  The  compact  between  the  Lodge  and  the  member  is 
binding,  and  the  guilty  ought  not  to  receive  the  respectful  consideration  awarded  to 
the  innocent.  The  public  wonders  at  the  equal  distribution  of  funeral  honors,  which 
it  had  supposed  was  the  reward  of  a  life  of  integrity.  Failing  to  comprehend  the 
apparent  inconsistency  between  profession  and  practice,  it  condemns— how  unchari- 
tably, you  well  know.  You  have  decided  "  that  in  the  case  of  a  suicide  by  a  Master 
Mason  in  this  jurisdiction,  the  Lodge  to  which  he  belonged  shall  determine  as  to  his 
insanity,  and  as  to  the  propriety  of  interring  him  with  Masonic  honors."  Will  it  not 
be  just  to  prohibit  the  Masonic  interment  of  a  suicide,  which  presumably  was  occa- 
sioned by,  or  at  least  associated  with,  a  criminal  act?  I  leave  the  subject  for  your 
deliberation,  asking  for  it  a  careful  and  charitable  attention. 

My  approval  was  solicited  for  a  society  incorporated  under  the  title  of  "  Masonic 
Mutual  Relief  Union,"  formed  for  the  purpose  of  securing  to  the  families  and  nomi- 
nees of  its  deceased  members  a  fund  for  their  future  support.  The  society  is  laud- 
able in  purpose,  practicable  in  execution,  and  doubtless  will  be  of  advantage  to 
those  of  the  Fraternity  becoming  members  thereof.  It  was  not  considered  proper  to 
award  an  official  approbation,  nor  does  it  seem  advisable  for  the  Grand  Lodge  to  in- 
dorse any  similar  enterprise.  Each  of  the  Fraternity  can  decide  as  to  the  benefit  of 
membership,  uninfluenced  by  an  indorsement  as  solicited.  It  is  an  object  discon- 
nected with  the  operations  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  does  not  require  its  sanction  ; 
and,  having  these  opinions,  I,  as  your  executive,  refused  to  approve. 

The  transcript  of  the  record  of  trial  in  the  case  of  Bro.  John  Perry  Duncan,  a 
member  of  Mariposa  Lodge,  No.  24,  was  referred  to  me.  The  trial  occurred  during 
the  absence  of  the  Master,  the  Senior  Warden  having  presided.  The  transcript  was 
returned  to  the  Master,  and  a  new  trial  was  ordered  for  reasons  as  set  forth  in  the 
following  letter  of  instructions  : —

pinion  was  asked  in  a  case  where  a  Lodge  desired  to  bury  a  deceased  mem- 
ber, but  was  refused,  the  ceremonies  of  the  church  were  employed,  and  subsequently 
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the  Lodge  was  called  upon  to  defray  the  cost  of  burial.  I  answered  that  when  the 
Lodge  was  willing  to  bury  with  Masonic  honors,  but  was  refused  by  the  widow, 
the  body  was  placed  in  charge  of  Catholics  and  buried  with  the  rites  of  their  church, 
the  Lodge  can  refuse  to  pay  the  funeral  expenses  with  eminent  propriety.  That 
one  organization  is  not  expected  to  defray  the  cost  of  burial  when  not  permitted  to 
perform  its  ceremonies,  which  are  rendered  by  another  organization. 

Saint  Mark's  Lodge,  No.  85,  resolved  to  change  its  place  of  meeting  from  Oleta 
to  Plymouth.  This  was  objected  to  by  Drytown  Lodge,  No.  174,  since  Plymouth, 
being  situate  only  three  miles  from  Drytown,  its  proximity  would,  by  a  restriction  of 
jurisdiction,  lessen  the  amount  of  material,  occasion  the  dimission  of  some  members, 
and  seriously  impair  the  condition  of  Drytown  Lodge,  whose  existence  at  present  is  an 
effort.  As  in  the  formation  of  a  new  Lodge  it  is  a  prerequisite  to  have  a  recommenda- 
tion from  the  nearest  or  most  convenient  chartered  Lodge,  so  in  equity  the  principle 
should  apply  to  the  removal  of  a  Lodge  from  one  town  to  another  ;  consequently  the 
proposed  removal  did  not  receive  an  approval. 

A  few  days  since  it  was  brought  to  my  notice  that  a  Master  elect  failed  to  qualify, 
was  not  installed,  and  the  Lodge  has  been  directed  by  the  Master  of  the  past  year. 
Such  carelessness,  indifference,  or  culpability  ought  to  have  future  prevention  by 
legislative  enactment.  It  is  therefore  recommended  that  the  Constitution  be  amended 
so  as  to  require  a  Master  elect  to  procure  a  certilicate  of  qualification  and  be  installed 
within  sixty  days,  failing  in  which  the  Lodge  shall  be  required  to  ask  for  a  dispensa- 
tion to  hold  an  election  for  Master. 

Union  Star  Lodge,  No.  320,  in  New  York,  wished  to  confer  the  degrees  upon  an 
applicant  who  did  not  have  the  required  time  of  residence,  but  who  couldreceive  the 
same  provided  it  had  the  consent  of  the  Lodge  within  whose  jurisdiction  the  appli- 
cant last  resided,  it  being  in  accordance  with  the  law  of  New  York.  Our  Live  Oak 
Lodge,  No.  61,  within  whose  jurisdiction  the  applicant  had  resided,  refused  consent 
on  the  ground  that  our  Constitution  gave  no  right  to  grant  the  request.  The  Master 
of  Union  Star  Lodge  then  asked  my  permission  to  confer  the  degrees.  In  replying, 
I  stated  that  our  Constitution  requires  the  applicant  for  the  degrees  to  have  resided 
in  the  State  for  one  year— a  prerequisite  without  qualification,  except  in  the  case  of  a 
person  belonging  to  the  army  or  navy  ;  that  Live  Oak  Lodge  was  right  in  consider- 
ing that  it  had  no  power  to  grant  permission,  nor  was  any  such  power  vested  in  me 
as  Grand  Master  ;  and  that  if  Union  Star  Lodge  was  satisfied  to  confer  the  degrees, 
1  could  have  no  objection,  but  I  could  not  grant  a  permission  which  is  not  enter- 
tained nor  contemplated  in  our  laws. 

Arizona  Lodge,  U.  D.,  at  Phoenix,  Arizona  Territory,  asked  if  petitions  for  the 
degrees  might  be  received  from  those  who  had  lived  in  the  Territory  only  seven  or 
eight  months,  but  who  came  from  California,  where  they  had  resided  at  the  time  of 
removal.  I  answered  that  when  the  Constitution  was  adopted  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  was  limited  to  the  State;  that  had  a  territorial  jurisdiction  been 
contemplated,  doubtless  the  wording  of  Sec.  2,  Art.  Ill,  Part  III,  of  the  Constitution 
would  have  been  "a  resident  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge,"  instead 
of  "a  resident  within  the  State;"  and  that  the  intent  of  the  statute  is  carried  out, 
if  this  construction  be  given,  and  consequently  the  petitions  were  authorized  to  be 
received. 

In  a  case  where  the  petitioner  for  the  degrees  was  going  from  place  to  place,  in 
each  having  a  temporary  residence,  the  question  of  jurisdiction  arose.  It  was  decided 
that  it  should  be  determined  by  citizenship.

per.  The  meaning  of  the  seventeenth  General  Regulation  may  have  two 
conclusions,  according  to  its  wording.  My  construction,  which  is  in  accordance 
with  the  practice,  is  that  no  evidence  can  be  taken  after  sixty  days  have  elapsed  from 
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the  announcement  of  the  result  of  the  trial  by  the  Master.  The  last  subdivision 
evidently  means  that  all  such  evidence  must  be  taken  within  sixty  days  after  the 
trial,  and  the  evidence  thus  taken  must  be  transmitted  at  least  sixty  days  before  the 
Grand  Lodge  meeting,  to  insure  the  action  of  that  bod}7. 

Question.  Must  not  an  objection  by  a  member  to  a  visiting  brother  sitting  in  a 
Lodge  come  directly  from  the  party  raising  the  objection  to  the  Master  of  the  Lodge, 
and  not  by  hearsay  ? 

Answer.  The  Master  alone  decides  as  to  the  validity  of  the  objection.  Under 
ordinary  circumstances  no  Master  should  deprive  a  brother  of  the  right  of  visitation 
upon  merely  a  hearsay  objection.  The  whole  matter  is  left  to  the  judgment  of  the 
Master. 

Question.  Has  a  member  of  a  Lodge  the  right  to  object  to  a  brother  visiting 
the  Lodge,  by  filing  such  objection  with  the  Master,  without  giving  his  reasons  there- 
for, although  the  one  to  whom  the  objection  is  made  is  a  member  in  good  standing  of 
another  Lodge  in  the  same  place  ?  Has  the  brother  to  whom  the  objection  is  made 
no  redress?  Is  he  not  entitled  to  know  why  such  objection  is  made,  or  must  he  be 
barred  from  visiting  such  Lodge,  so  long  as  the  objection  stands,  no  matter  how 
unjust, simply  to  gratify  some  petty  spite  or  personal  grievance? 

Answer.  A  member  can  object  to  a  brother  visiting  a  Lodge,  and  give  no  reasons 
for  the  objection,  but  the  Master  to  whom  the  objection  is  made  alone  determines 
its  validity.  The  Master  has  to  preserve  the  peace  and  harmony  of  his  Lodge,  and 
therefore  it  is  his  will  that  admits  or  rejects.  One  ought  to  believe  that  no  Master 
would  refuse  a  brother  the  privilege  of  visiting  upon  an  objection  made  by  a  member 
who  declines  to  give  reasons  therefor.  In  support  of  this  assertion,  I  refer  to  a  sub- 
division of  an  ancient  landmark,  from  which  I  quote  :  "  but  when  admission  is  re- 
fused to  a  Mason  in  good  standing,  who  knocks  at  the  door  of  a  Lodge  as  a  visitor, 
it  is  to  be  expected  that  some  good  and  sufficient  reason  shall  be  furnished  for  this 
violation  of  what  is,  in  general,  a  Masonic  right  founded  on  the  Landmarks  of  the 
Order." 

Question.  A  brother  Mason  is  arrested,  charged  with  the  crime  of  embezzlement 
or  grand  larceny,  and  is  acquitted,  or  the  Grand  Jury  fail  to  indict,  and  he  is  dis- 
charged. Charges  are  then  preferred  against  him,  specifying,  as  grounds,  the  identi- 
cal embezzlement  or  grand  larceny  for  which  he  was  acquitted  or  discharged.  Is  not 
the  record  of  his  acquittal  or  discharge  a  complete  defense?  Can  a  Masonic  com- 
mission find  a  brother  guilty  of  a  crime  against  the  State-,  for  which  he  has  been 
acquitted  or  discharged  in  a  criminal  prosecution?  Does  not  the  promise  that  every 
Maspn  has  made  to  obey  the  laws  of  the  land  and  be  a  good  citizen,  estop  him  from 
asserting  that  a  person  acquitted  or  discharged  by  law  is  guilty?  In  an  action  for 
slander  or  libel,  in  accusing  a  person  of  larceny,  the  defendant  is  not  allowed  by  the 
laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States,  to  go  behind  the  records  of  the  Courts ;  can  a 
Masonic  commission  do  so? 

Answer.  In  Masonic  law  it  is  a  settled  axiom  that  every  offense  committed  is  an 
injury  to  the  Fraternity,  inasmuch  that  it,  at  least,  reflects  discredit  on  the  institution; 
hence,  an  acquittal  by  a  civil  court  does  not  prevent  the  Lodge  from  investigating  the 
offense.  The  accused  may  be  acquitted  through  some  technicality  of  law,  where 
release  from  legal  punishment  follows,  but  the  "  shame  upon  the  craft  "  is  not 
removed,  nor  is  he  free  from  guilt  in  the  opinion  of  the  community. 

In  my  absence  the  duties  of  my  office  were  executed  by  the  Deputy  Grand  Master, 
whose  acts  and  decisions  received  an  unqualified  indorsement.  During  this  period, 
Bro.  Garrett  W.  Walraven,  Past  Master  of  Chico  Lodge,  No.  Ill,  was  authorized 
to  give  lectures  and  instructions  to  Table  Mountain  Lodge,  No.  124. 

The  Master  elect  of  Clinton  Lodge,  No.  119,  was  installed  without  possessing  the 
necessary  certificate  of  qualification.  As  General  Regulation  No.  16  is  mandatory  in 
this  requirement,  none  of  the  excuses  offered  in  explanation  were  admitted,  and  the 
installation  was  declared  null  and  of  no  effect.

of  hifl  former  Lodge,  a  majority  of  your  committee  feel  compelled  to  report  that  it 
will  be  for  the  best  interests  of  Masonry  that  the  prayer  of  your  petitioner  should 
Dot  The  concurrence  of  the  Grand  Lodge  recognizes  the  unjust  expul- 

ies  restoration  because  it  will  not  be  for  the  best  interests  of  Masonry. 
The  proposition  is  one  of  simplicity  :  if  Mr.  Gordon  has  been  unjustly  expelled,  and 
this  is  admitted,  ought  he  to  be  restored?  I  know  nothing  of  the  case  beyond  the 
the  Committees  on  Grievances  and  the  statement  of  the  petitioner,  but  my 
sense  of  justice  cries  out  against  an  unjust  punishment.  An  act  of  injustice  is  con- 
trary to  Masonic  principle  which  never  ignores  the  rights  of  others.  Put  yourselves 
mentally  in  the  petitioner's  place— would  you  patiently  submit?  The  case  is  before 
you— what  will  you  do  with  it? 

Bonds,  with  approved  sureties,  were  executed  and  filed  in  my  office  by  the  Grand 
and  Grand  Secretary  for  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  each,  and  by 
itees  of  the  Reserve  Fund,  each  for  five  thousand  dollars,  within  the  statute 
limitation,  and  are  herewith  presented. 

In  my  tirst  message  I  called  attention  to  the  desirableness  of  creating  a  Charity

from  the  inaction  of  the  past,  that  it  will  have  an  accomplishment.    Yet  I  would  be 
•  ant  to  my  convictions  were  the  matter  not  noticed,  and  in  making  this  last 
appeal  I  am  discharging  a  conscientious  duty.    That  a  charity  fund  is  needed  you  may 
ition  ;  that  it  is  feasible  I  wish  you  could  believe.     Our  landmarks  teach  actual, 
antial  charity;  I  would  have  our  Masonry  practical  as  opposed  to  the  senti- 
mental; not  showing  itself  in  words,  but  in  unselfishly  ministering  to  the  wants  of 
Others.     It  la  worthy  of  trial;  if  unsuccessful,  the  failure  will  not  detract  from  the 
good  intention.     Why  not  change  the  Reserve  Fund  into  a  Charity  Fund,  abolish  the 
Trustees,  make  the  Grand  Treasurer  the  custodian,  and  constitute  the  elective  Grand 
Officers  a  board  to  authorize  disbursements  for  charitable  purposes  ?    Or,  if  you  con- 
harity  should  be  dispensed  alone  by  subordinate  Lodges,  why  not  transfer 
re  Fund  to  the  General  Fund,  and  in  the  future  reduce  the  Grand  Lodge 
subordinates,  and  thus  enable  them  to  increase  their  charities?    I  see 
no  necessity  for  the  perpetuation  of  the  Reserve  Fund  as  it  now  exists.    I  give  you 
two  propositions  for  its  final  disposition,  and  solicit  for  the  same  your  careful  yet 
determined  consideration. 

miliar  face  has  disappeared.    The  death  of  Past  Senior  Grand  Warden  Wil- 
liam Sewall  Wells,  at  Oakland,  in  December  last,  was  unexpected.     "Like  a 
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shadow  thrown  softly  from  a  passing  cloud,  Death  fell  upon  him."'  Brother  Wells 
had  attained  an  honored  reputation  in  the  legal  profession,  for  with  superior  ability 
he  had  sound  judgment,  a  strong,  clear,  good  sense.  In  nothing  showy  or  super- 
ficial ;  in  all  real,  stable,  solid.  Of  robust  character,  he  was  earnest,  just,  and  kind- 
hearted,  staunch  in  friendship,  and  quick  in  sympathy.  His  services  as  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Grievances  were  recognized  by  his  transference  to  an  elective 
office,  and  from  thence  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence.  He  was  worthy  of  your 
highest  honors. 

Bro.  Aaeon  Davis  Park,  Grand  Senior  Warden  in  1857,  and  Grand  King  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  in  1859,  died  at  Truckee,  in  January  last.  He  was  also  a  Past  Com- 
mander. He  was  a  mechanic ;  industrious  and  honest,  genial  in  manners,  with  unaf- 
fected kindness  of  heart,  exceeding  in  generosity,  and  in  nature  gentle,  charitable, 
and  humane.  As  a  Mason  he  was  essentially  zealous  and  energetic,  direct  in  pur- 
pose, untiring  in  execution,  and  always  ready  to  assume  any  post  of  labor.  He  held 
the  respect  of  the  communities  in  which  he  lived,  and  in  death  is  honored  for  his 
loyalty  as  a  Mason  and  his  uprightness  as  a  citizen. 

Bro.  John  Randolph  McConnell,  Past  Junior  Grand  Warden  in  1852,  died 
recently  at  Denver.  He  was  a  pioneer,  a  charter  member  of  Nevada  Lodge,  No.  13, 
an  Attorney  General  of  the  State,  and  at  one  time  the  Democratic  nominee  for 
Governor.  His  talents  were  substantial,  he  was  a  close  reasoner,  logical,  intellect- 
ually cultivated  and  given  to  research.  In  temper  stern,  fixed,  fearless,  and  unyield- 
ing, pronounced  in  his  social  relations,  a  good  friend,  and  a  devoted  husband  and 
father.     His  epitaph  might  be,  "he  was  firm,  faithful,  and  true." 

A  few  words  in  conclusion.  In  the  retrospect  of  my  administration  the  memories 
of  social  and  official  intercourse  with  the  Fraternity  throughout  the  jurisdiction  are 
laden  with  kindness,  hospitality,  and  zealous  co-operation,  and  for  these  exhibitions 
of  regard,  courtesy,  and  assistance,  I  tender  a  grateful  recognition.  During  the  long 
tenure  of  my  honorable  and  responsible  office  I  have  ever  endeavored  to  discharge 
its  duties  in  a  manner  commensurate  with  the  high  and  important  trusts  committed  to 
my  keeping  ;  and  for  the  distinguished  honors  you  have  conferred  upon  me  in  the  years 
gone  by,  words  are  inadequate  to  express  a  suitable  acknowledgment.  If  in  the 
performance  of  duty  there  was  a  something  too  much  of  expectation,  a  hope  too 
highly  placed,  resulting  from  your  partial  favor,  yet  I  have  given  to  the  work  my 
earnest  efforts,  with  best  motives  for  your  interests,  and  thus  have  had  a  sweetness 
of  labor  and  the  satisfaction  of  fulfilled  claims. 

In  certain  decisions  I  may  have  occasioned  disappointment,  even  vexation,  but  I 
have  had  no  intention  to  wound  the  feelings  of  the  most  sensitive,  and  these  deci- 
sions have  been  arrived  at  without  prejudice  and  irrespective  of  sympatic,  by  adher- 
ing to  that  which  was  considered  right  and  equitable  ;  and  therefore,  the  retrospect 
occasions  no  regret  for  acts  which  are  yet  believed  to  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  Craft. 
Many  of  my  recommendations  have  been  adopted,  as  I  think,  with  advantage.  For 
those  which  were  rejected  I  have  still  the  author's  desire  and  hope,  with  unvarying 
respect  for  the  opinions  that  prevented  their  realization.  In  having'no  temporizing 
or  evasive  policy,  I  have  set  forth  unpleasant  facts— facts  not  beclouded,  but  rigidly 
stated,  in  order  that  their  real  validity  and  weight  might  be  fully  considered,  and 
that  great  utility  might  result.  My  labors  are  nearly  over,  and  in  their  review,  see- 
ing how  they  could  have  been  greater  and  more  effective,  I  thoroughly  realize  the 
saying  that  "our  deeds  are  always  poorer  than  our  wills." 

And  now  I  have  to  thank  the  various  Inspectors  and  Grand  Officers,  who  have 
been  associated  with  me  from  time  to  time,  for  their  appreciated  aid  in  facilitating  the 
execution  of  the  duties  of  my  office,  and  for  the  interest  evinced  in  the  discharge  of 
their  own  peculiar  duties. 

I  specially  recognize  the  important  services  rendered  by  the  Grand  Lecturer.  In 
making  visitations  throughout  this  large  jurisdiction  he  has  usually  been  my  travel- 
ing companion,  and  an  intimate  relationship  thus  formed  has  enabled  me  to  fully 
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value  his  work  as  your  Grand  Lecturer.  The  ritual,  under  his  guardianship,  is  zeal- 
ously cared  for,  and  his  earnest,  pleasing,  and  painstaking  method  of  imparting 
instruction  makes  him  a  successful  teacher.  In  severing  our  official  companionship  I 
shall  carry  with  me  pleasant  recollections  of  his  genial,  courteous  manner,  his  faith- 
ful support,  and  his  unremitting  kindnesses  and  thoughtful  attention,  so  in  accord  with 
his  generous,  unselfish  nature. 

Once  more  it  is  an  agreeable  duty  to  acknowledge  the  valuable  assistance  which 
has  always  been  afforded  me  by  the  Grand  Secretary.  His  reputation  at  home  and 
abroad  as  a  Masonic  scholar  and  jurist  is  too  well  established  to  be  influenced  by  any 
words  of  mine;  but  his  excellence  as  counselor  and  administrator,  derived  from  exten- 
sive experience,  logical  reasoning,  sound  judgment,  and  integrity  of  purpose,  is  only 
thoroughly  understood  and  estimated  by  my  predecessors  and  myself.  The  harmony 
of  our  long  official  intercourse  has  not  been  marred  in  a  single  instance,  and  my 
labors  and  efforts  have  been  ably  and  courteously  seconded  by  him.  I  pay  this  just 
tribute  to  an  intimacy  which,  born  in  respect,  soon  ripened  into  a  friendship— a  valued 
friendship — which  I  trust  and  believe  will  be  perpetuated  in  our  future  unofficial 
relations. 

In  surrendering  my  trust  I  call  your  attention  to  the  position  held  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  California  in  the  Masonic  world.  It  may  indeed  be  said,  and  not  untruly, 
that  our  history  as  an  organization  is  unprecedented  and  one  that  may  be  regarded 
with  exceptional  pride.  Our  youth  soon  had  the  maturity  of  manhood,  and  at  this 
period  it  is  stronger,  truer,  and  more  vigorous  than  ever  before.  Its  force  lies  in 
preserving  its  course — an  onward,  even  course — that  should  not  be  changed.  To 
accomplish  this,  we  must  have  our  footing  on  solid  ground,  and  have  individual  action 
by  becoming  earnest,  practical  laborers,  remembering  that  there  is  no  place  where 
some  duty  does  not  exist,  and  that  in  its  performance  there  should  be  honesty, 
uprightness,  truth,  bravery,  and  pure-heartedness ;  that  there  are  no  circumstances 
which  in  some  way  may  not  be  better  endured  or  passed  more  pleasingly,  with  a 
loftiness  of  purpose,  with  a  beauty  of  life  "  in  being  true  to  the  truth,"  that  will  give 
grandeur  to  the  moral  foundation  on  which  our  characters  are  built.  There  is  much 
signification  in  the  term  gentle.  Masons  should  be  gentlemen,  and  therefore,  in  inter- 
course we  should  be  courteous,  in  discussion  considerate  and  forbearing,  in  action 
firm  and  moderate,  which  are  all  the  fruit  of  self-control.  Our  aims  and  objects 
should  be  to  a  certain  extent  within  our  means  of  attaining,  with  no  struggle  for  the 
unattainable,  or  full  perfection,  as  imperfection  may  be  found  in  what  we  think  is,  or 
ought  to  be,  perfect.  There  will  be  perplexities  and  discouragements  which  must 
not  be  yielded  to,  obstacles  which  must  be  overcome,  and  burdens  which  must  be 
•  borne.  With  gallant  endeavor  to  succeed,  to  become  more  useful  and  influential, 
we  will  enjcy  the  consciousness  of  having  rectitude  of  purpose,  although  the  amount 
of  success  may  be  disproportionate  to  the  will. 

"  Whenever  we  will  what  is  good 
We  are  better  because  we  willed; 
And  there's  worth  in  an  honest  would, 

Although  it  be  not  fulfilled. 
For  'tis  not  with  success  that  we  build 

Our  life,  but  with  noble  endeavor, 
Full  success  is  a  prize  won  never." 
There  is  a  sadness  in  the  word  farewell,  for  it  is  an  assurance  of  separation— a 
severance  of  actual  relations.  Farewell— it  is  uttered  sadly,  for  it  is  a  witness  to  the 
fact  that  as  your  Grand  Master  I  shall  never  again  address  you.  The  memories  of 
our  happy  association  will  be  fragrant  with  personal  flavors  to  be  oft  recalled  during 
my  voyage  into  the  unknown  future,  which  will  be  sweetened  by  their  remembrance, 
and  which  will  aid  me  to  properly  respect  and  rightly  preserve  the  honorable  distinc- 
tion conferred  by  you  with  frequency  and  an  almost  unanimity.  In  returning  to  the 
place  whence  you  called  me,  it  will  be  my  duty  as  well  as  my  pleasure  to  recog- 
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nize  your  favors  by  laboring  with  increased  motives  for  the  advancement  of  the 
material  prosperity  of  our  institution,  whose  deep,  noble  influences  are  factors  which, 
united  with  love,  serve  to  humanize  the  world. 

Farewell.  My  last  words  are  a  prayer  to  God,  our  Father,  for  your  individual 
happiness  and  prosperity,  and  for  the  common  enhancement  and  common  success  of 
Freemasonry.

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  his  Annual  Report  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  as  follows  : — 

To  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California:— 

The  twenty-fourth  annual  report  of  the  undersigned  is  herewith  presented,  ex- 
hibiting, as  usual,  all  such  transactions  of  his  office,  since  his  last  report,  as  should 
require  action  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  or  may  be  of  interest  to  its  officers  or 
members. 

As  soon  as  it  was  possible,  after  the  close  of  the  last  Annual  Communication,  the 
usual  number  of  copies  of  the  proceedings  thereof— eighteen  hundred  and  fifty — were 
printed  and  distributed,  or  reserved  for  future  binding,  in  the  customary  manner, 
viz. :  one  copy  to  each  of  the  present  Grand  Officers ;  one  copy  to  each  of  the 
elective  Past  Grand  Officers  ;  three  copies  to  each  of  the  Grand  Bodies  with  which 
we  are  in  correspondence ;  four  copies  to  each  of  the  Lodges  of  our  jurisdiction; 
and  six  hundred  copies  reserved  for  future  binding,  to  form  Vol.  XIII  of  our  pro- 
ceedings. 

It  is  proper  to  say  that  the  copies  for  our  Lodges  were  sent  only  after  receipt  of 
their  respective  certificates  of  elections  of  officers,  as  those  certificates  only  could 
give  information  as  to  whom  the  proceedings  should  be  addressed ;  and  that  thus, 
some  of  the  Lodges,  which  had  been  dilatory  in  this  respect,  did  not  receive  their 
copies  until  some  time  after  their  publication. 

It  is  also  proper  to  suggest  that,  inasmuch  as  the  number  of  our  Lodges  has 
been  constantly  increasing,  and  as  three  copies  are  now  sent  to  other  Grand  Lodges, 
in  accordance  with  their  general  custom,  instead  of  two,  as  has  heretofore  been 
our  practice,  the  number  printed  should  be  increased  to  two  thousand ;  and  the 
necessity  for  this  increase  is  rendered  evident  by  the  fact  that  this  year  there  are 
scarcely  fifty  copies  left  of  the  proceedings  of  the  last  for  distribution  among  the 
members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  while  heretofore  there  have  usually  been  about  one 
hundred  and  fifty  for  that  purpose. 

Since  the  last  report  of  the  undersigned,  by  direction  of  the  Grand  Master,  com- 
missions to  Representatives  of  this  Grand  Lodge  near  other  Grand  Bodies  have  been 
issued  as  follows,  all  bearing  date  of  the  second  day  of  October,  1879  : —

To  the  111.*.  Bro.  Jose  de  Carvalho  Azevedo,  near  the  United  Lusitanian  Grand 
Orient  and  Supreme  Council  of  Portugal : 

To  the  W.\  Bro.  Robert  Nisbet,  Past  Master,  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scot- 
land :  and 

To  the  111.-.  Bro.  Julio  Fernandez  Espina,  near  the  Grand  Orient  and  Grand 
Symbolic  Lodge  of  Spain,  in  lieu  of  an  erroneous  commission  before  transmitted. 

Referring  to  that  portion  of  his  report  at  the  last  Annual  Communication,  which 
relates  to  the  library  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  undersigned  takes  the  occasion  to  say 
that  in  April  last  lie  published  a  catalogue  of  the  books  contained  therein,  copies  of 
which  are  herewith  presented,  showing  one  thousand  and  twenty-four  bound  volumes, 
averaging  over  five  hundred  pages  each,  and  a  large  quantity  of  proceedings  and 
periodicals,  which,  when  a  comparatively  few  missing  pamphlets  shall  have  been 
obtained,  will  greatly  increase  that  number.  Since  that  date,  nearly  one  hundred 
volumes  more  have  been  procured,  and  the  undersigned  gladly  avails  himself  of  the 
occasion  to  say  how  largely  he  is  indebted  for  assistance  in  this  behalf  to  Bros. 
Drummond,  of  Maine,  Cleaves,  of  New  Hampshire,  Nickerson,  of  Massachusetts, 
Lambert,  of  Louisiana,  Staton,  of  Kentucky,  and  others,  but,  most  of  all,  to  Bro. 
Robert  H.  Thomas,  of  Xew  York,  who  has  been  untiring  in  his  exertions  to  obtain 
for  us  every  possible  Masonic  publication  of  any  value. 

It  will  be  seen,  at  page  570  of  the  proceedings  of  last  year,  that  it  was  proposed 
to  amend  Section  3,  Article  IV,  Part  II,  of  the  Constitution,  by  striking  out  all  of 
that  section  after  the  word  "  direct,"  in  the  second  line  thereof ;  the  intention  being, 
to  abolish  all  the  remaining  fees  heretofore  by  law  allowed  to  the  Grand  Secretary  : 

And  it  will  also  be  seen,  at  page  580  of  those  proceedings,  that  it  was  proposed 
to  amend  the  fourth  clause  of  Section  1,  Article  IY,  Part  II,  of  the  Constitution,  by 
striking  out3  in  the  second  line  thereof,  the  word  "  quarterly/'  and  inserting,  in  its 
stead,  the  word  "immediately";  the  apparent  intention  being  that  the  moment  the 
Grand  Secretary  receives  any  sum  of  money  on  account  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  however 
large  or  small  it  may  be,  he  must  immediately  pay  it  over  to  the  Grand  Treasurer. 

Both  these  propositions  were  reported  upon  adversely  at  the  last  Annual  Commu- 
nication, by  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  but  both  at  that  time  received  a  ma- 
jority vote  of  the  Grand  Lodge ;  and  they  will  now  come  up  for  final  action  by  the 
two-third  vote  required  by  our  law.  The  undersigned  has  nothing  to  say  in  regard 
to  the  first  proposal,  but  as  to  the  second  he  suggests  that,  if  the  Grand  Lodge  desires 
to  enact  something  so  near  an  impossibility,  it  would  be  welt  that  the  Grand  Treasurer 
be  required  to  reside  in  the  Grand  Secretary's  office,  in  order  to  make  the  require- 
ment as  nearly  possible  as  possible. 

The  five  Lodges,  to  which  charters  were  granted  at  the  last  Annual  Communica- 
tion, were  all  properly  constituted  in  due  season,  and  had  their  officers  installed  by 
deputies  specially  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master  for  that  purpose,  as  follows  :—

The  letters  of  authorization  to  the  several  officers  above  named,  with  their  re- 
spective reports,  are  herewith  submitted. 
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Since  the  close  of  the  last  Annual  Communication,  dispensations  for  the  forma- 
tion of  five  new  Lodges  have,  by  direction  of  the  Grand  Master,  been  issued  from 
this  office,  as  follows  :—

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  there  is  to  be  mentioned  another  Lodge,  the  dispen- 
sation to  which  was  ordered  to  be  continued  at  the  last  Annual  Communication,  viz.: 
July     30,  1878, to  Bodie  Lodge,  at  Bodie,  Mono  County. 

The  petitions  for  the  foregoing  dispensations,  with  the  certificates  of  withdrawal 
of  the  several  petitioners  from  the  Lodges  of  which  they  had  last  been  members,  the 
recommendations  of  the  proper  chartered  Lodges,  and  the  certificates  regarding  the 
qualifications  of  the  Masters  and  Wardens  proposed,  which  are  required  by  our  laws, 
were  all  correctly  prepared  and  presented ;  and  they  are  herewith  submitted,  to- 
gether with  the  returned  dispensations,  the  books  of  record,  and  the  petitions  of  the 
new  Lodges  to  be  perpetuated  by  charters. 

It  is  proper,  as  a  matter  of  history,  to  say  that  a  petition  for  the  formation  of 
Lodi  Lodge,  above  named,  dated  on  the  twenty-first  day  of  May,  1879,  was  in  due 
time  thereafter  received  at  this  office,  but  that  the  dispensation  prayed  for  was 
refused  by  the  Grand  Master  for  the  reason  that  the  requirements  of  the  Constitu- 
tion had  not  then  been  complied  with. 

A  petition,  dated  on  the  eleventh  day  of  January,  1879,  for  the  formation  of  a 
Lodge  at  Eureka  Mills,  in  Plumas  County,  to  be  called  Plumas-Eureka  Lodge,  has 
been  received,  but  the  issue  of  a  dispensation  therefor  was  refused  by  the  Grand 
Master,  for  the  reason  that  there  did  not  appear  to  be  any  necessity  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Lodge  at  that  place  ;  and 

A  yjetition,  dated  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  April,  1879,  for  the  formation  of  a  Lodge  at 
Porterville,  in  Tulare  County,  to  be  called  Porterville  Lodge,  has  also  been  received, 
but  the  dispensation  therefor  was  refused  by  the  Grand  Master  for  the  reason  that, 
after  long  waiting,  no  certificates  of  the  qualifications  of  the  officers  proposed  were 
sent,  as  directed  by  our  laws. 

The  undersigned  has  to  report  an  oversight  on  his  part  at  the  last  Annual  Com- 
munication. In  January,  1878,  infcrmation  was  received  from  the  Secretary  of 
Merced  Lodge,  No.  176,  at  Snelling,  in  Merced  county,  that  that  body,  on  the  twelfth 
day  of  that  month,  had  resolved  to  surrender  its  charter,  its  membership  having  been 
greatly  depleted  by  removals,  especially  by  those  who  had  gone  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  a  neighboring  Lodge,  La  Grange,  No.  99,  at  Merced,  in  that  same  county.  It 
appears  to  have  been  agreed  between  the  two  Lodges  that  those  members  of  the  first 
named,  who,  after  the  customary  application,  reference,  and  election,  might  be  found 
worthy,  should  be  received  as  members  of  the  second,  without  charge  for  affiliation 
fees  ;  and  that  the  small  amount  of  funds  on  hand  and  which  could  be  realized  by  the 
sale  of  the  furniture  and  other  property  of  Merced  Lodge,  should  be  turned  over  to 
La  Grange  Lodge— the  last  accepting  all  the  debts  and  liabilities  of  the  first,  includ- 
ing the  expense  of  certain  dependents  thereupon.  The  duty  of  closing  up  the  affairs 
of  the  Lodge  was  assigned  to  Bro.  Adolph  I.  Simon,  Past  Master,  and  Bro.  Gilbert 
B.  Neighbor,  Secretary  thereof,  and  the  undersigned  takes  great  pleasure  in  reporting 
that  it  was  discharged  in  the  most  satisfactory  manner,  while  he  expresses  his  regret 
that  his  recognition  of  their  faithful  and  intelligent  service  has  been  thus  tardily 
presented.  The  papers  concerning  the  dissolution  of  the  Lodge  are  herewith  sub- 
mitted, and  it  is  recommended  that  the  surrender  of  its  charter  be  accepted  and  that 
the  Lodge  be  declared  to  be  honorably  extinct. 
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Within  a  few  days  past  a  communication  has  been  received  from  the  Secretary  of 
Dibble  Lodge,  No.  109,  giving  information  that,  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  Sep- 
tember last,  that  Lodge  adopted  a  resolution  to  surrender  its  charter.  Nothing  else 
has  been  transmitted  from  the  Lodge  up  to  this  date,  but  it  is  presumed  that,  in  due 
time,  after  having  received  the  proper  instructions,  the  affairs  of  the  Lodge  will  be 
settled  in  accordance  with  the  law,  and  its  charter,  seal,  funds,  and  other  property 
turned  over  to  the  Grand  Lodge  as  our  Constitution  requires. 

The  extinction  of  these  two  Lodges  will  make  forty-seven  vacancies  in  the  num- 
bers upon  our  registry,  leaving  two  hundred  and  four  chartered  Lodges,  which, 
with  the  six  now  acting  under  dispensation,  show  the  number  of  existing  Lodges  to 
be  two  hundred  and  ten. 

Of  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  by-laws  of  Lodges  which  have  been  received 
dnring  the  year,  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Master,  in  the  cases  of  twenty-two,  have 
been  tiled  in  this  office.  Of  these,  four — being  from  Lodges  Nos.  104,  233,  242,  and 
249— propose  changes  in  the  times  of  meeting  ;  nine — being  from  Lodges  Nos.  24,  57, 
70,  104,  143,  164,  200,  225,  and  239  — propose  to  reduce  the  monthly  dues;  three- 
being  from  Lodges  Nos.  3S,  123,  and  184  —  propose  to  increase  those  dues;  four — 
being  from  Lodges  Nos.  22, 120, 198,  and  224 — propose  to  reduce  the  fees  for  degrees; 
one — being  from  Lodge  No.  144 — proposes  to  reduce  the  fee  for  affiliation ;  and  one — 
being  from  Lodge  No.  22 — proposes  to  require  the  Secretary  to  give  a  bond. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  the  following  proposed  amendments  have  been 
received,  viz.:  one  from  Lodge  No.  22,  proposing  to  require  a  bond  from  the  .Secre- 
tary, for  a  certain  sum  named,  and  one  from  Lodge  No.  188,  proposing  to  interpolate 
sundry  words  deemed  to  be  unnecessary  —  both  which  were  disapproved  by  the 
Grand  Master,  for  reasons  which  he  has  indorsed  upon  the  several  papers. 

In  accordance  with  the  law,  all  the  foregoing  are  submitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
for  final  action,  as  are  also  the  books  of  by-laws  of  the  six  Lodges  now  existing 
under  dispensation. 

The  undersigned  has  received  the  following  papers  from  without  our  juris- 
diction, all  which  have  been  transmitted  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Juris- 
prudence for  examination  and  report,  viz.: — 

1st  and  2d.  Two  communications  from  the  Grand  Orient  of  the  Argentine  Repub- 
lic, dated  at  Buenos  Aires,  on  the  sixth  day  of  August,  1878,  and  on  the  thirty-first 
day  of  March,  1879,  relative  to  the  formation  of  a  new  Constitution,  the  establishment 
of  an  executive  directory,  and  other  matters. 

3d.  Certain  resolutions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Brunswick,  adopted  on  the 
twenty-sixth  day  of  September,  1878,  remonstrating  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland 
in  regard  to  its  alleged  invasion  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec, 
and  suspending  communication  with  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  its  subordinates  and 
their  members,  while  it  or  they  adhere  to  the  late  action  of  that  Grand  Body  ';iu 
striking  out,  from  its  affirmation  of  Masonic  principles,  the  declaration  of  belief  in  the 
existence  of  God."' 

4th.  A  circular  letter  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,  conveying  resolutions 
adopted  on  the  third  day  of  October,  1878,  interdicting  "  all  communication  with  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  and  all  individual  Masons  owing  allegiance  thereto,"  in 
consequence  of  an  alleged  invasion  by  that  Grand  Body  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec. 

5th.    A  communication  from  Bro.  James  S.  Faunell,  Grand  Master  of  Masons 
in  New  South  Wales,  dated  at  Sydney  on  the  twenty-third  day  of  December;  I 
setting  forth  the  reasons  why  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales  ought  to  be 
acknowledged  by  the  other  Grand  Lodges  of  the  world. 

6th.     A  circular  letter  from  Bro.  Juan  B.  Hernandez,  Grand  Master  of  the  i;  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  Island  of  Cuba,"  dated  at  Havana  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  April.  I 
presenting  reasons  why  that  body  should  be  regarded  as  the  only  legitimate  supreme 
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authority  for  symbolic  Masonry  in  Cuba,  and  why  the  "  Grand  Lodge  of  Colon  "  has 
no  such  claims. 

7th.  A  communication  from  Bro.  Paul  Germain  Corville,  concerning  a  "Grand 
Lodge  of  France,"  accompanied  by  a  pamphlet  containing  sundry  protestations 
against  certain  action  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  that  Republic. 

8th.  A  communication  from  Bro.  J.  Hawkins  Butchard,  President  of  the  Board 
of  Foreign  Correspondence  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales,  hoping  for  the 
recognition  of  that  Grand  Body  at  our  present  Annual  Communication. 

9th.  A  communication  from  Bro.  Francis  Belanyi,  Chief  of  the  Chancellerie  of 
the  (so-called)  Grand  Lodge  of  Hungary,  asking  for  recognition  and  proposing  an 
exchange  of  correspondence. 

10th.  A  communication  from  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  United  States  of  Colom- 
bia, dated  at  Carthagena  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  May,  1878,  announcing  certain 
decrees  of  that  body  ;  and 

11th.  Another  communication  from  that  Supreme  Council,  dated  on  the  thirtieth 
day  of  November,  1878,  giving  a  list  of  its  Grand  Dignitaries,  and  suggesting  the 
name  of  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  as  the  Representative  of  our  Grand  Lodge  near 
that  Grand  Body.

Those  portions  of  the  Address  of  the  Grand  Master,  in  1878,  which  relate  "to 
the  Grand  Lodges  of  Quebec  and  Scotland  ;  to  the  report  of  our  Representative  near 
the  Giand  Lodge  of  Illinois ;  to  the  appointment  of  Representatives  near  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  Mexico  and  the  Grand  Orient  of  Spain;  to  the  issue  of  a  duplicate 
charter  to  Vacavilie  Lodge,  No.  134;  to  the  questions  re-submitted  by  the  Grand 
Master;  to  the  incorporation  of  Lodges  ;  to  the  recommendation  to  make  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finances  a  standing  committee ;  to  the  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer 
respecting  the  management  of  the  Reserve  Fund;  to  the  notice  directed  to  be  pub- 
lished concerning  the  Masonic  Savings  and  Loan  Bank ;  and  to  the  communication 
from  the  Grand  Commander  of  California  and  the.

A  petition  for  restoration  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry  from 
Charles  Howard  Gordon,  who  was  expelled  by  Woodb ridge  Lodge,  No.  131,  on  the 
sixteenth  day  of  January,  1875,  with  certain  resolutions  from  that  Lodge  protesting 
against  such  restoration.  It  will  be  remembered  that  a  petition  for  this  purpose  has 
several  times  been  presented  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  Committee  on  Grievances 
sometimes  reporting  adversely  to  and  sometimes  in  favor  of  the  prayer  of  the  peti- 
tioner. The  matter  culminated  last  year  in  a  report  which  may  perhaps  be  fairly 
classed  with  that  celebrated  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State  in  the  so- 
called  Archie  slave  case,  which  was  described  by  the  late  Judge  Baldwin  as  having 
undoubtedly  fulfilled  all  the  equities,  "inasmuch  as  it  gave  the  law  to  the  North  and 
the  nigger  to  the  South." 

2d.  A  petition  for  restoration,  as  above,  from  Robert  Moore,  who  was  expelled 
by  Hawaiian  Lodge,  No.  21,  on  the  sixth  day  of  May,  1868,  with  a  resolution  of  that 
Lodge  and  other  papers  recommending  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  granted. 

3d.  A  petition,  for  restoration,  as  above,  from  Henry  Lyster,  who  was  suspended 
by  Pajaro'  Lodge,  No.  110,  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  December,  1873.  This 
petition  came  before  the  Grand  Lodge  last  year,  but  was  reported  against  by  the 
Committee  on  Grievances  only  for  the  reason  that  certain  preliminaries,  made  neces- 
sary by  the  law,  had  not  been  complied  with.  That  error  seems  now  to  have  been 
remedied,  and,  so  far  as  the  accompanying  papers  show,  it  does  not  appear  that 
Pajaro  Lodge  has  any  objection  to  the  granting  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner. 

4th.  A  petition  for  restoration,  as  above,  from  James  G.  Brewton,  who  was 
expelled  by  Tehama  Lodge,  No*  3,  on  the  fourth  day  of  August,  1859,  of  which  pro- 
posed petition  due  notice  appears  to  have  been  given  to  that  Lodge. 

5th.  A  statement  from  Henry  Clay  Lodge,  No.  95,  that  William  E.  Fifield, 
who  was  expelled  by  that  Lodge  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  October,  1864,  has  given 
notice  thereto  of  his  intention  to  petition  the  Grand  Lodge  for  restoration  to  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry  ;  and  a  subsequent  paper  from  that  Lodge  announc- 
ing its  opposition  to  such  restoration. 

*It  will  be  seen,  at  page  586  of  the  proceedings  at  the  last  Annual  Communication, 
that  it  was  ordered  "that  the  action  of  Ferndale  Lodge,  No.  193,  in  expelling  James 
Howard  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  be  reversed  and  set  aside,  and 
that  the  case  be  remanded  to  the  said  Lodge  for  a  new  trial."  No  report  of  such 
new  trial  has  been  received  by  the  undersigned,  nor  has  any  information  upon  the 
subject  been  received  from  that  Lodge. 

At  pages  620  and  621  of  the  proceedings  of  last  year,  it  will  be  seen  that  no  trans- 
cript had  then  been  sent  by  King  JJavidSs  Lodge,  No.  209,  in  the  case  of  Michael 
Henderson,  reported  as  having  been  suspended  by  that  Lodge,  and  that  the  Lodge 
was  ordered  to  forward  such  transcript  immediately.  The  undersigned  is  glad  to 
report  that  the  order  has  been  obeyed,  and  that  the  document  will  be  found  named 
in  the  preceding  list  of  transcripts. 

A  similar  case  will  be  seen  at  pages  621  and  622  of  the  proceedings  of  last  year, 
wherein  Keith  Lodge,  No.  187,  had  failed  to  send  a  transcript  of  the  trial  of  Cooper 
Comins,  reported  as  having  been  acquitted,  although  an  appeal  from  that  decision 
had  been  presented  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  It  was  ordered  that  the  transcript  be  sent 
without  delay,  and  it  is  with  pleasure  that  the  undersigned  reports  a  prompt  obedi- 
ence to  the  order,  as  will  be  shown  in  the  preceding  list. 

At  pages  607  to  610,  inclusive,  of  the  proceedings  at  the  last  Annual  Communica- 
tion, will  be  seen  a  special  report  by  the  undersigned  relative  to  the  amounts  con- 
tributed in  this  jurisdiction  on  account  of  the  Yellow  Fever  scourge  in  the  Southern 

*  Since  the  foregoing  was  presented,  the  representative  of  Ferndale  Lodge  has  given  verbal 
information  that  a  new  trial  teas  had,  resulting  in  the  acquittal  of  Bro.  James  Howaed,  and  that 
it  was  the  fault  of  the  Secretary  that  such  information  was  not  transmitted. 

Gr.  Sec. 
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States,  showing  that,  besides  the  five  hundred  dollars  sent  to  each  of  the  Grand  Sec- 
retaries of  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  and  Tennessee,  ($1,500  in  all)  direct  from  the 
treasury  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  contributions  amounted  to  seven  thousand  three 
hundred  and  eighteen  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  of  which  five  hundred  dollars  were  sent 
to  Louisiana,  fifteen  hundred  to  Mississippi,  and  fifteen  hundred  to  Tennessee,  (in  all 
$3,500)  leaving  a  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  undersigned,  at  the  time  when  he  was 
advised  by  those  Grand  Secretaries  that  no  more  funds  were  needed,  of  three  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  eighteen  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 

This  amount,  in  accordance  with  his  recommendation,  was  ordered  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  be  refunded  to  the  several  donors,  in  sums  proportioned  to  their  respective 
donations;  and  in  obedience  to  this  and  a  further  order, the  undersigned  now  reports 
that  the  whole  amount  has  been  refunded  in  the  manner  directed,  and  that  the  pro- 
portion due  to  each,  was,  as  near  as  may  be,  52.^  per  cent,  of  the  donations, 
as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  detailed  statement,  showing  the  names  of  each 
contributor,  the  amount  contributed,  and  the  amount  refunded,  the  last  fact  being 
verified  by  the  accompanying  separate  receipts  of  each  of  the  one  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  contributors :

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Francisco,"  the  par  value  of  which  is  ten  dollars  each ;  and  that,  during  the  fiscal 
year,  as  shown  in  the  foregoing  account,  the  Grand  Lodge  has  received,  from  divi- 
dends on  said  stock,  in  addition  to  its  usual  revenues,  the  sum  of  twenty-two  hundred 
and  forty  dollars  and  sixty  cents. 

As  heretofore,  for  many  years,  the  undersigned  is  enabled  to  state  that,  for  the 
fiscal  year  just  reported,  the  returns  from  all  the  Lodges  had  been  received  and  that 
their  dues  had  all  been  paid.

Which  report,  with  the  accompanying  books  and  vouchers,  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finances. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  presented  his  Annual  Report  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  as  follows  : — 

To  the  M.\  W.'.  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  during  the  past  year  I  have  issued  certificates  of 
qualification  to  the  Masters  elect  of  the  following  Lodges,  viz.:  Nos.  44,  127,  191, 
203,  214,  219,  and  226  ;  and  that  certificates  of  qualification  of  all  the  Masters  in  the 
jurisdiction  have  been  received,  except  those  of  Lassen,  No.  149 ;  Azilan,  No.  177  ; 
Janesville,  No.  232  ;  and  George  Washington,  No.  62.  The  Master  elect  of  the  latter 
did  not  qualify,  and  the  previous  Master  is  holding  over. 

I  have  visited  and  exemplified  the  work  in  the  following  Lodges,  viz.:  Santa 
Bosa,  No.  57;  Visalia,  No.  128;  Phoenix,  No.  178;  Anaheim,  No.  207;  Bakersfield, 
No.  224  ;  Fresno,  No.  247,  and  and  Welcome,  U.  D.  I  have  also  met  with  the  officers 
of  La  Grange,  No.  99,  and  Santa  Ana,  No.  241,  at  their  respective  Lodge-rooms,  where 
such  portions  of  the  work  were  rehearsed  as  was  necessary  for  their  instruction;  and 
I  accompanied  the  Grand  Master  to  witness  the  conferring  of  the  third  degree  in 
Sacramento,  No.  40,  and  Mission,  No.  169.  In  both  these  Lodges,  the  work  was 
almost  perfect. 

In  conformity  with  certain  resolutions  adopted  at  the  last  Annual  Communication, 
requesting  the  undersigned  to  prepare  an  installation  service,  embodying  his  recom- 
mendation of  that  year  that  a  proper  certificate  of  qualification  of  the  Master  elect 
be  presented  to  the  installing  officer  at  each  installaiion,  and  also  to  compile  a  moni- 
torial work,  to  be  used  in  this  juiisdiction,  I  have  to  report  that  I  have  performed 
that  duty,  and  herewith  present  the  result  of  that  performance  for  your  considera- 
tion. 

I  have  received  reports  from  the  Inspectors  of  the  1st,  3d,  5th,  7th,  8th,  9th,  10th, 
12th,  13th,  15th,  16th,  17th,  18th,  19th,  20th,  21st,  22d,  23d,  25th,  26th,  27th,  2ith, 
29th,  30th,  and  32d  districts. 

Inspector  John  A.  Watson  reports  that  the  duties  devolving  upon  him  in  the 
First  District  have  been  light  and  very  pleasant ;  that  the  officers  of  the  several  Lodges 
have  been  regularly  installed  ;  that  the  Lodges  are  progressing  quietly  and  harmoni- 
ously ;  and  that  but  little  work  has  been  done  on  account  of  the  hard  times. 

Inspector  Clay  VV.  Taylor  reports  that  since  his  appointment  he  has  visited  four 
of  the  seven  Lodges  comprising  the  Third  District,  the  officers  of  which,  he  says,  are 
well  up  in  the  work.  Owing  partly  to  the  fact  that  there  seemed  to  be  a  disposition 
to  avoid  the  expense  of  the  Inspector's  visits,  and  partly  because  his  time  had  been 
otherwise  employed  professionally,  he  had  not  visited  the  three  others.  He  had, 
however,  seen  and  conversed  with  brethren  of  the  Lodges  not  visited,  and  had  cor- 
responded with  their  Masters  and  Secretaries  concerning  their  condition,  situation, 
and  the  manner  of  conferring  the  degrees.  From  the  information  thus  received,  he 
believes  them  to  be  in  good  working  order.  He  is  of  the  opinion  that  visits  from 
the  Grand  Lecturer  or  Inspector  are  essentially  necessary,  in  order  that  the  work 
may  be  uniform  and  properly  executed.  He  believes,  also,  that  my  suggestion  of  last 
year,  that  the  Master  of  each  Lodge  should  appoint  members  to  perfect  themselves 
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in  the  floor  work,  and  fill  those  places  in  the  conferring  of  the  third  degree,  should 
be  fully  carried  out;  as  thereby  work,  which  otherwise  would  be  a  failure,  could  be 
made  a  success.     But  little  work  has  been  done  in  this  district  during  the  year. 

Inspector  Arthur  W.  Kkddie  reports  in  detail  the  condition  of  the  Lodges  in  the 
Fifth  District.  He  has  visited  all  except  one,  found  them  in  good  working  order,  out 
of  debt,  and  with  fair  financial  prospects  ahead. 

Inspector  Josiah  P.  Brown  reports  the  officers  of  the  Seventh  District  as  being 
well  qualified,  but  that,  with  the  exception  of  one  Lodge  which  had  conferred  nine- 
teen degrees,  but  little  work  had  been  done  during  the  year. 

Inspector  Ianthis  J.  Rolfe,  of  the  Eighth  District,  reports  that,  in  coDsequence 
of  the  reelection  of  the  former  Masters  in  all  the  Lodges  of  his  district,  he  has  had 
but  little  instruction  to  give.  He  has  visited  the  five  Lodges  under  his  supervision, 
and  reports  the  work  as  being  well  done  in  some,  while  in  others  but  tolerably. 
Degrees  have  been  conferred  in  all  the  Lodges  except  one. 

Inspector  Elias  L.  McCltjre,  of  the  Ninth  District,  reports  as  follows  :  "  Not 
having  been  requested  to  visit  any  of  the  Lodges  in  my  jurisdiction,  and  not  feeling 
able  to  do  so  at  my  own  expense,  I  have  not  performed  that  part  of  my  duty  and 
am  therefore  unable  to  report  to  you  their  condition.  It  appears  to  me  that  the 
resolution  regarding  Inspectors'  visits  should  be  altered,  or  that  that  portion  of  their 
duties  should  be  dispensed  with." 

Inspector  Lewis  L.  Bowers  reports  the  five  Lodges  in  the  Twelfth  District  to  be 
in  good  condition.  He  has  visited  three,  and  examined  the  Masters  of  the  two  not 
visited,  and  found  them  well  qualified.  He  has  devoted  twenty-three  days  to  lectur- 
ing one  Lodge  heretofore  considered  weak,  and  left  it  in  the  best  condition.  Little 
work  had  been  done,  on  account  of  the  hard  times,  but  he  believes  that  his  district 
will  compare  favorably  with  any  in  the  State. 

Inspector  Bobert  E.  Warren,  of  the  Tenth,  Fkancis  E.  Warren,  of  the  Thir- 
teenth, and  Albert  Wright,  of  the  Fifteenth  districts,  make  substantially  the  same 
complaint  as  that  made  by  Inspector  McClure,  of  the  Ninth.  Inspector  Wright 
expresses   his  views  on  the  subject  as  follows  : — 

Let  me  call  your  at'ention  to  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  last  year, 
which  has  direct  reference  to  the  Inspector's  prerogative,  rather  than  his  duty.  In  re- 
ferring to  said  resolution  you  will  find  that  the  prerogative  of  the  Inspector  is  vitiated  to 
an  unlimited  extent;  for  when  an  invitation  is  required  from  the  Lodges  in  his  district, 
to  insure  the  actual  expenses  incident  to  his  visit,  what  Inspector  would  take  it  upon 
himself  to  visit  a  Lodge  without  an  invitation  so  to  do?  In  my  reflections  upon 
this  resolution,  I  have  inferred  that  if  a  "  laborer  is  not  worthy  of  his  hi:e:**  then  an 
onViai  visit  from  an  Inspector  is  not  desirable,  unless  through  invitation.  Who 
could  exercise  his  '-sound  discretion''  (see  resolutions  above  referred  10,)  without 
conceding  to  a  Lodge  the  right  to  exercise  its  discretion  ;  and  as  I  have  not  visited 
all  the  Lodges  in  this  district  at  this  date,  though  I  have  communicated  with  them, 
my  reasons  for  not  doino:  so  will  appear  obvious.  Several  of  the  Lodges  in  the 
district  decided  that  they  did  not  require  an  official  visit  from  the  Inspector.  I  re- 
quested others  to  inform  me  when  it  would  be  convenient  for  me  to  visit  them,  as  I 
purposed  so  to  do  ;  bat  there  was  either  an  intended  act  of  discourtesy  on  their  part, 
an  exhibition  of  carelessness  in  failing  to  answer  my  communication,  or  a  desire, 
through  procrastination,  to  avoid  a  visit  from  the  Inspector  and  thus  remain  unre- 
ported. 

As  to  the  Lodges  which  I  have  visited.  I  have  found  them  in  most  cases  quite 
proficient  in  the  work,  earnest  and  zealous  in  behalf  of  the  principles  of  Free- 
masonry, and  endeavaring  to  cany  out  its  tenets.  The  mis'akes  which  are  made  in 
the  work  are  mostly  monosyllabic"  ones,  such  as  occur  in  the  best  of  Lodges.  1  have 
endeavored,  as  far  a-  possible,  to  place  the  brethren  right  when  I  have  found  them 
wron?.  I  believe  the  officers  of  all  Lodges,  from  the  Junior  Deacon  to  the  Mm 
should  give  satisfactory  evidence  of  a  thorough  knowledge  of  their  various  duties, 
as  well  as  a  proper  understanding  of  the  floor  work  and  their  ability  to  perform  it, 
before  they  are  insta  led  :  and  I  further  believe  that  the  Master  elect  should  be  re- 
quired to  vouch  to  the  Inspector  for  these  qualifications  of  his  officers,  before  he 
receives  his  certificate. 

Following  this  method,  and  constituting  it  as  a  part  of  the  discipline  of  our 
Craft,  would  be  almost  a  guarantee,  certainly  something  of  an  assurance,  of  the 
proficiency  of  the  Lodges  in  this  State  in  Masonic  work.     From  what  I  have  heard 
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and  seen,  and  from  what  I  have  learned  through  others,  I  can  report  favorably  and 
even  flatteringly,  upon  the  work  as  rendered  by  the  Lodges  in  the  fifteenth  district. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  opinions  of  Inspector  Wright,  I  desire  to  add  my 
views  upon  this  subject  of  visitation,  in  connection  with  the  resolution  of  the  last 
Communication — providing  that  a  Lodge  should  only  be  required  to  pay  the  expenses 
of  an  Inspector's  visit,  'when  made  at  its  request."  I  believe  the  proviso  mentioned 
to  be  unnecessary,  and  not  productive  of  good  results;  and  that  the  last  paragraph 
of  the  resolution  virtually  nullifies  the  first— that  "the  necessity  for  visiting  Lodges 
within  their  respective  districts  should  be  left,  to  the  sound  discretion  of  the  Inspec- 
tors." Here  I  believe  that  our  legislation  should  have  left  it.  Most  of  our  Inspec- 
tors are  brethren  of  long  residence  in  their  respective  districts,  and  of  extensive 
Masonic  experience.  They  are  the  best  judges  of  the  necessity  for  visiting  the 
Lodges  placed  under  their  charge  ;  and  if,  in  their  "sound  discretion,''  they  believe 
the  necessity  exists,  the  visit  should  be  made  with  or  without  the  request  of  the 
Lodge;  and,  if  made,  most  certainly  the  Inspector's  expenses  should  be  paid.  In 
accordance  with  the  oft-expressed  wish  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  that  our  system  of  in- 
spection should  be  protected  and  perpetuated,  I  most  earnestly  recommend  the  re- 
vision of  the  resolution  referred  to,  and  that  the  proviso  which  leaves  the  subject  to 
the  will  or  discretion  of  the  Lodges  be  stricken  out. 

Inspector  John  Q.  Adams  reports,  in  detail,  the  condition  of  the  ten  Lodges  com- 
prising the  Sixteenth  District.  He  says  that  the  officers  generally  are  proficient  in 
their  duties,  and  work  well  together.  Everything  appears  to  run  smoothly  in  his 
district.  One  Lodge,  which  had  conferred  but  one  degree  during  the  year,  and  that 
in  a  creditable  manner,  appears  to  be  laboring  under  great  disadvantages.  It  appears 
that  most  of  the  members  reside  on  the  line  of  the  railroad  which  conveys  them  to 
the  place  where  the  Lodge  is  located.  The  train  usually  arrives  at  hal'-past  eight 
o'clock,  p.  m.  Nothing  can  be  done  until  its  arrival,  which  makes  it  nearly  nine 
o'clock  before  they  get  to  work;  and,  as  most  of  the  members  reside  at  a  distance  of 
from  three  to  seven  miles,  the  result  is  that  by  the  time  the  Lodge  is  engaged  in 
work,  it  is  time  for  them  to  return  home.  He  says  it  is  difficult  at  times  to  get 
enough  members  together  to  open  the  Lodge,  and  he  fears  that  unless  some  change 
is  made  soon,  the  Lodge  will  be  compelled  to  surrender  its  charter. 

Inspector  Thomas  C.  Pockman,  of  the  Seventeenth  District,  reports  having  vis- 
ited most  of  the  Lodges  under  his  supervision.  Great  improvement  had  been  made 
in  the  work,  and  harmony  prevailed.  He  especially  compliments  Sacramento  Lodge, 
No.  40,  for  the  masterly  manner  in  which  the  third  degree  was  conferred  on  the  evening 
of  his  visit. 

Inspector  George  Btjrnham,  of  the  Eighteenth  District,  reports  having  visited 
all  the  Lodges  therein  except  one.  He  had  witnessed  the  conferring  of  the  degrees 
in  four,  and  the  work  was  well  done.  The  five  other  Lodges  had  conferred  no 
degrees  during  the  year. 

Inspector  Robert  Aitken,  of  the  Nineteenth  District,  reports  having  visited  six 
of  the  nine  Lodges  under  his  supervision,  and  that  they  are  doing  good  work.  He 
did  not  visit  the  others,  as  he  had  inspected  them  last  year  and  was  familiar  with  the 
manner  in  which  the  present  officers  performed  their  duties.  Being  aware  that 
Bodie  Lodge,  U.  D.,  which  had  been  placed  in  his  district,  would  have  its  books  and 
affairs  examined  by  the  Committee  on  Charters  at  this  Communication,  he  did  not 
deem  it  necessary  to  make  an  official  visit  to  that  distant  Lodge. 

Inspector  Edward  R.  Hedges  reports  having  visited  all  the  Ledges  in  the  Twen- 
tieth District,  except  two.  Those  located  in  the  midst  of  large  and  permanent  pop- 
ulations are  steadily  increasing  in  numbers.  The  others  are  not.  The  officers  of 
all  the  Lodges  perform  their  work  in  a  creditable  manner.  He  witnessed  the  exempli- 
fication of  the  work  in  several  Lodges,  and  was  pleased  with  the  manner  in  which  it 
was  done.  He  believes  that  it  would  benefit  one  Lodge  in  his  district  if  it  were  con- 
solidated with  another,  as  its  members  are  so  scattered  that  it  is  with  great  difficulty 
that  a  sufficient  number  can  be  got  together  to  open  the  Lodge. 
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Uankin  reports  the  four  Lodges  in  the  Twenty-first  District  to 
be  in  good  condition. 

\i.\  lb  K.  Ci.akk,  of  the  Twenty-second  District,  among  other  things, 
reporti  m  followi  :— 

I  mint diatclv  on  receipt  of  my  commission,  I  addressed  a  note  to  each  Master  of  a 
in  my  district,  requesting  to  be  informed  when  they  would  be  at  work.     I 
Informed  them  that  I  would  endeavor  to  be  present  at  their  meetings,  for  the  purpose 
Of  better  acquaintance,  and  also  that  I  might  be  able  to  make  a  report  on  their  con- 
dition  to   the  Grand  lecturer.     I  did  not  receive  any  reply.    After  waiting  some 
months    1    igain   addressed  the  Masters,  and  received  one  reply  from  Pleasauton 
218,  but  was  unable  to  visit  them  on  the  evening  set.    I  therefore  feel 
thai  my  report  will  be  but  meagre  and  unsatisfactory.    The  four  Lodges  in  Oakland 
6  active  tins  year  than  last.    New  material  has  been  steadily  coming 
I  all  have  done  considerable  work. 
There  lias  not  been  much  effort  made  to  bring  the  work  up  to  a  correct  standard. 
: tall  has  been  with  the  Masters,  who  make  but  little  effort  to  instruct  their 
.    drill  in  their  respective  duties.    But  few  Masters  are  willing  to  devote 
raficient  time,  not  only  to  thoroughly  qualify  themselves,  but  to  the  very  necessary 
duties  incumbent  on  them  as  teachers  of  the  Craft.    Excellent  harmony  seems  to 
prevail,  not  only  among  the  members  of  Lodges,  but  between  the  different  Lodges  in 
Uetriet.     The  labors  of  charity  are  faithfully  attended  to,  and  these  labors  are  by 
DO  means  light  nor  unimportant ;  nor  is  there  any  part  of  the  Masonic  work  that  has 
required  more  patience  and  discretion.    The  Lodges  have  made  good  selections  in 
the  choice  of  Secretaries,  so  that  that  important  office  has  been  well  attended  to  in  all 
the  necessary  details  of  Lodge  business. 

J  r<  gret  that  the  Masters  to  whom  Inspector  Clark  addressed  his  communica- 
tions failed  to  reply.  It  shows  a  lack  of  courtesy  on  their  part  which  is  almost  inex- 
le.  From  personal  knowledge  I  know  the  Inspector  to  be  as  competent  to  teach 
the  work  as  any  brother  in  the  jurisdiction  ;  and  I  believe  him  to  be  fully  competent 
■charge  all  the  important  duties  of  his  office.  The  slight  imposed  upon  him  by 
the  Masters  above  referred  to  should  not  pass  unnoticed,  if  it  is  our  desire  to  per- 
petuate our  present  excellent  system  of  inspection,  as  it  should  be  our  aim,  in  every 
way,  to  encourage  the  Inspectors  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

ctor  Aepad  Harazthy,  having  visited  eleven  of  the  fifteen  Lodges  com- 
prising the  Twenty-third  District,  reports  them  as  being  in  good  condition.  The 
officers  have  taken  great  pride  in  acquiring  and  performing  the  work,  and,  though 
not  a  prosperous  year,  the  Lodges  have  had  a  fair  amount  of  work  to  do. 

Inspector  Frederick  W.  Lucas,  in  reporting  the  condition  of  the  Lodges  com- 
prising the  Twenty -fifth  District,  says  that,  owing  to  an  unusual  depression  in 
business,  more  attention  has  been  paid  to  averting  financial  disaster  than  to  Masonic 
matters.  The  Lodges,  in  consequence,  fell  below  the  usual  standard  of  proficiency. 
He  remarks  that  the  greatest  difficulty  he  has  had  to  contend  with  is,  not  in  teaching 
the  officers  the  correct  language  of  the  ritual,  but  to  see  that  they  execute  it  in  a 
natural  and  impressive  manner.  A  rusty  Mason  may  detect  errors  in  the  execution 
of  the  work,  and  an  intelligent  candidate  will  find  food  for  criticism  in  the  monot- 
onous delivery  of  an  otherwise  bright  Master,  while  errors  of  diction  may  be  discov- 
ered only  by  the  few.  Too  great  importance  is  usually  attached  to  the  precise  words 
used  to  express  an  idea,  and  too  little  notice  taken  of  the  manner  of  giving  expres- 
sion to  it.  Inspector  Lucas  is  a  painstaking  teacher,  and  will  no  doubt  soon  bring 
the  Lodges  under  his  charge  back  to  the  high  standard  of  proficiency  which  they  held 
in  the  past. 

Inspector  Joseph  Warner  reports  having  visited  all  the  Lodges  in  the  Twenty- 
sixth  District,  and  found  them  in  good  condition.  The  officers  and  brethren  take 
great  interest,  and  pride  themselves  in  being  able  to  come  up  to  the  prescribed  work 
in  all  its  details. 

Inspector  Robert  C.  Broder,  of  the  Twenty-seventh  District,  reports  having 
constituted  Fresno  Lodge,  No.  247,  in  November  last;  and  again  visited  it  in  Feb- 
ruary and  April,  remaining  several  days  each  time,  giving  instruction  in  the  ritual, 
and  witnessing  the  conferring  of  the  degrees.  He  installed  the  officers  of  Bakersfteld 
Lodge,  No.  224*>in  December  last,  lectured  them  in  the  degrees,  and  predicts  that  it 
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will  be  a  useful  Lodge.  He  visited  Inyo  Lodge,  No.  221,  in  April,  lectured  its  mem- 
bers during  eight  days,  and  was  much  pleased  with  the  desire  manifested  by  the 
officers  to  acquire  an  exact  knowledge  of  the  ritual.  He  remarks  that  it  is  about  as 
easy  to  take  a  trip  around  Cape  Horn  as  to  go  to  Inyo  ;  yet  that  the  appreciation 
shown  by  the  brethren  in  perfecting  themselves  in  the  work  repaid  him  for  the 
trouble  and  expense  in  making  the  visit.  He  also  visited  Welcome  Lodge,  U.  D.,  at 
Lemoore,  several  times,  lectured  the  brethren  in  the  work,  assisted  in  the  conferring 
of  the  degrees,  and  thinks  they  do  the  best  work  of  any  Lodge  in  the  district  and 
have  a  bright  future  before  them. 

Inspector  Brodee  deserves  credit  for  his  untiring  zeal  in  perfecting  the  work  of 
the  Lodges  under  his  charge.  During  the  past  year,  I  personally  visited  four  of 
them  and  was  greatly  pleased.  The  efforts  of  the  brethren  of  Welcome  Lodge, 
U.  D.,  to  perfect  themselves  as  they  have,  deserves  the  highest  commendation. 
Their  Lodge  room  is  well  furnished  and  they  have  all  the  paraphernalia  necessary 
to  do  the  work  well. 

Inspector  Irving  N.  McGuire  reports  having  visited  each  Lodge  in  the  Twenty- 
eighth  District.  He  has  examined  their  books  and  inquired  into  their  condition,  and 
is  pleased  to  say  that  improvement  in  the  work  is  noticeable  in  all.  The  competency 
of  the  officers  has  produced  harmony  and  greatly  contributed  to  the  prosperity  of 
the  Lodges. 

Inspector  Jonathan  D.  Hinds  reports  the  Lodges  in  the  Twenty-ninth  District  to 
be  in  good  working  order. 

Inspector  William  W.  Robinson,  of  the  Thirtieth  District,  reports  that,  on 
account  of  official  business,  he  had  not  been  able  to  visit  any  of  the  Lodges  outside 
of  the  city  of  Los  Angeles,  that  most  of  the  Masters  had  been  re-elected,  and  that 
but  little  work  had  been  done. 

Inspector  David  K.  Fyfe,  of  the  Thirty-second  District,  regrets  his  inability  to 
make  as  favorable  a  report  of  the  only  Lodge  under  his  charge,  Hawaiian,  No.  21, 
as  heretofore.  The  Master  had  not  received  that  support  from  the  officers  which  he 
should  have  had.  Practice  meetings  had  been  called,  time  after  time,  but  with  very 
poor  results. 

The  following  Inspectors  of  districts  have  failed  to  report  to  the  Grand  Lecturer, 
viz.:  Bros.  James  Vance,  of  the  Second;  John  C.  Partridge,  of  the  Fourth; 
Ben j.  W.  Barnes,  of  the  Sixth  ;  Joseph  A.  Flint,  of  the  Eleventh ;  Woods 
Crawford,  of  the  Fourteenth ;  Samuel  W.  Boring,  of  the  Twenty-fourth;  and 
Solon  W.  Craigue,  of  the  Thirty-first. 

During  the  year  I  have  given  much  time  to  the  examination  and  teaching  of 
Masters  and  Inspectors  who  have  visited  me  for  that  purpose ;  a  service  which  it 
has  always  given  me  great  pleasure  to  perform,  and  which  I  hope  may  have  been  as 
pleasant  to  them  as  it  was  to  me. 

In  conclusion,  I  return  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  officers  and  members  of  the 
various  Lodges  with  whom  I  have  had  official  intercourse  during  the  past  year,  for 
their  many  acts  of  kindness  shown  to  me.

ALABAMA. 

The  fifty-eighth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  jurisdiction 
was  commenced  in  the  city  of  Montgomery,  on  the  second  day  of  December, 
1878, — the  M.\  W.\  Henry  Clay  Armstrong,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  B.\ 
W.m.  Daniel  Sayre  being  Grand  Secretary.  Two  hundred  and  sixteen  Lodges  were 
represented. 

The  Address  of  Grand  Master  Armstrong  is  well  written,  of  very  reasonable 
length,  and  full  of  good  advice  and  sound  Masonic  doctrine.  Thanks  are  appropriately 
rendered  to  a  merciful  Providence  for  general  exemption  from  the  plague  that 
almost  decimated  parts  of  neighboring  jurisdictions.  Brethren  of  Alabama  had,  how- 
ever, generously  and  heroically  volunteered  themselves  as  helps  to  their  afflicted 
brotherhood  elsewhere,  and  had  been  faithful  in  their  work,  even  unto  death. 
Masonry  in  the  jurisdiction  was  prosperous,  peace  and  harmony  everywhere  pre- 
vailing. He  had  declined  a  request  to  call  a  special  Communication  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  entertain  a  measure  intended  to  "provide  an  endowment  to  the  Master 
Mason's  degree,  to  be  paid  to  the  heirs  of  all  Master  Masons  who  participated  in  the 
scheme."  He  approved  of  the  law,  but  thought  it  could  be  as  well  considered  at  the 
Annual  Communication.  The  matter  was  referred  to  a  select  committee,  who  had 
leave  to  report  thereon  at  the  next  Communication. 

We  note  several  of  the  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master.  One  was  that  "not  less 
than  seven  Master  Masons  can  hold  a  Lodge."  What  will  our "  three  Master  Mason  " 
friends  say  to  this? 

Again:  "General  worthlessness  and  the  reputation  of  a  common  liar  is  good 
cause  for  preferring  charges,  and  if  sustained,  the  brother  is  unworthy  of  Masonic 
protection  and  should  be  expelled."    We  should  think  as  much. 

Again:  "Anything  that  contravenes  the  moral  law  is  unmasonic  Habitual 
drunkenness  being  immoral,  is  therefore  unmasonic.  Temperance  is  one  of  the  car- 
dinal virtues  of  our  institution,  and  its  observance  ought  to  be  rigidly  enforced  by  the 
subordinate  Lodge."    The  Grand  Master's  head  is  level  on  that  point. 

He  denounced,  in  just  and  severe  terms,  the  atheistical  course  of  the  Grand 
Orient  of  France.  He  says  :  "  This  action  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  I 
firmly  believe  to  be  subversive  of  many  principles  which,  from  the  earliest  period  of 
Masonry  to  the  present  time,  have  been  the  beauty  and  glory  of  the  Order,  and  I  must 
say  that  I  am  appalled  at  the  evils  which  may  result  from  it  unless  it  everywhere 
receive  the  unqualified  disapprobation  it  so  well  deserves." 

The  name  of  "  High-log  Lodge,"  was  changed  to  "  Hopewell  Lodge."  What's  in 
a  name? 

The  Committee  on  "suspensions,  appeals  etc.,"  reported  on  several  cases  before 
them,  and  then  gave  some  plain  advice  as  to  the  prevalence  of  drunkenness  and  pro- 
fanity among  the  craft.  They  recommended  "  that  it  be  considered  and  held  to  be  a 
sufficient  cause  for  arresting  the  charter  of  any  subordinate  Lodge,  that  the  said 
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p  shall  wink  at,  or  pass  without  notice,  any  public  drunkenness  or  profanity  of 
its  mental  - 

Tin'  Committee  on  Correspondence  recommended,  in  the  case  of  the  difficulty 
between  the  ( I  rami  Lodges  of  Quebec  and  Scotland,  that  "  we  commend  to  the  sympa- 
thy of  this  Grand  Body,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  in  her  present  struggle  to 
Vindicate  bet  right!  of  territorial  jurisdiction,  against  the  insidious  and  unwarrant- 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  ;  but  that  more  positive  action  in 
relation  thereto  be  postponed  until  the  next  Annual  Communication." 

.ami  Lodge  of  New  Mexico  was  fraternally  recognized  ;   and  the  following 
11 1 ions   relative   to  the  course  adopted  by  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  were 
unanimously  adopted  :— 

1st,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  deeply  deplores  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Orient  of  Prance  io  the  above  particular,  and  fraternally  urges  upon  the  said  Grand 
Orient  a  review  of  its  action  and  the  reinstatement  of  a  firm  belief  in  God  as  a  pre- 
\  candidate  for  Masonic  degrees, 
i  hat  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  believes  that  Masonry  does  not  and  can- 
not exist  without  this  belief,  and  that  any  Order  so  constituted,  though  similar  in  all 
particulars  to  Masonry,  yet  is  not  Masonry,  and  cannot  be  recognized  as  such. 

That  so  long  as  the  Grand  Orient  of  Prance  shall  adhere  to  its  present  declar- 
ation, it  i-  not  a  Masonic  organization,  and  therefore — 

4  ili.  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  hereby  ceases  all  recognition  of  the  said 
Grand  Orient  of  Fiance,  and  forbids  any  Masonic  recognition  by  any  of  its  members 
v  one  claiming  to  be  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  or  any  of  its  dependencies, 
and  that  this  is  to  continue  in  force  until  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  shall  have 
been  notified  of  the  retraction  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  and  shall  have  repealed 
this  action. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  again  from  the  pen  of  Bro. 
Oliver  S.  Beers,  and  is  a  very  creditable  document  of  one  hundred  pages.  Bro.  Beers 
always  writes  well  and  we  turn  over  the  pages  of  his  reports  with  pleasure  and 
profit.  He  is  very  complimentary  in  his  notice  of  California  for  1877,  copying  exten- 
sively from  the  Address  of  Grand  Master  Browne.  Bros.  Abell  and  Sargent  also 
come  in  for  their  just  meed  of  praise,  and  he  does  not  forget  our  humble  self,  for 
all  which  we  make  due  acknowledgments.  We  copy  what  he  says  of  Bro.  Bromley's 
11  clam-bake  "  :— 

They  had  a  great  "clam-bake  "  celebration  at  "Old  Saucelito  "  on  the  tenth  of 
October,  1877,  and  the  account  given  thereof  in  these  proceedings  is  as  full  of  wit, 
humor  and  mirth  as— well,  as  an  egg  is  of  meat,  say.  We  know  little,  in  these 
Southern  realms,  of  the  true  inwardness  of  a  clam-bake,  having  no  bivalves  of  the 
within  our  reach,  but  we  suppose  roasted  oysters  or  a  fish  chowder  might  possi- 
bly answer  as  a  far,  far  off  imitation  of  the  clam  (orous)  original,  if  only  the  usual 
surroundings  and  "  set-offs  "—such,  for  instance,  as  wine-sauce  and  wit-salad — are 
duly  and  copious.y  provided.  We  observe  in  all  reports  of  such  important  re-unions 
that 

"  Sparkling  wit  doth  brighter  shine, 
When  'tis  begot  by  sparkling  wine." 

We  would  like  the  best  in  the  world  to  try  on&  clam-bake— will  no  body  invite  us 
to  one  ? 

come  on.    Bro.  Bromley  says  there  is  "  always  room  for  one  more,"  even  if 
he  come  from  "  way  down  in  Alabama." 

There  are  three  hundred  and  twenty-one  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  mem- 
bership of  seven  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-five.  The  Grand  Master  and 
Grand  Secretary  were  re-elected. 

ARKANSAS. 

We  have  received  the  proceedings  of  the  thirty-ninth  Annual  Communication  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Arkansas.  It  was  first  convened  at  Little  Rock,  on  the  fourteenth 
day  of  October,  1878,— the  M.\W.\  E.  H.  English,  Past  Grand  Master,  presiding. 
The  representatives  of  only  six  Lodges  were  in  attendance,  whereupon  the  Grand 
Lodge  was  called  off  until  the  second  Tuesday  of  January,  1879.    At  that  time  the 
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Grand  Lodge  was  called  on  again,  the  M.'.W.:  John  F.  Hill,  Grand  Master,  presid- 
ing, and  the  B.\  W.\  Luke  E.  Barber  being  Grand  Secretary.  One  hundred  and 
twenty  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  was  short  and  to  the  point.  While  the  two 
political  parties  had  been  engaged  in  earnest  contest,  no  ill  feelings  therefrom  had 
crept  into  the  Lodges.  Although  the  jurisdiction  had  been  abundantly  blessed  with 
health,  yet  death  had  summoned  away  some  prominent  members  of  the  Craft.  Bros. 
Jonathan  W.  Jordan,  Past  D.  D.  Grand  Master,  and  William  H.  Sutton,  Past  Grand 
Lecturer,  had  passed  to  the  unseen  world.  The  Grand  Master,  on  his  own  authority, 
had  for w  arded  four  hundred  dollars  oi  the  Grand  Lodge  funds  for  the  relief  of  the  yellow 
fever  sufferers  in  Memphis.  St.  John's  College  was  reported  in  a  prosperous  condi- 
tion. It  was  educating  some  twenty-five  beneficiaries,  children  of  deceased  brethren, 
who  had  been  appointed  there  by  the  Grand  Master.  There  was  a  debt  hanging  over 
the  College,  which  he  recommended  the  Grand  Lodge  to  pay.  He  had  granted  dis- 
pensations for  the  establishment  of  fifteen  new  Lodges.  The  relations  with  all  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States  and  Territories  were  pleasant.  u  We  hail  them," 
says  the  Grand  Master,  "  as  brethren,  North,  South,  East  and  West,  and  greet  them 
a  Happy  New  Year,  and  may  the  God  of  Heaven  bless  their  charities  extended  to  the 
yellow  fever  sufferers  of  the  United  States  "—to  all  which  we  say  Amen. 

Past  Grand  Master  English,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  John's 
College,  submitted  a  detailed  report  of  its  operations  during  the  year.  It  had  been 
no  charge  upon  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  Board  of  Trustees  being  happy  to  report  that 
•'from  the  resources  of  the  corporation  they  were  able  to  support  the  institution  for 
the  ensuing  collegiate  year,  pay  all  the  current  expenses,  carry  the  usual  number  of 
free  students,  meet  the  interest  upon  the  college  debt  promptly  as  it  matured,  and 
pay  $1,000  of  the  principal."  He  adds  the  following  paragraph,  which  approaches 
sarcasm : — 

And  now,  since  the  Grand  Lodge  has  decided  no  longer  to  donate  its  surplus 
revenue  to  the  College,  but  to  appropriate  it  to  other  purposes,  it  is  to  be  hoped, 
as  the  College  costs  the  Grand  Lodge  nothing  and  is  no  burden  upon  it,  the  Grand 
Master  and  Grand  Orators  will  cease  to  speak  dolefully  of  it,  and  no  more  call  it  an 
"  elephant,"  but  that  all  Masonic  Bodies,  and  all  Masons,  as  well  as  friends  of  educa- 
tion, will  cheerfully  award  to  it  moral  encouragement  and  support;  and  may  the 
time  come  when  the  whole  Craft  will  join  with  multitudinous  people  in  clapping 
their  hands  and  hailing  it  as  a  shining  light  in  the  field  of  education. 

This  College  has  always  been  a  pet  of  Bro.  English,  and  we  offer  him  our  con- 
gratulations that  it  still  lives  and  grows,  giving  good  promise  of  a  vigorous  and  long- 
lived  manhood. 

Bro.  Henry  Hempstead  delivered  a  fine  oration,  in  which  he  discussed  the  question 
of  "  the  strength  of  voluntary  associations."  He  maintained,  and  successfully  as 
well  as  eloquently,  these  two  positions  : — 

First. — That  to  make  voluntary  associations  successful,  it  is  necessary  that  the 
individuals  comprising  them  should  enter  into  the  cause  with  their  utmost  zeal. 

Second.— That  to  keep  them  strong,  it  is  necessary  that  the  members  thereof 
should  be  actuated  by  high  and  pure  principles. 

We  give  the  closing  paragraph  of  this  fine  address,  as  follows : — 

Masonry  has  come  down  to  us  with  certain  ancient  forms  which  we  must  ever 
keep  in  view,  certain  ancient  landmarks  which  we  must  constantly  run  back  to,  to 
guide  our  walk.  Let  us  not  transmit  it  to  our  successors  lowered  and  belittled  from 
its  objects  and  in  its  assurances,  because  of  our  want  of  watchfulness  as  to  who 
enters,  and  our  want  of  zeal  in  its  behalf.  Let  us  support  it  with  an  earnest  warmth, 
and  let  us  see  that  none  enter  but  those  whose  characters  will  prove  a  guaranty  that 
they  will  do  l;kewise  ;  and  we  will  prove  ourselves  worthy  links  to  knit  the  genera- 
tions past  and  to  come,  and  worthy  to  have  basked  in  "that  hieroglyphic  light  that 
none  but  Craftsmen  ever  saw." 

One  of  the  Past  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  a  certain  Bro.  Armstrong,  had 
"  gone  to  Texas,"  owing  the  Grand  Lodge  over  two  hundred  dollars  which  he  had 
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collected  from  Lodges  in  his  district  and  appropriated  to  his  own  use.  Charges  of 
anmasonic  conduct  were  made  against  him,  and  he  was  summoned  to  stand  trial  at 
the  next  Annual  Communication. 

A  certain  brother,  Flavius  C.  Harvey  by  name,  asked  redress  from  the  action  of 
his  Lodge,  which  had  sentenced  him  to  a  three  years  suspension  for  "raising  a  fuss 
with  Bro.  William  Cubbs,  and  nearly  pushing  him  off  a  bridge  in  anger."  They  do 
occasionally  have  some  queer  trials  in  our  sister  jurisdictions,  and  perhaps  also  in 
California. 

Bro.  R.  L.  Dodge,  who  for  many  years,  and  until  his  health  failed,  had  been  an 
active  and  energetic  Mason,  and  for  twenty-five  years  Grand  Treasurer  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  was  by  an  unanimous  vote  constituted  an  honorary  member  of  that  body. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  Bro.  Geokge 
E.  Dodge.  It  covers  nearly  ninety  pages  of  the  proceedings  and  is  well  and 
tersely  written,  though  our  brother  felt  and  half  complained  that  he  was  working  in 
a  strait  jacket.  California  for  1877  receives  a  liberal  notice.  He  compliments  Grand 
Master  Browne  in  high  terms,  quoting  largely  from  his  Address  and  remarking  that 
he  had  marked  twelve  other  places  for  comment,  but  "lack  of  space"  forbade.  Bro. 
Dodge  rather  likes  that  idea  of  the  "  clam-bake,"  and  more  than  hints  that  he  would 
like  to  have  been  there.  He  thinks  that lt  all  were  happy  as  clams,  except  the  clams 
themselves." 

There  are  three  hundred  and  twenty-seven  chartered  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction, 
with  a  membership  of  eight  thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety-three.  The  M.\  W.\ 
George  Thornburgh  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the  Ii.\  W.\  Luke  E.  Barber 
was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

BRITISH    COLUMBIA. 

The  seventh  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  Province  was  held 
in  Victoria  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  February,  1878, — the  M.\  W.\  Frederick  Will- 
iams, Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  B.\  W.(.  Eli  Harrison,  Jr.,  being  Grand 
Secretary.     Six  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  Address,  after  rendering  due  thanks  to  Almighty  God 
for  his  mercies  during  the  37ear,  announced  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Master  Robert 
Burnaby,  in  England,  whither  he  had  gone  in  the  hope  that  his  failing  health 
might  be  re-established.  "His  life,"  says  the  Grand  Master,  "  had  been  devo- 
ted to  the  happiness  of  his  fellow  men,  and  he  died,  as  he  had  lived,  an  honored 
member  of  the  Order  which  he  loved."  The  four  Lodges  in  Victoria  had  been  con- 
solidated into  two  ;  a  wise  act,  in  his  opinion.  Steps  had  been  taken  towards,  and  a 
contract  made,  for  the  erection  of  a  Masonic  Temple  in  Victoria,  the  estimated  cost 
to  be  SS. 500. 

The  Deputy  Grand  Master  also  submitted  a  report  of  considerable  length,  mainly 
devoted  to  his  efforts  to  secure  subscriptions  for  the  new  Temple,  in  which  he  had 
been  eminently  successful. 

The  salary  of  the  Grand  Secretary  was  fixed  at  $150  per  annum.  We  hope  the 
afflicted  brother  is  not  compelled  to  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  affairs  of  the  Craft. 

The  M.\  W.\  Eli  Harrison  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the  R.\  \V.\  Eli 
Harrison,  Jr.,  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  A  rare  spectacle  this  of  father  and 
son  holding  these  principal  offices  at  the  same  time. 


A  Special  Communication  was  held  in  Victoria  on  the  twenty-second  day  of  April 
1878,  to  lay  the  corner  stone  of  the  new  Masonic  Temple;  and  another  on  the 
twenty-eighth  day  of  October,  to  consecrate  the  building.  Our  Columbia  brethren, 
it  is  evident,  did  not  permit  much  grass  to  grow  under  their  feet  during 
the  progress  of  this  work.  The  Temple  cost  about  $2,000  more  than  the  estimate 
as  given  in  the  Grand  Master's  Address. 
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The  eighth  Annual  Communication  was  held  in  Victoria  on  the  twenty-first  day 
of  June,  1S79,— the  M.\  W.\  Eli  Harrison,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the 
B.\  W.\  Eli  Harrison,  Jr.,  being  Grand  Secretary.    Five  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  congratulated  the  Craft  on  the  completion  of  the  new  Temple. 
Though  its  cost  had  been  greater  than  anticipated,  the  rents  already  returned  a 
good  interest  on  the  moneys  invested.  While  the  Craft  could  hold  no  Masonic  inter- 
course with  those  Masons  who  would  not  declare  their  belief  in  God,  yet  should  any 
of  the  members  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  come  among  them  destitute,  he 
trusted  the  brethren  would  relieve  them  as  men,  hoping  that  the  Grand  Orient 
would  soon  see  the  necessity  of  adhering  to  the  Ancient  Landmarks. 

The  Grand  Lodge,  on  the  following  Sunday,  marched  in  procession  to  Christ 
Church  Cathedral,  and  listened  to  an  excellent  sermon  preached  by  the  Wr.  and  Eev. 
H.  H.  Mogg,  Grand  Chaplain,  from  the  text,  "  Let  us  not  love  in  word,  neither  in 
tongue  ;  but  in  deed  and  in  truth/'    We  copy  the  closing  paragraph : — 

If  there  be  not  this  love  of  the  brethren,  away  with  Masonic  pretensions  !  They 
are  as  tinkling  cymbals.  And  who  can  wonder  that  those  outside  ridicule  and  con- 
demn sometimes,  when  it  can  be  said  that  the  Fraternity  do  not  always  teach  such 
brotherly  love ;  when,  instead  of  being  compacted  firmly  together,  we  are  to  some 
extent  distant  and  estranged,  there  being  some  who  care'not  much  for  the  progress 
of  Masonry,  and  who  will  not  exert  themselves  to  aid  its  onward  course,  so  that  it 
may  become. a  society  deeply  respected  in  this  our  colony.  "  Deeply  respected  !"  I 
fancy  I  hear  some  saying,  "  how  can  this  be  as  long  as  Masons  bla-pheme,  as  long  as 
Masons  are  immoral,  as  long  as  they  are  drunkards  ?"  Yes  !  I  will  still  repeat, 
"  deeply  respected."  Brother  Masons,  it  rests  with  you,  one  and  all.  Each  has  his 
work  to  do.  Take  the  erring  brother  and  lead  him  gently  into  a  nobler,  purer  life, 
having  a  care  first  to  cleanse  your  own  souls  from  sin,  that  with  clearness  of  vision 
you  may  behold  the  speck  in  your  brother's  eye.  And,  if  after  repeated  trials  they 
are  still  unworthy,  away  with  them  from  the  Order  ;  they  do  it  harm  and  bring  re- 
proach. Ere  we  part  this  morning  I  call  upon  you  all,  before  the  Eternal  God,  at 
whose  word  the  foundations  of  this  world  were  laid,  to  remember  the  solemn  obliga- 
tions that  are  binding  upon  you  as  members  of  the  Order,  and,  putting  your  trust 
in  God,  earnestly  to  strive  to  obey  them  even  until  the  solemn  hour  of  death. 

There  are  six  chartered  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  two 
hundred  and  nmety-five.  The  Grand  Master  was  re-elected,  and  the  B.\  W.\  Edgar 
Crow  Baker  was  elected  Grand  Secretary,  the  late  incumbent  having  been  elected 
Junior  Grand  Warden. 

CANADA. 

The  twenty-third  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  was  held 
in  the  city  of  Toronto  on  the  eleventh  day  of  September,  1878,— the  M.\  W.\  W.  H. 
Weller,  Grand  Master,  "on  the  throne,"  and  the  jR.\  W.\  John  J.  Mason  being 
Grand  Secretary.    Two  hundred  and  thirty-four  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  Address,  stated  that  eleven  Special  Communications  had 
been  held  during  the  year,  four  of  which  were  called  to  lay  the  corner-stones  of 
churches,  four  to  constitute  new  Lodges,  and  three  to  dedicate  new  halls.  He  had 
issued  dispensations  for  the  formation  of  eight  new  Lodges.  The  finances  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  were  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  the  receipts  having  exceeded  the 
expenditures  by  more  than  twelve  hundred  dollars,  and  there  being  a  reserve  fund 
to  the  amount  of  $60,000.  He  regretted  that  difficulties  had  arisen  between  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  Quebec  and  Scotland.  He  hoped  that  the  breach  would  soon  be 
closed,  and  did  not  think  it  best  for  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  to  interfere. 
The  Grand  Lodges  of  Spain,  Egypt,  and  Cuba  had  asked  for  formal  recognition  and 
exchange  of  representatives.  The  first  two  were  thus  favored,  but  action  on  the 
rival  claims  in  Cuba  was  postponed  until  more  definite  information  could  be 
obtained.  The  Grand  Master  pointedly  condemned  the  atheistical  action  of  the 
Grand  Orient  of  France,  and  had  withdrawn  the  credentials  of  the  representative 
near  that  body. 
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The  District  Deputies  submitted  elaborate  reports  of  their  action  during  the  year, 
but  we  find  nothing  therein  calling  for  special  notice. 

The  Grand  Lodge  has  two  hundred  and  thirty-one  beneficiaries  on  its  benevolent 
list,  one  hundred  and  fifty-five  of  whom  are  widows.  The  Grand  Lodge  expended 
$5420  for  charity,  and  the  several  local  Boards  of  Relief  about  $3700  more.  The 
sum  of  $1000  was  voted  for  the  relief  of  the  sufferers  by  the  yellow  fever  scourge. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  which  comes  to  us  in  a  separate 
pamphlet  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  pages,  is  from  the  able  pen  of  Bro.  Henry  Robert- 
son. This  is  a  very  valuable  document,  containing,  besides  a  fair  and  quite  full  review 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  American  Grand  Lodges,  an  interesting  sketch  of  those  of 
the  Grand  Lodges  of  England,  Scotland,  Ireland,  Spain,  and  Egypt.  We  have  also  a 
detailed  account  of  the  difficulty  between  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Quebec  and  Scotland, 
which  we  shall  notice  more  fully  elsewhere,  and  also  of  the  objections  of  Scotland 
and  England  to  the  proposed  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales.  We  shall  avail 
ourselves  of  the  valuable  matter  thus  furnished  to  our  hands  when  making  up  our 
summary  of  the  work  of  Foreign  Bodies.  Bro.  Robertson  gives  a  kindly  and  favor- 
able notice  of  the  California  proceedings  of  1877.  He  characterizes  the  Address  of 
Grand  Master  Browne  as  "  a  very  able  and  interesting  document,"  and  quotes 
liberally  therefrom.  Facetious  notice  is  also  taken  of  the  grand  clam-bake  of  that 
year  and  of  the  address  of  Bro.  Bromley,  "  G.  C.  B." 

There  are  three  hundred  and  twenty-four  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  mem- 
bership of  seventeen  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighteen.  The  Grand  Master  and 
Grand  Secretary  were  re-elected. 

COLORADO. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Colorado  held  its  eighteenth  Annual  Communication  in  the 
city  of  Denver  on  the  seventeenth  day  of  September,  1878, — the  M.-.Wr.  Cornelius 
J.  Hart,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\W.\  Edward  Parmelee  being  Grand 
Secretary.    Twenty-three  Lodges  were  represented. 

A  Lodge  of  Master  Masons  was  first  opened  by  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and 
when  the  Grand  Secretary  reported  that  a  constitutional  number  of  Lodges  was 
present,  the  Grand  Master  opened  the  Grand  Lodge  in  Ample  Form.  This  is  a  very 
singular  way  our  Colorado  brethren  have,  but,  as  it  is  a  harmless  amusement,  they 
doubtless  have  a  right  to  indulge  therein.  We  hope  that  Bro.  Grlenleaf  will  not 
decapitate  us  for  saying  that  we  see  neither  common  sense  nor  Masonic  usage 
in  such  dual  proceedings. 

The  Grand  Master's  Address  was  brief  and  mainly  devoted  to  the  business  of  the 
jurisdiction.  Thanks  were  given  to  the  Supreme  Ruler  for  the  peace  that  followed  the 
Turko-Russian  war,  and  for  the  removal  of  the  yellow  fever  scourge  that  had  num- 
bered its  thousands  of  victims  in  the  Southern  States.  In  his  own  jurisdiction, 
peace  and  prosperity  had  prevailed,  "  The  God  of  the  harvest  had  smiled  upon  the 
land,  and  the  labors  of  the  husbandman  had  been  abundantly  blessed.  Harmony 
prevailed  throughout  the  entire  jurisdiction,  and  the  Lodges  were  all  in  a  healthy 
and  prosperous  condition."  He  pays  a  feeling  and  deserved  tribute  to  the  memory 
of  Bro.  George  E.  Lounsbury,  Past  Grand  Master  of  Illinois,  who  died  in  Denver 
during  the  year.  He  came  there  hoping  to  stay  the  ravages  cf  that  fell  destroyer, 
consumption,  but  it  was  too  late,  and  b.3  was  called  from  labor  to  rest  and  refresh- 
ment. A  Past  Grand  Master  of  Nevada,  Bro.  Andrew  Mason,  had  also  been  called 
away,  dying  among  brethren  of  the  Lodge  at  Deadwood,  Dakota  Territory. 

Dispensations  had  been  issued  by  the  Grand  Master  for  the  formation  of  three 
new  Lodges.  He  had  made  no  decisions  during  his  administration,  although  called 
upon  to  write  many  letters.  It  was  sufficient  to  point  the  inquiring  brethren  to  laws 
and  decisions  already  on  record.  Although  an  uniform  work  had  been  adopted,  and 
laws  enacted  for  its  observance  and  prohibitions  of  other  systems,  yet  he  says  that 
"  the  work  in  the  jurisdiction  was  almost  as  varied  as  were  the  colors  of  Joseph's

coat."  He  recommended  that  the  State  be  divided  into  four  districts  or  sections, 
and  a  Deputy  Lecturer  be  appointed  for  each,  to  act  under  the  instructions  of  the 
Grand  Lecturer.  This  is  substantially  our  system  in  California,  and  thus  far  it  has 
worked  well. 

Two  Special  Communications  of  the  Grand  Lodge  had  been  held  during  the  year; 
one  to  lay  the  corner  stone  of  the  State  Agricultural  College,  and  the  other  to  per- 
form the  obsequies  of  Past  Grand  Master  Lounsbury. 

Some  controversy  had  arisen  between  two  Lodges,  lying  on  opposite  sides  of  a 
mountain  range,  as  to  the  right  to  certain  material.  One  Lodge  insisted  that  in 
determining  distances  a  direct  air  line  should  be  adopted,  and  the  other,  that  dis- 
tance should  be  measured  by  the  usually  traveled  road  over  the  mountains.  The 
Grand  Master  inclined  to  the  latter  view,  but  the  Grand  Lodge  decided  otherwise, 
and  said  that  the  laws  of  Masonry,  rather  than  the  mere  convenience  of  the  candi- 
date, should  determine  the  matter. 

A  very  fine  oration  was  delivered  by  Bro.  George  Wallace,  which  is  published 
in  the  proceedings.  Our  scissors  fairly  ached  to  clip  some  of  the  gems  from  this 
eloquent  and  timely  production.  The  topic  of  discussion  was:  "Are  the  teachings 
of  Masonry  antagonistic  to  Christianity?  or  can  a  Christian  man  belong  to  the  Order 
without  compromising  his  religious  character?"  In  answering  this  question,  the 
orator  considered  Masonry  as  having  a  negative  and  a  positive  side.  Negatively,  it 
was  not  an  atheistic,  an  infidel,  apolitical,  nor  a  reform  society.  Positively,  it  was 
a  moral  and  religious  institution,  which  he  proceeds  to  prove  by  a  reference  to  its 
symbols,  its  lodge  fukniture,  its  requirements  as  to  the  qualification  of  candi- 
dates, and  its  moral  and  Bible  teachings  in  its  ritual  and  work.  He  concludes  with 
this  advice  to  brethren  and  officers.  To  the  former,  this:  "  Guard  well  the  gates  of 
the  sacred  temple.  And  of  the  upper  temple,  let  nothing  that  is  unclean,  or  that 
defileth,  or  maketh  a  lie,  enter  therein."  To  the  latter,  this:  "  Angry  words  stir  up 
strife,  but  a  soft  answer  turneth  away  wrath."  We  commend  this  advice  to  Bros. 
Blanchard  &  Co. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mexico  was  fraternally  acknowledged  and  welcomed. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  from  the  pen  of  Bro.  Law- 
rence N.  Greenleaf,  and  is  an  able  and  well  written  review  of  the  proceedings  of 
forty-eight  Grand  Lodges.  California,  for  1877,  receives  a  kindly  and  extended 
notice.  He  compliments  and  quotes  approvingly  from  Grand  Master  Browne's 
Address.  Our  good  brother  is  overwhelmed  at  the  thoughl  of  that  "clambake'' 
in  which  our  Grand  Lodge  indulged,  and  exclaims:  — 

Now  we  submit  to  any  impartial  mind  if  this  was  not  a  very  extraordinary  pro- 
ceeding. Examine  Mother  England  and  her  sons'  constitutions  !  Consult  Dr.  Mackey  ! 
Take  up  your  Cross!  Untangle  "  Webb  !"  *  Wiien  you  have  "  Best— on,"  resume 
the  "Chase,"  and,  with  "Oliver,"  cry  for  "Mooue!"  and  we  will  hearken,  for 
we  know  your  conclusion  :  The  first  Grand  Lodge,  of  which  there  is  any  mention, 
that  ever  deliberately  resolved  itself  into  a  cZaradestine  body  !  Let  us  hope  it  will 
not  be  tiie  last. 

And  then  he  quotes  quite  an  extract  from  Bro.  Bromley's  oration  on  that  memo- 
rable occasion.  Bro.  Sargent's  oration  is  complimented  as  "  a  splendid  effort, 
showing  marks  of  careful  preparation." 

There  are  twenty-six  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  fifteen 
hundred  and  sixty-nine.  The  M.\W.\  Roger  W.  Woodbury  was  elected  Grand 
Master  and  the  E.\  W.\  Edward  Parmelee  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

CONNECTICUT. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut  commenced  its  ninety-first  Annual  Communica- 
tion in  the  city  of  New  Haven  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  January,  1S7D,— the  M'.W.'. 
Dwight  Phelps,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  E.-.W.'.  Joseph  K.  Wheeler 
being  Grand  Secretary.  Ninety-eight  Lodges  were  represented.  We  think  the 
Grand  Secretary  of  this  jurisdiction  must  take  the  premium  for  promptness  in  the 
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publication  of  proceedings.  We  have  here  a  pamphlet  of  one  hundred  and  forty- 
three  pages,  and  yet  a  copy  was  in  the  hands  of  the  writer  of  this  report  on  the 
tenth  day  of  February.  Deduct  eight  days  for  the  transmission  by  mail,  and  it  will  be 
seen  that  Bro.  Wheeler  did  not  allow  g\  ;w  under  his  typographical  heels. 

Good  boy  !  go  up  to  the  head  ! 

The  Grand  Master.,  in  his  well  written  Address,  congratulated  the  Grand  Lodge 
that  the  relations  with  sister  jurisdictions  continued  of  the  most  cordial  and  fraternal 
character.  Harmony  prevailed  throughout  their  own  borders,  attributable  in  a 
great  measure,  in  his  opinion,  to  the  faithful  supervision  of  his  predecessor.  He  had 
dispensed  with  the  services  of  District  Deputies,  on  account  of  the  depressed  con- 
dition of  the  treasury.  He  recommended  that  the  dge  should  make  com- 
mon cause  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  in  its  at  the  intrusion  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  concurred  by  the  passage  of 
some  pointed  resolutions.  We  trust  that  amicable  relation?  may  be  speedily  restored. 
Strifes  on  this  question  do  infinite  harm. 

Among  the  fraternal  dead  appropriate  tribute  was  paid  to  the  memory  of  Hon. 
Gideon  Welles,  ex-Secretary  of  the  Navy,   one   of  the   oldest  members 
John's  Lodge,  No.  4,  in  Hartford.     He  was  a  Mason   of  r  stand- 

ing. Bro.  John  W.  Leedes,  of  No.  5,  had  also  been  called  away  at  the  ripe  old  age 
of  fourscore. 

Owing  to  an  unavoidable  engagement  the  Grand  Master  had  not  been  able  to 
attend  the  eighth  Annual  Reunion  of  the  "Vetera:: 

bury,  June  twenty-sixth.    Eighty  veterans  were  present,  whose  average  Mas 
age  was  forty-one  years. 

One  new  Lodge  had  been  instituted  during  the  year.  One  Lodge  on  the  east  side 
of  the  Connecticut  river  complained  that  a  Lodge  on  the  side,  nearly  oppo- 

site, had  taken  some  material  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  former.  The  Grand  M 
found,  upon  inquiry,  that  the  candidate,  though  living  on  the  east  side,  had  been  once 
rejected  by  the  western  Lodge,  and  that  jurisdiction  there  had  never  been  relinquished. 
He  therefore  decided  that  it  still  retained  personal  jurisdiction,  and  could  complete 
the  conferring  of  the  degrees.  The  Grand  Lodge  disapproved  of  this  decision,  and 
determined  that  the  river  should  be  the  boundary  line  between  the  two  Lodges. 
We  think  this  last  decision  right,  unless  it  interferes  with  the  ;'  landmark  :1  of  the 
cable-tow,  as  to  which  we  turn  the  matter  over  to  Bro.  Taylor,  of  Nevada. 

In  response  to  a  circular  asking  for  relief  for  Southern  brethren  on  account  of  the 
yellow  fever  scourge  of  1878,  about  $2,000  was  contributed  and  forwarded. 

The  Deputy  Grand  Master  submitted  a  brief  and  unique  report,  which  we  quote 
at  length:  "I  have  found  the  position  of  Deputy  Grand  Master  one  of  rare  dignity 
and  no  labor.    The  manner  in  which  I :  :ned  that  dignity  is  herewith  sub- 

mitted to  your  joint  criticism/'  As  the  worthy  brother  has  now  been  elevated  to 
the  Grand  Mastership,  we  think  his  next  report  will  be  both  different  and  longer. 

The  Grand  Secretary  submitted  a  concise,  well  written,  and  business-like  report  of 
his  work  during  the  year. 

The  Grand  Lodge  adopted  the  following  as  one  of  its  standing  resolutions  :— 

No  Master  Mason  in  this  jurisdiction,  of  thirty  years  good  and  regular  standing, 
shall  be  subject  to  discipline  for  non-payment  of  dues. 

A  good  resolution  and  one  that  we  ought  to  adopt  in  California,  in  the  ••  Sweet 
By  and  By." 

In  relation  to  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Colon,  Cuba,  and  Spain,  action  was  deferred 
until  the  next  Annual  Communication. 

Bro.  George  Lee.  Grand  Treasurer,  asked  to  be  excused  from  further  service  as 
such,  but  the  Grand  Lodge  unanimously  refused  to  grant  the  re q 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Corresponden  from  the  pen  of  the

ings  of  forty-seven  Grand  Lodges.    He  gives  to  California,  for  1ST",  a  genial  n 
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of  two  pages  in  length,  complimenting  the  Grand  Master's  Address  highly,  and  giving 
also  to  our  humble  self  a  word  of  kind  and  brotherly  greeting,  for  which  we  return 
due  thanks.  Bro.  Wheeler  discusses  at  length  the  matter  of  Webotuck  and  Hamil- 
ton Lodges,  in  relation  to  which  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Connecticut  and  New  York  are 
almost  in  a  state  of  Avar.  He  makes  out  a  strong  case  on  the  equities  of  the  Connect- 
icut side,  but  we  suppose  New  York  will  have  the  oyster  nevertheless. 

There  are  one  hundred  and  twelve  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership 
of  fourteen  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixty-eight.  The  M.-.W.'.  Israel  M.  Bul- 
lock was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the  R..W.'.  Joseph  K.  Wheeler  was  re-elected 
Grand  Secretary. 

DAKOTA. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Dakota  held  its  fourth  Annual  Communication  at  Sioux  City 
on  the  eleventh  day  of  June,  1878,  —  the  Mr.  W.\  George  H.  Hand,  Grand 
Master,  presiding,  and  the  E.\  W.\  Charles  T.  McCoy  being  Grand  Secretary. 
Six  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  able  Address,  congratulates  his  brethren  on  the  success 
that  had  attended  their  efforts  to  promote  and  extend  the  principles  of  Freemasonry 
in  Dakota.  He  had  visited  all  the  six  Lodges  in  Southern  Dakota,  and  found  them 
generally  in  a  prosperous  condition.  In  speaking  of  the  new  Lodge  at  Deadwood,  in 
the  Black  Hills,   at  the  very  outpost  of  civilization,  he  says: — 

It  is  an  interesting  fact  that  upon  the  constituting  of  this  Lodge,  which  is  hun- 
dreds of  miles  from  any  other,  eminent  Masons  should  have  been  found  to  assist  in 
the  interesting  ceremonies.  Two  years  before  there  was  scarcely  a  white  man  in  all 
that  country,  but  now,  members  of  the  great  fraternity  gathered  from  distant  homes 
to  erect  a  new  altar,  from  whence  shall  radiate  the  beautiful  and  eternal  truths  of 
Masonry. 

Most  of  the  Grand  Master's  Address  is  taken  up  with  a  discussion  of  the  differ- 
ences between  his  Grand  Lodge  and  that  of  Minnesota  relative  to  the  Lodges  at 
Fargo  and  Bismarck,  in  Northern  Dakota,  which  refuse  to  surrender  their  Minnesota 
charters  and  become  subordinate  to  Dakota,  and  which  are  upheld  in  their  course  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota,  at  least  so  far  as  non-action  is  concerned.  The  Grand 
Master  complains  that  no  notice  has  been  taken  of  his  communications  to  that  Grand 
Lodge,-  but  that  they  were  thrown  aside  with  the  remark  of  the  Grand  Secretary, 
"pay  no  attention  to  them." 

We  trust  that  he  has  been  misinformed  on  this  point,  for  surely  no  such  unbecom- 
ing acts  or  words  would  have  been  done  or  said.  We  have  not  the  Minnesota  side 
of  the  story  before  us  at  the  time  of  our  writing,  and  can,  therefore,  only  summarize 
that  of  Dakota.  At  the  constituting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Dakota,  he  alleges  that 
notices  of  the  intended  action  were  sent  to  all  the  known  Lodges  in  the  Territory. 
Only  those  in  Southern  Dakota,  however,  five  in  number,  attended,  and  these  had 
received  their  charters  from  Iowa.  The  two  Lodges  in  Northern  Dakota,  chartered 
by  Minnesota,  denied  having  received  the  invitation  to  attend,  and  refused  to 
acknowledge  the  new  Grand  Lodge.  After  waiting  a  reasonable  time,  Grand  Master 
Brown  wrote  to  the  Grand  Master  of  Minnesota  requesting  him  to  "advise  the 
Lodges  in  Northern  Dakota  to  transfer  their  allegiance  to  the  new  Grand  Lodge." 
That  Grand  Master  declined  to  do  so  for  the  following  reasons  :— 

1st.  Because  the  Lodges  in  Northern  Dakota  were  not  invited  to  participate  in 
the  Convention  that  formed  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Dakota. 

2d.  Because  Grand  Master  Brown  proposed  to  issue  dispensations  to  the  Lodges 
in  Northern  Dakota,  which  were  already  chartered  Lodges  under  authority  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota. 

Grand  Master  Brown  replied  and  answered  these  propositions,  but  since  then  no 
communication  had  been  received  from  Minnesota.  Grand  Master  Hand  complains 
bitterly  of  this,  and  proceeds  to  argue  that  he  and  his  Grand  Lodge  maintain  the 
only  true  position  in  Masonic  matters  as  understood  and  practised  in  the  United 
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States.  He  also  complains  that  the  Grand  Master  of  Minnesota,  in  answer  to  a  re- 
quest of  the  Grand  Master  of  Manitoba,  assumed  prerogatives  that  belonged  to 
Dakota  alone.    He  closes  this  part  of  the  Address  as  follows  :— 

When  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Dakota  shall  become  as  great  as  Minnesota,  I  trust 
its  members  will  not  forget  their  days  of  adversity  and  the  endeavors  of  the  found- 
ers of  thi*  Grand  Lodge  to  foster  the  sublime  principles  of  Masonry  here  upon  the 
confines  of  civilization.  Should  such  time  ever  come,  I  hope  tnat  ihoseto  whom  we 
shall  leave  the  work  we  have  commenced  will  not  uncharitably  turn  from  the  strug- 
gling brethren  who  are  planting  the  banner  of  our  great  Fraternity  in  desert  places, 
but  instead,  will  gather  with  them  about  the  new  made  altars,  whose  holy  incense 
shall  permeate  every  heart  and  strengthen  every  tie. 

A  committee,  to  whom  the  subject  was  referred,  submitted  an  able  report  fully 
sustaining  the  views  of  the  Grand  Master,  and  some  very  pointed  resolutions  were 
adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  So  stands  the  matter  at  our  present  advisement. 
When  the  proceedings  of  Minnesota  come  to  hand,  we  will  try  to  give  as  impartially 
their  version  of  the  case.  We  hope  sincerely  that  the  difficulty  may  be  amicably 
settled.     "  Brethren  should  dwell  together  in  unity." 

A  dispensation  had  been  granted  for  a  new  Lodge  at  Pembina,  in  the  extreme 
north  of  the  Territory.  The  Grand  Master  severely  condemns  the  atheistical  course 
pursued  by  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  for  this  would  be  the  result  of  its  action  : 
11  A  Mason  without  a  God !  A  ship  without  a  rudder !  A  world  without  light !  "  Well 
and  truthfuliy  expressed. 

There  are  seven  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  two  hundred 
and  eighty-one.    The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were  re-elected. 


We  have  also  received  the  proceedings  of  the  fifth  Annual  Communication,  held  in 
Yankton  on  the  tenth  day  of  June,  1879,— the  M.'.W.'.  George  N.  Hand,  Grand  Mas- 
ter, presiding,  and  the  JR.\  W.\  Charles  T.  McCoy  being  Grand  Secretary.  Six 
Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  well  written  Address,  congratulates  the  Fraternity  on 
his  ability  to  state  that  "  every  Lodge  in  the  Territory  was  in  good  financial  condi- 
tion, all  being  free  from  debt,  and  most  of  them  having  money  in  their  treasuries." 
The  increase  during  the  year  had  not  been  large,  but  he  had  been  assured  that 
"  greater  care  had  been  exercised  in  the  selection  of  material.  Numerous  inquiries 
had  been  received,  not  only  from  eastern  but  from  northern  and  western  Dakota, 
relative  to  the  steps  necessary  to  be  taken  to  start  new  Lodges,"  and  he  felt  confident 
"  that  during  the  next  year,  owing  to  the  unprecedented  increase  of  population  and 
rapid  growth  of  their  towns  and  cities,  his  successor  would  be  called  upon  to  grant 
dispensations  for  a  considerable  number  of  Lodges." 

The  Grand  Master  paid  a  just  and  feeling  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  2J.\  W.\ 
Mark  W.  Bailey,  late  Grand  Secretary,  who  died  in  November  last.  In  answer  to 
his  appeal,  the  sum  of  $503  50  had  been  contributed  for  the  relief  of  the  yellow  fever 
sufferers.  He  had  granted  a  dispensation  for  one  new  Lodge.  He  took  strong  ground 
against  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  towards  that  of  Quebec,  and  the 
Grand  Lodge  concurred.  He  discussed  at  some  length  the  non-action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Minnesota,  relative  to  the  two  Lodges  in  Dakota  still  holding  allegiance  to 
Minnesota,  and  again  complained  bitterly  of  the  want  of  courtesy  on  the  part  of  the 
latter  Grand  Lodge  : — 

Not  a  solitary  response  had  been  received  to  any  of  the  many  appeals  forwarded 
by  the  officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  the  Grand  Officers  of  Minnesota. 

How  is  this,  Bro.  Pierson?  Have  you  indeed  all  forgotten  that  "civility  costs 
nothing? "  The  Grand  Master  was  happy  to  say  that  one  of  the  two  Lodges,  that  at 
Fargo,  had  given  in  its  allegiance  to  Dakota,  and  he  trusted  the  other  would  follow 
its  example.  He  endorses  the  views  of  Bro.  Shaeffer,  our  Grand  Lecturer,  and 
recommends  that  each  Lodge  present  to  every  initiate  a  real  lamb's  skin  apron.     He 
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With  many  men  these  little  mementoes  are  priceless  treasures — like  the  gift  of  a 
mother's  Bible— around  which  cluster  the  most  tender  and  endearing  memories  of 
life. 

The  new  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mexico  was  fraternally  acknowledged. 

It  was  ordered  that  a  committee  be  appointed,  who,  "  with  the  advice  and  approval 
of  the  Grand  Master,  shall  agree  upon  a  mode  of  work,  and  exemplify  the  same  at  the 
next  Annual  Communication,  for  final  approval  and  adoption  as  the  uniform  work  for 
the  jurisdiction."    There  is  no  Report  on  Correspondence. 

There  are  eleven  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  four  hundred 
and  four.    The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were  re-elected. 

DELAWARE. 

The  seventy-second  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Delaware  was 
held  in  the  city  of  Wilmington  on  the  second  day  of  October,  1878, — the  Mr.  Wr. 
Thomas  N.  Williams,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  Br.Wr.  William  S.  Hayes 
being  Grand  Secretary.    Twenty-two  subordinate  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  brief,  well  written,  and  to  the  point.  He 
alludes  to  the  suflering  in  some  of  the  Southern  jurisdictions  on  account  of  the  yellow 
fever  scourge,  and  the  liberal  responses  to  their  appeals  from  the  brotherhood  of  the 
North  and  West,  as  follows: — 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  know  that  the  silver  chain  of  brotherly  sympathy  binds  the 
whole  Craft.  A  true  Mason's  heart  is  never  careless  or  indifferent  to  the  wants  of 
suffering  humanity.  While  our  brethren  have  been,  and  are  still,  boldly  combating 
with  misfortune's  frowns  and  affliction's  terrible  fire,  Masons  in  more  highly  favored 
parts  of  our  country  have  exhibited  the  sacred  and  eternal  principles  they  professed, 
and  have  contributed  largely  to  the  relief  of  their  suffering  brethren.  Be  it  said  to 
the.credit  of  Freemasonry,  that  it  knows  no  North  or  South,  East  or  West  in  its 
estimation  of  Masonic  relations,  but  holds  in  fraternal  affection  the  whole  Masonic 
Brotherhood. 

He  pays  a  handsome  but  fully  merited  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Past  Grand  Master 
George  W.  Chaytob,  who  had  passed  into  the  invisible  world  since  the  last  Annual 
Communication.  Having  been  somewhat  acquainted,  as  it  were,  with  the  deceased 
brother,  as  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  we  heartily  endorse 
the  eulogy  of  the  Grand  Master,  that — 

The  reports  made  by  him  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspond- 
ence, which  have  graced  the  pages  of  our  records  for  years,  are  familiar  to  many  of  us, 
and  the  wise  and  good  counsel  and  sterling  sense  that  marked  everything  from  his 
pen,  were  always  appreciated,  and  will  be  still  more  so,  now  that  the  brain  that 
dictated  and  the  hand  that  wrote  are  mouldering  in  the  dust. 

The  Grand  Lodge  adopted  suitable  resolutions  of  respect  and  condolence. 

No  new  Lodges  had  been  constituted  during  the  year,  but  still  the  Grand  Master 
could  report  the  condition  of  Masonry  as  harmonious  and  prosperous.  He  urges  the 
infliction  of  Masonic  discipline  upon  those  Masons  who  forget  their  obligations  by 
intemperance  and  other  vices.  "Do  not,"  he  asks,  "the  immoral  practices  of  some 
of  our  brethren  stamp  the  living  lie  upon  their  professions  and  Masonic  character?  " 
We  fear  that  an  affirmative  answer  must  be  given  in  other  jurisdictions  as  well  as  in 
that  of  "Little  Delaware." 

The  Grand  Lecturer  submitted  an  elaborate  report  of  his  work  during  the  year. 
The  Grand  Lodge  adopted  a  protest  against  the  atheistical  action  of  the  Grand  Orient 
of  France. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  submitted  a  report,  which  at  first  was  ordered 
to  be  published  with  the  proceedings,  but,  subsequently,  the  back  track  was  taken, 
and  this  resolution  rescinded.  So  we  have  no  report  before  us,  which  we  regret,  and 
think  our  Delaware  brethren  will  regret  the  same  also.  There  is  such  a  policy  as 
being  "penny  wise  and  pound  foolish." 

There  are  twenty-two  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  twelve 
hundred  and  thirty-five.  The  Mr.  Wr.  John  Taylor  was  elected  Grand  Master  and 
the  lir.Wr.  William  S.  Hayes  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 
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DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the  year 
L878  come  to  ni  in  I  pamphlet  of  about  two  hundred  pages.  We  have  first  a  Stated 
Communication,  held  in  Washington  on  the  ninth  day  of  January,  1878,  at  which  the 
M..W.-.  v..  (I.  Davis  waa  Grand  Master  and  the  R.\  W.\  William  R.  Singleton 
Grand  Secretary.     Twenty-one  Lodges  were  represented. 

Suitable  resolutions  were  passed  commemorative  of  the  late  Grand  Secretary  of 
New  Hampshire,  the  A'.-.  II'.-.  John  A.  Harris. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  submitted  a  special  report  on  the  recent 
stical  action  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  which  was  deferred  for  considera- 
tion until  the  Semi-Annual  Communication.    The  other  business  transacted  was 
merely  local. 

tl  Communications  were  held  on  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  January  and  the 
thirteenth  day  of  February,  for  the  exemplification  of  the  work  in  the  three  degrees. 

The  Senii-Annual  Communication  was  held  on  the  eighth  day  of  May,  at  which 
the   same   Grand  Officers  were  present  and   nineteen  Lodges  represented. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  in  relation  to  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  in  ignoring  the  foun- 
dation principle  of  Masonry,  that  of  a  firm  belief  in  God  and  in  the  immortality  of 
.1,  meets  with  the  unqualified  disapproval  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

A  plan  for  "the  adoption  of  some  general  system  of  charity  "  was  submitted 
and  referred  to  the  several  Lodges  for  their  consideration. 

The  Annual  Communication  was  held  on  the  thiiteenth  day  of  Xovember,  the 
same  Grand  Officers  being  present  and  all  the  Lodges  represented. 

Grand  Master  Davis  submitted  a  brief  Address,  entirely  devoted  to  the  business 
of  the  jurisdiction.  He  had  visited  officially  all  the  Lodges,  and,  at  most  of  the  visi- 
tations, formal  addresses  were  delivered  by  himself  or  some  eminent  brother.  The 
sum  of  $1,522  had  been  contributed  by  the  Fraternity  for  the  relief  of  the  yellow  fever 
sufferers. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  made  a  brief  report  of  his  work  during  the  year,  which 
would  have  been  well  written  were  it  not  for  its  very  long  sentences,  in  which  the 
writer  almost  equalled  the  late  Rufus  Choate,  of  Massachusetts. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  the  Grand 
Secretary,  Bro.  Singleton.  It  is  a  succinct  review  of  the  proceedings  of  nearly 
all  the  Grand  Lodges  on  the  continent  of  North  America.  California  receives  a 
page  notice  ;  nearly  one-half  of  it  being  the  copy  of  the  plan  for  voting  adopted  by 
us  in  1877,  but  which  was  wiped  out  at  the  next  Communication. 

There  are  twenty-one  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a1  membership  of  two 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  one.  The  M.\  W.\  H.  A.  Whitney  was  elected 
Grand  Master  and  the  B.\  W.\  William  R.  Singleton  was  re-elected  Grand 
Secretary. 

FLORIDA. 

The  fiftieth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Florida  was  held 
in  Jacksonville  on  the  twenty-first  day  of  January,  1879,— the  M.\  W.\  William  A. 
McLean,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  Br.  W.'.  DeWitt  C.  Dawkins  being  Grand 
Secretary.    Sixty-one  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  opens  his  well  written  Address  with  appropriate  and  feeling 
allusion  to  the  ravages  of  death  in  sister  States,  and  to  the  practical  philanthropy 
displayed  by  the  brotherhood  in  the  relief  of  sufferers.  A  Past  Grand  Master,  Bro. 
Enos  Wasgate,  wrote  to  the  Grand  Master  that  on  a  certain  occasion— necessity 
knowing  no  law  — he  had  opened  an  emergent  Lodge  without  form,  and  performed 
3Iasonic  funeral  services  over  the  grave  of  a  brother  who  had  requested  that  the  same 
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should  be  done.  The  nearest  Lodge  was  twenty-five  miles  distant.  The  Grand  Mas- 
ter approved  the  act,  and  suggested  that  suitable  provision  be  made  for  cases  of 
similar  character  in  the  future.  One  new  Lodge  had  been  instituted  during  the  year. 
The  Grand  Secretary  thus  raps  over  the  knuckles  a  Lodge  Secretary  who  would 
not  answer  his  letters:— 

The  Postmaster  at  Peace  Creek,  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  took  it  into  his  head 
to  demand  of  the  Secretary  of  Bartow  Lodge,  No.  9,  his  receipt  for  one  of  my  letters 
(registered)  before  delivering  it  to  him,  by  which  means  I  obtained  the  autograph  of 
that  officer;  and  whether  it  should  be  preserved  as  an  heirloom  of  the  Fraternity 
might  be  a  question  among  ducklings,  for  that  is  all  the  correspondence  that  I  have 
been  able  to  pull  out  of  him  for  two  years,  and  no  excuse  rendered. 

Get  some  of  Bro.  Abell's  drawing  plasters,  Bro.  Dawkins.  Apply  them  well, 
and  see  if  they  will  not  fetch  such  dilatory  Secretaries. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  is 
very  brief,  and  rather  of  an  apology  for  not  giving  a  general  review.  On  its  recom- 
mendation the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mexico  was  recognized. 

A  Past  Grand  Master's  jewel  was  presented  to  Past  Grand  Master  Enos  Wasgate, 
and  appropriate  speeches  were  made  upon  the  occasion. 

There  are  seventy  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  two  thousand 
one  hundred  and  thirty-four.  The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were  re- 
elected. 

GEORGIA. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  this  jurisdiction  commenced  its  ninety-second  Annual  Com- 
munication in  the  city  of  Macon  on  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  October,  1878, — theJf.\ 
W.'.  James  M.  Mobley,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  B.-.W.-.  J.  Emmet  Black- 
shear  being  Grand  Secretary.    Two  hundred  and  forty-six  Lodges  were  represented. 

We  like  Gran;l  Master  Mobley's  Address  very  much.  It  is  concise,  well  written, 
outspoken  in  its  language,  and  worthy  of  much  consideration  by  the  Craft.  While 
thankful  to  Almighty  God  for  the  good  health  and  freedom  from  pestilence  and 
storm  with  which  his  own  commonwealth  had  been  blessed,  he  asks  that  a  tear  of 
sympathy  may  be  dropped  for  the  brethren  and  citizens  in  neighboring  States,  who 
had  sutfered  so  severely  from  the  yellow  fever  scourge.  It  was  a  gratifying  fact, 
which  he  stated  with  pride,  that  the  Lodges  and  brethren  in  his  own  jurisdiction 
responded  so  freely  and  liberally  to  the  appeals  of  the  unfortunate,  needy,  and  com- 
fortless.   Dispensations  had  been  issued  for  the  formation  of  two  new  Lodges. 

Several  "  occasional "  Communications  had  been  held  during  the  year  for  the  pur- 
pose of  laying  corner  stones.  The  most  interesting  ceremony  of  all,  to  the  Grand 
Master,  was  when,  on  the  day  of  decorating  soldiers'  graves  (the  twenty-sixth  of 
April  in  that  State),  he  laid  the  foundation  stone  of  the  "monument  to  be  erected 
in  honor  of  the  Confederate  deceased  soldiers1'  in  the  city  of  Macon.  He  gives  a 
glowing  account  of  the  ceremonies  on  that  occasion,  and  says  that  that  day  will  long 
be  remembered. 

In  relation  to  the  atheistical  work  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  the  Grand  Master 
says : — 

None  could  foretell  the  result  of  this  French  innovation  if  it  be  permitted  to  stand. 
Better,  brethren,  hold  fast  to  the  old  landmarks  of  Masonry.  We  must  admit  only 
those  who  believe  in  the  true  and  living  God.  Let  that  harmony  and  brotherhood  of 
Masons  as  to  faith,  which  has  long  been  observed  throughout  the  world,  never  be  dis- 
turbed.   That  great  foundation  stone  must  never  be  touched. 

To  this  the  Grand  Lodge  responded  by  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: — 

Resolved,  That  for  this  flagrant  attempt  to  undermine  our  temple,  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Georgia  disowns  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  as  a  Masonic  Body,  and  repu- 
diates all  Masonic  intercourse  with  them. 

Resolved,  That  the  Lodges  under  the  obedience  of  this  Grand  Lodge  are  hereby 
more  strictly  forbidden  and  conjured  against  any  Masonic  intercourse  with  all  per- 
sons whomsoever,  claiming  to  be  Masons  and  acknowledging  obedience  to  the  Grand 
Orient  of  France. 
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In  relation  to  the  difficulty  between  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Scotland  and  Quebec, 
the  Grand  Master  thinks  the  former  clearly  wrong  in  its  invasion  of  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  latter,  but  suggests  great  caution  in  the  adoption  of  any  resolution  or  edict 
in  relation  thereto.  The  finances  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were  not  in  a  satisfactory  con- 
dition, owing  to  the  fact  that  for  several  years  all  the  people  had  been  passing 
through  a  severe  panic,  which  had  caused  a  great  depression  in  all  business  pursuits; 
confidence  had  been  shaken,  private  obligations  disregarded,  and  their  blighting 
effects  had  fallen  upon  the  virtue,  morality,  and  religion  of  the  people.  He  suggests  as 
a  reduction  in  expenses  that  there  should  be  only  Biennial  Communications,  provided 
the  dues  of  members  would  be  as  promptly  paid.  He  thinks  that  more  of  the  brethren 
would  find  money  to  keep  up  their  Lodge  payments  if  they  would  spend  less  in  things 
unnecessary  and  useless,  and  even  for  what  is  a  curse.  He  alludes  particularly  to 
the  intemperate  use  of  intoxicating  liquors.  He  commends  most  heartily  to  the  fos- 
tering care  of  the  Craft  the  Southern  Masonic  Female  College,  which  was  doing  a 
great  and  good  work,  but  was  in  need  of  more  substantial  support;  and  pays  a  feel- 
ing tribute  to  the  memory  of  Past  Grand  Master  John  Harris  and  Past  Deputy  Grand 
Masters  Roddey  and  Boyd,  who  had  been  called  from  labor  during  the  year. 

The  M.\W.\  David  E.  Butler,  Past  Grand  Master,  was  presented  with  a  beauti- 
ful Past  Grand  Master's  jewel,  ordered  at  the  last  Communication,  and  suitable 
speeches  were  made  on  the  occasion. 

The  Grand  Lodge  spent  a  considerable  portion  of  its  time  in  the  consideration  of 
an  amended  Constitution  and  Code  of  By-laws,  which  were  finally  adopted.  Two- 
thirds  of  what  we  put  in  the  Grand  Lodge  Constitution  in  California,  is  in  Georgia 
placed  in  the  bylaws— the  Constitution  covering  only  three,  and  the  by-laws  fifteen 
pages  of  the  proceedings  before  us. 

A  committee  of  the  Grand  Lodge  presented  in  forcible  language  the  claims  of  the 
Southern  Masonic  Female  College  on  the  Fraternity,  and  a  special  committee  was 
appointed  to  prepare  an  address  to  the  brethren  in  its  behalf.  But  just  before  the 
close  of  the  Communication,  a  resolution  was  adopted  for  the  appointment  of 
another  committee  to  consider  and  report  at  the  next  Annual  Communication  on  "the 
best  method  of  severing  the  connection  between  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  College." 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Grievances  in  twenty-four  separate  cases,  covers 
only  two  pages  of  the  proceedings.  That  committee  evidently  does  not  believe  in 
the  waste  of  ink,  whether  of  printer's  or  otherwise. 

We  feel  like  giving  the  Grand  Secretary  a  little  "  blowing  up."  He  gives  a  long 
statistical  table  of  the  condition  and  work  of  the  various  Lodges,  but  not  a  column 
of  these  multitudinous  figures  is  footed  up,  and  so  we  were  obliged  to  institute  an 
adding-up  school  of  one,  before  we  could  state  how  many  Lodges  were  in  the  juris- 
diction, or  how  many  were  represented  in  Grand  Lodge,  or  the  number  of  Masons. 
Turn  over  a  new  leaf  next  year,  Bro.  Blackshear,  or  we  shall . 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  reported  in  favor  of  and  the  Grand  Lodge 
adopted  the  following  resolution: — 

Resolved,  That  the  loss  of  an  eye  does  not,  of  itself,  disqualify  a  person  from 
being  initiated,  passed,  and  raised  in  a  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons. 

Personally,  we  concur,  but  what  will  some  of  our  "  ancient  landmark"  sticklers 
say  to  such  a  departure  ? 

The  Committee  on  "  General  Welfare  "  reported  in  favor  of  the  wisdom  of  Bien- 
nial Sessions,  but  we  do  not  gather  definitely  whether  such  a  policy  was  adopted 
by  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  not. 

The  Report  of  the  Committte  on  Correspondence  is  from  the  pen  of  our  venerable 
friend  and  veteran  reporter,  the  31.'.  W.\  Samuel  Lawrence,  Past  Grand  Master,  and 
right  well  has  he  discharged  his  duty.  His  report  shows  that  he  has  ' '  marked,  learned, 
and  inwardly  digested,"  as  well  as  read,  the  voluminous  documents  submitted  for 
review.    He  is  very  genial  and  full  in  his  notice  of  California  for  1877.    He  does  not 
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know  what  to  make  of  our  proceedings  touching  Bro.  Bromley's  clam-bake  and 
his  reported  speech  on  the  occasion,  but  inclines  to  the  opinion  that  the  whole  thing 
was  a  hoax,  "  the  baseless  fabric  of  a  vision,  and  perhaps  a  shy  hit  at  the  tastes  of  our 
Eastern  brethren."  If  so,  he  says  that  he  can  "  relish  the  joke,  believing,  with  a 
wise  king,  that  there  is  a  time  for  all  things — a  time  for  labor,  and  a  time  for  refresh- 
ment, and  'tis  pleasant  to  play  the  fool  in  season."  We  assure  our  venerable  brother 
that  that  grand  clam-bake  was  no  myth  or  hoax,  but  a  veritable  reality,  and  if  Bro. 
Bromley  did  not  make  that  precise  speech,  it  is  in  his  style,  and  whenever  he  does 
let  himself  out,  whether  at  clam-bakes  or  elsewhere,  there  is  quite  a  loss  of  vest  but- 
tons on  the  part  of  his  hearers. 

Bro.  Lawrence  compliments  highly  and  quotes  very  liberally  from  the  Address 
of  Grand  Master  Browne.  But  he  does  not  like  the  demand  made  by  one  of  our 
Lodges  upon  a  Montana  Lodge  for  reimbursement  of  funds  expended  for  the  sickness 
and  burial  of  a  Montana  brother.  He  thinks  "it  is  an  indirect  method  to  engraft  on 
Masonry  the  principles  of  the  mutual  insurance  societies  of  the  day,  which  should 
not  be  encouraged.  No  Lodge  has  any  such  special,  private  family  privilege  on  the 
treasury  of  another."  We  will  only  say  to  our  good  brother,  that  there  is  another 
side  to  this  question,  and  were  he  a  resident  and  active  Mason  in  California  (as  he 
certainly  would  be),  we  think  he  would  be  a  decided  convert  to  our  doctrine  and 
practice  in  this  matter.  But  as  this  particular  case  has  been  fully  settled  we  will  not 
reopen  it  by  any  further  comment  at  present.  Grand  Secretary  Abell  and  our  Com- 
mittee on  Jurisprudence  come  in  for  their  deserved  praise  for  their  work;  and  we 
make  our  own  humble  bow  of  acknowledgment  for  the  kind  words  said  of,  and  copious 
extracts  made  from,  our  report  of  that  year.  The  following  is  his  closing  com- 
pliment to  the  whole  jurisdiction: — 

In  the  wave  of  intelligence  that  swept  the  shore  of  the  Pacific  and  settled  on  the 
discovery  of  gold,  in  the  sunset  State,  the  Masonic  element  was  largely  mixed, 
and  hence,  in  a  few  years  after  the  organization  of  the  civil  government  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  California  leaped  into  life  like  Minerva  from  the  brain  of  Jove.  With 
its  able  Secretariat,  its  succession  of  able  Grand  Masters,  and  its  able  Reporters  on 
Foreign  Correspondence,  though  among  the  youngest  in  years,  it  holds  a  front  rank 
among  the  most  enlightened  of  Masonic  jurisdictions.  The  reports  of  its  proceedings 
have  always  a  fund  of  information  to  instruct,  and  a  hive  of  suggestions  to  awaken 
curiosity  and  enliven  the  zeal  of  the  intelligent  and  attentive  Masonic  reader,  while 
its  chaiities  bespeak  for  it  universal  admiration.    May  its  light  never  be  less." 

Thank  you,  good  brother,  and  may  you  long  live  to  enjoy  the  favor  and  honor 
of  the  fraternity  at  home  and  elsewhere. 

There  are  two  hundred  and  seventy-three  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  mem- 
bership of  twelve  thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty-three.  The  Grand  Master  and 
Grand  Secretary  were  re-elected. 

IDAHO. 

The  brethren  of  our  3roung  sister  to  the  northeast  of  us,  held  their  eleventh  An- 
nual Communication  in  Boise  City  on  the  tenth  day  of  September,  1878— the  Mr.  Wr. 
Edward  A.  Stevenson,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  Br.  Wr.  Charles  Himrod 
being  Grand  Secretary.    Nine  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  delivered  a  very  good  Address.  As  there  had  not  been  an 
overplus  of  work  to  report,  he  gives  the  brethren  some  excellent  advice,  which,  it 
is  to  be  hoped,  will  not  all  be  passed  over  to  their  neighbors.  He  was  pleased  to  see 
so  many  representatives  present.  It  showed  their  zeal  in  the  cause  of  Masonry,  for 
some  had  traveled  hundreds  of  miles,  over  rugged  and  almost  impassable  mountains, 
that  they  might  meet  with  their  brethren  in  Grand  Lodge  for  mutual  counsel.  Dis- 
cord and  confusion  in  Masonic  Lodges  could  generally  be  traced  to  the  admission 
of  improper  persons.  The  mere  fact  that  no  ill  is  habitually  spoken  of  one,  is  not  a 
sufficient  ground  for  recommending  him  to  be  made  a  Mason.  He  had  hauled  two 
Lodges  over  the  coals  ;   one  for  having  suspended  a  brother,  and  then  restored  and

diction.    Combined   they  now   amount  to   $5,197.96.    The   Grand  Lodge    of  New 
-  fraternally  acknowledged. 
The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  submitted   by   Bro.   A. 
'.     It  occupies  about  fifty  pages  of  the  proceedings,  of  which  more  than  one- 
qnsrter  ifl  devoted  to  the  decisions  made  in  the  various  jurisdictions.    The  review 
of  the  proceedings  of  some  fifty  Grand  Lodges,  being  thus  compressed,  the  space 
allotted  to  each  is  limited  indeed.    California  for  1877  has  about  two-thirds  of  a 
page,  which  is  about  the  average.    Bro.  Heed  gives  the  following  reasons  for  such 
brevity  :  — 

1.  Printing  costs  more  than  we  can  stand  ;  2,  We  are  constancy  interrupted 
by  hostile  Indians,  which  leaves  us  without  time  ;  3,  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
is  sick. 

That  second  excuse  would  have  sufficed,  and  Bro.  Heed  might  have  tabled  the 
others.  We  hardly  believe  that  our  own  report  would  have  been  any  longer,  if  we 
were  compelled  to  look  after  our  scalp  half  the  time.  Bro.  Heed  writes  so  well, 
when  he  does  try  his  hand,  that  we  trust  hereafter  he  may  not  be  hindered  by 
Indians,  sickness,  or  want  of  funds. 

There  are  eleven  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  three  hundred 
and  fifty-eight    The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were  re-elected. 

ILLINOIS. 

The  Gmnd  Lodge  of  this  mammoth  jurisdiction  of  the  West  commenced  its  thirty- 
ninth  Annual  Communication  in  the  city  of  Chicago  on  the  first  day  of  October, 
—the  M.'.Wr.  Joseph  Robbins,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  B.\  W.\  John 
F.  Burbill  being  Grand  Secretary.  Six  hundred  and  twenty-eight  Lodges  were 
nted. ' 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  very  long,  occupying  nearly  forty  pages  of 
the  proceedings  :  but  its  interest  more  than  compensates  for  its  length,  and  every- 
body knows  that  the  Grand  Master  wields  the  pen  of  a  ready  writer.  Had  we  not 
forsworn  the  use  of  the  scissors  (until  we  change  our  mind)  we  should  slash  into  this 
document  without  mercy  to  it  or  our  readers.  We  can  give  only  a  meagre  sum- 
mary. 

The  Grand  Master  commences  with  a  feeling  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Past  Grand 
Master  George  E.  Lounsbury,  deceased  during  the  year,  and  also  calls  the  roll  of 
other  departed  worthies,  who  can  no  longer  give  an  earthly  response.  To  the  suf- 
ferers from  the  yellow  fever  plague,  the  brethren  of  the  jurisdiction  had  contributed 
over  $6000.  The  late  Grand  Treasurer,  a  brother  at  Mt.  Stirling,  had  failed  during 
the  year,  and  having  kept  the  Grand  Lodge  funds,  not  separately,  but  with  those  of 
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the  bank,  there  would  be  a  defalcation  of  $15,000.  The  Grand  Master  suspended  that 
officer  and  appointed  another  in  his  place.  The  Grand  Lodge  adopted  all  the  means 
within  its  power  to  regain  some  portion  of  the  lost  fuuds,  but  did  not  meet  with  much 
success.  The  wife  of  the  defaulter  sent  in  a  communication,  offering  to  surrender  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  two  life  insurance  policies  for  $5000  each,  on  her  husband's  life, 
which  had  been  taken  for  her  benefit.  This  was  a  just  and  generous  offer  on  her 
part,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  took  the  matter  under  advisement.  When  will  public 
officers,  Masonic  and  otherwise,  learn  that  the  misappropriation  of  trust  funds  is 
nothing  less  than  stealing? 

The  Grand  Master  had  refused  a  dispensation  to  a  certain  Lodge,  asking  to  join 
the  funeral  procession  of  one  of  its  members,  who,  at  his  own  request,  was  buried 
by  an  Odd  Fellows'  Lodge.  The  refusal  caused  considerable  excitement  in  that 
community,  and  the  Grand  Master  publishes,  in  defence  of  his  ruling,  the  substance 
of  his  reply  to  a  Past  Master  who  had  complained  of  the  same.  We  have  had  our 
say  on  this  vexed  subject,  in  years  gone  by,  and  do  not  wish  to  re-open  the  discus- 
sion. He  had  been  asked  by  one  Lodge  what  course  should  be  pursued  towards  a 
weak-minded  and  half  insane  brother  who  would  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Lodge 
and  cast  black  balls,  scarcely  cognizant  of  what  he  did,  or  why  ?    He  replied  that — 

There  is  no  law  applicable  to  such  a  case  but  the  law  of  necessity ;  that,  of 
course,  mere  mental  disease  was  not  an  offense,  but,  on  the  contrary,  a  misfortune  so 
terrible  as  to  call  for  our  deepest  commiseration.  Yet,  if  it  took  such  a  form  as  to 
render  the  subject  of  it  insensible  to  his  responsibilities  as  a  Mason,  the  instinct  of 
self-preservation  would  demand  his  exclusion  ;  and  if,  in  the  deliberate  judgment  of 
the  Lodge,  it  was  unsafe  for  him  to  be  present,  the  Master,  in  the  exercise  of  that 
arbitrary  power  which  is  his,  should  assume  the  responsibility  of  excluding  him,  and 
trust  to  superior  authority  to  sustain  him  in  such  action. 

He  had  issued  dispensations  for  the  formation  of  three  new  Lodges,  and  had 
checked  movements  towards  others  because  the  requisite  conditions  could  not  be 
complied  with.  They  have  the  "  ten-mile  rule  "  in  this  jurisdiction,  which  generally 
proves  to  be  the  unsurmountable  obstacle. 

One  Lodge,  without  consulting  the  Grand  Master,  had  dedicated  its  own  hall, 
inviting  "  a  brother,  prominent  in  civil  life,  from  a  neighboring  city,"  to  officiate. 
The  correspondence  which  ensued  convinced  the  Grand  Master  that  both  that 
brother  and  the  Master  who  invited  him  were  "  ignorant  of  the  fact  that  such  work 
is  the  prerogative  of  the  Grand  Master  alone."  The  Master  was  censured  for  his 
ignorance  of  the  law,  and  the  dedication  was  set  aside  as  "  irregular,  unlawful,  and 
void."  The  Grand  Master  was  satisfied  "  that  the  brother  who  officiated  at  the  dedica- 
tion, without  authority,  was  sufficiently  punished  for  his  error  by  the  mortification 
which  its  discovery  brought  with  it." 

As  we  were  absorbed  in  the  perusal  of  this  excellent  Address,  we  were  much 
startled  at  a  seeming  evidence  that  the  Grand  Master  himself  had  been  suddenly 
seized  with  that  malady  of  insanity,  which  he  had  before  alluded  to.  Here  is  what  we 
saw,  and  let  our  own  readers  judge  of  our  utter  astonishment.  He  was  speaking  at 
length  of  the  uumasonic  proceedings  of  a  certain  Lodge,  and  we  read  this: — 

All  of  the  members  of  the  Lodge  who  had  fellowshipped  the  suspended 
brother,  were,  of  course,  technically  guilty,  but  it  was  not  to  be  forgotten  that 
most  of  them  had  probably  received  their  ideas  from  the  Master,  whose  position 
presupposes  a  knowledge  of  what  that  duty  is  ;   and  it  was 

"  Well,  friend  B.,  who  killed  the  dog  Pinto?" 

"  Don't  know,"  responded  Mr.  B.,  angrily. 

••  Now  tell  me,  old  friend,  how  is  it  that  thee  refrains  from  swearing  ?" 

"  Well,  the  truth  is  just  here,  neighbor  :   I  can't  do  justice  to  the  subject!" 

Good  Heavens  !  thought  we — has  the  G.and  Master  been  eating  some  crazy  root 
and  gone  clean  daft,  or  what  is  the  matter?  Was  the  dog  Pinto  the  Master,  or  the 
criminal,  or  what?  What  did  they  kill  him  for?  Had  he  betrayed  the  secrets  of 
Masonry  ?  Just  then  the  sober  truth  dawned  upon  our  dazed  intellect.  The  printer, 
or  rather,  the  binder,  had  interpolated  right  here  a  full  signature  from  the  Report  of 
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the  Committee  on  Correspendence,  instead  of  what  belonged  to  the  Grand  Master's 
Address.  And  such  a  medley  as  the  blunder  made  !  We  were  helpless,  and  are  as 
yet  unable  to  ascertain  what  the  Grand  Master  further  said  or  did  touching  that 
recreant  Lodge,  or  what  Grand  Lodge  had  anything  to  do  with  that  "  dog  Pinto !" 
Will  Bro.  Robbins  please  rise  and  explain? 

The  Grand  Master  strongly  and  rightly  condemns  the  attempts  to  drag  mere 
business  disputes  into  the  arena  of  Masonic  discipline.  He  says  "  the  Lodge  should 
not  be  made  a  collecting  agency  nor  a  tribunal  for  the  adjudication  of  questions 
which  are  properly  within  the  province  of  the  civil  courts."  We  consider  that 
good  doctrine.  He  submits  the  correspondence  in  relation  to  the  invasion  of  the 
jurisdictional  rights  of  Quebec  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  and  recommends  an 
edict  of  non-intercourse  with  the  latter.  The  Grand  Lodge  responded  by  the 
adoption  of  a  strongly  worded  report  of  its  committee,  and  the  following  resolu- 
tions : — 

14  Resolved,  That  the  M.\  W.'.  Grand  Master  of  Illinois  is  hereby  requested  to 
issue,  as  soon  as  practicable,  his  edict,  notifyiug  the  constituent  Lodges  under  bis 
jurisdiction  of  the  facts  in  the  case,  and  interdicting  all  further  Masonic  communica- 
tion with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  and  all  individual  Masons  owing  allegiance 
thereto. 

"  liesolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  and  he  is  hereby  instructed  to  notify  the 
M.'.  W.'.  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  and  all  other  Grand  Lodges  with  whom  we 
are  in  communication,  of  the  action  above  recited." 

We  fear  we  are  to  have  a  second  edition  of  the  Hamburg  affair,  in  this  aggression 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland.  Upholding  the  Lodges  that  adhered  to  Scotland, 
when  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  was  formed  and  recognized,  was  certainly  going 
as  far  as  American  Masonry  can  concede.  To  establish  two  new  Lodges  in  Montreal, 
in  defiance  of  the  protest  of  Quebec,  can  hardly  be  tolerated  at  this  late  day. 

The  Grand  Lodge  fraternally  recognized  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Indian  Territory 
and  New  Mexico,  declined  a  recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Colon,  and 
referred  the  application  of  that  of  New  South  Wales  to  the  Committee  on  Correspond- 
ence, for  further  consideration.  The  Committee  on  Obituaries  thus  speak  of  one 
who  had  filled  many  an  important  station  in  civil  life,  the  Hon.  Sidney  Breeze  : — 

In  all  the  stations  he  filled,  and  in  all  the  relations  of  life,  he  was  noted  for  his 
unswerving  integrity  and  his  unfaltering  fidelity  to  the  principles  and  teachings  of 
that  institution  of  which  he  was  so  prominent  a  member  ;  exemplifying  in  his  life 
the  virtues  of  Faith,  Hope  and  Charity  —  three  cardinal  principles  of  our  Institution. 
Thus,  full  of  years  and  full  of  honors,  he,  who  for  more  than  half  a  century  has 
trodden  the  courts  of  justice  on  earth,  laid  off  his  judicial  robes,  as  we  trust,  to 
wear  a  robe  of  righteousness  in  the  Paradise  of  God. 

The  Grand  Orator,  the  B.\  W.\  Alfred  Sample,  delivered  a  finely  written 
address,  which  will  repay  perusal  by  the  brethren  of  that  jurisdiction.  Our  report 
has  already  spun  out  so  long  that  we  must  forego  the  pleasure  of  making  extracts. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  from  the  pen  of  Bro.  Theo- 
dore T.  Gurney,  which  is  a  guaranty  that  it  is  worthy  of  a  place  by  the  side  of  its 
predecessors  from  the  same  author,  as  well  as  those  unsurpassed  ones  that  for  so 
many  years  came  from  the  pen  of  Grand  Master  Robbins.  Bro.  Gurney  passes  in 
review  the  proceedings  of  all  the  Grand  Lodges,  his  report  occupying  one  hundred 
and  ninety-four  pages  of  the  appendix.  California,  for  1877,  receives  most  liberal 
and  generally  approving  notice.  He  begins  with  a  "  double  header  "  for  the  Grand 
Master  and  Grand  Secretary.  Of  the  latter,  this  first :  "  The  report  before  us  is 
one  of  the  finest  and  most  elaborate  contributions  to  Craft  record  that  it  has  been 
our  pleasure  to  examine.  We  have  read  many  complimentary  notices  of  Bro.  Abell's 
work,  but  have  not, until  now,  fully  appreciated  his  value  to  the  Grand  Lodge."  And 
of  the  Grand  Master,  this  :  "  The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  so  symmetrical  that 
it  is  difficult  to  make  selections  without  marring  the  structure,  but  we  will  present 
enough  to  show  the  Craft  the  advantages  of  having  a  clear  headed,  cultivated,  and 
industrious  presiding  officer." 
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He  then  quotes  several  pages,  and  approvingly.  He  rather  goes  off  at  a  tangent, 
however,  in  his  censure  of  Eureka  Lodge  and  our  Grand  Lodge,  concerning  the 
"  demands,"  so  called,  upon  a  Montana  Lodge  for  reimbursement,  characterizing  our 
act  as  "an  apparently  unjustifiable  extortion."  He  promises  to  say  more  when  he 
comes  to  Montana,  but,  when  he  comes  to  that  jurisdiction,  he  finds  that  he 
lias  been  altogether  mistaken  and  withdraws  all  his  censures.  That  saves  you,  good 
brother,  from  such  a  rap  over  the  knuckles  as  we  intended  to  give,  that  is  indescrib- 
able at  present. 

Bro.  Sargent,  our  Grand  Orator  in  1877,  is  thus  complimented  on  his  fine  address 
of  that  year:— 

The  oration  of  Bro.  Aaron  A.  Sargent  is  of  exceptional  interest.  He  does  not 
indulge  in  either  gaudy  or  gauzy  rhetoric.  It  is  just  such  papers  that  command 
thoughtful  attention,  and  our  only  regret  is,  that  we  are  not  permitted  to  lay  it  before 
our  readers. 

We  thank  Bro.  Gurney  for  his  kindly  notice  of  our  own  effort  for  that  year.  He 
is  at  antipodes  with  us,  however,  on  the  distinction  between  mere  dimits  and  recom- 
mendatory certificates.  But,  as  he  intimates  that  he  has  not  presented  his  own  side 
of  the  question  fully,  and  intends  to  return  thereto  hereafter,  we  leave  the  matter 
as  he  did,  by  saying  "  good  night,"  and  we  will  add,  "and  pleasant  dreams." 

They  have  an  excellent  system  of  rotation  in  office  in  Illinois  which  we  admire.  It 
shows  that  the  brethren  there  know  how  to  appreciate  and  make  use  of  good  talent 
when  they  find  it.  Thus,  Bro.  Robbins,  who  for  years  was  the  able  and  most  accom- 
plished Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  was  called  up  to  the  Grand 
Master's  chair,  and  Bro.  Gurney  took  his  place.  Now,  Bro.  Gurney  is  elected  to 
the  Grand  East,  and  Bro.  Robbins  is  rotated  back  to  his  old  position  of  Chairman  of 
the  Correspondence  Committee.     "  So  mote  it  be." 

There  are  six  hundred  and  ninety-three  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  mem- 
bership of  thirt3'-eight  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixteen.  The  M.\  W.\  Theo- 
dore T.  Gurney  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the  R.\  W.\  John  T.  Burrill 
was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

INDIANA. 

The  sixty-second  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana  was  com- 
menced in  the  city  of  Indianapolis  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  May,  1870,— the 
31.'.  W.\  Robert  Van  Valzah,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.\  William 
H.  Smythe  being  Grand  Secretary.  Four  hundred  and  seventy-seven  Lodges  were 
represented. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  entirely  taken  up  with  the  details  of  his 
official  action  during  the  year.  About  the  only  exception  is  this  very  pretty  story 
with  its  moral,  which  we  find  in  an  opening  paragraph:— 

A  little  story  occurs  to  me,  taken  from  the  French,  which,  to  my  mind,  has  a  very 
good  moral  attached  to  it.  It  is  said  that  Caligula  built  a  light-house  at  Boulogne. 
For  years  the  French  protected  the  top  from  the  severe  storms  that  swept  the  coast, 
forgetting  the  constant  washing  of  the  waves.  The  old  adage  held  good  in  this  case, 
that  "  a  constant  dripping  wears  away  the  stone."  In  time  it  fell  into  the  sea,  a  mass 
of  ruins.  Who  will  deny  the  statement  that  Masonry,  in  its  different  light-houses  on 
the  shores  of  time,  throws  across  its  waters  as  many  if  not  more  brilliant,  lights  than 
any  other  known  order;  yet,  in  our  efforts  to  protect  the  head  from  the  passing 
storms,  let  us  not  forget  to  notice  the  undermining  currents  that  are  constantly  wash- 
ing the  base. 

Dispensations  had  been  granted  for  two  new  Lodges,  but,  as  a  more  than  counter- 
balance, the  charters  of  eleven  of  the  existing  ones  had  been  arrested  or  surrendered — 
most  of  them  for  the  want  of  living  Masonic  breath  and  pecuniary  ability  to  keep  the 
lights  burning  upon  the  altar.  In  fact,  owing  to  the  stringency  of  the  times  and 
other  causes,  this  seems  to  have  been  an  "  off  year  "  for  Masonry  in  Indiana.  More 
than  eleven  hundred  brethren  had  been  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues— a  sad 
exhibit  indeed. 
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In  answer  to  an  appeal  from  the  Grand  Master,  the  sum  of  $566  90  had  been  con- 
tributed  for  the  relief  of  the  yellow  fever  sufferers. 

In  November,  the  Grand  Secretary  reported  to  the  Grand  Master  that  ninety- 
re  delinquent  on  the  Grand  Lodge  assessment,  whereupon  the  Grand 
r  issued  a  olrcnlar  requiring  all  to  pay  by  the  first  of  the  following  January, 
ing  thnn  that  if  that  were  not  done  before  the  first  of  April,  he  would  suspend 
every  delinquent  Lodge  and  report  them  to  the  Grand  Lodge.      All  but  twelve  re- 
sponded favorably, and  these  were  reported.    The  Grand  Lodge  instructed  the  Grand 
I  to  discipline  those  Lodges. 
The  (Hand  Lodge  of  1878,  in  a  fit  of  economy,  refused  to  print  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  Correspondence.    Whereupon  Bro.  Elisha  L.  McLallen,  the  writer, 
published  and  distributed  the  same  on  his  own  account.    The  sum  expended — one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars— was,  by  vote  of  the  present  Grand  Lodge,  refunded  to  the 
brother.     The  Committee  for  this  year  did  not  burden  either  their  own  pockets  or 
the  treasury  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  for  their  entire  report  consists  in  the  statement  that 
they  had  received  the  proceedings  of  forty-three  Grand  Lodges.    We  are  sorry  that 
our  brethren  of  the  Hoosier  State  are  so  very  "hard  up,"  and  hope  that  better  times 
may  very  Boon  dawn  in  that  quarter  of  the  heavens. 

illowing  preamble  and  resolution,  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  tell  their 
own  story  :— 

Whereas,  Owing  to  the  advanced  age,  the  infirmity,  and  the  distinguished  services 
In  behalf  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity  of  Indiana,  of  the  Rev.  John  Leach,  Past  Grand 
Chaplain  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana; 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  John  Leach,  Past  Grand  Chaplain,  be  and  he  hereby  is 
itituted  an  honorary  member  of  this  Grand.  Lodge,  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  same/' 

There  are  five  hundred  and  twent}--five  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  member- 
ship of  twenty-five  thousand  and  forty-five.  The  3I.-.W.'.  Bellamy  S.  Sutton  was 
elected  Grand  Master  and  the  R.\  W.\  William  H.  Smythe  was  re-elected  Grand 
Secretary. 

INDIAN    TERRITORY. 

Our  Red  brethren  come  to  the  front  with  the  well  printed  proceedings  of  the 
fourth  Annual  Communication  of  their  Grand  Lodge,  which  was  held  in  McAli.~ter 
on  the  fifth  day  of  November,  1878,— the  M.\  W.\  J.  S.  Mureow,  Grand  Master,  pre- 
siding, and  the  li.\  W.\  Rufus  P.  Jones  being  Grand  Secretary.  Nine  Lodges  were 
represented. 

The  "palefaces"  do  not  have  a  monopoly  of  the  trouble  and  difficulties  in  start- 
ing a  new  Grand  Lodge  on  the  high  road  of  usefulness  and  prosperity.  The  Grand 
Master  alludes  to  some  of  these  war  specks  visible  on  the  horizon,  but  we  hope  they 
betoken  no  serious  disaster.  His  Address  is  veiy  long,  but  we  have  only  space  and 
time  to  note  a  few  points.  He  first  alludes  to  the  ravages  of  death  in  some  of  the 
subordinate  Lodges,  and  passes  an  eulogy  upon  the  departed.  He  "  takes  pleasure" 
in  informing  the  Grand  Lodge  that  "  no  dispensation  for  a  new  Lodge  had  been 
granted,"'  and  that  but  few  additions  had  been  made  to  existing  ones.  He  regarded 
d  evidence  of  prudence,  wisdom,  and  health."  He  had  denied  several  dis- 
pensations for  minor  matters.  One  of  the  requests  thus  denied  was  "to  confer 
degrees,  without  proficiency,  on  some  full  blood  Indians,  good  and  true  men,  who 
could  not  understand  English,  and  had  to  be  instructed  in  their  own  language  at  a 
great  disadvantage."  Bad  for  the  Injuns,  but  the  Grand  Master  stood  "square 
on  law  and  usage."' 

The  two  Lodges  which  had  held  out  for  the  continuance  of  their  relations  with 
Arkansas  and  Kansas,  had  thought  better  of  the  matter,  and  were  now  in  full  union 
with  the  new  Grand  Lodge  of  their  own  jurisdiction.  Foreign  relations  were  pleas- 
ant and  fraternal,  but  the  internal  condition  was  not  so  gojd.    There  were  still,  in 
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two  or  three  Lodges,  "jealousies,  envies,  backbiting,  wranglings  that  were  disgrace- 
ful, and  would  result  in  ruin  unless  strict  and  severe  discipline  was  enforced/'  The 
Grand  Master  lays  most  of  the  blame  on  "a  class  of  reckless  white  adventurers  in 
the  Territory,"  who  once  had  been  Masons,  but  had  probably  been  expelled  from 
their  home  Lodges.  At  least,  they  should  have  been,  in  his  opinion.  Again, 
red  Masons,  like  some  white  ones,  were  possessed  with  a  spirit  of  selfishness  and 
ambition,  and  the  Grand  Master  recommends  the  administration  of  "  a  good,  healthy 
dose  of  discipline." 

Several  pages  of  the  Address  are  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  the  case  of  a 
"  one  legged  soldier,"  named  Stone,  who  had  been  rejected  by  a  Kansas  Lodge  for 
physical  disqualification.  But  he  got  into  a  "  clandestine  Lodge  of  colored  Masons." 
In  some  way,  by  dint  of  hard  lying,  as  the  Grand  Master  intimates,  he  imposed  upon 
his  predecessor,  and  on  his  recommendation  was  admitted  to  a  Lodge  in  the  Tndian 
Territory.  Subsequent  information  as  to  this  fraud  coming  to  the  Lodge,  he  was 
"  dropped  from  the  roll"  without  any  trial,  which  action  the  present  Grand  Master 
sustained,  on  the  ground  that  one  "  not  a  Mason  could  not  commit  a  Masonic  offense, 
and  hence  could  not  be  tried." 

Another  Lodge  got  itself  into  serious  trouble  by  electing  one  of  the  Johnson  family 
to  full  membership,  and  then  to  the  Master's  station, when  he  never  had  presented 
a  dimit,  and  never  gave  any  evidence,  except  his  own  word,  that  he  was  a  Mason  at 
all.  The  charter  of  this  Lodge  was  arrested  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  rightly  too, 
we  think,  because,  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  action,  the  Grand  Master  said  that 
reports  had  reached  him  "  of  shameful  drunkenness  of  some  of  the  officers  and 
members,  once  at  least,  in  the  Lodge  during  a  meeting.  Again,  of  fearful  profanity 
of  some  of  the  officers  and  members,  of  bull-dozing  in  the  use  of  the  ballot  box,  and 
of  bad  management  generally."  Bad  Indians  these,  needing  "  some  strong  medi- 
cine," which  was  duly  administered,  and  not  at  all  homoeopathically. 

Several  of  the  Grand  Master's  decisions  are  published.  One  was  in  answer  to  a 
request  for  his  opinion  as  "  to  the  use  by  members  of  the  Fraternity  of  a  book  repre- 
sented to  be  a  key  to  Masonic  ceremonies."  The  Grand  Master  waxes  wroth  against 
such  conduct  and  says  he  knows  "  of  but  one  plausible  reason  why  a  Mason  should 
use  these  so-called  helps,  and  that  is  the  lack  of  brains.  Any  man  with  a  thimble 
full  of  brains  should  scorn  to  use  such  '  helps  '—'broken  sticks,'  though,  is  a  more 
correct  definition." 

The  Grand  Secretary  submitted  a  report  of  his  work  during  the  year.  He  gets  on 
a  high  horse  occasionally.  We  don't  believe  our  old  friend  and  brother,  Guilbert  of 
Iowa,  could  beat  this  sentence  if  he  tried  ever  so  hard: — 

I  would  devoutly  ask  the  Heavenly  Muse  to  dip  her  golden  quill  in  poetic  fire, 
and  with  it  breathe  inspiration  a  little  oftener  as  she  hands  it  to  the  gifted  Pike— that 
he  may  touch  again,  and  still  again,  that  chord  deep  down  in  the  human  heart  that 
swells  responsive  to  his  touch  every  year. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Education,  a  resolution  was  adopted 
instructing  the  Masters  and  Wardens  of  subordinate  Lodges  to  furnish  education  and 
the  necessary  books  to  all  the  children  of  deceased  Masons. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mexico  was  fraternally  acknowledged,  but  action  was 
deferred  as  to  the  rival  bodies  in  the  Island  of  Cuba. 

The  Grand  Secretary  being  about  to  remove  from  the  jurisdiction,  the  Grand 
Lodge  adopted  a  highly  eulogistic  resolution  in  acknowledgment  of  his  worth  and 
valuable  services  to  the  Craft. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  Bro.  J.  B.  Jones,  was  killed 
the  previous  August,  leaving  a  partially  finished  report,  which  was  completed  by 
Bro.  H.  F.  Buckner.  The  notices  of  sister  Grand  Lodges  are  very  brief,  owing  to  a 
paucity  of  funds,  not  of  ideas  in  the  writers.  California,  for  1877,  gets  about  a  "  stick 
full."    The  writer  says  that  our  review  of  his  Grand  Lodge  "  made  him  happy"— of 
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whiofa  fact  we  are  glad,  ami  hope  that  our  present  notice  will  be  equally  effective.  Bro. 

I  heap  of  witticisms  in  his  report,  which  made  us  laugh  "  hugely,*' 

then  apologise!  for  his  imperfections  on  the  ground  that  "  for  thirty-three  years 

id  been  ■  missionary  on  horseback,"  cut  off  from  Masonic  literature,  and  for 

Of  the  time  in  a  "  country  that  had  never  heard  the  sound  of  the  gavel."    We 

lay,  Bro.   BUOKNBB,  that  if  you  gave  the  people  as  good  sermons  as  you

hree.     The  Grand  Master  was  re-elected  and  the  2?.\  W.\  W.  A.  McBride

writing  the  above,  and  while  the  manuscript  was  on  the  way  to  the  printer, 

the  proceedings  of  the  Annual  Communication  for  1877,  came  to  hand,  our  review  of 

which  must  be  a  postscript  rather  than  a  prelude.    This  third  Annual  Communication 

held  at  Vinitia  on  the  fourth  day  of  September,  1877,— the  Mr.  W.\  Granville 

>N,   Grand  Master,   presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.\  Rufus  P.  Jones  being* 

Grand  Secretary.    Eight  Lodges  were  represented. 

We  clip  the  following  opening  paragraph  from  the  very  able  Address  of  the  Grand 
r  :— 

Owing  to  our  anomalous  political  condition,  Masonry  cannot  be  expected  to  pro- 
18  io  this  Territory  at  the  same  rate  it  does  in  other  jurisdictions.    Yet  it,  together 
with  religion  and  education,  keeps  pace  with  our  slowly  advancing  civilization  ;  and 
in  due  time,  if  we  are  true  to  ourselves  and  true  to  the  interests  of  our  glorious 
cause,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Indian  Territory  will  shine  forth  in  all  her  beauty  and 
splendor,  and  take  her  stand  in  the  great  Masonic  family,  first  among  her  equals. 
The  intermediate  link  in  the  chain  that  binds  the  Orient  and  Occident,  the  center  of 
jreat  American  Lodge,  and  located  in  a  country  as  lovely  as  that  in  which 
:uy  first  found  its  natal  home,  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  this  from  becoming  at 
in  the  future  the  seat  of  Masonic  empire.    It  but  remains  with  you,  my 
brethren,  and  those  who  come  after  you,  to  make  it  such.     The  Grand  Master  of 
the  Universe  has  done  his  part,  has  bestowed  with  a  bounteous  hand  all  the  precious 
gilts  of  nature  upon  your  lovely  land  ;  a  land  where  religion,  education,  and  Masonry, 
the  handmaids  of  civilization,  will  one  day,  like  our  cherished  emblem  of  immortal- 
ity, in  perpetual  verdure  bloom. 

The  Grand  Master  condoles  with  the  brethren  of  Oklahoma  Lodge,  at  Atoka, 
on  the  destruction  of  their  beautiful  hall  by  fire.  He  does  not  believe  in  treating 
non-affiliated  Masons  as  rigidly  as  do  some  of  the  Grand  Lodges.  He  thinks  it  to  be 
the  duty  of  every  good  Mason  to  belong  to  some  Lodge,  and  yet  thought  it  not  im- 

rible  that  there  still  might  be  many  who  did  not.  And  if'such  a  Mason  died  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  a  Lodge,  he  should  be  entitled  to  the  honors  of  Masonic  burial, 
provideu  he  had  been  a  just  and  upright  man  and  he  or  his  family  requested  the 
same.  He  thought,  were  such  a  course  pursued,  it  would  diminish  the  number  of 
non-affiliated  Masons.  In  the  abstract,  we  agree  with  the  Grand  Master.  The  theory 
is  a  good  one,  but,  particularly  in  this  jurisdiction,  we  have  found  that  words  merely 
and  tufts  of  grass  were  not  effective,  and  have  been  forced  to  resort  to  well  aimed 
stones.  But  still  the  non-afifiliated  are  a  larger  body  than  one  could  wish.  Like  a 
good  many  other  questions,  this  of  non-affiliation  and  its  cure  is  still  unsolved. 

The  Grand  Master  returns  thanks  to  those  brethren  who  had  sustained  and  en- 
couraged him  in  his  difficult  task,  while  he  freely  forgave  the  few  who  had  seen  fit 
to  pursue  a  different  course. 

It  was  resolved  to  appoint  four  District  Grand  Masters,  one  each  for  the  Chicka- 
saw, Choctaw,  Creek,  and  Cherokee  nations. 

The  receipts  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  during  the  year  were  $438  85,  and  the  ex- 
penditures, $194  37.  Result,  happiness!  according  to  the  code  of  the  renowned 
Micawber. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  Past  Grand 
Master  J.  S.  Murrow,  and  being  limited  to  thirty-five  pages,  is,  of  course,  a  very 
brief  review  of  the  proceedings  of  other  Grand  Lodges.    Bro.  Murrow  tells  us  that 
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his  committee  divided  the  Grand  Lodges  into  three  groups— Northern,  Southern,  and 
Western.  The  Northern  fell  to  his  lot ;  the  Southern  to  Bro.  R.  J.  Hogue,  and  the 
Western  to  Bro.  J.  B.  Jones,  and  each  attended  to  his  particular  section.  Bro. 
Jones,  of  the  Western  section,  has  a  brief  but  complimentary  notice  of  the  California 
proceedings  for  1876.  Bros.  Browne  and  Bonte  are  complimented  for  their  excel- 
lent addresses  of  that  year,  and  in  return  for  our  own  favorable  notice  of  the  form- 
ation of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indian  Territory,  we  have  the  following  :— 

Thanks,  brother,  for  your  kind  commendation,  for  we  had  received  such  a  severe 
handling  at  the  hands  of  a  very  few  Committees  of  other  Grand  Lodges,  that  we  were 
not  quite  certain  that  all  was  right,  but  now  feel  that  a  load  has  been  removed  from 
our  minds.  It  is  true  we  are  young  yet  as  a  Grand  Lodge,  and  are  very  liable  to 
err;  but  it  shall  be  an  error  of  the  head  and  not  the  heart,  and  we  hope  that  our 
brethren  will  remember  that  it  is  human  to  err,  and  overlook  the  shortcomings  of  the 
days  of  our  infancy. 

Our  good  brother  is  very  elaborate  and  even  caustic  in  his  review  of  Kansas  and 
its  position  in  upholding  the  course  of  Alpha  Lodge.  We  think  our  brother  has  the 
best  of  the  argument,  but  as  that  matter,  we  believe,  is  now  happily  settled,  no 
further  comments  are  called  for. 

The  Mr.  W.'.  J.  S.  Murrow  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the  Grand  Secretary 
was  re-elected. 

IOWA. 

The  "  Annals  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,"  being  the  proceedings  of  the  thirty- 
sixth  Annual  Communication,  come  to  us  in  a  pamphlet  which,  for  beauty  of  type 
and  profuseness  of  illustration,  fairly  outdoes  all  its  predecessors,  and  in  saying 
this,  we  can  pay  no  higher  tribute  to  the  good  taste  of  the  veteran  Grand  Secretary, 
Bro.  Parvin,  and  of  the  liberality  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  permitting  him  to  indulge 
that  fine  taste.  It  is  quite  evident  that  neither  Bro.  Parvin  nor  those  he  serves 
believe  in  "  cheap  and  nasty  "  printing.  The  Communication  was  held  in  the  city  of 
Dubuque,  on  the  third  day  of  June,  1879,— the  M.\  W.\  Jeremiah  W.  Wilson, 
Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  E.\  W.\  Theodore  S.  Parvin  being  Grand  Secre- 
tary. Two  hundred  and  eighty -two  Lodges  were  represented.  Past  Grand  Master 
Guilbert,  as  chairman  of  the  local  committee,  welcomed  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the 
11  Queen  City  of  Iowa,"  to  which  the  Grand  Master  appropriately  responded. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  of  reasonable  length,  well  written,  and 
principally  devoted  to  the  affairs  of  the  jurisdiction.  He  called  particular  attention 
to  the  position  taken  by.the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  in  relation  to  that  of  Quebec, 
and  recommended  that  decided  steps  be  taken  in  support  of  the  latter.  He  had 
granted  dispensations  for  nine  new  Lodges.  In  doing  this  he  had,  in  several  instances, 
disregarded  the  so-called  "ten-mile  law,"  believing  that  by  so  doing  he  would  con- 
tribute to  the  welfare  of  the  Craft.  In  response  to  his  appeal,  the  sum  of  $2578  72 
had  been  contributed  for  the  relief  of  the  yellow  fever  sufferers. 

The  Grand  Secretary  submitted  a  report  of  considerable  length.  In  defense  of 
the  expense  incurred  in  the  printing  of  the  proceedings,  he  well  says  :  — 

If  .the  Grand  Lodge  wants  its  proceedings  full,  complete,  and  valuable,  and 
published  in  good  taste,  it  must  pay  proportionately  for  such  work.  A  cheap 
edition,  discreditable  to  the  Grand  Lodge  and  disgraceful  to  the  Craft,  can  be  pre- 
pared and  issued  at  less  cost ;  but  we  have  no  taste  for  such  trash.  The  credit  and 
standing  of  the  Grand  Lodge  have  been  largely  borne  upon  its  character  at  home 
and  the  reputation  established  abroad,  of  which  its  published  proceedings  have 
formed  an  important  factor  in  the  production. 

He  makes  some  excellent  suggestions  about  the  proper  decoration  of  Lodge 
rooms.    We  copy  a  line  or  two  :  — 

"  A  thing  of  beauty  is  a  joy  forever  ; 
Its  loveliness  increases  ;  it  will  never 
Pass  iuto  nothingness." 
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It  hM  been  said  that  we  should  look  after  the  beautiful, —  the  useful  will  take 

tgelf;  —which  is  equally  true  with  Lodges  as  with  individuals.    Next  to  our 

!  the  Lodge  rooms  should  charm  us  by  the  beauty  they 

\M  proper  adornments,  "  Washington  closing  the  Lodge,''  "  the  Two 
the  Lord's  Prayer,"  u  Masonic  Temple,  Philadelphia,"  "  Masonic  Widows 
me,  Louisville,  Kentucky,"  "the  Iron  Worker  and  King  Solomon," 
\\  e  should  judge,  from  Bro.  Parvin's  complaints,  that  there  were  many  Masons 
in  Iowa  who  are  chronic  grumblers  at  the  Grand  Secretary.     But  we  know  that  he 
e  their  fault  finding,  and  we  fully  indorse  the  encomium  passed  upon 
him  by  Bro.  WoodhulL,  of  Wisconsin,  which  our  good  brother  makes  a  part  of  his 
report    The  Committee  on  Finance  add  their  word  of  merited  commendation.    After 
•  ing  to  the  work  accomplished  and  the  apple-pie  condition  of  the  office,  they  say: 
pleased  to  be  able  to  make  these  things  known,  and  to  bear  testimony  to 
Dd  efficiency  of  one  of  the  hardest  worked  and  most  faithful  of  our  Grand 
ge  officials."    The  same  committee  recommended  that  hereafter  on  account  of 
\pense,  the  Reports  on  Correspondence  be  dispensed  with,  and  the  Grand  Lodge 
concurred.    A  very  poor  "penny  wise,  pound  foolish"  policy  this,  and  we  venture 
edict  that  it  will  be  abandoned  in  less  than  three  years. 
The  Grand  Lodge  adopted  the  report  of  a  select  committee  on  the  Scotland  and 
Quebec  troubles,  suggesting  that  no  final  action  be  now  taken,  but  that  the  senti- 
-  of  the  Grand  Master  be  approved,  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  forward  a 
copy  of  the  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  "  and  remonstrate  with  them  on 
the  course  which  they  have  pursued,  and  urge  upon  them  to  make  the  amende  hon- 
orable to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec." 

loines  was  fixed  upon  as  the  place  where  the  next  Communication  should  be 
held.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa  is  thus  placed  upon  wheels.  "Hearty  thanks" 
were  returned  to  the  daily  papers  "  for  their  very  full  and  faithful  daily  reports  of 
our  proceedings."  This  sounds  somewhat  curious  to  us  old-fashioned  Masons  on  the 
Pacific  coast. 

Bro.  Parvin  gracefully  took  back,  as  not  having  been  based  upon  the  facts,  his 
lion  of  last  year  that  the  Grand  Master  of  New  Jersey  had  "in  an  edict,  de- 
clared all  Masons  not  perfect  in  bod}r,  in  his  jurisdiction,  clandestinely  made  Mason=." 
That  "edict"  was  the  work  of  an  enemy — in  other  words,  a  perjury  and  fraud. 
After  the  installation  of  the  Grand  Master  elect,  we  have  this  pleasing  episode  in  the 
proceedings  : — 

Good  old  Brother  (Father)  Schreiner,  the  Grand  old  Tvler,  who  has  so  long 
stood  a  faithful  sentinel  at  his  post,  now  came  unbidden  to  the  Grand  East,  holding 
in  his  hand  a  magnificent  bouquet  of  the  loveliest  flowers  of  the  season,  and  with 
-  and  speechless  tongue,  presented  it  to  the  new  Grand  Master.  The  Grand 
iepted  the  same  in  a  brief  but  feeling  speech,  in  which  he  remarked  that, 
since  his  eyes  first  beheld  the  great  lights  in  Masonry,  he  had  seen  no  other  Tyler  at 
the  door  than  Bro.  Schreiner,  and  hoped  he  might  not  live  to  behold  another. 

There  is  no  report  from  the  Committee  on  Correspondence.  There  are  three 
hundred  and  fifty-eight  working  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of 
eighteen  thousand  four  hundred  and  ninety-one.  The  M.\  W.\  Albert  C.  Abbott 
was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the  li.-.  W.\  Theodore  S.  Parvin  was  re-elected 
Grand  Secretary. 

KANSAS. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Kansas  held  its  twenty-third  Annual  Communication  at 
Atchison  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  October,  1878,— the  M.-.W.-.  John  Guthrie,  Grand 
Master,  presiding,  and  the  Ii.\  W.\  John  H.  Brown  being  Grand  Secretary.  Ninety 
Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  of  reasonable  length,  and  gives  a  full  and 
generally  favorable  view  of  the  work  of  the  jurisdiction  for  the  year.  "  The  Supreme 
Architect  of  the  Universe  had  vouchsafed  to  the  State  abundant  harvests,  and  pro- 
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tected  the  people  in  a  marked  degree,  while  pestilence  had  filled  thousands  of  graves 
in  some  of  the  States  in  the  Union."  He  had  granted  dispensations  for  the  forma- 
tion of  six  new  Lodges.  Like  his  predecessor,  he  had  been  pressed  to  grant  per- 
mission for  the  organization  of  many  more,  but  he  had  declined,  believing  that  they 
had  enough  of  weak  Lodges  already.  He  had  been  calle^  upon  to  censure  one 
Lodge  for  its  unauthorized  appeal  for  aid  from  the  Fraternity  on  "account  of  the 
devastation  of  grasshoppers  and  failure  of  crops  for  two  or  three  successive  years  ; " — 
the  very  circular,  he  alleges,  containing  a  mis-statement  of  facts  relative  to  the  grass- 
hoppers and  crops.    He  had  decided  on  an  appeal  to  him  as  follows  : — 

1.  In  the  absence  of  the  W.  M.;  S.  W.,  and  J.  W.,  the  oldest  P.  M.  present  shall 
succeed  to  all  the  powers,  rights  and  privileges  of  the  W.  If. 

2.  In  the  absence  of  the  W.  M.,  S.  W.,  and  J.  W.,  either  of  the  first  four  Grand 
Officers,  in  the  order  of  tlieir  rank,  may  authorize  and  empower  a  competent 
brother  Master  Mason  to  assemble  said  Lodge,  who  shall  succeed  to  all  the  powers, 
rights  and  privileges  of  the  W.  M.  while  acting  under  such  authority. 

The  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  take  issue  with  the  Grand  Master  as  to 
his  first  decision,  maintaining  that '*  Past  Masters,  as  such,  possess  no  rights  and  privi- 
leges in  a  Master  Masons'  Lodge  not  possessed  by  any  Master  Mason,  except  those 
specifically  granted  them  by  their  particular  Grand  Lodge,  or  extended  to  them  by 
courtesy."    The  Grand  Lodge  concurred  in  the  last  named  item. 

Alluding  to  the  suffering  among  brethren  in  other  jurisdictions  on  account  of  the 
yellow  fever,  the  Grand  Master  stated  that  he  had  advanced  $400  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  funds,  and  regretted  that  owing  to  the  financial  state  of  the  treasury  he 
could  not  have  advanced  more.  He  discusses  at  some  length  the  matters  at  variance 
between  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Quebec  and  Scotland,  and  is  not  clear  in  his  own  mind 
whether  the  latter  had  not  the  strict  right  to  do  what  it  has  done,  as  it  occupied  the 
territory  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  before  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  was  formed. 
We  hardly  think  that  this  will  hold  water  when  fairly  tested,  but,  like  the  Grand 
Master,  we  express  the  hope  that  the  "  matter  may  receive  careful  and  deliberate 
consideration"  from  all  the  Grand  Lodges.  He  recommends  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  Indian  Territory  should  be  recognized,  and  that  the  Lodge  therein,  still  hold- 
ing allegiance  to  Kansas,  be  advised  to  transfer  the  same  to  the  new  Grand  Lodge. 
This  view  was  concurred  in  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  thus  that  little  speck  of  war 
is  removed  from  that  part  of  the  horizon.  He  pays  glowing  tributes  to  the  memory 
of  Past  Deputy  Grand  Master  John  W.  Smith  and  Past  Grand  Master  Andkew  J. 
Wheeler,  of  Tennessee,  who  had  fallen  at  his  post  while  laboring  to  alleviate  the 
ravages  of  the  yellow  fever  at  Memphis. 

Bro.  Albert  Pike,  "a  noted  man  and  Mason,"  as  our  readers  well  know,  being  in 
the  city  at  the  time,  was  formally  waited  upon  and  introduced  to  the  Grand  Lodge, 
where  "  for  one  hour  he  held  his  hearers  spell-bound  by  the  matchless  power  of  his 
eloquence,  replete  with  beautiful  imagery  and  instruction  in  the  hidden  meanings  of 
the  Mystic  Art."  We  can  well  believe  that,  for  we  remember  on  one  occasion  listen- 
ing to  that  illustrious  brother  in  an  address  of  three  hours'  length,  and  no  one  wished 
it  to  have  been  a  minute  shorter.    He  is  truly  the  "  old  man  eloquent." 

The  Grand  Lodge  re-affirmed  its  edict  of  non-intercourse  against  the  Grand  Orient 
of  France  and  all  Masons  hailing  therefrom.  The  Committee  on  Grievances,  in  re- 
porting on  the  case  of  an  expelled  brother,  say :  "  If  the  charges  be  true,  he  is  surely 
guilty,  and  if  his  defense  is  true,  he  is  still  more  guilt}7."  That  disposed  of  him  most 
effectually. 

A  committee  of  the  Grand  Lodge  reported  at  length  upon  the  Quebec  and  Scotland 
matter,  sustaining  in  full  the  position  taken  by  Quebec,  but  instead  of  a  resolution  of 
non-intercourse,  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge: — 

Resolxed,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kansas  will  hereby  join  with  other  Grand 
Lodges  in  fraternal  remonstrance  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  in  the  hope  that 
she  may  be  induced  to  reconsider  her  action  in  the  true  interest  of  Masonry,  so  long 
established  as  an  eminent  governing  body,  whose  practice  has  ever  been  to  conserve 
the  principles  of  Masonic  right  and  universal  justice. 
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The  Re  port  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  again  from  the  pen  of  the  Grand 
:.irv,  who  passes  in  review  the  proceedings  of  fifty-two  Grand  Lodges,  Califor- 
r  1^77  being  one,  which  receives  an  extended  and  complimentary  notice.    He 

:  — 

The  Address  of  C.rand  Master  BROWNE  is  one  of  the  ablest  we  have  perused  this 

mere  material  matters,  it  conveys  a  whole  fund  of  information 

rich   In  reminders  to  the  Craft  of  the  duties  they  have  before  them,  of  the  in- 

Dg  vigilance  at  all  times  necessary,  and  of  the  rewards  surely  awaiting  the 

Industrious  and  faithful  Mason.    From  its  many  brilliant  paragraphs  we  extract  the 

following,  as  s  gardener  would  cull  the  choicest  buds  from  a  teeming  rose  tree. 

Ami  then  he  quotes  several  solid  pages  from  the  Address.  Bro.  Sargent's  oration 
Is  characterised  as  "  a  sublime  expression  of  Masonic  thought,  both  eloquent  and 
Instructive." 

There  are  one  hundred  and  sixty-six  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  member- 
ship of  six  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty-seven.    The  if.*.  W.\  Edwin  D.  Hillyer 
1  Grand  Master  and  the  JR.\  W.\  John  H.  Brown  was  re-elected  Grand 
Secretary. 

KENTUCKY. 

The  proceedings  of  the  seventy-ninth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Kentucky  come  to  us  in  a  bulky  pamphlet  of  over  fivejhundred  pages,  and  yet, 
Large  as  is  the  volume,  it  is  as  full  of  good  things  as  a  chestnut  is  of  meat.    If  we  ex- 
somewhat  our  usual  space  in  its  review,  we  feel  sure  of  pardon  in  advance 
from  our  readers. 

The  Communication  was  commenced  in  the  city  of  Louisville  on  the  twenty-second 
day  of  October,  1878, — the  M.\  W.\  Campbell  H.  Johnson,  Grand  Master,  presiding, 
and  the  li.\  W.\  Hiram  Bassett  being  Grand  Secretary.  According  to  our  count, 
(for  the  Grand  Secretary  gives  us  no  summary  of  his  statistics)  four  hundred  and 
thirty-three  Lodges  were  represented.  If  we  have  over  or  understated  the  number, 
please  blow  him  up  and  not  our  humble  self. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  not  very  long,  but  able,  thorough,  and  ex- 
haustive. He  says  he  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  expecting  a  year  of  ardu- 
ous labor,  but  he  had  little  idea  of  what  it  was  actually  to  be.  There  seemed  to  be 
among  the  Craft  a  widespread  idea  that  a  Grand  Master  had  nothing  to  do  but  to 
write  letters,  and  so  nearly  every  individual  Mason,  regular  and  dimitted,  wrote  to 
him  for  his  opinion  upon  almost  every  real  and  supposed  case.  Most  of  the  questions 
1  of  him  were  of  a  character  "that  should  not  have  puzzled  the  least  informed 
of  the  more  than  twenty  thousand  Masons  »  in  Kentucky.  He  publishes  fifty-two  of 
his  decisions,  of  which  we  note  a  few,  with  sparse  comments: — 

"  Taking  the  name  of  God  in  vain,  or  blasphemy,  is  a  Masonic  offense." 

Good;  and  we  wish  that  every  Mason,  in  and  out  of  Kentucky,  would  "read, 
mark,  learn,  and  inwardly  digest"  this  sober  truth. 

It  is  necessary  that  a  Master  elect  should  have  the  Past  Master's  degree  before 
llation;  but  if  he  has  received  the  degree  in  a  Chapter,  it  is  not  necessary  to 
confer  it  again,  or  re-obligate  him. 

To  this  we  have  only  to  say  that  the  decision  does  not  accord  with  the  law  and 
usage  in  the  jurisdiction  of  California. 

A  Lodge  cannot  remit  the  dues  (or  receive  the  same  from  the  family  or  friends)  of 
a  dead  brother,  who  died  under  suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues,  and  bury  him 
with  Masonic  honors. 

This  we  suppose  to  be  good  Masonic  law,  and  it  is  ours,  but  we  repeat  a  form- 
erly expressed  wish  that  it  might  sometimes  give  place  to  the  equities  of  a  particu- 
larly hard  case. 

Drunkenness  is  a  Masonic  offense,  and  our  Lodges  should  be  more  rigid  in  their 
discipline  on  this  subject. 
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We  hold  up  both  hands  in  our  affirmative  vote  on  that,  and  wish  that,  although  it 
is  doubtless  the  law  in  this  jurisdiction,  it  could  more  frequently  be  carried  into 
effect.    How  can  the  temple  be  strong  and  durable  if  such  rotten  timbers  are  scat- 
tered all  through  it? 
"  A  person  who  cannot  write  is  ineligible  for  initiation." 

The  Grand  Lodge  changed  this  to  a  recommendation,  rather  than  a  prohibition. 
We  stand  by  the  original  decision,  and  wish  it  were  applied  to  the  elective  franchise 
as  well. 

The  Grand  Master  had  granted  dispensations  for  the  formation  of  three  new 
Lodges,  and  had  refused  many  other  applications.  Four  Lodges  had  surrendered 
their  charters  on  account  of  financial  troubles,  and  one  or  two  had  been  arrested  for 
cause.  He  thus  expresses  his  opinion  as  to  the  duties  of  a  Grand  Representative. 
We  like  what  he  says,  but  in  California  they  appear  to  be  only  ornamental  append- 
ages of  the  Grand  Lodge  : — 

To  visit  at  all  regular  meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  which  he  is  accredited,  in- 
terchange published  proceedings,  and  deposit  with  the  Grand  Secretary  copies  of  all 
official  documents  emanating  from  the  appointing  power. 

To  acquaint  himself  thoroughly  with  the  Constitution,  Code  of  Jurisprudence, 
and  Forms  of  Work  in  vogue  in  the  Grand  Lodge  which  he  represents,  that  he  may 
be  able  to  communicate  them,  when  desirable,  to  the  Grand  Lodge  to  which  he  is 
accredited. 

To  welcome,  vouch  for,  and  introduce  worthy  Masons  from  the  jurisdiction  which 
he  represents,  to  detect  impostors,  if  any,  and  see  to  the  judicious  distribution 
of  charity  when  demanded. 

To  be  in  attendance  on  all  the  meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  which  he  is 
accredited;  and  in  all  questions  arising,  in  which  the  Grand  Lodge  he  represents  is 
interested,  to  act  as  their  counsel  and  for  their  interests,  and  see  that  all  documents 
so  intended  are  properly  transmitted. 

To  strengthen  the  golden  chain  of  pure  attachment  between  the  Grand  Lodges, 
encourage  mutual  customs  and  good  will,  and  give  due  warning  of  perils  that  may 
threaten  both. 

The  Grand  Master  is  firmly  opposed  to  the  incorporation  of  subordinate  Lodges, 
and  suggests  the  framing  of  an  edict  against  the  same.  The  custom  had  become  so 
1  prevalent  in  Kentucky,  that  he  fears,  "  in  any  serious  question  of  emergency,  it  will 
be  impossible,  or  at  least  extremely  difficult,  for  the  Grand  Lodge  to  maintain  its  neces- 
sary supremacy."  Our  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Lodge  have  set  their  faces  as  flints 
against  this  practice. 

The  yellow  fever  scourge  had  visited  one  town  in  Kentucky,  and  nearly  depopu- 
lated the  Lodge  therein.  The  Grand  Master  eloquently  alludes  to  the  offers  from 
other  jurisdictions  for  the  relief  of  sufferers  there  and  elsewhere.  He  is  still  more 
eloquent  in  his  remarks  upon  the  fact  that  the  "Masonic  Home  for  Orphans"  was 
finished  at  last.  The  magnificent  building,  like  Solomon's  Temple,  had  been  more 
than  seven  years  in  building,  but  the  glorious  cap  stone  had  been  laid  at  last.  As  we 
intend  to  notice  more  at  length  the  interesting  dedicatory  services,  we  pass  that  sub- 
ject at  present. 

There  was  a  pleasant  little  episode  in  the  proceedings.  It  appears  that,  from 
some  cause  not  stated,  the  venerable  and  world-wide  known  Bro.  Robert  Morris  had 
become  indebted  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
was  voted  to  him  for  his  services  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence 
(his  report,  as  such,  will  come  up  by-and-by),  but  he  declined  to  receive  the  same, 
and  wished  it  applied  towards  the  liquidation  of  that  debt.  Whereupon  the  Grand 
Treasurer  moved  that  the  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  be  received  as  full  payment 
of  that  old  debt,  but  the  following  substitute  for  that  motion  was  adopted  : — 

Whereas,  Past  Grand  Master  Rob.  Morris  has  more  than  compensated  this 
Grand  Lodge  by  his  services  for  the  amount  owing  to  it ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  indebtedness  be  canceled,  and  that  he  be  requested  to  with- 
draw his  declaration  of  intention  not  to  receive  the  apportionment  made  to  .the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence.

ed  except  one  that  still  persisted.    Much  feeling  seemed  to  prevail  in  the 
i  this  topic.    Some  of  the  brethren  believed  the  tax  to  have  been 
1    and   it  was  moved,  therefore,  to  restore  the  charters.     But,  after  an  ani- 
mate.1  debate,  the  whole  subject  was  laid  on  the  table  by  a  vote  of  ayes,  321 ;  noes, 
i  1  every  subsequent  effort  to  renew  the  matter  was  negatived. 
Although  belonging  more  properly  to  a  review  of  Tennessee,  we  cannot  for- 
qaoting  this  minute  of  the  Grand  Representative  from  that  jurisdiction,  as  to  the 
ig  away  of  one,  whose  praise  was  in  all  Grand  Lodges,  Past  Grand  Master 
ANOKiiw  J.  Wheeler,  who  fell  a  victim  to  his  efforts  to  relieve  the  sufferers  by  yellow 
fever  in  Memphis.    Such  moral  nerve  deserves  a  monument  everywhere  : — 

As  the  Representative  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Tennessee  to  this  Grand  Lodge  it 
omes  my  duty  to  announce  the  death  of  Bro.  A.  J.  Wheeler,  Past  Grand  Master 
nnessee.    He  fell  a  victim  to  the  cruel  scourge  that  is  yet  ravaging  our  Southern 
country  ;  he  died  September  eighth,  1878.    No  better  eulogy  can  be  pronounced  than 
an  extract  from  a  letter  written  by  his  wife  to  Bro.  Rob.  Morris  :  "My  husband  died 
mber  eighth,  1878,  after  an  illness  of  four  days.     He  was  doing  well  until  the 
dav  previous  to  his  death,  when  the  case  became  unmanageable,  and  he  left  us.     He 
died  a  noble  death,  a  martyr  for  his  fellow  men.     This  was  the  fourth  epidemic  he 
had  braved  in  Memphis  inhis  devotion  to  the  sick.     He  was  not  easy  in  mind  about 
g  through  this  terrible  scourge,  but  being  Secretary  of  the  Masonic  Relief  Board 
•uld  not  desert  his  post  of  duty.   I  was  myself  just  rising  from  abed  of  fever  when 
he  was  taken.     He  had  the  best  of  attention.     Freemasons  of  Memphis  did  all  that 
in  human  power  for  him,  but  all  in  vain.    His  end  was  peace.     As  he  departed 
there  was  a  sweet  smile  on  his  face.    He  bid  us  not  grieve  for  him.    All  was  well 
witli  him,  he  said,  and  he  only  regretted  leaving  his  family.    He  had  always  endeav- 
ored to  do  his  duty,  had  acted  up  to  his  sense  of  right,  and  he  entertained  no  fears  of 
:  iture.   To  old  friends  he  left  his  last  message:  lBe  true  to  yourselves  and  respect 
my  memory.1    He  was  certain  that  God  would  raise  up  friends  who  would  see  that 
his  wife  and  children  are  cared  for." 

The  consideration  of  the  following,  offered  by  Bro.  Robert  Morris,  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  was  postponed  until  the  next  Annual  Communi- 
cation :— 

A  letter  having  been  received  from  Bro.  Hagi,  Most  Worshipful  Master  of  Lodge 
de  Liban,  Beyrout,  Syria,  working  under  authority  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France, 
~>ing  the  desire  of  that  Grand  Lodge  to  dissolve  its  connection  with  the  Grand 
Orient  of  Fiance,  and  asking  to  be  accepted  into  the  fraternity  of  Lodges  acknowl- 
edging allegiance  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky,  and  your  Chairman  being  per- 
v  acquainted  with  Bro.  Hagi  and  other  members  of  his  Lodge,  and  able  to 
vouch  for  their  standing  as  Masons  and  as  a  Lodge  ;  therefore, 

red,  That  the  Grand  Master,  when  satisfied  that  all  the  requirements  of  the 
constitutional  law  are  fulfilled,  be  authorized  to  grant  a  charter  to  the  officers  and 
members  of  Lodge  de  Liban,  as  above. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  second  day  the  Grand  Lodge  proceeded  to  the  "Masons' 
Widows  and  Orphans  Home  and  Infirmary,"  when  the  same  was  dedicated  with 
appropriate  and  imposing  ceremonies.  The  scenes  and  addresses  appear  at  length 
in  the  appendix.  Bro.  Morris  wants  us  to  notice  Kentucky  even  if  we  abuse  her. 
We  cannot  do  that,  dear  brother,  nor  speak  aught  but  praise  of  the  home  of  Henry 
Clay,  our  old  political  idol,  and  particularly  of  this  most  noble  work  of  her  dutiful 
and  patriotic  Freemasons.  We  can  only  cull  a  flower  or  two,  and  occasionally  a 
ripened  fruit,  from  this  gorgeous  tree  of  "Brotherly  Love,  Relief,  and  Truth." 

The  movement  for  such  a  Home  commenced  in  1866,  and  the  following  year  a 
charter  was  obtained.  In  1869  a  donation  of  three  and  a  half  acres  was  made  by  T. 
T.  Shreve,  and  in  September  of  that  year,  the  corner-stone  of  the  ' '  Home  "  was  laid. 
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In  1870  the  north  wing  of  the  building  was  completed  and  dedicated  by  the  Grand 
Lodge.  All  the  available  room  "was  soon  filled  by  the  widows  and  orphans  for 
whose  benefit  it  was  intended."  The  Fraternity,  and  especially  those  in  Louisville, 
immediately  went  to  work  to  insure  the  completion  of  the  whole  building,  and  the 
ladies,  by  their  efforts,  contributed  many  thousands  to  that  noble  work.  In  June, 
1875,  a  tornado  nearly  destroyed  the  whole  work,  but  the  Masons  of  the  city  and 
State  were  equal  to  the  emergency,  and  the  completed  structure  was  solemnly 
dedicated  on  this  day.  The  address,  asking  for  the  dedication,  gives  the  history  of 
the  work  and  what  has  been  done,  so  fully,  that  we  clip  the  major  part  thereof: — 

On  the  nineteenth  day  of  October,  1869,  the  corner-stone  of  this  building  was 
laid  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky,  Grand  Master  E.  S.  Fitch  officiating.  One 
year  later,  on  the  eighteenth  of  October,  1870,  the  north  wing  of  the  building,  having 
been  completed,  was  dedicated  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  Grand  Master  Charles  Egin- 
ton  officiating ;  since  which  time  sunshine  and  shower  have  marked  the  Home's 
career. 

It  had  been  determined,  as  soon  as  one  wing  was  finished,  to  rapidly  push  forward 
the  work  to  completion,  and  satisfactory  progress  was  making  in  that  direction  until 
the  second  day  of  June,  1875,  when,  during  a  severe  storm,  the  main  building  was 
blown  down  and  the  magnificent  towers  damaged  to  such  an  extent  as  to  require 
them  to  be  taken  down. 

That  was  indeed  a  trying  hour  in  our  history.  On  the  morning  of  June  third,  the 
directors,  with  many  friends  of  the  Home,  were  gathered  here  gazing  upon  the  ruins 
with  sad  hearts.  The  board  was  convened  for  consultation,  and  the  first  thing  done 
was  to  offer  praver  to  the  Almighty  God,  led  by  the  venerable  Dr.  Helm.  Supplica- 
tion was  made  to  our  Heavenly  Father  to  direct  and  counsel  those  intrusted  with  the 
management.  Thus  inspired,  the  board  began  anew  its  labors,  and  a  generous  Fra- 
ternity nobly  responding,  the  entire  structure  has  been  completed,  standing  with  its 
splendid  proportions  before  you  to-day.  .  Sir,  we  feel  grateful  to  God  for  this  result, 
and  thankful  for  the  liberality  of  the  Fraternity  and  our  friends. 

Much  good  has  already  been  accomplished.  Two  hundred  and  twenty-four  wid- 
owed and  orphaned  ones  have  been  thus  far  admitted,  of  whom  one  hundred  and 
twenty-three  remain  to-day.  Much  greater  results  await  the  future  history  of  the 
Home,  as  it  will  accommodate,  when  furnished  and  sufficiently  endowed,  from  four 
to  five  hundred  widows  and  orphans. 

This  is  a  great  and  glorious  work,  but  one  that  can  only  succeed  as  it  should,  by  a 
united  effort  upon  the  part  of  the  entire  Fraternity  of  the  State.  While  calling  to 
mind  the  princely  liberality  of  the  Grand  Lodge  toward  the  Institution,  our  hearts 
are  saddened  by  the  recollection  that  some  of  the  veterans  in  the  cause  have  been 
called  away.  Among  these  we  recall  the  noble  Swigert,  McCorkle  and  others,  and 
but  recently  our  beloved  associate  C.  Henry  Finck.  They  have  gone  from  labor 
to  reward;  but  the  work  must  not  cease.  We  pray  God  to  raise  up  others  who  may 
ever  be  ready  to  plead  for  the  widow  and  orphan. 

Sir,  I  perceive  that  this  reference  and  these  surroundings  deeply  stir  your  feelings. 
It  is  right  and  proper  that  it  be  so,  as  you  are  interested  in  an  institution  that  has  caused 
a  widow  to  say:  "  I  thank  God  for  the  Home.  I  will  never  cease  to  pray  to  Him  to 
bless  the  Masons  of  Kentucky  for  providing  such  a  home  for  my  child — so  much  bet- 
ter one  than  I  could  provide  for  her  myself."  Or,  as  upon  another  occasion,  when 
death's  shadows  were  gathering  over  a  dear  Christian  mother,  and  gloomy  forebod- 
ings and  anxiety  filled  her  mind  as  to  the  future  of  her  three  interesting  children, 
and  her  fears  had  well-nigh  yielded  to  despair,  it  was  said  to  her:  "Be  of  good  cheer; 
your  little  ones  will  find  a  welcome  in  the  Masonic  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home  at 
Louisville."  That  message  irradiated  her  countenance  and  dispelled  her  fears.  She 
was  a  Mason's  widow,  and  it  was  the  privilege  of  a  brother  Mason  to  calm  and  make 
tranquil  her  dying  moment  by  these  words  of  love.  If  angelic  ones  are  permitted  to 
blend  with  us  in  our  rejoicings,  perchance  that  mother,  in  company  with  the  beloved 
McCorkle  and  others,  is  about  us  now  in  our  exultation  at  the  fact  that  the  templed 
Home  of  widowhood  and  orphanage  is  completed. 

For  ages  past  Masonic  dedications  of  public  buildings  have  been  customary.  The 
honored  Fraternity  you  represent  has  often  performed  this  work;  and  to-day  it  has 
been  delegated  to  me  by  my  associate  directors,  who  for  the  time  being  are  intrusted 
with  the  management  and  control  of  one  of  the  greatest  charities  of  the  age,  to  pre- 
sent to  you,  in  their  name,  and  through  you  to  the  Masons  of  Kentucky,  this  large 
edifice,  erected  by  their  liberality,  for  consecration  to  God  and  the  sacred  cause  of 
charity.  Our  brothers  in  other  jurisdictions  have  reared  grand  and  imposing  struc- 
tures. The  magnificent  temples  of  New  York,  Philadelphia,  and  elsewhere,  elicit 
the  admiration  of  the  beholder  while  gazing  upon  their  stately  columns,  tall  towers 
and  domes— standing  as  proud  monuments  of  architectural  glory  and  beauty. 
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A.l.livsses,  eloquent  and  appropriate,  followed  from  Grand  Master  Johnson,  Gen. 
HcCrbabT,  Col.  Hkkckknkidge,  and  Past  Grand  Master  Fitch,  from  all  of  which  we 
would  like  to  quote,  but  must  forbear.  This  one  paragraph  from  the  Grand  Master's 
ftddresa  must  Buffice : — 

In  all  the  fifty-four  Grand  Lodges  upon  the  continent,  none  but  ours  has  undertaken 

k  like  this.    Though  many  of  them  are  our  seniors  in  point  of  age,  and  several 

of  them  largely  exceed  dj  in  numbers  and  financial  ability,  yet  it  was  reserved  for 

Kentucky  -the  mother  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Mississippi  valley— to  make  practical  its 

•  venty-eight  successive  years,  and  build  here  a  monument  to  holy 

charity.      This  has  been  duly  acknowledged  by  our  sister  Grand  Lodges  in  all  quar- 

\  midst  our  discouragements  we  have  been  encouraged  by  good  wishes  from 

them.    Their  praises  have  animated  us  in  moments  of  despondency.    When  a  brother 

in  Kentucky  has  visited  Lodges  or  Grand  Lodges  in  other  jurisdictions,  he  has  heard 

with  honest  pride  the  compliments  so  profusely  bestowed  upon  us  for  this  good  work. 

titteea  on  Foreign  Correspondence  in  every  Grand  Lodge  have  paid  marked 

attention  to  the  progress  made  by  us  in  this  enterprise,  and  incorporated  lengthy 

! escribing  our  annual  exhibitions,  the  addresses  delivered,  and  even  the 

song  by  the  children  on  such  occasions. 

All  honor  to  glorious  old  Kentucky,  and  may  the  work  of  her  craftsmen  lead  other 
jurisdictions  to  "  go  and  do  likewise. " 

1  Extended  as  our  notice  of  Kentucky  has  already  become,  we  must  find  space  still 
for  a  short  review  of  the  most  excellent  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspond- 
ence, submitted  by  Bro.  Rob.  Morris.  It  fills  over  two  hundred  pages  of  the  proceed- 
ings, and,  without  exception,  is  the  best  of  any  that  has  yet  fallen  under  our  notice. 
He  alludes  to  the  fact  that  the  last  report  of  the  kind  written  by  him  was  in  1858, 
the  year  that  he  was  elected  Grand  Master.  He  thus  alludes  to  his  feelings  and 
memories  as  he  once  again  resumes  the  pen  : — 

As,  with  grey  and  scanty  locks,  dimmed  eyes,  and  hands  that  confess  the  tremor 
of  advancing  years,  your  Chairman  begins  the  task  allotted  to  him  by  a  partiality  he 
can  not  refuse,  the  very  faces  of  that  dead  group  appear  upon  the  pages  before  him, 
and  their  whispers  through  the  midnight  hour  encourage  him  to  undertake  once  more 
this  pleasant  though  weighty  work. 

And  a  splendid  report  he  gives  us,  being  aided  liberally,  as  he  facetiously  acknowl- 
edges, by  '*  B.\  W.\  Bro.  Paste  and  W.\  Bro.  Scissobs."  California,  for  1877,  re- 
ceives a  full  share  in  this  report.  Our  Grand  Master  Browne  can  deputize  some 
brother  to  read  this  little  paragraph  :— 

The  opening  address,  like  all  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Browne,  is  as  redolent  of  the 
flowers  of  rhetoric  as  the  ruins  of  the  fortress  in  his  beautiful  fable  were  of  the  fumes 
of  the  old  wine  that  had  moistened  the  mortar.  Your  Chairman  has  enjoyed  the 
privilege  of  listening  in  person  to  this  silver-tongued  speaker,  and  can  only  compare 
him  with  Bro.  A.  Bernard,  a  Canadian  Grand  Master,  who  has  recently  passed  "  to 
the  other  shore."  Long  and  late  may  our  California  Cicero  remain  among  us.  In 
this  worky-day  world  we  need  beauty  as  well  as  wisdom  to  perfect  our  temple. 
Brother  Browne  has  rendered  himself  famous  among  California  Grand  Masters  for 
his  personal  visitations. 

And  then  he  proceeds  to  give  liberal  draughts  from  this  cask  of 'good  old  wine,"  for 
which,  we  know,  his  readers  will  thank  him.  Alluding  to  an  expression  in  the  report  of 
a  committee,  that  n  Maui  Lodge  was  moribund,  or  worse,"  Bro.  Morris  wants  to  know 
what  can  be  worse  than  moribund?  Why,  death  itself,  of  course.  He  reprehends 
our  doctrine  and  practice  that  a  Mason  can  dimit  himself.  Fire  away,  we  will  stand 
by  our  guns,  even  if,  on  this  particular  occasion,  we  do  not  fire  back.  Thanks  to 
him  for  his  flattering  notice  of  our  own  report  of  that  year.  He  thinks  we  were 
liberal  in  our  notice  of  Kentucky,  but  too  sparing  of  our  own  comments.  He  cries 
out  with  Barnum,  "  say  something  about  us,  abuse  us  if  you  will,  but  say  something." 
Did  our  brother,  in  his  extensive  travels,  literary  and  otherwise,  never  come  across 
that  pithy  saying  about  "gilding  refined  gold,"  and  "  painting  the  lily?"  If  so,  he 
will  know  the  reason  why  we  say  so  little  about  old  Kentucky,  for,  we  repeat,  we 
could  not  '•'  abuse  "  her  if  we  would. 
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At  the  risk  of  wearying  our  already  over-taxed  readers,  we  venture  to  copy  a  few 
gems  from  Bro.  Morris's  lucubrations  about  other  Grand  Lodges.  Here  is  a  sly  hit  at 
what  was  done  in  Minnesota  : — 

A  Grand  Lodge  of  Sorrow  was  held  for  Grand  Master  Braden,  which,  being 
somewhat  of  a  novelty  to  Blue  Lodge  Masons  in  Kentucky,  will  bear  inspection.  The 
old  war-horse  of  Minnesota,  A.  T.  C.  Pierson,  Grand  Secretary,  presided,  assisted  by 
his  next  friend,  C.  W.  Nash,  Past  Grand  Master,  and  others  of  the  leading  Craft  of 
Grand  Lodge.  Each  one  has  a  number  ranging  from  18°  to  33°  after  his  name,  repre- 
senting, we  suppose,  the  number  of  scalps  hanging  in  his  wigwam.  The  musical 
selections  were  charming.  The  principal  address  by  Past  Deputy  Grand  Master 
Richard  A.  Jones  "32°,"  becomes  his  repute  as  a  lawyer,  a  scholar  and  a  Mason. 
There  is  no  Jones  in  all  our  .knowledge  of  the  Joneses  equal  to  this  Jones.  His 
theme  was  "  the  creation  of  man  according  to  the  Book  of  Genesis,"  and  savage 
blows  did  the  Rochester  lawyer  shake  at  Darwin  and  all  advocates  of  the  oyster 
theory.    The  Lodge  of  Sorrow  was  then  closed  by  rehearsing  this  catechism  : — 

W.  M. — 111.  Brother  Junior  Warden,  what  is  now  the  hour? 

J.  W. — Darkness  is  being  dispelled,  the  day  dawns,  it  is  the  hour  which  demon- 
strates that  the  memory  of  a  brother  is  not  forgotten,  and  that  his  virtues  are  re- 
membered and  honored  among  us. 

W.  M.— 111.  Brother  Senior  Warden,  what  remains  for  us  to  do? 

S.  W.— We  have  paid  the  last  honors  to  our  deceased  brethren  ;  there  remains 
to  care  for  and  protect  their  widows  and  orphans. 

W.  M. — Be  that  our  care,  my  brethren. 

W.  M. — Brethren  and  friends,  depart  in  peace,  the  Lodge  is  closed. 

We  have  read  the  proceedings  of  that  Lodge  of  Sorrow  three  times  over,  and 
that's  all  there  is  of  it.  Would  it  not  have  been  well  to  make  an  old-fashioned 
Grand  Lodge  Blue  Lodge  Session,  and  unite  in  Masonic  grief  in  the  old-fashioned 
way,  without  any  18°,  33°,  or  numerical  mysteries  whatever?  All  that  are  in  favor 
of  the  proposition  say  aye  ! 

And  here  is  a  "What  is  it?"  anent  dimitted  or  non-affiliated  Masons.  He  is 
talking  to  our  Mississippi  brethren  : — 

We  will  say  to  Judge  Howry,  right  here,  that  in  Kentucky  we  are  weighted  down 
with  the  deadwood  of  dimitted  Masons.  At  our  last  Grand  Lodge  session  they 
swarmed  in  the  hall.  At  feasts,  frolics,  and  funerals  they  outnumber  the  faithful. 
Their  lobby  influence,  upon  mooted  questions  that  come  up,  outdoes  the  legitimate 
vote.  They  claim  charity  when  sick,  and  being  dead,  their  families  claim  it  in  their 
name.  We  are  compelled  to  bury  their  cadavera,  often  at  large  expense  to  our 
Lodges.  Their  drunkenness,  profanity,  and  pistolling  is  all  charged,  by  outsiders,  to 
the  principles  of  Masonry,  as  represented  in  our  Lodges.  They  ride  us  as  Sinbad 
was  ridden  by  the  old  man  of  the  sea.  Acknowledging  no  claim  that  we  have  upon 
them,  they  enter  our  shells,  crab-like,  and  suck  out  our  vitals.  They  are  a  standing 
premium  upon  dimitting.  Though  we  loathe  them,  we  can  no  more  get  rid  of  them 
than  we  can  innate  sin. 

Bro.  Morris  has  this  sly  hit  at  South  Carolina : — 

We  observe  in  the  nomenclature  of  the  Lodges  of  South  Carolina  some  of  the 
most  uncouth  names  imaginable.  What,  for  instance,  would  a  brother  do  traveling 
in  England  with  a  diploma  emanating  from  Skull  Shoals  Lodge,  No.  113,  Goudeys- 
ville  ?  How  would  a  Mason  like  to  be  introduced  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  as 
hailing  from  Little  Peedee  Lodge,  No.  83,  Nichols'  Depot?  Put  vourself  in  his  place, 
Brother  Inglesby,  and  have  those  names  changed.  If  you  want  a  good  round  term 
take  Modification  Lodge,  or  Inspiratory ;  anything  but  Little  Peedee  and  Skull 
Shoals. 

Well  put,  Bro.  Morris,  but  what  do  you  say  to  these  names,  which  we  clip  from 
the  Kentucky  table  :  "  Salt  River,"  "  Roaring  Spring,"  "  Sugar  Grove,"  "  Crab  Or- 
chard," "  Sam.  Reed,"  "Lower  Blue  Lick,"  "  Fitch  Munger,"  "Forks  of  Rough," 
"  Noah's  Ark,"  "  Rolling  Fork,"  "  Hurricane,"  &c,  &c,  &c.  ?  Couldn't  South  Caro- 
lina plead  that  "honors  were  easy  "?  But  wj  must  stop  with  one  more  clip  of  the 
scissors.    It  is  a  word  about  "  impostors,"  and  suggests  food  for  thought : — 

Our  Order  is  weakest  in  the  means  of  detecting  impostors.  Your  Chairman,  who 
for  so  many  years  has  traveled  among  the  Masonic  Lodges  in  both  hemispheres,  can 
only  express  his  increasing  astonishment  at  the  readiness  with  which  American 
Masons  are  swindled.  In  foreign  countries,  where  the  diploma  (certificate)  is  the 
only  security,  it  is  the  rarest  of  cases  that  Lodges  are  imposed  upon  by  pretenders, 
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while  in  America,  with  all  our  solemn  and  imposing  machinery  of  "  Tyler's  O.  B's  " 
and  "  catechisms  of  examination,'7  the  plodding  tramp  works  his  brazen  face  into  our 
Lodges,  depletes  our  treasuries,  and  passes  on  triumphantly  to  new  fields. 

We  are  led  to  these  reflections  by  observing  in  the  proceedings  of  Wyoming, 
1876,  that  one  evening  during  the  session  of  Grand  Lodge  was  devoted  to  a  fifty-dollar 
lecture  by  0.  B.  Bietsell,  hailing  from  ^4won  Lodge,  No.  5,  Egypt.  Now,  that  there 
is  no  sueli  Lodge  it  is  superfluous  to  assert  —  its  very  name  and  number  condemn  it. 
But  this  scamp,  B1RT8ELL,  has  played  the  tramp,  to  our  personal  knowledge,  since 
ember,  ls71,  when  he  was  our  guest  at  LaGrange,  Ky.  He  has  swindled  the  fra- 
ternity, as  your  Chairman  can  specify,  in  hundreds  of  places,  and  not  longer  back 
than  April,  1878,  was  in  Springfield,  Illinois,  an  object  of  suspicion  by  the  Grand 
Secretary  there.  Money,  by  tens  of  thousands,  has  been  paid  him  for  lectures  on 
the  "Pyramids  of  Egypt,"  when  he  never  was  in  Egypt;  on  the  "Holy  Land," 
when  he  never  saw  the  Holy  Land  ;  on  "  Freemasonry,"  when  he  was  never  made  a 
Freemason  in  any  known  Lodge! 

We  ask  the  committees  on  correspondence,  is  not  this  a  good  subject  for  consider- 
ation: how  may  we  protect  ourselves?  Is  there  no  way  by  which  the  Masonic 
Older  can  close  its  doors  and  its  hearts  against  brazen  impostors?  The  tramp  who 
calls  at  our  gate  for  a  meal  of  victuals  is  entitled  to  it.  At  our  gate  he  always  gets 
it  and  no  questions  asked.  But  the  man  who  comes  wrapped  up  in  the  mantle  of 
Masonic  covenants,  hailing  us  in  the  language  of  heaven  itself,  and  demanding  aid 
— will  not  somebody  tell  us  how  to  try  "that  metal"  whether  it  be  gold  or  pinch- 
beck?   Come,  feliow-sufferers  (for  you  too  have  suffered),  and  suggest  a  remedy. 

There  are  five  hundred  and  five  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  members'iip 
of  eighteen  thousand  and  thirty-eight.  The  Mr .  W.' .  Thomas  S.  Pettit  was  elec:ed 
Grand  Master  and  the  Rr .  W.' .  Hiram  Bassett  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

LOUISIANA. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  this  jurisdiction  held  its  sixty-seventh  Annual  Communication 
in  the  city  of  New  Orleans  on  the  tenth  day  of  February,  1879,— the  Jf.\  W.\  Samuel 
James  Powell,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  JR.'.  W.\  James  C.  Batchelor 
being  Grand  Secretary.    Sixty-five  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  commences  his  interesting  Address  with  a  touching  reference 
to  the  scourge  of  yellow  fever  that  had  marked  so  many  victims  during  the  previous 
summer,  and  among  them,  very  many  well  known  members  of  the  Craft.  He  returns 
heartfelt  thanks  to  the  generous  brethren  who  so  promptly  came  to  their  relief.  He 
remarks  — 

Their  unmeasured  generosity  and  unstinted  beneficence  will  live  forever  in  our 
memories,  and  be  cherished  with  the  truest  affections  of  our  hearts.  Their  timely 
and  munificent  charities  have  strengthened  the  bond  of  fellowship  and  cemented  anew 
our  hearts  to  them  in  a  closer  communion,  and  they  will  stand  forever  as  monuments 
to  the  sacredness  of  fraternal  relations,  and  to  show  to  the  world  how  Masons  love 
each  other. 

The  total  amount  contributed  by  the  Fraternity  from  other  jurisdictions  was 
$12,820  70,  of  which  the  first  donation  received  was  from  California.  One  of  his 
decisions  was  "  that  it  is  not  necessary  for  a  Master  elect  to  have  the  Past  Master's 
degree  before  installation.1'  The  doctrine  in  most  jurisdictions  is,  we  believe,  the 
reverse  of  this  ;  but  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  reported  in  favor  of  its  con- 
firmation, on  the  ground  that,  as  a  committee,  they  "  can  have  no  knowledge  of  the 
Past  Master's  degree."    Rather  of  a  "  Bunsby-ish  "  opinion,  as  it  strikes  us. 

The  Grand  Master  comments  with  some  severity  on  the  course  pursued  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  towards  that  of  Quebec,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  indorsed  his 
criticisms  in  equally  strong  language.  Having  been  absent  a  part  of  the  year,  the 
duties  of  the  office  devolved  upon  his  Deputy,  the  B.-.W.'.  Edwin  Marks,  who  sub- 
mitted an  elaborate  report  of  his  official  acts,  and  particularly  in  relation  to  the  epi- 
demic. He  alludes  to  the  transportation  of  the  boy  Walter  Wilcox,  six  years  of  age, 
the  son  of  a  deceased  Mason,  to  hi3  grandmother's  home  in  Oakland,  California,  a 
full  account  of  which  appeared  in  the  papers  of  the  day.  He  returns  thanks  to  all 
the  brethren  who  assisted  in  this  novel  work,  and  particularly  to  the  Master  of 
Garden  City  Lodge,  Chicago,  the  Lodge  regarding  "the  child  as  a  protege  on  ac- 
count of  a  display  of  humanity  to  one  of  their  members  by  his  late  mother." 
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Louisiana  Belief  Lodge , 'No.  1,  reported  in  detail  its  noble  work  during  the  year. 
As  ever  before,  so  now,  this  Lodge — composed  of  representatives  from  most  of  the 
New  Orleans  Lodges— had  been  found  faithful  in  the  darkest  hours.  It  had  disbursed 
$2432  20  for  the  benefit  of  Masons  from  other  jurisdictions ;  $5635  for  members  of 
the  city  Lodges;  $1609  for  those  in  the  country  ;  and  $878  for  special  cases,  includ- 
ing $167  expense  in  sending  Master  Wilcox  to  California— making  a  total  of 
$13,415  48. 

The  Grand  Lodges  of  Dakota,  Indian  Territory,  and  New  Mexico,  were  fraternally 
recognized,  and  the  commission  re-called  of  the  Grand  Representative  near  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Scotland.  A  special  committee  submitted  a  brief  but  earnest  report  on 
the  contributions  for  the  relief  of  sufferers  by  yellow  fever.     They  say  — 

From  the  rock-bound  shores  of  the  Atlantic  to  the  sun-kissed  waves  of  the  Pacific, 
they  sent  us  fraternal  offerings.  They  knew  no  North,  no  South,  no  East,  no  West. 
It  was  enough  for  them  to  know  that  their  brethren  were  in  distress.  Even  our 
brethren  in  the  far-off  sister  Republic  of  Colombia,  actuated  by  a  truly  Masonic 
spirit,  contributed  their  quota  of  relief. 

The  following  resolution,  reported  by  the  committee,  was  unanimously  adopted: — 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  F.  and  A.M.  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  does 
hereby  extend  to  our  sister  Grand  Lodges,  in  all  parts  of  the  continent,  our  most 
heartfelt  thanks  for  their  liberal  and  timely  assistance  during  the  late  yellow  fever 
epidemic  in  this  State,  and  we  pray  that  we  may  never  be  called  upon  to  assist  them 
in  like  manner,  but  fervently  hope  they  may  prosper  according  to  the  full  measure  of 
their  great  deservings. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  by  Bro.  George  H.  Braughn,  is  a  brief  but  well 
written  review  of  the  proceedings  of  sister  Grand  Lodges.  California  for  1877  re- 
ceives its  share. 

There  are  one  hundred  and  fifty-four  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  member- 
ship of  five  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty-six.  The  M.\  W.\  Edwin  Marks  was 
elected  Grand  Master  and  the  R.\  W.'.  James  C.  Batchelor  was  re-elected  Grand 

Secretary. 

MANITOBA. 

Our  brethren  of  this  u Frozen  North"  jurisdiction  send  us  their  compliments,  in 
the  shape  of  the  proceedings  of  the  third  Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  held  in  the  city  of  Winnipeg  on  the  twelfth  day  of  June,  1878,— the  M.\W.\ 
George  F.  Newcomb,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  28.  \  W.\  John  H.  Bell  being 
Grand  Secretary.    The  number  of  Lodges  represented  is  not  stated. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  very  long  and  quite  unique  as  to  its  compo- 
sition. He  congratulates  the  Craft  upon  the  harmony  that  prevailed  throughout  the 
jurisdiction,  and  hoped  that  the  disturbing  elements  that  had  developed  themselves 
at  previous  Communications  might  not  again  present  themselves.  He  gives  a  brief 
history  of  the  establishment  of  Freemasonry  and  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  this 
remote  section  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada.  A  Lodge  was  first  instituted  in  1864,  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota,  but  that  Lodge  ceased  to  work  a  short  time  prior  to 
the  "  Red  River  Rebellion,"  and  loaned  or  gave  its  regalia  and  jewels  to  a  new  Lodge 
at  Lower  Fort  Garry.  When  the  Hudson  Bay  Company,  in  1877,  transferred  its 
territory  to  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  the  "Red  River  Settlement,"  as  it  was  called, 
was  constituted  into  a  Province,  to  be  called  Manitoba,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Canada  assuming  jurisdiction,  soon  after  issued  charters  to  Prince  Rupert  and  Lis- 
gar  Lodges.  When  the  Northern  Light  Lodge— chartered  by  Minnesota— became 
extinct  it  "  numbered  twenty-three  members,  who  have  since  scattered  in  various 
directions.  Some  have  gone  to  break  the  bread  of  life  to  perishing  and  weary  souls 
in  connection  with  the  Church  of  England  ;  others  to  legislate  for  the  Province  in 
the  House  of  Commons,  and  some  have  gone  the  way  of  all  the  earth,  to  that  undis- 
covered country  from  whose  bourne  no  weary  traveler  returns."  He  alluded  to  the 
difficulties  that  had  prevented  some  of  the  Lodges  from  being  as  bright  and  useful 
as  they  might  and  should  be.    These  difficulties  or  evils  were  the  following  :— 

First.    Unintelligent  voting  upon  the  application  of  candidates. 
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I  A  desire  on  the  part  of  members  to  encourage  and  even  recommend 
affiliations  from  persons  whom  they  know  to  be  destitute  of  culture,  education,  or 
refinement,  and  possessing  only  a  limited  capacity  to  practice  the  principles  we  pro- 
to  receive  a  knowledge  of  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences. 

Third.  Imperfect  reports  from  committees  of  inquiry  into  the  character  of  those 
Who  apply  for  admission. 

Fourth.  Next  to  the  Christian  religion,  our  ancient  and  honorable  institution  of 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons  can  do  more  to  elevate  those  who  follow  its  teachings  to 
that  Btandard  of  the  perfect  man  which  the  G.  A.  O.  T.  U.  designed  he  should  be 
than  any  other  institution  in  the  world;  but  it  cannot  make  a  square  man  out  of 
stone,  cracked,  rotten,  or  full  of  shakes. 

We  fully  concur  in  this  last  very  plainly  spoken  proposition.  He  states,  at  much 
length  and  in  full  detail,  the  trouble  he  has  had  with  two  Lodges  that  were  insubor- 
dinate and  even  impudent  in  their  treatment  of  the  "  powers  that  be."  But  he, 
with  the  aid  of  "the  Board  of  General  Purposes,"  succeeded  in " straightening  them 
out,"  and  all  was  made  calm  and  peaceful  in  those  hyperborean  regions.  The  Grand 
Lodge  of  Manitoba  had  been  recognized  by  all  but  sixteen  of  the  American  Grand 
Lodges,  and  these,  he  trusted,  would  speedily  follow.  He  did  not  like  the  intimation 
of  Bro.  Beers,  of  Alabama,  who  deemed  it  "  unwise  to  have  left  the  good  food  of 
mother  Canada  for  the  condensed  milk  of  frontier  independence!"  But  he  could 
assure  that  brother  that  they  "  are  in  good  health  and,  although  young  in  years, 
their  deeds  would  compare  favorably  with  those  of  other  sisters  nourished  by  simi- 
lar food." 

The  "Board  of  General  Purposes"  submitted  its  report,  but  it  contains  nothing 
of  general  interest.  Further  time  was  asked  and  granted  for  the  consideration  of  the 
claims  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Cuba  and  New  Mexico  for  recognition. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  from  the  pen  of  Bro.  James 
Henderson,  consists  of  one  page,  all  told,  with  an  appendix  of  two  pages  containing 
the  statistics  of  the  various  Grand  Lodges.  The  reason  for  this  brevity  is  thus 
given  :  ' '  Remembering  that  we  stand  in  the  northeast  corner  among  Grand  Lodges, 
our  extreme  youth  and  modesty  alike  forbid  that  we  follow  the  example  of  older 
Grand  Lodges,  that  occupy  often  over  one  hundred  pages  in  criticizing  the  action  of 
sister  Grand  Lodges." 

There  are  seven  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  three  hundred 
and  twenty-four.    The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were  re-elected. 


We  have  also  received  the  proceedings  of  a  Special  Communication  held  in  the 
city  of  Winnipeg  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  December,  1878,  and  of  the  fourth  Annual 
Communication  held  at  the  same  place  on  the  twelfth  day  of  February,  1879.  At 
both  the  M.\  W.\  George  F.  Newcomb  presided  as  Grand  Master  and  the  R.-.W.: 
John  H.  Bell  was  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Special  Communication  was  called  to  deal  with  a  very  unpleasant  state  of 
affairs  which  we  regret  should  thus  blot  the  fame  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  its  very 
infancy.  We  shall  only  give  a  brief  summary  of  the  matter  and  its  result.  We  saw 
an  indication  of  the  coming  storm  in  the  proceedings  of  the  third  Annual  Communi- 
cation, but  trusted  all  wouldPblow  over  and  the  skies  be  once  more  calm  and  serene. 
It  is  more  than  intimated  in  some  of  the  papers  before  us  that  certain  parties  in  Man- 
itoba have  been  in  the  habit  of  carrying  matters  with  a  high  hand,  or,  in  plain 
political  English,  "bull-dozing  "  the  Grand  Masters  ;  but  Grand  Master  Newcomb  was 
found  to  be  made  of  sterner  stuff  than  his  predecessor,  and,  as  they  could  not  bend 
they  determined  to  break  him.  The  actual  fight  commenced  at  the  previous  election 
for  Grand  Officers,  when  several  members,  having  been  refused  permission  to  retire, 
"  broke  the  Lodge  door  open,"  and  also  made  great  disturbances  in  the  ante-room! 
The  leaders  in  this  very  unmasonic  movement  were  the  Bros.  E.  G.  Conklin,  Junior 
Grand  Warden,  W.  N.  Kennedy,  Past  Grand  Master,  and  Bro.  Black.    The  Grand 
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Master  disciplined  these  brothers,  and  also  the  two  Lodges  that  upheld  them.  In 
his  Address  he  states  minutely  their  subsequent  action,  which  was  only  adding  insult 
to  injury.  They  defied  the  Grand  Master,  and  Conklin  issued  a  mandate  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  to  assemble  and  hear  his  side  of  the  story.  When  summoned  for  trial, 
they  apparently  held  out  a  flag  of  truce,  and  promised,  if  some  action  about  the 
ritual  was  rescinded,  that  they  would  acknowledge  their  error  and  throw  themselves 
upon  the  mercy  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  Grand  Master  requested  all  this  to  be  put 
in  a  written  document,  and  adjourned  the  trial  one  day  for  that  purpose.  To  his  sur- 
prise and  indignation,  the  evening  which  was  to  have  been  devoted  to  the  preparation 
of  that  paper  was  employed  in  the  organization  of  a  rival  Grand  Lodge,  of  which 
the  three  brothers  named  were  Grand  Officers. 

We  have  thus  epitomized  what  we  find  spread  over  some  five  and  twenty  pages  of 
the  pamphlet  before  us.  The  Grand  Lodge  then  confirmed  the  suspension  of  the 
three  above  named  conspirators,  and  cited  them  to  appear  before  the  next  Annual 
Communication  and  show  cause  why  it  should  not  be  changed  to  expulsion.  The 
charters  of  the  two  recusant  Lodges  were  arrested,  and  their  officers  were  summoned 
to  appear  also  as  above,  and  show  cause  why  they  should  not  be  expelled. 

At  the  Annual  Communication,  the  Grand  Master,  in  his  Address,  laid  the  fore- 
going proceedings  before  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  thus  concludes  : — 

The  duties  of  my  vocation,  together  with  the  compulsory  amount  of  attention 
which  the  insubordinate  acts  of  the  malcontents  required  at  my  hands,  have  caused 
me,  perhaps,  to  neglect  the  interest  of  those  who  have  been  loyal  and  true  to 
Masonic  obligations  ;  yet,  I  believe  I  have  conscientiously  discharged  the  duties  of 
my  high  office  as  I  understood  them,  and  I  now  "step  down  and  out,"  confidently 
believing  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba  will  outlive  this  attempt  to  assassinate 
it  by  the  inordinately  ambitious  and  those  they  have  succeeded  by  misrepresenta- 
tion and  fraud  to  "  rope  into  "  their  ambitious  scheme. 

As  the  three  brethren  suspended  did  not  appear  in  answer  to  the  summons,  nor 
make  any  answer  thereto,  they  were  declared  to  be  "  expelled  from  this  Grand 
Lodge  and  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Freemasonry."  The  "Ritual" 
resolution,  the  alleged  base  of  the  acts  of  the  malcontents,  was  so  modified  as  to 
allow -the  individual  Lodges  to  adopt  either  the  "  Ancient  York,"  or  the  "  Canada  " 
work,  as  they  may  deem  suitable.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mexico  was  acknowl- 
edged ;  further  time  was  asked  as  to  that  of  New  South  Wales ;  and  recognition 
was  refused  to  the  "  Grand  Lodge  of  Hungary"  because  it  had  "  recognized  the 
spurious  Prince  Hall  Colored  Grand  Lodge." 

The  M.- .  W.' .  Samuel  P.  Matheson  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the  B.'. 
W.' .  John  H.  Bell  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 


We  have  also  received  a  pamphlet  purporting  to  contain  the  proceedings  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba  at  its  third  and  fourth  Annual  Communications.  But  upon 
examination  we  find  the  same  to  be  only  the  version  of  the  recent  difficulties  in  that 
Grand  Lodge,  as  given  by  the  expelled  malcontents.  We  are  too  far  off  to  judge  of 
the  fairness  or  truth  of  the  complaints  made  by  these  brethren,  but  as  we  have  only 
official  intercourse  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba,  we  can,  of  course,  hold  none 
with  those  it  denounces  as  unworthy  and  as  having  been  expelled  from  its  associa- 
tion. We  can  therefore  take  no  further  notice  of  this  pamphlet,  except  to  express 
the  earnest  wish  that  these  unfortunate  quarrels  may  be  soon  ended  and  that  peace 
and  harmony  may  again  prevail  among  these  semi-arctic  brethren. 


Since  writing  the  above  we  have  received  from  our  Grand  Secretary  the  an- 
nexed official  proclamation  from  the  Grand  Master  of  Manitoba,  which  conveys  to  us 
the  pleasing  intelligence  that  all  is  once  more  quiet  and  serene  among  our  hyper- 
borean brethren.    So  mote  it  be  :—

To  all  to  whom  these  presents  shall  come.

Ms.   11/.  Grand   Master  on  settlement  of  Masonic  difficulties,  the  Mr.  W.\  Grand 
i    reported  the  basis  of  settlement  which  had  been  arrived  at,  which  report 
nilv  adopted.     The  M.:  W.\  Grand  Master  also  reported  that  all  suspensions  of 
i  brethren  which  had  arisen  out  of  the  said  difficulties  had  been  removed.

MARYLAND. 

We  have  received  the  proceedings  of  the  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand 

Maryland  held  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  on  the  nineteenth  day  of  November, 

1878,    Grand  Master  Latuobe  being  absent  from  the  city,  the  Grand  Lodge  was 

led  over  by  the  B.\  W.\  Francis  Burns,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  the  B.\  W:. 

.11.  Mkdaiky  oeing  Grand  Secretary.    Delegates  were  present  from  sixty-eight 

subordinate  Lodges. 

The  acting  Grand  Master  read  the  Address  of  Grand  Master  Latrobe,  which  was 
brief  and  mainly  confined  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  jurisdiction.  Although  not 
receiving  returns  from  one-half  of  the  Inspectors,  yet  he  felt  sure  that  "  the  Order  " 
(he  will  use  that  obnoxious  word)  "  in  Maryland,  if  not  making  any  rapid  advances, 
nevertheless  holds  its  own."  To  meet  the  interest  accruing  on  the  heavy  Grand 
Lodge  debt,  and  ultimately  to  extinguish  it,  the  Grand  Master  urges  upon  the  Grand 
Lodge  the  adoption  of  the  recommendation  of  its  committee,  proposing  a  tax  of 
$2  50  on  city  and  $1  50  on  country  members  of  Lodges.  We  may  here  remark  that 
the  Grand  Lodge,  when  considering  this  proposition,  adopted  an  amendment  reduc- 
ing the  proposed  tax  to  one  dollar  for  city  and  twenty-five  cents  for  country  mem- 
bers, and  then,  by  a  vote  of  ayes  60,  noes  G4,  rejected  the  whole  proposition.  This 
leaves  the  jurisdiction  at  sea  again  on  this  vexed  question  ;  but  as  it  is  not  our  fu- 
neral, we  forbear  further  comment.  To  relieve  brethren  in  other  jurisdictions  suffer- 
ing from  the  yellow  fever,  $1011  56  had  been  contributed  by  a  meeting  of  Masons 
held  at  the  Temple. 

From  the  report  of  the  Grand  Lecturer  we  find  that  he  had  been  invited  to  visit 
but  two  Lodges,  and  that  was  the  extent  of  his  work,  except  sundry  private  instruc- 
tions. One  of  the  Inspectors  recommends  that  brethren  should  be  required  to  pass 
an  examination  in  the  third,  as  well  as  the  first  and  second  degrees  ;  a  recommenda- 
tion to  which  we  give  a  most  hearty  assent. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence,  in  a  special  report,  presented  the  following 
suggestions,  all  which  were  concurred  in  by  the  Grand  Lodge  : — 

1.  That  action  be  deferred  upon  the  application  of  the  "  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
South  Wales  "  for  recognition,  until  more  definite  information  could  be  obtained 
upon  the  facts  alleged  in  relation  thereto  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland. 

'1.  That  no  fraternal  relations  be  entered  into  with  the  Grand  Orient  of  Italy, 
because  it  had  allied  itself  with  the  atheistical  Grand  Orient  of  France.  It  had  de- 
cided that  the  only  questions  to  be  asked  of  Masons,  should  be—"  What  is  your  dutv 
to  humanity  ?  What  ie  your  duty  to  the  country?  What  is  your  duty  to  yourself?*' 
Thus  ignoring  the  fundamental  belief  in  the  existence  of  God  and  the  immortality  of 
the  soul. 

3.  That  fraternal  relations  cease  with  the  German  Masonic  Diet,  because  it  had 
extended  recognition  to  the  so-called  African  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  and  the  Prince 
Hall  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts. 

The  regular  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  Bro. 
F.  J.  S.  Gorgas,  and  occupies  not  quite  one  hundred  pages.  Our  good  brother 
writes  well,  but  evidently  felt  hampered  by  the  printed  space  allotted  to  him.  He  gives 
to  the  California  proceedings  for  1877  a  genial  and  comparatively  full  notice.  We 
thank  him  for  his  kind  commendation  of  our  report  of  that  year.    He  thinks,  in 
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reply  to  some  criticism  that  we  had  made,  that  Semi- Annual  Communications  in  that 
jurisdiction  are  admirable,  inasmuch  as  they  tend  to  the  better  collection  of  reve- 
nues, "  Lodges  finding  it  easier  to  pay  out  small  sums  twice  a  year,  than  a  larger 
sum  once  a  year." 

The  Grand  Master  and  Deputy  Grand  Master  peremptorily  declining  re-election, 
the  M.\  W.\  John  McCarter  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the  R.\  W.'.  Jacob  H. 
Medairy  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  As  no  past  Grand  Master  was  present, 
the  ceremony  of  installation  devolved  upon  the  venerable  Past  Deputy  Grand  Master, 
Bro.  Nicholas  Brewer,  a  veteran  almost  ninety  years  of  age,  and  a  Mason  for 
sixty-one  years.  We  are  told  that  the  old  veteran  "still  exhibits  remarkable  physi- 
cal and  mental  activity." 

We  have  also  the  proceedings  of  the  Semi-Annual  Communication,  held  in  Balti- 
more on  the  thirteenth  day  of  May,  1879,— the  M.\  TJV.  John  McCarter,  Grand  Master, 
presiding,  and  the  lis.  W.\  Jacob  H.  Medairy  being  Grand  Secretary.  Sixty-five 
Lodges  were  repiesented. 

This  Communication  was  preceded,  however,  by  a  special  one,  held  on  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  March,  1879,  for  the  purpose  of  presenting  to  Past  Grand  Master  John 
H.  B.  Latrobe  and  Past  Deputy  Grand  Master  Francis  Burns,  two  beautiful  Past 
Grand  Master's  and  Past  Deputy  Grand  Master's  Jewels,  in  token  of  the  appreci- 
ation by  the  brethren  of  their  long  and  faithful  services  in  those  offices.  All  the  pro- 
ceedings were  of  deep  interest  to  the  Craft,  as  well  as  to  the  two  brothers  more  par- 
ticularly concerned.  Eloquent  addresses  were  made  by  the  Grand  Master  and  the 
recipients.  Grand  Master  Latrobe  held  that  office,  and  by  the  unanimous  suffrage 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  for  eight  successive  years,  and  Deputy  Grand  Master  Burns,  his 
position  for  thirteen.  Both  had  labored  faithfully  and  successfully  for  the  liquidation 
of  the  heavy  debt  incurred  in  the  erection  of  the  Masonic  Temple.  Bro.  Burns  had 
arrived  at  the  age  of  eighty-seven,  and  after  being  "  at  all  times  and  in  all  seasons  a 
faithful  laborer  in  the  good  cause"  for  sixty-three  years,  retired  from  active  service. 
Of  him,  one  of  the  speakers  used  the  following  eloquent  language  : — 

Here,  then,  is  a  man  whose  whole  life  has  been  patterned  after  the  designs  laid 
down  by  the  Master  Workman  upon  the  trestle  board — a  man  who  has  constantly 
kept  in  use  for  their  appropriate  Masonic  purposes,  the  twenty-four  inch  gauge,  the 
gavel,  the  plumb,  the  square,  the  line,  the  compasses,  the  trowel,  and  all  the  imple- 
ments of  our  Craft,  for  sixty-three  years,  a  zealous  Master  Mason. 

At  the  Semi-Annual  Communication,  the  Grand  Master  delivered  an  excellent 
Address.  He  regretted  to  say  that  "the  effect  of  the  hard  times  had  been  more 
than  usually  depressing  upon  the  cause  of  Masonry  in  the  jurisdiction."  But» 
notwithstanding  this  pressure,  a  fair,  held  by  the  ladies  in  Baltimore,  to  help  liqui- 
date the  debt  upon  the  Temple,  netted  nearly  $25,000.  He  had  officially  visited  nine 
of  the  Baltimore  city  Lodges,  and  makes  these  remarks  in  relation  to  what  passed 
under  his  observation  : — 

While  in  some  of  the  Lodges  we  have  fonnd  a  very  large  attendance  of  members 
and  great  interest  in  the  cause  displayed,  it  must  be  conceded  that  in  a  majority  of 
them  the  attendance  was  small,  and  an  apathy  was  apparent,  which  can  only  be 
accounted  for  by  the  absence  of  work.  It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  the  social 
feature  of  Masonry,  which  constituted  the  greatest  attraction  among  the  brethren  of 
old,  seems  to  have  lost  its  power,  and  that  we  are  so  largely  dependent  upon  the  con- 
ferring of  degrees  as  the  means  of  drawing  our  members  together  in  fraternal 
intercourse,  at  the  present  day." 

Elaborate  reports  were  submitted  by  the  several  Inspectors  upon  the  state  of  the 
Lodges  in  their  respective  districts.  One  Lodge  is  reported  as  having  its  member- 
ship scattered  from  Jersey  City  to  Portland  in  Oregon.  The  Grand  Lodge,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  resolved  to  exchange  Repre- 
sentatives with  the  "  Grand  Lusitanian  Orient"  of  Portugal. 

There  are  ninety-three  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  five 
thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty-four.

raal,  we  get  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  installments,  but  will  try 
to  make  a  connected  and  intelligible  digest  of  the  same.    We  have  one 
in  this  matter.     As  they  do  not  indulge  in  the  luxury  of  a  Correspondence 
Committee,  they  cannot  u  talk  back,"  let  us  say  what  we  will. 

First,  we  have  a  thin  pamphlet  of  forty  pages,  the  proceedings  of  a  Quarterly 
Commnnioation  held  in  Boston  on  the  eleventh  day  of  September,  1878,  and  of  three 
ommnnicationa  held  respectively  on  the  tenth  day  of  July,  the  thirteenth 
day  ol  September,  and  the  third  day  of  October,  1878. 

At  the  Quarterly  Communication,  the  M.\  W.\  Charles  Alfred  Welch,  Grand 
Master,  presided,  ami,  the  Grand  Secretary  being  absent  in  consequence  of  severe 
illness,  the  Ii..W.\  Tracy  P.  Cheever  officiated  in  that  capacity.  Ninety-six  Lodges 
were  represented.  The  Grand  Master  stated  that  he  had  forwarded  $500  to  the 
Southern  jurisdictions  suffering  from  the  yellow  fever.  His  action  was  approved  by 
the  Grand  Lodge.  A  letter  was  read  from  the  Master  of  Ancient  Landmark  Lodge, 
Shanghai,  China,  announcing  the  death  of  the  JR.'.  W.\  William  C.  Blanchard,  Past 
District  Deputy  for  China.  A  brother  paid  a  feeling  and  eloquent  tribute  to  the  mem- 
ory of  the  deceased  brother,  which  closes  with  the  following  words  : — 

Such  is  the  brief  record  of  one  who  has  caused  Masonry  to  thrive  in  the  heathen 
land,  and  who,  though  poor  in  worldly  possessions,  has  by  his  zeal  and  energy  laid 
up  a  rich,  enduring  treasure,  and  left  the  imprint  of  his  work  to  redound  to  the  credit 
of  this  J/.*.  W.m.  Grand  Lodge  that  he  loved  so  well. 

A  committee,  appointed  at  the  Quarterly  Communication  in  June  last,  to  consider 
certain  documents  relative  to  the  recent  action  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  sub- 
mitted the  following  resolution,  which  was  unanimously  adopted:— 

Resolved,  That  the  belief  in  God  is  a  landmark  in  Freemasonry,  incorporated  into 
its  creed  from  the  beginning,  and  must  be  unequivocally  expressed  by  every  initiate 
into  its  mysteries  ;  that  it  is  not  in  the  power  of  any  man,  or  body  of  men,  to  alter  or 
amend  it;  that  any  effort  to  do  so  has  our  solemn  protest,  and  will  receive,  as  it  will 
justly  deserve,  our  unqualified  condemnation. 

The  Grand  Lodge  declined  to  recognize  the  new  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South 
Wales. 

The  first  Special  Communication,  before  mentioned,  was  called  to  lay  the  corner- 
stone of  the  new  town  hall  in  Holbrook  ;  the  second  to  conduct  the  obsequies  of  the 
M.:W.\  Frank  Welch,  Past  Grand  Master  of  Nebraska  ;  and  the  third  to  celebrate 
those  of  the  B.\  W.\  John  McClellan,  for  seventeen  years  the  Grand  Treasurer  of 
this  jurisdiction. 


Next  in  order,  we  have  the  proceedings  of  the  Annual  Communication— being  the 
one  hundred  and  forty-fifth— held  in  Boston  on  the  eleventh  day  of  December,  1878, 
the  same  Grand  Officers  being  present,  and  at  which  one  hundred  and  sixty  Lodges 
were  represented.  But  prior  thereto  a  Special  Communication  was  held  in  the 
same  city  on  the  first  day  of  November,  to  perform  the  sad  funeral  rites  for  the  late 
Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  Charles  H.  Titus.  The  ceremonies  were  of  the  deepest 
interest.  The  Grand  Master  delivered  a  glowing  eulogy  upon  the  brother,  whom 
everybody  loved,  and  who  had  been  six  times  elected  Grand  Secretary  by  an  un- 
animous vote.  After  appropriate  services  at  the  Temple,  the  remains  were  taken  to 
Warren,  R.  I.,  and  there  interred.  This  was  at  the  special  request  of  the  brother, 
that  his  body  might  "take  its  final  rest  amid  the  scenes  and  among  the  friends  who 
knew  him  so  well,  and  before  whom  much  of  the  ministry  of  his  mature  life  had  been 
performed."  The  worthy  brother  was  for  many  years  an  acceptable  minister  of  the 
Methodist  church.    Eequiescal  in  pace  ! 

At  the  Annual  Communication,  the  Grand  Master  delivered  a  long  but  very  able 
and  interesting  Address.  He  was  happy  to  state  that  the  general  condition  of  the 
Lodges  was  satisfactory.    "  Never  had  Masonry  held  a  more  respectable  position 
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before  the  community."  The  present  number  of  chartered  Lodges  was  two  hundred 
and  twenty-one,  and  of  members,  twenty-five  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty-two. 
He  is  utterly  opposed  to  granting  dispensations  that  will  shorten  the  allotted  time 
between  the  degrees.  Very  rarely,  indeed,  should  any  exception  be  made.  He  is 
also  opposed  to  the  tendency  lately  manifested  to  publish  "  in  newspapers  detailed 
reports  of  Masonic  proceedings."  In  this  he  fully  indorsed  the  opinion  of  a  Past 
Grand  Master,  that  "the  closer  we  confine  Masonic  affairs  to  Masonic  breasts,  the 
better  it  will  be  for  the  Fraternity  and  its  reputation." 

Besides  the  illustrious  dead,  already  alluded  to,  the  Grand  Master  pays  a  tribute  to 
the  memory  of  one  who  was  the  oldest,  as  well  as  one  of  the  brightest  Masons  in  the 
State,— the  JR.\  W.' .  Abraham  A.  Dame,  of  Boston,  who  die^d  during  the  year  at  the 
advanced  age  of  eighty-six.  He  had  been  a  living,  active  Mason  for  fifty  years,  and 
had  such  a  memory  that  he  could  repeat  the  ritual  in  each  degree  and  order,  as  used 
in  his  younger  days.  Another  veteran  who  had  departed  in  the  same  eighty-sixth  year 
of  his  age,  was  the  Rev.  E.  M.  P.  Wells,  of  Boston,  a  Past  Deputy  Givnd  Master  of 
the  jurisdiction.  So  widely  and  favorably  known  was  this  excellent  brother,  that 
we  copy  a  sentence  or  two  from  the  eulogy  of  the  Grand  Master,  to  which  every 
Bostonian,  at  least,  will  say  Amen  : — 

To  a  tall,  manly  figure,  and  somewhat  soldierly  bearing,  he  united  a  striking 
sincerity,  freedom  from  selfishness,  and  religious  humility.  To  the  poor,  among 
whom  he  used  to  labor,  and  who  never  had  a  better  friend  and  pastor,  his  devotion 
was  admirable.  Though  rich  only  in  good  works,  he  cared  not  only  for  their  spirit- 
ual, but  temporal  war:ts,  and  was  ever  ready  to  sacrifice  his  own  comfort  to  supply 
their  necessities  of  food  and  clothing.  If  he  had  lived  in  a  Catholic  country,  and 
in  days  when  that  Church  was  sending  forth  her  missionaries,  to  brave  every  hard- 
ship and  encounter  every  peril,  to  spread  the  faith  which  they  loved  so  well  amongst 
distant  and  unknown  nations,  he,  too,  would  have  enlisted  in  the  cause,  and  there 
would  not  have  been  found  among  them  a  more  fearless  soldier  of  the  Cross  when 
personal  danger  was  to  be  met — a  more  humble  follower  of  others  when  mere  per- 
sonal distinction  was  to  be  gained. 

The  Grand  Master  had  issued  dispensations  for  the  formation  of  two  new  Lodges. 
Tie  devotes  several  pages  of  his  Address  to  the  financial  question,  and  urges  a  con- 
tinuance of  the  capitation  tax,  until  the  heavy  debt  of  $205,000,  still  owing  for  the 
Temple,  be  liquidated.  The  only  other  resource  would  be  "  to  abandon  to  the  credi- 
tors and  the  hammer  of  the  auctioneer,  the  Temple  "  with  all  its  treasures  and 
endearing  associations.  This  he  d:d  not  consider  right,  and  he  trusted  that  Masonic 
honor  would  reject  the  very  thought.  The  whole  matter  was  referred  to  a  select 
committee,  to  report  at  the  next  Quarterly  Communication. 

In  the  election  of  Grand  Officers  it  was  very  evident  that  there  had  been  no 
electioneering.  The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  Chkevek  were  elected 
unanimously  on  a  full  vote  cast;  the  Senior  Grand  Warden  had  all  the  votes  but 
fifteen;  the  Junior  Grand  Warden,  all  but  nine  ;  and  the  Grand  Treasurer,  all  but 
thiee.    The  Deputy  Grand  Master  is  appointed  and  not  elected  in  this  jurisdiction. 

One  brother,  Robert  B.  Palfrey,  presented  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  for  its  safe- 
keeping, the  Masonic  diplomas  of  his  great  great  grandfather,  his  great  grandfather,  his 
grandfather,  his  father,  and  his  sons  ;  five  generations  in  one  family.  The  first 
nuned  bore  the  signature  of  Gen.  Joseph  Warren,  Grand  Master  before  the  com- 
mencement of  the  Revolutionary  War.     The  Grand  Lodge  accepted  the  trust. 

A  Stated  Communication  was  held  on  St.  John's  Day  for  the  installation  of  the 
Grand  Officers,  which  was  done  in  most  elaborate  style,  followed  by  a  sumptuous 
banquet  and  post  prandial  speeches.  But  our  brethren  do  not  indulge  in  late  hours, 
for  the  Grand  Secretary  says  that  "  at  twelve  minutes  past  nine  o'clock  P.  M.  the 
Grand  Lodge  was  called  from  refreshment  to  labor,  the  Mystic  Circle  was  formed, 
Auld  Lang  Syne  was  sung,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  was  closed  in  ample  form." 


Another  Qaarterly  Communication  was  held  in  the  city  of  Boston  on  the  twelfth 
day  of  March,  1879,— Grand  Master  Welch  presiding,  and  the  R.' .   W.' .  Tracy  P. 
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Chkvkb  being  Grand  Secretary.    One  hundred  and  thirty-one  Lodges  were  repre- 
sent. Ml. 

0  unmittee  on  Healing,"  for  divers  good  reasons  moving  them  thereunto, 

reported  that  one  8.  B.  Cuktis,  an  unhealthy  Mason,  could  keep  his  bed  of  reflection 

and  repentance  a  little  longer,  and  so  said  the  Grand  Lodge.      The  committee  on 

action  of  the  "Grand  Orient  of  France"  were  granted  further  time  to  make  a 

lull  report. 

The  finances  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  still  a  source  of  trouble  and  perplexity 
to  the  fraternity  in  this  jurisdiction,  mainly  growing  out  of  the  unwieldly  debt  yet 
ing  niton  the  "  Temple  "  in  Boston.  There  was  still  due  about  $270,000,  and  the 
capitation  tax,  levied  for  several  years,  had  only  sufficed  to  meet  past  and  accruing 
interest  The  financial  committee  recommended  that  the  old  capitation  tax  be  con- 
tinned  for  fifteen  years,  with  the  privilege  to  any  Lodge  or  Mason  to  pay  $10  any 
time  before  October,  1880,  which  should  be  received  in  lieu  and  in  full  for  the 
capitation  tax.  The  Committee  urge  upon  all  to  do  this  last  if  possible,  as  it  would 
reduce  the  debt  and  interest  both.  This,  requiring  an  amendment  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  Constitution,  was  laid  over  until  the  Quarterly  Communication  in  June,  and 
ral  other  kindred  propositions,  offered  by  individual  members,  went  over  with  it. 

The  Committee  on  the  Grand  Master's  Address,  which  was  delivered  at  a  previous 
Communication,  submitted  an  interesting  report.  The  Committee  speak  of  the 
danger  threatening  Masonry  from  its  present  popularity,  when  "  to  say  that  a  man  is 
a  Mason  is  about  equivalent  to  saving  .that  he  is  a  male  member  of  the  human 
family,"  and  give  this  very  good  advice,  which  it  will  do  no  harm  to  heed  upon  this 
Pacific  coast: — 

Doirt  advertise  your  Masonry.  Keep  it  off  your  sign  boards,  off  your  business 
cards,  out  of  your  newspaper  advertisements,  off  your  shirt  bosoms,  out  of  the 
street.  Don't  puff  the  Lodge.  Don't  try  to  advance  its  interests  by  bluster  and 
noise.  Work  quietly.  "  Let  not  your  right  hand  know  what  your  left  hand  doeth." 
Let  your  life  be  its  own  advertisement.  The  more  you  try  to  strengthen  it  by 
calling  in  foreign  agencies,  the  weaker  it  will  become.  In  a  word,  follow  Charles 
Dickens's  advice  :    "  Do  all  the  good  you  can,  and  make  no  fuss  about  it." 

Another  installment  is  before  us,  and  contains  the  proceedings  of  three  Special 
Communications  and  a  Quarterly  one,  the  last  named  having  been  held  in  Boston  on 
the  eleventh  day  of  June,  1879,— the  M.\W.\  Charles  Alfred  Welch,  Grand  Mas- 
ter, presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.\  Tracy  P.  Cheever  being  Grand  Secretary.  One 
hundred  and  eighty  Lodges  were  represented. 

Two  of  the  Special  Communications  were  held  for  the  purpose  of  constituting 
Lodges  and  dedicating  Masonic  apartments.  The  third,  held  on  the  same  day  a&  the 
Quarterly,  was  for  the  discussion — rather  informally— of  the  subject  of  the  capitation 
tax,  to  pay  the  debt  on  the  Masonic  Temple.  We  read  that  "many  brothers  partici- 
pated in  this  discussion,  by  whom  this  subject  was  presented  in  a  clear  light,  and  to 
the  evident  satisfaction  of  the  representatives  of  the  Lodges."  After  two  hours  thus 
spent,  the  Special  Communication  was  closed  and  the  Quarterly  formally  opened. 
The  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  having  been  farther  considered,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Financial  Committee  submitted  the  following  resolutions  :— 

Resolved,  That  a  capitation  tax  of  one  dollar  per  year,  to  pay  the  existing  debt  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  be  laid  on  each  affiliated  member  of  the  Fraternity  in  this  Common- 
wealth, for  fifteen  years,  from  September  first,  1879,  unless  the  debt  shall  be  sooner 
liquidated. 

Resolved,  That  any  such  member  may  be  relieved  from  this  tax  by  paying  ten 
dollars  on  or  before  August  thirty -first,  1880. 

Resolved,  That  any  Lodge  may  relieve  all  its  present  and  future  members  from 
this  capitation  tax  by  paying  ten  dollars  for  each  member  belonging  to  the  Lodge  at 
the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  resolution ;  and  that  any  Lodge  so  assuming  the  debt 
mav  reimburse  itself  in  such  way  as  it  may  see  fit,  by  assessment,  initiation  fees,  or 
otherwise. 
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These  resolutions  were  adopted  by  the  strong  vote  of  ayes,  537 ;  nays,  55  ;  and 
thus  did  the  Grand  Lodge  determine  that  its  large  debt  must  and  should  be  paid  at 
the  earliest  possible  day.  It  is  supposed  that  many  brethren,  and  even  Lodges,  will 
avail  themselves  of  the  offered  commutation. 

The  Grand  Lodge  again  voted  that  it  was  inexpedient  to  recognize  the  proposed 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales.  Eulogistic  resolutions  were  adopted  commemo- 
rative of  the  B.\  W.\  Charles  Kimball,  Past  Senior  Grand  Warden  of  this  jurisdic- 
tion. 

MICHIG-AN. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  held  its  thirty-fifth  Annual  Communication  in  the 
city  of  Jackson  on  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  January,  1879,— the  M.\  W.'.  John  W. 
Finch,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  E.'.  W.'.Wm.  P.  Innes  being  Grand  Sec- 
retary.   Three  hundred  and  thirty-two  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  of  reasonable  length  and  is  a  well  written 
document.  He  regretted  to  say,  that  "  owing  to  the  rigor  of  the  times,  there  has 
been  a  greater  number  of  suspensions  for  the  non-payment  of  dues  than  in  former 
years.  These  suspensions,  as  a  rule,  are  among  the  poor  but  worthy  class  of  mem- 
bers, who  find  it  extremely  hard  to  meet  the  expenses  of  their  families  and  pay  the 
required  dues  to  their  respective  Lodges."  We  fear  that  Michigan  is  not  alone  in 
this  particular,  but  that  the  remark  will  apply  to  many  a  good  and  worthy  Mason  in 
this  "  Golden  State."  Dispensations  had  been  issued  for  the  formation  of  three  new 
Lodges.  The  following  is  one  of  the  common  sense  decisions  made  by  the  Grand 
Master  : — 

Question. — If,  after  a  brother  is  made  a  Mason,  he  becomes  an  atheist,  lias  a 
Lod<>e  the  right  to  expel  him?  Answer. — A  belief  in  Deity  is  a  fundamental  prin- 
ciple of  Masonry.  No  atheist  can  be  made  a  Mason.  If,  after  the  building  is  erected, 
we  remove  the  foundation  stone,  the  building  falls.  He  has  already  ceased  to  be  a 
Mason  only  in  name,  and  should  be  expelled. 

The  " Grand  Orient  of  France"  receives  a  merited  castigation  for  its  recent  athe- 
istical action. 

A  certain  "Calvin  C.  Burt,"  who  had  imposed  himself  upon  one  of  the  Lodges 
as  a  diinitted  Mason,  when  his  dimit  had  been  annulled,  receives  this  first  rate  notice, 
which  we  trust  our  fraternity  will  bear  in  mind  if  he  should  wend  his  way  westward 
to  the  Pacific  Coast : — 

This  person  has  been  circulating  somewhat  extensively  among  the  Fraternity  in 
this  State,  peddling  out  what  he  terms  the  higher  degrees  of  Masonry  (somewhere 
near  as  high  as  a  hundred,  I  believe),  at  the  rate  of  ten  cents  apiece.  Very  cheap 
Masonry,  if  it  is  Masonry,  and  still  the  supply  is  greater  than  the  demand,  for  his 
carpet  bag  has  seemed  to  suffer  no  diminution.  Those  degrees  he  styles  the  "Masonic 
Egyptian  Rite  of  Memphis."  Their  name  would  indicate  that  their  antiquity  dates 
back  to  the  time  of  the  Pharaohs.  If  the  plagues  that  were  inflicted  on  E^ypt 
during  that  unhappy  period  were  any  greater  than  those  inflicted  on  your  Grand 
Master  by  the  numerous  letters  of  inquiry  regarding  this  carpet-bagger  and  his  rite, 
I  am  ful.y  prepared  to  sympathize  with  Moses  in  his  desire  to  depart  the  country. 

The  Grand  Master  concludes  by  a  feeling  allusion  to  his  sad  domestic  afflictions, 
which  had  hindered  him  from  paying  all  the  attention  to  the  duties  of  his  office  that 
he  had  wished.  His  wife,  a  confirmed  lunatic,  had  demanded  his  continuous  preseuce 
and  attention.     The  Grand  Lodge  adopted  a  resolution  of  sympathy. 

On  the  matter  of  differences  between  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Quebec  and  Scotland, 
the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : — 

Resolved,  That  no  brother  from  Quebec  is  entitled  to  the  Masonic  right  of  visita- 
tion in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  who  does  not  hail  from  a  Lodge  holding  its  authority 
under  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  the  Grand 
Secretary.  It  occupies  two  hundred  and  thirty  pages  of  the  proceedings,  and  is 
mainly  a  well  digested  compendium  of  the  principal  documents  submitted  to  the 
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various  Grand  Lodges  ;  and  Bro.  Innes  fitly  comments  thereon.  California,  for  1877, 
is  liberally  noticed.  Grand  Master  Browne's  beautiful  legend  of  the  Normandy 
castle  is  quoted,  as  indeed  it  is  (we  remark  parenthetically,)  by  the  large  majority  of 
our  reportorial  compeers,  and  they  could  not  give  their  readers  anything  better. 
The  Report  of  our  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  on  some  dozen  questions  submitted 
to  them,  is  copied  in  extenso.  He  also  makes  kindly  mention  of  our  report  for  that 
year. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  have  adopted  this  as  one  of  its  standing  resolu- 
tions :— 

Besolved,  That  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  as  a  beverage,  by 
Masons,  is  a  Masonic  offense  •  and  if  a  brother  persists  therein  as  a  business,  after 
being  duly  admonished,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Lodge  of  which  he  is  a  member,  to 
suspend  or  expel  him,  in  its  discretion. 

Bro.  Taylor,  of  Nevada,  mounted  this  resolution  rough  shod  and  declared  it  to 
be  unjust,  and  therefore  unmasonic.  Bro.  Innes  says,  in  reply,  "we  are  going  to 
work  it  out  on  that  line  in  our  State,  and  we  won't  ruin  anybody,  either." 

There  are  three  hundred  and  thirty-eight  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a 
membership  of  twenty-five  thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty-four.  The  Mr.  W.\ 
Daniel  Striker  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the  B.\  W.'.  William  P.  Innes  was 
re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

MINNESOTA. 

The  twenty-sixth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota  was 
commenced  in  the  city  of  St.  Paul  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  January,  1879, — 
the  M.\  W.\  Edward  W.  Durant,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  i?.\  HV.  Aza- 
riah  T.  C.  Pierson  being  Grand  Secretary.  One  hundred  and  twelve  Lodges  were 
represented. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  was  of  reasonable  length,  well  written,  and  a 
discussion  of  many  topics  of  interest  to  the  Fraternity.  Masonry  in  Minnesota  had 
made  wonderful  progress.  Nearly  seven  thousand  Masons  acknowledged  fealty  to 
the  Grand  Lodge.  He  gives  in  full  and  at  great  length  the  recent  action  of  the 
Grand  Orient  of  France.  He  deems  such  action  as  fundamentally  wrong,  from  the 
standpoint  of  Masonr}%  and  recommends  a  careful  scrutiny  thereof  by  a  committee. 
of  the  Grand  Lodge.  He  publishes  quite  a  number  of  his  decisions,  but  we  find 
nothing  in  them  calling  for  special  notice,  as  they  related  generally  to  the  internal 
affairs  of  that  jurisdiction.  Dispensations  had  been  granted  for  the  formation  of  six 
new  Lodges.  He  calls  attention  to  the  complaints  made  against  Minnesota  by  the 
Grand  Master  and  Grand  Lodge  of  Dakota.  From  his  slight  knowledge  of  the  matter 
in  dispute — all  having  taken  place  under  the  administration  of  his  predecessor,  who 
had  died  far  away  from  the  jurisdiction  during  his  term  of  office — he  could  not  sug- 
gest any  mode  of  action,  but  called  the  special  attention  of  the  Committee  on  Masonic 
Jurisprudence  to  the  whole  subject  matter  in  dispute.  He  favorably  alludes  to  the 
work  of  the  "  Minnesota  Masonic  Relief  Association,"  organized  in  1873.  It  had  paid 
out  during  the  past  year  $26,000  to  the  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  brethren, 
and  $112,074  98  during  the  five  years  of  its  existence.  The  brethren  in  Minneapolis 
organized  a  similar  association  in  1877,  which  already  numbered  some  seven  hundred 
members,  and  as  yet  had  met  with  but  one  loss. 

The  Grand  Orator,  Bro.  George  A.  Camp,  "  read  his  address,  replete  with  Masonic 
instruction  and  advice,"  but  positively  declined  to  furnish  a  copy  for  publication. 
The  Grand  Secretary  says  in  a  note,  that  this  is  in  accord  "  with  that  peculiar  modesty 
which  he  has  exemplified  in  the  Grand  Lodge  for  upwards  of  twetty  years." 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Jurisprudence  Committee,  the  following  resolu- 
tion was  adopted  in  relation  to  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  : — 

Besolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota  hereby  declines  to  hold  fraternal 
relations  with  the  Grand  Orient  of  Franoe,  and  forbids  recognition  of  the  Masons 
under  the  obedience  of  the  said  Grand  Orient  of  France,  by  the  Lodges  of  this 
jurisdiction. 
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On  the  Dakota  matter  the  same  committee  reported  at  length,  and  on  its  recom 
mendation,  this  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  :  — 

Itesolved,  That  Shilo  Lodge,  No.  105,  at  Fargo,  and  Bismarck  Lodge,  No.  120,  at 
Bismarck,  within  Dakota  Territory,  so  long  as  said  subordinate  Lodges  shall  desire 
to  continue  their  affiliation  with  this,  their  present  Grand  Lodge,  be  permitted  to  do 
so,  and  that  this  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  will  support,  defend  and  maintain  their  rights, 
and  execute  authority  and  control  over  them,  till  such  a  time  as  by  their  own  free 
will  and  accord  they  shall  desire  to  withdraw  their  connection  with  this  GrandLodge. 

We  fear  this  means  war  on  the  old  Northwest  border. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is,  as  usual,  from  the  able  pen 
of  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  is  worthy  of  a  place  by  the  side  of  its  illustrious  pre- 
decessors. Bro.  Pierson  discusses  fully  and  freely  the  proceedings  of  sister  Grand 
Lodges,  and  quotes  liberally  from  the  documents  issuing  therefrom.  He  com- 
pliments Grand  Master  Browne  and  our  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  but  is  almost 
struck  dumb  by  the  new  office  created  in  our  jurisdiction  in  1S77,  viz. :  "  V.\  E.\ 
Grand  Clam  Baker."  We  can  assure  Bro.  Pierson  that,  like  that  of  "  General  "  in  the 
U.  S.  Army,  this  office  began  and  will  die  with  Bro.  Bromley.  No  one  else  on  the 
Pacific  coast  can  wear  his  mantle. 

There  are  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  member- 
ship of  seven  thousand  and  sixty-one.  The  3£.\  W.'.  Henry  R.  Wells  was  elected 
Grand  Master  and  the  R.\  W.\  A.  T.  C.  Pierson  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

MISSISSIPPI. 

The  proceedings  of  the  sixty-first  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Mississippi  are  before  us  in  a  bulky  pamphlet  of  over  three  hundred  and  fifty  pages. 
They  are  of  deep  and  permanent  interest,  because  they  contain,  among  other  things, 
details  of  the  action  growing  out  of  the  fearful  scourge  of  yellow  fever,  which  nearly 
depopulated  some  of  the  Lodges,  and  called  away  many  a  bright  and  shining  light  of 
the  Fraternity.  The  Communication  was  held  in  Okolona  on  the  fifteenth  day  of 
January,  1879,— the  M.\W.\  Charles  T.  Murphy,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the 
B.'.W.'.  J.  L.  Power  being  Grand  Secretary.  One  hundred  and  fifty-seven  Lodges 
were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  Address  is  ably  and  even  eloquently  written.  In  its  opening 
he  says : — 

I  must  first  speak  of  the  dead,  especially  of  the  noble  dead,  who  fell  at  the  post  of 
duty  during  the  horrible  reign  of  the  plague.  The  appalling  pestilence,  like  a  de- 
stroying angel,  swept  over  the  largest  and  fairest  portions  of  the  State,  and  draped 
the  whole  land  in  the  habiliments  of  mourning  for  many  long  and  weary  weeks.  Sad- 
ness and  sorrow,  and  grief  and  woe,  burdened  every  heart;  and  weepings  and  wail- 
ings  were  echoed  from  every  household,  and  "taars  ran  down  like  a  river,  day  and 
night."  Verily  we  were  in  a  vale  of  tears.  With  a  pernicious  virulence  heretofore 
unknown  in  the  great  valley  of  the  Mississippi,  the  fatal  fever,  in  its  protean  types, 
baffled  the  learning  and  skill  of  the  wisest  doctors  in  the  land.  *  *  *  The  wildest 
consternation  and  confusion  ensued,  and  people  along  the  great  thoroughfares  of 
travel  fled  from  the  cities  and  towns  into  the  interior,  only  to  be  pursued  by  the  in- 
satiate reaper,  which  recognized  no  territorial  limits  to  its  ravages. 

He  then  proceeds  to  detail  the  action  taken.  He  wrote  to  the  Grand  Secretary  to 
disburse  every  dollar  in  the  Grand  Treasury  for  the  relief  of  the  brethren  and  their 
widows  and  orphans.  He  trusted  his  action  in  this  would  be  approved,  and  we  need 
hardly  state  that  it  was.  He  then  alludes  in  eloquent  and  pathetic  terms  to  the  re- 
sponse that  had  come  from  the  brethren,  North,  East,  South,  and  West,  showing  that 
M  the  charities  of  Masonry  were  as  boundless  as  the  realms  of  eternity."  The 
amounts  received  are  given  in  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  will  there  be 
noted. 

The  Grand  Master  published  several  of  his  decisions.  We  only  note  one,  for  the 
benefit  of  our  "  landmark  "  brethren,  and  turn  the  Grand  Master  over  to  the  tender 
mercies  of  Bro.  Taylor,  of  Nevada :— 
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The  right-hand  thumb  being  off  just  above  the  nail,  is  not  such  a  defect  as  would 
er  the  candidate  incapable  of  receiving  and  imparting  any  part  of  our  ritual, 
which  is  recognized  as  our  Btandard  of  physical  qualifications. 

The  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  is  more  than  thrice  the  length  of  the  Grand 
Master's  Address,  and,  if  possible,  is  more  interesting.  One  reads  it  with  almost 
breathless  attention,  and  again  and  again  returns  to  its  dreadful  details  of  the  plague 
Of  lsT->.  On  other  points,  he  states  that  two  new  Lodges  had  been  formed  during 
the  year.  He  also  approves  of  a  plan  started  by  some  of  the  Fraternity,  for  a 
11  Masonic  Mutual  Aid  Association. 'r  In  relation  to  the  epidemic,  he  gives  a  detailed 
Statement  of  the  moneys  that  had  passed  through  his  hands,  as  the  Grand  Secretary 
of  Masons  and  the  Grand  Treasurer  of  Odd  Fellows.  The  total  amount  was 
.  of  which  $47,303  54  came  from  Masonic  sources;  $15,572  24  from  the 
Odd  Fellows,  and  $12,591  78  from  miscellaneous  receipts.  We  are  pleased  to  see 
that  California  stands  second  in  the  list  of  States,  being  only  exceeded  by  that  of 
New  Fork.  The  amount  sent  from  here  to  Bro.  Power  (for  Mississippi  alone,  be  it 
nbered),  was  $3284,  viz.:  $2330  from  Masons;  $2700  from  Odd  Fellows,  and 
$32">4  from  miscellaneous  sources.  From  New  York,  $12,952  68  was  sent.  Next  to 
California  was  Illinois,  $6061  14.  The  Grand  Secretary  gives  in  detail  the  disburse- 
ment of  this  large  amount,  and  also  these  items  of  information  as  to  the  calamity  in 
Grenada,  where,  we  believe,  over  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  cases  proved  fatal:— 

I  had  special  difficulty  in  the  distribution  of  relief  to  this  place  (Grenada.)  I  sent 
funds  to  Bro.  W.  E.  Hughes  until  he  was  taken  sick.  On  the  sixth  of  September  I 
saw  it  stated  that  Bro.  Wm.  J.  Aykes,  Noble  Grand  of  the  Odd  Fellows,  was  still 
on  duty.  I  expressed  him  five  hundred  dollars.  On  the  day  following,  I  received 
a  telegram  from  the  express  agent,  that  the  money  was  received,  but  that  Bro. 
Aykes  had  died  the  day  the  package  left  Jackson.  Other  amounts  sent  to  the  mem- 
bers of  Relief  Committees,  would  be  acknowledged  by  their  survivors.  Eighteen 
members  of  Grenada  Lodge,  No.  31,  and  eleven  other  members  of  the  Order,  and 
forty-two  members  of  their  families,  died  in  Grenada  during  the  epidemic,  leaving 
seven  widows  and  forty-seven  orphans.  Fourtaen  Odd  Fellows  and  eighteen  mem- 
bers of  their  families  also  died  of  the  fever,  leaving  four  widows  and  twenty  orphans 
to  the  care  of  Grenada  Lodge,  No.  6. 

We  would  like  to  quote  further  from  this  interesting  report,  but  must  forbear. 
A  u  Lodge  of  Sorrow "  was  held  during  the  Communication,  at  which  many  addresses 
were  made,  paying  due  tribute  to  individual  Masons  who  had  fallen  at  the  post  of 
duty.  Whole  pages  almost  are  taken  up  with  the  very  names— a  fearful,  but  most 
honorable  roll. 

During  the  session,  an  aged  Mason,  Bro.  C.  C.  M.  Manable,  aged  84,  who  was 
made  a  Mason  in  1818,  was  introduced  to  the  Grand  Lodge  and  greeted  with  the 
Grand  Honors.  It  was  resolved,  by  vote,  to  hold  the  next  Annual  Communication  in 
the  city  of  Jackson. 

We  feel  assured  that  our  readers  will  pardon  us  if  we  here  cull  a  few  paragraphs 
from  the  addresses  at  the  "  Lodge  of  Sorrow,"  on  account  of  the  glorious  deeds  of 
those  commemorated.    First  from  the  address  of  Bro.  Frederic  Speed  :— 

Brother  J.  B.  Norris,  of  Chattanooga,  Tennessee,  a  volunteer  physician  who 
hastened  to  relieve  the  sufferings  of  the  fever  stricken  people  of  Vicksburg,  offered 
up  his  life  a  sacrifice  upon  the  altar  of  humanity,  on  the  tenth  day  of  September, 
aged  32  years.  We  know  but  little  of  the  story  of  this  brother's  life,  but  those 
who  came  in  contact  with  him  as  he  passed  from  house  to  house,  ministering  to  the 
sick  and  the  dying,  speak  in  the  highest  terms  of  him,  and  the  general  demonstra- 
tion of  sorrow  by  the  people  of  Chattanooga,  upon  the  reception  of  the  news  of  his 
death,  evinces  the  esteem  with  which  he  was  regarded  by  those  who  knew  him  best. 
Though  we  cannot  give  his  record  as  a  Mason,  the  last  act  of  his  life  testified 
beyond  the  powder  of  words  how  deeply  imbued  he  was  with  the  grand  Masonic  idea 
of  the  brotherhood  of  man.  Gladly  we  weave  a  wreath  of  laurel  and  olive  to 
entwine  around  the  memory  of  this  stranger  brother,  in  testimony  of  our  gratitude 
for  the  great  sacrifice  he  made  in  our  behalf.  In  his  distant  home  amongst  the 
mountaing  he  sleeps  with  his  friends  and  kindred,  but  the  great  river,  as  it  winds  its 
way  onward  to  the  sea,  sings  for  him  a  perpetual  requiem,  and  so  will  it  ever  be  for 
the  brave  and  the  noble  upon  life's  great  battle-field. 
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One  of  the  heroes  of  the  epidemic  was  Brother  Charles  F.  Taffe,  who  died  on 
the  eleventh  day  of  September,  aged  thirty-five  years.  Brother  Taffe,  on  the 
breaking  out  of  the  epidemic,  fitted  np  a  volunteer  ambulance,  and  was  constantly 
employed  in  carrying  the  destitute  sick  to  the  hospital.  Writing  to  his  partner  in 
business,  a  few  days  before  his  death,  he  said:  "  I  know  I  have  done  wrong  in 
taking  this  money,  (a  few  hundred  dollars  of  partnership  funds,)  but  I  could  not 
3tand  still  and  see  the  poor  creatures  suffering  round  me  for  want  of  a  few  dollars 
when  Iliad  them  in  my  pocket.  If  I  die  you  can  get  the  money  back  out  of  my 
insurance,  and  if  I  live  we  can  work  it  out  all  right  again/'  Noble-hearted  and 
brave  man,  he  died  as  truly  for  his  fellow  man  as  ever  did  a  soldier  on  the  field  of 
battle,  or  a  martyr  at  the  stake.    He  gave  his  all— his  life— for  the  poor  and  friendless. 

Next  from  that  of  Bro.  James  M.  Howry  : — 

Our  brother,  Past  Grand  Master  Walter,  was  one  of  those  who  favored  the  hos- 
pitable reception  of  refugees  from  Memphis,  Grenada,  Vicksburg,  and  other  infected 
districts,  and  opposed  the  quarantine.  He  saw  the  mistake  he  had  made,  when  too 
late  !  He  hurried  his  beloved  wife  and  their  youngest  children  off,  choosing  to  re- 
main, together  with  his  three  eldest  sons,  and  share  the  fate  of  those  who  remained 
in  the  doomed  city  !  The  happy  family  thus  separated  will  never  again  be  re-united 
this  side  of  the  river. 

Bro.  Walter  came  to  Mississippi  in  1840,  located  in  Holly  Springs,  and  by  indus- 
try and  perseverance  soon  took  position  as  a  successful  lawyer.  The  country  was 
new,  fresh  and  rich,  and  the  field  inviting  to  young  men  of  talent  and  enterprise,  of 
which  Bro.  W.  availed  himself.  He  married  an  accomplished  and  amiable  lady — 
daughter  of  Col.  James  Brown,  of  Oxford,  and  they  reared  the  three  noble  boys, 
already  mentioned,  to  manhood,  and  the  wife  and  six  children,  minors,  were  left  to 
mourn  the  loss  of  husband,  father  and  brothers.  He  was  distinguished  for  his  zeal 
in  everything  he  undertook.  He  never  sought  oflfi.e,  though  he  was  voted  for  by  his 
party  friends  once  for  Governor. 

To  the  day  of  his  death  he  manifested  his  devotion  to  our  beloved  Order  upon  all 
occasions.  In  the  Grand  Bodies,  he  was  always  placed  on  important  committees,  and 
was  recognized  as  an  active,  intelligent  and  useful  member,  much  respected  and 
beloved  by  his  brethren.  We  could  dwell  on  the  life  and  character  of  Bro.  Walter 
as  a  man  and  a  Mason,  but  others  claim  our  attention,  and  we  must  let  this  suffice. 
We  will  add,  however,  that  the  circumstances  of  his  death  and  burial,  and  those  of 
his  three  noble  sons,  were  indescribably  sad.  They  grappled  with  the  monster 
about  three  weeks,  and  but  a  short  time  intervened  between  their  deaths.  The 
father  and  one  son  were  buried  by  the  two  sons  and  a  servant  alone.  The  two  last, 
Frank  and  James,  were  taken  sick  and  died  about  the  same  time,  and  were  carried 
to  their  last  resting  place  by  two  faithful  colored  men.  No  wife  or  mother,  brother 
or  sister  to  fellow  them— no  requiem  or  funeral  obsequies  performed  by  mourning 
friends!  How  sad— how  solemn  the  thought!  Others  equally  honorable,  and 
as  much  lamented,  shared  the  same  fate,  but  of  them  we  cannot  speak  particularly. 

And  this  from  the  address  of  Bro.  G.  Y.  Freeman  :— 

Bro.  Ralph  Coffman  was  a  "worthy,  true,"and  well-tried"  Mason,  whose  Masonic 
history  for  nearly  forty  years  leaves  its  shining  example  in  the  records  of  Grenada 
Lodge.  He  was  fast  growing  old,  but  had  reared  about  him  a  family  full  of  promise, 
full  of  usefulness,  full  of  loveliness,  and  in  whose  bosom  he  was  reaping  the  beautiful 
harvest  of  the  seeds  he  had  sown.  Before  his  death,  in  anguish  he  had  seen  the 
partner  of  all  his  joys  and  his  sorrows,  his  tender,  loving  wife,  his  only  son,  the  in- 
heritor of  his  name,  and  his  two  fair  and  faultless  daughters  borne  away  forever  from 
his  stricken  hone,  so  lately  the  scene  of  perfect  happiness  to  all,  and  where  now  he 
remained  like  a  solitary  tree  in  a  weary  desert,  with  no  kindred  bough  to  break  the 
piercing  blast,  nor  leaf  to  shelter  from  the  burning  sun.  Arising  from  his  sick  bed 
when,  because  of  his  own  extreme  illness,  the  full  extent  of  his  bereavement  had 
been  concealed  from  him,  he  went  to  seek  his  loved  ones,  but  finding  that  all  had 
gone,  crushed  and  broken  hearted,  he  sat  down  in  his  lonely  home  and  wept,  and 
still  wept,  till  a  merciful  God  freed  his  soul  that  the  broken  circle  might  be  reunited 
in  the  spirit,  land.  And  it  would  seem  a  kind  Providence  so  ordained  that  the  very 
weight  of  his  sorrows  brought  him  a  reward  in  his  dying  hour — when  he  felt  that  his 
imprisoned  spirit.was  to  be  freed  to  join  the  dear  ones  gone  before. 

And  but  one  more  from  that  of  Bro.  E.  H.  Stiles  : — 

Bro.  Henry  S.  Wheeless,  of  Washington  Lodge,  No.  3,  is  the  only  one  remaining 
for  me  to  speak  of,  and  I  can  scarce  do  this  without  tears.  He  was  a  young  man  and 
a  young  Mason.  He  was  possessed  of  manv  qualities  such  as  were  calculated  to 
endear  him  to  us,  and  in  his  death,  both  our  Lodge  and  the  community  at  large  sus- 
tained a  heavy  loss.  He  was  honest  in  purpose,  abstemious  in  habit,  attentive  to 
business.    Brave,  high-minded,  generous  to  a  fault,  he  detested  all  that  savored  of 
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meanness  or  littleness,  I  shall  only  mention  one  incident  in  his  life  :  At  one  time 
when  the  fever  was  at  its  worst  in  the  town,  there,  was  a  scarcity  of  ice  ;  none  was 
to  be  had  for  love  or  money;  oh,  the  heart-sinking  that  announcement  produced  ; 
,\li«.  have  never  been  in  the  midst  of  a  fever  epidemic,  cannot  realize  the  hor- 
ror of  it  :  how  every  little  piece  of  ice  is  treasured  up  ;  how  much  more  precious 
than  gold  it  becomes.  I  was  at  that  time  nursing  a  little  boy,  the  son  of  a  poor 
widow.  II.'  svas  in  a  very  critical  condition,  indeed;  already  that  restless,  nervous 
•  which  precedes  the  comatose  state,  sooner  or  later  to  end  in  death,  had  set 
in:  1  was  in  despair.  Henry  Wheeless  had  a  little  ice  ;  he  had  been  guarding  it 
with  zealous  care,  aa  two  of  his  own  family  were  then  down  with  the  fever;  I  would 
not  have  dreamed  of  asking  him  for  any  ;  money  would  not  have  induced  him  to  part 
with  it;  he  came  voluntarily  and  offered  to  divide  with  me;  it  was  a  very  small 
quantity,  it  is  true,  but  it  was  enough  ;  it  saved  the  boy's  life.  This  is  a  small  matter, 
vi  1  perhaps  nay;  why  speak  of  it  here?  It  is  true,  indeed,  it  is  a  small  matter, 
but  ah!  Worshipful  Master,  are  not  the  small,  the  trivial  things  of  this  world  the 
mighty  matters  of  eternity?  Do  we  not  remember,  sir,  that  when  Christ  sat  over 
againsl  the  treasury,  watching  those  who  put  in  their  gifts,  it  was  the  widow's  mite 
which  attracted  hia  notice  and  elicited  that  memorable  comment  that  goes  rolling 
down  the  ages  for  the  eternal  instruction  of  the  generations  of  mankind  :  "  She  has 
given  far  mine  than  all!"  And  who  knows,  sir,  but  that  when  that  lump  of  ice, 
small  though  it  was,  comes  to  be  weighed  in  the  scales  of  Omnipotence,  it  may  out- 
balance all  our  good  deeds? 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  again  from  the  able  and  ready 
pen  of  Bro.  Jamks  M.  Howry.    It  fills  more  than  one  hundred  pages  of  the  proceed- 
ings, and  is  not  a  single  page  too  long.     He  gives  a  liberal  and  extended  notice  to 
ornia  for  1877.     After  quoting  the  beginning  of  Grand  Master  Browne's  Address 
about  that  wine-made  mortar  in  Normandy,  Bro.  H.  thus  discourses  : — 

Wine  is  made  in  California,  and  is  a  common  beverage  there,  and  the  brethren 
there  may  be  able  to  sit  and  hear  the  recital  of  this  legend  without  making  the 
'•mouth  water"  for  a  little;  but  we  know  of  no  jurisdiction,  east  of  the  Rocky 
Mountains,  except  the  State  of  Maine,  where  vaults  of  wine  could  be  safely  opened 
and  applied  to  such  a  purpose  as  making  mortar  for  building  an  edifice.  We  don't 
see  how  those  men  ever  let  that  wine  go  into  the  mortar ! 

He  does  not  agree  with  our  Grand  Master  in  his  decision  relative  to  the  bearing 
of  the  action  of  Civil  Courts  in  Masonic  trials,  but  is  very  mild  in  his  dissent. 

We  thank  Bro.  Howtry  for  the  kind  words  he  writes  of  our  own  report  of  that  year, 
and  wish  we  had  space  to  quote  several  more  of  the  excellent  things  that  he  gives  us 
in  this  document.  If  he  will  only  visit  California  we  will  introduce  him  to  Bro. 
Bromley,  who  will  explain  theoretically  and  practically  what  a  "Clambake"  is. 

There  are  three  hundred  and  eight  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership 
of  nine  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine.  The  M.\  W.\  Frank  Burkitt  was 
elected  Grand  Master  and  the  R.\  W.\  J.  L.  Power  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

MISSOURI. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  commenced  its  fifty-eighth  Annual  Communication 
in  the  city  of  St.  Louis  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  1878,— the  M.\  Wr.  Thomas 
C.  Ready,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  U.\  W.\  John  D.  Vincil  being  Grand 
Secretary.     One  hundred  and  sixty-two  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  very  long,  occupying  thirty  pages  of  the 
proceedings.  But  it  is  well  written,  and  so  full  of  business  matter  that  one  can 
hardly  see  how  it  could  be  made  much  shorter.  He  commences  with  a  retrospect  of 
the  past  fifty-seven  years  of  the  existence  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  In  April,  1821,  that 
body  was  constituted  with  only  three  Lodges,  and  a  membership  of  one  hundred. 
The  city  of  St.  Louis  contained  only  five  thousand  inhabitants.  Beyond  it  was 
almost  a  wilderness.     The  State  had  just  been  admitted  into  the  Federal  Union  :— 

Farms  were  located,  merchandise  was  imported,  tradesmen  opened  busy  work- 
shops. Temples  of  justice  were  built,  soon  followed  by  churches,  and  anon  beside 
these,  earnest,  true  and  zealous  men  erected  altars  dedicated  to  virtue  and  to 
Masonry;  and  the  success  of  the  inauguration  of  a  distinct  Grand  Lodge  organiza- 
tion was  assured.  Year  after  year,  Lodges  were  added  to  the  number  on  the 
registry,  until  to-day,  the  three  Lodges  of  1821,  with  one  hundred  members,  have 
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increased  to  five  hundred  Lodges,  with  an  aggregate  membership  of  twenty-four 
thousand. 

He  hoped  that  the  Masons  of  to-day  would  guard  well  the  sacred  trust  left  as  a 
rich  legacy  by  their  fathers.  Several  pages  are  devoted  to  the  necrology  of  the 
year.  Death  had  indeed  been  busy,  and  the  Grand  Master  calls  the  roll  of  many 
who  have  passed  to  the  other  world.  One  was  the  venerable  Joseph  Foster,  who 
had  reached  the  ripe  old  age  of  seventy-five.  In  forty  years  he  had  missed  the 
Annual  Communications  of  the  Grand  Lodge  but  three  times.  Bro.  Enoch  M. 
Marvin,  a  Bishop  of  the  M.  E.  Church  South,  an  able,  laborious,  and  beloved  brother, 
"an  eminently  good  and  great  man,  after  a  life  of  consecration  to  the  Church  and  to 
the  cause  of  brotherly  love  and  truth,  had  also  gone  to  his  reward."  He  was  Grand 
Chaplain  for  many  years.  So  too,  the  Grand  Master  remembered  with  a  passing 
word  of  deserved  eulogy,  Past  Grand  Master  Andrew  J.  Wheeler,  of  Tennessee,  who 
fell  a  victim  to  the  yellow  fever  in  Memphis  "  while  caring  for  the  sick  and  dying 
of  his  brethren  and  friends  and  neighbors."  He  discusses  at  length  the  invasion  of 
the  jurisdictional  rights  of  Quebec  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  and  says  at 
the  close  :  "There  seems  to  be  but  one  course  to  pursue  in  this  matter  to  protect  our 
own  jurisdictional  rights  from  invasion  by  a  foreign  Bod}7.  We  must  sustain  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec."  The  whole  matter  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Correspondence  for  future  report. 

Mrs.  Mary  O'Sullivan,  widow  of  the  former  Grand  Secretary,  had  bequeathed 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  $3000  for  the  purpose  of  founding  a  Widows7  and 
Orphans'  Fund.  Trustees  were  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  same.  Liberal  do- 
nations had  been  forwarded  for  the  relief  of  yellow  fever  sufferers. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  thirty-six  of  his  decisions.  One  was,  that  "  no  petition 
for  membership  can  be  received  until  the  petitioner  shall  have  been  vouched  for  as 
a  Master  Mason."  We  think  such  a  ruling  would  not  be  out  of  place  in  our  own 
jurisdiction.  We  know  of  one  Lodge  that  not  only  received  such  a  petition  for 
affiliation,  but  also  elected  the  brother,  when  not  only  can  he  get  no  one  to  vouch  for 
him,  but  cannot,  to  save  his  life,  work  his  way  even  into  an  Entered  Apprentice  Lodge. 
He  is  an  elephant  on  the  hands  of  the  Lodge  at  present.  What  they  will  do  with  him 
remains  to  be  seen.  Another  decision  was  that  "  the  ante-rooms  of  a  Masonic 
Hall  should  not  be  rented  to  lawyers,  physicians,  or  for  any  other  purpose,  whether 
the  renters  be  Masons  or  not."  We  fully  concur.  Still  another  was  "that  the 
transportation  of  the  Lodge  and  body  of  a  deceased  brother  by  railroad,  to  the  place 
of  interment,  was  as  necessary  a  part  of  the  funeral  expenses  as  though  both  had 
been  conveyed  thither  by  carriages."  A  Lodge  had  refused  to  pay  the  bill  of 
expenses  incurred  by  another  Lodge  on  that  account.  The  Grand  Master  ordered  it 
to  be  paid. 

The  Grand  Master  had  determined  not  to  issue  one  single  dispensation  for  the  for- 
mation of  a  new  Lodge,  but  he  had  done  so,  notwithstanding,  in  sixteen  cases!  He 
thus  refers  to  the  direful  effects  of  a  cyclone  in  June  last,  upon  a  certain  town  and 
Lodge  in  the  jurisdiction.    The  effects  seem  almost  incredible  : — 

Upon  the  afternoon  of  June  the  first,  1878,  a  most  destructive  cyclone  visited  the 
city  of  Richmond,  destroying  nearly  one-third  of  the  city,  and  killing  ten  or  twelve 
of  its  citizens,  and  injuring  more  or  less  seriously,  about  eighty  others,  several  of 
whom  have  since  died.  The  Masonic  Hall  stood  in  the  path  of  the  destructive 
cyclone,  and  was  completely  demolished,  not  leaving  a  vestige  of  the  furniture,  books, 
papers,  charter  or  jewels.  All  were  carried  away,  never  to  be  found.  A  petition  for 
membership,  dated  in  1845,  was  found  twelve  miles  distant,  an  hour  after  the  storm 
had  passed,  showing  the  fearful  velocity  of  the  wind.  Several  of  our  brethren  were 
swept  into  the  vortex  of  this  terrible  cyclone,  and  met  a  violent  death.  Bro.  William 
A.  Donaldson,  Past  Master  of  the  Lodge,  was  stricken  down  at  his  yard  gnte,  in 
attempting  to  reach  his  residence  to  rescue  his  family  from  destruction.  The  air 
was  filled  with  flying  timbers,  a  piece  of  which  struck  him,  dashing  out  his  brains, 
and  he  died  in  fearful  torment  within  an  hour.  Bro.  William  W.  Jacobs,  an  old  and 
valued  member,  was  crushed  by  the  falling  walls  of  the  Masonic  Hall.  Several 
other  brethren  were  fearfully  injured.    In  addition  to  the  fearful  loss  of  life,  was  also 
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the  destruction  of  the  dwellings  of  many  of  the  brethren.  The  spot  where  once 
ful  and  comfortable  homefi  stood,  was  transformed  by  the  fury  of- the  storm-god 
into  a  confused  ma&s  of  riven  timbers  and  broken  furniture.  In  many  instances,  not 
a  vestige  was  left  to  mark  the  spot  where  once  stood  the  home  of  happiness  and  con- 
tent. In  a  few  moments,  the  accumulation  of  years  of  toil  was  swept  away,  and  the 
families  o\'  many  brethren  were  left  houseless,  homeless  and  destitute. 

The  Grand  Master  submitted  for  consideration  the  case  of  Visalia  Lodge,  No.  128, 
ilifornia,  v*.  Mitchell  Lodge,  No.  229,  of  Missouri,  it  being  a  claim  on  the  latter  for 
reimbursement  for  expenses  incurred  on  account  of  the  sickness  and  death  of  one 
of  its  members.     We  give  elsewhere  the  report  of  the  committee   of  the  Grand 
on  that  question. 
The  Following  is  a  peculiar  case,  which  we  give  at  length,  expressing  our  satisfac- 
tion that  the  Grand  Master  succeeded  in  cutting  the  gordian  knot  that  would  not  be 
untied  : — 

At  the  close  of  the  late  civil  war,  Independence  Lodge,  No.  76,  was  revived,  reha- 
bilitated, and  the  work  of  the  Lodge  resumed.  A  few  of  the  old  members  had  re- 
turned, and  they,  assisted  by  many  Masons  who  had  settled  in  Independence  during 
the  war.  revived  the  Lodge.  In  the  work  of  rebuilding  the  shattered  walls  of  the 
Temple,  they,  like  the  returning  Israelites  from  Babylonish  captivity,  gave  care  first 
to  the  clearing  away  the  rubbish  of  the  old,  preparatory  to  the  rebuilding  of  the  new 
Lodge.  The  books  were  overhauled  ;  all  the  members  in  arrears  were  summoned  to 
appear  and  pay  up  their  indebtedness.  Among  the  number  delinquent,  was  David 
Waldo.  At  tlie  time  of  the  issuance  of  the  summons,  David  Waldo  was  an  inmate 
of  the  lunatic  asylum,  at  Fulton,  his  health  having  failed,  and  his  mind  becoming  de- 
ranged in  consequence  of  the  loss  of  property  and  other  troubles  superinduced  by 
the  war.  With  or  without  service  of  summons,  the  trial  progressed  ex  parte,  and 
David  Waldo  was  adjudged  guilty,  and  suspended  from  all  the  rights  and  benefits  of 
Masonry.  Thus  the  matter  had  remained  until  his  death,  in  May,  1878,  when  permis- 
sion was  asked  to  bury  him  with  Masonic  honors.  1  answered,  "  A  suspended  Mason 
is  not  entitled  to  Masonic  burial."  A  second  telegram  asked  for  a  revocation  of  my 
decision,  and  asserted  that  he  had  been  illegally  suspended  whilst  an  inmate  of  the 
asylum,  and  physically  and  mentally  unable  to  answer  the  summons,  even  had  it  been 
officially  served.  1  again  answered,  "  It  cannot  be."  A  third  telegram  came,  plead- 
ing for  the  interposition  of  the  Grand  Master  to  amend  the  wrong  done  by  the  Lodge. 
Letters  from  old  brethren,  and  also  from  the  Lodge,  under  the  seal,  came,  giving  the 
facts  in  the  case,  acknowledging  the  illegality  of  the  sentence,  and  praying  for  per- 
mission to  accord  him  funeral  honors.  I  at  once  recognized  the  illegality  of  the 
action  of  the  Lodge,  and  the  great  wrong  perpetrated  upon  the  afflicted  brother,  and 
issued  an  order  for  the  burial  of  the  brother,  and  forwarded  a  decision  to  the  Lodge. 
I  ruled  that  the  action  of  the  Lodge  in  suspending  Bro.  David  Waldo,  whilst  he  was 
an  inmate  of  the  insane  asylum,  physically  and  mentally  incapacitated  from  obeying 
the  mandate  of  the  Lodge,  was  illegal,  and  in  violation  of  the  laws  of  Masonry,  and 
therefore  null  and  void;  and,  that  the  name  of  Bro.  Waldo  be  placed  upon  the 
registry  of  the  Lodge  as  a  member  in  good  standing,  and  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and 
benefits  of  Masonry,  including  the  right  of  Masonic  burial. 

We  give  here  the  report  of  the  special  committee  on  the  claim  of  Visalia  Lodge 
against  Mitchell  Lodge,  which  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  It  is  a  common 
sense,  and,  as  we  believe,  Masonic  view  of  the  obligations  between  Lodges,  though 
they  may  be  of  different  jurisdictions.  We  suppose  some  of  our  Grand  Reportorial 
brethren  will  give  us  a  rap  on  the  knuckles  for  so  saying,  but  it  would  come  out,  and 
we  say— All  honor  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri,  and  may  others  follow  its  good 
example  !  :  — 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  the  claim  of  Visalia  Lodge, 
No.  128,  California,  vs.  Mtlchell  Lodge,  No.  229,  Columbus,  Missouri,  won  d  respect- 
fully beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  carefully  investigated  the  facts  in  the  case  so 
far  as  they  are  shown  by  the  papers,  and  find  that  one  Bro.  Thos.  Matthews,  a 
member  of  Mitchell  Lodge,  went  to  California  several  years  ago.  While  there  he 
petitioned  and  received  the  Chapter  degrees  in  California;  subsequently  he  was 
taken  sick,  lingered  and  died.  During  his  sickness  he  was  taken  charge  of  by  ^,isalia 
LorU'e.  nurses  hired,  burial  clothes  procured,  coffin  furnished,  and  he  was  buried 
decently.  For  these  services  Visalia  Lodge  presents  a  bill  for  $183,  and  asks  that  the 
same  be  refunded  by  Mitchell  Lodge.  Mitchell  Lodge  declines  to  pay  it,  upon  the 
ground  that  at  the  time  of  his  decease  Bro.  Matthews  was  the  owner,  in  his  own 
righl,  of  real  and  personal  property  in  California  more  than  sufficient  to  have  paid 
his  funeral  expenses ;  and  that  Visalia  Lodge  ought  to  have  looked  to  his  estate  for 
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reimbursement.  Upon  this  question  there  is  a  conflict  of  testimony,  Visalia  Lodge 
contending  that  he  was  worth  nothing,  and  that  alter  his  death  they  made  search  and 
could  find  nothing. 

We  regret  that  this  controversy  should  have  arisen  between  a  Lodge  of  our  own 
jurisdiction  and  one  of  a  sister  jurisdiction,  especially  upon  a  question  of  so  delicate 
a  nature;  and  while  the  bill  may  seem  exorbitant,  yet  it  is  one  of  that  peculiar 
nature  that  tiie  good  judgment  and  Masonic  integrity  of  the  Lodge  performing  the 
services  should  not  have  been  questioned  ;  and  if  the  deceased  brother's  estate  was 
sufficient  to  repay  the  amount,  we  submit  whether  it  was  not  rather  the  duty  of  his 
own  Lodge  than  of  a  foreign  Lodge,  who  so  kindly  cared  for  him  while  away  from 
his  Masonic  home,  to  pay  the  bill  and  seek  reimbursement  from  his  estate.  We  think 
the  question  involved  one  that  should  be  settled  between  the  Lodges  concerned, 
without  seeking  the  interposition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  thereon,  if  possible.  The 
spirit  of  our  decisions  and  resolutions  on  this  subject  heretofore  made  would  seem  to 
establish  the  doctrine  that  these  claims  ought  to  be  paid  by  subordinate  Lodges  in 
our  own  jurisdiction,  when  they  have  the  ability  to  do  so  ;  and  we  see  no  reason  to 
depart  from  this  rule  in  the  case  before  us.  upon  the  facts  submitted  to  your  com- 
mittee. We  therefore  recommend  that  Mitchell  Lodge,  No.  229,  pay  the  claim  of 
Yisalia  Lodge,  No.  128,  if  it  has  the  ability  so  to  do  ;  and  in  case  it  has  not  the 
means  on  hand,  that  it  correspond  with  said  Visalia  Lodge  in  a  fraternal  spirit,  and 
adjust  the  matter  in  a  way  satisfactory  to  all  parties. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  our  excellent 
and  clerical  brother  John  D.  Vincil,  the  Grand  Secretary.  Tt  was  his  first  appear- 
ance in  that  role,  and  our  brother  asks  for  mild  and  tender  judgment  in  consequence. 
But  we  can  assure  him  that  no  apology  is  needed,  for  he  has  given  us  an  admirable 
and  well  digested  report,  nearly  one  hundred  and  eighty  pages  in  length.  They  do 
not  believe  in  straight-jackets  in  that  jurisdiction,  and  we  are  glad  of  it,  when  men 
like  Bro.  Vincil  hold  the  pen  and  scissors.  California  for  1877  receives  an  extended 
and  friendly  notice.  He  says  our  Grand  Master  has  "shown  his  ability  to  work  as 
well  as  to  govern,  and  the  will  has  been  equaled  only  by  the  ability."  He  then 
quotes  approvingly  from  the  excellent  Address  of  that  year.  He  particularly  empha- 
sizes what  was  said  therein  about  the  vice  of  profanity,  and  adds  this  comment: 
"Yes,  '  unwise,'  '  useless,'  and  this  is  a  very  mild  characterization  of  the  unmasonic 
habit.  We  hold  the  habit  to  be  highly  immoral,  and  unworthy  of  the  members  of  an 
Institution  acknowledged  to  be  moral.  *  Freemasonry  is  a  beautiful  system  of 
morality.'  "  Your  hand  on  that,  Bro.  Vincil.  We  indorse  every  word  of  your  and  the 
Grand  Master's  criticism.  Bro.  Vincil  thinks  that "  the  proceedings,  and  especially 
the  Report  of  our  Grand  Secretary,  show  that  there  is  a  Master  Workman  in  charge 
of  the  fiscal  affairs  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California."  We  make  our  own  bow  of 
acknowledgment  for  the  handsome  things  said  of  our  report  for  that  year  ;  and  hope 
that  this  first  appearance  of  Bro.  Vincil  will  not  be  the  last. 

An  excellent  oration  by  Bro.  Oren  Root,  Jr.,  Grand  Orator,  is  published  in  the 
appendix.  We  would  like  to  make  some  extracts,  but  our  review  has  already 
exceeded  our  limits. 

There  are  four  hundred  and  ninety-six  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  mem- 
bership of  twenty-four  thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety-six.  The  M.\  W.\  Noah 
M.  Givan  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the  B.'.W.'.  John  D.Vincil  was  re-elected 
Grand  Secretary. 

MONTANA. 

The  fourteenth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Montana  was 
held  in  Virginia  City  on  the  first  day  of  October,  1878,— .the  Mr.  Wr.  William  A. 
Clark,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.\  Cornelius  Hedges  being  Grand 
Secretary.    Eighteen  Lodges  were  represented. 

When  the  celebrated  Horace  Greeley  (  peace  to  his  ashes  !  )  gave  that  world- 
renowned  advice —  "Young  man,  go  West,"  it  is  evident  that  Montana  was  the  ob- 
jective point  reached  by  many  followers  of  that  advice.  They  seem  to  have  been 
the  material  from  which  places  of  honor  and  trust  have  been  filled,  and  doubtless  to 
the  glory  and  appropriateness  of  the  learned  sage's  suggestion.    We  have  been 
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led  Into  this  digression  by  a  glance  at  the  pleasant  features  of  the  Grand  Master, 
which  look  upon  one  who  opens  these  handsomely  printed  proceedings.  Bro. 
(i.vKK  will  live  many  years  before  his  head  is  "silvered  o'er  with  gray,"  and  again 
wi'  repeal  our  remark  of  last  year,  that  our  brethren  in  Montana  do  not  bring 
Forward  the  Xestora  of  the  Craft  to  preside  in  the  Grand  East.  This  good  brother  is 
DO  exception  t  i  thifl  rule,  and  no  doubt  he  has  often  congratulated  himself  that  he 
did  what  philosopher  Greeley  advised.  May  he  long  live  to  give  his  valuable 
the  Craft.  Bro.  Hedges  will  please  excuse  this  digression,  and  not  strike 
back  too  hard. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  not  long,  but  gives  evidence  that  he 
has  been  I  hard  worker  in  his  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Craft.  He  .gives 
to  tin*  emotions  excited  by  the  fact  that  the  Grand  Lodge  had  met  in  the  place 
where  Masonry  first  found  a  home  in  Montana.  In  1864  the  first  Lodge  was  instituted 
l»y  the  Grand  Master  of  Kansas,  in  Virginia  City.  "The  eventful  years  since 
swiftly  passed  have  drifted  most  of  its  founders  and  first  members  hither  and  thither 
in  the  world's  activities  ;  some  of  them  have  passed  through  the  strife  into  eternal 
j  but  upon  the  minds  of  the  remaining  ones  are  recorded  ineffaceably  the  signal 
events  of  that  time."  He  had  decided  that  a  man  with  but  one  eye  could  not  be 
made  a  Mason  ;  that  a  hall  not  belonging  to  the  Lodge,  and  occupied  at  times  by 
another  society,  could  not  be  dedicated  to  Masonry;  that  there  could  be  no  joint 
participation  with  any  non-Masonic  society  in  a  funeral :  all  which  was  declared 
to  be  good  law  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  He  censures,  and  rightly  too,  the  "  laxity  and 
indifference  of  investigating  committees/'  by  reason  of  which  disreputable  persons 
sometimes  get  within  the  temple,  to  the  dishonor  and  disgrace  of  the  Craft. 

We  are  glad  to  read  the  following-  good  news  of  prosperous  Montana,  and  wish 
it  were  true  of  other  jurisdictions.  But  we  will  continue  to  hope  that  the  "  good 
time  is  coming."     He  says  that — 

Plenty  abounds  everywhere  in  Montana.  Mines  have  been  prolific  and  harvests 
abundant.  New  towns  are  springing  into  existence  ;  express  coaches  are  freighted 
with  the  product  of  our  silver  reduction  works  ;  commercial  failures  are  almost 
unknown  ;  and  competency  is  withiu  the  easy  reach  of  all  able,  industrious  people. 
The  invigorating  air  irom  our  snowy  mountains,  and  the  cold,  granite-filtered  water 
flowing  lrom  their  bases,  conduce  to  healthfulness  and  preclude  the  germination  of 
pestilence. 

Happy  Montana.  If  she  is  thus  blessed  without  a  railroad,  what  would  she  be 
with  that  blessing  or— curse  ?  Quien  sabe?  In  response  to  an  appeal  from  the  Grand 
Master,  the  several  Lodges  had  contributed  nearly  $1000  for  the  relief  of  the  yellow 
fever  sufferers. 

The  Grand  Secretary,  in  his  report,  gives  the  finale  to  the  matter  once  in  dispute 
between  Silver  Star  Lodge,  No.  17,  Montana,  and  Eureka,  No.  1G,  of  California, 
touching  reimbursement  for  the  care  of  a  sick  brother  belonging  to  the  former.  Sev- 
eral additional  remittances  having  been  forwarded,  there  was  still  due  $137,  when 
Eureka  Lodge  forwarded  a  receipt  in  full.  "Thus,"  adds  the  Grand  Secretary,  "was 
one  of  our  own  Lodges  saved;  another,  in  a  friendly  jurisdiction,  relieved  of  a  burden 
incurred  in  behalf  of  a  Montana  Mason  and  in  trust  of  a  Montana  Lodge  ;  the  good 
name  of  Masonry  and  of  our  own  jurisdiction  vindicated;  and  a  useful  lesson  learned 
for  ourselves  and  taught  to  others."  The  course  pursued  by  the  Grand  Lodge  and  its 
subordinates  was  a  noble  and  honorable  one,  and  contrasts  favorably  with  the  nig- 
gardliness met  with  in  some  quarters. 

A  proposition  having  been  made  to  raise  the  salary  of  the  Grand  Secretary  from 
$300  to  (500  per  annum,  that  officer  suggested  that  he  doubted  whether  the  Grand 
Lodge  was  in  a  condition  to  stand  the  advance.  But  the  resolution  was  unanimously 
adopted,  nevertheless,  and  we  beg  leave  to  say  the  increase  was  justly  merited.  The 
following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  :— 

Resolved,  That  no  longer  recognizing  in  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  as  at  present 
constituted,  what  we  regard  as  fundamental  and  essential  features  of  Masonry,  all 
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Masonic  intercourse  is  hereby  forbidden  with  it,  its  subordinate  Lodges,  or  the  mem- 
bers of  its  obedience. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  from  the  pen  of  the  Grand 
Secretary,  and,  though  he  writes  under  the  influence  of  a  pecuniary  straight-jacket,  he 
lias  given  us  a  very  readable  report  of  sixty  pages.  Of  these  California  for  1877  re- 
ceives more  than  its  due  proportion,  but  Bro.  Hedges  fairly  ached  to  make  it  twice 
as  long.  He  compliments  our  Grand  Master,  Grand  Secretary,  and  Grand  Orator,  as 
they  all  justly  deserve,  and  our  humble  self  a  little  more  than  that,  but  we  thank  him 
all  the  same.    Of  Bro.  Bromley's  report  Bro.  Hedges  says  :— 

The  four  page  report  of  Bro.  Bromley  on  the  Saucelito  clam-bake  is  almost  as 
good  to  read  as  it  would  have  been  to  share  the  feast.  It  is  a  gem  of  humor  and 
would  smooth  the  wrinkles  from  the  most  dyspeptic  or  careworn  face.  We  would 
like  to  petition  for  membership  in  Clam-bake  Lodge. 

There  are  twenty-two  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  six  hun- 
dred and  sixty-four.  The  M.\  W.'.  John  Stedman  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the 
IL'.  W.\  Cornelius  Hedges  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

NEBRASKA. 

The  twenty-second  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State  was 
held  in  Lincoln  on  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  June,  1879,— the  I{.\  W.\  James  A. 
Tulleys,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.'.  William  11.  Bowen 
being  Grand  Secretary.    Sixty-one  Lodges  were  represented. 

Grand  Master  Valentine,  being  absent,  transmitted  his  Address,  which  was  read 
by  the  Grand  Secretary.  He  paid  a  merited  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Past  Grand 
Master  Frank  Welch,  who  had  died  during  the  year.  Bro.  Welch  was  a  member 
of  Congress  at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  the  Grand  Master  gives  at  some  length  the 
proceedings  at  the  funeral  of  the  deceased  brother. 

In  answer  to  his  appeal,  liberal  contributions  had  been  made  for  the  relief  of  the 
yellow  fever  sufferers,  but  the  amount  given  is  purposely  withheld  from  publication 
by  the  Grand  Secretary.  Dispensations  had  been  granted  for  two  new  Lodges.  On 
the  third  day  of  February  last,  being  about  to  leave  the  State,  he  notified  the  Deputy 
Grand  Master  of  the  fact,  and  that  officer,  since  then,  had  presided  over  the  Craft. 

The  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Bro.  Tulleys,  delivered  an  Address,  stating  what  his 
work  had  been  as  Acting  Grand  Master.  He  had  issued  dispensations  for  the  formation 
of  two  new  Lodges,  making  four  in  the  jurisdiction  during  the  year.  He  had  also  laid 
the  corner-stone  of  the  Baptist  Church  in  Alexandria, 

The  Gran  J  Secretary,  in  his  report,  states  that  all  the  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction 
are  incorporations,  under  a  general  statute  of  the  State. 

The  Grand  Representative  from  Manitoba  submitted  a  report,  giving  a  detailed 
account  of  the  internal  troubles  in  that  jurisdiction.  We  have  already  alluded  to 
these  in  our  reviews  of  Manitoba.  The  Grand  Representatives  from  Michigan  and 
Mississippi  also  submitted  reports  relative  to  affairs  in  those  jurisdictions.  As  there 
is  no  Report  from  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  these  three  partially  supply 
the  vacancy. 

A  fine  oration  was  delivered  by  Bro.  George  B.  France.  We  would  like  to  cull 
some  extracts  from  this  eloquent  production,  but  the  late  hour  at  which  these  pro- 
ceedings came  to  hand  compel  us  to  be  very  brief. 

A  Lodge  of  Sorrow  was  held  in  memory  of  Past  Grand  Master  Frank  Welch,  at 
which  several  addresses  were  made. 

There  are  sixty-five  Lodges  m  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  three 
thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty-seven.  The  M.\  W.\  Rolland  H.  Oakley  was 
elected  Grand  Master  and  the  B,\  W.\  William  R.  Bo  wen  was  re-elected  Grand 
Secretary. 
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NEVADA. 

i:nl  Lodge  of  Nevada  commenced  its  fifteenth  Annual  Communication  in  the 
;  Virginia  on  the  tenth  day  of  June,  1879,— the  M.\W.\  Henry  L.  Fish,  Grand 
.  presiding,  and  the   R.\  W.\  John  D.  Hammond  being  Grand  Secretary. 
:i  Lodgefl  irere  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  congratulated  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  fact  that  death  had  not 
made  any  inroads  upon  the  members  of  that  body.     All  were  present  to  help  on  the 
by  their  ripe  experience  and  good  counsels.     Relations  with  foreign  Masonic 
Bodies  remained  unchanged.    The  Grand  Orient  of  France,  though  urged  to 
bv  many  other  Grand  Bodies,  had  not  receded  from  its  recent  acts,  in  striking 
the  name  of  God  from  its  ritual,  but  had  deliberately  re-affirmed  its  position.     "  Such 
avowed  intention,*' remarks  the  Grand  Master,  "  cannot  but  hasten  action  by  all 
American  Grand  Lodges  prohibiting  all  Masonic  intercourse  with  any  person  belong- 
ing to  a  Lodge  wherein  the  existence  of  Diety  is  either  denied  or  ignored."      He 
deprecated  the  recent  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  in  its  invasion  of  the 
rights  of  Quebec  as  being  "  unfraternal,  unwise,  and  unjust."      The  Grand  Lodge 
Concurred  and  passed  some  strong  resolutions  on  the  subject. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba  was  fraternally  recognized.  The  Representatives 
from  other  Grand  Bodies  were,  during  the  Communication,  formally  introduced  and 
Ived  with  the  private  Grand  Honors.  Speeches  were,  of  course,  made  on  both 
sides  :  Bro.  Taylor  having  been  deputized  to  speak  on  behalf  of  all  the  "  Big  Injuns." 
Bro.  T.  is  always  ready  and  happy  on  such  occasions,  and  should  he  ever  visit  the 
w  Indian  Territory  "  jurisdiction,  would  doubtless  be  made  a  "  High  Chief"  of  one  of 
the  tribes,  and  receive  the  new  name  of  "  Big  Talk." 

On  a  decision  of  the  Grand  Master  relative  to  non-affiliates  the  Committee  on 
lie  Jurisprudence  reported  as  follows,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  concui-red  : — 

All  Masons  in  this  jurisdiction  who,  after  having  been  faithfully  and  fully  warned, 
shall  fail  or  refuse  to  appear  as  herein  required,  or  appearing,  refuse  to  affiliate  or 
show  cause  for  non-affiliation,  shall  be  deemed  unworthy  of  and  denied  all  Masonic 
privileges,  rites,  and  charities,  and  shall  be  suspended  from  the  same.  The  Master 
(shall  tjeclare  them  to  be  suspended  by  operation  of  law,  unless  they  produce  a  cer- 
tificate from  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge,  or  the  Secretary  of  the  Masonic  Board  of 
Belief,  within  whose  jurisdiction  they  reside,  or  from  the  Grand  Secretary,  that  they 
have  contributed  to  said  Lodge,  Board  of  Relief,  or  this  Grand  Lodge,  an  amount 
equivalent  to  the  dues  of  such  Lodge. 

That's  a  large  stone  hurled  at  the  heads  of  these  troublesome  people,  and  it 
remains  to  be  seen  whether  it  will  hit  many. 

Bro.  Tkenmor  Coffin,  Grand  Orator,  delivered  a  fine  address,  which  is  published 
in  the  proceedings.  He  sketches  the  history— real  and  fanciful— of  Freemasonry, 
and  in  speaking  of  the  antagonism  with  formidable  religious  bodies,  and  the  ultimate 
freedom  from  the  yoke  of  all,  copies  this  singular  paragraph  from  an  English  Ma- 
sonic writer : — 

Palpable  and  amusing  evidences  of  this  early  acquired  independence  is  afforded 
by  many  ludicrous  and  irreverent  devices  introduced  into  the  carvings  of  sundry 
German  churches.  At  Strasburg,  for  instance,  in  one  of  the  transepts  opposite  the 
pulpit,  an  ass  is  reading  mass  at  the  altar,  while  a  bear  carrying  a  cross,  a  wolf  with 
a  taper,  a  hog,  a  goat,  and  a  bitch  are  forming  a  procession.  In  the  cathedral  at 
Brandenburg,  a  fox  in  priestly  vestments  is  preaching  to  a  congregation  of  geese. 
At  Dobbenan,  in  Mecklenburg,  in  a  beautifully  carved  altar-piece,  two  priests  are 
grinding  dogmas  out  of  a  mill.  At  Berne,  in  a  representation  of  the  last  Judgment, 
the  Pope  is  among  the  damned ;  while  in  the  Church  of  St.  Sebaldus,  at  Nuremburg, 
and  elsewhere,  are  to  be  seen  gross  and  profane  satires  on  the  corruption  and  irre- 
ligion  of  the  religious  orders  of  both  sexes.  "  It  is  probable,"  adds  Bro.  Coffin, 
"  that  here  arose  that  mutual  hatred  between  Freemasonry  and  the  Church  of  Rome, 
which  resulted  in  the  Papal  Bull  declaring  all  Freemasons  to  be  ipso  facto  excom- 
municates. But  Freemasonry  has  from  that  day  to  this  been  able  to  keep  entirely 
free,  not  only  from  that  Church,  but  from  any  other  earthly  power." 
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The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is,  of  course,  from  the  pen  of 
Bro.  Robert  H.  Taylor,  and  equally,  of  course,  is  one  of  the  very  best  that  emanates 
from  the  "  M.  A.  S."  Bro.  Taylor  could  not  make  an  unreadable  report  if  he  tried, 
and  we  are  pleased  to  say,  he  never  tries.  The  present  report  occupies  one  hundred 
and  sixty-seven  pages,  and  if  it  has  any  fault,  it  is  that  to  which  we  also  plead  guilty, 
viz.:  too  much  scissors  and  not  enough  pen.  But  even  then  Bro.  Taylor  knows  how- 
to  use  his  great  ally  with  discretion.  We  cry  "  quit*  "  with  him  on  that  age  question, 
and  if  he  will  take  back  his  insinuation  that  we  are  "  old,*'  we  will  ours  of  his  "  youth- 
fulness."  It  appears  from  a  slip  of  his  own  pen  that  he  is  just  six  years  our  junior,  and 
therefore  it  may  be  reasonably  inferred  that  both  have  arrived  at  years  of  discretion. 
Give  us  your  hand,  brother,  across  the  Sierras.  May  your  shadow  never  be  less,  and 
may  it  be  our  good  fortune  to  read  twenty  more  of  your  reports.  Why,  bless  your 
soul,  we  are  yet  in  the  very  prime  of  life  ! 

Bro.  Taylor  calls  Grand  Master  Browne's  Address  "  a  magnificent  paper,"  and 
proves  the  assertion  to  his  readers  by  liberal  extracts  therefrom.  In  his  review  of 
Colorado  he  gives  the  Grand  Master  a  rap  on  the  knuckles  for  not  quoting  scripture 
correctly.  Right,  Bro.  T.,  keep  on  in  your  diligent  study  of  the  Good  Book,  and  see 
that  others  do  the  same.  It  is  the  "  Great  Light,"  and  should  always  shine  by  its 
own  and  not  another's  rays.  In  answer  to  the  Louisiana  brother,  he  gives  these 
excellent  reasons  why  the  word  "  Order"  should  not  be  applied  to  Freemasonry  : — 

In  the  first  place  the  word  "Order,"  as  applied  to  associations  of  men,  wis  orig- 
inally used  to  designate  classes  of  men  who  were  bound  together  by  peculiar 
religious  or  military  vows,  and  who  devoted  themselves  solely  to  the  assumed  duties 
and  obligations  which  those  vows  imposed  upon  them  ;  viz.:  the  "  Order  of  Dru.d-,'' 
"the  Knights  Hospitallers  of  the  Order  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem,"  the  "Order  of 
Jesuits,"  which  was  founded  to  fight  for  the  glory  of  God  against  all  infidels,  etc.,  He. 
The  various  classes  of  Roman  Catholics,  grouped  into  separate  societies,  under  differ- 
ent names,  and  devoted  to  Monachism,  are  "Orders."  Masonry  claims  its  votaries 
from  all  classes  of  society,  and  the  assumption  of  its  vows  does  not  require  separa- 
tion from  society  or  the  withdrawal  from  the  active  social  duties  of  life.  Hence,  we 
think  the  word  "Order"  is  not  applicable  to  a  Fraternity.  in  the  next  place,  we 
dislike  the  use  of  the  word  as  applied  to  Ancient  Craft  Masonry,  because  it  is  adopted 
by  many  societies  of  modern  growth  and  diverse  aims,  and  we  want  to  let  them  have 
lie  exclusive  use  of  it.  We  can  do  without  it  in  our  Masonic  literature,  having  the 
Choice  of  a  number  of  words  which  carry  with  them  a  distinctive  reference  to  the 
character  of  our  institution. 

It  will  not  do  Grand  Masters  any  harm  if  they  heed  and  follow  the  following  very 
good  advice,  which  Bro.  Taylor  gives  in  the  conclusion  of  his  Report : — 

We  would  like  to  say  a  word  or  two  to  Grand  Masters.  In  rendering  and  report- 
ing decisions  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  it  would  be  well  to  frame  them  so  as  to  avoid 
the  jumble  of  questions  and  answers,  and  the  statement  of  the  names  of  parties  and 
Lodges.  State  the  facts,  if  you  please,  and  then  put  the  decision  in  abstract  terms, 
so  that  it  may  be  readily  referred  to  as  a  precedent,  and  you  will  find  that  your  decis- 
ions will  be  more  satisfactory  to  those  who  ask  for  them,  and  also  to  yourselves. 

There  are  twenty  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  fourteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy-six.  The  M.\  W.'.  DeWitt  C.  McKexney  was  elected  Grand 
Master  and  the  R.'.W.'.  John  D.  Hammond  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

NEW    BRUNSWICK. 

The  proceedings  of  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  Annual  Communications  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  Brunswick  come  to  us  in  the  same  goodly  sized  and  well  priuted 
pamphlet. 

They  are  preceded  by  those  of  two  Special  Communications,  the  first  held  in  the 
city  of  St.  John  on  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  May,  1878,  called  to  lay  the  corner  stone 
of  the  new  City  Hall  in  that  place.  The  exercises  were  interesting,  although  a  drench- 
ing rain  detracted  much  from  the  personal  comfort,  of  the  brethren.  The  edifice 
was  erected  in  place  of  the  one  destroyed  in  the  great  fire  of  last  year.    Its  site  was 
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formerly  occupied  by  the  Commercial  Bank  of  New  Brunswick,  and  we  read  that 
11  on  preparing  the  foundation  for  this  City  Hall,  the  cornerstone  of  that  building  was 
uncovered,  and  the  records  there  found  were  preserved  and  are  now  deposited  in  a 
separate  paroel  within  the  corner  stone  laid  this  day."  This  would  seem  to  settle 
the  question  as  to  the  preservation  and  durability  of  articles  deposited  in  corner- 
Btones. 

The  other  Special  Communication  was  held  in  the  same  city,  on  the  first  day  of 
July.  1878,  and  was  called  to  lay  the  corner  stone  of  the  "New  Brunswick  Masonic 
Ball."  The  proceedings  on  this  occasion  were  very  elaborate  as  well  as  imposing, 
and,  with  the  eloquent  oration  by  Past  Grand  Master  Wedderbun,  occupy  more  than 
twenty  pages  of  the  pamphlet  before  us.  We  quote  with  pleasure  the  concluding 
paragraph  of  the  oration  : — 

Let  us  look  above  the  inanimate  stone  and  mortar.  Goodly  as  shall  be  this  taber- 
nacle, and  its  gateway  pleasant  to  our  feet;  rich  and  redolent,  and  vocal  its  courts 
with  joy,  and  its  atmosphere  perfumed  with  the  incense  of  praise;  consecrated  to 
lofty  purposes,  sacred  to  our  ancient  and  venerable  mysteries;  the  shrine  of  our 
Masonic  faith;  the  sanctuary  of  our  Masonic  hope;  the  home  of  our  Masonic 
love  ;  it  must  fall  at  last,  and  fall  forever.  The  fingers  of  decay  shall  crumble  and 
■r  these  stones  ;  our  altars  shall  be  torn  down  and  become  desolate  ;  there  shall 
be  the  broken  column,  but,  alas!  no  virgin  left  to  weep  beneath  it.  Time,  having 
blemished  the  ringlets  of  her  hair,  shall  himself  have  vanished  ;  the  all-devouring 
scythe  shall  lay  snapt  asunder  amid  the  magnificent  ruins,  and  the  cloud-capped 
towers,  the  gorgeous  palaces,  the  solemn  temples,  the  great  globe  itself  shall  dissolve; 
yet,  rising  above  these  ashes,  and  uniting  above  the  debris  ;  indestructible,  immutable 
and  immortal ;  panoplied  in  perpetual  glory;  unaged  by  years,  unmarred  by  change, 
unwrinkled  by  decrepitude,  the  principles  of  Fieemasonry  shall  yet  survive— purer 
than  a  vestal,  fairer  than  a  moonbeam,  eternal  as  the  Infinite;  for  they  are  based 
and  built  upon  Truth,  and  the  eternal  years  of  God  are  hers. 


The  eleventh  Annual  Communication  was  held  in  St.  John  on  the  twenty-fifth 
day  of  September,  1878,— the  M.\  W.\  Robert  T.  Church,  Grand  Master,  presiding, 
and  the  R.\  W.'.  Wm.  T.  Bunting  being  Grand  Secretary.  Eighteen  Lodges  were 
represented. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  Address,  congratulated  the  Fraternity  on  the  present 
position  and  prospects  of  the  Craft  in  this  jurisdiction.  He  acknowledged  with  grati- 
tude the  aid  received  from  other  jurisdictions  to  relieve  the  sufferers  by  the  late  de- 
structive fire.  Application  had  been  made  for  the  establishment  of  one  new  Lodge, 
which  he  referred  for  action  to  the  Grand  Lodge.    The  petition  was  granted. 

The  Grand  Secretary  submitted  a  full  report  of  his  work  during  the  year.  An 
amendment  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Constitution  was  adopted,  changing  the  time  for  the 
Annual  Communication  from  September  to  April. 

The  amount  of  money  contributed  from  other  jurisdictions  for  the  relief  of  suffer- 
ers by  the  fire,  was  $8431  35.  There  remained  a  balance  unexpended  of  $1663  15. 
which  would  be  disbursed  as  a  relief  fund  during  the  coming  winter.  A  resolution 
was  adopted  protesting  against  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  in  char- 
tering new  Lodges  within  the  Province  of  Quebec. 

The  Jf.\  TT.\  Robert  Marshall  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  he  re-appointed 
the  R.\  W.\  W*.  F.  Bunting  as  Grand  Secretary. 


The  twelfth  Annual  Communication  was  held  in  St.  John  on  the  thirtieth  day  of 
April,  1379,— the  M.\  W.\  Robert  Marshall,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  72.-. 
W.'.  William  F.  Bunting  being  Grand  Secretary.  Twenty-one  Lodges  were  repre- 
sented. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  was  brief  and  devoted  to  local  Masonic  affairs. 
The  new  Masonic  Temple  was  so  nearly  completed  that  the  Grand  Lodge  assembled 
in  its  new  Hall.  An  active  and  worthy  Past  Grand  Master,  Bro.  Robert  Gowan,  had 
died  during  the  year.  He  was  seventy-six  years  of  age  and  had  resided  in  the 
province  for  fifty-six  years. 
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The  Grand  Lodges  of  Indian  Territory  and  New  Mexico  were  fraternally  recog- 
nized and  welcomed,  but  action  was  deferred  upon  the  dual  application  from  the 
Island  of  Cuba.    There  is  no  report  from  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

There  are  thirty-four  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  two 
thousand  three  hundred  and  seventeen.  The  Grand  Master  was  re-elected  and  the 
Grand  Secretary  re-appointed. 

NEW  JERSEY. 

The  ninety-second  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey 
was  held  in  the  city  of  Trenton  on  the  twenty-second  day  of  January,  1879,— the 
M.\  W.'.  Marshall  B.  Smith,  Grand  Mister,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.\  Joseph  H. 
Hough  being  Grand  Secretary.  Representatives  were  present  from  one  hundred 
and  thirty-two  Lodges. 

The  Grand  Master  and  Junior  Grand  Warden  of  the  jurisdiction  of  Pennsylvania, 
being  present,  were  formally  introduced  and  received  with  the.  usual  Grand  honors. 

Grand  Master  Smith  read  an  able  and  well  written  Address.  Grateful  for  the 
iionor  conferred  upon  him,  by  an  election  for  three  successive  years,  he  had  striven 
to  the  best  of  his  ability  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  faithfully,  and,  as  he 
hoped,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Craft.  Dispensation  had  been  granted  for  the 
establishment  of  one  new  Lodge.  On  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  battle 
of  Monmouth,  (June  28,  1878,)  he  had  officiated  at  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone  of 
a  monument  to  be  erected  to  the  memory  of  the  "  heroic  Craftsmen  who  under  the 
burning  sun  of  a  June  day,  one  hundred  years  ago,  struck  a  decisive  blow  in 
defense  of  colonial  rights  and  human  liberty.''  From  a  casual  notice  in  the  Grand 
Master's  Address,  we  infer  that  this  latter  day  was  about  as  hot  as  its  predecessor, 
for  he  complained  of  the  undue  length  of  the  march,  made  the  more  fatiguing  from 
the  intense  heat.  But  he  tritely  remarks  that  "  two  of  my  predecessors  in  the 
office  of  Grand  Master  having  borne  the  heat  and  burdens  of  the  day,  in  defense  of 
our  liberties,  on  June  28th,  1778,  it  was  a  privilege  to  assist  in  paying  even  this  tardy 
tribute  to  their  wisdom  and  Masonic  worth  after  the  lapse  of  a  hundred  years." 
In  the  address  delivered  by  the  Grand  Master,  at  the  laying  of  the  corner  stone,  we 
also  find  these  items,  which  we  give  for  the  benefit  of  our  own  readers  :— 

Especially  as  Masons  have  we  a  right  to  honor  this  day  and  its  associations.  Our 
institution,  planted  on  the  soil  of  New  Jersey  in  1730,  has,  for  nearly  one  hundred  and 
fifty  years,  embraced  within  its  number  great  and  brave  and  good  men  of  this  Com- 
monwealth. Every  General  (so  Tar  as  known)  in  the  historic  battle  at  Monmouth 
Court  House  was  a  Craftsman  tried  and  true  ;  one  of  them  was  afterward  Governor 
of  New  Jersey  and  Grand  Master  of  Masons,  and  two  others  were  also  Grand  Mas- 
ters of  New  Jersey.  Of  the  twenty-seven  Governors  New  Jersey  has  had,  fourteen 
have  been  or  are  members  of  our  Fraternity,  and  seven  of  them,  beginning  with 
Governor  Richard  Howell,  active  officers  or  member*  of  our  Grand  Lodge.  The 
first  Grand  Master  of  New  Jersey  after  the  Revolution  was  the  Hon.  David  Break- 
ley,  Chief  Justice  of  the  State,  who,  with  distinguished  ability,  governed  the  Craft 
as  Grand  Master  for  four  years  (from  1786  to  1790  inclusive.)  In  Olive  Branch  Lodge, 
St.  John's  Lodge,  and  in  many  other  old  historic  Lodges  of  this  jurisdiction,  soldiers 
and  officers  of  the  Revolution  held  the  gavel  and  ruled  the  labors  of  the  Craft. 

Thus  the  history  of  Freemasonry  in  New  Jersey  is  linked  with  the  patriotic  record 
of  the  Commonwealth  ;  and  to-day  we  weld  another  link  as,  in  the  presence  of  our 
honored  Chief  Magistrate  and  his  immediate  predecessors— true  Craftsmen  all — we 
symbolize  our  loyalty  to  the  State  and  our  reverence  for  the  heroic  dead,  in  this  per- 
fect ashlar  that,  bedded  in  the  courses  laid  by  the  hands  of  operative  Masons,  shall 
be  a  memorial,  to  the  centuries  yet  unborn,  of  the  undimmed  patriotism  of  New 
Jersey,  and  of  the  loyalty  of  our  time-honored  institution.  Amid  the  booming  of 
artillery,  the  measured  tread  of  soldiery,  and  the  gathering  host  of  historic  associa- 
tions, we  of  the  great  Masonic  Brotherhood  can  hear  the  voice  of  the  God  who  rules 
in  the  camp  as  by  the  fireside,  in  the  State  as  in  the  family,  proclaiming  "Peace  on 
earth  ;  "  and  even  at  this  hour,  on  this  old  historic  battle-field,  we  look  forward  joy- 
ously to  the  day 

"  When  forever 
War's  dread  banners  shall  be  furled, 
And  the  angel  Peace  be  welcomed 
As  Regent  of  the  world." 
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The  sum  of  $1900  had  been  contributed  for  the  relief  of  the  yellow  fever  sufferers. 
i  the  cases  of  discipline  mentioned  in  the  Grand  Master's  Address  was  that  of 
I   Blaster  who  had  been  suspended  for  habitual  intemperance.     In  communicating 
thi>  suspension  the  Grand  Master  states  that  — 

I  wrote  him  a  fraternal,  unofficial  letter,  urging  him  to  reform  and  recover  his 

manhood.     One  of  the  most  gratifying  of  my  official  acts  was  that  of  restoring  him, 

qnently,  to  his  office,  a  reformed  man  and  brother,  at  the  urgent  request  of  the 

The  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  the  Grand  Wardens  also,  submitted  reports  of 

their  Masonic  action  during  the  year.    In  consideration  of  the  fact  that  the  venerable 

Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  Hough,  had  filled  that  office  with  Masonic  faithfulness  for  forty 

*     9,  his  salary  was  raised  to  $1500  per  annum.     The  office  of  Grand  Instructor, 

heretofore  abolished  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  was  restored. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  a  full  review  of  the  proceedings 

of  other  Grand  Bodies,  was  submitted  by  Bro.  James  A.  Norton.     California  for  1S77 

ivea  a  liberal  notice.    As  preliminary  to  making  many  extracts  from  the  Address 

of  Grand  Master  Browne,  Bro.  Norton  has  these  commendatory  words  upon  the 

whole  Address:— 

The  Address  of  Grand  Master  Browne  is  very  long,  very  able,  and  interesting. 

re  at  a  loss  to  know  where  to  begin  to  make  selections.     To  copy  one-half  that 

we  desire  to  copy,  would  be  impossible,  its  excellencies  are  so  numerous.      Even  the 

digest  of  business  details  are  relieved  by  a  background  of  word-drapery  that  seems 

to  make  them  quite  enjoyable. 

There  are  one  hundred  and  forty-eight  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  member- 
ship of  twelve  thousand  and  eighty-four.  The  M.\  W.'.  Hamilton  Wallis  was 
elected  Grand  Master  and  the  B.\  W.'.  Joseph  H.  Hough  was  re-elected  Grand  Sec- 
retary. 

NEW   MEXICO. 

We  have  received  a  very  neatly  printed  pamphlet  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  pages, 
the  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mexico,  being  those  of  the  initial  and 
first  Communication,  a  review  of  which  appeared  in  our  last  report.  In  addition, 
we  have  also  those  of  the  first  annual  Communication,  held  in  uie  city  of  Santa 
Fe,  on  the  sixth  day  of  January,  1879.  at  which  the  31.-.  W.\  William  W.  Griffin, 
Grand  Master,  presided,  and  the  B.\  W.\  David  J.  Miller  was  Grand  Secretary. 
Four  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  Address,  congratulates  the  brethren  upon  their  having 
41  reached  the  first  mile-stone  on  the  great  highway  of  independent  existence." 
He  then  alludes  to  the  fact  that  the  South  was  vacant,  the  R.\  W.\  George  M. 
Stkijbins,  Junior  Grand  Warden,  having  been  suddenly  called  from  life's  labor  to  the 
refreshment  of  the  spiritual  world.  Of  him  the  Grand  Master  says,  that  he  "  was  an 
active  and  zealous  Mason,  well  informed,  and  of  sound  judgment,  and  rendered 
valuable  services  in  the  Convocation  which  formed  the  Grand  Lodge."  New  charters 
had  been  issued  to  the  four  Lodges  which  had  acknowledged  the  New  Grand  Lodge, 
but  the  Grand  Master  regretted  that  the  other  two  in  the  jurisdiction  still  held  aloof, 
claiming  allegiance  to  the  parent  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri ;  and  he  complained  bit- 
terly that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  that  State,  after  having  cordially  assented  to  the  for- 
mation of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mexico,  still  upheld  these  Lodges  in  their 
refusal.  He  claimed  "that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mexico  was  the  supreme  Ma  i 
authority  within  her  territorial  limits,— legislative,  judicial,  and  executive,— or  no 
part  of  those  powers  and  prerogatives  are  hers.  There  could  be  no  partnership  in 
the  exercise  of  the  supreme  authority." 

The  Grand  Lodge  concurred  fully  in  these  views  and  passed  some  strong  resolu- 
tions in  relation  to  these  two  Lodges,  and  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Miss 
We  hope  the  latter  may  recede  from  its  present  position,  and  pass  the  Lodges  o- 
the  new  jurisdiction.     We  trust  there  may  be  no  repetition  of  Quebec  and  Scotland

difficulties  on  our  own  soil.  Of  the  condition  and  prospects  of  Masonry  in  New 
Mexico,  the  Grand  Master  has  the  following,  which  we  copy  as  interesting  to  our 
own  readers : — 

Masonry  in  New  Mexico  is  peculiarly  situated  ;  similar  conditions  exist  nowhere 
else  in  the  'United  States.  Accessions  to  Masonry  come  alone  from  Americans  and 
resklent  Europeans,  who  together  constitute  not  more  than  ten  to  fifteen  per  centum, 
of  the  entire  population,  and  thus  the  increase  of  numbers  is  necessarily  slow  ;  but 
when  we  look  to  the  future,  the  prospect  is  more  encouraging.  The  time  is  near 
when  the  railroad,  which  has  already  crossed  our  border  on  the  north,  will  render  us 
accessible  to  foreign  capital  and  enterprise,  and  we  will  thus  be  relieved  from  that 
condition  of  isolation  which  has  heretofore  paralyzed  all  progress.  When  our  terri- 
tory becomes  accessible,  the  outside  world  will  learn  that  here  in  New  Mexico  is  a 
virgin  field  for  enterprise  of  t-he  grandest  proportions,  where  capital  and  energy  can 
reap  marvelous  rewards.  Our  mountain  ranges  are  full  of  the  precious  metals,  and 
our  prairies  and  mesas  will  furnish  nutritious  grasses  to  tens  of  thousands  of  cattle, 
which  the  grazier  can  appropriate  without  price  ;  and  our  valleys  need  but  the  appli- 
cation of  intelligent  effort  to  cause  them  to  produce  food  and  fruits  for  the  millions 
yet  to  occupy  them.  With  such  resources  made  accessible  and  known  by  the  build- 
ing of  railroads,  we  need  have  no  fear  as  to  the  future  of  New  Mexico,  and  with 
political  prosperity,  that  of  Masonry  is  assured. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  a  very  elaborately  written 
document  of  fifty  pages,  was  submitted  by  the  Grand  Secretary.  Our  good  brother 
need  not  be  ashamed  of  his  first  report,  for  he  writes  like  an  old  stager.  In  com- 
menting upon  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France,  Bro.  Miller  says : — 

We  might  not  object  insuperably,  or  at  all,  to  the  French  Grand  Orient's  declar- 
ing, for  instance,  her  belief  or  disbelief  in  a  Personal  Devil,  but  as  it  appears  she 
has  attempted  the  demolition  of  a  primordial  landmark  in  Masonry,  by  ignoring  the 
Great  Author  of  the  Universe,  with  her,  in  her  present  attribute,  we  neither  seek  nor 
desire  fraternal  amity  or  correspondence. 

Bro.  Miller  gives  a  concise  but  favorable  review  of  the  proceedings  of  Califor- 
nia for  1877.  Up  to  the  time  of  his  writing,  all  the  North  American  Grand  Lodges 
had  recognized  that  of  New  Mexico,  except  British  Columbia,  Canada,  Dakota, 
Florida,  Georgia,  Indian  Territory,  North  Carolina,  Oregon,  Pennsylvania,  Quebec, 
South  Carolina,  and  Vermont. 

There  are  four  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  one  hundred  and 
sixty-nine.    The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were  re-elected. 

NEW    YORK. 

The  ninety-eighth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York 
was  commenced  in  the  city  of  New  York  on  the  third  day  of  June,  1879,  the  M.\ 
W.'.  Edmund  L.  Judson,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.\  James  M.  Austin 
being  Grand  Secretaiy.     Six  hundred  and  fifty-six  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Address  of  Grand  Master  Judson  is  a  splendid  paper,  and  one  that  is  justly 
entitled  to  take  rank  with  the  many  able  and  well  written  documents  which  have 
emanated  from  the  Grand  East  in  that  mammoth  jurisdiction.  He  had  arrested  the 
charters  of  two  Lodges  which  had  become  worse  than  moribund.  He  had  granted  a 
dispensation  for  but  one  new  Lodge,  and  only  regretted  that  he  was  not  enabled  to 
adhere  to  his  original  determination  to  refuse  all  applications.  He  had  laid  the  cor- 
ner stone  of  the  new  edifice  to  be  erected  by  the  U.  S.  Government  in  Albany  for  a 
Custom  House,  Court  House,  and  Post  Office.  The  exercises  on  that  occasion  were 
unusually  imposing  and  interesting.  The  Grand  Master  alludes  to  and  discusses  at 
length,  and  most  lucidly,  the  "  Webotuck  "  matter,  as  it  is  called  —  that  is,  the 
difficulty  between  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Connecticut  and  New  York,  as  to  the 
status  of  two  brethren,  claimed  as  belonging  to  both  jurisdictions.  We  repeat  our 
remark  of  last  year,  that,  in  our  opinion,  law  and  common  sense  both  are  on  the 
side  of  New  York,  and  we  are  surprised  that  our  Connecticut  brethren  farther  con- 
test the  matter.    Surely  one  Grand  Lodge  cannot  go  beyond  the  boundary  of  its 
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territorial  jurisdiction,  and  determine  how  and  in  what  way  the  members  of  a 
Lodge  in  another  jurisdiction  shall  retain  or  terminate  their  allegiance.  And  that  is 
the  whole  question  in  a  nutshell.  Two  members  of  Webotuck  Lodge  in  New  York, 
Bigned  an  application  for  a  new  Lodge  in  Connecticut,  which,  being  granted,  it  is 
maintained  that  the  two  brethren  have  therefore,  and  inconsequence  of  such  action, 
1  to  be  members  in  New  York  and  belong  to  Connecticut,  and  this  too  not- 
withstanding the  New  York  authorities  have  not  only  not  assented  to  the  course 
taken,  but  have  uniformly  protested  against  the  action  and  the  principle  contended 
for  l»v  Connecticut.  How  can  there  be  two  opinions  on  the  subject?  We  are  quite 
Bore  that  California  would  consent  to  no  such  action  on  the  part  of  Oregon  or  Neva- 
da, and  we  hope  that  Connecticut  will  see  the  right,  and  do  merited  justice  to  her 
complaining  sister.  With  this  exception,  peace  and  harmony  prevail  between  New 
York  and  all  other  American  jurisdictions. 

The  Grand  Master  is  of  the  opinion  that,  during  the  existing  moneyed  pressure 
and  pecuniary  distress,  brethren  not  able  to  meet  their  pecuniary  Masonic  obliga- 
tions should  be  leniently  dealt  with,  and  not  visited  with  the  harsh  penalty  of  suspen- 
sion. Personally  we  heartily  agree  with  him,  and  also  indorse  this  eloquent  para- 
graph from  his  Address: — 

Masonry  is  neither  a  life  nor  health  association  ;  it  does  not  hold  forth  any  pecuni- 
ary inducements  to  its  initiates,  but  when  a  man  has  been  admitted  to  our  intimacy 
as  a  Fraternity,  he  should  be  a  brother  indeed,  and  the  ties  that  bind  us  together 
should  only  be  severed  when  we  find  on  the  part  of  the  individual  a  remissness  which 
justice  to  the  Lodge,  to  trie  Craft,  and  to  ourselves,  will  not  allow  us  to  overlook. 

The  Grand  Master  also  called  attention  to  the  difficulties  existing  between  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  and  the  German  Grand  Lodge  Diet,  on  the  subject  of 
violation  of  territorial  jurisdiction.  The  latter  body  showed  no  disposition  to  recede 
or  make  the  amende  honorable,  but  offered,  as  a  quid  pro  quo,  to  permit  American 
Grand  Lodges  to  establish  American  Lodges  in  Germany,  "the  value  of  which  pro- 
position/' the  Grand  Master  remarks,  "may  be  judged  from  the  fact  that  a  law  of 
the  Empire  forbids  such  establishment  without  the  consent  of  the  Government." 

In  response  to  an  appeal  from  the  Grand  Master,  the  brethren  had  contributed 
D86  65  for  the  relief  of  the  yellow  fever  sufferers.  Of  this  amount  Louisiana 
received  $4100;  Tennessee,  $7182  ;  and  Mississippi,  $7362  40. 

We  learn  from  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  that  the  amount  received  as 
dues  from  Lodges  during  the  year  was  $90,485  75.  An  "  Empire  "  jurisdiction  truly. 
The  Grand  Secretary  had  been  enabled,  through  the  kindness  of  friends  and  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  Grand  Master,  to  visit  Europe  during  the  year,  where  he  had  the  privi- 
lege of  meeting  with  many  distinguished  representatives  of  Masonry  in  the  Old 
World. 

The  Special  Committee  on  "  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund,"  appointed  at  the  last  Com- 
munication, reported  that  the  whole  cost  of  the  Masonic  Temple  and  furniture  to 
May,  1876,  was  $1,590,262  96,  at  which  time  there  remained  a  debt  thereon  of 
$794,015.  This  had  been  reduced  on  the  first  of  June,  1878,  by  $55,155.  But  as  the 
current  revenue  of  the  Grand  Lodge  had  been  decreasing  for  several  years,  the  ma- 
jority of  the  committee  recommended  first  a  reduction  in  salaries  and  clerk  hire,  and 
then  an  assessment  of  fifty  cents  on  each  brother  in  the  jurisdiction,  for  this  fund.  The 
minority  of  the  committee  thought  the  majority  took  too  sombre  a  view  of  the  cir- 
cumstances, and  particularly  opposed  what  was  designated  as  "  the  penny  wise  re- 
duction of  salaries  now  paid  to  certain  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge."  This  subject 
seemed  to  excite  a  deep  interest  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  and,  after  a  discussion,  the 
report  of  the  Finance  Committee,  adopting  the  views  of  the  minority  on  the  question 
of  salaries,  was  negatived  by  the  vote  of  ayes,  1034;  nays,  1150;  and  then  the  further 
discussion  of  the  whole  matter  was  postponed  until  the  next  Communication. 

The  Grand  Lodges  of  New  Mexico  and  the  Indian  Territory  were  fraternally  recog- 
nized. The  following  resolution,  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  was 
laid  on  the  table  :— 
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Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge,  recognizing  the  cosmopolitan  principles  of  Free- 
masonry, directs  the  Committee  on  Work  and  Lectures  to  strike  from  the  Ritual  all 
words  of  a  sectarian  character. 

When  we  say  that  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  again  from 
the  well  known  pen  of  Bro.  John  W.  Simons,  our  readers  will  need  no  other  assur- 
ance that  the  one  hundred  and  fifty  pages  which  it  covers  are  well  worthy  a  perusal, 
and  do  credit  to  the  venerable  author.  We  avail  ourselves  of  the  appendix  to  this 
report  for  our  summary  of  the  proceedings  of  foreign  bodies.  Bro.  Simons  honors 
California  with  a  liberal  share  of  his  report,  and  is  very  complimentary  to  Bro. 
Browne  for  his  Address  for  1878,  and  quotes  at  length  therefrom.  He  dissents,  how- 
ever, from  the  decision  of  our  Grand  Master  on  the  blank  ballot  question.  Bro. 
Guard's  oration  is  highly  complimented,  and  an  eloquent  extract  is  given  therefrom* 
Bro.  Simons  regrets  that  we  took  no  action  on  the  "  status  in  France."  Having  again 
and  again  voted  the  Grand  Orient  outside  of  true  Masonry,  why  the  necessity  of 
giving  an  additional  kick? 

There  are  seven  hundred  and  seventeen  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  mem- 
bership of  seventy-five  thousand  and  eighty-six.  The  M.\  W.\  Charles  Roome  was 
elected  Grand  Master  and  the  B.\  W.\  James  M.  Austin  was  re-elected  Grand  Sec- 
retary. 

NORTH  CAROLINA. 

The  ninety-second  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina, 
was  held  in  the  city  of  Raleigh  on  the  third  day  of  December,  1878, — the  3f.\  W.\ 
Horace  H.  Munson,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.\  Donald  W.  Bain 
being  Grand  Secretary.    One  hundred  and  forty-two  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  brief,  and  almost  wholly  confined  to  local 
affairs.  After  a  short  and  well-written  introduction  he  passes  at  once  to  a  list  of  the 
decisions  he  had  made,  none  of  which  we  find  to  be  of  special  interest  here.  The 
Deputy  Grand  Master  in  this  jurisdiction  has  heretofore  been  appointed  by  the  Grand 
Master.  The  Address  suggests  that  the  office  should  either  be  elective  or  abolished. 
The  Grand  Lodge  entertained  a  proposition  so  to  amend  the  Constitution  as  to  dis- 
pense with  that  officer  altogether,  leaving  it  for  the  Senior  Grand  Warden  to  preside 
in  the  absence  of  the  Grand  Master.  The  "  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum,"  a  protege  of 
the  Craft,  is  earnestly  recommended  to  the  more  favorable  consideration  and  sub- 
stantial support  of  the  brethren.    He  opposed  its  abolishment,  saying  : — 

What  other  monument  greater  in  its  wide-spread  influence,  and  costing  so  little 
compared  with  its  beautiful  results,  has  Masonry  erected  in  the  old  North  State  ?  To 
what  nobler  or  better  end  could  your  offerings  be  directed  than  in  rescuing  the 
orphan  children  of  your  own  brethren  from,  in  many  cases,  a  degradation  worse 
than  death,  and  fitting  them  for  sober,  industrious,  intelligent,  virtuous  citizenship? 
Are  you  willing  that  an  enterprise  which  has  done  so  much,  is  doing  so  much,  and 
capable  more  than  ever  before  of  doing  so  much  in  the  future,  shall  be  abandoned  ? 
What  is  to  become  of  the  magnificent  pile,  erected  at  so  much  cost  and  labor  by  our 
fathers  in  Masonry?  Is  there  not  sufficient  wisdom  in  the  massive  brains  of  North 
Carolina  Masonry  to  conceive  and  carry  out  some  satisfactory  plan  by  which  this 
institution,  around  which  so  many  sympathies  cluster,  can  be  placed  on  a  perma- 
nently solid  foundation? 

The  Committee  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  which  this  matter  was  referred,  submitted 
a  detailed  report  on  its  condition  and  prospects.  Since  the  opening  of  the  Asylum 
it  had  received  four  hundred  and  forty-eight  orphans,  the  average  per  annum  being 
one  hundred  and  thirty.  The  number  at  present  in  the  Asylum,  was  one  hundred 
and  twenty-six.  To  show  the  healthfulness  of  the  locality,  it  is  stated  that  only  six 
out  of  the  whole  number  admitted  had  died  at  the  Asylum,  and  at  the  present  there 
was  not  a  case  of  sickness  among  the  orphans.  The  total  receipts  had  been  $56,236  50 , 
and  the  expenditures  $.56,160  37.  The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  by  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  the  Superintendent,  Rev.  J.  H.  Mills,  was  unanimously  re- 
elected : — 
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That  the  number  of  orlipans  to  be  received  into  the  Asylum  shall  be 
left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Superintendent  and  Grand  Master,  such  number  to  be  in- 
creased or  diminished  in  proportion  to  the  means  for  their  support. 

"/.  That  there  is  no  purpose  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  abandon 
phan  work,  bul  it  is  its  determined  resolution  to  maintain  and  support  it  with 
all  the  i  nergy  and  vigor  our  resources  will  permit. 

The  Ueport  of  the  Grand  Secretary  stated  that  dispensations  had  been  issued  for 
eight  new  Lodge*  :  that  three  had  ceased  work,  and  six  had  forfeited  their  charters 
for  delinquency  in  payment  of  dues,  or  making  returns  for  two  or  more  years.  The 
following  resolutions  were  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  : — 

"  </,  That  the  subordinate  Lodges  of  this  Grand  jurisdiction  be  and  they  are 
hereby  forbidden  to  receive,  acknowledge,  or  aid  any  person  belonging  to  a  Lodge 
wherein  the  existence  of  a  Supreme  Being  is  ignored  or  denied. 

r>  tl.  That  any  Lodge  or  Lodges  established  in  this  Grand  jurisdiction  by  the 
Grand  Orient  of  Prance,  will  be  clandestine  Lodges,  and  must  be  so  treated  by  the 
members  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  working  under  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Thna  do  the  American  Grand  Lodges,  one  after  another,  wheel  into  line,  in  oppo- 
sition to  the  suicidal  course  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France.  We  are  yet  to  meet 
with  the  first  word  of  toleration,  not  to  say  approval,  from  any  quarter. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  by  Bro.  George  W.  Blount,  is 
only  two  and  a  half  pages  in  length.  The  brother  admits  that  this  is  a  "  sparse 
meal,"  and  regrets  that  they  do  not  have  in  North  Carolina,  "the  zeal,  and  long, 
heavy  parses  like  our  sisters  of  Canada  and  California."  We  think  those  ''long 
purses'' must  belong  to  the  "sisters."  The  brethren  wish  they  did  have  a  few- for 
their  own  gratification,  and  they  would  lend  their  North  State  brethren  enough  to 
enable  Bro.  Blount  to  write  and  have  printed  such  a  report  as  he  is  capable  of  pro- 
ducing. 

There  are  two  hundred  and  thirty-seven  working  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with 
a  membership  of  nine  thousand  six  hundred  and  seventy-one.  The  M.\  W.m.  Wm. 
R.  Cox  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the  B.\  W.\  Donald  W.  Bain  was  re-elected 
Grand  Secretary. 

NOVA    SCOTIA. 

The  thirteenth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nova  Scotia  com- 
menced its  sessions  in  the  city  of  Halifax  on  the  fifth  day  of  June,  1878,— the  M.\ 
11V.  John  Wimburn  Laurie,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  E.\  W.'.  Benjamin 
Curren  being  Grand  Secretary.     Forty-nine  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  brief.  He  had  laid  the  corner  stone  of  the 
Provincial  Normal  School  at  Truro,  in  July  of  the  preceding  year,  the  ceremonies 
of  which  were  very  interesting  and  drew  thither  a  vast  crowd  of  Masons  and 
political  notables.  He  expresses  the  opinion,  that  since  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
"Grand  Lodge  of  Canada"  is  practically  limited  to  the  Province  of  Ontario,  it 
should  assume  a  name  in  consonance  with  that  fact,  rather  than  adhere  to  its  present 
appellation.  Should  it  do  so  "  much  misconception  and  many  mistakes  would  b^ 
avoided."  He  censures,  in  strong  language,  the  recent  atheistic  action  of  the  Grand 
Orient  of  France,  and  here  are  some  of  the  eloquent  words  he  utters: — 

To  us  who  pride  ourselves  on  our  open  Bible,  who  humbly  recognize  our  entire 
dependence  on  the  Great  Architect  of  the  universe,  and  who,  as  speculative  and 
symbolical  Masons,  carry  on  our  work  here,  and  hope  to  continue  it  hereafter  under 
His  all--eeing  Eye,  and  who  have,  as  we  hope,  been  more  strengthened  in  the  beiief 
since  the  day  when  our  acknowledged  trust  in  God  brought  us  a  partial  admission  to 
light:  I  say,  to  us,  thus  nourished  and  strengthened  in  our  faith,  it  seems  as  if  a 
species  of  insanity  had  seized  our  erring  brethren,  and  led  them  to  repudiate  so 
essential  an  element  of  Masonry.  As  Masons  let  us  hope  and  earnestly  pray  that 
they  may  be  brought  to  see  the  error  of  their  views,  and  humbly  return  wiser  and 
better  men,  to  seek  the  light  which  they  now  so  wilfully  deny  themselves. 

One  new  Lodge  had  been  instituted  during  the  year.  The  Grand  Master  decided 
that  the  "ten  mile  rule,"  goveraing  jurisdiction  between  Lodges,  meant  "actual 
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travel  by  the  ordinary  means  of  communication,"  and  not  "  as  the  crow  flies."  "  In 
this  jurisdiction,"  he  remarks,  "  sparsely  settled  and  with  deeply  indented  coast  line, 
ten  miles  in  an  air  line  might  mean  thirty  by  road,  —  a  manifestly  unfair  distance  at 
which  to  claim  jurisdiction." 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  passed  at  the  last  Annual  Communication,  a 
handsome  jewel  was  presented  to  Bro.  Allen  H.  Crowe,  Past  Deputy  Grand  Master,, 
for  his  long  and  most  acceptable  labors  in  behalf  of  the  Craft.  Elaborate  reports 
were  submitted  by  the  various  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  (equivalent  to  our 
Inspectors,)  but  we  find  nothing  therein  calling  for  more  particular  notice.  The  fol- 
lowing resolution,  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  reads  rather  curiously  to  us  in  Cali- 
fornia : — 

Besolved,  That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  no  Master  of  a  subordinate 
Lodge  has  a  right  under  the  Constitution  to  appoint  a  Chaplain  to  his  Lodge. 

So  much  the  worse,  then,  for  the  Grand  Lodge  Constitution.  The  following  pre- 
amble and  resolution  were  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  : — 

Whereas,  This  Grand  Lodge  recognizes  the  fact  that  intemperance  is  a  very 
great  and  growing  evil,  and  whereas  temperance  is  one  of  the  cardinal  virtues, 
therefore 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  recommends  temperance  to  every  Mason  in  this 
jurisdiction,  as  being  calculated  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  its  members,  and 
pledges  itself,  at  its  next  meeting,  to  take  some  decided  steps  towards  an  organiza- 
tion in  connection  with  the  Craft,  pledged  to  total  abstinence. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  report  on  the  best  means  of  carrying  out  the  fore- 
going resolution.  Action  was  deferred  on  the  application  for  recognition  of  the  rival 
Grand  Lodges  in  Cuba. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  Bro.  Allen 
H.  Crowe,  and  is  a  brief  review  of  the  proceedings  of  forty-nine  Grand  Lodges. 
California  for  1877  receives  more  than  an  average  amount  of  space.  He  compliments 
Grand  Master  Browne  in  the  highest  terms,  and  says  his  report  of  work  "  shows  him- 
self to  be  no  idle  drone  in  the  hive  of  Masonry."  Bro.  Crqwe  approves  of  our  system 
requiring  certificates  of  qualification  to  Masters  elect,  and  wishes  they  had  the  same 
rule  in  Novia  Scotia.  He  is  very  complimentary  to  Bro.  Sargent  for  his  oration,  and 
to  ourself  for  our  lucubrations  in  that  year. 

There  are  sixty-seven  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  three 
thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty-four.  The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary 
were  re-elected. 

OHIO. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  held  its  sixty-ninth  Annual  Communication  in  the  city 
of  Dayton  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  1878,  — the  M.\  W.'.  William  M.  Cun- 
ningham, Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  2?.\  W.\  John  D.  Caldwell  being 
Grand  Secretary.  Representatives  were  present  from  "  over  two  hundred  Lodges," 
says  the  Grand  Secretary. 

The  only  fault  we  find  with  the  Grand  Master's  Address  is  that  it  is  written  too 
much  in  the  style  of  a  legal  document, — the  word  "said"  appearing  in  about  every 
other  sentence.  He  congratulates  the  fraternity  on  the  peace  and  harmony  that 
had  prevailed  within  the  Lodges  during  the  year.  Even  where  some  troubles  had 
existed  in  a  few  Lodges,  good  counsels  had  prevailed  and  harmony  had  been 
restored.  Dispensations  had  been  issued  for  the  formation  of  three  new  Lodges, 
and  papers  asking  for  two  more  had  been  referred  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  He  had 
censured,  in  strong  terms,  a  Lodge  that  had  appealed  to  foreign  jurisdictions  for 
help  to  pay  for  an  extravagantly  costly  hall  that  had  been  built.  "  The  high  position 
occupied  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  among  sister  Grand  Lodges,"  he  says,  "  must 
not  be  permitted  to  be  jeopardized  by  any  such  unauthorized  action  on  the  part  of 
it*  subordinates."  What  shall  we  call  the  following  comment  upon  some  of  the 
previous  year's  work  of  the  Grand  Secretary? 
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Complaint  ha>  boon  made  l>v  brethren  in  different  parts  of  the  State  concerning 
the  compilation  of  the  printed  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Body  for  1877.  Upon 
examination,  it  will  be  found  that  the  so-called  printed  proceedings  of  tins  Grand 
Lodge  for  the  year  mentioned  contains  so  much  matter  therein  entirely  foreign  to 
the  frequently  expressed  views  of  this  Grand  Body,  that  the  title— "  Proceedings  of 
the  MobI  Ancient  ami  Honorable  Fraternity  of  F.  &  A.  Masons  of  the  State  of  Ohio,' — 
is  an  evident  misnomer.  In  this  connection,  also,  the  injection  of  personal  opinions 
in  the  "head  linea"  of  the  daily  transactions  of  this  Grand  Body  while  it  was  in 
on,  the  insertion  of  individual  opinions  of  the  compiler  in  vindication  of  his 
,.il  views  upon  questions  heretofore  settled  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  com- 
pilation of  matter  contrary  to  its  previously  expressed  views  concerning  bodies 
with  which  this  Grand  Body  is  not  in  communication,  is  a  breach  of  Masonic  etiquette 
that  Bhould  not  be  permitted  to  pass  unnoticed  at  my  hands.  The  long  and  faithful 
e,  however,  of  the  Grand  Officer  entrusted  by  you  with  the  duties  of  compila- 
tion, warrants  me  in  believing  that  it  is  only  necessary  to  call  his  attention  thereto  in 
this  official  manner,  to  prevent  its  repetition  in  the  future. 

Being  a  Yankee  by  birth,  we  venture  to  "  guess  "  that  the  Grand  Master  referred 
to  Bro.  Caldwell's  vagaries  on  the  so-called  "African  Grand  Lodge"  question! 
It  was,  if  we  mistake  not,  the  present  Grand  Master  whose  "  point  of  order  "  ruled 
the  whole  thing  out  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio;  and  yet  the  Grand  Secretary,  as 
the  Committee  on  Foreign  Communications,  let  himself  out  with  a  perfect  looseness 
upon  it,  and  that*  and  all  other  Grand  Lodges  that  did  not  sneeze  when  he  took 
snuff,  caught  a  castigation.  Now  the  Grand  Master  hits  a  lick  back,  "  and  so  we 
suppose  honors  are  easy  ! '' 

The  Grand  Master  found,  to  his  surprise,  upon  inquiry,  that  neither  the  Grand 
Secretary  nor  Grand  Treasurer  had  given  bonds  as  required  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 
Upon  his  demanding  that  this  regulation  should  be  complied  with,  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary submitted  his  approved  bond,  but  the  Grand  Treasurer  did  not,  and  about  this 
time  failing  in  his  business,  was  found  to  be  a  defaulter  in  Grand  Lodge  funds  for 
more  than  $4,000.  The  Grand  Master  expressed  a  faint  hope  that  some  part  of  this 
might  yet  be  realized.  The  Grand  Treasurer  resigned  his  position,  and  another  was 
appointed  in  his  place. 

Four  Special  Communioations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  had  been  held  during  the  year, 
two  of  which  were  to  lay  corner  stones,  and  two  to  dedicate  halls.  The  Grand 
Master  had  made  many  official  visitations,  and  speaks  in  glowing  terms  of  his  recep- 
tion and  treatment.  He  particularly  commends  the  action  of  "Kilwinning  Lodge," 
which,  at  its  annual  banquet,  presented  a  gold  medal  to  Willie  Stuber,  a  young  lad 
who,  at  the  risk  of  his  own  life,  had  plunged  into  the  Ohio  river  to  rescue  a  drown- 
ing woman. 

In  response  to  a  circular  issued  during  the  summer,  the  Craft  in  Ohio  had  sent 
over  six  thousand  dollars  for  the  relief  of  the  yellow  fever  sufferers.  The  Grand 
Master  is  opposed  to  the  custom  of  holding  only  a  two  days'  session  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  believing  that  more  hurt  than  good  results  from  the  hasty  legislation  conse- 
quent thereon.  He  thinks  a  session  of  four  days  would  be  far  preferable.  At  the 
previous  Communication  a  brother  had  offered  a  proposition  to  amend  a  standing 
resolution,  which  had  been  deferred  until  the  present  one  for  action.  The  resolution, 
if  amended,  would  read  as  follows  : — 

Resolved,  That  a  brother  who  is  engaged  in  any  business  or  occupation  which  is 
forbidden  and  against  the  exercise  of  which  penalties  are  demanded  bv  any  law  of 
the  State  of  Ohio,  or  of  the  United  States,  is,  for  such  act,  pronerly  subject  to  Ma- 
sonic discipline.  Provided,  that  the  sale  of  alcoholic  liquors,  "by  keepers  of  hotels 
and  restaurants,  shall  not  be  held  and  deemed  such  an  infraction  of  the  law  as  will 
subject  proprietors  thereof  to  Masonic  discipline. 

The  Grand  Lodge  refused  to  take  up  that  question  for  consideration.  The  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  Mexico  was  fraternally  recognized,  but  action  was  deferred  on  the 
applications  from  Ontario  and  Cuba. 

Bro.  Caldwell  submitted  a  brief  apology  for  not  presenting  a  full  Report  on  Cor- 
respondence.   Owing  to  the  loss  of  the  Grand  Lodge  funds,  he  suggested  to  the 
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Grand  Master  the  omission  of  any  report  for  this  year,  and  he  had  approved  that 
course.  Bro.  Caldwell,  however,  states  a  fact  which  we  have  not  seen  mentioned 
elsewhere,  that  "the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Republic  of  Liberia"  had  sent  greeting  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  and  had  asked  for  an  exchange  of  representatives. 

There  are  four  hundred  and  seventy-five  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  mem- 
bership of  thirty  thousand  five  hundred  and  seven.  The  Grand  Master  and  Grand 
Secretary  were  re-elected,  the  latter  for  the  twenty-seventh  time.  Bro.  Alexis 
Cope,  of  Columbus,  however,  is  made  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Corres- 
pondence. 

OREGON. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon— Bro.  Chadwick  objects  to  the  title,  "  webfoot" 
State— commenced  its  twenty-eighth  Annual  Communication  in  the  city  of  Portland 
on  the  tenth  day  of  June,  1878.— the  31.'.  W.\  Robert  Clow,  Grand  Master,  presiding, 
and  the  R.' .  W.' .  Rockey  P.  Earhart  being  Grand  Secretary.  Fifty-eight  Lodges 
were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  submitted  an  Address,  well  written  and  of  moderate  dimensions. 
During  the  year  he  had  visited  about  two-thirds  of  the  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction,  and, 
with  few  exceptions,  found  them  enjoying  a  degree  of  prosperity  that  would 
compare  favorably  with  any  former  year  of  the  existence  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  He 
recommended  that  the  seal  of  condemnation  by  the  Grand  Lodge  be  placed  upon 
the  atheistic  revolutionists  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France.  Dispensations  had  been 
granted  for  the  formation  of  two  new  Lodges.  We  note  two  of  his  decisions,  the 
first  of  which  arose  out  of  a  novel  state  of  things,  and  we  give  it  in  full : — 

In  December,  1875,  A.  petitioned  for  the  degrees;  his  petition  took  the  usual 
course  and  he  was  duly  elected.  On  presenting  himself  for  initiation  it  was  ascer- 
tained that  "his  faith  was  not  well  founded,"  and  he  was  refused  the  decree?.  In 
July,  1877,  he  again  petitioned  the  Lodge.  The  question  arose,  "  What  is  his  status, 
and  is  it  necessary  to  again  spread  the  ballot  ?" 

Answer.  In  this  jurisdiction  the  law  requires  one  year  to  elapse  before  a  rejected 
candidate  can  renew  his  petition.  It  requires  him  to  submit  his  petition  in  the  usual 
form,  and  it  must  take  the  regular  course  as  if  no  previous  petition  had  been  before 
the  Lodge  from  the  same  person.  Now,  the  law  will  not  step  in  and  discriminate 
between  one  who  had  been  rejected  by  ballot  and  one  who  had  been  rejected  by 
force  of  law,  by  granting  the  latter  an  immunity  from  an  ordeal  through  which  it 
says  the  former  must  pass.  A.  is,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  a  rejected  candidate. 
Hence,  I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  the  ballot  should  be  spread. 

In  the  second  decision  the  ruling  is  different  from  our  practice  in  California,  and, 
with  all  due  respect  to  our  brethren  of  the  North,  we  believe  our  own  practice  to  be 
the  best:— 

An  unfavorable  report  by  a  minority  or  majority  of  the  committee  does  not  of 
itself  reject  the  petitioner  when  the  Lodge  has  acquired  jurisdiction  over  the  candi- 
date.   The  only  way  to  dispose  of  his  petition  is  by  the  ballot. 

The  Grand  Master  calls  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  fact  that  its  ex- 
penses far  exceed  its  means,  and  suggests  immediate  measures  to  remedy  this  fault. 

The  special  committee,  appointed  for  the  purpose,  submitted  some  strongly 
worded  resolutions  condemnatory  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France.  We  give  two  of 
the  most  important : — 

Resolved,  That  all  subordinate  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge 
are  strictly  enjoined  not  to  admit  as  visitors,  or  to  treat  in  any  manner  as  true  and 
lawful  brethren,  any  professed  Masons  who  may  come  to  us  "from  such  Lodges  as 
either  deny  or  ignore  the  existence  of  God  or  the  immortality  of  the  soul.  [The 
types  before  us  say,  "immorality  of  the  soul,"  but  we  venture  to  make  the  cor- 
rection.] 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  commends,  as  worthy  of  all  honor,  the  action  of 
the  seventy-six  subordinate  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Orient  of 
France,  who  protested  against  the  unrighteous  action  of  their  Grand  Body. 

We  do  not  know  from  what  source  the  committee  obtained  this  last  named  state- 
ment about  the  dissenting  Lodges,  but  hope  it  is  true.  Perhaps  that  good  leaven  may 
yet  releaven  the  whole  lump. 
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The  ('.rand  Lodge  decided,  upon  a  report  from  its  Jurisprudence  Committee,  that 
the  law  in  that  jurisdiction  was,  that  in  the  absence  of  the  Master,  "the  Warden 
must  congregate  the  Lodge  by  opening  it  for  Lodge  purposes,  before  a  Past  Master 
could  l>c  called  to  the  East." 

The  Grand  Orator,  Bro.  H.  H.  Gilfky,  delivered  an  excellent  address  at  the 
installation  of  the  Grand  Officers,  which  is  published  in  the  proceedings.  It  is  far 
above  the  average  of  these  usually  "spread  eagle  "  effusions. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  from  the  pen  of  Bro.  S.  F. 
Chadwick  and  is  a  concise  review  of  the  proceedings  of  other  Grand  Bodies  that  had 
come  to  hand.    For  some  unexplained  reason  California  is  among  the  missing. 

The  State  was  divided  into  eight  districts  for  inspection  purposes.  There  are  sixty- 
two  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  twenty-five  hundred  and 
fourteen.  The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were  re-elected,  as  were  also  all  the 
other  Grand  Officers. 


The  twenty-ninth  Annual  Communication  was  held  in  Portland  on  the  ninth  day 
of  June,  1879,— the  M.\  W.\  Robert  Clow,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  JB.\ 
W.\  Rockey  P.  Earhart  being  Grand  Secretary.  Sixty-two  Lodges  were  repre- 
sented. 

The  Grand  Master,  while  returning  thanks  for  the  general  good  health  that  had 
prevailed  throughout  the  jurisdiction,  called  attention  to  the  devastations  of  the 
fearful  plague  of  the  yellow  fever  in  other  States.  Still,  death  had  not  passed  them 
wholly  by.  The  JR.\  W.'.  Thomas  I.  Cox,  Junior  Grand  Warden.  "  a  zealous  and 
devoted  Mason,  an  upright  citizen,  a  kind  and  affectionate  husband  and  father,"  had 
been  called  from  labor.  Dispensations  had  been  issued  for  the  formation  of  three  new 
Lodges,  and  he  had  arrested  the  charter  of  Tillamook  Lodge,  the  same  having  no  hall 
to  meet  in  and  being  generally  demoralized.  One  of  his  decisions  was  that  no 
brother  could  receive  a  dimit  from  his  Lodge  unless  :  1st,  he  was  about  to  remove 
from  its  jurisdiction,  or,  2d,  for  the  purpose  of  affiliating  with  another  Lodge  in 
that  jurisdiction.  He  argues  at  length  in  favor  of  this  decision,  while  admitting 
that  it  is  contrary  to  the  general  ruling  and  practice.  He  seems  to  think  that  the  old 
adage,  "  Once  a  Mason,  always  a  Mason,"  could  not  be  true,  if  a  brother  should  not 
be  a  member  of  some  Lodge,  unless  cut  off  therefrom  by  discipline.  Our  practice 
is  to  allow  every  one,  whose  dues  are  paid,  to  have  a  dimit,  as  a  matter  of  course, 
if  not  of  right,  but  not  to  give  a  recommendatory  certificate  except  for  good 
cause.  If  a  brother  chooses  to  float  around  the  Masonic  world  with  an  imperfect 
dimit,  let  him  do  so.  That  is  our  law,  and  we  think,  in  practice,  it  is  better  than 
would  be  that  of  Oregon,  as  indicated  above. 

The  Grand  Lodge  re-affirmed  the  American  doctrine  of  Grand  Lodge  jurisdiction, 
and  earnestly  requested  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  to  reconsider  its  action  in 
regard  to  Quebec,  and  to  withdraw  the  charters  granted  in  that  jurisdiction. 

The  Grand  Chaplain,  Bro.  J.  R.  N.  Bell,  delivered  a  very  fine  oration,  which  is 
published  at  length  in  the  proceedings. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  Bro.  S.  F. 
Chadwick,  and  in  excellence  will  compare  with  its  predecessors  from  the  same  pen. 
He  speaks  in  high  terms  of  commendation  of  the  Address  of  our  Grand  Master 
Browne,  for  1878,  and  compliments  him  by  sayingjthat  he  is  a  worker.  He  approves  of 
Bro.  Browne's  views  about  the  incorporation  of  Lodges,  and  says,  with  him,  that  "no 
court  ought  to  control  the  affairs  of  a  Masonic  Lodge."  We  thank  Brother  Chadwick 
or  his  favorable  notice  of  our  own  report.  Under  the  head  of  "  Missouri  "  he  pays  a 
merited  compliment  to  the  memory  of  Bro.  Enoch  M.  Martin,  a  Methodist  Bishop, 
and  for  many  years  the  Grand  Chaplain  of  that  jurisdiction.  Bro.  Chadwick  gives 
an  amusing  account  of  his  interview  with  the  brother  on  occasion  of  one  of  his 
official  visits  to  Oregon,  when  he  was  recognized  by  the  way  he  was  cutting  up  a 
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watermelon.    We  are  thus  informed  that  a  Missourian  always  cuts  the  melon  lergth. 

wise,  and  may  thus  be  known  as  hailing  from  that  State.    We  make  a  note  of  this 

for  future  use ! 

There  are  sixty-four  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  twenty 

five  hundred  and  eighty.    The  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  Earhaht,  was  elected  Grand 

Master  and  the  B.\  W.'.  I.  W.  Pratt  was  elected  Grand  Secretary. 
PENNSYLVANIA. 
The  pamphlet  before  us  only  purports  to  be  "  extracts  from  the  minutes  of  the 
Quarterly  and  Annual  Grand  Communications  during  the  year  1878,"  of  the  Grand 
Lod^e  of  Pennsylvania.  They  were  all  held  at  the  Masonic  Temple  in  the  city  of 
Philadelphia— the  Quarterly  Communications  having  been  on  March  sixth,  June  fifth, 
September  fourth,  and  December  fourth,  and  the  Annual  Communication  on  Decem- 
ber twenty-seventh,  1878.  At  all  the  JB.\  W.\  Michael  Nisbet,  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  presided  in  the  absence  of  the  Grand  Master,  and  the  IV.\  W.\  John  Thom- 
son was  Grand  Secretary.  The  absence  of  the  Grand  Master  is  thus  accounted  for 
in  the  Annual  Address  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  :— 

He  who  of  right  should  have  presided  over  you  and  addressed  you  to-day  is  not 
here.  When  just  one  year  ago  Bro.  James  M.  Porter  was  duly  installed  Grand 
Master,  his  cup  of  ambition  was  full.  With  a  feeling  of  justifiable  pride  in  the  fruition 
of  his  hopes  in  attaining  the  Oriental  Chair,  he  delivered  his  salutatory  address, 
marked  by  its  eloquence  and  replete  with  Masonic  wisdom,  in  which  he  expressed 
the  manner  in  which  the  affairs  of  the  Craft  in  this  jurisdiction  would  be  administered 
during  his  term  of  office.  But  man  proposes  and  God  disposes,  and  the  honor  con- 
ferred upon  him,  like  Dead  Sea  fruit,  turned  to  ashes  on  his  lips,  for  when  Bro. 
Portkr,  after  the  Grand  Lodge  closed,  left  this  room,  he  left  it  never  to  return  to  it 
as  the  Grand  Master,  as  in  a  short  time  thereafter,  he  was  stricken  with  a  malady 
that  incapacitated  him  from  performing  the  duties  of  his  station— a  malady  from 
which  he  has  not  yet  recovered—  and  which  has  caused  him  to  decline  the  re-election 
which,  under  more  favorable  circumstances,  would  have  been  unanimously  conferred 
upon  him. 

At  the  first  Quarterly  Communication,  we  find  no  other  business  transacted  than 
action  upon  the  reports  from  the  Committee  on  Appeals. 

At  the  second  Quarterly,  Past  Grand  Master  Samuel  C.  Perkins  presented  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  an  antique  pitcher,  upon  which  a  number  of  Masonic  emblems  were 
delineated.    The  pitcher  was  accepted  with  thanks. 

At  the  third  Quarterly,  a  missive  was  received  from  the  Grand  Master  Mason  of 
Scotland,  conferring  the  rank  of  Junior  Grand  Warden  upon  Bro.  Robert  C.  Simpson, 
appointed  by  him  as  Grand  Representative  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania. 
The  Grand  Secretary  reported  the  number  of  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction  to  be  three 
hundred  and  seventy-nine,  and  tne  membership  thirty-six  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
forty-eight.  The  largest  Lodge  has  a  membership  of  four  hundred  and  thirty-eight, 
being  No.  15S,  of  Philadelphia.  The  acting  Grand  Master  reported  the  death  of  Past 
Grand  Master  Peter  Fritz,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  passed  suitable  resolutions  to  his 
memory.  He  had  been  a  continuous  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  more  than 
fifty  years.  Resolutions  were  adopted  iu  favor  of  contributions  for  the  relief  of  yellow 
fever  sufferers  at  the  South. 

At  the  fourth  Quarterly,  the  Grand  Officers  were  elected  for  the  year.  The  special 
committee  on  yellow  fever  sufferers  reported  that  $3881  03  had  passed  through  their 
hands  for  that  purpose.  The  appropriations  for  the  year  amounted  to  $123,030,  of 
which  $79,230  was  for  interest  on  Masonic  loans  for  the  new  Temple. 

At  this  Communication  two  hundred  and  twenty-three  Lodges  were  represented, 
while  at  the  Annual,  there  were  only  sixty-nine.  The  Trustees  of  the  several  Charity 
Funds  submitted  their  reports,  showing  a  goodly  work  during  the  year.  The  acting 
Grand  Master  delivered  his  Address,  an  extract  from  which  we  have  already  given. 

The  Grand  Lodge  passed  suitable  resolutions  of  condolence  and  sympathy  with 
their  afflicted  Grand  Master,  and  then  proceeded  to  install  the  Grand  Officers  elected 
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at  the  previous  Quarterly  Communication.    The  Grand  Master  (Bro.  Xisbet)  now 

red  hlfl  salutatory,  aa  is  the  custom  in  this  jurisdiction.    He  pointed  out  several 

things  winch  would  not  be  done,  and  brethren,  therefore,  might  save  themselves  the 

troul.lt'  of  asking  tor  dispensations.    He  censured  and  forbade  the  practice  of  Masters' 

Inviting  brethren  to  lecture  before  their  Lodges.    That  was  a  prerogative  of  the 

Grand  Master, and  of  those  only  to  whom  he  should  give  permission.    He  also  censured 

the  at  ta  of  those   brethren  who  furnished  to  the  press  items  touching  action  in  the 

He  evidently  does  not  approve  the  practice  of  the  New  York  Grand 

in  appointing  an  official  reporter  for  that  very  purpose,  and  then  voting  him 

compensation  therefor. 

They  have  only  ten  Grand  Chaplains  in  this  Grand  Lodge.  Brethren  should  cer- 
tainlv  be  kept  in  the  right  way  with  so  many  moral  and  religious  supervisors. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  again  submitted  by  Past 
Grand  Master  Richard  Vaux.  It  is  written  in  the  well  known  style  of  our  vener- 
brother,  but  he  felt  bound  to  condense  altogether  too  much,  for  Bro.  Taux 
never  writes  what  is  not  worth  reading.  California,  for  1877,  gets  only  half  a 
of  this  "  condensed  milk,"  which  is  very  good  as  far  as  it  goes.  Throw  off  your 
straight  jacket,  good  brother,  and  give  free  scope  to  your  pen.  We  thank  him  for 
the  compliment  he  pays  us  in  this  brief  sketch. 

The  M,\  W,\  Michael  Nisbet  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the  B.\  W.\ 
John  Thomson  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

PRINCE  EDWARD  ISLAND. 

The  Fourth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  Province  was 
held  in  Charlotte  town  on  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  June,  1&79,— the  M.\  W.'.  John 
Yeo  being  Grand  Master  and  the  B.\  W.\  B.  Wilson  Higgs  Grand  Secretary.  Ten 
Lodges  were  represented. 

This  Communication  was  preceded  by  a  Regular  Communication  held  on  the 
twenty-fourth  day  of  June,  1878,  and  a  Special  one  held,  at  Summerside  on  the 
nineteenth  day  of  February,  1879.  At  the  former,  the  only  business  of  note  trans- 
acted was  the  granting  a  charter  for  a  new  Lodge.  At  the  latter,  a  communication 
was  received  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  recognizing  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Prince  Edward  Island  ;  and  also  one  from  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Scotland,  announcing  the  recognition  of  that  Grand  Body,  "subject  to  certain 
restrictions."'  What  these  were  is  not  stated;  but  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Prince  Ed- 
ward Island  declined  to  accept  the  modified  recognition. 

At  the  Annual  Communication  the  Grand  Master  delivered  an  Address  which  has 
the  merit  of  brevity,  at  least,  for  it  is  only  three  pages  in  length.  He  said  that 
"  nothing  of  importance  affecting  the  Craft  within  the  jurisdiction,  had  transpired  ;  " 
and  that  the  membership  of  the  jurisdiction,  owing  to  hard  times  and  depression  in 
all  kinds  of  business,  had  slightly  decreased. 

No  business  of  public  importance  was  transacted  at  this  Communication  and 
there  is  no  Pieport  on  Correspondence. 

There  are  twelve  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  five  hundred 
and  forty-eight.  The  Grand  Master  was  reelected  and  the  It.-.  W.\  George  W. 
Wakeford  was  elected  Grand  Secretary. 

QUEBEC. 

The  ninth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  was  held  in  the 
city  of  Montreal  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  September,  1878,— the  M.\W.'.  Melbourne 
If.  Tait,  Grand  Master,  "  occupying  the  Throne,"  and  the  R.\  W.'.  John  H.  Isaacson 
being  Grand  Secretary.     Fifty-four  Lodges  were  represented. 

ThE  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  very  long,  a  large  portion  thereof  being 
devoted  to  the  difficulty  between  this  jurisdiction  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland. 
We  will  endeavor  to  give  as  brief  a  statement  as  is  practicable,  as  to  the  historical 
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status  of  this  matter,  leaving  it  to  our  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  to  discuss  its 
legal  aspect  and  to  suggest  such  action  as  it  may  deem  proper  for  our  own  Grand 
Lodge  to  take. 

The  Grand  Master  first  refers  to  the  fact  that  Grand  Master  Dunbar,  the  year 
before,  laid  before  this  Grand  Body  certain  correspondence  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Scotland,  showing  that  that  Body  had  unanimously  recognized  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Quebec,  and  had  resolved  upon  fraternal  relations  therewith.  An  interchange  of 
Representatives  followed ;  Grand  Master  Dunbar  receiving  the  appointment  from 
Scotland,  and  Bro.  Sir  Michael  Robert  Shaw-Stewart,  Grand  Master  of  Scotland, 
that  from  Quebec.  The  "  Board  of  General  Purposes,"  acting  upon  these  statements 
of  the  Grand  Master,  called  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  to  the  fact 
that  "  Elgin  Lodge,"  of  Montreal,  working  under  a  Scottish  charter,  had  refused  to 
surrender  the  same  and  acknowledge  allegiance  to  the  new  Grand  Lodge, — such 
action  being  considered  as  inconsistent  with  the  American  doctrine  of  supreme 
Masonic  jurisdiction.  It  appeared  also  that  three  other  Lodges  were  still  working 
under  charters  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England.  Upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  Board,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  called  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
England  and  Scotland  to  these  facts,  and  fixed  the  first  of  the  following  January  as 
the  outside  period  when  such  an  anomaly  must  cease.  The  Grand  Master  communi- 
cated this  action  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  in  two  letters.  An  answer  was 
received  under  date  of  November,  1877,  enclosing  the  report  of  the  "Grand  Com- 
mittee of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,"  adopted  by  that  body,  which  stated  the 
fact  that  "  Elgin  Lodge  "  had  been  officially  informed — 

That  in  opening  fraternal  relations  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec,  they  could 
not  have  had  the  slightest  intention  of  recognizing  any  right  upon  which  might  be 
founded  a  demand  for  the  severance  of  the  tie  existing  between  it  and  its  daughter 
Lodge  in  Montreal,  and  that  should  such  a  right  be  insisted  upon,  rather  than  accede 
to  such  a  demand,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  would  recall  its  commission  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec. 

This  menace  was  follov*ed  early  the  next  month  by  the  peremptory  withdrawal  Of 
the  commission  to  Past  Grand  Master  Dunbar.  Grand  Master  Tait  retaliated  by 
withdrawing  the  commission  to  the  Grand  Representative  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Scotland.  So  the  war  began ;  but  this  was  not  the  the  worst  of  the  matter.  At 
the  Quarterly  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  in  May  following, 
charters  were  granted  by  it  to  two  other  new  Lodges  in  Montreal.  These  Lodges 
were  instituted  the  same  month  by  the  Master  of  Elgin  Lodge,  and  in  August  follow- 
ing the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  established  a  "Provincial  Grand  Lodge"  in  the 
jurisdiction  of  Quebec  and  appointed  the  Master  of  Elgin  Lodge  "  Provincial  Grand 
Master."  Thereupon,  the  Grand  Master  of  Quebec  issued  his  proclamation  of  pro- 
hibition and  laid  a  statement  of  facts  befoie  the  other  Grand  Bodies,  asking  them  to 
stand  by  Quebec  in  this  resistance  to  the  invasion  of  its  Masonic  rights.  A  large  por 
tion  of  the  Address  following  these  statements  is  taken  up  with  the  discussion  of  this 
claim  of  Scotland  and  its  violation  of  American  Masonic  Law ;  but  we  must  turn  this 
portion  over  to  our  jurisprudence  committee,  feeling  assured  that  all  the  points 
involved  will  receive  ample  justice  at  its  hands. 

The  "Board  of  General  Purposes,"  to  which  this  portion  of  the  Grand  Master's 
Address  was  referred,  submitted  a  strongly  worded  report,  endorsing  in  full  the 
position  and  acts  of  the  Grand  Master.    The  report  concludes  as  follows  : — 

Under  these  circumstances— under  this  great  provocation — all  its  offers  of  frater- 
nal intercession  and  protection  to  these  foreign  Lodges  which  existed  here  prior  to 
the  recent  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  having  been  rejected— it  is  surely 
time  for  this  Grand  Lodge,  if  it  desires  to  maintain  the  respect  of  the  craft  through- 
out the  world— the  esteem  of  its  sister  Grand  Lodges,  and  the  support  and  obedience 
of  its  own  brethren,  to  assist  and  maintain  the  authority  and  discipline  with  which, 
as  a  Grand  Lodge,  it  has  been  entrusted,  and  to  proclaim  and  enforce,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, by  all  proper  and  lawful  means,  that  no  Lodge  of  Freemasons  shall  exist  in  the 
Province  of  Quebec  which  shall  not  owe  allegiance  to  the  31.'.  W.\  Grand  Master 
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and  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec,  obey  the  laws  made  by  it  for  the  government  of  Lodges 

ind  members  of  Lodges,  and  contribute  its  portion  to  the  support  of  this  Grand 

•  and  the  relief  of  distressed  brethren,  whether  of  our  own  jurisdiction  or  who, 

,ur  from  other  countries,  may  be  here  in  want  and  distress  ;  and  that  all  Lodges 

not  acknowledging  this  allegiance,  and  giving  this  support  and  obedience  to  the 

ec,   shall  be  declared  irregular  and  illegal  Lodges,  no  matter 

; iiit  authority  they  may  assume  to  act. 

Upon  the  consideration  of  this  report,  the  Grand  Lodge  resolved  to  uphold  and 
continue  the  edict  of  non-intercourse  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  but  leaving 
for  future  consideration  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  during  its  present  sessions,  the  actual 

tions  between  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec. 

(uently  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  in  relation  to  the  last  named 
matter  : — 

That  the  M.\  W.\  the  Grand  Master  be  and  he  is  hereby  earnestly 
and  authorized,  either  by  personal  interview  or  by  the  appointment  of  a 
i  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  to  endeavor  to  secure  a  speedy  and  arnica- 
solution  of  all  pending  difficulties  between  the  two  Grand  Lodges,  and  that  the 
Jf.\  \\ .'.  tie  Urand  Master  do  report  the  result  of  this  mission. 

The  several  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  submitted  reports  of  their  action 
during  the  year.  The  one  having  jurisdiction  of  the  Montreal  district,  calls  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  had  "  injuriously 
affected  the  harmony  of  some  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  in  that  city.''  Four 
brothers  had  been  suspended  "  for  assisting  to  form  a  new  Lodge  without  the  Grand 

r's  authority. "  He  also  called  attention  to  another  fact,  viz.  :  That  some  of 
the  regular  Lodges  in  Montreal  allowed  these  illegal  Lodges  to  held  sessions  in  their 
Lodge  rooms.  He  says  :  "  It  appears  to  me  rather  unseemly  that  the  same  rooms 
should  to-night  be  used  by  one  of  our  regular  Lodges,  and  to-morrow  night  by  an 
irregular  assembly  of  persons  calling  themselves  Masons,  with  whom  no  Masonic 
intercourse  can  be  allowed  by  the  supreme  Masonic  authority  in  this  jurisdiction." 
We  Bhould  think  as  much. 

The  Grand  Chaplain,  Bro.  H.  W.  Nye,  delivered  an  excellent  address,  which  U 
published  in  the  proceedings,  and  for  wNch  he  received  the  thanks  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.  He  discussed  the  question  "  What  is  Freemasonry?''  negatively  and  posi- 
tively. As  to  the  first,  he  maintained  that  "  Freemasonry  is  not  a  mere  mutual  admi- 
ration or  mutual  benefit  association,  nor  a  political  institution;  nor  a  substitute  for 
or  a  rival  to  the  Church  ;  "  but  that  it  is  "  Friendship,  Love,  and  Truth."  We  would 
like  to  quote  some  of  his  well-expressed  sentences,  but  our  report  has  already  been 
extended  beyond  all  fair  limits. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  Bro.  W. 
Bdcpson  Walker.  It  is  a  concise  but  well  written  review  of  the  proceedings  of 
fifty-two  Grand  Lodges,  a  page  and  a  half  being  devoted  to  California  for  1877. 
Bro.  Walker  will  see  that  we  repay  him  fourfold.     He  highly  compliments  Grand 

r  Browne's  Address,  and  says  he  "  is  one  of  those  Grand  Masters  who  make  the 
Orient  what  it  should  be.'"  He  also  compliments  and  copies  from  our  own  report. 
We  could  wish  that  there  was  no  over  coloring  in  this  concluding  paragraph  of  his 
report : — 

Masonry  never  took  a  higher  stand  in  its  history  than  it  does  to-day  ;  never  more 
truly  prosperous,  never  more  influential,  never  more  studied,  never  doing  a  grander 
work  for  the  relief  of  suffering  humanity. 

There  are  sixty-two  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  two 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-three.  The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary 
were  re-elected. 

RHODE  ISLAND. 

We  have  on  several  occasions  had  our  scold  at  the  manner  in  which  the  Proceed- 
ings of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  "Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations  "  are  gotten 
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up,  and  will  not  repeat  the  same  now.  The  reader  may  consider  all  that  as  done 
already,  and  will  excuse  us  if  our  review  partakes  somewhat  of  the  hash  of  the 
original. 

The  pamphlet  before  us  is  neatly  printed  and  is  ornamented  by  two  fine  engrav- 
ings, one  of  Grand  Master  Cutler,  and  the  other  of  the  long  time  Grand  Chaplain, 
the  Rev.  Bro.  Henry  VV.  Rugg.  We  like  the  looks  of  the  latter,  and,  as  he  will  be  at 
the  head  of  the  Correspondence  Committee  this  year,  shall  look  for  a  report  that 
will  not  belie  that  splendid  eye  and  moustache,  and  massive  forehead.  We  are  only 
sorry  that  our  brother  "  parts  his  hair  in  the  middle,"  but  then  absolute  perfection 
can  hardly  be  expected  in  this  imperfect  and  sinful  world. 

We  have  first  an  elaborate  report  of  the  proceedings  of  a  Special  Communication 
held  in  Providence  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  October,  1877,  for  the  purpose  of  dedi- 
cating the  "  Roger  Williams  Monument,"  recently  erected  in  that  city  of  his  found- 
ing. Grand  Master  Cutler  presided,  and  right  well  did  he  perform  his  allotted  work. 
We  were  somewhat  surprised,  however,  at  the  statement  that  all  this  Grand  Lodge 
work  was  done  in  the  Entered  Apprentice  degree.  "We  have  no  such  custom  "  in 
California,  certainly.    There  was  an  immense  turnout  on  this  occasion  :— 

Among  the  Lodge  furniture  were  two  fragments  of  the  famous  slate  rock  on  which 
Roger  Williams  landed,  in  the  form  of  a  rough  and  perfect  ashlar.  The  former 
bears  the  inscription,  "What  Cheer  Rock,  quarried  May  2,  A.  L.  5860;"  and  the 
latter,  "  This  ashlar  was  taken  from  the  rock  on  which  Roger  Williams,  the  founder 
of  Providence,  first  landed,  A.  D.  1636,  when  he  was  greeted  by  the  Indian  saluta- 
tion, '  What  Cheer.'  " 

These  ashlars  belong  to  "  What  Cheer  Lodge,"  chartered  in  1857,  and  are  some  31J 
inches  high,  25  inches  wide,  27J  inches  thick,  We  have  a  full  page  view  of  the  Monu- 
ment :  "  A  figure  of  history  in  classic  drapery,  standing  on  the  upper  step,  is  writing 
with  a  stylus  upon  the  front  tablet  in  plain  script,  the  words,  '  Roger  Williams, 
1636.'  "  And  crowning  the  whole  is  the  statue  of  Williams  himself.  During  the  cere- 
monies an  eulogy  on  Masonry  was  delivered  by  Grand  Chaplain  Rugg.  From  the 
address  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Parks,  we  gather  this  item  of  informa- 
tion : — 

We  are  now  upon  land  once  owned  by  Roger  Williams,  and  bequeathed  to  the 
city  of  Providence  by  Miss  Betsy  Williams,  his  great,  great,  great  grand-daughter. 
The  love  she  bore  for  the  city  her  ancestor  founded,  and  her  reverence  for  his  mem- 
ory, prompted  this  bequest,  by  which  she  prescribed  that  this  tract  of  land,  which- 
containsJ5  about  one  hundred  acres,  might  be  forever  kept  for  public  uses  and  be 
known  as  "  Roger  Williams  Park." 

She  died  in  1871,  the  bequest  was  accepted  by  the  city  in  1872,  and  in  1874  the 
design  was  adopted  and  the  work  on  the  monument  commenced. 

An  elaborate  historical  oration  was  delivered  by  Professor  J.  Lewis  Diman,  of 
Brown  University,  from  which  we  would  be  pleased  to  make  liberal  quotations.  He 
discusses  at  length  the  course  and  acts  of  Williams,  and  of  the  Plymouth  Colony 
saints  who  drove  him  into  exile.  Williams  first  commenced  his  settlement  on  the 
wrong  side  of  the  Blackstone  river,  but  on  receiving  another  warning  from  those  who 
had  made  Boston  too  hot  for  him,  he  selected  the  present  site  of  Providence,  and 
there  commenced  a  city  that  has  always  delighted  to  do  him  honor.  The  Professor 
evidently  desires  to  say  a  good  word  on  behalf  of  Williams7  persecutors,  and  more 
than  hints  that  political  reasons  had  as  much  to  do  as  religious  ones,  on  both  sides.  But 
we  will  not  follow  him  further  in  his  argument.  His  oration  will  repay  a  perusal. 
He  defends  Williams  from  the  charge  of  Cotton  Mather  that  he  "had  a  windmill  in 
his  head,"  %.  e.,  was  very  vacillating.  And  yet  he  admits  that  though  he  became  a 
Baptist  and  started  that  denomination  in  Rhode  Island,  he  subsequently  withdrew 
from  their  communion,  and  lived  for  the  rest  of  his  days  isolated  fiom  all  visible 
church  fellowship.  Yet  all  must  admit  that  he  was  a  good,  if  not  a  great  man,  and 
laid  deep  the  foundations  of  civil  and  religious  liberty,  which  his  persecutors  talked 
so  much  about,  and  yet  illustrated  so  little  in  their  actual  practice. 
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we  have  the  proceedings  of  the  Semi-annual  Communication,  held  in  Provi- 
dence on  the  nineteenth  day  of  November,  1877, — the  M.\  W.'.  Charles  R.  Cutler, 
Grand  Blaster,  presiding,  and  the  B.\  W.\  Edwin  Baker  being  Grand  Secretary, 
were  represented.  We  find  but  few  items  of  general  interest  in  this 
record.  The  bill  of  expenses  at  the  Roger  Williams  celebration  amounted  to  $440, 
and  the  sale  of  dinner  tickets  to  $330.  Grand  Master  Cutler  footed  the  rest  of  the 
bill,  for  which  he  was  duly  thanked. 

eighty-eighth  Annual  Communication  was  held  in  the  same  city  on  the  twen- 
tieth day  of  May,  1S78,  the  same  Grand  Officers  being  present,  with  a  representation 
from  thirty-one  Lodges. 

The  Grand  Secretary  submitted  his  annual  report.     Two  new  Lodges  had  been 
ltuted  during  the  year.    An  invitation  from  Bro.  Hiram  D.  Maxfield  for  the 
1  Lodge  to  dine  with  him  (and  eat  clams)  on  the  twenty-fourth  of  June,  was 
referred  to  a  committee,  with  power.    We  "guess"  they  said  yes  ! 

(J rand  Master  Cutler  then  delivered  his  Annual  Address,  which  was  brief  and 
confined  to  the  business  of  the  jurisdiction.  The  several  District  Deputies  also  re- 
ported, but  we  find  nothing  therein  calling  for  special  notice. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  by  Bro.  Henry  W.  Rugg,  is 
short  and  sweet,  occupying  only  two  pages  of  the  proceedings. 

There  are  thirty-three  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  four 
thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty-seven.  The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary 
were  re-elected. 

SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

The   one  hundred  and   second  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge   of 

South  Carolina  was  held  in  the  city  of  Charleston  on  the  tenth  day  of  December, 

—the  M.\  W.'.  Beaufort  W.  Ball,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\   W.\ 

Charles  Inglesby  being  Grand  Secretary.    One  hundred  and  fifty-six  Lodges  were 

represented. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  very  brief,  only  occupying  three  pages  of 
the  proceedings.  He  returns  thanks  to  an  all-wise  Providence  for  saving  his  State 
from  the  ravages  of  the  yellow  fever  scourge.  The  brotherhood  of  South  Carolina, 
though  not  rich  in  this  world's  goods,  contributed  $1123  70  for  the  relief  of  those  in 
other  jurisdictions.  The  Legislature  of  the  State,  though  urged  thereto  by  a 
request  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  personal  efforts  of  two  of  the  most  distin- 
guished of  the  Craft,  had  refused  "to  exempt  the  Grand  Lodge  property  from 
taxation."  We  clip  the  following  paragraph  because  it  contains  good  advice, 
which  is  as  appropriate  in  California  as  in  South  Carolina  :— 

An  experience  of  more  than  twenty-five  years  leads  to  the  conclusion  that  one 
of  the  unfailing  stumbling  blocks  to  the  Lodge  is  debt  and  financial  embarrassment. 
A  new  Lodge  is  chartered  ;  brethren  assume  the  task  of  undertaking  to  build  Lodge 
rooms  ;  Lodge  furniture  is  bought,  and  rentals  are  contracted  to  be  paid,  based 
on  calculations  of  work  in  the  future,  and  other  fortunate  contingencies.  The  result 
is  inevitable  that  members  become  disheartened,  the  Institution  suffers,  Masonry 
languishes.  Again  it  not  unfrequently  happens  that  in  a  financial  strait  the  brethren 
are  tempted  to  restore  their  prosperity  by  the  introduction  of  improper  material, 
and  the  consequences  to  our  beloved  Institution  (which  has  survived  all  the  shocks 
to  which  man's  institutions  are  exposed)  are  still  dangerous  and  to  be  avoided. 
Another  frequent  and  inevitable  barrier  to  the  harmony  and  prosperity  of  the  Lodge 
is  the  failure  to  enforce  .the  prompt  payment  of  Lodge  dues.  This  matter  is  fre- 
quently referred  to,  but  cannot  be  too  strongly  insisted  upon.  A  brother,  hitherto 
prompt,  neglects  to  pay  his  annual  dues;  indulgence  follows.  Another  brother 
follows  his  example ;  the  dues  accumulate  ;  the  question  of  erasure  follows, 
brethren  cease  to  take  interest— begin  to  fall  off— and  a  fatal  check  is  given  to  the 
growth  and  prosperity  of  the  Lodge. 

The  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  made  elaborate  reports  of  their  work  during 
the  year,  but  we  find  nothing  therein  of  general  interest. 
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Past  Grand  Master  Wilmot  G.  De  Saussure,  having  been  requested  so  to  do  at 
the  last  Annual  Communication,  delivered  an  able,  and  we  may  well  call  it  an 
exhaustive  address  on  the  first  establishment  of  Masonry  in  South  Carolina  and 
other  States.  We  have  read  this  address  with  deep  interest,  and  would  like  to  make 
copious  extracts  therefrom,  that  our  readers  might  be  equally  pleased  ;  but  our 
limited  space  will  only  permit  the  insertion  of  the  closing  paragraphs,  which  con- 
tain the  orators  summing  up  of  all  his  facts  and  conclusions  :— 

After  carefully  examining  the  addresses  of  the  M.\  W.\  Bro.  Percival  Lowell 
Everett  and  the  Ji.'.  W.\  Bro.  Levi  Woodbury,  and  the  early  history  of  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  Pennsylvania  and  New  York,  I  am  obliged  to  believe  that  the  senior  contin- 
uous  Grand  Lodge  on  the  continent  of  North  America,  is  that  of  Massachusetts,  whose 
St.  John's  Grand  Lodge  was  organized  in  1733,  and  on  5th  March,  1792,  united  with 
the  Massachusetts  Grand  Lodge,  organized  in  1769.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, organized  in  1732,  under  a  warrant  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  ceased 
to  exist  about  1793,  and  never  united  with  the  Grand  Lodge  which  was  organized 
under  a  warrant  granted  20th  June,  1764,  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  according 
to  the  Ancient  Constitutions.  The  Grand  Lodge  ot  New  York  could  not  have  been 
organized  earlier  than  the  latter  part  of  December,  1737,  and  appears  to  have  become 
extinct  about  1776,  and  a  new  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  warrant  was  granted  5th 
September,  1781,  and  is  that  referred  to  in  the  report  of  the  committee  on  5th  June, 
17s7.  I  have  been  unable  to  obtain  access  to  the  early  history  of  Freemasonry  in 
Virginia,  but  in  Mackey's  Encyclopedia  it  is  stated  that  no  Grand  Lodge  was  organized 
before  1778.  If  my  reasoning  is  correct  in  regard  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  South 
Carolina,  it  is  the  second  senior  continuous  Grand  Lodge  on  the  continent  of  North 
America.  While,  then,  in  all  probability,  the  first  Lodge  of  Freemasons  organized 
in  North  America  was  that  which  met  at  the  Hoop,  Water  street,  Philadelphia,  in 
1730,  and  the  first  Grand  Lodge  organized,  was  that  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania, 
which  in  1732  elected  William  Allen  as  its  Grand  Master,  yet  two,  at  least,  of  its 
sister  jurisdictions,  viz.:  Massachusetts  and  South  Carolina,  outrank  Pennsylvania 
in  continuous  Grand  Lodges. 

As  a  conclusion  of  this  sketch  of  the  early  history  of  Ancient  Freemasonry  in 
South  Carolina,  1  desire  to  summarize  it  as  follows  :  The  first  Lodge  constituted  in 
South  Carolina  was  Solomon's  Lodge,  No.  1,  on  28th  October,  1736.  A  Provincial 
Grand  Lodge  was  constituted  some  time  between  that  date  and  20th  August,  1737. 
Such  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  is  traceable  in  the  Gazettes  until  1743,  when,  probably 
for  the  reasons  assigned  by  Bro.  Mackey,  it  disappears  until  1754.  When  it  reappears 
in  that  year,  it  does  so  with  some  of  the  same  officers  as  were  found  in  it,  in  1713. 
It  is  then,  with  occasional  hiati,  traced  until  1774.  In  1776  it  is  found,  summoned  by 
11  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge,"  and  desiring  the  attendance  of  all  brethren  throughout 
this  State.  In  1777  it  installed  Barnard  Elliott  as  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  this 
State.  In  October,  1778,  his  funeral  is  attended  by  the  Society  of  Freemasons,  of 
which  he  was  Grand  Master.  A  silence  then  occurs  until  December,  1781,  when  it  is 
again  summoned  as  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  (South  Carolina  then  being  overrun 
by  the  British  troops),  and  John  Deas  is  elected  as  Provincial  Grand  Master.  In 
1783  the  same  body  reappears  as  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State,  and  John  Deas  is 
elected  the  Grand  Master.  From  1783  to  1817  it  continues  to  be  found,  although 
from  1787  to  1817  there  is  also  a  rival  Grand  Lodge.  In  1817  there  is  an  union  of 
these  rival  Grand  Lodges,  on  the  same  principles  which  governed  in  Massachusetts  in 
171)2,  and  in  England  in  1813.  From  18L7  to  this  date,  it  has  continued  with  its  united 
rival,  as  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient  Freemasons  of  South  Carolina.  This  appears 
to  be  such  a  connection  and  continuance  with  the  Grand  Lodge  constituted  in  1737, 
as  to  entitle  it  to  claim  1737  as  the  date  of  the  organization  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
South  Carolina.  It  was  the  legitimate  successor  of  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge, 
and  became  independent  in  December,  1776,  according  to  the  principles  laid  down 
by  eminent  Masonic  authorities.  I  therefore  respectfully  claim  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ancient  Freemasons  of  South  Carolina,  is,  in  continuous  succession,  the 
second  in  rank  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mas- 
sachusetts alone  outranking  it.  And  I  further  claim  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  South 
Carolina  was  the  first  independent  Grand  Lodge  on  the  continent  of  North  America. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  Bro.  Inglesby, 
Grand  Secretary,  and  is  a  well  written,  well  digested  document  of  eighty-five  pages. 
California  for  1877  is  fully  and  favorably  noticed.  Grand  Master  Browne's  Address 
is  complimented,  and  copious  extracts  are  made  therefrom.  Bro.  Inglesby  thinks, 
however,  that  we  pressed  the  claims  of  "  Eureka  Lodge  "against  "  Silver  Star  Lodge" 
of  Montana,  beyond  the  boundary  of  Masonic  charity.  We  did  not  press  them,  and 
as  both  the  interested  parties  are  satisfied,  we  think  that  others  might  as  well  be.   Our 
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Eastern  brethren  have  but  little  idea  of  the  drain  made  upon  our  purses  for  the  aid  of 
distressed  brethren,  their  widows  and  orphans,  from  other  jurisdictions.  We  do  think 
that  occasionally,  those  Lodges,  whose  duties  we  have  discharged,  because  no  good 
Mason  can  see  his  brethren  suffer,  should  sometimes  help  us  bear  the  burdens  of 
the  Craft. 

Bro.  Sargent  is  complimented  on  his  oration,  which  is  justly  characterized  as  "an 
able  and  eloquent  paper."  Bro.  Bromley,  "G.  C.  B.,"  and  our  humble  self,  come  in 
for  a  share  of  the  good  words  written  by  our  worthy  brother. 

Under  the  head  of  "  Wyoming,"  Bro. Inglesby  says  something  which  we  com- 
mend to  the  notice  of  our  brethren  of  the  Pacific  Coast : — 

We  coincide  very  fully  with  his  views,  as  to  the  propriety  and  necessity  for  cul- 
tivating the  social  features  of  Masonry.  The  current  of  Masonic  legislation  and  prac- 
tice of  the  present  day  is  to  promote  the  charitable  at  the  expense  of  all  the  other 
objects  and  aims  of  our  time-honored  institution.  We  say  no  word  against  charity, 
but  wish  to  say  many,  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Fraternity,  that  charity  is  an 
individual  duty  imposed  by  Masonic  obligations  on  each  individual  Mason,  and  no- 
where imposed  upon  Lodges  as  Lodges.  To  convert  a  Lodge  Treasury  into  a  simple 
charitable  fund,  as  is  too  generally  done,  is  to  convert  the  Lodge  into  the  very  poorest 
and  meanest  kind  of  a  mutual  aid  society,  or  life  and  accident  insurance  company. 
Friendship  and  brotherly  love  can  best  be  promoted  by  cultivating  the  social  relations 
between  the  brethren  ;  bringing  them  into  pleasant,  social  gatherings  in  the  hours  of 
refreshment.  When  an  application  for  charity  is  made  to  a  brother,  let  him  not  run  to 
the  Lodge  with  it,  but  remember  his  M.  M.  0.  tJ.,  and  put  his  hand  into  his  own  pocket. 
Having  thought  much  on  the  subject,  we  say  it  advisedly,  that  because  of  our  Lodges 
having  been  converted  into  mere  charitable  societies,  their  meetings  are  unattract- 
ive and  are  not  attended.  Make  them  pleasant,  social  re-unions,  at  which,  after 
having  disposed  of  the  Masonic  labor  set  down  upon  the  trestle  board,  they  meet  to 
partake  of  reasonable  refreshment  or  recreation  ;  to  exchange  the  friendly  grasp  of 
the  hand  ;  to  commune  in  free  and  fraternal  intercourse  ;  in  a  word,  to  cultivate  the 
amenities  of  life  ;  and  our  word  for  it,  the  members  will  not  forget  the  Lodge  meeting, 
and  unaffiliated  Masons  will  be  few  and  far  between. 

There  are  one  hundred  and  eighty-two  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  member- 
ship of  six  thousand  five  hundred  and  thirty-one.  The  M.'  .  W.' .  Augustine  T. 
Smythe  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the  B.' .  W.' .  Charles  Inglesby  was  re- 
elected Grand  Secretary. 

TENNESSEE, 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Tennessee  commenced  its  sixty-fifth  Annual  Communication 
in  the  city  of  Nashville  on  the  eleventh  day  of  November,  1878,— the  M.\  W.\ 
Americus  V.  Warr,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.\  John  Frizzell  being 
Grand  Secretary.    Two  hundred  and  ninety-eight  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master,  as  might  well  be  supposed,  is  largely  devoted 
to  the  painful  subject  of  the  ravages  of  the  yellow  fever  in  that  jurisdiction.  The 
story  is  told  with  the  same  minuteness  and  pathos  which,  as  we  have  already 
seen,  characterized  the  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  of  Mississippi.  We  would  like 
to  quote  as  liberally  from  this  also,  but  the  limited  space  at  command  forbids.  The 
Grand  Master  calls  a  long  roll  of  moral  and  Masonic  heroes  who  stood  at  their  post 
of  duty  until  death  alone  bade  them  exchange  labor  for  refreshment.  The  Grand 
Lodge  of  Tennessee,  and  the  brethren  there,  will,  to  the  remotest  generation,  cherish 
the  names  and  revere  the  memories  of  Sloyer,  Wheeler,  Catron,  Slater,  Ander- 
son, and  King,  who  no  longer  answer  to  the  call  of  an  earthly  roll.  But  the  Grand 
Master  also  speaks  of  the  silver  lining  to  this  dark  cloud  : — 

When  the  dread  scourge  first  appeared  upon  our  entire  Southern  border  as  a  speck 
not  bigger  than  a  man's  hand,  and  was  expected  to  make  its  way  up  the  Father  of 
Waters,  a  noble  little  band  of  the  heroes  of  1873,  in  the  city  of  Memphis,  determined 
to  meet  it,  and,  if  they  could  not  conquer,  at  least  to  relieve  its  dreadful  pangs.  For 
this  purpose,  they  organized  and  determined  to  exhaust  their  own  Lodge  resources 
before  asking  for  outside  aid. 

But  the  ravages  of  the  destroyer  were  too  extensive  to  permit  a  reliance  upon 
that  source  long,  and  then  funds  poured  in  like  water  from  every  direction.  The 
Grand  Secretary  gives  the  items  in  detail,  and  we  shall  again  allude  to  them  when  hia 
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report  comes  under  consideration.    The  Grand  Master  well,  eloquently,  and  truth- 
fully says  :— 

This  generous,  unsought,  but  needed  outpouring  of  their  funds,  to  help  us  in  our 
time  of  sore  distress,  will  do  more  to  heal  up  the  old  scars  of  war  than  all  the  bun- 
combe speeches  of  a  decade.  The  united  North  for  the  relief  of  a  sick  and  fever 
stricken  South,  will  and  must  convince  us  that  we  are  one  people,  having  one  country 
and  one  common  duty,  to  preserve  it  in  its  purity  and  transmit  it  to  our  children  the 
same— one  and  indivisible  Union.  May  God  bless  each  and  all  of  our  brethren  every- 
where who  have  so  nobly  helped  us  in  this  our  time  of  affliction. 

The  son  and  namesake  of  the  Grand  Master  was  one  of  the  victims.  The  Grand 
Master  says  that  he  is  happy  to  say  he  has  not  granted  any  dispensation  during  the 
year  for  the  formation  of  a  new  Lodge.  He  recommended  that  an  edict  be  passed 
excusing  the  Grand  Master  from  answering  any  questions  that  did  not  come  from  a 
Lodge  under  the  Lodge  seal.  The  Committee  on  Jurisprudencewas  of  the  opinion  that 
such  was  now  in  effect  the  law  of  the  jurisdiction.  He  quotes  at  length  the  circular 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec,  complaining  of  the  aggressive  course  pursued  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  and  also  the  account  of  the  proceedings  by  the  last  named 
body,  and  says  he  is  "  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  the  invasion  was  unjust,  and  should 
be  discontinued.  American  Grand  Lodges,"  he  adds,  "  cannot  afford  to  waive  the 
right  of  exclusive  territorial  jurisdiction." 

The  Grand  Secretary  and  the  Masonic  Boards  of  Relief  of  Nashville,  Memphis, 
and  Chattanooga,  submitted  reports  of  their  receipts  and  disbursements  ou  account 
of  the  yellow  fever  sufferers.  We  epitomize  the  most  important  items.  The  Grand 
Secretary  received  $24,183  70  from  the  brethren  of  thirty  Grand  Lodge  jurisdictions, 
New  York  heading  the  list  with  $5600,  and  California  coming  in  fifth  with  a  donation 
of  $2200,  being  also  exceeded  by  Ohio,  Michigan,  and  Illinois.  The  California  item 
was  made  up  as  follows :  From  Grand  Secretary  Abell,  $2,000  ;  from  Pacific  Lodge, 
No.  136,  $100;  La  Parfaite  Union  Lodge,  No.  17,  $50,  and  from  Truckee,  $50.  The 
disbursements  amounted  to  $16,330  50,  leaving  on  hand,  $7853  20  to  be  applied  for 
the  relief  of  widows  and  orphans.  The  Grand  Master  had  also  received  &1707  35, 
and  the  Grand  Treasurer,  $363.  The  Grand  Secretary  concludes  hi3  report  as  fol- 
lows: — 

If  evidence  were  needed  to  prove  the  universality  of  Masonry  we  have  it  here. 
If  we  needed  proof  that  charity  is  an  essential  and  cardinal  principle  of  the  frater- 
nity, here  it  is.  If  it  were  necessary  to  demonstrate  that  Masonry  in  this  country 
knows  no  North,  no  South,  no  East,  no  West,  in  its  benefactions,  this  is  proved  strong 
as  Holy  Writ.  Our  earnest  prayer  is  that  the  Great  Architect  of  the  Universe  will 
protect,  defend,  and  perpetuate  our  noble  brotherhood. 

Several  cases  of  appeals  are  reported  by  the  committee.  In  one  case,  a  brother 
had  been  suspended  for  five  years  for  the  seduction  of  an  unmarried  woman.  He 
had  the  audacity  to  petition  the  Grand  Lodge  for  a  reversal,  on  the  ground  that  the 
woman  was  no  relation  of  a  Master  Mason.  The  committee  score  him  well  and 
deservedly  for  his  impudence,  and,  on  their  recommendation,  the  sentence  was 
changed  to  expulsion.    Good ! 

On  the  Quebee  and  Scotland  matter,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted : — 

Besolved,  That  R.\  W.\  Bro.  George  S.  Blackie,  Grand  Representative  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Tennessee,  be  requested  to  corres- 
pond with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  on  this  subject,  and,  while  assuring  her  of  the 
respect  entertained  for  her  proud  history,  and  veneration  for  her  age  and  wisdom, 
to  admonish  her  that  if  this  course  be  pursued,  it  will  inevitably  result,  in  a  dissolu- 
tion of  those  fraternal  relations  which  have  so  long  and  happily  existed  between  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  Scotland  and  Tennessee. 

Besolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  recommends  to  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Quebec 
and  Scotland,  that  they  refer  the  matter  in  dispute  to  some  friendly  Grand  Power, 
and  abide  by  its  decision. 

A  u  Lodge  of  Sorrow  "  was  held  during  the  Communication,  at  which  elaborate 
eulogies  were  pronounced  upon  the  eminent  brethren  who  were  the  victims  of  the 
summer  scourge. 
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The  Grand  Secretary,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  sub- 
mitted a  report  less  than  two  pages  in  length,  which  is  simply  an  apology  for  not 
making  a  report  in  full. 

There  are  four  hundred  and  thirteen  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership 
of  seventeen  thousand  and  fifty-three.  The  M.\  W.\  George  C.  Conner  was  elected 
Grand  Master  and  the  R.\  W.\  John  Frizzell  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

TEXAS. 

The  proceedings  at  the  forty-third  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Texas  come  to  us  in  a  portly  pamphlet  of  nearly  four  hundred  and  fifty  pages.  The 
Communication  was  held  in  the  city  of  Houston  on  the  twelfth  day  of  December, 
L878,—  the  M.-.W.'.  Norton  Moses,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  fi.-.W.'.  Geo. 
H.  Bringhurst  being  Grand  Secretary.  One  hundred  and  ten  Lodges  were  rep- 
resented. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  Address,  after  congratulating  the  Grand  Lodge  upon 
the  favorable  circumstances  of  health  and  prosperity  under  which  it  had  assembled, 
paid  an  appropriate  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Past  Grand  Masters  Samuel  Mathers 
and  J.  D.  Giddings,  and  of  W.'.  Bro.  J.  B.  Likens,  the  able  and  acceptable  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence.  He  had  granted  dispensations  for  the  form- 
ation of  eleven  new  Lodges,  but  had  arrested  the  charters  of  several  for  good  causes. 
We  state  one  case  in  the  language  of  the  Grand  Master : — 

Blackwel  Lodge,  No.  302.— In  May  last  this  Lodge  preferred  charges  against  one  of 
its  members  for  publicly  declaring  that  he  did  not  believe  in  the  Divine  authenticity 
of  the  Holy  Bible,  and  that  he  was  under  no  obligations  to  be  governed  by  its  teach- 
ings, and  did  not  believe  in  the  God  of  the  Bible.  When  interrogated  by  the  District 
Deputy  on  the  subjeet,he  did  not  deny  the  charges,  but  asserted  that  it  was  no  Masonic 
offence  to  express  such  views.  The  W,  M.  set  the  stated  meeting  in  June  for  the 
trial,  at  which  time  it  was  postponed  until  the  January  meeting,  hoping  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  at  its  December  Communication  would  so  change  position  on  belief 
in  the  Divine  authenticity  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  as  to  allow  brethren  to  reject  the 
Bible  and  still  retain  their  membership  in  good  standing. 

The  Grand  Master  believed  the  action  of  the  Lodge  demanded  severe  discipline, 
and  accordingly  arrested  its  charter.  The  Grand  Lodge  sent  the  matter  of  trying  the 
accused  brother  to  a  neighboring  Lodge,  and  approved  of  the  arrest  of  the  charter. 
We  are  more  than  pleased  to  see  our  brethren  of  the  South-west  stand  so  firmly  by 
this  Great  Light  of  Masonry.  It  would  be  an  evil  day  for  the  Craft  should  the  oppo- 
site policy  prevail. 

One  of  the  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master  was  based  upon  this  somewhat  singular 
state  of  things :  The  by-laws  of  a  Lodge  prescribed  that  "  No  member  in  arrears  for 
more  than  six  months  should  be  entitled  to  vote  on  any  subject."  All  its  members 
were  in  such  arrears,  and  yet  it  elected  officers.  The  question  submitted  was : 
"  Were  the  officers  elected  entitled  to  hold  office,  or  were  the  votes  illegally  cast  and 
therefore  null  and  void?"  Guided  by  the  ruling  of  one  of  his  predecessors,  the 
Grand  Master  at  first  decided  that  the  election  was  illegal ;  but  on  more  mature  reflec- 
tion reversed  his  ruling,  on  the  ground  that  "no  brother  can  be  deprived  of  his  vote 
as  a  member  of  a  Lodge  except  by  action  of  said  Lodge  under  charges.'1  The  Juris- 
prudence Committee  and  Grand  Lodge  concurred  in  the  latter  view. 

One  Master  who  appeared  at  a  former  Grand  Communication  intoxicated,  and 
thus  "brought  reproach  upon  the  Craft,"  was  disciplined  therefor  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  by  suspension  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry.  The  discipline 
seems  to  have  reformed  the  brother,  and  on  good  proof  that  he  was  "  now  a  good 
citizen,  was  totally  abstemious  as  to  intoxicating  drinks,"  and  was  sincerely  penitent 
for  his  past  conduct,  the  Grand  Lodge  ordered  his  restoration. 

In  a  case  where  a  Lodge  acquitted  a  brother,  in  the  face  of  positive  testimony  that 
the  grossly  immoral  act  of  seduction  had  been  committed,  the  Grand  Lodge  rev. 
the  decision  and  sent  the  matter  to  an  adjacent  Lodge  for  a  new  trial,  the  District 
Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the  district  to  preside. 
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A  Lodge  of  Sorrow  was  held  during  the  Communication,  in  memory  of  the  Ma- 
sonic dead  of  the  year,  at  which  Past  Grand  Master  Marion  Fillett  delivered  an 
eloquent  address.  He  was  subsequently  asked  for  a  copy  for  publication  in  the  pro- 
ceedings, but  replied  that  ho  had  destroyed  all  the  notes  thereof. 

Elaborate  majority  and  minority  reports  were  submitted  on  the  subject  of  an 
"Orphans'  Home,"  on  which  action  was  deferred  until  the  next  Annual  Communi- 
cation. The  majority  thought  that  "  each  Lodge  should  look  out  for  its  own,"  and 
that  the  Grand  Lodge  should  only  aid  the  individual  Lodges  when  necessary. 
"By  this  plan,"  say  the  majority,  "the  Grand  Lodge  will  be  saved,  first,  a  cumbrous 
piece  of  machinery  ;  second,  the  investment  of  a  large  sum  of  money;  and  third,  a 
bone  of  contention."  The  minority  occupy  about  twenty  pages  of  the  proceedings 
in  a  minute  review  of  the  action  of  that  and  other  Grand  Lodges,  and  conclude  by 
recommending  the  establishment  of  a  home  for  the  orphans  of  deceased  brethren. 

Bro.  J.  A.  Allen  offered  a  resolution  declaring  that  all  persons  who  are  directly 
or  indirectly  interested  in  drinking  or  gambling  saloons  should  be  ineligible  to  the 
privileges  of  Freemasonry,  but  it  was  tabled  by  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  Bro.  E.  H. 
Cushing.  It  occupies  some  eighty  pages  of  the  proceedings,  and  is  well  and  ably 
written.  He  thus  pays  a  deserved  tribute  to  his  predecessor,  Bro.  Likens,  in  which 
we  fully  concur  : — 

The  hand  that  should  have  prepared  this  report  lies  nerveless  in  Glenwood  ;  and 
the  soul  that  should  have  breathed  its  fire  and  spirit  into  its  utterances,  has  gone  to 
the  other  world.  Death  claimed  and  took  all  that  was  mortal  of  one  of  the  brightest 
spirits  and  keenest  intellects  when  Likens  died.  For  twenty-five  years  he  had  been 
a  member  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  More  than  one  of  us  looked  forward  to  his  report 
of  this  year  as  one  of  the  features  of  this  meeting.  In  all  his  connection  with  this 
body,  he  was  a  working  member.  He  never  sought  office  ;  was  never  a  candidate 
for  any  position.  He  delighted  in  the  fellowship  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  Long  will 
the  memory  of  him  live  in  hearts  that  have  been  warmed  by  the  glowing  ardor  of 
his  love  for  Freemasonry  and  for  his  brethren. 

Bro.  Cushing  gives  a  full  and  genial  notice  of  our  proceedings  for  1877,  quoting 
from  and  commending  the  Address  of  Grand  Master  Browne.  He  also  says,  what  we 
all  know  and  appreciate,  that  "  the  Grand  Secretary  of  California  is  a  model  officer," 
and  he  does  not  wonder  therefore  that  we  keep  him  in  office  and  pay  him  a  liberal 
salary.    Thanks  also  to  our  brother  for  his  compliments  to  the  writer. 

There  are  four  hundred  and  eight  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership 
of  seventeen  thousand  three  hundred  and  forty.  The  M.\  W.\  John  H.  Jones  was 
elected  Grand  Master  and  the  22.  \  W.'.  Geo.  H.  Bringhurst  was  re-elected  Grand 
Secretary. 

UTAH. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah  held  its  seventh  Annual  Communication  in  Salt  Lake 
City  on  the  twelfth  day  of  November,  1878,— the  M.\  W.\  John  Shaw  Scott, 
Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  B.\  W.\  Christopher  Diehl  being  Grand  Secre- 
tary.   All  the  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction,  six  in  number,  were  represented. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  covers  a  good  deal  of  ground,  and  in  his  dis- 
cussion of  Masonic  affairs  in  general  he  hits  some  abuses  pretty  hard.  The  number 
of  Lodges  had  not  been  increased,  but  the  Grand  Master  thought  it  was  a  matter  of 
congratulation  that  "  those  already  established  had  been  enabled  to  maintain  a 
healthy  existence  and  give  signs  of  vitality  cheering  to  the  heart  of  every  lover  of 
Masonry."  It  gave  him  "  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  say,  that  as  a  body,  the 
Masons  of  Utah  stand  high  in  the  scale  of  intelligence  and  in  the  practice  of  the 
Masonic  virtues."  In  speaking  of  the  work  in  the  jurisdiction  and  elsewhere,  he  is 
severe  in  his  criticisms  of  those  Grand  Lecturers  who  teach  and  perpetuate  bad 
grammar  and  worse  rhetoric,  because  they  say  they  learned  it  from  "  those  who 
knew,"— in  other  words,  as  the  Grand  Master  more  than  intimates— from  as  great 
and  incurable  ignoramuses  as  themselves.    He  thinks,  and  in  this  we  fully  concur,

that  the  appointment  of  Grand  or  Deputy  Lecturer  "  should  be  given  to  a  brother 
possessing  all  the  requirements  of  good  education,  extensive  knowledge,  and  sound 
discretion,  and  when  such  an  one  is  found  he  should  be  retained  indefinitely."  He 
suggests  an  amendment  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Constitution,  so  as  to  permit  the  election 
of  a  Master  from  the  body  of  the  Lodge.  Good.  That  is  our  law  and  frequently  our 
practice,  in  California,  notwithstanding  some  of  our  over-zealous  confreres  of  the 
reportorial  corps  think  we  are  smashing  an  old  landmark  into  smithereens !  "So 
much  the  worse  for  the  coo.'" 

The  Grand  Master  takes  isssue  with  his  predecessor,  Grand  Master  Orr,  and 
holds  that  "  an  E.  A.  or  F.  C.  is  a  Mason,  at  least  so  far  as  he  has  gone,  and  if  objec  • 
tion  is  made  to  his  progress,  should  be  entitled  to  be  confronted  with  his  accusers." 
The  Grand  Lodge  concurred,  and  rightty,  too.  We  can  but  express  our  amazement 
that  the  contrary  doctrine  should  ever  have  prevailed  anywhere.  In  relation  to  the 
difficulty  between  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Quebec  and  Scotland,  he  is  of  the  opinion 
that  both  parties  are  partly  right  and  partly  wrong,  and  hopes  that  wise  counsels 
will  prevail.  In  answer  to  his  appeal,  the  fraternity  had  forwarded  $1,300  for  the 
relief  of  the  yellow  fever  sufferers.  This  is  a  noble  exhibit  for  so  small  a  jurisdic- 
tion. It  shows  that  the  "  Goddess  Charity,"  as  Bro.  Diehl  calls  her,  is  duly  honored 
in  that  region.  Bro.  Diehl's  pet,  the  Grand  Lodge  Library,  receives  a  cordial  and 
favorable  notice,  the  Grand  Master  saying  that  it  is  an  institution  of  which  every 
Mason  in  the  jurisdiction  may  feel  proud. 

The  Grand  Secretary  submitted  an  elaborate  report  of  his  work  as  such,  and 
another  as  Librarian.  If  there  is  a  harder  worker  anywhere  than  Bro.  Diehl,  we 
have  not  the  honor  of  his  acquaintance.  And  what  is  best  of  all,  most  of  what  he 
does  is  a  labor  of  love.  He  says  that  "  the  correspondence  of  this  office  keeps  on 
increasing,  yet  I  have  not  tired  in  the  performance  of  my  duties.  The  welfare  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah  is  my  constant  thought,  and  its  honor,  within  and  without 
the  Territory,  my  aim." 

The  Grand  Master,  who  is  the  Representative  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  and 
the  Grand  Secretary,  who  holds  the  same  position  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec, 
held  a  discussion  in  Grand  Lodge  on  the  subject  matter  of  difference  between  those 
Grand  Bodies,  after  which  the  Grand  Lodge  referred  the  whole  matter  to  these  two 
brothers  to  report  thereon  next  year.  That  strikes  us  as  a  novel  way  of  disposing  of 
a  very  troublesome  question,  but  perhaps  it  was  judicious.  It  is  not  our  funeral,  any- 
way.   We  pass  CaliforniaTs  share  over  to  Bro.  Belcher. 

We  find  a  new  word  in  the  report  of  the  committee  on  the  Grand  Master's  Address, 
and  ask  for  light.  They  favor  the  "  expunction"  of  the  decision  of  Grand  Master 
Orr  relative  to  the  rights  of  E.  A.  and  F.  C.    What  shall  we  have  next  ? 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  again  from  the  pen  of  Bro. 
Diehl,  Grand  Secretary,  and  is  as  good  a  one  as  anybody  can  write  under  such  a 
straight-jacket  limitation  as  they  insist  upon  in  that  jurisdiction.  We  do  wish  that  for 
once  they  would  let  Bro.  Diehl  have  all  the  freedom  that  he  wants.  As  "  Grand  Rep- 
resentative," we  would  be  willing  to  throw  in  our  mite  towards  the  additional  expense. 
California  for  1877  receives  about  a  page  of  favorable  notice. 

There  are  six  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  three  hundred  and 
seventy.  The  Ms  .  Wr  .  Thomas  Edward  Clohecy  was  elected  Grand  Master  and 
the  JR.- .  Wr  .  Christopher  Diehl  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

VERMONT. 

The  eighty-sixth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Vermont  was 
commenced  in  the  city  of  Burlington  on  the  twelfth  day  of  June,  1878,— the  M.'.W.'. 
Henry  H.  Smith,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  JR.\  W.\  Henry  Clark  being 
Grand  Secretary.    Ninety-two  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  Address,  congratulates  the  fraternity  on  the  fact  that 
r<  the  year  just  closed  has  been  one  of  unexampled  prosperity  and  harmony,  with 
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scarcely  an  appreciable  ruffle  of  discontent  or  discord  throughout  the  jurisdiction." 
He  had  spent  nearly  eight  months  of  the  year  in  visiting  the  subordinate  Lodges, 
"  urging,  entreating,  criticising,  philosophizing,  scolding  a  little  on  occasions  ;  teach, 
ing  the  lessons  found  in  our  wonderfully  rich  symbolisms  ;  and  testifying  the  truth  of  an 
institution  whose  first  and  last  and  highest  object  and  attainment  is  truth  itself."  The 
Grand  Secretary  had  accompanied  him  in  most  of  these  visits,  and  he  takes  occasion 
to  pay  that  officer  the  following  high  but  well  deserved  compliment : — 

In  all  this  Bro.  Henry  Clark,  our  Grand  Secretary,  has  aided  me  manfully,  day 
and  night,  in  cold  and  heat,  as  only  a  brother  burdened  with  the  experience  and 
speeches  of  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  could  do— aided,  also,  as  he  is,  with  the 
invaluable  wisdom  the  Chairman  of  Foreign  Correspondence  is  always  supposed  to 
glean  from  his  exchanges.  We  have  feasted  and  fasted  together  up  and  down  the 
land  in  perfect  good-fellowship  and  harmony,  and  I  shall  never  cease  to  feel  grateful 
to  him  for  his  timely  and  efficient  aid  on  all  occasions. 

The  Grand  Master  warned  the  fraternity  against  the  acts  of  certain  u  disreputable 
person  or  persons,'7  who,  claiming  to  be  Masons,  were  opening  so-called  Lodges  and 
trying  to  impose  their  pseudo  Masonry  upon  the  public.  He  had  arrested  the  charter 
of  "  Clyde  Lodge,"  at  West  Charleston,  for  good  reasons,  as  we  should  surmise,  from 
this  statement  of  its  affairs  and  conduct: — 

Members  desiring  to  connect  themselves  with  an  active  Lodge  could  not  obtain 
dimits;  no  respect  or  regard  was  paid  to  the  requirements  of  the  by-laws  of  the 
Grand  Lodge;  no  report  at  all  was  made  to  the  Grand  Lodge  last  year  ;  their  Lodge 
furniture  was  under  attachment;  and,  to  speak  mildly,  their  ability  to  accomplish 
much  Masonic  good,  without  unity  or  interest  in  Lodge  duties,  appeared  very  unprom- 
ising. 

The  Grand  Lodge  concurred  with  the  Grand  Master  in  the  foregoing.  He  con- 
demned the  atheistical  action  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  in  the  strongest  terms, 
and  in  this,  too,  the  Grand  Lodge  concurred.  We  like  the  closing  paragraphs  of  this 
Address  so  well,  that  we  venture  to  clip  them  for  our  readers  to  see  :— 

I  believe  that  Masonry  is  accomplishing  the  high  mission  of  cementing  men  to- 
gether in  the  bonds  of  fraternal  love,  which,  in  due  time,  will  culminate  in  the  great 
Jubilee  of  Peace  on  earth. 

"  Like  to  one  who,  in  a  vision 
Sees  what  is  to  be,  but  is  not," 

I  can  conjure  up  a  vivid  picture  of  the  greatness  and  glory  of  this  magnificent  sym- 
bolism of  ours,  when  it  will  have  evolved  from  the  mystery  and  darkness  of  its  long 
and  faithful  quest  the  one  surpassing,  inestimable  jewel  of  Divine  Truth.  I  believe 
we  hold  the  token  of  our  great  secret  safely  still.  I  can  almost  realize  the  exultation 
that  must  fill  every  true  Masonic  heart  when  this  consummation  is  attained  ;  when 
Brotherly  Love,  Relief,  and  Truth  reign  triumphant  over  the  earth,  and  all  the  springs 
of  human  action  are  swayed  by  none  but  worthy  motives. 

We  have  waited  and  waited  for  this  full  fruition  of  our  hopes ;  we  have  put  our 
shoulders  to  the  wheel  manfully,  as  did  our  fathers,  and  like  them  turned  away  many 
times  disappointed— perhaps  discouraged ;  but  every  effort  of  theirs  and  ours  has 
helped  to  elevate  our  cause  and  us  into  a  purer  moral  atmosphere,  and  the  warmer 
sunshine  of  God's  approval.  So  we  take  heart  and  work  away  with  unabated  ardor 
in  the  cause  we  love,  growing  stronger  with  every  endeavor,  and  reaping  our  reward 
in  earning  it. 

It  is  a  bewitching  dream  to  me,  and  comes  back  with  a  brighter  and  stronger  glow 
whenever  a  Masonic  emblem  meets  my  eye,  and  I  feel  my  heart  warm  and  my  pulse 
throb  quicker  under  its  mystic  influence.  It  holds  out  such  inducements  to  be  men 
— created  in  God's  image  ;  men,  true  to  the  behests  of  their  creation,  unpolluted  by 
any  evil  deeds— but  little  lower  than  the  angels— living  and  dying  faithful  to  their 
trust.  Yea,  my  brethren,  obey  implicitly  the  teaching  of  our  Great  Light,  and  abide 
ever  by  the  principles  of  our  institution,  and  your  lives  will  stand  as  a  beacon  of 
light  to  the  coming  generations  of  craftsmen,  and  your  paths  will  be  the  "  paths  of 
peace." 

A  magnificent  copy  of  the  Holy  Writings  was  presented  to  the  long  time  Grand 
Chaplain,  Rev.  Bro.  Edwin  "Wheelock.  The  presentation  was  by  Past  Grand  Master 
Park  Davis,  and  suitable  speeches  were  made  on  both  sides. 

Bro.  George  F.  Koon,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Republication  of  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  Grand  Lodge,  submitted  an  elaborate  preliminary  report,  stating  the 
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grrund  he  intended  to  cover  with  his  history,  and  relating  some  facts  in  the  early 
history  of  the  Green  Mountain  Boys,  which  we  copy  for  the  benefit  of  the  very  many 
Masons  in  this  jurisdiction  who  take  a  pride  in  hailing  from  old  Vermont: — 

Those  of  you  who  are  familiar  with  the  early  history  of  Vermont  will  recollect 
that  the  years  1778  and  1781  were  important  in  her  history.  The  territory  compris- 
ing tli<'  present  State  of  Vermont  was  in  former  times,  known  as  the  "  New  Hamp- 
shire Grants,"  ami  was  in  the  jurisdiction  of  New  Hampshire.  In  1749  Governor 
Wentworth  granted  a  charter  for  the  township  of  Bennington.  In  1761  the  town 
vraa  Bettled.  Previous  to  the  settlement  of  Bennington  war  had  raged  in  the  land 
tor  Dearly  twenty  years.  Twice  had  the  best  men  of  New  England  marched  to  the 
field.  Twice  had  Louisburg,  the  Gibraltar  of  America,  been  taken  by  the  English 
forces.  But  the  French  were  vanquished  and  peace  at  last  reigned.  There  is,  per- 
haps, no  section  of  territory  on  this  continent  where  there  have  been  so  many  battles 
fought,  as  that  tract  lying  on  the  west  side  of  Lake  Champlain,  and  that  portion 
known  as  the  Mohawk  Valley.  The  French,  at  an  early  day,  secured  possession  of 
Canada,  and  the  Dutch  and  English  of  New  York  and  the  adjacent  provinces.  For 
years  these  two  nations  were  at  war,  and  in  approaching  each  other's  territory  the 
routes  of  inarch  were  usually  by  Lakes  Champlain  or  Ontario.  During  the  last  war 
between  the  French  and  English,  a  portion  of  the  English  forces  consisted  of  men 
from  the  New  England  States.  When  journeying  to  and  returning  from  the  seat  of 
war,— which  much  of  the  time  was  on  the  west  side  of  Lake  Champlain, — the 
troops  had  to  pass  over  the  New  Hampshire  Grants.  Thus  they  became  familiar 
with  the  beauties  of  our  rugged  little  State.  After  the  war  had  closed,  Capt.  Sam. 
Robinson  and  others  from  Massachusetts  settled  in  Bennington.  Others  from  Massa- 
chusetts and  particularly  from  Connecticut,  procured  charters  from  Gov.  Wentworth, 
sent  out  surveyors  to  locate  their  lands,  and  the  next  season  the  families  would 
come.    Thus  was  Vermont  settled. 

At  an  early  day,  while  Wentworth  was  granting  charters  for  townships  in  Vermont, 
the  Governor  of  New  York  informed  him  that  the  tract  of  land  known  as  New 
Hampshire  Grants  was  a  part  of  the  province  of  New  York.  Wentworth  did  not 
agree  with  the  governor,  and  continued  to  grant  charters  to  the  number  of  about 
130,  when  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  King  and  his  council,  and  it  was  decided 
that  the  western  bank  of  the  Connecticut  river  was  the  eastern  boundary  of  the 
province  of  New  York — in  other  words,  it  transferred  the  whole  territory  of  Vermont 
to  New  York.  The  dispute  up  to  this  time  had  been  between  the  two  royal  gover- 
nors. The  King  and  his  council  having  decided  the  matter,  at  least  for  the  present, 
Wentworth  of  course  had  nothing  further  to  say.  Whether  the  Vermont  settlers 
were  in  the  jurisdiction  of  New  Hampshire  or  New  York  was  a  matter  that  did  not 
concern  them  to  any  extent,  but  when  they  were  informed  by  the  New  York 
authorities  that  the  titles  to  their  lands — which  they  had  secured  from  Wentworth — 
were  null  and  void,  that  they  must  purchase  new  warrants,  or,  in  other  words,  pay 
for  their  homes  twice,  then  they  were  concerned.  Here  commenced  that  celebrated 
difficulty  between  the  New  York  authorities  and  the  "Bennington  Mob,"  so  called, 
known  as  the  "  land  controversy  "  question.  It  was  this  question  which  brought  to 
the  front  the  two  Aliens,  Seth  Warner,  Remember  Baker,  Col.  Herrick,  Parson 
Dewey,  and  others,  who  subsequently  became  so  famous.  The  Vermont  lands  were 
sold  by  the  New  York  authorities,  in  many  instances,  to,  parties  in  the  province  of 
New  York.  Writs  of  ejectment  were  issued,  and  the  sheriff  of  Albany  came  with 
his  posse  to  compel  the  Vermonters  to  vacate.  He  was  met  with  resistance,  and 
finally  returned  from  whence  he  came,  without  succeeding  in  his  purpose.  Survey- 
ors endeavored  to  locate  the  lands  of  their  New  York  employers,  but  they  were 
thrown  into  the  lake  and  their  instruments  destroyed.  Occasionally  the  ''Beech 
Seal  "  was  applied.  A  certain  Dr.  Adams,  of  Arlington,  was  tied  in  a  chair  and 
hoisted  to  the  sign  standing  in  front  of  the  old  Catamount  tavern  at  Bennington. 
Thus  matters  continued  in  this  unsettled  state  until  the  fight  at  Lexington. 

In  1777  Vermont  declared  herself  an  independent  State  and  applied  for  admission 
to  the  Union,  which  was  energetically  opposed  by  the  New  York  members  of  Con- 
gress and  their  friends,  for  there  was  no  knowing  how  the  Revolution  would  termi- 
nate and  the  land  troubles  were  still  unsettled.  The  fact  that  under  a  Vermont 
leader  the  second  blow  for  independence  had  been  struck,  by  the  seizure  of  "  Old 
Ti.,"  that  Vermont  had  sent  her  sons  to  fight  in  Canada,  that  she  had  furnished 
hundreds  of  men  to  fight  in  the  battle  of  Bennington,  seems  to  have  had  no  weight 
upon  the  minds  of  Congress.  B.tffled  at  every  turn,  refused  admission  into  the 
Union,  the  old  land  troubles  still  unsettled,  expected  to  fight  the  enemy,  besides 
protecting  their  own  homes,  they  were,  indeed,  in  a  singular  position.  When  Allen 
said  that  he  would  "  retire  with  the  hardy  '  Green  Mountain  Boys  '  to  the  caverns  of 
the  mountains  and  wage  war  with  human  nature  at  large/'  he  made  a  threat,  the  full 
significance  of  which  was  little  known  at  the  time.  The  Vermonters  saw  there  was 
but  one  course  to  pursue— that  was  to  act  independently  for  themselves.  They  did. 
Like  a  thunderbolt  came  the  news  to  Congress  and  the  New  Yorkers  that  the  towns 
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in  New  Hampshire  bordering  on  the  Connecticut  river  and  the  towns  in  New  York 
bordering  on  Vermont  had  united  with  the  latter  State;  and  that  representatives 
from  nearly  all  those  towns  had  actually  taken  their  seats  in  the  General  Assembly 
of  Vermont.  This  was  in  1778.  If  the  union  did  not  last  long,  it  certainly  opened 
the  eyes  of  the  opponents  of  Vermont  and  taught  them  that  they  had  no  ordinary 
men  to  deal  with.  The  union  could  not  and  did  not  long  continue.  It  was  soon 
dissolved. 

Leaving  much  of  interest,  I  pass  on  to  the  year  1781,  which  is  of  more  importance 
to  the  Masons  of  Vermont  than  any  other.  Omitting  much  detail,  I  remark  briefly 
that  circumstances  in  some  respects  similar  to  those  of  1778,  brought  about  a  second 
union  of  the  New  Hampshire  towns  on  the  Connecticut  river  with  Vermont.  Briefly 
stated,  the  whole  mystery  attending  the  establishment  of  Vermont  Lodge  is  cleared 
away  when  you  understand  that  at  the  time  Vermont  Lodge  was  organized,  the  New 
Hampshire  towns  were,  by  their  own  free  will  and  accord,  a  part  of  Vermont.  I 
could  have  stated  this  fact  without  entering  into  so  much  detail,  but  believing  that 
the  causes  which  brought  about  these  events  would  be  of  interest  to  you  I  have 
written  in  full. 

A  magnificent  and  costly  service  of  silver  was  presented  to  the  retiring  Grand 
Master. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  Bro.  Clark, 
the  Grand  Secretary.  It  is  elaborately  and  well  written,  of  course.  It  occupies  one 
hundred  and  severity  pages  of  the  appendix.  Eight  pages  are  devoted  to  a  review  of 
California  for  1877.     We  quote  one  or  two  of  his  commendatory  sentences: — 

Again  with  pleasure  we  peruse  the  proceedings  of  the  Empire  State  of  the 
Pacific  Coast,  in  which  are  found  words  of  silver  and  pictures  of  gold  to  cheer  and 
encourage  the  Masonic  heart.  Here,  where  so  many  of  the  craft  who  were  born, 
and  many  "  brought  to  light  "  amid  our  mountains,  have  found  their  home  and  for- 
tune, our  time-honored  institution  is  respected  and  in  the  full  tide  of  prosperity,  and 
in  charge  of  the  most  eminent  men  in  the  state.  We  feel  almost  as  though  our  own 
kith  and  kin  were  fraternally  speaking  to  us. 

The  annual  message  of  Grand  Master  Browne  is  elaborate  and  well  conceived. 
It  is  a  grateful  pleasure  to  read  his  graceful  and  eloquent  opening  paragraphs,  and 
one  is  led  along  as  he  reads  the  statement  of  his  official  labors  and  the  condition  of 
the  craft  in  California,  with  the  interest  of  a  romance,  still  with  full  consciousness  of 
the  solidity  of  his  arguments  and  the  ability  of  his  utterances.  His  general  observa- 
tions are  of  a  high  tone,  calculated  to  improve  and  impress  the  fraternity  at  large 
with  their  appropriateness  and  truthfulness.  We  shall  give  specimens  of  his  skill,  as 
being  worthy  of  perusal  by  the  Masonic  world. 

Elaborate  extracts  are  then  made  from  this  Address.  Bro.  Clark  also  commends 
the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  that  of  Bro.  Belcher  (claiming  him  as  a  Ver- 
monter),  of  Bro.  Sargent,  and  our  own.  We  appreciate  the  hit  at  our  own  lapsus 
pennce  about  the  colored  brethren,  and  assure  Bro.  Clark  that  we  will  not  do  so 
again.    "  Great  Jove  "  was  sometimes  caught  napping,  or  nodding,  we  forget  which. 

There  are  one  hundred  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  eight 
thousand  six  hundred  and  forty-nine.  The  Mr.  W.\  Lavant  M.  Read  was  elected 
Grand  Master  and  the  Br.Wr.  Henry  Clark  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

VIRGINIA. 

The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia  was  held  in  the  city  of 
Richmond  on  the  ninth  day  of  December,  1878,— the  Mr.  Wr.  Beverley  R.Wellford, 
Jr.,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  JB.\  Wr .  William  B.  Isaacs  being  Grand  Sec- 
retary.    One  hundred  and  twenty-two  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  opened  his  able  and  interesting  Address  with  a  brief  discussion 
of  the  religious  character  of  Masonry.    He  says  that— 

Masonry  is  no  religious  institution  in  any  sense  which  can  justify  contrast  or  com- 
parison with  any  branch  of  the  Church  of  God.  *  *  *  But  it  is  a  religious  insti* 
tution  in  so  far  as  it  recognizes  that  the  Great  God  has  revealed  His  will  unto 
mankind  in  Holy  Writings,  without  the  presence  of  which  no  Lodge  can  law- 
fully be  held. 

It  is  such,  he  further  argues,  because  its  standard  of  duty  to  God  and  man  is  mea- 
sured by  the  Law  given  by  God  and  graven  on  tables  of  stone  at  Sinai. 
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In  alluding  to  the  pestilence  that  had  visited  other  jurisdictions,  he  invoked  grat- 
itude that  Virginia  had  been  spared,  so  far  as  the  invasion  of  her  soil  was  concerned, 
but  lie  pays  a  feeling  tribute  to  the  memory  of  several  Virginians,  who  had  vol- 
unteered to  meet  the  scourge,  and  fell  gallantly  at  their  chosen  posts  of  duty. 

Two  Past  Grand  Masters  had  passed  away  during  the  year ;  John  R.  McDaniel 
and  Thomas  F.  Owens.  The  Grand  Lodge  took  proper  action  in  the  commemora- 
tion of  their  virtues  and  work  for  the  Craft, 

Several  of  the  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master  are  published.  One  was  that  "  the 
loss  of  the  use  of  one  eye  did  not  render  a  candidate  ineligible."  Another  victory  for 
the  one-eyed  brigade.  Another  was  that  "  in  matters  of  disputed  jurisdiction  the 
distance  by  air  line  and  not  by  the  usual  road  is  to  be  the  guide."  Connecticut  and 
several  other  jurisdictions,  we  believe,  have  adopted  the  other  rule.  "  Let  every  man 
be  fully  persuaded  in  his  own  mind."  He  pays  a  compliment  to  the  Committees  on 
Correspondence,  generally,  and  a  very  warm  and  deserved  one  to  the  Chairman  of 
that  Committee  in  Virginia.  None  deserve  it  more  than  Bro.  Drinkard,  for  his  is 
always  "square  work,  and  good  work."  Dispensations  had  been  granted  for  four 
new  Lodges. 

The  monument  to  the  memory  of  the  late  venerable  Grand  Secretary,  John  Dove, 
had  been  completed.  It  cost  about  $1250,  and  was  unveiled  with  proper  and  inter- 
esting ceremonies  during  the  Communication. 

The  Grand  Master  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  was  the  centennial  anniver- 
sary of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia.  It  had  been  left  to  the  Grand  Master  and 
Wardens  to  determine  the  propriety  and  form  of  a  general  celebration,  if  thought 
advisable.  The  committee  felt  that  u  under  existing  circumstances  no  such  celebra- 
tion could  be  undertaken  that  would  do  justice  to  the  occasion  and  be  satisfactory  to 
the  Grand  Lodge."  But  the  Grand  Master  furnishes  some  interesting  reminiscences. 
In  October,  1778,  one  hundred  years  ago,  the  representatives  of  four  Lodges  assem- 
bled in  Williamsburg  and  inaugurated  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia.  George 
Washington  was  unanimously  chosen  Grand  Master,  but  the  necessities  of  the  war 
and  his  continued  absence  in  the  field  would  not  permit  him  to  accept.  The  choice 
then  fell  upon  John  Blair,  one  of  the  first  judges  of  the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court.  He 
was  succeeded  in  that  century  by  James  Mercer,  Judge  of  Appeals  in  Virginia  ; 
Edmund  Randolph,  Governor  of  Virginia  and  Attorney  General  under  President 
Washington  ;  John  Marshall,  Chief  Justice  of  the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court ;  and 
Robert  Brooke,  Governor  of  Virginia.  "  These,"  exclaims  the  Grand  Master,  "  were 
the  Fathers  of  Virginia  Masonry,  and  the  elder  brothers  of  all  the  children  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia.  Have  we  not  a  right  to  gather  round  her  with  filial  pride 
and  count  the  jewels  which  sparkle  in  her  diadem?" 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  made  a  special  report  on  the  following 
subjects  :  Adversely  to  the  recognition  of  the  "  Grand  Lodge  of  Cuba,"  of  "  New 
South  Wales,"  and  of  the  "  Grand  Symbolic  Lodge  of  Spain  ;"  and  favorably  to  that 
of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Indian  Territory,  New  Mexico,  Prince  Edward  Island,  and 
Dakota.    In  reference  to  Scotland  and  Quebec,  they  report  this  resolution  :— 

Besolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia  records  its  respectful  but  earnest 
protest  against  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  in  chartering  Lodges 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec. 

The  several  recommendations  were  adopted.  Ten  thousand  copies  of  the  Grand 
Master's  Address  were  ordered  printed  for  gratuitous  distribution  among  the  Lodges, 
and  the  Masters  were  ordered  to  have  the  same  read  in  their  respective  Lodges.  De- 
tailed reports  from  the  District  Deputies  appear  in  the  proceedings,  but  we  find 
nothing  in  them  of  general  interest 

The  regular  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  Bro. 
William  P.  Drinkard,  and  a  most  readable  production  he  has  given  us.  California, 
for  1877,  receives  a  complimentary  two  page  notice.  Under  the  head  of  Maine, 
Bro.  Drinkard  copies  what  Bro.  Drummond  had  said  about  Masonic  liberty,  and 
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adds  this  of  his  own,  which  squares  exactly  with  our  notions  of  what  is  fair  and 
right: — 

That  is  the  only  Masonic  liberty — perfect  freedom  to  worship  God  as  we  will. 
No  Methodist  should  expect  an  Unitarian  to  pray  otherwise  than  in  accordance  with 
his  belief,  and  no  Unitarian  should  be  less  liberal  towards  a  Methodist.  The  Jew 
should  follow  his  conscience  and  the  Christian  his  conscience. 

There  are  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  mem- 
bership of  nine  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty.  The  Grand  Master  and  Grand 
Secretary  were  re-elected. 

WASHINGTON. 

Our  brethren  of  the  North  held  their  twenty-first  Annual  Communication  in  the 
city  of  Olympia  on  the  eighth  day  of  June,  1$78, — the  M.- .  W.* .  Robert  Crosby 
Hill,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.'.  Thomas  M.  Reed  being  Grand 
Secretary.    Twenty-two  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Address  of  Grand  Master  Hill  fills  sixteen  pages  of  the  proceedings;  but 
a  great  part  is  taken  up  with  a  discussion  of  some  local  differences  of  opinion  as  to 
certain  features  of  the  law  of  the  jurisdiction.  We  find  not  many  items  calling  for  a 
general  notice.  He  gives  some  advice  in  the  opening,  which  will  do  good  if  followed 
elsewhere.    Speaking  of  the  appropriate  business  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  he  says: — 

There  should  be  no  hobbies  to  ride,  no  axes  to  grind.  The  Grand  Lodge  is  no 
place  for  the  gratification  of  selfish  motives.  When  we  cross  its  threshold  to  parti- 
cipate in  its  labors,  we  should  divest  ourselves,  as  nearly  as  we  can,  of  selfish  and 
mercenary  promptings,  strive  to  forget  personal  prejudices,  bickerings  and  animosi- 
ties, and  to  repress  personal  ambitions  and  aspirations  to  accomplish  ends  and  aims. 

Yea,  verily!  worshipful  Grand  Master,  but  do  they?  Not  always,  we  fear.  Dis- 
pensations had  been  granted  for  two  new  Lodges.  As  a  matter  of  rhetorical  taste, 
we  wish  the  Grand  Master  would  not  use  the  word  "  said "  quite  so  often;  we 
counted  it  eleven  times  in  one  short  paragraph,  which  is  just  eleven  times  too  many. 

A  resolution  adopted  at  the  previous  Communication  required  each  Lodge  to 
furnish  each  candidate  raised  to  the  third  degree  of  Masonry  with  a  Master  Mason's 
diploma,  "the  cost  of  which  shall  be  included  in  the  initiation  fee."  The  practical 
result  seemed  to  bring  this  into  conflict  with  a  provision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Consti- 
tution, and  the  Grand  Master  discusses  the  matter  at  some  length,  and  suggests 
some  modification  of  the  resolution  or  a  change  of  the  Constitution. 

A  certain  Lodge  having  initiated  and  passed  a  candidate  "who  had  lost  the  middle 
finger  of  his  right  hand,"  the  subject  matter  of  raising  him  was  submitted  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  at  the  last  Communication,  which  referred  it  and  the  general  subject  of 
maims  and  defects  to  the  Grand  Master  ;  and  he  also  submitted  another  question  as  to 
whether  a  known  gambler  or  the  keeper  of  a  dram  shop  could  be  said  to  come  "under 
the  tongue  of  good  report."  The  Grand  Master  discusses  both  questions  at  great 
length,  deciding  the  first  against  all  maims  or  defects  ;  the  second,  he  thinks,  must 
be  thrown  upon  the  responsibility  of  each  Lodge  to  determine  on  the  parties  whose 
case  comes  before  it.  He  is  not  afraid,  however,  to  give  his  own  opinion,  which,  as 
to  a  gambler,  is  this  : — 

The  Mason  who  knowingly  recommends  a  gambler  should  be  severely  disciplined. 
The  professed  gambler  should  be  excluded.  The  Mason  who  forgets  his  vows  and 
violates  the  law  of  the  land  by  the  habitual  commission  of  the  criminal  offence 
of  gambling,  publicly  or  privately,  should  be  expelled. 

As  long  as  keeping  a  dram  shop  is  licensed  by  law,  he  could  not  say  that  in 
and  of  itself  it  was  a  Masonic  crime.  But,  if  a  Mason,  by  that  occupation,  "  willfully 
brings  disgrace,  injury,  or  ruin  upon  another,"  his  license  should  not  shield  him,  and 
he  should  be  held  accountable  to  Masonic  law  for  his  acts  and  punished  therefor. 
The  Grand  Lodge  endorsed  the  views  thus  advanced  by  the  Grand  Master. 

The  Grand  Lodge  adopted  a  resolution  requiring  persons  applying  to  Lodges  for 
relief,  and  claiming  to  be  Masons,  to  "produce  and  exhibit  a  properly  attested 
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diploma,  certificate,  or  other  satisfactory  documentary  evidence  of  their  Masonic 
standing."  This,  it  was  thought,  would  reduce  the  number  of  "  tramps  "  and  impost- 
ors. 

One  Selencioits  Garfield,  a  former  Grand  Master  of  this  jurisdiction,  having 
left  the  Territory  and  set  up  a  notorious  gambling  establishment  in  the  city  of 
Washington,  his  case  was  brought  before  the  Grand  Lodge  and  referred  to  a  commit- 
tee. They  reported  the  facts  to  be  as  alleged,  and  recommended  that  an  attested 
copy  of  their  report  be  furnished  to  the  Grand  Master  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
with  the  request  that  Garfield  be  brought  to  trial  for  his  Masonic  misdemeanors. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  again  from  the  pen  of  the 
Grand  Secretary,  and  is  a  concise,  well  written  review  of  the  proceedings  of  other 
Grand  Lodges.  California  for  1877  is  not  forgotten,  but  receives  its  full  proportion 
of  space.  Grand  Master  Browne  is  well  complimented.  Bro.  Reed  will  see  by  the 
proceedings  of  1873,  that  our  Grand  Lodge  has  taken  most  decided  grounds  on  the 
subject  of  incorporation  of  Lodges— forbidding  the  same,  and  requiring  those  who 
had  become  so,  to  disincorporate.  We  make  an  humble  bow  of  acknowledgement 
for  the  good  words  written  of  our  own  report,  and  reciprocate  the  compliment. 

There  are  twenty-four  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  nine  hun- 
dred and  two.  The  Mr  .  W.\  Elisha  P.  Ferry  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the 
B.\  W.\  Thomas  M.  Reed  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

WEST    VIRGINIA. 

The  fourteenth  Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge  was  held  in  the  city 
of  Wheeling  on  the  twelfth  day  of  November,  1878, — the  M.\  W.\  George  Baird 
presiding  as  Grand  Master  and  the  B.m.  W.'.  Odell  S.  Long  being  Grand  Secretary. 
Seventy-two  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Address  of  Grand  Master  Baird  is  of  reasonable  length,  and  mainly  confined 
to  a  statement  of  the  business  of  his  office  during  the  year.  There  had  been  no  in- 
crease of  membership,  but  still  the  Craft  had  abundant  reason  for  thankfulness. 
u  Masonry,"  he  remarked,  "does  not  depend  for  her  prosperity  on  numbers  alone." 
He  had  granted  dispensations  for  five  new  Lodges,  and  had  refused,  for  cause,  two 
other  applications.  He  stated  that  he  had  no  official  seal,  and  that  some  Lodges  had 
been  disposed  to  question  documents  coming  from  his  pen  without  that  attestation. 
He  therefore  asked  for  one,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  ordered  it.  He  gives  good  reasons  for 
refusing  a  special  dispensation  to  a  certain  Lodge  to  examine  and  ballot  for  a  reverend 
brother  to  receive  the  third  degree,  "  because  he  wished  to  remove  to  another  State," 
remarking,  somewhat  sarcastically,  that  this  did  not  exactly  square  with  the  required 
declaration,  that  he  had  not  been  actuated  by  "  any  selfish  motive." 

Three  Special  Communications  had  been  held  during  the  year,  for  laying  corner 
stones  and  dedicating  Masonic  halls.  The  brethren  of  the  jurisdiction  had  contribu- 
ted about  $1500  for  the  relief  of  yellow  fever  sufferers.  The  several  District  Deputy 
Grand  Masters  submitted  reports,  which  are  published  in  the  proceedings,  but  we 
find  no  items  of  general  interest. 

The  Grand  Secretary  informs  us  in  a  note  to  the  first  day's  proceedings  that,  at 
the  close  thereof,  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  partook  of  "  a  comfortable 
supper,  and  no  one  went  hungry  to  bed."  Now  we  feel  wonderfully  glad  of  that.  It 
would  be  so  dreadful  to  have  members  of  a  Grand  Lodge  go  to  bed  hungry  !  Eheu ! 
and  likewise  Oh!  He  says  nothing  about  any  night  cap,  from  which  we  infer  and 
hope  that  that  usual  appendage  of  a  late  supper  was  omitted. 

The  Grand  Secretary  submitted  a  brief  report  from  the  Committee  on  Corres- 
pondence, on  certain  matters  specially  committed  to  it,  and  asked  for  further  time  to 
make  a  full  report.  It  was  granted,  but  we  are  informed  in  a  note  that,  not  having 
time  to  complete  the  same,  without  an  undue  delay  in  the  printing  of  the  proceedings, 
he  consigned  the  whole  to  the  rubbish.  We  are  sorry  for  this,  as  Bro.  Long  can 
give  us  a  good  report  whenever  he  tries. 
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There  are  seventy-six  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  three 
thousand  three  hundred  and  six.  The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were 
re-elected. 

WISCONSIN. 

Our  brethren  in  this  jurisdiction  were  favored  with  several  Special  Communica- 
tions of  the  Grand  Lodge  during  the  year.  One  was  held  at  Evansville  on  the 
fourteenth  day  of  November,  1877,  for  the  purpose  of  dedicating  a  hall,  on  which 
occasion  Grand  Master  Cottrell  delivered  an  elaborate  address  on  Freemasonry, 
from  which  we  cull  this  semi-historical  paragraph: — 

In  Wisconsin,  the  first  Lodge  was  organized  at  Green  Bay,  in  the  year  A.  D. 
1824,  under  a  dispensation  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York.  It  was  composed 
principally  of  officers  of  the  United  States  Army  stationed  there.  In  that  Lodge, 
Bro.  Henry  S.  Baird,  afterwards  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Wisconsin, 
received  the  degrees  of  Masonry  and  became  its  Master.  It  was  tfte  first  Masonic 
Lodge  organized  west  of  Detroit.  Its  existence  terminated  about  1830,  and  Washing- 
ton Lodge,  No.  21,  now  occupies  its  place,  of  which  Bro.  Baird  was  also,  for  several 
years,  Master,  in  the  year  A.  D.  1«40,  what  is  now  Mineral  Point  Lodge,  No.  1,  at 
Mineral  Point,  Melody  Lodge  No.  2,  at  Piatteville,  and  Kilbourn  Lodge,  No.  3,  at 
Milwaukee,  were  organized.  These  three  Lodges,  in  1843,  formed  the  present  Grand 
Lodge  oi  Wisconsin.  The  number  of  Lodges  then  was  three,  and  their  membership 
was  about  sixty.  The  Lodges  number  now  one  hundred  and  eighty-six,  and  the  mem- 
bership, according  to  the  last  returns,  was  10,688.  One  hundred  and  eighty-six  of  the 
villages  and  cities  of  this  State  are  made  glad  in  having  a  Masonic  Lodge  within  them. 
Ten  thousand  and  upwards  of  men  have  adopted  Masonic  principles  for  their  guid- 
ance. Were  there  nothing  of  Free'Masonry  except  that  which  exists  in  Wisconsin, 
it  would  appear  that  there  is  enough  in  its  history  and  progress  here  to  vindicate  its 
utility  and  permanent,  lasting  value.  But,  in  addition,  every  State  and  organized. 
Territory  of  the  Union  has  its  Lodges  and  Grand  Lodge,  and  American  Masons  num- 
ber in  all  more  than  600,000.  All  the  Provinces  of  Canada  have  their  Grand  Lodges, 
and  so  of  Ireland,  Scotland  and  England  ;  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
which  latter  country  is  the  Prince  of  Wales,  the  heir  apparent  of  the  British  Crown, 
and  who  is  to  be  the  next  King  of  England,  should  he  survive  his  mother,  Victoria, 
the  present  reigning  sovereign.  Masonry  also  prevails  in  nearly  all  the  continental 
parts  of  Europe,  in  Asia  and  Africa,  in  the  islands  of  the  seas,  and  in  nearly  all  the 
States  and  Provinces  that  comprise  South  America.  And  in  all  these  countries  and 
places,  and  in  every  Masonic  Lodge  within  them,  each  member  of  this  Lodge  stands 
to-day,  and  has  always  stood,  and  will  continue  while  life  lasts  to  stand,  upon  an 
absolute  level  with  each  and  everygof  his  brethren  there.  Though  he  cannot  speak 
bis  tongue,  or  converse  with  him  in  his  vernacular,  yet  he  can,  by  indubitable,  never- 
failing  means,  signify  to  him  his  Masonic  brotherhood,  and  without  fear  of  denial  or 
refusal,  may  demand  and  receive  all  his  Masonic  rights  and  privileges. 

The  thirty-fourth  Annual  Communication  was  held  in  the  city  of  Milwaukee  on 
the  eleventh  day  of  June,  1878,— the  M.\  W.\  Jedd.  P.  C.  Cottrill,  Grand  Master, 
presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.',  John  W.  Woodhull  being  Grand  Secretary.  One 
hundred  and  eighty  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  Address,  after  the  usual  congratulations,  states  that  he 
had  granted  dispensations  for  one  Lodge  only  during  the  year.  Four  other  applica- 
tions had  been  refused.  The  correspondence  of  the  office  had  increased,  for  which 
he  was  glad.  He  does  not  believe  in  shirking  duty  in  answering  letters.  Such 
answers  would  only  "  cost  a  little  handling  of  the  pen,  a  sheet  of  paper,  an  envelope, 
ink,  and  three  American  cents.  And  shall  not  all  these,"  he  asks,  "be  given  if  a  brother 
desires?  Shall  the  Grand  Master  be  stingy  of  a  little  time,  and  the  Grand  Lodge 
stingy  of  a  little  stationery  and  postage?''  He  recommended  the  abolishing  of  all 
fees  for  affiliation.  The  Grand  Lodge,  however,  did  not  concur,  but  left  the  matter, 
where  it  always  had  been,  in  the  discretion  of  each  Lodge.  He  strongly  recom- 
mended the  erection  of  a  Temple  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
suggested  that  it  could  be  done  by  a  capitation  tax.  Move  slowly,  brethren  !  Look 
at  Maryland  and  New  York,  and  avoid  that  awful  pit  of  debt. 

During  the  Communication  a  venerable  brother,  John  Crawford,  was  formally 
presented  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  addressed  that  body  as  follows :— 
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I  thank  you  sincerely  for  the  kind  remarks  of  our  Grand  Master  and  your  flattering 
reception.  More  than  sixty  years  ago  I  became  a  Mason.  I  have  lived  through  what 
is  termed  the  Morgan  excitement.  I  have  seen  masonically,  many  severe  trials,  and 
also,  I  regret  to  state,  have  sometimes  seen  men,  for  a  time  at  least,  forsake  their 
allegiance  to  the  Craft;  but  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  that 
notwithstanding  the  trials  and  rough  paths  which  have  often  beset  my  way  through 
life,  never  did  \  for  one  moment  harbor  the  thought  of  relinquishing  my  allegiance  to 
our  time-tried  and  noble  institution.  When  I  became  a  Mason,  more  than  sixty  years 
ago.  i  loved  its  noble  teachings,  and  for  the  sixty  years  I  have  lived  since  that  time, 
I  have  ever  endeavored  to  live  what  I  professed.  Brethren,  we  cannot  well  serve 
two  masters ;  we  must  be  good  Masons,  and  consequently  good  men  and  good  citi- 
zens, or  poor  Masons,  bad  men  and  worthless  citizens.  Brethren,  live  our  noble  pre- 
cepts, act  well  your  parts,  do  to  others  as  ye  would  that  they  should  do  to  you,  and 
you  will  then  have  accomplished  the  great  design  Of  our  beloved  Order,  which 
teaches  friendship,  truth  and  brotherly  love.  God  bless  you  all,  my  brethren,  is  the 
sincere  prayer  of  your  old  brother. 

The  Committee  on  Appeals  compress  their  report  in  eight  cases,  within  the  com- 
pass of  two  pages.  Not  a  reason  is  presented  for  any  of  their  recommendations,  and 
we  suppose  that  these  must  have  been  given  verbally. 

Warm-hearted  thanks  were  given  to  Grand  Master  Cottrill  for  his  able  and 
acceptable  services  as  such  for  the  four  past  years,  and  a  Past  Grand  Master's  Jewel 
was  ordered  (or  him.  The  Grand  Lodges  of  Indian  Territory,  Dakota,  Prince  Edward 
Island,  and  Manitoba,  were  fraternally  recognized. 

Bro.  Emmons  E.  Chapin,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  not 
having  been  able  to  prepare  a  report  on  account  of  the  pressure  of  official  duties, 
that  duty,  at  the  last  moment,  was  devolved  upon  Bro.  Woodhull,  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary, and  we  have  a  report  that  has  caused  us  more  amusement  and  laughter  than  any 
other  we  have  read,  since  that  memorable  one  of  Bro.  Guilbert,  of  Iowa,  noticed 
in  our  first  report.  We  thank  Bro.  Woodhull  for  having  driven  away  a  fit  of  the 
blues,  and  per  contra,  shall  charge  to  his  account  all  the  vest  and  shirt  buttons  burst 
off  while  engaged  in  the  perusal  of  his  unique  paper.  He  writes  too,  under  the 
strait  jacket  of  Wisconsin  precedent,  where  they  once  voted  him  twenty-five  dollars 
extra  for  making  his  report  so  short — unless  indeed  that  was  what  the  famous 
Artemus  Ward  would  call  "  a  Goak  !"  We  intend  to  clip  some  of  the  funny  sayings 
of  our  good  brother,  that  our  readers  may  have  their  little  laugh,  as  well  as  the 
"  M.  A.  S."  He  is  very  complimentary  to  California,  but  takes  issue  with  our 
Grand  Master  as  to  public  installations  of  officers.  He  thinks  it  would  be  well  if  the 
wives  of  Masons  occasionally  heard  the  good  lessons  inculcated  upon  the  fraternity, 
so  that  they  could  now  and  then  remind  their  lords  and  masters  of  what  they  some- 
times forget— in  curtain  lectures,  we  suppose,  though  Bro.  Woodhull  does  not  say 
so  in  so  many  words.  He  thinks  too  that  Masons  can  learn  something  new,  and  then 
he  tells  a  story  of  a  Grand  Master  of  Wisconsin,  on  one  occasion,  reading  the 
"  ancient  charges  of  Masonry,"  and  afterwards  being  complimented  on  the  beauty 
of  his  address  by  "many  old  and  prominent  Masons."  We  thank  the  brother  for 
his  personal  compliment  to  our  humble  self.  Under  the  head  of  Delaware,  Bro. 
Woodhull  raps  sundry  very  wise  brothers  after  this  fashion  : — 

The  Grand  Master  called  attention  to  the  lack  of  uniformity  of  work  in  the  dif- 
ferent Lodges.  If  this  trouble  can  ever  be  remedied  we  shall  vote  for  a  monument 
to  the  successful  inventor.  Very  few  jurisdictions  are  free  from  an  almost  constant 
discussion  of  this  subject.  Many  means  have  been  used  to  accomplish  the  object, 
but  we  are  yet  waiting  to  learn  of  a  successful  termination  of  the  vexed  question. 
The  truth  is  that  the  work  should  be  uniform  throughout  the  United  States  at  least, 
and  could  be,  were  it  not  for  the  perverseness  of  those  who  claim  that  they  are  right 
and  all  others  wrong.  One  says  it  must  be,  "  you  get,  Jim,''  and  another  tliatitmus£ 
be  "  Jim,  you  get,"  which  is  all  humbug,  and  is  the  result  of  the  continuous  appoint- 
ment of  money-making  Grand  Lecturers,  too  many  of  whom  are  ignorant  block- 
heads, unfit  to  teach  a  district  school,  but  who  put  on  an  air  of  wisdom  as  much  as  to 
say,  "  I  was  there  when  Solomon  said  it."  And  the  brethren  will  start  back  aghast 
at  the  invnensity  of  wisdom  that  little  brain  contains,  swallow  it  down,  devour  it  as 
a  hungry  child  does  a  dough-nut,  and  then  take  some  more  to  crowd  that  down.  We 
are  infidel  to  the  idea  that  our  rituals  are  of  divine  origin,  or  sacred  in  any  sense 
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whatever.  Neither  do  we  purpose  becoming  so  fascinated  with  any  set  of  words, 
sentences  or  phrases,  as  to  object  to  a  change  for  better  ones.  If  half  the  labor 
spent  in  learning  rituals  and  discussing  their  correctness,  was  used  to  some  more 
profitable  purpose,  we  would  be  far  better  off  and  much  wiser. 

Good  for  you,  Bro.  Woodhull!  We  have  first  cousins  to  those  Solomons  in 
California,  and  could  tell  some  funny  stories  of  what  we  have  seen  and  heard,  were 
we  not  afraid  that  too  many  brothers  would  insist  on  putting  the  cap  on.  The 
Grand  Master  of  Idaho  catches  it  in  this  style.  Verily  Bro.  Woodhull  is  not  afraid 
to  speak  evil  of  dignitaries  !  — 

We  consider  the  following  brusque  statement  of  the  Grand  Master  (and  we  say  it 
with  all  due  courtesy)  to  be  erroneous  in  every  particular,  viz.:  «•  No  diploma,  cer- 
tificate, or  any  other  written  or  printed  document,  under  seal  or  otherwise,  of  any 
Grand  or  subordinate  Lodge,  or  emanating  from  any  source  whatever,  is  any  evidence 
to  prove  that  a  man  is  a  Mason."  We  can  see  no  sense  in  such  a  declaration.  If  the 
Grand  Master  of  Idaho  should  call  upon  us  and  present  a  diploma  duly  attested  by 
the  Grand  Secretary  of  his  jurisdiction,  with  the  seal  of  his  Grand  Lodge,  we  would 
consider  it  far  better  evidence  than  the  mouthing  of  ritual  or  declaration  of  a  brother. 
A  man  might  come  to  us  from  Idaho,  claiming  to  be  Bro.  Stevenson,  and  talk  ritual 
as  glibly  as  a  parrot,  and  put  on  all  the  style  of  an  English  snob,  and  we  could  not 
then  admit  him  to  our  Lodge.  We  would  require  better  evidence  of  his  identity  and 
of  his  Masonry.  The  best  posted  Masons  we  ever  saw  were  those  not  entitled  to  a 
seat  in  a  Lodge.  The  veriest  rascal  we  ever  met  was  just  as  capable  of  visiting-  a 
Lodge,  under  the  requirements  of  the  Qrand  Master  of  Idaho,  as  any  brother  in  that 
jurisdiction.  We  believe  written  evidence  to  be  the  best  evidence  in  the  world,  aside 
from  personal  avouchment.  Suppose  a  brother  conies  here  from  England,  or  any 
other  foreign  country,  who  is  not,  in  Masonic  parlance,  posted,,  the  only  evidence  he 
possesses  being  a  diploma  Lorn  the  Grand  Lodge,  would  Bro.  Stevenson  reject  his 
application  to  visit?  Under  his  ruling  he  must.  There  is  a  great  opportunity  for 
Bro.  Stevenson  to  change  his  opinion  on  this  subject,  and  we  trust  he  may  at  least 
modify  it  somewhat,  for  should  we  wish  to  visit  his  Lodge  sometime,  we  should  be 
greatly  aggrieved  to  be  turned  away  because  we  could  not  "  bark*'  the  same  tune 
liis  dog  barks. 

Indiana,  his  old  home,  has  this  first  rate  notice,  and  as  we  do  the  same  thing  in 
this  jurisdiction,  we  are  afraid  that  that  "heavy,  solid  boot "  may  not  stop  in  Indi- 
ana, but  travel  across  the  continent : — 

This  Grand  Lodge  is  in  the  habit  of  publishing  in  the  report  on  appeals  the  crimes 
with  which  the  parties  are  charged.  Is  it  not  bad  enough  for  Masons  to  know  these 
charges,  without  publishing  them  to  the  world  ? 

I  was  made  a  Mason  in  Indiana,  in  Northeastern  Lodge,  No.  210,  then  under  dis- 
pensation, and  consequently  feel  great  interest  in  the  welfare  of  not  only  my  own 
Lodge,  but  the  Grand  Lodge  to  which  it  owes  allegiance.  Consequently,  when  I 
real  the  proceedings,  and  found  that  one  of  the  members  of  210  has  been  charged 
with  theft,  which  was  proved  against  him  in  the  Lodge,  and  then  the  evidence  set 
aside  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  then,  to  make  a  dirty  job  still  dirtier,  they  publish 
these  matters  as  a  historical  reminiscence,  I  am  inclined  to  buy  a  heavy-soled  boot 
and  start  for  my  old  home. 

And  here  is  a  double-headed  shot  at  his  own  jurisdiction,  over  the  shoulders  of 
our  brother  of  Michigan  : — 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  was  by  our  old  friend  and  hard-working  brother 
Gen.  William  P.  Innes,  Grand  Secretary.  He  makes  some  facetious  remarks  in 
regard  to  Bro.  Bouck's  move  to  increase  our  pay  in  proportion  as  the  report  was 
"cut  down."  Well,  Bro.  Innes,  we  have  got  our  mad  up  now,  and  when  directed 
to  make  a  report,  we  shall  write  it  just  as  we  please,  regardless  of  pay.  One  of  the 
most  ridiculous  things  connected  with  Masonry  is  the  meanness  exhibited  by  breth- 
ren respecting  these  reports.  The  idea  of  paying  a  man  $25,  $35,  or  a  $100  for 
writing  one  of  these  reports,  reminds  us  of  the  fellows  now  in  the  "  Holy  Land  " 
making  Masonic  investigation,  in  the  name  of  "  science."  Such  men  would  pray  the 
Lord  for  a  return  of  that  ••  good  old  time  "  when  people  were  buried  with  "pennies  " 
over  their  eyes. 

New  Jersey  receives  a  gentle  hint,  in  the  following  terms  :— 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  our  illustrious  brethren  of  New  Jersey  have  taken  the 
bull  by  the  wrong  end.  The  charter  of  every  Lodge  thus  disobeying  the  law,  should 
have  been  arrested.    Take  this  class  of  cattle  by  the  "  horns"  brethren,  if  you  wish 
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to  succeed,  and  not  commence  snapping  at  the  tail,  which  is  innocent  of  any  evil 
intent.  It  these  Lodges  are  guilty,  punish  them  without  stint,  but  do  not  assume 
the  cowardly  roll  of  whipping  the  guilty  over  the  heads  of  innocent  parties. 

We  give  but  one  more  extract.    Utah  has  this  "  little  notice  "  : — 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  by  Brother  Diehl  is  a  fine  production.  He  com- 
mit^ an  error  in  stating  that  the  Grand  Lodee  reversed  the  decision  of  Grand  Master 
Cottkill  "  that  a  wife  was  a  justly  competent  witness  in  a  Masonic  trial."  It  was 
made  t<>  rend  as  lollows.  find  then  adopted:  "  Thar  a  wife  was  a  competent  witness 
husband  in  a  Masonic  trial,  where  her  testimony  would  be  admissible  in 
-t  of  law."  If  Bro.  DlEHL  had  been  as  well  married  as  our  Grand  Master,  or 
lie  would  never  object  to  the  first  decision.  If  our  wives  box  our  ears, 
kick  us  out  of  bed,  down  stairs,  and  empty  the  slop  bucket  over  us  after  we  become 
helpless,  we  ought  to  be  alowed  to  testify  to  our  brethren  all  about  it.  So  when 
we  perform  the  same  objectionable  ceremony  upon  the  wives  of  our  bosoms,  they 
ought  to  be  permitted  to  swear,  too. 

Seriously,  we  believe  that  a  brother's  wife  ought  to  be  allowed  to  testify  against 
bim  on  a  Masonic  trial.  The  object  of  the  trial  is  to  arrive  at  the  fact-,  and  to  do 
this  we  need  not  surfer  any  foolish  legal  technicalities  to  interfere  to  shut  out  any 
attainable  evidence. 

Bro.  Diehl,  we  have  corrected  the  error  you  mentioned,  and  have  removed  our 
representative  from  the  "city"  of  Wasatch,  with  its  whisky-blacksmith  shop  and 
hole  in  the  ground,  to  Salt  Lake  City. 

There  are  one  hundred  and  eighty-eight  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  mem- 
bership often  thousand  seven  hundred  andthree.  The  31.-.  W.\  Charles  F.  G. 
Collins  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the  B.\  W.\  John  W.  Woodhull  was  re- 
elected Grand  Secretary. 


We  have  also  received  the  proceedings  of  the  thirty-fifth  Annual  Communication, 
which  was  held  in  Milwaukee  on  the  tenth  day  of  June.  1S79, — the  M.\  IV. \  Charles 
F.  G.  Collins,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  li.\  W.\  John  W.  Woodhull 
being  Grand  Secretary.    One  hundred  and  seventy-rive  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  the  opening  of  his  well  written  Address,  pays  a  feeling  and 
merited  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Bro.  Joshua  Britton,  who  had  been  Grand  Chaplain 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  since  1873,  and  who  had  passed  from  labor  to  his  reward  during 
the  year.  The  worthy  brother  had  passed  the  three  score  and  ten  milestone  of  life, 
having  been  born  in  1803.  He  had  been  a  Mason  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  cent- 
ury. At  the  last  Annual  Communication  he  had  presented  his  portrait  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  in  doing  so,  had  thus  expressed  his  feelings  : — 

I  did  not  become  a  Mason  at  an  early  stage  of  my  life,  consequently  my  experience 
has  not  been  equal  to  many  who  surround  me  now,  but  I  trnst  my  love  for  the  Order 
is  no  less  than  that  of  any  of  my  brethren.  Its  truths,  its  precepts,  its  charact  i  istics, 
are  oriuht  and  glorious.  Its  charity  knows  no  bounds.  The  great  pulse  of  the  fra- 
ternity beats  in  unison  all  over  the  'world.  Its  heart  is  always  true.  I  love  the  Insti- 
tution with  all  my  heart.  I  love  my  brethren  wherever  dispersed,  but  more  espe- 
cially do  I  love  the  brethren  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  For  many  years  I  have  once  in 
each  year  been  permitted  to  grasp  your  hands,  and  listen  to  your  hearty  welcoming 
words. 

It  was  his  last  writing,  but  he  left  goodly  memories  behind  him.  The  Grand  Lodge 
held  a  "  Lodge  of  Sorrow  "  in  his  commemoration,  at  which  Past  Grand  Master 
Cottrill  delivered  an  eloquent  and  feeling  address. 

The  Grand  Master  had  granted  dispensations  for  the  formation  of  two  new  Lodges. 
While  condemning  fully  and  heartily  the  course  pursued  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scot- 
land towards  that  of  Quebec,  he  thought  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
Brunswick,  in  simply  adopting  a  brotherly  remonstrance  and  appeal  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Scotland,  the  better  course,  and  recommended  that  that  of  Wisconsin 
should  join  therein.  The  Grand  L-jdge,  however,  passed  the  following  resolution  of 
practical  non-intercourse  : — 

Resolved,  That  all  Masons  of  this  jurisdiction  be  and  they  are  hereby  forbidden 
to  recognize  as  Masons,  or  hold  any  Masonic  intercourse  whatever  with,  the  mem- 
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bets  of  any  Lodge  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  which  does  not 
yield  implicit  obedience  to  that  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Master  publishes  a  number  of  his  decisions,  of  which  we  note  only 
one.  While  deciding  that  the  loss  of  an  eye  disqualifies  a  candidate,  he  had  decided 
in  another  case  that  one  who  was  near-sighted  and  compelled  to  wear  glasses  could 
be  made  a  Mason.  Upon  further  reflection,  he  thought  there  was  a  manifest  absurdity. 
m  this  distinction,  and  he  suggested  that  a  rule  be  adopted  similar  to  that  in  some 
other  jurisdictions,  viz.:  "  that  a  candidate  should  be  able  to  comply  with  all  the 
requirements  of  our  ceremonies,  and  capable  of  giving  the  means  of  recognition." 
This  would,  of  course,  let  in  the  "one-eyed"  man.  But  the  Committee  on  Jurispru- 
dence thought  that  would  be  going  too  far,  and  would  violate  some  ancient  "Land- 
mark ;'?  and  so  "one-eyed"  men  will  siill  be  at  a  discount  in  the  Badger  State. 

A  Past  Grand  Master's  jewel  and  apron  were  presented  to  Past  Grand  Master 
Cottkill,  and  proper  speeches  made  by  presenter  and  recipient. 

The  Deputy  Grand  Master  submitted  the  following  able,  well  written,  full, 
exhaustive,  and  very  conclusive  report: — 

Ynwv  Deputy  Grand  Master  respectfully  submits  that  he  has  neither  received  nor 
disbursed  any  of  the  funds  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  nor  drawn  upon  the  Contingent 
Fund. 

Perfectly  satisfactory!  No  danger  of  that  brother  becoming  a  "bloated  bond- 
holder" from  handling  Grand  Lodge  funds. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  from  the  pen  of  the  Grand 
Secretary,  and  occupies  not  quite  one  hundred  pages  of  the  proceedings.  Bro. 
Wo  on  hull  writes  with  a  yoke  about  his  neck,  not  self  imposed,  but  placed  there  by 
his  parsimonious  brethren,  who  once  voted  $25  to  the  Grand  Secretary  because  he 
had  made  his  report  so  brief.  These  "old  fogies"  get  some  formidable  kicks  from 
Bro.  Woodiiull,  but  no  more  than  they  deserve.  It  is  just  such  ignoramuses  who 
will  argue  by  the  hour  whether  it  is  correct  to  say,  "  a  great  and  good  man,"  or, 

"a  good  and  great  man."     How  one  wishes  all  such  wise-acres  were  in  Jericho,  or 

farther.  Bro.  Woodhull,  notwithstanding  this  drawback,  has  given  us  a  readable 
and  excellent  report.  California  for  1878  is  honored  with  a  two-page  notice.  He 
compliments  the  Address  of  Grand  Master  Browne,  and  is  kind  enough  to  say  a  good 
word  in  our  own  favor,  for  which  we  thank  him. 

There  are  one  hundred  and  eighty-eight  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  mem- 
bership of  ten  thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty-one.  The  Grand  Master  and  Grand 
Secretary  were  re-elected. 

WYOMING-. 

The  fourth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Wyoming  was  held 
in  Rawlins  on  the  eighth  day  of  October,  1878,— the  Jf.\  W.\  Orlando  North, 
Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  B.-.  W.\  William  G.  Tonn  being  Grand  Secretary. 
Five  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  was  brief.  He  congratulated  the  fraternity  that 
with  them  it  had  been  a  year  happy  and  prosperous.  He  had  laid  the  corner  stone 
of  a  now  school  house  at  Laramie  City.  Business  relations  had  prevented  his  official 
visits  to  the  subordinate  Lodges,  and  he  was  afraid  that  generally  Masons  had 
excused  themselves  from  Masonic  work,  giving  too  much  stress  to  the  charge  to  the 
E.  A.  "  that  our  usual  avocations  must  not  be  neglected."  The  following  brief 
advice  to  the  officers  and  brethren  will  be  applicable  and  judicious  in  other  juris- 
dictions : —

To  the  Masters  :    Let  me  urge  upon   you  the  necessity  of  being  proficient  in  the 
rk  and  duties  of  your  office.    To  the  Wardens  and  subordinate  Officers  :     Try  to 


be  perfect  in  your  part.  To  the  E.  A.  and  F.  C. :  Learn  well  the  several  lectures 
before  you  ask  for  advancement.  And  to  Masons :  Let  each  and  every  one  resolve  to 
do  more  and  be  better  Masons  in  the  future. 
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An  interesting  and  somewhat  curious  letter  was  received  and  read  from  Bro.  Asa 
L.  Brown,  Past  (J rand  Master  of  Washington  Territory,  It  stated  in  substance  that 
on  the  fourth  of  July,  18i52,  several  trains  of  emigrants  laid  over  at  Independence 
Bock,  in  what  is  now  the  Territory  of  Wyoming,  but  then  literally  "unoccupied 
ground."  The  writer,  with  a  number  of  other  Masons  "properly  vouched  for,'' 
resolved  to  hold  a  Masonic  meeting  on  the  top  of  that  rock.  There  were  about 
twenty  such,  and  they  found  a  recess  or  depression  in  the  rock  near  the  summit, 
where  a  "  Lodge"  was  convened.  "An  altar  of  twelve  stones  was  improvised,  to 
which  a  more  thoughtful  or  patriotic  brother  added  the  thirteenth  as  emblematical 
of  the  original  colonies."  The  writer  was  by  acclamation  elected  to  the  East  and 
<c  duly  installed  — (i.  e.,  led  to)  the  orient  ll  granite  seat,  and  then  the  several  stations 
and  places  were  filled,  and  the  Tyler,  a  venerable  brother  with  flawing  hair  and  beard 
of  almost  silvery  whiteness,  took  his  place  without  the  western  gate  on  a  little 
pinnacle  which  gave  him  a  perfect  command  of  view  over  the  entire  summit  of  the 
rock,  so  that  he  could  easily  guard  us  against  the  approach  of  all,  either  ascending  or 
descending."  The  writer  then  informally  "  opened  '  lndependei.ee  Lodge  No.  1 '  in 
the  degrees  of  E.  A.,  P.  C,  &  M.  M.,  when  several  brethren  made  short  appropriate 
addresses,  and  our  venerable  Tyler  gave  us  reminiscences  from  his  Masonic  history, 
or  of  it,  extending  from  1821  to  18  52."  The  Lodge  was  then  "  called  from  labor  to 
refreshment,"  which  latter  consisted  of  "  fluid  extract  of  rye,  sweet  water,  sugar  and 
citric  acid,"  and  a  bucketful  was  consumed,  the  cardinal  point  of  temperance,  how- 
ever, not  being  lost  sight  of.  The  Lodge  was  then  duly  closed.  The  "  Great  Light," 
the  writer  had  in  his  possession,  but  the  lesser  ones,  the  "square  and  compass," 
were  improvised  from  "a  paper  box  cover."  When  closing,  the  writer  remarked  to 
the  brethren  that  he  "  should  preserve  the  Great  Lights  until  he  could  have  them  laid 
up  in  the  archives  of  the  Grand  Lodge  having  jurisdiction  over  Independence 
Bock,  as  a  memento  of  the  day  and  occasion."  He  now  presented  them  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Wyoming,  and  hoped  they  would  be  received  in  the  same  spirit  in 
which  they  were  sent.  The  presents  thus  tendered  were  "  gratefully  received,  and  the 
Committee  on  Correspondence  instructed  to  return  an  appropiiate  answer  to  the 
donor." 

The  Grand  Lodge  resolved  to  "  stand  by  their  sister  Quebec,"  in  her  present  con- 
troversy with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland. 

The  Beport  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  the  Grand 
Secretary,  being  an  interesting  but  somewhat  concise  review  of  the  proceedings  of 
fifty  Grand  Lodges ;  California,  for  1S77,  receiving  more  than  its  average  share  of 
notice.  Bro.  Tonn  characterizes  the  Address  of  Grand  Master  Browne  as  "  lengthy, 
yet  full  of  interesting  matter;  the  language  used  is  elegant,  and  the  production 
convinces  the  reader  that  its  writer  is  a  scholar  in  every  sense  of  the  word."  Liberal 
extracts  are  then  made  therefrom. 

Bro.  Tonn*  is  pleased  to  compliment  our  own  humble  production  of  that  year, 
and  has  a  sly  hit  at  our  chlrography,  which  Bro.  Abell  thinks  was  acquired  under 
the  tuition  of  Horace  Greeley.  We  regret  to  inform  our  friend  and  brother  that 
our  handwriting,  as  the  Dutchman  said,  "  is  growing  no  better  very  fast,"  and  we 
almost  tremble  as  we  seem  to  hear  the  volley  of  hard  words  proceeding  fiom  the 
composing  room  in  consequence!  Well,  well!  what  would  "Little  Pedlington  " 
be  if  there  were  not  an  occasional  drawback  ? 

There  are  five  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  three  hundred 
and  twelve.  The  M.\  W.\  James  H.  Harford  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the 
E.  ,W.\  William  G.  Tonn  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

FOREIGN    BODIES. 

We  give  a  summary  of  the  proceedings  of  Masonic  Bodies  in  foreign  countries, 
believing  that  many  of  our  readers  will  be  pleased  to  hear  from  their  old  homes. 
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We  are  indebted  to  Bro.  John  W.  Simons,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspond- 
ence in  New  York,  whose  very  elaborate  review  of  the  proceedings  of  these  bodies 
covers  over  seventy-five  pages  of  his  report  to  that  Grand  Body.  We  fear  that  our 
brief  epitome  will  fall  far  short  of  the  original  in  interest  and  clearness,  but  we  will  try 
to  do  our  best,  and  throw  ourselves  on  the  indulgence  of  our  readers.    We  begin  with 

ENGLAND. 

The  only  item  of  interest  given  under  this  head,  besides  an  allusion  to  the  busi- 
ness failure  of  the  Grand  Treasurer,  is  a  reference  to  a  case  of  "ballot  box  stuffing," 
which  proved  that  some  of  our  English  brethren  "  know  a  thing  or  two,"  forninst 
that  same.  In  one  of  the  elections  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  "  scrutineers,"  or  tellers, 
as  we  would  call  them,  returned  as  elected  persons  who  had  actually  received  the 
smallest  number  of  votes  cast.  The  chairman  was  the  guilty  party,  and  he  was 
suspended  therefor  for  two  years.  The  M.\  W.'.  the  Prince  of  Wales  is  still  Grand 
Master,  the  Earl  of  Carnarvon  Pro-Grand  Master,  and  the  J8.\  W.\  John  Hervey 
Grand  Secretary. 

IRELAND. 

We  have  given  here  some  interesting  items  of  history  touching  this  Grand 
Lodge.  The  earliest  Masonic  records  of  Freemasonry  in  Ireland  are  those  of  the 
Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Munster,  commenced  December  twenty-seventh,  1726. 
The  Hon.  James  O'Biuen  Eyre,  was  elected  Grand  Master.  The  .present  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ireland  was  founded  February  third,  1729.  During  that  year  "  the  Parlia- 
ment House  in  Dublin  was  about  to  be  built  and  Lord  Carteret,  then  Viceroy,  with 
his  suite,  attended  by  the  Corporation  and  garrison  and  a  number  of  gentlemen 
Freemasons,  marched  in  procession  and  laid  the  footstone  of  the  building  with  the 
usual  formalities,  on  the  third  of  February,  1723." 

This  Grand  Lodge  had  several  formal  opposers,  viz.:  "  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge 
of  Munster;"  in  1779,  "the  High  Knight  Templar  Ireland  Kdwiuning  Lodge  "  of 
Dublin;  and  in  1303,  the  "Grand  Lodge  of  Ulster."  How  long  these  rival  Grand 
Lodges  continued  is  not  stated.  The  first  "  Freemasons'  Hall "  was  erected  in  Dublin 
in  1823. 

In  the  year  1307,  the  roll  of  Lodges  in  Ireland  numbered  nine  hundred  and  fifty- 
one,  subsequently  increasing  to  one  thousand  and  fourteen.  Many  of  them  were 
militia  and  regimental  Lodges,  which  long  since  ceased  to  exist. 

"  The  Irish  ritual  differs  from  any  other,  being,  in  fact,  a  compound  of  Irish, 
York,  and  Scotch." 

The  Duke  of  Abercorn  is  Grand  Master,  but  the  real  government  is  left  by  him 
to  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  the  JR.-  .  W: .  Robert  William  Shekleton.  The  Earl 
of  Bandon  is  Grand  Secretary,  and  the  W.\  Samuel  B.  Oldham  is  Deputy  Grand 
Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

SCOTLAND. 

Most  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  which  are  of  general 
interest,  refer  to  the  protest  against  the  formation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South 
Wales,  and  to  the  present  controversy  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec.  Bro.  Simons 
gives  in  full  the  report  submitted  to  and  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  but  we  can 
only  give  the  briefest  of  summary.  It  is  stated  that  when  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scot- 
land acknowledged  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec,  it  was  not  informed  of  the  "  claim 
advanced  to  absolute  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  the  province  of  Lower  Canada." 
Had  it  been  otherwise  understood,  no  recognition  would  have  been  given,  and  as  soon 
as  clearly  made  that  recognition  was  withdrawn,  and  from  this  action  a  most 
remarkable  conclusion  is  drawn,  which,  we  agree  entirely  with  Bro.  Simons,  is  a  pal- 
pable non  sequitur.    This  is  thus  stated  in  the  report : — 

The  body  at  Quebec  having  declined  to  accept  of  the  recognition  of  Scotland  on 
the  terms  offered  it,  is  not  in  its  eyes  a  lawful  Masonic  power,  and  the  Grand  Lodge 
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of  Canada  having  ceased  to  exercise  jurisdiction  in  the  Province,  the  district  has  "be- 
come open  territory,  and  is  now  in  the  same  condition  as  it  was  prior  to  ihe  forma- 
tion of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada.  In  consequence,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland 
has  authorized  the  formation  of  two  other  Lodges  at  Montreal. 

We  had  always  supposed  that  it  took  two  "  to  make  a  bargain,"  but  it  appears  not, 
according  to  this  strange  doctrine.  We  fully  endorse  the  criticism  of  Bro.  Simons 
upon  this  claim.    He  says  — 

This  is  a  most  dangerous  fallacy,  and  can  easily  be  made  to  cut  both  ways.  If 
the  (J rand  Lodge  of  Quebec,  which  has  existed  for  nine  years,  and  is  to-day  recog- 
nized as  regular  and  legal  by  a  majority  of  its  peers  in  the  world,  lo-es  its  existence 
and  rights  of  jurisdiction  simply  because  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  refuses  to 
acknowledge  it,  then  by  a  parity  of  reasoning,  all  that  is  necessary  for  S"me  Grand 
Lodge  that  has  not  acknowledged  Scotland,  is  to  declare  that  that  Grand  Lodge  does 
not  exist, and  that  its  territory  is  vacant.  This  is  merelv  child's  play,  and  unworthy 
the  body  from  which  it  emanates.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  is  a  regular  organi- 
zation, in  full  and  lawful  activity,  and  its  territory  is  not  vacant,  nor  can  it  be  made 
so,  by  the  declaration  of  any  power  or  powers  now  existing.  We  trust  that  our 
Scottish  brethren  will  promptly  abandon  this  most  untenable  position  ;  the  more  so, 
that  every  American  Grand  Lodge  will  regard  it  as  a  threat  aimed  at  its  own  exist- 
ence, and  govern  itself  accordingly  ;  a  situation,  we  venture  to  believe,  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  would  be  first  to  deprecate. 

So  the  matter  stands  at  present.  Besides  establishing  two  new  Lodges  in  Mont- 
real, the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  was  recommended  to  grant  the  petition  for  the 
erection  of  a  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  in  Montreal,  and  did  so. 

The  M.\  W.\  Sir  Michael  Robert  Shawt-Stewakt  is  Grand  Master  Mason  and 
the  R.' .    W.' .  D.  Murray  Lyon  is  Grand  Secretary. 

FRANCE. 

Yie  only  note  one  item  of  the  action  of  the  Grand  Orient  at  its  annual  assembly 
in  September,  1878.    Its  Constitution  formerly  read  thus  as  to  one  of  its  articles  :— 

The  Grand  Orient  will  not  constitute  subordinates  in  foreign  countries  where 
there  exists  a  regular  Masonic  power. 

This  was  amended  by  adding  thereto  these  words  :  "  with  which  it  is  in  fraternal 
relations."  The  amendment  of  course  throws  out  all  American  jurisdictions,  for  it 
is  not  in  fraternal  relations  with  any.  This  is  therefore  simply  a  threat.  But  it  is 
of  little  consequence,  practically,  for  nothing  that  it  could  do  here  would  ever  be 
regarded  as  Masonic. 

GERMAN  GRAND  LODGE  LEAGUE. 

Bro.  Simons  devotes  thirty  pages  of  his  report  to  the  proceedings  and  debates  of 
this  Grand  League  and  to  the  difficulties  between  it  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
York,  on  the  question  of  jurisdiction,  We  must  be  brief  in  our  summary  of  his  ab- 
stract.    The  League  at  present  consists  of  these  eight  Grand  Lodges  :— 

1.  The  Grand  National  Mother  Lodge  "  Zu  den  drei  Weltkngeln,"  at  Berlin. 

2.  The  Grand  Landes  Lodge  of  Freemasons  in  Germany,  at  Berlin. 

3.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Prussia,  "  Royal  York  zur  Freundschaft,"  at  Berlin. 

4.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg,  at  Hamburg. 

5.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Saxony,  at  Dresden. 

6.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Eclectic  Union,  at  Frankfort-on-the  Main. 

7.  The  Grand  Lodge  "  Zur  Ponne,"  at  Bayrenth. 

8.  The  Grand  Lodge  "  Zur  Eintracht,"  at 'Darmstadt. 

Much  of  the  debate  given  seemed  to  be  upon  the  form  and  extent  of  the  Constitu- 
tion to  be  adopted,  and  the  powers  to  be  exercised  by  the  League.  Our  German 
brethren  had  many  words  to  utter,  but  were  as  difficult  to  please  as  were  our  thirteen 
American  colonies  in  adopting  their  Constitution.  Bro.  Simons'  remarks  upon  this 
debate,  and  the  result  reached,  will  give  a  tolerably  clear  idea  of  the  whole.  He  says  — 

Two  very  important  questions  were  brought  before  the  German  Grand  Lodge 
League  at  its  session  in  1878  :  the  one  referring  to  the  projected  United  (irand  Lodge 
of  Germany,  and  the  other  to  the  right  of  jurisdiction,  it  is  but  natural  that  the 
sweeping  changes  proposed  in  the  government  of  the  fraternity  in  Geimany,  by  the 
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establishment  of  a  United  Grand  Lod^e,  should  make  that  question  paramount  to 
all  others.  With  one  sweep  are  to  be  wiped  out  of  existence  the  eight  Grand 
Lodges,  some  of  them  over  a  century  old.  with  their  traditions  laws,  ritual,  etc., 
that°have  been  handed  down  from  generation  to  generation.  It  is  therefore  not  at  all 
surprising  that  while  the  proposition  has  found  its  warm  advocates,  it  has  also  met 
with  strenuous  opposition.  The  plan  proposed  creates  a  power  which  bears  the 
imprint  of  centralization  in  every  feature.  The  eight  Grand  Lodges  remain  as  his- 
torical monuments  with  the  apologetic  title  of  Mother  Lodges,  but  without  a  shadow 
of  their  former  usefulness.  If.  on  the  other  hand,  the  plan  is  modified,  so  as  not  to 
extinguish  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  eight  bodies,  then  the  United  Grand 
Lodge  will  be  o  ie  in  name  only. 

The  question  how  the  German  branch  of  the  Masonic  brotherhood  is  to  be  cen- 
tralized is,  to  all  appearances,  extremely  knotty  and  difficult  of  solution.  Some  of 
the  German  Grand  Lodges  cultivate  high  degrees,  and  as  long  as  these  do  not  estab- 
lish an  independent  authority  for  the  three  symbolic  degrees,  and  then  place  them- 
selves 011  a  level  with  the  other  Grand  Lodges,  there  can  be  no  union. 

£ro.  Simons  then  discusses  the  plan  proposed  by  Grand  Master  Herrig,  which 
recognizes  the  symbolic  degrees  of  Entered  Apprentice,  Fellow  Craft,  and  Master 
Mason  only.    He  says  — 

The  plan  proposes  that  all  German  Grand  Lodges  surrender  a  part  of  their  auton- 
omy, but  they  are  to  continue  to  exist  as  Mother  Lodges.  What  part  of  their 
autonomy  they  will  retain  we  have  failed  to  discover.  In  fact,  if  the  plan  is  adopted, 
they  surrender  every  particle  of  authority  they  possess.  They  are  to  remain  Mother 
Lodges.  The-e  Mother  Lodges  are  a  German  institution,  they  sprung  up  in  that 
country  during  the  last  century.  One  Lodge  constituted  another,  and  in  the  simplest 
way  imasri  lable  became  a  Mother  Lodge,  and  this  continued  when  the  daughter 
Lodge  constituted  another  Lodge.    Thus  Mother  Lodges  originated. 

The  Grand  Lodge  is  to  prepare  a  ritual  for  the  use  of  all  Lodges.  There  is  not  a 
country  in  the  world  that  practices  a  greater  variety  of  tituals  than  the  Lodge>  in 
Germany,  and  they  still  keep  making  additions  to  them  almost  daily.  The  task  of 
establishing  a  uniiorm  ritual  which  will  sat;sfy  the  great  diveisiiy  of  views  enter- 
tained by  Lodges  upon  this  subject  may  well  be  considered  a  hopeiess  one. 

No  definite  result  was  reached.  Several  propositions  were  voted  down,  and  finally 
the  whole  matter  was  referred  to  a  committee  of  five  to  consider  and  report  to  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Grand  League. 

On  the  question  of  right  of  jurisdiction,  we  have  given  at  length  the  communi- 
cation from  the  Grand  Master  of  New  York,  the  answer  of  President  Herrig  thereto, 
and  the  conclusions  reached  by  the  Grand  League  and  ordered  to  be  communicated 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York.     The  conclusions  were  as  follows  : — 

The  resolutions  of  June  4,  1876,  contain  nothing  contradictory  when  they  declare 
that,  although  we  do  not  wish  to  interfere  with  the  internal  affars  and  quarrels  of 
the  American  Lodges,  we  nevertheless  reserve  to  ourselves  the  right  to  admit 
as  visitors  and  receive  in  a  friendly  manner  brethren  from  Lodges  that,  after  examin- 
ation, appear  to  be  regularly  constituted. 

To  facilitate  a  friendly  understanding  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  we 
again  declare  to  her  that  our  views  of  the  right  of  jurisdiction  of  a  Grand  Lodge 
is,  o>*  principle,  different  from  the  views  which  prevail  on  this  subject  in  the  Lodge 
of  New  York.  We  do  not  consider  it  necessary  that  there  should  exist  only  one 
Grand  Lodge  in  any  one  State,  be  the  latter  a  republic  or  monarchy.  Long  experi- 
ence has  taught  us  that  four  Grand  Lodges  can  harmoniously  exist  and  labor  success- 
fully in  one  and  the  same  State,  viz. :  Prussia  ;  and  three  of  these  are  in  one  city, 
Berlin. 

The  German  Grand  Lodges  at  no  time  and  no  where  intended  to  assume  a  hostile 
position  toward  the  American  Grand  Lodges.  We  cannot,  however,  at  the  request  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  change  our  views  on  the  jurisdiction  of  Grand 
Lodges,  because  it  is  a  well  founded  conviction  resting  on  fundamental  principles 
of  Masonry.  We  however  willingly  concede  to  the  American  Grand  Lodges  the  same 
rights  winch  we  must  assert  for  ourselves..  We  would  therefore  never  protest  if  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  should  admit  as  visitors  brothers  from  Lodges  which  we 
do  not  recognize  as  lawful,  and  receive  them  in  a  friendly  and  brotherly  manner. 
Neither  would  we  protest  if  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Y'ofk  desired  to  charter  any- 
where in  Germany,  for  instance  in  Hamburg,  an  American  Lodge  working  in  the 
English  language,  and  according  to  the  American  ritual ;  on  the  contrary,  we  should 
be  pleased  to  enter  into  brotherly  relations  with  such  American  Lodge  established  in 
Germany. 
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These  are  our  views,  according  to  which  we  act.  and  from  which  we  do  not  deviate. 
We  may  expect  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  justly  appreciating  the  differ- 
ent s  of  our  standpoint,  will  willingly  accept  the  brotherly  hand  which  we  extend  to 
our  beloved  brothers  across  the  ocean. 

We  have  not  space  to  copy  the  extended  comments  of  Bro.  Simons  upon  this 
unanimous  action  of  the  Grand  League.  He  shows  clearly  that  again  and  again,  as 
a  matter  of  fact,  these  Grand  Lodges  have  taken  precisely  the  position  maintained 
by  the  American  Grand  Lodges,  in  their  protests  against  the  establishment  of  new 
Lodges  in  Berlin  and  elsewhere.  We  give  a  few  sentences  from  the  conclusion  of  his 
pointed,  and,  as  they  seem  to  us,  unanswerable  remarks: — 

If  the  German  Grand  Lodges  are  willing  to  open  their  territory  to  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  the  world.  Ave  do  not  feel  called  upon  to  enter  our  protest  against  it ;  and 
while  we  do  not  desire  to  interfere  with  their  rights  and  privileges,  we  cannot  allow 
them  to  prescribe  laws  to  and  make  principles  for  us.  We  are  supported  in  our 
views  by  all  the  Grand  Lodges  in  North  America,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  etc. 
Do  the  eight  Grand  Lodgt-s  of  Germany  expect  that  all  these  will  surrender  a  prin- 
ciple because  they  have  of  late  come  to  the  conclusion  to  make  a  change  in  the 
piinciple  to  which  they  have  formerly  adhered? 

The  German  G  and  Lodges  express  their  willingness  to  concede  to  the  American 
Grand  Lodges  the  same  rights  which  they  assert  for  themselves.  Were  it  possible 
for  us  to  accede  to  that  proposition;  it  seems  to  us  that  it  is  not  in  the  power  of  our 
German  brethren  to  offer  a  return  for  what  they  ask  of  us;  for,  in  spite  of  their 
kind  offer,  almost  the  whole  of  Germany  would,  Masonically,  remain  sealed  to  us  by 
the  Prussian  Edict  of  1798,  and  by  an  order  issued  by  the  Grand  Duke  of  Hesse- 
Darmstadt,  so  far  as  his  dominion  is  concerned. 

If  the  Grand  Lodge  League  persist  in  maintaining  the  position  it  has  assumed  in 
regard  to  this  question,  it  must  result  in  non-intercourse  between  it  and  the  North 
American  Grand  Lodges  ;  and  painful  as  that  step  would  be  for  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  York,  she  will  nevertheless  be  forced  to  proclaim  it.  We  have  never  interfered 
with  the  rights  of  other  Masonic  jurisdictions,  and  we  will  not  permit  others  to 
prescribe  to  us  lawrs  and  principles  for  the  government  of  our  domain. 

On  the  subject  of  the  recent  action  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  this  Grand 
Lodge  League  unanimously  adopted  the  following  declaration  : — 

In  the  name  of  the  German  Masonic  Union,  the  German  Grand  Lodge  Diet  gives 
utterance  to  the  conviction  that  a  Masonic  Lodge,  which  should  dispute  or  deny  the 
existence  of  God,  could  not  be  considered  a  just  and  perfect  Lodge,  and  that  atheistic 
Masonry  ceases  to  be  Freemasonry. 

GRAND  LODGE  ALPINA,  SWITZERLAND. 

This  Grand  Lodge  complains  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  Italy  for  having  chartered  a 
Lodge  at  Lugano,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  "  Alpina,"  thus  violating  the  right  of 
jurisdiction,  always  strictly  observed  and  maintained  by  the  Grand  Lodge  Alpina, 
This  is  an  illustration  of  the  old  adage  about  "  chickens  coming  home  to  roost.'' 
Alpina  did  not  see  this  so  clearly  when  it  acknowledged  the  Prince  Hall  colored 
Lodge  in  Boston.  The  new  Lodge  is  declared  clandestine,  and  all  Masons  are  warned 
to  hold  no  communication  with  it  or  its  members.  The  colored  Grand  Lodge  of 
Ohio  asked  for  the  same  favor  that  had  been  granted  to  the  Prince  Hall  concern, 
but  Alpina  now  holds  back,  "  because  it  did  not  appear  proper  to  recognize  a  Grand 
Lodge  with  which  the  sister  Lodges  of  the  same  country  have  not  as  yet  extended  into 
any  closer  relations."  Verily  there  is  a  mighty  difference  between  tweedledum  and 
tweedledee. 

In  1877,  the  Constitution  of  this  Grand  Lodge  was  amended  by  adding  this  sec- 
tion :— 

The  right  is  reserved  to  the  brethren  to  discuss  in  the  Temple  political  and  re- 
ligious questions. 

This  amendment  had  been  protested  against  by  the  three  Grand  Lodges  in  Berlin, 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Saxony,  and  the  German  Grand  Lodge  League.  But  our  Swiss 
brethren  stand  to  their  guns  notwithstanding,  and  rather  sarcastically  ask,  what  one 
of  the  Berlin  Grand  Lodges  was  doing  when  it  resolved  to  exclude  Israelites  from  their 
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Lodge  ?    That  was  certainly  a  u  shot  between  wind  and  water  "  on  the  u  You're  an- 
other "  principle.    But  did  two  wrongs  ever  make  a  right  ? 

GRAND  ORIENT  OF  ITALY. 

About  this  Grand  Body,  we  quote  these  paragraphs  from  Bro.  Simons'  report  :— 
Masonry  is  developing  slowly  in  Italy,  as  it  meets  with  much  opposition.  The 
nobility,  military,  and  officers  in  the  civil  department  of  the  Government,  with  very 
few  exceptions  abstain  from  joining  the  Institution.  The  nobility  is  still  under  the 
entire  control  of  the  Jesuits,  and  the  military  and  civil  officers  fear  persecution  on 
the  part  of  their  superiors,  because  the  known  leaders  of  Masonry,  in  the  north  of 
Italy,  at  least,  are  mostly  old  Carbonari.  The  members  therefore  consist  almost 
exclusively  of  the  learned  professions,  lawyers,  physicians  and  merchants,  people 
independent  of  superiors,  and  even  they  have  to  exercise  the  great  st  precaution,  if 
thev  do  not  want  their  names  to  appear  in  the  c'erical  journals  of  the  day. 

The  Grand  Orient  of  Italy  has  nearly  one  hundred  and  fifty  Lodges  on  its  regis- 
ter ;  but  of  these  scarcely  one  hundred  work  regularly  and  pay  Grand  Lodge  dues. 
One-third  of  the  Lodges  are  outside  of  Italy  :  in  Turkey,  Egypt,  Boumania,  &c,  &c. 

GRAND    ORIENT    OF   THE   NETHERLANDS. 

Home  news  about  this  jurisdiction  is,  scarce  ;  but  in  relation  to  some  of  its 
Lodges  in  "foreign  parts  "  we  cull  an  item  or  two,  as  follows  :— 

From  a  report  of  the  Lodge  "  dt>  Vrieiufcchap"  in  Svenaborga,  it  appears  that 
on  the  28th  of  August,  L75.  the  Sultan  of  Koster,  (can't  tell  who  and  where  he  is  !) 
and  the  Sultanmoide  (Crown  Prince)  and  four  persons  of  their  sui'e.  were  initiated 
into  Masonry.  Although  the  question  of  their  reception  led  to  a  serious  discussion, 
it  was  finally  proceeded  with,  because  the  brethren  believed  that  the  candidates 
posses-ed  sufficient  education  to  be  received  into  the  Order.  The  ritual  was  trans- 
lated into  their  mother  tongue,  the  Malay  language,  to  enable  them  the  better  to 
unders  and  it.  The  initiation,  witnessed  by  a  great  many  brothers,  was  very  instruc- 
tive ;  the  candidates  went  through  the  ceremonies  with  "proper  composure,  and  fol- 
lowed the  explanations  with  interest. 

SPAIN. 

There  appear  to  be  three  Grand  Bodies  in  this  Kingdom,  and  not  very  harmonious 
among  themselves.  They  all  have  headquarters  at  Madrid.  The  "  Grand  Orient 
National  d'Espagne  "  has  one  hundred  and  fifteen  Lodges ;  the  "  Gran  Loge  de 
Espanas"' has  one  hundred  and  two;  the  "Gran  Oriente  de  Espana"  does  not  re- 
port its  numbers. 

PORTUGAL. 

The  ■«  Lusitanian  Grand  Orient"  in  Lisbon,  has  seventy  Lodges  under  its 
jurisdiction.  Nineteen  are  in  Lisbon,  four  in  Oporto,  one  each  in  three  other  cities, 
two  in  the  Azores,  three  at  Madeira,  four  in  Apia,  and  forty-one  in  Spain. 

BRAZIL. 

There  are  in  this  Empire  deplorable  conflicts  between  the  Brazilian  Masons  and 
the  Catholic  clergy  of  that  country.  These  conflicts  are  not  strictlv  limited  to 
Masonic  matters,  but  extend  to  profane  life.  The  victory  obtained  at  an  election  by 
the  Masonic  over  the  Catholic  party,  has  exasperated  the  clergy  s<ill  more,  and  the 
conflict  gr<ws  fierce  on  every  conceivable  occasion.  It  is  reported  that  Bro.  Lopez 
Michadk.  delegate  of  the  Grand  Master  for  the  province  of  Pernambuco.  met  with  in- 
numberable  ob.-tacles  when  he  wanted  to  be  married  according  to  the  Catholic  Bite. 
He  was  requested  to  abjure  Masonry  ;  but  as  they  did  not  succeed  in  that,  the 
Bishop  determined  to  authorize  the  Catholic  priest,  Pinto  de  Campos,  to  perform 
the  ceremony  according  to  the  fornix  prescribed  for  the  marriage  of  heretics.  The 
marriage  to  >k  place  as  the  Bishop  had  directed,  but  on  the  day  following  the  priest 
was  suspend'd  for  two  months.  The  matter  has  attracted  much  attention,  and  it  is 
not  likely  that  priests  will  expose  themselves  to  such  punishment  in  the  future.  But 
the  hatred  of  the  Catholic  clergy  against  Freemasonry  is  not  confined  to  South 
America  ;   it  manifests  itself  in  ali  countries  in  which  they  have  the  supremacy.

It  will  be  seen  by  comparing  this  table  with  that  in  our  report  for  1S77,  also  com- 
piled from  actual  returns,  that  there  has  bten  a  falling  off  in  membership  of  over 
17,0  )0.  Wa  think  we  may  attribute  this  almost  who  ly  to  the  fearfully  ;>  hard  times'' 
that  hive  prevailed  during  the  last  two  years  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific.  Ac- 
cording to  a  table  compiled  by  Bro.  Drummond,  of  Maine,  the  suspensions  for  non- 
payment of  dues,  during  the  year  1877-8.  amounted  to  22,036,  a  fearfully  large  num- 
ber, and  one  that  suggests  some  action  on  the  part  of  Grand  and  subordinate  Lodges. 
If  the  regulations  of  the  former,  like  our  own,  are  justifiable  and  expedient  as  a 
general  rule — and  about  this  we  now  say  nothing — yet  it  is  in  the  power  of  the  sub- 
ordinates to  grant  full  relief.  Some  of  these  many  thousands  are  undoubtedly  natu- 
ral drones  who  would  be  of  no  use"  to  the  fraternity  in  any  case.  But  the  large  ma- 
jority, we  venture  to  say,  are  good  men,  though  utterly  unable,  with  the  other  impera- 
tive calls  upon  them,  to  meet  their  regular  dues  to  the  Lodge,  small  as  they  may  be. 
Would  it  not  be  well,  until  the  times  of  this  calamity  be  overpast,  for  the  several 
Lodges,  instead  of  turning  out  these  good  men,  to  cancel  their  indebtedness, 
and  start  the  coming  year  with  a  clean  set  of  books  ?  We  throw  out  the  suggestion, 
believing  it  will  do  no  harm  for  all  to  look  stern  facts  in  the  face. 

The  decrease  indicated  above,  has  not  marked  all  the  jurisdictions.  Some,  Texas 
for  instance,  have  largely  increased  their  membership.  Those  jurisdictions  that 
have  thus  grown,  with  more  or  less  of  rapidity,  are  Arkansas,  California.  Canada, 
Colorado,  Dakota,  Indian  Territory,  Missouri,  Nebraska,  Nevada,  New  Jersey,  Ore- 
gon, Quebec,  Rhode  Island,  Texas,  Vermont.  Virginia,  Washington,  and  Wyoming. 
Those  that  have  decreased,  are  Alabama,  Connecticut,  Florida,   Georgia,   Illinois, 
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Indiana,  Iowa,  Kentucky,  Louisiana,  Maryland,  Massachusetts,  Michigan,  Minnesota, 
Mississippi,  New  York,  North  Carolina.  Pennsylvania,  South  Carolina,  and  Tennessee. 
The  jurisdictions  not  named  stand  about  as  before. 

Again  thanking  our  brethren  of  the  "  M.  A.  S."  for  their  kind  and  flattering 
notices,  and  sending  them  all  best  wishes,  we  once  more  make  our  reportorial  bow.

Bro.  Thomas  H.  Caswell,  from  the  special  committee  to  whom  had 
been  referred  the  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  and  the  Keport  of  the 
Grand  Secretary,  presented  the  following  reports  :  — 

To  the  M.\  W.'.  Grand  Lodge  of  California  : — 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  fourth  annual  message  of  the  M.\  W,\ 
Grand  Master,  having  read  with  much  interest  and  great  care  that  most  excellent 
paper,  report  as  follows  :  — 
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Like  the  previous  messages  of  that  officer,  it  is  worthy  of  the  close  study  and 
careful  consideration  of  the  fraternity  everywhere,  and  of  the  Masons  of  this  juris- 
diction in  particular.  In  it,  that  strict  regard  for  the  welfare  of  Masonry  and  devotion 
to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  its  obligations,  which  have  ever  shone  so  brightly 
in  the  official  doings  of  our  illustrious  brother,  are  everywhere  apparent,  and  should 
incite  in  each  of  us  an  appreciative  love  for  him  and  a  resolve  to  imitate,  as  far  as 
lies  in  our  power,  his  most  worthy  example.  Masonry,  with  him,  is  evidently  not  of 
that  theoretical,  abstract  kind  which  is  great  in  professions  butinfinitessimally  small 
in  deeds,  nor  is  it -of  that  holiday  species,  put  on  only  for  purposes  of  display 
and  as  readily  thrown  off  again  when  duty  calls  for  its  recognition.  It  is  rather  a 
living  reality  —  a  practical  exemplification  in  life's  routine  of  its  grand  teachings  and 
still  grander  objects  —  and  thus  he  plainly  discovers  to  us  that  the  motes  which  we 
are  all  so  prone  to  see  in  the  moral  eyes  of  our  fellows  are  in  most  instances  but  the 
magnified  distortions  occasioned  by  the  beams  in  our  own.  Let  us  then  carefully 
treasure  the  truthful  and  loving  words  of  our  Grand  Master  as  contained  in  the  intro- 
ductory part  of  his  Address,  and  at  once  set  about  eradicating  from  our  own  breasts 
the  evils  there  enumerated  ;  all  which,  as  stated  by  him,  lead  effectually  to  "retard 
the  growth,  interrupt  the  harmony,  and  paralyze  the  action  of  our  Lodge  organiza- 
tions." Let  contentious  bickerings,  jealousies,  and  ill-will,  if  any  exist,  from  this 
time  forward  be  forever  banished  from  our  midst,  and  be  replaced  with  a  charity  so 
comprehensive  that  in  all  things  we  may  do  unto  others  that  which  under  like  cir- 
cumstances we  would  wish  that  others  should  do  unto  us;  and  to  that  extent,  at  least, 
let  us  become  living  exemplars  of  that  which  we  teach. 

Your  commit  ee  particularly  commend  for  consideration  that  portion  of  the 
messnge  which  has  reference  to  the  election  of  Masters  of  Lodges.  The  habit  of 
changing  year  after  year,  grading  up  step  by  step,  is  as  unwise  in  policy  as  it  is  dis- 
astrous in  consequences.  No  regard  is  thus  had  to  the  fitness  of  the  brother  for  the 
position  to  which  he  may  succeed  ;  and  merit,  which  should  be  the  chief  and  only 
passport  to  station,  is  in  no  wise  considered.  That  one  may  fill  a  subordinate  station 
well  and  ably  is  no  absolute  evidence  that  he  will  make  a  successful  presiding  officer 
of  his  Lodge.  The  honor  which  attaches  to  an  office  is  in  the  quality  of  the  work 
that  is  done,  and  not  in  the  name  it  bears.  The  humblest  position  may  be  rilled  with 
a  zeal  and  love  so  great  as  to  overshadow  the  highest  if  it  be  poorly  filled.  Rightly  un- 
derstood, there  is  no  poor,  no  subordinate  place  in  a  Lodge ot  Masons.  Excellence  in 
work  serves  to  exalt  the  lowest  in  rank  to  a  level  with  the  highest.  Real  ability  and 
meritorious  labor  should  never  be  overlooked ;  and  the  Master  possessed  of  these 
qualifications  should,  as  suggested  by  the  Grand  Master,  be  retained  in  office  until 
application  and  study  shall  have  provided  one  of  equal  merit  to  succeed  him. 

Another  subject  referred  to  by  the  Grand  Master  is  deemed  of  too  much  import- 
ance to  pass  by  unnoticed.  Your  committee  allude  to  the  late  action  of  the  Grand 
Orient  of  France  in  suppressing  the  declaration  that  "  Freemasonry  holds  as  a  first 
principle  the  existence  of  God  and  the  immortality  of  the  soul,"  and  in  supplying  in 
its  stead  the  atheistic  doctrine  that  "  its  principles  are  absolute  liberty  of  conscience 
and  human  solidarity."  This  action  cannot  be  too  strongly  condemned.  It  announces 
to  the  Masonic  world,  in  language  too  plain  to  be  misunderstood,  "  that  in  France  it 
is  no  longer  necessary  that  a  Ma- on  should  believe  that  there  is  a  God,  or  that  man  is 
more  than  an  animal."  It  is  a  cowardly,  causeless  yielding  up  of  the  funda- 
mental principles  of  Freemasonry  to  the  demands  of  atheism  and  unbelief, 
and  it  gives  into  the  hands  of  its  enemies  weapons  more  powerful  for  evil  than  enven- 
omed malice  even  could  hope  to  invent.  Most  truly  does  our  Grand  Master  say  that 
"Masonry  is  not  Masonry  if  deprived  of  this,  its  original  foundation  "— lhat  "it 
would  have  a  being  unrecognized  in  the  past  and  unhonored  in  the  future,"  and  that 
there  is  "  no  fear  that  such  an  unprecedented  innovation  will  prevail  among  us."  No, 
indeed.  In  the  language  of  another,  "  we  put  our  trust  in  God,  and  not  in  a  '  Su- 
preme Force '   '  or  Creative  Principle  ; '  and  cannot  hold  that  to  be  Freemasonry 
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which  does  not  do  the  same."  We  believe  in  a  "  Creator  and  Preserver  of  the  Uni- 
verse, a  be:ieficeut  God,  to  whom  it  is  no  folly  to  pray  for  aid  and  comfort,  a  Father 
who  loves  us  as  His  children."  Such  is  our  belief,  and  such  ' '  is  the  basis  upon  which 
rests  all  our  ritualism  in  all  our  degrees."  It  is  needless  to  pursue  the  subject 
further,  and  it  is  unnecessary  to  recommend  any  action,  inasmuch  as  the  only  means 
of  self-protection  which  we  possess— that  of  non-recognition— has  already,  for  other 
cause,  been  declared  against  the  Grand  Orient  of  France. 

Your  committee,  on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  tenders  its  sympathy  to  the 
Grand  Master  for  the  serious  and  prolonged  illness  of  which  he  speaks,  by  reason  of 
which  he  was  prevented  from  making  his  usual  number  of  visitations  to  the  Lodges. 
The  great  good  resulting  from  this  system  of  inspection  has  on  former  occasions 
been  sufficiently  dwelt  upon,  and  it  is  only  necessary  to  add  that,  while  regretting  the 
cause  of  this  failure,  the  Grand  Lodge  is  nevertheless  to  be  congratu  ated  upon  the 
fact  that  our  Present  Grand  Master  has  been  enabled  to  do  more  in  this  direction 
than  has  any  of  his  predecessors  in  that  high  office. 

Once  more  we  are  called  upon  to  unite  with  the  Grand  Master  in  expressions  of 
regret  that  so  many  Inspectors  have  failed  to  report  to  him  the  condition  of  the 
Lodges  in  their  several  districts,  as  by  the  regulation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  they  are 
required  to  do.  Still  more  is  it  cause  for  regret  that,  notwithstanding  the  pointed 
references  made  last  year  to  this  plain  neglect  of  duty,  the  number  of  delinquents 
has  increased  rather  than  diminished,  being  seventeen  this  year  as  against  thirteen 
one  year  ago.  The  information  which  should  be  acquired  concerning  the  Lodges  of 
our  obedience  is,  by  reason  of  this  neglect,  materially  lessened.  Some  means  should 
be  provided,  therefore,  by  which  failure  in  the  discharge  of  such  important  duties 
may  in  the  future  be  prevented.  With  this  object  your  committee  recommend  the 
reference  of  this  particular  portion  of  the  Grand  Master's  Address  to  a  special  com- 
mittee, as  also  that  portion  thereof  which  refers  to  the  duty  of  annual  visitations  by 
Inspectors  and  the  legislation  had  thereupon  at  the  last  Annual  Communication. 

The  appointments  by  the  Grand  Master  of  Representatives  of  this  Grand  Lodge 
near  the  several  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Orients,  mentioned  in  his  Address,  are  re- 
commended for  approval. 

Your  committee,  in  the  further  discharge  of  the  duties  assigned  to  them,  offer  the 
following  recommendations  :— 

That  so  much  of  the  message  as  relates  to  the  appointment  of  special  deputies  to 
constitute  the  several  Lodges  to  which  charters  were  granted  at  the  last  annual  Com- 
munication, and  to  the  issue  of  dispensations  to  form  new  Lodges  during  the  year, 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Charters  : 

That  so  much  thereof  as  relates  to  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  by-laws  of 
Lodges  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  By-Laws  : 

That  so  much  thereof  as  relates  to  the  publication  of  a  digest  of  Masonic  law — to 
the  telegram  from  Hermann  Lodge  as  to  its  right  to  "bury  a  defaulter  and  suicide" — 
to  the  '■  Masonic  Mutual  Relief  Union"' — to  the  transcript  of  the  record  of  trial  of  a 
member  of  Mariposa  Lodge,  No.  24,  and  the  action  of  the  Grand  Master  thereupon— 
to  the  disincorporation  of  Lodges— to  the  right  of  a  Master,  under  the  law,  to  declare 
a  member  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  when  the  Lodge  refuses  to  take  action 
in  the  matter — to  the  time  when  action  should  be  had  upon  a  petiti  >n  for  recom- 
mendation of  a  new  Lodge— to  the  intermingling  of  services  at  Masonic  funerals— to 
the  ruling  on  the  claim  for  burial  expenses  of  a  widow  who  had  refused  permission 
to  the  Lodge  to  bury  her  deceased  husband— to  the  proposed  change  of  the  place  of 
meeting  of  St.  Mark's  Lodge,  No.  85— to  the  failure  of  a  Master  elect  to  qualify  and 
the  proposed  change  in  the  Constitution  to  provide  against  such  culpable  negligence 
—to  the  reply  of  the  Grand  Master  to  the  request  of  Union  Star  Lodge,  New  York, 
for  permission  to  confer  the  degrees  on  a  resident  of  this  State— to  a  question  by 
Arizona  Lodge,  U.  D.  and  the  answer  thereto— to  the  ruling  as  to  the  proper  residence 
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of  a  candidate— to  the  proposition  to  make  the  Committee  on  Finances  a  standing 
committee— to  the  interpretation  given  to  Sec.  11,  Art.  Ill,  Part  III,  of  the  Cor.siitu- 
tion— to  the  several  answers  given  to  questions  proposed  during  the  year— and  to  the 
acts,  as  reported  and  approved,  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  during  the  absence  of 
the  Grand  Master— be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  : 

That  so  much  thereof  as  relates  to  the  complaint  of  Bro.  William  Valentine 
against  certain  members  of  Mendocino  Lodge,  and  to  the  communication  of  Mr. 
Charles  H.  Cokdon,  with  the  comments  of  the  Grand  Master  thereupon,  be  refer- 
red to  the  Committee  on  Grievances  : 

And  that  so  much  thereof  as  relates  to  the  bonds  of  the  Grand  Treasurer,  the 
Grand  Secretary,  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Reserve  Fund,  and  to  the  propriety  of 
establishing  a  Grand  Lodge  Charity  Fund,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finances. 
The  well-merited  eulogies  upon  the  lives  and  characters  of  our  illustrious  dead 
are  fully  concurred  in  by  your  committee  ;  but,  that  fuller  expression  of  the  sorrow 
occasioned  by  the  decease  of  its  honored  Past  Grand  Officers  may  be  given  by  this 
Grand  Lodge,  they  recommend  that  so  much  of  the  Address  as  relates  to  the  deaths 
of  Bro. William  Sewall  Wells,  Bro.  Aaron  Davis  Park,  and  Bro.  John  Randolph 
McConnell,  be  referred  to  a  special  committee  of  three. 

Noting  the  retrospect  given  by  our  Grand  Master  of  his  four  years  of  official 
service,  and  appreciating  the  modest  delicacy  of  the  references  therein  made,  your  com- 
mittee, from  the  grouping  thus  afforded,  are, enabled  to  realize,  more  than  ever  before, 
not  only  the  extent  of  the  services  rendered  by  that  officer,  but  the  justness  and 
truth  of  the  language  used  by  a  former  committee  in  reference  to  him  ;  and.  in  the  full 
conviction  that  they  but  utter  the  sentiment  of  this  entire  Grand  Body,  they 
repeat  that  for  the  past  four  years  "our  interests  have  been  intrusted  to  one  so 
zealous,  so  faithful,  and  so  true  that  his  every  act  is  stamped  with  a  devotion  unmis- 
takable, a  purity  of  intention  unquestionable,  and  a  kindly,  fraternal  courtesy  which 
all  may  well  strive  to  emulate." 

Your  committee  fully  concur  in  the  well-merited  compliments  paid  to  our  Grand 
Secretary  and  Grand  Lecturer  for  their  important  services  and  their  great  efficiency 
in  office  :  —  To  the  Grand  Lecturer  for  his  "  zealous  care  for  our  ritual,  his  earnest, 
pleasing,  and  painstaking  method  of  instruction,  and  his  genial,  courteous  manner  " — 
and  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  for  his  "  excellence  as  counselor  and  administrator,  his 
logical  reasoning,  his  sound  judgment,  and  his  integrity  of  purpose  "—to  which  char- 
acteristics, aided  by  his  ripe  scholarship  and  unremitting  labor,  your  committee 
believe  is  owing,  in  a  great  degree,  the  high  estimation  in  which  our  Grand  Lodge  is 
held  by  the  Masonic  world;  and  which,  in  the  language  of  the  Grand  Master,  "may 
be  regarded  with  exceptional  pride."  Let  it  be  our  purpose,  then,  with  encouraging 
appreciation  of  recognized  merit  and  a  strict  attention  to  the  kindly  admonitions 
which  we  have  received,  to  preserve,  unimpaired  and  unsullied,  the  proud  name 
that  is  everywhere  accorded  to  us. 

In  taking  leave  of  our  esteemed  and  well-beloved  Grand  Master,  your  committee 
desire  to  express  their  sorrow  that  his  official  relation  to  us,  which  has  existed 
so  pleasantly  and  so  long,  is  now  about  to  end.  With  honor  to  himself  and  with 
credit  to  the  fraternity  he  has  filled  the  highest  station  known  to  our  institution,  and 
in  all  things  has  proven  himself  faithful  and  true.  His  touching  farewell  sinks 
deeply  in  our  hearts  and  awakens  therein  this  answering  prayer  —  May  his  life's 
journey  be  strewed  with  Heaven's  choicest  blessings ;  may  £>eac'e  and  prosperity 
attend  all  his  labors  ;  and,  when  his  earthly  pilgrimage  shall  end,  may  he  find  eternal 
rest  with  our  Father  in  Heaven. 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary, having  carefully  examined  that  paper,  report  that  they  find  in  it  through- 
out the  same  evidences  of  thoughtful  care  for  and  zealous  devotion  to  the  in- 
terests of  the  Grand  Lodge  which  have  been  manifest  in  all  the  reports  heretofore 
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submitted  by  that  excellent  officer.  Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  him  for  the 
manner  in  which  the  business  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  presented — especially  that 
which  requires  immediate  consideration  and  action.  The  whole  is  so  skillfully  classi- 
fied, and  the  accompanying  papers  so  carefully  arranged,  that  the  various  commit- 
uill  find  their  duties  materially  lessened  and  their  labors  made  easy  and 
pleasant.  The  Grand  Lodge  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  having  an  officer  so  com- 
petent and  faithful  in  all  respects  that  confusion,  error,  and  unnecessary  delay,  are 
events  in  its  history  which  have  yet  to  occur. 

Your  committee  note  with  great  pleasure  and  satisfaction  the  reference  made  to 
the  library  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  valuable  additions  to  it  which  have  been 
made  during  the  past  year.  It  is  perhaps  not  generally  known  that,  aside  from  the 
valuable  and  rare  collection  of  Masonic  works  in  its  possession,  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
California  has  to-day  on  its  library  shelves  a  greater  number  of  proceedings  of  other 
jurisdictions  in  complete  sets,  of  all  the  different  Masonic  Grand  Bodies,  than  has 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  any  other  State  or  country.  Many  years  of  time,  involving 
ceaseless,  watchful  care  and  labor,  and  an  immensity  of  correspondence,  have  been 
devoted  to  this  object  by  our  Grand  Secretary,  and  the  result  is  before  you  in  the 
catalogue  accompanying  his  report.  The  labor  has  been  a  labor  of  love  solely,  and 
is  eminently  entitled  to  a  grateful  recognition.  The  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge 
are  therefore  tendered,  herewith  to  our  Grand  Secretary  for  his  untiring  energy  in 
securing  for  its  use  and  possession  so  invaluable  a  collection  of  Masonic  works  and 
proceedings. 

Your  committee,  in  the  further  discharge  of  its  duty,  recommend  the  following

Of  the  foregoing  sum  of  $7,752  32,  disbursed  for  the  relief  of  the  sick  and  dis- 
tressed, there  were  expended —

included,  any  outlay  for  any  member  of  a  Lodge  in  this  city,  or  his  wife,  widow,  or 

orphans,  as  each  Lodge  here  takes  care  of  its  own  destitute  and  distressed.

Which  report,  together  with  a  brief  report  of  the  Masonic  Board 
of  Belief  of  the  City  of  Sacramento,  was  ordered  to  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Finances. 

The  Grand  Secretary,  on  behalf  of  Bro.  William  Beadfoed,  of 
Yount  Lodge,  No.  12,  presented  sundry  proposed  amendments  to  the 
Constitution,  as  follows  : — 

Amend  Section  1,  Article  VII,  Part  I,  by  striking  out  the  words  "  on  Finances.*'  in 
the  third  line  thereof ; 

Amend  Section  2,  of  the  same  Article  and  Part,  by  striking  out  the  word  "  and,'"  in 
the  third  line  thereof,  and  inserting,  after  the  word  4<  Returns"  in  the  fourth  line 
thereof,  the  words  "  and  on  Finances" ; 

And  amend  the  same  Article  and  Part  by  the  addition  of  the  following  section,  to 
read  as  follows  : — 

Section  5.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  meet  at  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary, 
on  the  Saturday  next  preceding  the  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
to  examine  the  books,  papers,  and  accounts  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Treas- 
urer, and  Trustees  of  the  Reserve  Fund  ;  and  shall  report  the  result  of  sue})  examina- 
tion to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  morning  session  of  the  second  day  of  the  Communi- 
cation. 

Which  proposed  amendments  were  ordered  to  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence. 

Bro.  Silas  W.  Geis  presented,  on  behalf  of  La  Grange  Lodge,  No. 
99,  a  petition  requesting,  for  reasons  therein  set  forth,  the  payment  to 
said  Lodge  of  certain  dues  heretofore  paid  to  the  Grand  Lodge  and 
which  may  hereafter  be  paid  thereto,  by  members  of  the  extinct  Merced 
Lodge,  No.  176  ;  which  petition  was  ordered  to  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finances  : 

He  also  presented,  on  behalf  of  the  same  Lodge,  a  memorial  con- 
cerning a  claim  against  Mariposa  Lodge,  No.  24.  for  certain  expendi- 
tures incurred  in  the  care  for  and  burial  of  a  deceased  member  of  the 
Lodge  last  named  ;  which  was  ordered  to  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Grievances. 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  a  communication  from  Violet  Lodge, 
No.  138,  setting  forth  that,  on  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  August  last, 
that  Lodge  had  resolved  to  surrender  its  charter  ;  which  was  ordered 
to  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Charters  : 

He  also  presented  certain  further  papers  relative  to  the  surrender 
of  the  charter  of  Merced  Lodge,  No.  176  ;  which  were  ordered  to  be 
referred  to  the  same  committee  : 
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He  also  presented  the  credentials  of  the  R.'.  W.\  William  Wilson 
Traylor,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  as  Kepresentative  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Arkansas  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California ;  and  that  brother 
was  duly  received  and  accredited  as  such  Representative. 

The  Grand  Master  named  the  following  brethren  to  constitute  the

It  was  ordered  that  that  portion  of  the  Grand  Master's  Address,  rela- 
tive to  Inspectors  who  had  neglected  to  make  their  reports,  be  referred 
to  the  special  committee  on  the  report  of  the  Grand  Lecturer. 

The  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  offered  at  the  last 
Annual  Communication  by  Bro.  William  A.  Davies,  relating  to  the 
manner  of  payment  of  moneys  by  the  Grand  Secretary  to  the  Grand 
Treasurer,  was  called  up;  and,  receiving  only  four  votes,  was  not 
adopted. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  N.  Greene  Curtis,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  per 
month,  until  the  next  Annual  Communication,  to  be  disbursed  under 
the  direction  of  the  Grand  Master,  was  ordered  to  be  paid  from  the 
General  Fund  for  the  care  of  Master  Walter  Wilcox,  an  orphan, 
whose  parents  died  of  yellow  fever  at  New  Orleans  in  1877  ;  after 
which  a  contribution  was  taken  up  among  the  members,  and  the  sum 
of  sixty-eight  dollars  was  found  to  be  added  to  the  foregoing. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  called  off  until  two  o'clock  this  after- 
noon.

The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  on  at  two  o'clock,  the  Grand  Master 
presiding. 

The  Mr.  Wr.  Jonathan  Drake  Stevenson,  Past  Grand  Master, 
appeared  and  took  his  seat. 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  a  petition  from  Bro.  John  J. 
Khea,  of  the  extinct  Merced  Lodge,  No.  176,  asking  for  the  remis- 
sion of  his  dues  ;  which  was  ordered  to  be  referred  to  the  Com  - 
mittee  on  Finances. 
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Bro.  William  C.  Belcher,  from  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence, 
presented  the  following  reports  : — 

To  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :  — 

Your  committee,  to  whom,  at  the  last  Annual  Communication,  were  referred 
sundry  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  &c,  too  late  for  final  action  at  that 
time,  now  report  as  follows  :  — 

I.  Bro.  Nelson  R.  Shaw  offered  two  amendments  to  Section  8,  Article  III,  Part 
III,  thereof.    That  section  now  reads  — 

No  Lodge  within  this  State  shall  confer  the  three  degrees  for  a  less  fee  than  fifty 
dollars,  nor  shall  any  Lodge  without  the  State,  and  under  this  jurisdiction,  confer 
them  for  a  less  fee  than  thirty  dollars  ;  and  in  every  case  the  entire  fee  for  the  degrees 
shall  accompany  the  application,  else  such  application  shall  not  be  received.  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  if  the  applicant  ha^  already  received  the  first  degree,  or  the  first 
and  second  degrees,  in  another  Lodge,  the  fee  to  accompany  his  application  for  the 
remaining  degree  or  degrees  shall  he  such  proportion  of  the  fee  for  all  the  degrees 
as  the  by-laws  of  the  Lodge  may  prescribe. 

Bro.  Shaw  proposes  to  strike  out  the  word  " fifty,"  in  the  second  line  of  said 
section,  and  to  insert  instead  thereof  the  word  "thirty;"  and  also  to  strike  out,  in 
the  third  and  fourth  lines  thereof,  the  words  "  and  in  every  case  the  entire  fee  for 
the  degrees  shall  accompany  the  application.''  The  first  clause  of  that  section, 
amended  as  proposed,  would  read  as  follows  : — 

No  Lodge  within  this  State  shall  confer  the  three  degrees  for  a  less  fee  than  thirty 
dollars,  nor  shall  any  Lodge  without  the  State,  and  under  this  jurisdiction,  confer 
them  for  a  less  lee  than  thirty  dollars,  else  such  application  shall  not  be  received. 

Bro.  Shaw  was  apparently  anxious  that  the  minimum  fee  for  the  degrees  should 
be  reduced  to  thirty  dollars,  in  the  State,  and  that  Lodges  should  be  allowed  to  exer- 
cise their  pleasure  as  to  the  time  and  manner  of  its  payment;  but  he  seems  to  have 
given  no  thought  to  the  condition  in  which  the  section  would  be  left. 

Your  committee  are  curious  to  know  why,  in  striking  out,  he  stopped  at  the  word 
"  else'\  and  equally  curious  to  learn  the  conditions  under  which  he  proposes  that 
"such  application  shall  not  be  received/'  They  do  not  approve  the  purpose  or  style 
of  the  proposed  amendments.  Fifty  dollars  is  the  smallest  sum  for  which  any  Lodge 
in  this  State  ought  to  be  willing  to  confer  the  degrees.  If  our  Lodges  can  afford  to 
make  any  reductions,  let  them  do  it  by  reducing  or  dispensing .  with  the  monthly 
dues  of  members.  Suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  have  been  a  very  constant 
source  of  complaint  for  many  years,  and  if  some  practicable  method  can  be 
devised  by  which  the  Lodges  could  maintain  themselves  without  requiring  the  pay- 
ment of  dues,  it  would  certainly  be  very  desirable  that  it  should  be  adopted.  It  is 
recommended  that  the  amendments  proposed  by  Bro.  Shaw  be  not  adopted. 


II.  Bro.  William  H.  Hill,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand 
Master,  proposed  to  amend  Section  1,  Article  VII,  Parti,  of  the  Constitution,  by 
striking  out,  in  the  third  line  thereof,  the  words  "  on  Finances;"  and  to  amend  Section 
2,  of  that  Article  and  Part,  by  inserting  the  words  "  on  Finances,"  in  the  third  line 
thereof,  after  the  word  "Jurisprudence  ;''— thus  making  the  Committee  on  Finances 
one  of  the  standing  committees  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  duties  of  the  Committee  on  Finances  are  of  such  a  character  that  it  would  be 
much  more  satisfactory  to  its  members  to  assemble  at  some  time  prior  to  the 
meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  when,  without  interruption,  they  can  examine  such 
books  and  accounts  as  should  come  before  them  for  scrutiny;  and  it  would  certainly 
be  much  more  satisfactory  to  the  Grand  Lodge  to  have  the  report  of  that  committee 
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at  an  earlier  day  in  its  proceedings  than  has  been  usual  or  possible  heretofore.    Your 
committee  approve  the  proposed  amendments  and  recommend  their  adoption. 


III.  At  the  last  Annual  Communication,  Bro.  William  H.  Hill  offered  the  follow- 
ing resolution : — 

Resolved,  That  the  election  of  Grand  Officers  shall  be  the  first  business  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  on  the  day  fixed  therefor  by  the  Constitution,  and  that,  until  the  elec- 
tion shall  have  been  concluded,  no  other  business  shall  be  considered. 

The  propriety  and  advisability  of  the  resolution  proposed  must  be  apparent  to  all, 
and  your  committee  recommend  that  it  be  adopted.

Which  reports  were  concurred  in  and  the  proposed  amendments 
to  the  Constitution  were  taken  up  for  action.  Those  mentioned  in  the 
first  report  did  not  receive  the  necessary  vote  to  insure  their  further 
consideration  ;  those  named  in  the  second  report  were  adopted  by  an 
unanimous  vote  and  will  go  into  effect  from  and  after  the  close  of 
this  Communication ;  and  the  resolution  recommended  in  the  third 
report  was  adopted. 

Bro.  William  C.  Belchee,  from  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence, 
also  presented  the  following  report : — 

To  the  31.\  W.%  Grand  Lodge  of  California: — 

The  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  again  called  by  the  Grand  Master  to  the  pro- 
priety of  the  present  standing  resolution  in  regard  to  the  burial  of  suicides. 

In  a  case  presented  to  him,  during  the  year,  a  member  of  Hermann  Lodge,  No. 
127,  became,  according  to  his  own  confession,  a  defaulter,  and  committed  suicide. 
The  question  was  asked  of  that  Grand  Officer — "  Has  Hermann  Lodge  the  right  to 
bury  a  defaulter  and  suicide?"  He  doubted  the  propriety  of  according  to  the 
deceased  a  burial  by  his  Lodge  with  Masonic  honors,  but  he  turned  to  the  standing 
resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  adopted  in  1870,  which  reads—"  That  in  case  of  a 
suicide  by  a  Master  Mason  in  this  jurisdiction  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  Lodge 
to  which  he  belonged  shall  determine  as  to  his  insanity  and  as  to  the  propriety  of 
interring  him  with  Masonic  honors  ;  "  and  he  replied,  in  substance,  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  had  made  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  Hermann  Lodge  the  judges  to  deter- 
mine the  question,  and  that  he  had  no  power  to  revise  or  control  their  action. 

He  now  pertinently  asks  the  Grand  Lodge  if  it  would  not  be  just  to  prohibit 
the  Masonic  interment  of  a  suicide,  in  whose  case  we  might,  by  reason  of  his  own 
confession,  fairly  presume  that  he  had  taken  his  own  life  rather  than  be  subjected 
to  the  disgrace  and  punishment  which  ought  to  follow  his  criminal  disregard  of  duty. 

Your  committee  much'prefer  to  ask  in  return  if  it  would  not  be  wise  to  prohibit  the 
burial  of  a  suicide  with  Masonic  honors  under  any  circumstances.  The  question  is 
not  a  new  one  before  the  Grand  Lodge.  In  18(3S  a  resolution,  proposed  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Jurisprudence,  "that  no  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction  shall  bury  with  Ma- 
sonic honors  any  Mason  who  has  committed  suicide/'  was  adopted.  In  1869  the 
subject  wus  a.ain  presented,  and  a  resolution,  leaving  the  determination  of  the 
propriety  of  Masonic  burial  in  such  cases  to  the  particular  Lodge,  was  offered  by  the 
committee,  but  was  not  adopted.  In  1S70  the  resolution,  as  it  now  stands,  was 
adopted,  leaving  to  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  particular  Lodge  the  determina- 
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tion  of  these  two  questions— First,  Was  the  deceased  sane  or  insane  at  the  time  he 
committed  the  act  of  self-destruction  ?  and — Second,  Is  it  proper  that  the  Lodge 
should,  under  the  circumstances,  bury  him  with  Masonic  honors?  The  proposition 
of  the  Grand  Master  would,  in  this  case,  suggest  a  third  question — Was  he  guilty 
of  an  offense  for  which,  if  living,  he  ought  to  be  suspended  or  expelled? 

It  is  a  just  rule  of  all  law  that  every  person  is  to  be  presumed  innocent  until,  by 
some  competent  tribunal,  he  shall  be  adjudged  to  be  guilty  ;  and  this  is  true  even 
when  the  party  has  made  a  confession.  As  a  rule,  confessions,  unless  made  in  the 
course  of  judicial  proceedings,  and  sometimes  even  then,  are  very  unreliable.  But, 
whether  reliable  or  not,  in  this  case  the  party  supposed  to  have  made  the  confession 
of  guilt  is  dead  and  has  passed  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  all  our  tribunals  ;  and  it 
would  not  be  well  that  we  should  make  the  Masters  and  Wardens,  or  the  Lodge,  a 
tribunal  to  determine  whether  he  was  or  was  not  guilty.  It  is  enough  for  them 
to  determine  the  question  of  sanity  or  insanity  ;  and,  so  far  as  we  are  advised, 
in  every  case  that  has  occurred  in  our  jurisdiction  the  judgment  has  been  that  the 
party  was  insane.  So  it  was  determined  by  Hermann  Lodge  in  the  case  referred  to 
by  the  Grand  Master,  and  so  we  may  reasonably  expect  that  it  will  be  decided  in  every 
case  that  may  arise  hereafter. 

Your  committee  think  that  it  would  be  much  better  to  prohibit  the  burial  of  a 
suicide  with  Masonic  honors,  under  any  circumstances.  In  the  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Jurisprudence  upon  this  subject,  in  1868,  it  is  said  — 

It  is  difficult  to  conceive  that  nny  man  in  his  right  mind  could  be  gnilty  of  destroy- 
ing his  own  life  ;  but  it  is  equally  'difficult  to  conceive  that  any  one  in  bis  right  mind 
should  be  guilty  of  taking  the  life  of  another.  Yet  men,  from  lime  to  time,  with 
great  deliberation,  do  take  the  lives  of  others,  and,  with  equal  deliberation,  do  take 
their  own  lives.  It  is  not  very  uncommon  to  hear  men  say  that  they  would  destroy  their 
own  lives  rather  than  be  subjected  to  such  and  such  sufferings,  or  anxieties,  or  dis- 
grace, or  wrongs.  *  *  *  * 

The  guilt  of  one  who  takes  his  own  life  is  as  great  as  that  of  one  who  takes  the 
life  of  another.  By  all  law,  human  and  divine,  it.  is  the  same,  and  the  circumstances 
of  each  case  must  determine  the  enormity  of  the  offense.  *  *  A  man  may  be  a  raving 
maniac,  or  suffering  under  some  milder  form  of  insanity,  and  in  that  condi  ion  may 
do  an  act  for  which  he  is  not  morally  or  legally  responsible,  whether  it  be  agains't 
himself  or  another  ;  but  it  is  idle  to  say  that  any  considerable  proportion  of  the 
persons  who  commit  suicide  are  in  that  condition.  More  frequently  than  otherwise 
they  have  met  with  reverses  in  business  and  think  they  cannot  endure  the  disgrace  of 
failure  :  poverty  stares  them  in  the  face  and  they  have  not  the  manline.-s  to  meet  it 
and  do  their  duty  in  the  world  like  true  men  ;  they  have  lived  in  affluence  and  think 
they  cannot  submit  to  the  inconveniences  and  hardships  of  penury  ;  and  ihey  prefer 
rather  to  take  the  matter  in  their  own  hands,  and,  like  the  veriest  cowards,  slink  away 
from  the  cares,  responsibilities,  and  duties  devolving  upon  them,  and  which  have 
been  caused  sometimes  through  simple  accident,  sometimes  through  errors  in  judg- 
ment, and  sometimes  through  criminal  disregard  of  their  duties  to  others  and  of 
the  trusts  reposed  in  them.  Ordinal  ily  those  who  take  their  own  lives  prepare  very 
deliberately  for  it.  They  write  their  letters  of  farewell  to  their  friends  as  carefully, 
and  with  as  full  apparent  possession  of  intellect  and  reason,  as  in  their  best  estate. 
They  have  considered  the  matter  and  have  clu-sen  death  rather  than  life. 

We  would  say  to  all  Masons— be  men  and  do  your  duty  like  true  men.  whether 
that  duty  be  pleasant  or  the  contrary  ;  whether  your  path  has  be<  n  strewn  \\  ith  flowers 
or  with  thorns;  and  to  the  world— that  Masons,  as  a  society  ,will  give  no  countenance  to, 
nor  in  any  way  excuse,  any  deliberate  offense  against  the  laws  of  God  or  man  ;  that 
the  crime  of  self-murder  is  one  of  the  most  odious  and  least  excusable  in  the  cata- 
logue of  crimes  :  and  that  one  who  is  puilty  of  such  a  crime  is  not  worthy  to  receive 
at  the  hands  of  the  fraternity  the  honors  of  a  Masonic  burial.  As  men,  we  will 
decently  and  quietly  inter  him;  but  not  as  one  who  has  run  his  race  and  accom- 
plished the  work  appointed  for  him  to  do. 

Fully  convinced  that  it  would  be  for  the  best  interests  of  Masonry  to  make  the 
rule  absolute,  your  committee  recommend  that  the  present  standing  resolution, 
adopted  in  1870  and  reported  on  page  423  of  the  proceedings  of  that  year,  be 
rescinded,  and  that  the  following  be  adopted  in  its  stead  :  —

William  C.  Belchek,  from  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence, 
also  presented  the  following  reports  relative  to  certain  decisions  and 
opinions  of   the  Grand  Master  : — 
To  the  31.-.  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California : — 

I.  The  Masonic  Mutual  Relief  Union, "an  incorporated  society,"  formed,as  its  pros- 
pectus declares,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  to  the  families  or  nominees  of  its  de- 
ceased members  a  fund  for  tfceir  future  tirrport,  solicited  the  approval  or  recom- 
mendation of  the  Grand  Master.  He  veiy  prudently  decided  not  to  give  any  ap- 
proval or  recommendation.  Such  societies  are  foimed  on  the  basis  of  mutual  life 
insurance  companies,  and,  if  h<  nestly  and  prudently  conducted,  may  be  of  service  to 
their  members.  They  are,  however,  usually  gotten  up  and  conducted,  like  other  insur- 
ance associations  or  companies,  as  a  matter  of  business  and  profit  to  those  who  under- 
take their  management ;  and  the  experience  of  our  people  with  insurance  companies 
has  taught  them  that  it  is  prudent  to  inquire  carefully  into  their  management  before 
investing  money  with  them.  If  Masons,  or  others,  desire  to  become  members  of 
such  a  society,  they  should  do  it  purely  as  a  matter  of  business,  and  not  because  the 
officers  are  Masons  or  the  objects  specified  are  Masonic,  or  because  it  has  assumed  a 
Masonic  name. 

Your  committee  know  nothing  of  this  "  Masonic  Mutual  Relief  Union,"  but,  how- 
ever praiseworthy  its  objects  or  reliable  its  managers,  they  would  be  exceedingly 
sorry  to  see  any  endorsement  or  recommendation  of  it  by  our  Grand  Master  or  Grand 
Lodge. 

IT.  The  Grand  Master  calls  the  attention  of  Masters  to  the  provisions  of  Section  11, 
Article  III,  Part  III,  of  the  Constitution,  and  to  the  duty  of  a  Master  to  require  the 
Secretary  to  read  to  the  Lodge  every  six  months  the  list  of  all  who  are  delinquent 
for  dues  ;  and  he  reports  that  "  a  diversity  of  opinion  exists  as  to  the  right  of  a  Master 
to  declare  a  member  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  when  the  Lodge  refuses  to 
take  any  action  in  the  matter." 

The  language  of  the  section  mentioned  is  so  plain  that  we  are  unable  to  see  how  there 
could  be  any  diversity  of  opinion  as  to  its  meaning.  The  rule  provided  is  simple.  If  a 
member  is  more  than  six  months  in  arrears,  he  must  be  notified  by  the  Secretary  of 
that  fact,  and  also  that  he  will  be  suspended  unless  his  dues  are  paid  before  the  next 
stated  meeting,  or  some  reason  for  his  neglect  be  shown,  which  shall  be  satisfactory 
to  the  Lodge.  When  it  appears  that  a  member  who  is  more  than  six  months  in 
arrears  has  been  notified,  and  has  not  paid,  if  the  Lodge  refuses  to  remit  the  dues  or 
extend  the  time  for  their  payment,  the  Master's  duty  is  plain.  He  must  declare  the 
delinquent  member  to  be  suspended.  It  is  simply  the  judgment  of  the  law  which  he  is 
called  upon  to  pronounce.  He  has  no  discretion  in  the  matter  and  no  authority  to 
delay  the  declaration.  It  is  equally  clear  that,  until  the  delinquent  has  been  notified 
and  has  had  opportunity  to  show  cause  for  his  neglect,  he  cannot  be  suspended. 
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IN.  The  question  was  asked  of  the  Grand  Master,  whether  a  Lodge,  when 
requested  to  recommend  the  establishment  of  a  new  Lodge  and  certify  to  the  Masonic 
Btanding  of  the  petitioners  therefor,  might  act  upon  the  request  at  the  same  meeting 
at  which  the  request  was  made.  The  Grand  Master  replied  that  immediate  action  was 
customary  and  that  there  was  no  law  to  prevent  such  action,  but  recommended  that 
action  should  be  delayed  until  the  next  stated  meeting,  in  order  that  all  the  members 
might  be  not. lied  of  the  subject  to  be  acted  upon.  The  formation  of  a  new  Lodge 
h  a  matter  of  importance  to  the  Craft,  and  no  Lodge  ought  to  recommend  its 
establishment  until  fully  satisfied  that  the  good  of  the  fraternity  will  thereby  be 
promoted  ;  and  your  committee  agree  with  the  Grand  Master  that  every  member  of 
the  Lodge  should  be  notified  of  the  time  when  such  action  will  be  taken,  and  that 
•  a  delay  of  one  month  for  that  purpose  would  in  all  such  cases  be  very  proper. 


IV.      What  is  said  by  the  Grand  Master,  in  regard  to  the  order  of  conducting 
funeral  services  when  a  Commandery  or  other  society  takes  part  therein,  and  in 
respect  to  the  payment  of  funeral  expenses  when  a  Lodge  is  not  permitted  to  bury 
its  member,  meets  the  full  approval  of  your  committee.

All  which,  reports  were  concurred  in  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Orator,  Bro.  Lorenzo  Sawyer,  then  delivered  the 
Annual  Oration  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  follows  : — 

Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master 

and  Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge  : — 

My  remarks  on  this  occasion  will  be  of  an  historical  character,  relating  mainly  to 
the  rise,  progress,  and  vicissitudes  of  our  Craft,  especially  during  the  middle  age3 
and  more  recent  times;  together  with  some  reflections  on  its  present  condition  and 
its  relation  to  other  organizations  and  to  the  general  interests  of  mankind. 

Masons  need  not  be  told  that  tradition  carries  the  origin  of  our  fraternity  back  to 
very  early  times,  as  early  at  least  as  the  building  of  King  Solomon's  Temple,  and,  as 
some  maintain,  to  a  much  earlier  period.  Like  that  of  other  ancient  human  institu- 
tions its  early  history  is,  necessarily,  obscure.  That  it  is  ancient  none  can  doubt, 
and  there  is  much  to  confirm  the  views  of  those  who  give  it  its  earliest  origin  ;  and  that 
there  were  associations  of  operative  Masons  at  a  very  early  period  is  clear. 

Man  is  pre-eminently  a  social  being.  He  craves  companionship.  He  is  endowed 
with  affections  and  sensibilities,  with  emotional  faculties,  with  a  sense  of  the  beauti- 
ful and  sublime,  with  reasoning  powers,  with  constructive  and  organizing  capacities; 
all  which  are  capable  of  unlimited  expansion  and  development.  He  is  also, 
naturally,  an  eminently  religious  being.  There  is  implanted  in  his  nature  an  innate 
sense  of  some  superior,  overruling  power,  which  demands  and  receives  his  adora- 
tion ;  and  to  'which,  whether  known  or  unknown,  he  bows  with  reverential  awe. 
Man's  social  instincts  find  their  first  gratification  and  development  in  the  family  circle. 
The  social  field  then  becomes  enlarged  by  the  union  of  contiguous  families  into 
neighborhoods,  hamlets,  villages,  towns,  cities,  and  still  larger  aggregations  of  people 
of  similar  origin,  lauguage,  tastes,  and  habits.  Upon  coming  into  these  social  rela- 
tions with  his  fellows,  man  soon  perceives  his  dependence:  that  he  has  occasion  for 
assistance,  for  companionship,  for  sympathy ;  that  to  obtain  these  he  must  in  turn 
yield  aid,  companionship,  and  sympathy  ;  that  there  must  be  mutual  forbearance  and 
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concession.  He  soon  learns  to  recognize  the  principles  of  meum  and  tuum ;  to 
perceive  the  distinction  between  right  and  wrong  ;  to  appreciate  the  necessity  of 
obedience  to  some  fixed  rule  of  action  that  shall  equally  protect  and  secure  the 
interests  of  all,  and  the  propriety  of  having  some  arbiter  to  ultimately  determine 
disputed  points  and  enforce  the  rights  of  all  when  duly  ascertained.  The  result  is  that 
his  organizing  capacity  is  brought  into  exercise,  and  the  people,  thus  aggregated  in 
obedience  to  their  social  instincts,  are  moulded  into  civil  and  political  communities 
governed  by  laws  established  by  some  authority  recognized  as  entrusted  with  the 
duty,  with  something  in  the  nature  of  a  judiciary  to  ascertain  the  rights  and  duties 
of  each  individual,  and  an  executive  to  enforce  those  rights  and  duties  when  thus 
ascertained.  Society,  thus  organized,  by  combining  the  efforts  of  its  individual  mem- 
bers and  systematically  directing  them  to  the  accomplishment  of  some  common 
object,  produces  vast  results  utterly  unattainable  by  unorganized  individual  exertion. 

One  of  the  first  wants  of  man,  after  food  and  clothing,  is  shelter— some  protection 
against  the  heat  of  midday  or  midsummer  sun,  or  the  cold  of  midnight  and  mid- 
winter; or  against  the  piercing  winds  and  the  rains  and  snows  of  changing  seasons. 
In  his  primitive  state  indifferent  shelter  is  found  in  rude  booths  and  huts  constructed 
of  the  branches,  leaves,  and  bark  of  trees  ;  afterwards,  as  he  progresses  a  step  in  in- 
formation and  experience,  in  tents  woven  of  twigs  and  vines  or  constructed  of  poles 
covered  with  the  skins  of  animals,  and  finally  in  tents  of  cloth  woven  from  fibrous 
materiaj  which  has  come  to  his  advancing  knowledge.  But,  as  he  advances  in  civili- 
zation and,  in  obedience  to  his  social  instincts,  congregates  in  hamlets,  towns,  and 
cities,  something  more  substantial  and  permanent  than  tents  is  required  ;  and  he 
commences  to  build  his  more  commodious  and  pretentious  habitation  of  unburnt 
bricks,  of  wood,  of  stone,  and  finally  of  burnt  bricks.  The  first  object  suggested  in 
his  building  13  utility,  and  this  requires  but  the  simplest  and  plainest  structure, 
involving  nothing  beyond  the  mere  exercise  of  his  constructive  faculties,  and  little 
skill  or  other  aid  than  that  which  is  afforded  by  his  own  hands  and  the  hands  of 
members  of  his  own  family.  As  he  progresses  in  civilization  and  refinement  his 
sesthetical  faculties  come  into  action,  aud  he  begins  to  perceive  that  certain  forms 
and  proportions  are  more  pleasing  to  his  senses  than  others  ;  that  symmetry,  variety, 
and  ornamentation  are  more  grateful  to  his  sense  of  the  beautiful  than  mere  plain 
naked  walls ;  that  large  and  massive  structures  produce  grander  effects ;  and  he  begins 
to  study  how  to  enlarge  his  structure,  how  to  so  proportion  and  adorn  it  as  to  pro- 
duce the  most  striking  and  most  agreeable  results.  Thus  architecture,  as  distin- 
guished from  mere  construction,  originates,  and  afterwards  becomes  gradually  devel- 
oped into  an  art,  which,  in  its  highest  achievements,  requires  associated  and  or- 
ganized effort,  as  well  as  a  more  remarkable  combination  of  individual  talents  and 
more  extensive  and  varied  individual  knowledge  than  any  other  human  pursuit,  and 
in  which  are  found  exemplified  some  of  the  grandest  triumphs  of  genius. 

I  have  referred  to  man  as  being  not  only  a  social,  but  also,  naturally,  an  eminently 
religious  being.  To  his  religious  instincts,  doubtless,  is  due  much  of  his  progress  in 
architectural  science.  All  the  grandest  achievements  in  architecture  in  all  the  earlier 
ages  have  been  attained  in  the  erection  of  temples  for  the  worship  of  the  Deity, 
palaces  for  kings,  and  mausoleums,  memorials,  and  tombs  for  the  dead.  The  reli- 
gious and  reverential  tendencies  constitute  the  basis  of  the  sentiment  which  prompts 
the  erection  of  all  these  classes  of  edifices  ;  and  their  construction  in  all  the  earlier 
ages  has  been  mainly  under  the  inspiration  aud  supervision  of  the  priesthood. 

The  stimulus  afforded  by  the  desire  to  erect  to  the  Deity  some  grand  token  of 
homage  and  appreciation  doubtless  contributed  more  than  all  other  influences  com- 
bined to  the  development  and  advancement  of  architecture  as  a  science.  We  know 
very  little  of  the  domestic  or  private  architecture  of  ancient  times,  even  down  to 
and  including  the  earlier  history  of  Greece  and  Rome;  and  what  little  we  d<>  know 
leads  us  to  suppose  that  private  buildings  were  comparatively  mean.    No  vestige  of 
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any  domestic  or  private  structure  of  ancient  Egypt,  Nineveh,  Babylon,  or  even 
of  ancient  Greece  or  Rome  has  come  down  to  our  times.  To  all  ancient  pri- 
vate, as  well  as  to  most  public  structures  of  these  countries,  the  lines  of  Spenceb 
forcibly  apply  :— 

High  towers,  faire  temples,  goodly  theatres, 

Strong  walls,  rich  porches,  princelie  pallaces, 
Largo  streets,  brave  houses,  sacred  sepulchres, 
^uro  gates,  swo«'t  gardens,  stately  galleries, 
Wrought  with  faire  pillowes  and  fine  imageries, 
All  these  (0  pitio  !)  now  are  turned  to  dust, 
And  overgrown  with  black  oblivious  rust. 

An  able  writer  upon  the  subject  observes  that  ''Although  it  is  very  probable 
that  men  bu  It  houses  to  shelter  themselves  from  the  inclemencies  of  the  weather 
before  they  constructed  temples  to  the  divinity,  yet  it  must  be  obvious  to  all  who 
have  studied  the  early  history  of  the  human  race  in  connection  with  its  antiquities, 
and  have  considered  the  analogies  afforded  by  the  rude  and  simple  nations  of  the 
world  at  the  present  time,  and  particularly  by  those  who  occupied  the  Western  side 
of  the  Americas  on  the  discovery  of  those  continents,  that,  though  the  art  of  building 
may  have  originated  in  the  personal  wants  of  man,  the  science  of  architecture  was 
the  result  of  his  devotional  feelings  and  tendencies.  In  Egypt  and  in  India,  in 
Greece  and  in  Italy,  in  Gaul  and  Britain,  in  Mexico  and  Peru,  structures  connected 
with  the  worship  of  the  divinity  existed  and  still  exist,  of  the  earliest  date,  or 
rather  of  dates  beyond  the  range  of  positive  chronological  information — some 
evincing  a  greater  and  others  a  less  advance  in  taste  and  refinement;  but  all  re- 
taining some  analog}',  bearing  upon  the  same  point,  and  tending  to  what  may  be 
called  architectural  arrangement.  None  of  these  countries,  however,  nor  any  other 
with  which  we  are  acquainted,  present  anything  intended  for  the  personal  accom- 
modation of  man  in  the  early  ages  :  nor  is  there  anything  in  the  sacred  structures 
that  could  for  a  moment  induce  the  idea  that  the  dispositions  of  architecture  arose  in 
the  construction  and  composition  of  domestic  buildings.  Everything  leads  to  the 
belief  that  devotion  and  superstition  were  the  originators,  carriers-on,  and,  it  may 
almost  be  said,  perfectors  of  the  science."  The  same  writer,  speaking  of  the  ruins 
of  Thebes,  the  most  ancient  city  of  Egypt,  says:  "  It  is  stiange,  indeed,  that  a 
people  who  displayed  such  energies  in  the  construction  of  tombs,  pyramids,  and 
temples,  should  have  left  no  work  of  any  description  that  could  be  applied  to  any 
useful  purpose."  Denon,  one  of  the  French  commission  sent  to  explore  the 
antiquities  of  Egypt,  says  of  Thebes:  "  Still  temples — nothing  but  temples — not  a 
vestige  of  the  hundred  gates  so  celebrated  in  history ;  no  walls,  quays,  bridges, 
baths,  theatres  :  not  a  single  edifice  of  public  utility  or  convenience.  Notwith- 
standing all  the  pains  I  took  in  the  research  I  could  find  nothing  but  temples  ;  walls 
covered  with  obscure  emblems  and  hieroglyphics,  which  attested  the  ascendency  of 
the  priesthood  who  still  seemed  to  rule  over  the  mighty  ruins,  and  whose  empire 
constantly  haunted  my  imagination." 

Diodorcs  Sicclus,  a  Roman  historian  of  the  century  before  the  Christian  era, 
speak. ng  of  the  comparative  meanness  of  the  houses  of  the  Egyptians,  as  they  then 
appeared,  accounts  for  it  by  saying—"  They  call  the  houses  of  the  living  inns,  be- 
cause they  stay  in  them  but  a  little  while,  but  the  sepulchres  of  the  dead  they  call 
everlasting  habitations,  because  they  abide  in  the  grave  to  infinite  generations. 
Therefore  they  are  not  very  curious  in  the  building  of  their  houses,  but  in  beauti- 
fying their  sepulchres  they  leave  nothing  undone  that  can  be  thought  of."  These 
facts  tend  strongly  to  show  that  the  development  and  perfection  of  the  science  of 
architecture  in  ancient  times  originated  in,  and  was  almost  wholly  dependent  upon, 
the  religious  inst  nets  implanted  in  our  nature.  Among  the  Hebrews  the  science  of 
architecture  does  not  seem  to  have  made  much  progress  till  the  time  of  the  building 
of  Solomon's  Temple.  Indeed,  it  could  hardly  be  expected,  under  the  circumstances, 
that  it  would.  Although  the  Egyptians  had  reached  a  high  point  of  their  great  pro- 
ficiency in  the  science  at  the  time  of  the  exodus,  and  Moses,  the  Hebrew  leader,  was 
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learned  in  all  the  wisdom  of  the  Egyptians,  yet,  the  children  of  Israel  themselves  had 
long  been  oppressed  and  little  better  than  slaves,  engaged  in  the  lowest  employments, 
of  which  making  unburnt  brick  was  one  ;  and  they  were  not  likely  to  have  been  in  a 
position  to  acquire  much  practical  knowledge  of  or  skill  in  the  science  of  architecture. 
So,  also,  their  long  sojourn  and  extensive  wanderings  in  the  wilderness, and  their  un* 
settled  condition  during  the  480  years  from  the  exodus  till  the  time  of  Solomon, 
afforded  no  opportunity  for  developing  a  taste  for  architecture.  Their  habitations 
must  necessarily  have  been  rude  and  of  a  temporary  character— probably  to  a 
great  extent  tents.  There  does  not  appear  to  have  been  any  stable  resting  place, 
even  for  the  ark  of  the  covenant,  un  il  the  building  of  Solomon's  Temple.  Altars  of 
stones  were  set  up  at  various  places  during  their  wanderings,  but  these  could  make 
no  pretension  to  architectural  design.  Even  Saul  does  not  appear  to  have  had  any 
settled  residence.  Nor  did  the  Hebrews,  during  his  time,  seem  to  have  had  a  settled 
permanent  capital.  David  built  himself  a  house  of  cedars,  but  in  consequence  of 
his  wars  he  was  unable  to  erect  a  temple,  and  that  work  was  left  to  his  son,  Solomon. 
God  directed  the  prophet  Nathan,  to  "  go  and  tell  David,  my  servant,  thussaith  the 
Lord,  thou  shalt  not  build  me  a  house  to  dwell  in,  for  I  have  not  dwelt  in  an  house 
since  the  day  I  brought  up  Israel  unto  this  day,  but  I  have  gone  from  tent  iotent,  and 
from  tabernacle  to  abernacle."  When  Solomon  entered  upon  his  work  of  building 
the  temple  he  had  no  architect  capable  of  erecting  the  structure,  or  even  men  com- 
petent to  hew  timber,  at  least,  to  his  satisfaction,  for,  when  he  sent  to  Hiram,  King  of 
Tyre,  requesting  him  to  furnish  men  "  to  hew  him  cedar  trees  out  of  Lebanon,"  he 
gave  as  a  reason  for  the  request — "for  thou  knowest  that  there  is  not  among  us  any 
that  can  skill  to  hew  timber  like  unto  the  Sidonians."  He  obtained  from  Tyre  his  chief 
architect,  Hiram,  the  widow's  son,  a  man  who  "  was  filled  with  wisdom  and  under- 
standing, and  cunning  to  work  all  works  in  brass.  And  he  came  to  King  Solomon 
and  wrought  all  his  work."  So,  also,  after  the  building  of  the  temple,  Hiram  fur- 
nished Solomon  with  cedar  and  fir  timber  to  build  his  own  house.  He  had  before 
performed  the  same  service  for  Solomon's  father.  "Now  Hiram,  King  of  Tyre,  sent 
messengers  unto  David,  and  timber  of  cedar,  with  masons  and  carpenters  to  build 
him  a  house."  That  tents  were  still  used  to  a  considerable  extent,  at  least  by  the 
common  people,  is  evident  from  the  quotation  already  made  and  from  the  fact 
that,  after  the  dedication  of  the  temple  and  the  conclusion  of  the  attending  festivi- 
ties, Solomon  sent  the  people  away,  "  and  they  went  unto  their  tents  joyful  and  glad 
of  heart." 

Whatever  may  have  been  the  state  of  the  science  of  architecture  among  Solo- 
mon's subjects,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  architects  and  artificers  of  the  highest 
eminence  in  their  profession  were  furnished  by  Hiram,  King  of  Tyre  ;  and  the  result 
was  the  erection  of  a  temple  of  unprecedented  magnificence,  though  small  in  dimen- 
sions, compared  with  many  other  religious  edifices,  both  ancient  and  modern. 

Naturally  the  social  instincts  of  men  of  similar  occupations,  tastes,  and  habits, 
even  though  of  different  nationalities,  engaged  in  building  the  temple,  would  lead 
them  to  organize  into  a  society  of  some  kind  ;  and,  from  the  accounts  of  the  work 
given  in  the  Scriptures,  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  the  architects,  masons,  artificers, 
and  skilled  workmen  engaged  in  the  enterprise  were  so  organized,  with  officers  in 
due  gradation  to  superintend  their  intercourse  and  their  work  ;  for  there  was  a  large 
number  of  men  placed  over  the  multitude  of  workmen,  and  every  part  of  the  work 
was  carried  on  upon  a  perfect  system  and  with  the  utmost  order  and  precision.  The 
stones  were  cut  in  the  quarries  ;  the  timbers  were  hewn  in  the  forests  ;  and  all  the 
vast  amount  of  carving  and  ornamental  work  was  done  before  the  material  came  upon 
the  ground,  "  so  that  there  was  neither  hammer,  nor  ax,  nor  any  tool  of  iron  heard  in 
the  house  while  it  was  in  building." 

Such  results  as  indicated  could  only  be  attained  by  skill,  organization,  and  sub- 
ordination carried  to  the  highest  degree  of  perfection.  It  has  been  claimed  that  our 
Craft  had  its  origin  at  the  building  of  King  Solomon's  Temple,  and  that  our  ritual  is

founded  on  that  idea.  Others  insist  upon  a  still  earlier  origin.  Grecian  architecture 
had,  doubtless,  at  that  period,  attained  a  high  degree  of  development.  As  is  well 
known,  there  was  in  very  early  times  an  order  among  the  Greeks  of  Ionia,  in  Asia 
Minor,  called  Dionysiacs.  An  authoritative  writer  upon  architecture,  in  speaking  of 
this  order,  observes :  "  We  know  that  the  Dionysiacs  of  Ionia  were  a  great  corpora- 
tion of  architects  and  engineers,  who  undertook  and  even  monopolized  the  building 
of  temples,  stadiums,  and  theatres  precisely  as  the  fraternity  of  Masons  in  the  middle 
ages  monopolized  the  building  of  cathedrals  and  conventual  churches.  Indeed  the 
Dionysiacs  resembled  the  mystic  fraternity  now  called  Freemasons  in  many  import- 
ant particulars.  They  allowed  no  strangers  to  interfere  in  their  employment ;  they 
recognized  each  other  by  signs  and  tokens ;  they  professed  certain  mysterious 
doctrines  under  the  tuition  and  tutelage  of  Bacchus,  to  whom  they  built  a  magnifi- 
cent temple  at  Teos,  where  they  celebrated  his  mysteries  as  solemn  festivals  ;  and 
they  called  all  other  men  profane  because  not  admitted  to  their  mysteries.  But 
their  chief  mysteries  and  most  important  secrets  seem  to  be  their  mechanical  and 
mathematical  sciences  ;  or  all  that  academical  knowledge  which  forms  the  regular 
education  of  a  civil  engineer.  We  know  that  the  temples  of  the  gods  and  the  thea- 
tres required  an  imiiense  apparatus  of  machinery  for  the  celebration  of  some  of 
their  mysteries  ;  and  that  the  Dionysiacs  contracted  for  the  jobs,  even  at  far  distant 
places,  when  they  had  not  the  privilege  of  building  the  edifice  which  was  to  contain 
them.  This  is  the  most  likely  way  of  explaining  the  very  small  quantity  of  mechan- 
ical knowledge  that  is  to  be  met  with  in  the  writings  of  the  ancients.  Even  Vitbuvius, 
the  earliest  Roman  writer  on  architecture,  does  not  appear  to  have  been  of  the 
fraternity,  and  speaks  of  the  Greek  architects  in  terms  of  respect  next  to  venera- 
tion." Ionia  was  settled  by  colonists  from  Greece  long  before  the  building  of  Solo- 
mon's Temple  ;  but  whether  the  society  of  Dionysiacs  had  been  organized,  or,  if  so, 
whether  Hiram,  King  of  Tyre,  or  his  architects  had  any  connection  with  them,  or 
derived  their  architectural  knowledge  from  them,  or  from  the  European  Greeks,  we 
do  not  know.  Tyre,  however,  was  but  a  few  hundred  miles  distant  from  Ionia — 
about  as  far  by  water  as  from  San  Francisco  to  San  Diego— and  Hiram  might  well 
have  introduced  the  society  from  that  country  into  his  own,  or  might  have 
obtained  architects  from  that  source.  From  the  description  of  the  temple,  its  archi- 
tectural features  seem  to  resemble  the  architecture  of  the  Greeks  much  more  strongly 
than  that  of  the  Egyptians,  Assyrians,  Hindoos,  or  any  prior  people  of  whom  wTe  have 
any  knowledge.  The  ancient  Jewish  profane  historian,  Josephus,  in  describing  King 
Solomon's  palace,  says  its  "  roof  was  according  to  the  Corinthian  order.'-  If  this  be 
true,  the  builders  must  necessarily  have  been  familiar  with  Grecian  architecture  ;  and 
this  fact,  in  connection  with  the  others  already  stated,  renders  it  highly  probable  that 
the  erection  of  both  this  edifice  and  the  temple  was  under  the  supervision  of  the 
order  of  Dionysiacs.  It  is  plain,  therefore,  that  in  very  early  times  there  were  asso- 
ciations of  architects,  builders,  masons,  etc.,  organized  upon  principles  very  similar 
to  that  of  the  modern  Craft  of  Freemasons,  while  Masonry  was  still  operative;  but 
whether  there  was  in  fact  any  connection  between  the  ancient  and  our  modern 
Order,  we  have  no  means  of  satisfactorily  determining.  There  is  a  long  hiatus 
during  which  history  affords  no  definite  information.  Whether  there  was  such  a 
connection  is  not  a  matter  of  any  present  practical  importance.  It  is  only  a  question 
of  historical  interest,  affecting  our  pride  in  the  antiquity  of  our  Fraternity.  But,  discard- 
ing all  speculations  on  the  subject,  authentic  history  carries  the  existence  of  the 
Order  back  to  a  period  which  renders  it  sufficiently  venerable  on  the  score  of  age. 

It  is  certain  that,  early  in  the  mediasval  ages,  associations  were  formed  by  archi- 
tects, masons,  and  builders,  who  were  engaged  in  the  construction  of  public  edifices. 
They  traveled  from  place  to  place,  and  wherever  a  church  or  public  building  was 
being  erected,  they  collected  together,  camped  around  it  in  tents,  established  a 
regular  government  under  a  Master,  and  worked  upon  the  structure.  In  order  to 
make  themselves  known  to  each  other  among  strangers,  and  to  guard  themselves 
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against  imposition,  they  employed  a  system  of  secret  signs  and  symbols  ;   and  pos- 
sibly, even  probably,  at  first,  the  principles  of  their  art  were  among  their  secrets. 
A°-ain,  as  in  earlier  periods  of  man's  history,  the  erection  of  edifices  for  the  worship 
of  the  Deity  became  the  great  work  of  the  times  ;  and,  strange  as  it  may  now  seem, 
the  association  of  Masons  was  highly  esteemed  by,  and  it  enjoyed  the  favor,  en- 
couragement, and  protection    of   the    Roman    Catholic   priesthood.      They  were 
allowed  to  govern  themselves,  and  were  exempted  bybulh  issued  by  the  Popes  from 
many  burdens  imposed  upon  other  workmen,  and  for  this  reason  were  called  "  free  " 
masons.      A  well  informed  standard  author  observes  that  "  The  desire  for  pomp 
and  ceremony  displayed  at  an  early  day  by  the  Roman  Catholic  priests  in  the  exer- 
cise of  their  religion,  introduced  a  corresponding  desire  for  splendid  monasteries  and 
magnificent  cathedrals.     In  order  to  encourage  the  profession  of  architecture,  the 
Pontiff's  of  Rome,  and  the  other  potentates  of  Europe,  conferred  on  the  fraternity  of 
Freemasons  the  most  important  privileges,  and  allowed  them  to  be  governed  by  laws, 
customs,  and  ceremonies  peculiar  to  themselves.     The  association  was  composed  of 
men  of  all  nations—of  Italian,  Greek,  French,  German,  and  Flemish  artists— who  were 
denominated  Freemasons,  and  who,  traveling  from  one  country  to  another,  erected 
those  elegant  churches  and  cathedrals  which  men  still  admire.     The  government  of 
the  association  was  remarkably  regular.    Its  members  lived  in  camps  and  huts  reared 
beside  the  building  on  which  they  were  employed.     A  surveyor  or  master  presided 
over  the  whole.    Every  tenth  man  was  called  a  warden  and  overlooked  those  who 
were  under  his  charge  ;  and  such  artificers  as  were  not  members  of  the  fraternity 
were  prohibited  from  engaging  in  the  buildings  which  Freemasons  alone  had  a  right 
to  rear.    In  the  year  1140,  wherever  the  Roman  Catholic  religion  was  taught,  the 
meetings  of  Free  Masons  were  sustained  and  patronized." 

At  this  period  operative  Masonry  seems  to  have  been  in  the  zenith  of  its  pros- 
perity.   The  architects  of  Rome  had  long  before  discovered  and  developed  the  prin- 
ciple of  the  arch  and  the  dome,  and  employed  it  extensively  in  their  architecture. 
The  principle  seems  not  to  have  been  known  to  the  Egyptians,  Greeks,  or  any 
earlier  people,  or,  if  known,  it  does  not  appear  to  have  been   much  used.      The 
Roman  arch  was  constructed  nearly  on  a  semi-circle.     The  mediaeval  architects  de- 
veloped the  arch  into  the  pointed  or  lancet  form,  and  the  result  is  the  numerous 
specimens  of  so-called  Gothic  church  architecture  with  which  Europe  abounds,  and 
which  excited  the  wTonder  and  commanded,  and  still  command,  the  admiration 
of  civilized  man.    While  thus  under  the  protection  and  patronage  of  the  Church,  in  1150 
Freemasonry  was  introduced  into  Scotland  by  the  architects  w^ho  built  the  Abbey  of 
Kilwinning,  and  a  Lodge  was  established  in  that  town.   Thenceforth  till  1736  all  Scot- 
tish Lodges  received  their  charters  from  "  Mother  Kilwinning,"  who  continued  to  ex- 
ercise her  prerogatives  down  to  a  period  within  the  memory  of  Masons  now  living. 
Soon  after  this  they  constructed  several  celebrated  church  edifices— among  these 
Melrose  Abbey,  the  most  beautiful  specimen  of  Gothic  architecture  in  Scotland,  and 
which,  even  in  its  ruins,  excites  the  admiration  of  all  beholders.   It  was  the  East  Oriel 
of  this  Abbey   church  which  gave   birth  to  the  beautiful  and  celebrated  poetical 
description  by  Sir  Walter  Scott,  in  the  Lay  of  the  Last  Minstrel,  which  I  cannot 
forbear  quoting  in  this  connection  :— 

The  moon  on  the  East  Oriel  shone 

Through  slender  shafts  of  shapely  stone, 

By  f,  liaged  tracery  combined  : 

Thou  wouldst  have  thought  some 'fairy's  hand 

'Twixt  poplars  straight  the  ozier  wand 

In  many  a  freakish  knot  had  twined, 

Then  framed  a  spell,  when  the  work  was  done, 

And  changed  the  willow  wreaths  to  stone. 

Tne  silver  lhjht,  so  pale  and  faint, 

Showed  mauy  a  prophet  and  many  a  saint 

"Whose  image  on  the  glass  was  dyed  ; 

Full  in  the  midst  his  cross  of  red 

Triumphant  Michael  brandished 

And  trampled  the  apostles'  pride. 

The  moonbeam  kissed  the  holy  plane 

And  on  the  pavement  threw  a  bloody  stain. 
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About  the  same  time,  or  more  probably,  as  some  maintain,  at  an  earlier  period, 
Freemasonry  was  introduced  into  England,  and  a  Lodge  was  established  at  York;  it 
being  a  disputed  point  whether  it  was  brought  from  Scotland,  or,  at  an  earlier  date, 
introduced  directly  from  the  Continent.  However  this  may  be,  many  of  the  finest 
specimens  of  church  architecture  in  Europe,  in  the  Gothic  style,  are  the  work  of  the 
Craft  in  England.  To  the  introduction  of  Freemasonry  into  Scotland  and  England 
is,  perhaps,  due  the  perpetuation  of  the  Order  to  the  present  time  ;  for  it  continued 
to  flourish,  with  some  vicissitudes  of  fortune,  in  that  more  congenial  soil  long  after 
it  was  utterly  crushed  out  on  the  Continent  by  the  unrelenting  arbitrary  power  of  its 
former  patron,  the  Church  of  Rome. 

When  operative  Masonry  began  to  flourish  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  middle  ages, 
the  learning  of  the  times  was  mostly  monopolized  by  the  priesthood.  The  architects 
and  superior  builders  and  workmen  of  the  higher  degrees  of  Masonry,  however, 
must,  necessarily,  have  been  men  of  education  and  varied  learning,  well  informed  in 
mathematics  and  in  all  other  sciences  then  cultivated,  or  they  could  not  have  con- 
structed edifices  requiring  a  combination  of  so  many  qualities  of  mind  and  so  wide  a 
range  of  varied  information.  There  were,  doubtless,  some  others,  outside  the  priest- 
hood, well  versed  in  the  learning  and  sciences  of  the  times.  There  would  naturally 
be  similar  tastes  and  strong  bonds  of  sympathy  between  scientific  and  learned  men 
of  all  classes,  which  would  bring  them  into  association,  whether  within  or  without 
the  Order  ;  and  such  was,  in  fact,  the  case.  Accordingly,  we  find  that,  in  process  of 
time,  learned  and  scientific  men,  not  architects  or  practical  masons,  were,  by  cour- 
tesy, initiated  into  the  Order,  and  "  accepted  "  as  Masons  ;  and  thus  the  term  "  ac- 
cepted "  was  introduced  into  the  name  of  the  Order — "  Free  and  Accepted  Masons." 

While  the  Order  enjoyed  the  favor  and  patronage  of  the  Church,  learned  ecclesi- 
astics were  often  admitted,  and  Cardinal  Wolsey  even  became  Grand  Master.  Highly 
important  consequences,  naturally  and  logically,  followed  from  this  widening  of  the 
field  of  eligibility.  Intelligence  begets  inquiry;  and  inquiry  induces  examination, 
and,  in  an  association  of  inquiring  minds,  discussion,  which,  perhaps,  leads  to  doubts. 
Dogmas,  whether  scientific  or  religious,  are  thus  brought  to  the  test  of  reason,  and 
are  accepted  or  rejected,  as  they  stand,  or  fail  to  stand,  the  test  applied.  In  an 
association  of  learned  men  of  various  professions  and  scientific  pursuits,  like  the 
Masonic  fraternity,  especially  after  the  admission  of  learned  men  other  than  archi- 
tects and  operative  masons,  there  could  not  fail  to  be  a  spirit  of  free  inquiry  and 
discussion  ;  and  such  was,  doubtless,  the  result  in  this  case.  New  discoveries  were 
made  in  astronomy  and  in  other  sciences,  which  were,  apparently,  in  conflict  with 
many  accepted  dogmas  of  the  Church.  These,  as  they  became  developed  and 
demonstrated,  could  not  fail  to  be  adopted  by  the  intelligent  and  scientific  men  found 
in  the  Order,  even  though  rejected  by  the  Church.  Free  inquiry  was  encouraged  by 
the  Order,  and  the  tendency  of  its  principles  was  to  enlighten  the  mind  ;  while,  at 
that  day,  both  the  tendency  and  policy  of  the  Church  was  to  keep  it  in  ignorance 
and  limit  the  sphere  of  its  operation  and  influence.  The  principles  of  the  two  organ- 
izations, therefore,  came  into  silent,  but  though  silent,  no  less  irreconcilable  or 
effective  antagonism ;  and  the  jealousy  of  the  Roman  hierarchy  became  greatly 
excited  against  its  former  protege.  The  Order  was  accused  of  promoting  the  refor- 
mation, and  otherwise  interfering  with  the  interests  of  the  Church.  The  invention  of 
the  art  of  printing,  by  affording  the  means  of  multiplying  books  and  disseminating 
ideas,  rapidly  extended  and  enlarged  the  circle  of  intelligence,  the  field  of  free  dis- 
cussion and  independent  thought,  and  consequently  of  independent  action.  With 
the  rapid  spread  of  knowledge,  the  number  of  competent  builders,  artificers,  and 
other  skilled  workmen  multiplied  outside  the  Masonic  organization,  so  as  to  render 
the  Order  less  necessary  for  the  construction  of  religious  edifices,  and  for  the  other 
purposes  of  the  priesthood.  Finally  the  breach  widened,  and  the  whole  power  of 
the  Church  was  brought  to  bear  against  the  Order,  and  ultimately  succeeded  in  prac- 
tically suppressing  it  upon  the  Continent.    In  freer  England  and  Scotland,  however, 
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the  Order  continued  to  exist,  though  it  sometimes  languished.  Even  here  it  some- 
times encountered  the  enmity  and  opposition  of  the  Church.  The  Archbishop  of 
"Winchester,  during  the  minority  of  Henry  VI,  procured  the  passage  of  an  act  of 
Parliament  forbidding  the  meetings  of  Lodges,  but  for  some  reason  it  does  not  appear 
to  have  been  rigidly  enforced  ;  and  six  years  afterwards,  a  Lodge  was  actually  held 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Archbishop  himself.  Henry  VI,  after  attaining  his  majority.. 
himself  joined  the  Order  ;  and  Henry  YII  became  Grand  Master.  Queen  Elizabeth 
appointed  commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  suppressing  the  Order,,  but  upon  exam- 
ination some  of  them  joined  it.  William  III  was  also  Grand  Master.  As  the  num- 
ber of  Masons  received  into  the  Order  and  accepted  from  among  the  learned  men 
outside  the  profession  of  architects  and  practical  Masons  increasedr  Masonry,  by 
degrees,  lost  its  operative  character  and  became  in  a  corresponding  degree  specula- 
tive ;  until  at  length  it  wholly  ceased  to  be  operative  and  became  purely  speculative. 
The  change  was  gradual,  and  it  is  difficult  at  this  day  to  determine  the  precise  date 
when  it  was  finally  effected.  In  1007  the  celebrated  English  architect,  Inigo  Jones, 
became  Grand  Master,  and  under  his  auspices  many  men  in  England  eminent  for 
their  learning  were  received  into  the  Order  as  accepted  Masons,  and  from  that  time 
the  change  was,  doubtless,  more  rapid.  Among  those  so  received  was  Elias 
Ashmole,  the  distinguished  antiquary,  who  was  initiated  in  1646.  He  after- 
wards revised  and  recomposed  the  ritual,  giving  it  the  form,  substantially,  which  it 
has  retained  until  the  present  time.  He  thus,  doubtless,  did  much  to  give  direction  to 
Masonic  thought,  and  to  stamp  speculative  Masonry  with  the  characteristics  which 
now  distinguish  it.  In  1666,  or  soon  thereafter,  Sir  Christopher  Wren  became 
Grand  Master.  During  the  later  years  of  his  life  Masonry  declined,  owing,  it  is  said, 
to  want  of  attention  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Master  on  account  of  the  infirmities  inci- 
dent to  old  age  ;  and  it  has  also  been  said  that,  in  the  beginning  of  the  eighteenth  cen- 
tury, St.  Paul's  Lodge  was  the  only  one  in  England.  It  may  have  been  the  only  one 
in  Southern  England,  but  it  is  believed  that  the  Order  was  in  a  more  flourishing  con- 
dition in  Northern  England,  as  it  certainly  was  in  Scotland.  However  this  may  be, 
the  interest  was  revived  in  1702,  and  in  1717  the  four  Lodges  then  in  existence  met  at 
the  Apple  Tavern  in  Co  vent  Garden,  and  organized  themselves  into  a  Grand  Lodge  ; 
and  in  1723  the  Grand  Lodge  adopted  new  constitutions  framed  by  Anderson,  which 
have  since  been  known  as  the  Anderson  Constitutions,  and  which  are,  substantially, 
the  same  as  those  under  which  the  Order  is  now  working. 

"Whatever  the  character  of  Masonry  may  have  been  during  the  seventj-  or  more 
years  which  may  have  been  the  transition  period,  from  the  time  of  the  adoption  of 
Ashmole's  ritual  to  the  establishment  of  the  Anderson  Constitutions,  there  can  be 
no  doubt  that  from  the  latter  date  Masonry  ceased  to  be  operative  and  became 
purely  speculative  ;  and  now,  in  the  eloquent  language  of  a  former  Grand  Orator  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  now  no  more,  "The  implements  of  our  craft  are  no  longer  for 
operative  toil.  We  do  not  now,  as  a  part  of  our  covenant,  set  fast  the  Doric  pillar, 
nor  release  from  marble  the  ornament  of  the  Corinthian  Capital.  We  no  longer 
sketch  the  complications  of  Gothic  piles,  and  cement  buttresses  of  haughty  towers 
and  carry  up,  course  by  course,  the  aspiring  stones  of  pinnacles.  The  tools  of  our 
craft  are  representatives  now  of  speculative  truth,  and  speak  to  the  inward  eye  of 
laws  and  duties  that  make  life  noble  and  character  symmetrical  and  strong.  Yet, 
though  we  build  no  structures  such  as  our  ancient  brethren  reared  ;  though  the 
temples  in  which  we  meet  are  not  the  monuments  of  our  own  proficiency  in  the  art, 
whose  instruments  we  cherish  ;  we  are  builders  and  preservers  in  a  richer  sense  :  for 
our  Order  itself  grows  stronger  and  more  precious  with  years,  and  its  uses  are  more 
varied  and  beautiful  with  the  lapse  of  time  ;  and  the  Masonic  organization,  as  now 
constituted,  is  far  more  remarkable  and  wonderful  than  the  noblest  edifice  it  ever 
added  to  the  landscape  of  history." 

li 
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Masonr}v>  thus  reorganised  upon  the  speculative  basis,  and  thus'  rehabilitated  in 
a  more  liberal  age,  was  soon  transplanted  from  England  into  France;  Ireland,  Hol- 
land, Russia,  Spain,  Italy,  Scotland*  Germany,  the  United  States*  and  finally  into 
Africa,  Asia  and  all  the  civilieed  parts  of  the  world;  tri  lS72  a  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
Order  was  opened  in  Rome  itself,  under  the  very  shadow  Of  Sti  titer's  and  the  Vati- 
can, and  in  the  very  presence  of  its  implacable  foe*  the  iteatt  of  the  Church.  In  the 
following  year  a  Lodge  was  established  by  Americans  in  Jerusalem,  almost  within 
the  purlieus  of  King  Sodo>1on*s  temple;  During  the  last  century  Freemasonry  has 
spread,  and  the  membership  of  the  Order  increased  with  wonderful  rapidity.  There 
are  now  in  the  world  more  than  ten  thousand  Lodges,  having  a  membership  of  prob- 
ably more  than  one  million  Master  Masons;  and  it  is  highly  creditable,  both  to  the 
principles  of  the  Order  and  to  the  members  of  the  fraternity  for  the  very  general 
observance  of  those  principles,  that  Masonry  extends  most  rapidly  and  flourishes 
most  luxuriantly  in  those  countries  where  knowledge  is  most  generally  disseminated 
among  the  people,  and  where  civil,  political,  and  religious  freedom  most  completely 
prevail,  as  in  England  and  her  colonies,  and  in  the  United  States  of  America.  In  the 
latter  country  there  is,  doubtless,  a  much  larger  membership  in  proportion  to  the 
population  than  in  any  other.  In  our  own  State  of  California  the  date  of  the  charter 
of  the  oldest  Lodge  is  April  19,  1850.  As  I  learn  from  the  report  of  the  proceedings 
at  the  last  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State,  there  are  now 
more  than  two  hundred  Lodges  within  its  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  more 
than  twelve  thousand.  Of  the  character  of  that  membership  nothing  more  need  be 
said  than  to  call  attention  to  the  representatives  of  the  various  subordinate  Lodges 
who  constitute  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  now  assembled  in  this  magnificent 
temple,  erected  by  and  dedicated  to  the  purposes  of  our  Order.  In  all  countries 
where  there  exists  civil  and  political  liberty  and  complete  freedom  of  conscience, 
and  where  there  is  a  general  dissemination  of  knowledge  among  the  people,  Masonry 
has  outlived  its  persecutions,  if  not  all  opposition.  It  has  vindicated  its  character  as 
an  institution  in  harmony  with  true  religion;  an  institution  of  patriotic  impulses  and 
tendencies:  an  institution  promotive  of  subordination  to  good  government  and 
good  order  in  the  State,  in  the  neighborhood,  and  in  the  family,  and,  by  inculcating 
the  practice  of  all  the  virtues,  conducive  to  the  best  interests  of  man  in  all  his  relations, 
social,  religious,  and  political. 

Much  use  of  the  element  of  secrecy,  by  means  of  which  brothers  of  the  fraternity 
recognize  each  other  among  strangers  and  protect  themselves  from  imposition,  was 
formerly  made  by  the  enemies  of  the  Order  for  the  purpose  of  inflaming  the  preju- 
dices of  the  ignorant  and  the  jealous,  and,  doubtless,  with  some  effect.  The  publica- 
tion of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodges  authorized  during  later  years  has,  how- 
ever, tended  largely  to  allay  these  prejudices.  In  these  published  proceedings  the 
essential  workings  of  the  Order  are  laid  open  to  public  examination  and  criticism ;  and 
no  one  can  read  them,  as  they  appear  from  year  to  year,  without  being  strongly  im- 
pressed with  the  good  tendencies  of  the  principles  of  Masonry  in  all  their  practical, 
as  well  as  speculative,  workings,  as  is  there  made  known  to  all.  We  are  no  propa- 
gandists. We  extend  a  special  invitation  to  no  man  to  enter  the  precincts  of  Ma- 
sonry. If  one  seeks  admission  to  our  society  it  is  unsolicited  and  of  his  own  free,  unbi- 
ased will,  after  a  full  investigation  of  our  principles  and  their  practical  operation  ;  and 
the  fact  that  so  many  intelligent  men,  among  the  most  orderly  and  worthy  classes  of 
society,  seek  association  with  us  is  ample  evidence  that  our  principles  meet  the  ap- 
probation of  good' men,  and  that  their  tendencies  are  all  to  good  order  and  to  the 
highest  interests  of  society  at  large.  Speculative  Masonry  is  not,  and  it  does  not 
profess  to  be,  a  religion  or  a  substitute  for  religion;  but  it  inculcates  a  system  of 
the  purest  morals,  which  is  an  essential  element  and  necessary  concomitant  of  all 
true  religion.  There  are  certain  elements  or  principles  which  are  universally  ac- 
cepted as  essential  to  all  systems  of  faith  worthy  the  name  of  religion — such  as 
belief  in  a  Supreme  Being  ;  a  recognition  of  the  moral  distinction  between  right  and 
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wron"- ;  tlie  obligation  to  recognize  and  cultivate  the  practice  of  all  the  virtues,  such 
as  temperance,  sobriety,   chastity,  fortitude,  prudence,    justice,  and,  chief  of  all, 
charity.    On  these  principles  all  must  and  do  agree.    There  are  other  points  of  faith 
upon  which  the  reason  may  and  does  pause,  inquire,  doubt ;  and  yet  it  is  upon  these 
latter  that  zealots  and  enthusiasts  dogmatize  most  confidently,  dispute  most  furi- 
ously, and  hate  most  implacably.     It  is  upon  these  very  points,  where  we  should  be 
most  distrustful  of  the  correctness  of  our  judgment  and  most  charitable  towards  the 
views  of  others,  that  man  is  most  confident,  most  obstinate,  most  uncompromising  ; 
and  it  is  upon  these  where  lie  consigns  his  fellow-man  to  the  dungeon,  stretches  him 
upon  the  rack,  and  burns  him  at  the  stake.    Into  that  disputed  territory  Masonry  does 
not  enter.    Its  leading  tenet,  charity,  forbids— all  its  principles  prohibit  it.    Itaccepts 
and  plants  itself  upon  those  self-evident  and  universally  accepted  principles  which 
lie  at  the  foundation  of  all  true  religion  and  all  morality,  and  upon  the  recognition  and 
practice  of  which  all  human  happiness  must  rest.    It  earnestly  and  constantly  incul- 
cates those  principles  in  its  charges  in  the  Lodge-room,  its  lectures,  orations  and 
writings,  and  in  all  its  proceedings,  published  and  unpublished.    It  admonishes  us 
to  seek  after  truth,  and  teaches  that  truth  is  an  attribute  of  divinity  and  the  founda- 
tion of  every  virtue.     In  the  language  of  another,  already  familiar  to  you,  which 
cannot  be  improved  or  too  often  repeated  in  your  hearing— the  Mason  "is  instructed 
to  put  a  due  restraint  upon  his  affections  and  passions;  to  preserve   a  noble  and 
steady  purpose  of  mind,  equally  distant  from  cowardice  and  rashness  ;  to  regulate 
his  life  by  the  dictates  of  reason  ;  and  to  render  to  every  man  his  just  due,  without 
distinction.    In  short,  the  three   great  duties  of  life  are  impressed  upon  his  con- 
science—reverence to  God,  the  chief  good  ;  kindness  to  his  neighbor,  as  prescribed 
by  the  golden  rule  ;  and  respect  for  himself  by  avoiding  irregularities  and  intemper- 
ance, which  impair  the  faculties  and  debase  the  dignity  of  his  profession." 

The  Mason  who  cherishes  these  principles,  and  in  all  his  daily  walks  conforms  his 
conduct  to  them,  cannot  fail  to  be  an  honest  pure  man,  and  in  all  respects  a  worthy 
and  highly  useful  member  of  society.     And  the  tendency  of  the  constant  inculcation 
of  these  principles  in  the  Lodge,  in  its  published  proceedings,  and  in  all  the  social 
intercourse  between  Masons,  cannot  fail  to  have  a  beneficial  influence  upon  the  mem- 
bers of  the   Order,  and,  through  them,  upon  society  at  large.     Masonry,  therefore, 
though  not  a  religion,  or  a  substitute  for  it,  is  not  antagonistic  to  true  religion  ;  but, 
on  the  contrary,  by  teaching  its  essential  and  universally  accepted  principles,  it  is  a 
powerful  auxiliary  in  its  work  of  improving  the  condition  of  man  :  and  he  who  would 
reject  its  aid,  as  some  are  disposed  to  do  because  the  Church  covers  the  same  ground 
and  more,  would   act  upon   the  fanatical  principle  of  the  Caliph  Omar,  when  he 
burned  the  great  library  of  antiquity  at  Alexandria,  giving  as  a  reason  for  his  bar- 
barism that,  "  if  the  writings  of  the  Greeks  therein  contained  agree  with  the  Koran 
they   are  useless,  and  if  not  they  are  pernicious  and  ought  to  be  destroyed."     The 
fact  that  the  teachings  of  the  Church  embrace  the  same  fundamental  doctrines  does 
not,  therefore,  render  the  Masonic  Order  useless.    It  may  be  true  that  if  all  men,  in 
every  particular,  lived  in  strict  accordance  with  the  doctrines  of  the  Church,  so  far  as 
they  are  really  essential  to  the  well-being  of  man  here  and  hereafter,  there  might  be 
no  occasion  for  Masonry  as  now  organized.     So  also,  if  every  human  being  was  a 
perfect  Mason  in  theory  and  practice,  there  would  be  little  need  of  the  Church.     But 
human  nature  is  not  thus  perfect;  and  so  long  as  it  is  constituted  as  it  now  is,  there 
is  ample  room  for  all  organizations,  founded  upon  the  generally  accepted  principles 
that  lie  at  the  foundation  of  all  true  religion  and  constitute  the  basis  of  all  real  happi- 
ness, to  exercise  their  proper  influence  without  jostling  each  other.    The  Supreme 
Architect  of  the  Universe  never  made  two  objects  exactly  alike.     Of  the  myriads  of 
leaves  in  the  forest,  of  grains  of  sand  upon  the  sea  shore,  or  spires  of  grass  in  the 
field,  no  two  will  be  found  to  precisely  correspond  in  all  their  parts.    So  no  two 
minds  are  cast  in  the  same  intellectual  or  moral  mould.   Each  views  objects  and  prin- 
ciples from  its  own  standpoint.    Different  circumstances  and  surroundings  often 
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produce  different  impressions.  One  mind  may  be  reached  in  one  organization,  and 
another  by  another.  The  Lodge  may  take  hold  of  some  that  the  Church  cannot,  or 
does  not,  reach.  However  this  may  be,  if  the  inculcation  of  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciples of  true  religion  is  useful  in  one  place,  or  organization,  it  must,  also,  be  good  in 
another.  The  constant  contemplation  of  truth,  of  justice,  of  temperance,  of  charity, 
whether  in  the  Lodge  or  elsewhere,  cannot  fail  to  elevate  the  thoughts  and  ennoble 
the  character  of  the  individual  subjected  to  the  influence  ;  and  it  cannot  do  otherwise 
than  lead,  in  a  greater  or  less  degree,  to  the  practice  of  the  virtues  so  contemplated. 
Having  thus  briefly  sketched  the  supposed  origin,  and  the  progress5vicissitudes,  and 
present  condition  of  Freemasonry,  and  made  some  reference  to  its  principles,  to  its 
relation  to  other  organizations,  and  to  the  interests  of  humanity,  I  shall  conclude  with 
an  exhortation  to  the  brethren  to  so  conduct  themselves  as  to  afford  to  the  world  a 
perpetual  living  illustration  of  the  principles  which  we  inculcate  and  the  virtues  which 
we  cherish.  I  find  the  precise  idea  which  I  desire  to  present,  in  conclusion,  so  aptly  and 
beautitifully  expressed  by  Grand  Orator  DoLPH,of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  our  neighbor- 
ing State,  Oregon,  that  I  shall  not  hesitate  to  appropriate  his  language  :  "  Let  the 
consciousness  that  the  eyes  of  the  world  are  upon  us  stimulate  us  to  live  up  to  the  sub- 
lime principles  of  our  Order.  Become  perfect  Masons  and  you  will  become  perfect 
men;  you  will  be  true  to  your  country;  yon  will  be  just,  faithful  and  fraternal  to 
your  fellow-man ;  your  characters  will  be  adorned  with  all  the  virtues  ;  you  will  act 
well  your  part  in  the  age  in  which  you  live  ;  you  will  walk  humbly  before  God  ;  and 
death  to  you  will  be  but  the  joyful  summons  to  present  the  work  of  your  lives  before 
the  Orient  for  the  inspection  of  the  Master.  Let  us,  also,  remember  that  our  work 
is  to  be  tried  by  the  unerring  square  of  eternal  justice.  The  light  of  GxVs  eternal 
truth  will  discover  all  the  elements  of  pride,  vanity,  and  selfishness  which  have  es- 
caped the  eyes  of  the  world  ;  and  which  will  be  found  in  that  light  to  disfigure  the 
sublimest  displays  of  conduct,  heroic  in  the  eyes  of  men,  and  the  brilliant  perform- 
ances of  many  whose  names  are  re-echoed  from  age  to  age.  Happy  indeed  shall  we 
be.  if  not  only  our  foundation  stands,  but  if  the  superstructure  of  individual  char- 
acter which  we  have  reared  proves  acceptable  to  'the  Grand  Architect  and  is  found 
worthy  a  place  in  that  temple  not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens." 

On  motion  of  Bro.  William  H.  Hill,  it  was  ordered  that  the 
thanks  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  tendered  to  the  Grand  Orator  for  the 
Tery  interesting  and  instructive  address  just  delivered,  and  that  he  be 
requested  to  furnish  a  copy  thereof  for  publication  with  the  transac- 
tions of  this  Communication. 

Bro.  William  T.  Beynolds,  from  the  Committee  on  Grievances, 
presented  the  following  reports  : — 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  case  of  Bro.  Michael  Henderson, 
suspended  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry  by  King  JJavid's  Lodge, 
No.  209,  report  that  the  charges  against  him  hardly  make  out  a  Masonic  offense,  and 
that  the  evidence  shows  conclusively  that  the  finding  of  the  Commissioners  was 
erroneous.  The  whole  matter  was  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Lodge,  and  it  had, 
evidently,  no  right  to  interfere  between  Bro.  Henderson  and  his  friend,  who  seems 
to  have  been  perfectly  satisfied  with  the  conduct  of  that  brother.  Your  committee, 
therefore,  offer  the  following  resolution  and  recommend  its  adoption  :— 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  King  David's  Lodge,  No.  209,  in  suspending  Bro 
Michael  Henderson  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  be  and  is  hereby- 
reversed  and  set  aside. 


Your  commit'ee,  tt  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  John  Skelton  from  the 
action  of  T<ham  i  Lodge,  Xo.  3,  in  expellirg  him  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges 
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of  Masonry,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration  and  report  that  the  appel- 
lant was  accused  of  gross  unmasonic  conduct,  in  that  he  refused  to  obey  the  Mas- 
ter's gavel  and  said  in  effect:  "  You  may  brir.g  down  the  gavel  if  you  want  to  ;  I 
don't  care  ;  I  am  bound  to  have  my  talk  "  ;  also,  "if  you  don't  want  to  hear  me  talk, 
leave  the  chair  and  let  the  Senior  Warden  take  it,  for  we  are  bound  to  have  our 
talk."  These  charges  were  fully  substantiated  by  the  evidence  ;  and  it  is  also  shown 
that,  when  served  with  notice  that  charges  had  been  preferred  against  him,  he  tore 
up  the  papers  and  said,  "that's  what  I  do  with  them  ;  they  may  do  as  they  like." 

Your  committee  believe  that  the  accused  had  a  fair  trial  and  was  properly  con- 
victed and  expelled.  If  the  lawful  prerogatives  of  the  Master  are  not  sustained  the 
whole  fabric  of  Masonry  falls  to  the  ground.  Ours  is  essentially  an  autocratic  in- 
stitution, and  no  one  of  our  regulations  should  be  more  carefullj7  maintained  than 
that  of  the  absolute  right  of  the  Master  to  control  his  Lodge.  He  is  accountable 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  only,  and,  if  any  brother  considers  himself  unjustly  treated,  he 
has  his  remedy  by  applying  to  that  supreme  authority.  Your  committee,  therefore, 
offer  the  following  resolution  and  recommend  its  adoption  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  Tehama  Lodge,  No.  3,  in  expelling  John  Skelton 
from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  be  and  is  hereby  affirmed.

Which  reports  were  concurred  in  and  the  resolutions  accompany- 
ing them  were  adopted. 

Bro.  Jonathan  D.  Hines,  from  the  Committee  on  Finances,  pre- 
sented the  following  reports  : — 

To  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  ;— 

Your  committee  report  that,  for  years  past,  it  has  been  the  custom  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  for  reasons  so  often  heretofore  stated  as  to  be  familiar  to  every  member 
thereof,  to  remit  the  dues  of  Hawaiian  Lodge,  No.  21.  Following  the  established 
custom,  and  at  the  request  of  the  representative  of  that  Lodge,  praying  a  remission 
of  its  dues,  your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  dues  of  Hawaiian  Lodge,  No.  21,  for  the  year  ending  July  31st, 
1879,  be  remitted. 


Your  committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the  reports  of  the  Boards  of  Relief  of  the 
cities  of  San  Francisco  and  Sacramento,  report  that  they  have  examined  those  docu- 
ments and  find  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Relief  of  the  city  of  San  Francisco  to  be  a 
full,  clear,  and  creditable  exhibit  of  its  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  past  year. 
It  shows  that  the  several  Lodges  in  the  city  have  raised  during  the  year,  by  direct 
assessment  upon  their  members  for  the  use  of  the  Board,  the  sum  of  $3, (j 3 1.33,  with  a 
detailed  statement  of  the  amount  contributed  by  each  Lodge,  and  that  $3,808.50  was 
realized  from  entertainments  and  from  contributions  other  than  that  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  ;  which,  added  to  S2.000  appropriated  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  a  few  small 
cash  items,  makes  the  total  receipts  of  the  Board  $9,459.80.  Its  report  of  disbursements 
shows,  in  minute  detail,  the  amounts  paid  out,  to  whom,  and  for  what  purpose,  with 
accompanying  vouchers  for  each  item ;  and  that  there  has  been  disbursed,  for  all 
purposes,  the  sum  of  $8,854.70.  The  report  further  shows  that  $2,303.20  were  dis- 
bursed for  the  relief  of  Masons  belonging  within  the  jurisdiction  of  California,  of 
which  sum  there  has  been  refunded  $433  only;  leaving  the  net  sum  contributed  for 
the  relief  of  California  Masons,  $1,870.22,  being  only  $129.78  less  than  the  whole 
sum  contributed  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 
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Your  committee  regret  that  they  cannot  speak  so  favorably  in  regard  to  the  report 
of  the  Sacramento  Board,  which  merely  states  generally  that  the  amount  on  hand 
last  year  was  $107. OS ;  that  there  was  received  from  the  Giand  Lodge  $300  ;  that 
there  had  been  refunded  by  other  Lodges  $155  ;  that  dividends,  donations  and  pre- 
miums liad  been  received  amounting  to  $48.75 — being  a  total  of  $011.38 ;  and  that 
there  was  disbursed  $562.11,  leaving  a  balance  on  hand  of  $19.27. 

It  does  not  appear  from  this  report  that  the  Lodges  of  Sacramento  have  levied 
any  assessments  upon  their  members,  or  contributed  anything  whatever  for  the  sup- 
port of  their  Board  of  Relief;  nor  is  there  any  showing  of  the  objects  for  which  the 
moneys  at  their  disposal  have  been  disbursed.  Your  committee  do  not  think  that  this 
presents  a  sufficient  showing  to  entitle  a  Board  of  Relief  to  any  contribution  from  the 
Grand  Lodge.  Such  donations  are  only  made  to  assist  Lodges  overburdened  with 
the  relief  of  destitute  Masons,  their  widows  and  orphans,  who  belong  to  other  Lodges 
and  other  jurisdictions.  But,  in  view  of  representations  and  statements  made  to  your 
committee  by  officers  of  the  Sacramento  Lodges,  the  possibility  that  the  report 
is  erroneous  in  respect  to  assessment  upon  their  members,  and  the  alleged  necessities 
of  that  Board,  they  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  interests  of  Masonry  will 
perhaps  be  promoted  by  donating  something  thereto.  They  therefore  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  :  — 

Eesolved,  That  the  sum  of  two  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars  be  appropriated 
from  the  General  Fund,  to  be  distributed  as  follows  :  To  the  Masonic  Board  of  Relief 
of  San  Francisco,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  ;  and  to  the  Masonic  Board 
of  Relief  of  Sacramento,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 


Your  committee  have  carefully  examined  the  report  and  books  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Reserve  Fund,  and  find  that  they  have  invested  the  funds  (except  $33.76  now  in 
their  hands),  in  United  States  bonds,  and  have  deposited  the  same  with  the  Grand 
Treasurer  and  taken  his  receipt  therefor,  as  required  by  a  resolution  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  adopted  at  the  last  Annual  Communication. 

The  losses  sustained  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  difficulties  heretofore  expe- 
rienced in  regard  to  the  Reserve  Fund,  lead  your  committee  to  the  conclusion 
that  it  will  be  simpler  and  less  troublesome  to  leave  it>  management  to  the  Grand 
Treasurer,  under  the  direction  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  They  therefore  recommend 
that  the  third  General  Regulation  be  amended  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word 
"  therefor,"  in  the  fifth  line  thereof,  and  inserting  instead  the  words,  "  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  to  judiciously  invest  all  moneys  set  aside  for  such 
Fund  and  all  moneys  accruing  from  the  interest  on  such  investments,  and  to  report 
the  exact  condition  thereof  to  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  first  day  of  each  Annual 
Communication  ;  and  for  its  safe  keeping  and  disbursement  he  shall  be  responsible 
on  his  official  bond."

The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  on  at  ten  o'clock,  the  Grand  Master 
presiding. 

After  music  by  the  choir  and  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  the 
minutes  of  the  sessions  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved.

Which  report  was  concurred  in  and  the  brethren  therein  named 
were  admitted  to  seats. 

Bro.  "William  C.  Belcher,  from  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence, 
presented  the  following  reports  relative  to  sundry  matters  presented  in 
the  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  : — 

To  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  ;  — 

I.  In  the  matter  of  the  proposed  removal  of  Saint  Mark's  Lodge,  No.  85,  from 
Oleta,  its  present  place  of  meeting,  to  Plymouth,  in  the  same  county,  the  Grand 
Master  refused  to  approve  the  resolution  for  removal  because  such  removal  would 
largely  diminish  the  territorial  jurisdiction  and  practically  destroy  the  usefulness 

of  Drytown  Lodge,  No.  174. 

The  propriety  of  such  removals  is,  by  the  Constitution,  very  wisely  referred  to 
the  Grand  Master.  He  has  opportunity  to  inquire  into  the  circumstances,  and  very 
rarely,  if  ever,  ought  the  Grand  Lodge  to  interfere  with  his  judgment  in  the  matter. 
In  this  case  it  is  believed  that  he  exercised  his  authority  wisely,  and  it  is  therefore 
recommended  that  his  action  be  approved. 

II.  In  a  case  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Master,  a  brother  who  was 
elected  Master  of  a  Lodge,  failed  to  qualify,  was  consequently  not  installed,  and  the 
Master  of  the  preceding  year  continued  to  act  in  that  capacity.  The  Grand  Master 
recommends  that  the  Constitution  be  so  amended  as  to  require  the  Master  elect  to 
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qualify  and  be  installed  within  sixty  days  after  the  election,  and,  in  case  of  failure, 
that  the  office  be  declared  vacant  and  a  new  election  ordered. 

The  provision  of  Section  1,  Art.  I,  Part  IV  of  the  Constitution,  is  that  the  Master 
and  Wardens  shall  be  installed  as  soon  as  practicable  after  their  election,  and  that, 
when  installed,  they  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  duly 
elected  and  instalkd. 

It  is  certainly  the  duty  of  every  Mason  who  accepts  an  election  to  the  office  of 
ter  of  a  Lodge,  to  qualify  himself  promptly  for  the  performance  of  its  duties  ; 
and  if  he  neglects  so  to  do,  there  appears  to  be  no  reason  why  the  Master  of  the 
preceding  year  may  not,  with  propriety,  continue  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office. 
Under  the  law  he  is  the  Master  until  his  successor  is  installed.  If  the  Master  elect 
fails  to  qualify  and  be  installed,  and  the  former  Master  cannot  or  will  not  perform 
the  duties,  the  Grand  Master  may,  upon  the  application  of  the  Lodge,  issue  a  dis- 
pensation under  which  the  vacancy  may  be  filled.  Your  committee  see  no  necessity 
for  any  amendment  to  the  Constitution  in  this  respect. 


III.  The  Grand  Master  decided  that  when  a  man,  not  a  Mason,  removes  from  this 
State  and  becomes  a  resident  of  another  State,  the  Lodge  within  whose  jurisdiction 
he  lived  while  here  loses  all  authority  to  consent  that  the  degrees  of  Masonry  be 
conferred  upon  him  elsewhere.  This  decision  was  plainly  right.  The  occasion  for  it 
arose  upon  an  application  from  Union  Lodge,  No.  320,  of  New  York,  to  Live  Oak 
Lodge,  No.  61,  of  this  jurisdiction,  in  the  case  of  a  man  who  had  removed  from  this 
State  to  the  State  of  New  York,  and  had  there  made  application  for  the  degrees  before 
he  had  resided  there  long  enough  to  give  the  Lodge  jurisdiction  to  receive  and  act 
upon  his  petition,  except  with  the  consent  of  the  Lodge  under  whose  jurisdiction  he 
had  last  resided. 


IV.  Section  2,  Art.  Ill,  Part  III,  of  the  Constitution,  forbids  any  Lodge  in  the 
"  State  "  to  receive  an  application  for  the  degrees  unless  the  applicant  shall  have  been  a 
resident  of  the  "  State"  for  at  least  twelve  months  ;  but  makes  no  such  restriction 
in  regard  to  Lodges  out  of  the  State,  although  in  this  jurisdiction. 

A  case  arose  in  Arizona  Lodge,  U.  D.,  at  Phoenix,  in  the  Territory  of  Arizona,  in 
which  a  person  who  had  been  several  years  a  resident  of  California,  removed  to 
Arizona,  and,  after  a  residence  there  of  seven  or  eight  months,  made  application  to 
that  Lodge  for  the  degrees.  The  question  was  asked  of  the  Grand  Master  if.  under 
the  circumstances,  the  petition  could  be  received  ;  and  he  held  that  as  the  applicant 
had  resided  within  the  "jurisdiction''  of  the  Grand  Lodge  more  than  one  year,  and 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Lodge  more  than  six  months,  the  petition  could 
properly  be  received.  Your  committee  think  the  decision  right,  and  recommend  that 
it  be  approved. 

Y.  In  a  case  presented,  an  applicant  for  the  degrees  was  moving  from  place  to 
place,  tarrying  in  each  as  the  exigencies  of  his  business  might  require,  and  the  ques- 
tion arose  as  to  where  was  his  proper  residence.  The  Grand  Master  decided  that,  if 
he  had  selected  a  place  as  his  home,  and  had  acquired  the  right  to  vote  there,  that 
was  his  place  of  residence.  Your  committee  think  the  decision  correct.  Residence 
very  largely  depends  upon  the  intention  of  the  party,  and  if  a  man  selects  some  place 
as  his  home,  and  acquires  the  right  to  vote  there,  it  is  his  residence  in  law,  and  should 
be  so  considered  in  Masonry. 

YI.  Under  Sec.  6,  Art.  Ill,  Part  III,  of  the  Constitution,  the  Grand  Master 
held  that  an  objection  to  the  initiation  of  a  person  who  has  been  elected  to  receive 
the  degrees  of  Masonry  in  a  Lodge,  may  be  made  to  the  Master  thereof  at  any  time 
before  the  initiation,  either  by  simple  oral  statement  or  in  writing,  and  either  in  or 
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out  of  the  Lodge.  It  is  sufficient  if  the  Master  is  advised  by  the  brother  objecting  that 
he  does  object.  This  seems  to  your  committee  to  be  in  strict  conformity  with  the 
letter  and  spirit  of  the  section,  and  the  decision  is  therefore  approved. 

VII.  The  question  was  asked  of  the  Grand  Master  —  "  Is  it  the  duty  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  a  Lodge  to  take  his  financial  books,  and  the  semi-annual  reports  of  the 
Secretary  ami  Treasurer,  from  the  Lodge-room  to  the  auditing  committee  for  exam- 
ination, or  is  it  the  duty  of  that  committee  to  make  such  examination  at  the 
Lodge-room?"  We  are  at  a  loss  to  conceive  how  any  Secretary  or  auditing  com- 
mittee could  be  so  unaccommodating  and  unreasonable  as  to  give  occasion  for  such 
a  question  ;  but  it  was  asked,  and  the  Grand  Master  was  called  upon  for  a  reply. 

Your  committee  do  not  quite  agree  with  him  that  such  a  committee  may  summon 
the  Secretary  to  appear  before  them,  at  such  place  as  they  might  name,  with  his 
books  and  papers.  It  would  be  his  duty  to  deliver  to  them  all  books  and  papers  requi- 
site for  their  examination,  and  they  could  examine  them  in  the  Lodge-room,  or  take 
them  elsewhere  at  their  pleasure  ;  but  they  have  no  authority  to  summon  him,  or  to 
compel  his  attendance  before  them.  Such  an  examination  should  be  made  wThere  it 
would  be  most  convenient,  and  it  would  not  matter  whether  at  the  Lodge-room  or 
elsewhere  ;  and  the  Secretary  should  always  be  willing  to  attend  at  any  convenient 
place,  and  give  such  information  or  assistance  as  might  be  desired. 

Such  proceedings  should  ever  be  attended' writh  a  reasonable  degree  of  courtesy, 
and  if  they  were,  such  a  question  would  not  arise.  If,  however,  such  a  committee 
desired  to  conduct  their  examination  at  some  place  other  than  the  Lodge-room,  or 
the  place  where  the  Secretary's  books  were  ordinarily  kept,  and  the  question  of  duty 
as  to  moving  them  arose,  your  committee  think  that  the  charge  of  packing  them 
about  would  rest  with  the  auditing  committee.  The  Secretary  will  have  performed 
the  letter  of  his  duty  when  he  has  shown  himself  to  be  ready  to  deliver  them  at  the 
place  of  keeping.

Bro.  Jonathan  D.  Hines,  from  the  Committee  on  Finances,  pre- 
sented the  following  reports  : — 

To  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

Your  committee  report  that  the  claims  for  necessary  expenses  in  attending  the 
Grand  Lodge,  presented  by  Bro.  John  Mills  Browne,  Grand  Master,  for  $2G— by 
Bro.  William  Henry  Crane,  Senior  Grand  Warden,  for  $81— and  by  Bro.  Robert 
Chidley  Broder,  Junior  Grand  Warden,  for  $19— amounting  in  all  to  $156,  are 
correct ;  and  it  is  recommended  that  they  be  paid  from  the  General  Fund,  as  author- 
ized by  the  Constitution. 

Your  committee  have  given  earnest  consideration  to  that  portion  of  the  Address  of 
the  Grand  Master  which  relates  to  the  proposed  creation  of  a  Grand  Lodge  charity 
fund.  The  kindly  expression  of  a  heart  overflowing  with  generous  impulses  commands 
the  admiration  and  respect  of  every  Mason.  It  is  pleasant  to  bear  test  mony  to  the 
ability,  goodness,  and  Masonic  zeal  of  our  honored  Grand  Master,  and  to  join  with 
him  in  exhorting  the  fraternity  to  "  actual  and  substantial  charity."  But  the  ques- 
tion is  not  whether  charity  shall  be  dispensed,  but  rather,  how  shall  it  be  dispensed? 
No  Grand  Lodge,  so  far  as  we  are  informed,  has  ever  been  successful  in  undertaking 
to  dispense  direct  charities.    They  have  generally  and,  as  we  think,  wisely,  left  that 
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to  the  several  subordinate  Lodges  and  Boards  of  Belief,  who,  as  a  rule,  personally 
know  the  applicants  and  can  judge  of  their  necessities,  and  have  thus  far,  be  it  said 
to  the  credit  of  Masonry  and  humanity,  ever  shown  themselves  ready  and  willing  to 
soothe  the  sorrows  of  the  afflicted,  and  administer  "  actual  and  substantial  charity  " 
to  the  poor  and  needy.  A  Grand  Lodge  is  too  remote  and  its  officers  too  difficult  to 
reach,  in  a  broad  jurisdiction  like  ours,  to  dispense  individual  charity.  In  times  of 
public  calamity,  when  the  fire-fiend  devastates  great  cities  or  pestilence  sweeps  over 
States,  the  Grand  Master  may  safely  act,  as  he  did  last  year  in  the  case  of  the  yellow 
fever  sufferers— draw  upon  the  treasury,  and  rely  upon  the  generous  emotions  of  the 
grand  Masonic  heart  to  sustain  and  applaud  his  act. 

The  proposition  to  convert  the  Reserve  Fund  into  a  charity  fund  in  no  respect 
alters  the  case  so  far  as  regards  the  practicability  of  a  Grand  Lodge  dispensing 
charities.  Indeed,  the  Reserve  Fund  is  now  a  charity  fund,  held  sacred  for  great 
emergencies.  Whole  States  may  be  again  afflicted  with  some  destroying  epidemic, 
as  was  the  case  in  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  and  Tennessee  last  year,  and  this  fund  may 
be  needed  to  alleviate  their  sufferings. 

The  suggestion  to  abrogate  the  Reserve  Fund  altogether  is  quite  another  thing, 
and  might  very  well  be  considered  in  connection  with  a  reduction  of  Grand  Lodge 
dues :  but  would  the  abrogation  of  that  fund  be  wise  or  prudent?  By  reference  to 
page  141  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  year  1871  it  will  be  seen  that  while  this  Grand 
Lodge  was  in  session,  the  news  of  the  terrible  conflagration  at  Chicago,  flashed  by 
lightning  acro.-s  the  continent,  electrified  its  members,  and  in  a  moment  $5,000  of 
this  Reserve  Fund  was  telegraphed  to  relieve  that  stricken  people.  What  sorrow  and 
suffering  it  averted  many  know;  and  there,  amid  the  smoking  ruins  of  desolate 
homes,  gladdened  hearts  invoked  Heaven  to  bless  the  ready  donors. 

In  reviewing  this  whole  matter  your  committee  see  no  reason  to  change  the  views 
expressed  by  this  committee  last  year,  which  were  to  the  effect  that,  in  this  jurisdic- 
tion, a  Grand  Lodge  charity  fund  for  general  distribution  is  not  feasible. 

The  judicious  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Master  to  abolish  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  the  Reserve  Fund  is  approved  by  your  committeee,  but,  that  having  already 
been  accomplished  by  an  amendment  to  the  third  General  Regulation,  no  action 
on  their  part  is  required.

Bro.  George  C.  Perkins,  from  the  same  committee,  presented  the 
following  reports: 

To  t^e  J/.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  : — 

Your  committee  respectfully  report  that  they  have  examined  in  detail  the  books, 
vouchers,  accounts,  reports,  and  other  papers  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand 
Treasurer,  and  find  them  correct,  and  that  all  disbursements  have  been  made  and 
proper  vouchers  taken,  as  therein  stated  and  in  accordance  with  our  laws  and  regula- 
tions. They  also  find  that  the  Grand  Secretary  has  carried  into  effect  the  resolu- 
tion recommended  by  himself  last  year,  relative  to  the  distribution  of  the  surplus 
yellow  fever  fund  among  the  several  donors,  and  that  the  same  has  been  distributed 
by  him  and  proper  vouchers  taken  therefor. 

Your  committee  further  report  that  they  have  examined  the  official  bonds  of  the 
Grand  Treasurer,  Grand  Secretary,  and  Trustees  of  the  Reserve  Fund,  and  find  them 
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according  to  law  and  properly  approved  and  filed  ;  and  they  wish  to  bear  testimony, 
in  the  strongest  terms,  to  the  handsome  and  business-like  manner  in  which  the 
Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer  have  kept  the  books  and  transacted  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Grand  Lodge. 


Your  committee  have  had  under  consideration  a  petition  from  La  Grange  Lodge, 
No.  99,  wherein  it  is  represented  that  Merced  Lodge,  No.  176,  has  surrendered  its 
charter  ;  that  La  Grange  Lodge  has  succeeded  to  some  of  the  burdens  that  formerly 
belonged  to  Merced  Lodge,  particularly  to  the  support  of  a  widow  of  a  deceased 
member  who  formerly  received  assistance  from  that  Lodge ;  and  that  a  few  members 
of  the  late  Merced  Lodge,  who  were  in  arrears  for  dues  at  the  time  of  the  surrender 
of  its  charter,  have  since  paid  the  same  into  the  treasury  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The 
petitioners  urge  that,  inasmuch  as  such  burdens  have  been  transferred  to  La  Grange 
Lodge,  No.  99,  it  should  be  entitled  to  the  dues  of  the  late  Merced  Lodge,  to  enable 
them  to  meet  this  increased  liability. 

The  request  seems  reasonable  and  just.  It  appears  from  the  report  of  the  Grand 
Secretary  that  members  of  the  late  Merced.  Lodge,  in  arrears  for  dues  at  the  date  of 
the  surrender  of  its  charter,  have  since  paid  to  this  Grand  Lodge  the  sum  of  forty 
dollars ;  and  your  committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution  : — 

Resolved,  That  all  moneys  received,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  received,  by  this 
Grand  Lodge  from  members  of  the  late  Merced  Lodge,  No.  176,  for  arrears  of  dues 
to  that  Lodge,  be  paid  over  to  La  Grange  Lodge,  No.  99.

Both  which  reports  were  concurred  in  and  the  resolution  accom- 
panying the  second  was  adopted. 

Bro.  Willtam  T.  Reynolds,  from  the  Committee  on  Grievances, 
presented  the  following  reports  : — 

To  the  Mr.  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

Your  committee  have  had  before  them  the  appeal  of  Bro.  Egbert  Bailey  from 
the  action  of  San  Diego  Lodge,  No.  35,  in  acquitting  Bro.  William  W.  Stewart  of 
certain  charges  of  unmasonic  conduct,  and,  having  carefully  examined  the  record 
and  the  testimony  taken  in  the  case,  report  that  they  find  no  error  in  the  action  of 
the  Lodge. 

The  accused  is  charged  with  having  written  an  anonymous  letter  to  one  H.  H. 
Bigelow,  the  agent  of  the  Home  Mutual  Insurance  Company  of  San  Francisco,  sug- 
gesting that  he'  investigate  the  circumstances  of  a  fire  occurring  in  the  saloon  of  Bro. 
Bailey,  the  accuser.  Bro.  Stewart  denies  writing  the  letter,  or  that  he  had  any- 
thing to  do  with  the  matter.  The  testimony  consists  principally  of  the  opinions 
of  experts  as  to  whether  the  letter  in  question  is  in  the  handwriting  of  Bro.  Stewart 
or  not.  These  opinions  are  very  conflicting.  The  commissioners  who  tried  the  case 
were  certainly  better  judges  of  the  weight  which  should  be  given  to  the  testimony  of 
the  several  witnesses  than  any  of  us  ;  and,  they  having  decided  that  the  accused  was 
not  guilty,  your  committee  do  not  feel  warranted  in  disturbing  that  verdict.  They 
therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  :— 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  San  Diego  Lodge,  No.  35,  in  acquitting  Bro.  William 
W.  Stewart  of  certain  charges  of  unmasonic  conduct,  be  and  is  hereby  affirmed. 
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Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  for  restoration  to  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  Masonry  of  Henry  Lister,  heretofore  suspended  for  unmasonic 
conduct  by  Pajaro  Lodge,  No.  110,  report  that,  at  the  last  Annual  Communication 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  they  examined  the  testimony  upon  which  the  petitioner  was 
suspended,  and  found  the  same  to  be  insufficient  to  sustain  the  judgment ;  but  that 
they  were  then  compelled  to  recommend  that  his  petition  for  restoration  be  denied, 
for  the  reason  that  application  for  restoration  must,  in  all  cases,  be  first  made  to  the 
Lodge.  Since  that  time  the  petitioner  has  made  application  for  restoration  to  Pajaro 
Lodge,  No.  110,  which  application  has  been  denied.  As  your  committee  are  still  of 
the  opinion  that  the  judgment  of  the  Lodge  in  suspending  the  brother  was  erro- 
neous, they  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  :— 

Jlesolced,  That  Bro.  Henry  Lyster  be  and  is  hereby  restored  to  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  Masonry.

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  James  G.  Brewton,  here- 
tofore expelled  by  lehama  Lodge,  No.  3,  for  restoration  to  the  rights  and  privileges 
of  Masonry,  report  that  the  petitioner  was  expelled  by  that  Lodge  on  the  fourth  day 
of  August,  1H59,  for  good  and  sufficient  cause  ;  and  that  he  has  assigned  no  reason 
why  he  should  be  restored,  nor  shown  any  evidence  that  he  has  repented  of  his  mis- 
deeds and  is  now  living  a  reputable  life.  His  former  Lodge  has  taken  no  action  in 
his  case,  and  your  committee  cannot  conscientiously  recommend  his  restoration. 
They  therefore  offer  the  following  resolution  and  ask  its  adoption  : — 

Hesolced,  That  the  application  of  James  G.  Brewton  for  restoration  to  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  Masonry  be  and  is  hereby  denied.

Amasa  "W.  Bishop  proposed  the  following  amendments  to  the 
Constitution : — 

Amend  Sec.  2,  Art.  VIII,  Part  I,  in  its  first  clause,  by  striking  out  the  words 
"seventy-five,"  and  inserting  instead  thereof  the  word  "fifty  ; "  in  its  second  clause, 
by  striking  out  the  word  "fifty,"  and  inserting  instead  thereof  the  words  "  twenty- 
five  ; "  in  its  third  clause,  by  striking  out  the  word  "  ten,"  and  inserting  instead 
thereof  the  word  "five ;  "  and  in  its  sixth  clause,  by  striking  out  the  word  "ten,"  and 
inserting  instead  thereof  the  word  "  five." 

Amend  Sec.  4,  of  the  same  Article  and  Part,  in  its  second  clause,  by  striking  out 
the  words  "  one  dollar  "  and  inserting  instead  thereof  the  words  "  seventy-five  cents." 

Bro.  Francis  E.  Baker  proposed  the  following  amendments  to  the 
Constitution  : — 

Amend  Sec.  8,  Art.  Ill,  Part  III,  by  striking  out  the  word  "State,"  in  the  first 
line  thereof,  and  inserting  instead  the  word  "  Jurisdiction ; "  by  striking  out  the 
word  "fifty,"  in  the  second  line  thereof,  and  inserting  instead  the  word  "thirty ;  " 
and  by  striking  out,  in  the  second  and  third  lines  thereof,  the  words  "  nor  shall  any 
Lodge  without  the  State,  and  under  this  jurisdiction,  confer  them  for  a  less  fee  than 
thirty  dollars."

To  the  M.:  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  : — 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Grand  Master's  Address 
relative  to  dispensation^  issued  to  form  new  Lodges,  report  that  they  approve  all  the 
Grand  Master's  action  in  that  respect.  They  also  report  as  follows  in  regard  to  the 
record  books  and  petitions  for  charters  of  the  Lodges  now  existing  under  dispensa- 
tion :— 

The  records  of  Bodie  Lodge  have  been  neatly  and  correctly  kept.  The  Lodge  has 
about  fifty  members  and  is  free  from  debt,  and  the  proposed  Master  and  Wardens 
have  the  required  certificates  of  qualification  : 

The  records  of  Welcome  Lodge  have  been  exceedingly  well  kept,  and  too  much 
praise  cannot  be  awarded  to  the  Secretary  for  the  handsome  manner  in  which  they 
have  been  written  up.  The  Lodge  has  a  membership  of  twenty-five  and  is  out 
of  debt,  and  the  Master  and  Wardens  have  the  proper  certificates  of  qualification : 

The  records  of  Reading  Lodge  have  also  been  neatJy  kept.  The  membership  is 
twenty-three,  the  Lodge  is  out  of  debt,  and  the  Master  and  Wardens  have  received 
their  certificates  of  qualification  : 
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The  records  of  Landmark  Lodge  have  been  well  kept  and  the  Master  and  War- 
dens have  received  their  necessary  certificates  of  qualification.  The  membership  of 
the  Lodge  is  twenty- three  and  the  Lodge  is  out  of  debt.  Although  this  Lodge  has 
done  no  work,  except  by  affiliation,  it  has  a  number  of  petitions  for  the  degrees  to 
act  upon  at  its  next  stated  meeting,  and  your  committee  deem  it  proper  that  it  should 
be  granted  a  charter  : 

The  records  of  Lodl  Lodge  have  been  well  kept  and  it  has  a  membership  of 
fifteen.  Its  officers  have  received  the  proper  certificates  of  qualification  and  the 
Lodge  is  out  of  debt.  Like  Landmark  Lodge,  it  has  as  yet  conferred  no  degrees, 
but  has  affiliated  several  members  and  received  sundry  petitions  for  degrees,  and 
therefore  has  as  good  reason  to  expect  a  charter  as  the  last  named  Lodge  : 

The  records  of  Arizona  Lodge  have  also  been  well  kept  and  it  has  twenty  mem- 
bers upon  its  roll.  Its  officers  have  received  the  necessary  certificates  of  qualifica- 
.  tion,  it  has  conferred  seven  degrees,  and  it  is  clear  of  debt. 

Your  committee  therefore  offer  the  following  resolution  and  recommend  its  adop- 
tion :— 

Resolved,  That  charters  be  granted  to  Bodie  Lodge,  at  Bodie,  Mono  county ;  to 
Landmark  Lodge,  at  Madison,  Yolo  county ;  to  Beading  Lodge,  at  Redding,  Shasta 
county;  to  Welcome  Lodge, at  Lemoore,  Tulare  county;  to  Lodi  Lodge,  at  Lodi,  San 
Joaquin  county ;  and  to  Arizona  Lodge,  at  Phoenix,  Maricopa  county,  Arizona ;  and 
that  the  said  Lodges  be  numbered  in  the  order  of  the  dates  of  their  several  dispensa- 
tions. 


Your  committee,  to  whom'were  referred  sundry", papers  relative  to  the  proposed 
surrender  of  the  charters  of  Dibble  Lodge,  No.  109,  Violet  Lodge,  No.  138,  and 
Merced  Lodge,  No.  176,  have  carefully  examined  those  papers  and  have  arrived  at 
the  conclusion  that  the  action  on  the  part  of  the  Lodges  named  was  wise  and  prudent. 
They  therefore  offer  the  following  resolution  and  recommend  its  adoption  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  surrenders  of  the  charters  of  Dibble  Lodge,  No.  109,  at  Omega, 
in  the  County  of  Nevada,  of  Violet  Lodge,  No.  138,  at  Spanish  Flat,  in  the  County 
of  El  Dorado,  and  of  Merced  Lodge,  No.  17(3,  at  Snelling,  in  the  County  of  Merced, 
be  and  are  hereby  accepted  ;  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  take  the 
necessary  measures  for  the  proper  closing  up  of  their  affairs. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted  by

Both  which  reports  were  concurred  in  and  the  resolutions  accom- 
panying them  were  adopted. 

Bro.  George  B.  Mackrett  offered  the  following  resolution  : — 

Besolved,  That  no  Mason,  or  Lodge  of  Masons,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  shall  use,  or  cause  to  be  used,  any  Masonic  sign  or  emblem  for  the  pur- 
pose of  advertising  business,  excursion,  picnic,  or  other  purpose,  except  that  of 
calling  a  Lodge  together  for  legitimate  purposes. 

Which  was  ordered  to  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurispru- 
dence. 

Bro.  Silas  W.  Geis,  from  the  special  committee  to  whom  were  re- 
ferred the  Report  of  the  Grand  Lecturer  and  that  portion  of  the 
Address  of  the  Grand  Master  relating  to  Inspectors,  presented  the 
following  reports : — 
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To  the  M.-.  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :  — 

Your  committee  have  carefully  examined  the  report  of  the  Grand  Lecturer  and 
the  reports  of  Inspectors  accompanying  it,  and  congratulate  the  Grand  Lodge  and 
the  fraternity  of  this  jurisdiction  upon  the  uniformity  and  excellence  of  the  work, 
as  therein  shown,  and  the  generally  cheerful  conformity  by  the  subordinate  Lodges 
to  our  Constitution  and  regulations.  They  commend  the  Grand  Lecturer  for  the 
interest  and  diligence  which  he  has  manifested,  and  can  only  say  thereof  that  the 
fruits  of  his  labors  are  their  sufficient  reward. 

In  relation  to  that  portion  of  the  report  respecting  the  matters  to  this  committee 
referred  from  the  Address  of  the  Grand  Master,  a  separate  report  will  be  presented, 
and  it  will  only  be  said  here  that  there  seems  to  exist  in  some,  perhaps  in  many,  of  the 
Lodges,  a  feeling  of  opposition  to  the  visits  of  the  Inspectors.  It  would  be  unchari- 
table to  suppose  that  this  is  to  be  attributed  to  any  fear  on  the  part  of  any  Lodge  as 
to  the  results  of  an  examination  ;  and  it  is  very  possible  that  it  is  largely  due  to  that 
spirit  of  "  emulation  ''  existing  among  the  brethren  of  the  Lodges  aforesaid  toward 
the  Inspectors,  as  to  who  can  best  work  and  least  agree. 

The  remedy  lies  in  the  recommendations  heretofore  submitted,  and  in  the 
awakening  such  brethren  to  a  knowledge  of  the  ability  and  labors  of  the  Inspectors 
and  to  a  confidence  therein.  Your  committee  are  sure  that,  if  the  Lodges  which 
have  not  deigned  to  reply  to  the  communications  of  the  Inspectors,  and  if  the 
Masters  of  the  Lodges  in  the  Twenty-second  District  who  refused  even  to  notice  the 
second  personal  communication  of  the  Inspector  thereof,  could  have  the  pleasure 
of  reviewing  the  reports  of  the  Inspectors  now  before  your  committee,  it  would 
induce  in  them  a  little  emulation  in  courtesy,  as  well  as  convince  them  of  the  utility 
of  our  system  of  inspection. 

If  your  committee  protest  against  such  acts  of  the  Lodges,  in  how  much  greater 
degree  may  they  not  censure  the  Inspectors  who  have  been  honored  by  such  appoint- 
ments and  have  neglected  to  perform  the  duties  incident  thereto.  No  Inspector  who 
has  failed  in  this  respect  should  be  re-appointed,  unless  some  very  satisfactory  reason 
be  given  for  such  failure.  It  is  no  excuse  that  they  have  not  been  invited  to  visit 
their  Lodges,  and  cannot  afford  to  do  so  without  pay.  They  should,  under  such  cir. 
cumstances,  ascertain  the  condition  of  their  Lodges  from  other  sources  than  visita- 
tion, and  report  thereon  with  the  explanations  given  by  many  who  have  thus 
reported. 

The  Inspector  of  the  Fifteenth  District,  in  his  report,  requests  that  the  attention 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  directed  toward  the  repeal  of  that  regulation  which  requires 
a  Master  to  have  the  certificate  of  an  Inspector  before  installation.  The  Grand 
Lodge,  in  directing  the  preparation  of  an  Installation  service,  of  which  the  presen- 
tation of  such  certificate  shall  form  a  part,  has  disposed  of  that  matter,  and  your 
committee  have  no  disposition  to  recommend  any  change. 

In  the  report  of  the  Inspector  of  the  Fifth  District,  handed  in  by  the  Grand 
Lecturer  almost  at  the  last  moment,  as  having  just  been  received,  (for  which  tardi- 
ness its  excellence  of  preparation  almost  affords  an  excuse.)  your  committee  are 
reminded  of  some  of  the  same  violations  of  law  noted  at  other  Communications. 
"One  Lodge,''  he  says,  "is  not  in  possession  of  a  black  book,  the  lr>ts  sent  by  the 
G.and  Secretary  being  filed,  and  when  required,  reference  is  made  to  the  file.  The 
only  excuse  I  can  offer  for  this  neglect  is  that  ihe  Secretaryship  of  the  Lodge  has 
been  for  many  years  past  conducted  by  a  Past  Master  to  whom  the  brethren  of  the 
Lodge  looked  as  authority  in  all  matters  of  Masonic  law,  and  who  always  contended 
that  a  black  book  was  unnecessary."  Your  c  mm  it  tee  do  not  deem  it  a  matter  of 
this  reference  to  report  on  the  necessity  or  utility  of  a  black  book.  The  law  requires, 
beyond  possibility  of  mistake,  that  each  Lodge  shall  keep  one,  and  while  ii  is 
law,  it  should  be  obeyed.  The  attention  of  the  Grand  Master  is  respectfully  called 
to  this  neglect,  with  a  feeling  of  confidence  that  such  action  will  be  by  him  taken  as 
the  interests  of  the  fraternity  shall  require. 
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Another  matter,  called  to  the  attention  of  your  committee  by  the  same  report,  is 
that  of  a  failure  to  find  in  the  reports  of  other  Inspectors  any  information  as  to 
whether  the  Constitution,  in  its  provisions  relative  to  the  payment  of  dues  by  mem- 
bers of  Lodges,  is  complied  with.  The  absence  of  such  information  leads  to  the 
supposition  that  there  are  no  violations  of  duty  by  the  Masters  and  Secretaries  of 
Lodges  in  this  respect ;  and  it  is  thought  that  if  the  attention  of  Inspectors  be 
directed  to  the  matter,  a  few  such  possible  omissions  may  be  corrected. 

Your  committee  conclude  by  expressing  the  opinion  that  the  Grand  Lecturer  is 
entitled  to  and  should  receive  the  thanks  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  his  diligent  atten- 
tion to  his  duties,  and  by  recommending  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  ritual  taught  by  the  Grand  Lecturer  and  the  Inspectors  is  the 
only  work  recognized  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved,  That  no  Inspector,  who  has  failed  to  make  the  report  required  by  law, 
should  be  reappointed  to  such  position  unless  satisfactory  explanation  be  given  for 
such  failure. 

Resolved,  That  the  Inspectors  of  the  several  Districts  be  directed  to  examine 
whether  the  Lodges  therein  and  the  officers  thereof  fulfill  the  requirements  of  the 
Constitution  relative  to  the  dues  of  members. 


Your  committee  have  carefully  examined  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
relative  to  the  duties  and  compensation  of  Inspectors,  and  find  therefrom  that,  while 
the  Grand  Lodge  has  uniformly  and  consistently  imposed  on  such  officers  the  duties 
now  demanded  of  them,  it  has,  at  times,  evinced  a  disposition  of  indifference  as  to 
the  payment  of  the  necessary  expenses  incident,  to  the  performance  of  such  duties. 

The  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  Communication,  referred  to  in  the 
Address  of  the  Grand  Master,  practically  annuls  General  Regulation  No.  15,  but  your 
committee  do  not  attribute  such  action  entirely  to  undue  consideration.  They  are 
inclined  rather  to  the  belief  that  many  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  are  unwilling  to 
bear  the  expenses  incident  to  an  annual  visitation  by  the  District  Inspectors,  and 
that  they  desire  to  regulate  the  frequency  of  such  visitations  by  their  own  inclina- 
tions or  by  the  condition  of  their  finances ;  and,  that  such  expenses  are  a  burden 
upon  some  of  the  Lodges,  your  committee  do  not  deny.  Unfortunately,  in  the  opinion 
of  your  committee,  these  are  the  Lodges  that  stand  most  in  need  of  visitation  by 
Inspectors.  To  this  indifference  or  possible  inability  on  the  part  of  such  Lodges  is, 
to  a  considerable  degree,  to  be  attributed  the  neglect  of  duty  of  some  of  the  Inspec- 
tors. A  few,  it  is  true,  are  able  to  perform  their  duty  and  be  sufficiently  rewarded  by 
the  honor  conferred,  but  many  cannot  afford  to  spend  their  time  and  money  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Craft  in  general  and  the  Lodges  of  their  districts  in  particular,  without 
some  compensation. 

Your  committee  do  not  deem  it  pertinent  to  the  present  reference  to  advert  to 
the  system  of  inspection,  nor  to  the  powers  or  duties  that  are  or  should  be  conferred 
or  imposed  upon  Inspectors.  They  believe  that  harmonious  action  may  be  secured 
in  the  matter  by  the  course  proposed  by  the  Grand  Master  and  officially  indorsed  by 
the  Grand  Lecturer ;  and  they  heartily  concur  in  the  recommendation  • '  that  the 
necessity  of  inspecting  a  Lodge  maybe  properly  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  In- 
spector," and  think  that  such  a  course  may  remove,  in  a  measure  at  least,  any  bur- 
den which  a  visit  may  cause,  and  at  the  same  time  provide  for  the  inspection  of 
Lodges  as  heretofore  contemplated.  They  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolutions  :— 

Resolved,  That  all  resolutions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  conflict  with  General  Regu- 
lation No.  15  be  and  are  hereby  repealed. 

Resolved,  That  General  Regulation  No.  15  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  :— 

15.  The  Grand  Master  shall  appoint  for  each  district  an  officer,  to  be  called 
Inspector,  who  shall  be  a  resident  of  the  district  for  which  he  is  appointed,  and  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  each  Lodge  in  his  district  whenever  desired  by  any  Lodge, 
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or  whenever  he  may  deem  it  necessary  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  ;  to 
inspect  the  work.  and.  if  necessary,  correct  the  same  in  accordance  with  the  work  as 
adopted  by  this  Grand  Lodge  ;  an'd  to  report  the  working  condition  of  each  Lodge 
in  his  district  to  the  Grand  Lecturer,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September  in  each 
year  :  and  further,  to  examine  the  records  and  all  the  books  of  each  Lodge,  and  the 
manner  of  transacting  its  business,  with  reference  to  its  conformity  to  our  Con- 
stitution and  Regulations,  and  report  thereon  to  the  Grand  Master  at  the  same  time. 
Each  Lodge  shall  pay  such  necessary  expenses  of  the  Inspector  as  may  be  in- 
curred in  performing  the  duties  of  the  visitation  herein  required. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted  by

Amend  Sec.  5,  Article  IV,  Part  VI,  by  inserting  in  the  fourteenth  line  thereof, 
after  the  word  "  testimony,"  the  following :  "Or  such  testimony  may  be  taken  be- 
fore the  commissioners,  the  witnesses  having  first  been  put  under  oath,  or  affirma- 
tion, by  some  officer  authorized  by  the  laws  of  this  State  to  administer  oaths.' ? 

Bro.  Harrison  Jones  presented  a  memorial  from  Benjamin  VT. 
Shephebd,  in  reference  to  his  suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues  by 
Sincerity  Lodge,  No.  132. 

Both  which  papers  were  ordered  to  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Jurisprudence. 

Bro.  Samuel  C.  Denson  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  resolution  adopted  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  Annual  Com- 
munication in  October,  1870,  in  reference  to  the  burial  of  suicides  with  Masonic 
honors,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  rescinded. 

Bro.  Thomas  J.  Butler  presented  a  memorial  from  Aztlan  Lodge, 
No.  177,  asking  a  remission  of  its  Grand  Lodge  dues  for  certain 
reasons  therein  set  forth  ;  which  was  ordered  to  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Finances. 

Bro.  Jonathan  D.  Hines,  from  the  Committee  on  Finances,  pre- 
sented the  following  reports  : — 

To  the  flf.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  : — 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Bro.  John  J.  Rhea,  a 
member  of  the  late  Merced  Lodge,  No.  176,  who.  at  the  time  of  the  surrender  of  its 
charter,  was  in  arrears  for  dues,  and  who,  representing  that  he  is  unable  to  pay  them 
prays  that  such  dues  may  be  remitted,  have  examined  the  same  and  are  satisfied  that 
the  prayer  should  be  granted.  They  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  dues  of  Bro.  John  J.  Rhea  to  the  late  Merced  Lodge,  No. 
176,  be  and  are  hereby  remitted. 
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Your  committee  have  considered  the  memorial  from  Aztlan  Lodge,  No.  177,  in  the 
Territory  of  Arizona,  asking  a  remission  of  its  dues  for  the  reason  that  they  are  so 
remote  from  this  Grand  Lodge  as  to  be  practically  deprived  Of  its  benefits  and  unable 
usually  to  participate  in  its  meetings.  The  request  seems  reasonable  and  it  is 
recommended  that  the  following  resolution  be  adopted  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  dues  of  Aztlan  Lodge,  No.  177,  for  the  year  ending  July  31, 
1880,  be  remitted. 


Your  committee  report  that  they  have  examined  the  claim  of  the  Grand  Lecturer 
for  necessary  traveling  and  other  expenses,  incurred  by  him  in  the  proper  discharge 
of  his  official  duties  during  the  past  year,  and,  inasmuch  as  that  officer  receives  no 
salary,  they  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  :— 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  $250  be  appropriated  out  of  the  general  fund  to  pay 
the  necessary  traveling  and  other  expenses  of  the.  Grand  Lecturer  incurred  during 
the  past  year.  #

All  which  reports  were  concurred  in  and  the  resolutions  accom- 
panying them  were  adopted. 

Bro.  Jonathan  D.  Hines,  from  the  same  committee,  presented  the 
following  report : — 

Your  committee,  after  estimating  carefully  the  sums  of  money  required  to  pay 
salaries  and  expenses  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  ensuing  year,  recommend  that  the 
following  appropriations  be  made  for  those  purposes : — 

For  salary  of  the  Grand  Secretary, $4,000  00 

For  salary  of  the  Assistant  Grand  Secretary, 1,500  00 

For  salary  of  the  Grand  Treasurer, 200  00 

For  salary  of  the  Grand  Organist, 50  00 

For  salary  of  the  Grand  Tyler, 100  00 

For  services  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence, 200  00 

For  contingent  expenses  of  the  Grand  Master, 200  00 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  the  usual  appropriation  of  from  $3,000  to 
$3,800  for  printing,  rent,  etc.,  heretofore  annually  presented  by  the  Committee  on 
Finances,  has  been  omitted.  This  has  been  done  because,  whatever  the  proper  expenses 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  printing,  rent,  stationery,  postage,  incidentals,  etc.,  may  be,  they 
must  be  paid,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  must  judge,  from  the  accounts  and  vouchers  pre- 
sented, whether  the  payments  therefor  have  been  proper.  If  not,  the  Grand  Officers 
charged  with  the  business  must  be  held  responsible  for  the  misapplication.  It  will 
be  seen  from  the  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  that  the  sum  of  $3,970.05  was  paid 
for  those  purposes  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  while  the  appropriation  was  but 
$3,000.  These  payments,  as  appear  from  the  vouchers,  were  all  necessary  and 
proper,  and,  under  the  system  of  reports  and  business  authorized  and  required  by 
this  Grand  Lodge,  could  not  be  dispensed  with ;  and  by  reference  to  the  reports  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  same  thing  has  annually  occurred  for  years  past. 

By  reference  to  the  proceedings  of  the  last  year,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Constitu- 
tion was  so  amended  as  to  take  from  the  Grand  Secretary  a  very  important  portion 
of  the  fees  heretofore  allowed  to  him  ;  and  by  reference  to  the  same  proceedings  it  will 
also  appear  that  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  is  now  pending,  proposing  to  strike 
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out  all  remaining  fees  to  which  that  officer  has  heretofore  been  entitled.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  this  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  as  the  Grand  Lodge  ought  to  know 
exactly  what  compensation  its  officers  are  to  receive,  which  is  impossible  under  the 
in  of  fees ;  but,  in  view  of  these  important  changes  in  the  Constitution,  your 
committee,  following  the  action  of  the  Committee  on  Finances  reported  on  page  424 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  year  1868,  have  recommended  that  for  the  ensuing  year  the 
salary  of  the  Grand  Secretary  be  $4,000,  which,  in  view  of  the  character  of  the 
services  rendered,  of  the  fact  that  the  sum  named  is  in  reality  less  than  he  has 
received  (including  fees,)  for  more  than  fifteen  years  past,  and  of  the  reduced  salary 
and  loss  of  fees  for  the  past  year,  is  believed  to  be  just  and  reasonable.

Which  report,  on  motion  of  Bro.  William  Johnston,  was  amended 
by  reducing  the  amount  recommended  for  salary  of  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary from  §4,000  to  $3,000,  and,  as  thus  amended,  was  concurred  in. 

Bro.  Leonidas  E.  Pratt,  from  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence, 
presented  the  following  reports  : — 

To  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

Bro.  Brainard  C.  Brown,  proposes  to  amend  Sec.  5,  Article  IV,  Part  VI,  of  the 
Constitution,  by  inserting  in  the  fourteenth  line  thereof,  immediately  after  the  word 
"  testimony,"  the  following : — 

Or  such  testimony  may  be  taken  before  the  commissioners,  the  witnesses  hav- 
ing first  been  put  under  oath,  or  affirmation,  by  some  officer  authorized  by  the  laws 
of  this  State  to  administer  oaths. 

Your  committee  think  that  the  propriety  of  this  proposed  amendment  will  com- 
mend itself  to  all  who  have  had  any  experience  in  Masonic  trials,  and  they  recom- 
mend that  it  be  adopted. 

Your  committee  concur  with  the  Grand  Master  in  his  suggestion  as  to  the  utility 
of  a  "digest  of  Masonic  law,"  and  can  readily  see  that  such  a  work,  if  carefully 
compiled,  would  be  of  great  convenience  and  benefit  to  the  Craft ;  but  they  doubt 
the  expediency  of  this  Grand  body  making  any  such  publication,  as  they  think  it 
a  matter  for  private  enterprise  alone.  At  all  events,  before  such  publication  should 
be  made  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  thus  carry  with  it  the  apparent  approval  and  en- 
dorsement of  that  body,  the  proposed  work  should  be  carefully  and  critically 
inspected  and  reviewed. 

Your  committee  have  not  had  time  to  give  such  inspection  or  review  to  the  work 
presented,  and  they  think  that  such  task  might  properly  be  assigned  to  a  special 
committee  for  that  purpose.  They,  therefore,  dismiss  the  subject  with  these  sug- 
gestions and  without  any  specific  recommendation. 


The  question  was  asked  of  the  Grand  Master  : — •'  Is  it  right  or  legitimate  for  a 
Lodge  to  work  on  the  Sabbath?  or  would  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  you,  as  Grand  Master, 
censure  a  Lodge  for  so  doing?"  The  Grand  Master  replied  that :—" Except  for 
funeral  ceremonies  the  urgency  will  seldom  present  itself  for  a  Lodge  to  convene  on 
the  Sabbath,  and^the  fact  that  there  is  much  work  to  be  done  in  the  way  of  conferring 
degrees  is  no  good  reason  for  a  departure  from  the  practice  in  this  jurisdiction.  It 
is  desirable  to  afford  the  enemies  of  Masonry  no  vulnerable  point  for  an  attack,  and 
consequently  avoidance  of  labor  on  Sunday  is  to  be  observed." 
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Your  committee  would  have  answered  the  question  briefly  that  it  is  neither  right 
nor  legitimate  for  a  Lodge  to  do  work  on  the  Sabbath.  When  we  speak  of  work,  we 
mean  the  ordinary  work  of  the  Lodge,  and  particularly  of  the  conferring  of  degrees, 
and  never  speak  of  the  performance  of  the  burial  service  as  work.  The  proposer  of 
the  question  evidently  so  used  the  word.  Our  country  is  a  Christian  country  and 
our  people  are  a  Christian  people,  by  whom  the  Sabbath  is  recognized  as  a  holy  day 
set  apart  for  rest  and  worship.  Whether,  as  individuals,  we  are  Christians  or  not, 
or  professedly  religious  or  not,  we  do  profess  to  be  good  citizens,  obedient  to  the  laws 
of  the  land,  whether  it  be  the  land  of  our  birth  or  of  our  adoption,  and  to  be  zealous 
promoters  of  the  good  order  and  the  best  interests  of  society  ;  and  it  seems  to  your 
committee  that  a  decent  respect  for  the  institutions  of  the  country  and  the  opinions 
of  the  great  body  of  the  people  requires  of  us,  as  men  and  as  Masons,  to  abstain  on 
the  Sabbath  from  our  ordinary  avocations  or  amusements.

Bro.  Leonidas  E.  Pratt,  from  the  same  committee,  presented  a 
report  in  regard  to  the  incorporation  of  Lodges,  which,  by  consent, 
as  will  be  seen,  was  afterwards  withdrawn  for  further  consideration. 

Bro.  William  T.  Ketnolds,  from  the  Committee  on  Grievances, 
presented  the  following  reports  : — 

To  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California: — 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  sundry  letters  from  Bro.  William  Val- 
entine, of  Mendocino  Lodge,  179,  and  from  Bro.  Benjamin  A.  Paddleford,  the 
Master  of  that  Lodge,  have  carefully  examined  the  same  and  have  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  matters  contained  therein  are  not  of  sufficient  importance  to  warrant 
the  interference  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 


Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  William  E.  Fifield, 
heretofore  expelled  by  Henry  Clay  Lodge,  No.  95,  praying  to  be  restored  to  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  Masonry,  have  considered  the  same  and  report  as  follows  :  The 
petitioner  was  expelled  for  appropriating  the  funds  of  the  Lodge,  and,  although 
he  has  since  been  amply  able,  has  never  repaid  thereto  the  amount  of  his  defalca- 
tion. Upon  receiving  notice  of  his  intention  to  apply  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  resto- 
ration, that  Lodge  voted  to  oppose  such  restoration,  and  have  forwarded  to  this  body 
a  remonstrance  to  that  effect.  Y'our  committee,  therefore,  offer  the  following 
resolution  for  adoption  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  petition  of  William  E.  Fifield,  to  be  restored  to  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  Masonry,  be  and  is  hereby  denied. 


Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  a  memorial  from  San  Benito  Lodge,  No. 
211,  asking  that  James  J.  Hodges,  heretofore  expelled  by  that  Lodge,  be  restored  to 
all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration, 
and.  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  charge  upon  which  he  was  expelled  involved  no 
moral  turpitude,  and  that  the  Lodge  which  expelled  him  now  asks  for  his  restoration, 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  :— 

Resolved,  That  James  J.  Hodges,  heretofore  expelled  by  San  Benito  Lodge,  No. 
211,  be  and  is  hereby  restored  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry. 
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Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  L.  H.  Cutler,  heretofore 
expelled  hy  Pleasanton  Lodge,  No.  218,  to  be  restored  to  the  rights  and  privileges 
of  Masonry,  in  consideration  of  the  fact  that  the  Lodge  which  expelled  him  has,  by 
a  unanimous  vote,  desired  this  Grand  Lodge  to  grant  his  petition,  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : — 

Resolved,  That  L.  H.  Cutler,  heretofore  expelled  by  Pleasanton  Lodge.  No.  218, 
be  and  is  hereby  restored  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry. 


Your  committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  transcript  in  the  case  of  Bro. 
Amos  Biddle,  who  was  suspended  by  Columbia  Lodge,  No.  28,  on  the  fifth  day  of 
June,  1879,  and  report  as  follows: — 

It  does  not  appear  that  the  accused  had  been  guilty  of  any  Masonic  offense.  The 
trouble  grew  out  of  the  failure  of  the  accuser  to  collect  a  debt  from  the  accused. 
The  latter  denies  the  debt,  or  at  least  the  most  of  it.  The  debt,  if  any  ever  existed, 
was  originally  owed  to  another  person  and  the  accuser,  officiously  and  without  the 
knowledge  or  consent  of  the  accused,  guaranteed  and  afterward  paid  the  debt  for 
him.    It  has  been  decided  that — 

A  Masonic  Lodge  is  not  the  place  for  the  settlement  of  the  business  difficulties  of 
its  members  or  the  enforcement  cf  the  payment  of  debts.  The  civil  government  has 
instituted  courts,  and  appointed  judges,  and  authorized  juries  for  the  express  purpose 
of  determining  and  protecting  the  rights  of  citizens,  and  enforcing  the  proper  rem- 
edies in  cases  of  wrong. 

It  is  true  that  cases  of  failure  to  pay  debts  may  arise  involving  such  moral  turpi- 
tude that  a  Masonic  Lodge  ought  to  notice  them ;  but  this  case  presents  no  such 
unpleasant  features,  and  your  committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution  :— 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  Columbia  Lodge,  No.  28,  in  suspending  Bro.  Amos 
Biddle  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  be  and  is  hereby  reversed  and 
set  aside.

All  which  reports  were  concurred  in  and  the  resolutions  accom- 
panying them  were  adopted. 

Bro.  Eussell  F.  McCaktey  presented  a  memorial  from  Mokelumne 
Lodge,  No.  31,  relative  to  the  burning  of  their  Lodge  Hall  and  asking 
assistance  from  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  which  was  ordered  to  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Finances. 

Bro.  Frank  D.  Mead  moved  that  the  amendment  to  the  Constitu- 
tion, proposed  by  him  at  the  last  Annual  Communication,  be  taken  up 
for  action  ;  but,  by  consent,  the  consideration  thereof  was  made  the 
special  order  for  to-morrow  morning. 

Bro.  George  J.  Hobe  submitted  a  question  relative  to  the  partici- 
pation of  members  of  a  Lodge  of  Master  Masons  in  the  funeral 
ceremonies  of  a  Masonic  body  of  a  higher  degree  ;  which  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  called  off  until  ten  o'clock  to-morrow 
morning.

Which  report  was  concurred  in  and  the  brethren  therein  named 
were  admitted  to  seats. 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  a  petition  for  restoration  from 
Jacob  Deutsch,  heretofore  suspended  by  the  Grand  Lodge  from  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry. 

Bro.  Charles  G.  Ewing  submitted  an  inquiry  as  to  what  would  be 
the  status  of  a  Master  Mason  who  had  been  sentenced  to  reprimand 
by  a  Lodge,  and  was,  on  appeal,  suspended  by  the  Grand  Lodge, 
should  he  afterward  be  restored  by  the  last  named  body  ;  which  was 
ordered  to  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence. 

Bro.  William  C.  Belcher,  from  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence, 
by  permission,  withdrew  the  report  on  the  subject  of  the  incorpora- 
tion of  Lodges,  which  was  presented  yesterday,  for  further  consid- 
eration. 

The  hour  for  the  special  order — being  the  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution proposed  by  Bro.  Frank  D.  Mead  at  the  last  Annual  Commu- 
nication, action  upon  which  was  postponed  yesterday  afternoon — having 
arrived,  the  consideration  of  that  amendment  was  resumed  ;  and,  re- 
ceiving the  necessary  two-thirds  vote,  it  was  declared  adopted  and  to 
be  in  force  from  and  after  the  close  of  this  Communication. 
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The  amendment  to  the  Constitution  proposed  by  Bro.  Bbainabd  C. 
Brown,  which  was  not  acted  upon  yesterday  afternoon,  although  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  recommending  it  was 
then  concurred  in,  was  taken  up  for  consideration  ;  and,  having  been 
adopted  unanimously,  will  also  go  into  effect  from  and  after  the  close 
of  this  Communication. 

The  next  special  order — the  election  of  Grand  Officers — was  post- 
poned, in  order  to  receive  the  following  resolution  offered  by  Bro. 
N.  Greene  Curtis  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  the  Grand  Secretary  for  the  ensuing  year  be  fixed  at 
the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars. 

Bro.  Francis  E.  Baker  moved  to  amend  the  resolution  by  striking 
out  the  words  "  four  thousand,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words 
"  three  thousand  five  hundred." 

After  some  discussion,  on  motion  of  Bro.  Clay  W.  Taylor,  the 
further  consideration  of  the  resolution  was  indefinitely  postponed.

The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  on  at  ten  o'clock,  the  Grand  Master 
presiding. 

After  music  by  the  choir  and  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  the 
minutes  of  the  sessions  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

Bro.  William  H.  Hill  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted  : — 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  as 
relates  to  the  action  of  the  "  German  Grand  Lodge  League"  in  its  violation  of  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Juris- 
prudence, to  consider  and  report  thereon  at  the  next  Annual  Communication. 

The  Grand  Secretary  read  a  communication  from  a  gentleman 
relative  to  certain  expenses  incurred  by  him  in  the  burial  of  a  Mason, 
and  requesting  a  contribution  to  reimburse  him  ;  which  communica- 
tion was  ordered  to  be  placed  on  file. 
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Bro.  WHiiiiAM  C.  Belcher,  from  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence, 
presented  the  following  reports  : — 

To  the  Mr.  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California:— 

I.  In  the  matter  of  the  memorial  of  Bro.  B.  W.  Shepherd,  suspended  by  Sin- 
cerity Lodge,  No.  132,  for  non-payment  of  dues,  the  facts,  as  we  gather  them  from 
the  memorial  and  from  a  letter  written  9th  November,  1878,  by  Bro.  George  W, 
Boyden,  then  Master  of  the  Lodge  named,  to  the  Masonic  Board  of  Relief  of  San 
Francisco,  are  that,  in  1865,  Sincerity  Lodge,  No.  132,  removed  from  Rich  Bar,  in 
Plumas  county,  to  Taylorville,  in  the  same  county,  and  that  one  of  the  conditions  upon 
which  the  removal  was  agreed  to  was  that  all  the  members  residing  at  Rich  Bar  were 
to  be  made  life  members  of  the  Lodge,  and,  from  the  date  of  removal,  to  be  exempt 
from  dues  ;  and  that  they  were  by  the  Lodge,  subsequent  to  its  removal,  enrolled  as 
life  members  thereof,  in  accordance  with  the  agreement.  In  186G  all  who  had  been 
so  enrolled,  except  Bro.  Shepherd  and  one  other,  requested,  by  a  writing  over  their 
signatures,  that  their  names  be  placed  upon  the  list  of  paying  members;  and  in 
December,  1866,  the  names  of  all  who  had  been  enrolled  as  life  members,  including 
Bro.  Shepherd,  were,  by  order  of  the  Lodge,  placed  upon  the  list  of  paying  mem- 
bers, and  from  that  time  dues  were  regularly  charged  against  them.  Up  to  1873  the 
Lodge,  from  time  to  time,  remitted  the  dues  charged  against  Bro.  Shepherd.  In 
November  of  that  year  he  was  declared  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  but  no 
notice  of  such  suspension  was  given  to  the  Grand  Secretary.  In  1878,  after  due  noti- 
fication by  the  Secretary,  he  was  again  declared  suspended,  and  notice  was  given  to 
and  by  the  Grand  Secretary  of  that  fact. 

Bro.  Shepherd  asks  that  the  declaration  of  suspension  be  set  aside  by  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  your  committee  think  that  his  petition  should  be  granted.  That  he 
should  be  made  a  life  member  of  the  Lodge  and  be  thenceforth  exempt  from  dues 
was  a  contract  executed  between  him  and  his  Lodge  when  it  placed  his  name  upon 
the  roll  of  its  life  members,  and  that  Lodge  had  no  power  in  1873  or  1878,  without  his 
consent,  to  rescind  that  contract ;  and  its  action  in  charging  dues  against  him  and  in 
seeking  to  enforce  their  payment  was  in  violation  of  its  contract  and  of  the  good 
faith  which  we  ought  in  all  cases  to  require  our  Lodges  to  observe. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  declaration  of  suspension  of  Bro. 
Shepherd  was  without  authority  of  law  and  void,  and  that  he  is  still  a  life  member 
of  that  Lodge  in  good  standing,  and  must  be  so  returned  by  the  Lodge. 


II.  In  answer  to  sundry  questions  proposed,  the  Grand  Master  gave  the  following 
responses: — 

First.  That  the  Master  of  a  Lodge  has  no  power  to  authorize  a  Past  Master 
to  open  the  Lodge  and  perform  work  during  the  absence  of  himself  and  Wardens ; 
that  the  Lodge  cannot  be  opened  except  by  or  under  the  direction  and  with  the 
presence  of  the  Master  or  one  of  the  Wardens. 

Second.  That,  in  the  absence  of  the  Master  and  Wardens,  the  Lodge  cannot  be 
opened  even  for  the  burial  of  a  brother,  but  that  any  Mason  may  on  such  an  occasion 
read  the  burial  service. 

Third.  That  it  is  the  province  of  the  Master,  in  all  cases  when  objection  is  made 
to  the  admission  of  a  visiting  brother,  to  determine  whether  the  objection  is  sufficient, 
and,  in  his  discretion,  to  admit  or  exclude  the  visitor. 

Fourth.  That  when  a  Mason  is  charged  with  the  commission  of  crime,  the  fact 
that  he  has  been  acquitted  by  a  civil  court,  or  that  a  grand  jury  has  refused  to  indict 
him,  is  no  bar  to  his  trial  and  conviction  by  a  Masonic  tribunal  for  the  same  offense. 

In  all  these  cases  your  committee  think  that  the  decisions  are  clearly  right  and 
should  be  approved. 

Fifth.  The  Grand  Master  decided  that  the  installation  of  a  Master,  who  had  not 
received  the  certificate  of  qualification  required  by  General  Regulation  No.  16,  was 
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yoid.  In  this  we  think  his  action  should  be  approved.  The  prohibition  of  the  regu- 
lation is  absolute. 

Sixth.  He  also  decided  that  charges  should  not  be  withdrawn  after  a  meeting  of 
the  Lodge  had  been  called  for  electing  commissioners.  We  see  no  reason  why,  in  a 
proper  case,  the  charges  might  not  be  withdrawn  as  well  after  as  before  the  election 
of  commissioners,  inasmuch  as  the  law  says  nothing  in  regard  to  a  withdrawal.  It  is 
true  that  the  Master,  under  our  regulations,  may  determine  whether  a  charge  pre- 
sented to  him  is  frivolous  and  unnecessary  to  be  entertained,  and  that  he  ought  to 
determine  that  matter  before  he  calls  for  an  election  of  commissioners  ;  but  circum- 
stances may  occur  which  might  induce  him  afterward  to  conclude  that  the  offense 
charged  was  not  of  such  a  character  that  a  trial  ought  to  be  had. 

Seventh.  Construing  the  Seventeenth  General  Regulation,  the  Grand  Master  de- 
cided that,  if  either  the  accused  or  accuser  desired  to  produce  evidence  before  the 
Grand  Lodge,  on  appeal,  in  addition  to  that  produced  before  the  trial  commission,  he 
must  cause  it  to  be  taken  within  sixty  days  after  the  announcement  of  the  result  of  the 
trial  by  the  Master,  and  that  if  either  party  desired  to  present  any  argument  before 
the  Committee  on  Grievances,  such  argument  must  be  transmitted  to  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary at  least  sixty  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Your  committee 
have  carefully  considered  the  regulation,  and  think  his  construction  thereof  to  be 
correct. 


III.  In  Mariposa  Lodge,  No.  24,  charges  were  preferred  against  John  Perry 
Duncan,  one  of  its  members,  for  gross  unmasonic  conduct.  Commissioners  were 
elected,  and  he  appeared  before  them,  was  tried  and  convicted  ;  judgment  of  ex- 
pulsion was  declared  and  entered,  and  no  appeal  was  taken  therefrom.  The  trans- 
cript of  the  record  of  the  trial  was  referred  to  the  Grand  Master,  and,  upon  examin 
ation,  it  appeared  defective  in  many  particulars,  and  showed  irregularities  in  the 
proceedings,  such,  as  in  his  opinion,  would  lead  to  a  reversal  of  the  judgment ;  and 
thereupon  he  made  an  order  setting  aside  the  judgment  and  ordering  a  new  trial. 
He  informs  us  that  he  is  aware  that  he  acted  in  the  matter  without  authority,  but 
under  a  conviction  that  the  best  interests  of  the  Craft  required  prompt  action.  Your 
committee  are  satisfied  that  he  acted  from  the  purest  motives  and  with  the  best 
intent,  but  they  .think  his  action  in  the  matter  without  warrant  under  the  Constitution, 
and  therefore  void.  The  Constitution  has  made  careful  provision  for  appeals  and 
the  revision  of  judgments  in  criminal  cases,  and  under  its  provisions  the  Grand  Lodge 
alone  has  power  to  vacate  and  set  aside  a  judgment  of  suspension  or  expulsion.  No 
matter  how  defective  the  transcript,  or  how  glaring  the  errors  committed  in  the 
progress  of  the  trial,  the  judgment  of  the  Lodge  must  stand  until  reversed  or  modi- 
fied by  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  and,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  the  said  judgment, 
expelling  John  Perry  Duncan  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  is  in 
full  force  and  effect  to-day,  as  the  final  judgment  of  the  Lodge  in  a  matter  over 
which  it  had  jurisdiction  under  the  Constitution  ;  and  that  any  subsequent  action  that 
may  have  been  had  by  the  Lodge  under  the  order  is  absolutely  void.

From  the  foregoing  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  at  the  present  Communication 
one  hundred  and  eighty-eight  chartered  Lodges,  being  all  save  seventeen,  were 
represented,  together  with  four  of  the  six  Lodges  acting  under  dispensation.  It  will 
also  be  seen  therefrom  that  to  forty-three  Lodges  no  allowance  has  been  made.  Of 
these,  twenty— being  Nos.  1,  17,  22,  30,  44,  61,  120,  127,  136, 139,  144,  166,  169,  188, 
191,  212.  215,  216,  219,  and  244— altkough  represented  and  their  dues  fully  paid,  are 
located  in  this  city  or  its  immediate  vicinity  ;  nineteen — being  Nos.  78,  89,  109,  114, 
122,  129,  132,  135,  160,  175,  189,  213,  225,  227,  231,  237,  239  ;  and  Lodi  and  Arizona 
Lodges,  under  dispensation,  have  paid  their  dues,  but  have  not  been  represented  at 
all  ;  two— -being  Nos.  5  and  41,  have  paid  their  dues  but  were  not  represented  on  the 
first  day,  as  our  laws  require,  and  were  not  excused  ;  and  two,  being  Nos.  21  and  177, 
are  located  without  the  State,  and  are  not  chargable  with  dues  to  this  fund  or  enti- 
tled to  receive  anything  therefrom.  It  will  also  be  seen  that  allowances  have  been 
made  to  nine  Lodges  which  were  not  represented  on  the  first  day  of  the  Communica- 
tion, viz.:  Nos.  46,  51,  57,  110,  141,  143,  150,  151,  and  228,  the  representatives  thereof 
having  been  excused  by  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  lateness  of  their  attendance. 

It  will  be  observed  that  your  committee  have  allowed  the  cost  of  transportation 
to  four  Lodges  under  dispensation,  which  seems  not  to  be  authorized  by  the  General 
Regulations,  but,  in  looking  back  over  the  reports  for  several  years,  they  find  that 
such  allowances  have  been  regularly  made  ;  and,  inasmuch  as  these  Lodges  pay  the 
same  dues  to  the  representative  fund  as  do  chartered  Lodges,  it  is  thought  that  they 
are  justly  entitled  to  the  allowance.  On  this  subject  your  committee  will  offer  a 
resolution  at  the  conclusion  of  their  report.

be  drawn  from  the  general  fund  and  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  representative  fund. 
Notwithstanding  this  deficit  they  do  not  think  that  any  increase  in  the  levy  for  the 
representative  fund  will  be  necessary  at  this  time,  as  the  general  fund  will  be  amply 
sufficient  to  supply  all  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  coming  year.  In  accordance 
with  the  foregoing,  your  committee  offer  the  following  resolutions  and  recommend 
their  adoption  : — 

Resolved,  That  there  be  levied  upon  the  Lodges  of  this  jurisdiction,  for  the  current 
fiscal  year,  in  addition  to  the  dues  prescribed  by  the  Constitution,  the  sum  of  twenty- 
five  cents  for  each  member  borne  upon  their  respective  rolls  at  the  date  of  their  next 
annual  reports,  for  account  of  the  representative  fund  ;  which  assessment  shall  be 
paid  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  is  prescribed  for  the  payment  of 
the  regular  annual  dues. 

Resolved,  That  the  representatives  from  Lodges  under  dispensation,  paying  dues 
for  account  of  the  representative  fund,  shall  receive  allowances  in  the  same  manner 
as  made  to  those  from  chartered  Lodges.

Which  report  was  concurred  in  and  the  resolutions  accompanying 
it  were  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  William  H.  Hill,  the  installation  of  the  Grand 
Officers  was  made  the  special  order  for  two  and  a  half  o'clock  this 
afternoon. 

Bro.  William  T.  Keynolds,  from  the  Committee  on  Grievances, 
presented  the  following  reports  : — 

To  the  M.'.  W.' .  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  the  cross  appeals  of  the 
accusers  and  the  accused  in  the  case  of  "Wesley  Stewart  McPheeters,  who  was 
suspended  by  San  Benito  Lodge,  No.  211,  on  the  fifth  day  of  April,  1879,  submit  the 
following  report:— 

The  first  specification  contained  in  the  charge  was  "  that  the  said  Bro.  W.  S.  Mc- 
Pheeters, at  the  time  of  seeking  admission  in  this  Lodge,  held  himself  out  to  the 
members  thereof  and  to  the  community  at  large,  as  a  man  of  good  character  at  that 
time  and  prior  thereto,  and  upon  whom  at  least  no  stigma  of  disgrace  was  resting  ; 
when  in  fact  he  had  before  that  time,  to  wit:  on  or  about  the  ninth  day  of  April, 
1870,  been  convicted  of  grand  larceny  in  the  District  Court  for  the  County  of  Craw- 
ford, State  of  Kansas,  and  sentenced  by  said  Court  to  two  years'  imprisonment  at 
hard  labor  in  the  State  Prison  of  said  State— the  disgrace  of  which  he  was  resting 
under  at  the  time  of  seeking  admission  into  this  Lodge,  but  which  he  secretly  kept 
from  the  members  thereof,  thereby  practicing  a  gross  fraud  upon  this  Lodge 
and  its  members  in  procuring  membership  therein." 

The  accused  moved  to  quash  this  specification.  This  motion  was  sustained  by  the 
Master  and  the  charge  covered  by  this  specification  was  set  aside.  From  this  ruling 
the  accusers  appeal. 

Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  ruling  should  be  sustained.  To  hold  other- 
wise would  be  to  refuse  forgiveness  to  any  man  who  had  at  any  time  made  a  mistake 
during  his  previous  life.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Lodge  to  satisfy  itself,  at  the  time  of 
application  for  admission,  as  to  the  moral  character  of  the  applicant;  and  this 
having  been  determined,  his  status  in   the  order  must  depend  entirely  upon  his 
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conduct  and  course  of  life  after  his  admission.  Should  he  then  prove  himself 
unworthy,  the  remedy  against  his  misconduct  is  ample. 

The  second  specification  charges,  in  substance,  that  the  accused,  while  acting  as 
attorney  for  Bro.  Thomas  M.  Reed,  of  Washington  Territory,  a  brother  Mason  in 
good  standing,  and  at  the  time  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  that 
Territory,  represented  to  that  brother  that  a  judgment  which  the  accused  had 
obtained  in  his  favor  against  one  Carleton  had  better  be  compromised,  and 
that  he  had  done  so,  receiving  therefor  the  sum  of  seventy  dollars— remitting 
to  Bro.  Reed  the  sum  of  sixty  dollars,  and  retaining  to  himself  the  sum  of 
ten  dollars  as  fees  ;  while  in  fact  the  accused  had  received  the  full  amount  of  such 
judgment — being  one  hundred  and  four  dollars  —  from  Carleton,  and  had  appro- 
priated the  difference,  amounting  to  thirty-four  dollars.  Upon  this  specification 
the  accused  was  found  guilty  by  a  Unanimous  vote  of  the  trial-commissioners, 
and  the  finding  appears  to  be  amply  sustained  by  the  testimony.  He  was  sen- 
sentenced  to  be  suspended  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry.  Your 
committee  are  of  the  opinion  that,  for  such  an  offense,  he  deserved  that,  and 
more,  and  they  therefore  offer  the  following  resolution  and  recommend  its  adop- 
tion : — 

Besdlved,  That  the  action  of  San  Benito  Lodge,  No.  211,  in  suspending 
Wesley  Stewart  McPheeters,  be  and  is  hereby  set  aside,  and  that  said  McPheeters 
be  and  is  hereby  expelled  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry. 


Your  committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  appeal  of  Bro.  Elias  L.  Mc- 
Clure  from  the  action  of  Clay  Lodge,  No.  101,  in  sentencing  Bro.  Isaac  T.  Coffin 
to  be  reprimanded  only,  and  report  that,  if  the  case  stood  alone  upon  the  record  of  the 
trial,  they  would  probably  be  of  the  opinion  that  the  punishment  was  inadequate  to 
the  offense  ;  but  the  accused  and  a  number  of  the  brethren  of  the  Lodge  having  for- 
warded an  explanation  of  the  circumstances  under  which  the  offense  charged  was 
committed,  which,  to  a  certain  extent,  appears  to  palliate  that  offense,  your  com- 
mittee have  come  to  the  conclusion,  that  the  action  of  the  Lodge  should  not  be 
disturbed,  and  they  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: — 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  Clay  Lodge.  No.  101,  in  sentencing  Bro.  Isaac  T. 
Coffin  to  be  reprimanded,  be  and  is  hereby  affirmed. 


Your  committee  have  examined  sundry  transcripts  of  trial-records  wherein  no 
notice  of  appeal  appears,  and  find  that  in  each  case  the  proceedings  have  been  had 
substantially  in  accordance  with  our  regulations  ;  that  the  decisions  seem  to  have 
been  warranted  by  the  testimony  presented  ;  and  that  it  does  not  appear  that  any 
action  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  necessary  in  the  following  cases,  viz.,

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Jacob  Deutsch,  for 
restoration  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  report  as  follows: — 

The  proceedings  of  last  year  show  that  the  petitioner  w*as  charged  in  Pacific 
Lodge,  No.  136,  with  very  unmasonic  conduct;  that,  on  the  third  day  of  September, 
1878,  he  was  by  that  Lodge  found  guilty  thereof  and  sentenced  to  be  reprimanded 
therefor  ;  that  a  Past  Master  of  that  Lodge  appealed  from  the  judgment  thereof  upon 
the  ground  that  the  punishment  awarded  was  not  commensurate  with  the  offense  ; 
and  that  the  Grand  Lodge  sustained  the  appeal,  set  aside  the  judgment,  and  ordered 
that  said  Jacob  Deutsch  be  suspended  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry. 
The  papers  now  presented  show  that  the  Lodge  of  which  he  was  formerly  a  member 
has  refused  to  recommend  his  restoration,  and,  as  no  especial  reason  is  given  therefor, 
your  committee  offer  the  following  resolution  and  recommend  its  adoption  :— 

Resolved,  that  the  petition  of  Jacob  Deutsch  for  restoration  to  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  Masonry  be  and  is  hereby  denied. 


Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  Bro.  Malcom  Mount  from 
the  action  of  Keith  Lodge,  No.  187,  in  acquitting  Bro.  Cooper  Comins  from  certain 
charges  of  unmasonic  conduct,  having  carefully  examined  the  papers  in  the  case 
and  the  testimony  introduced  on  the  trial,  report  as  follows  : — 

The  accused  is  charged  with  taking  the  life  of  one  Alexander  Laird.  Bro. 
Comins  did  shoot  and  kill  the  said  Laird,  and  for  this  he  was  tried  in  the  civil  court 
and  was  acquitted  by  the  jury  on  the  ground  that  the  act  was  committed  in  self- 
defense.  Of  course  the  fact  of  his  acquittal  is  not  absolutely  conclusive,  and  a 
Masonic  court  may  go  behind  it,  but  such  a  decision  ought  to  weigh  strongly  in  favor 
of  the  accused,  and  should  be  considered  as  prima  facie  evidence  in  his  favor.  No 
evidence  was  introduced  at  the  trial  before  the  commission  tending  to  impeach  the 
justice  of  his  acquittal  in  the  civil  court,  and  your  committee  therefore  offer  the 
following  resolution  and  ask  its  adoption  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  Keith  Lodge,  No.  187,  in  acquitting  Bro.  Cooper 
Comins  from  the  charge  preferred  against  him,  be  and  is  hereby  affirmed. 


Your  committee  have  had  under  consideration  a  memorial  from  Hawaiian  Lodge, 
No.  21,  asking  the  restoration  of  Robert  Moore,  who  was  by  it  expelled  on  the 
sixth  day  of  May,  1878. 

The  Lodge  passed  the  following  resolution  at  a  stated  meeting,  all  its  members 
having  been  duly  notified  in  accordance  with  our  regulations  j-- 

Resolved,  That  the  petition  of  Robert  Moore  to  be  reinstated  to  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  Masonry  receives  the  cordial  assent  of  this  Lodge,  and  the  Secre- 
tary is  instructed  to  forward  the  same  with  an  earnest  request  that  the  same  be 
granted. 

Under  these  circumstances  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  no 
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good  reason  why  the  request  should  be  refused,  and  they  therefore  offer  the  follow- 
ing resolution  and  recommend  its  adoption  : — 

Jiesulved,  That  Robekt  Moore  be  and  is  hereby  restored  to  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  Masonry.

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Grand  Masters  Ad- 
dress relating  to  the  decease  of  Past  Grand  officers  during  the  year,  report  as 
follows  :— 

To  the  eloquent  words  of  fraternal  sorrow  by  which  our  Grand  Master  has  con- 
veyed to  this  Grand  Lodge  official  intelligence  of  the  translation  from  this  world  of 
speculative  Freemasonry  to  that  realm  above,  where  speculation  ceases,  and  where 
principles  and  moral  truths  are  embodied  into  forms  of  living  and  tangible  realiza- 
tion of  our  dearly  beloved  brothers,  Past  Senior  Grand  Warden  William  8.  Wells, 
Past  Senior  Grand  Warden  Aaron  D.  Park,  and  Past  Junior  Grand  Warden  John 
R.  McConnell,  any  language  in  the  vocabulary  of  your  committee  can  add  but 
little. 

Since  our  last  Annual  Communication  three  brothers  who  have  been  honored  by 
this  Grand  Lodge,  and  who  have  in  turn  honored  and  exalted  the  dignified  places 
filled  by  them— three  good  men  and  true — have  been  summoned  from  the  busy 
scenes  of  time;  but  while  our  hearts  are  sad,  and  while  we  mingle  our  tears  of 
sympathetic  grief  with  those  of  the  disconsolate  families  of  our  deceased  brothers, 
ours  is  not  the  grief  of  those  who  have  no  hope.  We  see  their  vacant  seats;  their 
hands  no  more  respond  to  our  fraternal  grasp;  their  lips  speak  no  more  our  mystic 
words  ;  we  realize  that  they  are  gone,  and  our  hearts  are  full  of  heaviness.  But  in 
the  extremity  of  our  bereavement  we  lift  our  eyes  to  the  acacia  that  blooms  and 
flourishes  in  perpetual  verdure  over  their  narrow  earthy  homes,  and  cast  our 
thoughts,  through  faith  and  hope,  to  the  Supreme  Grand  Lodge  of  Grand  Lodges, 
where  we  may  meet  the  just  and  good  of  all  ages  past  in  that  convocation  that 
shall  never  end. 

We  recommend  that  a  mourning  page  in  the  proceedings  of  thi3  Grand  Lodge  be 
devoted  to  the  memory  of  each  of  our  departed  brothers  above-named,  and  that 
the  Grand  Secretary  be  requested  to  prepare  appropriate  inscriptions  therefor.

To  the  31.'.  W.' .  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

Your  committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the  by-laws  of  the  following  five  Lodges 
under  dispensation,  viz. :  Landmark,  Reading,  Welcome,  Lodi,  and  Arizona,  have 
made  a  careful  examination  thereof  and  find  that  each  of  the  Lodges  named  has 
adopted  our  uniform  code.  The}7  also  find  that  Bodie  Lodge,  continued  under  dis- 
pensation last  year,  has  not  fully  complied  with  the  uniform  code,  and  they  recom- 
mend that  it  be  instructed  at  once  so  to  do. 

They  have  further  given  attention  to  the  various  amendments  proposed  by  sundry 
Lodges,  as  set  forth  in  the  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  which  were  referred  to 
them,  and  find  that  all  those  which  have  been  approved  by  the  Grand  Master 
were  properly  considered,  and  that  such  approval  should  be  affirmed  by  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

In  the  case  of  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  by-laws  of  Occidental  Lodge,  No. 
22,  requiring  the  Secretary  to  execute  a  bond,  in  a  sum  named,  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties,  your  committee  think,  with  the  Grand  Master,  that  the  object 
desired  can  be  accomplished  by  language  similar  to  that  found  in  Sec  2,  Article  V, 
of  the  uniform  code,  concerning  the  Treasurer,  and  that  the  amount  of  the  bond, 
when  required,  should  be  determined  by  a  resolution  of  the  Lodge. 

In  the  case  of  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  by-laws  of  Oakland  Lodge,  No. 
188,  which  were  also  disapproved  by  the  Grand  Master,  your  committee  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  reasons  given  for  such  disapproval  are  satisfactory  and  sufficient. 
They  therefore  recommend  that  his  action  in  those  two  cases  be  concurred  in.

Resolved,  That  one  copy  of  the  installation  service  and  three  copies  of  the  moni- 
torial work  be  furnished  to  each  Lodge,  free  of  charge  ;  that  extra  copies  be 
furnished  at  cost  price  ;  and  that  no  other  ritual  be  used  by  any  Lodge  in  this  juris- 
diction.

This  case  is  thoroughly  known  in  all  its  details  to  every  member  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  who  has  been  a  participant  in  its  deliberations  during  the  past  seven  years, 
and  it  is  useless  to  enter  into  any  argument,  pro  or  con,  as  to  its  merits.  The  report 
of  your  committee  at  the  Communication  of  1877  was  full  and  exhaustive,  and  it  is 
impossible  to  throw  any  new  light  upon  the  subject.  That  report  concludes  as 
follows  :  — 

Your  committee  feel  that  the  utmost  consideration  should  be  shown  to  the  pro- 
test of  any  Lodge  against  the  restoration  of  any  brother  by  it  expelled,  but,  in  this 
particular  case,  after  careful  examination  of  all  the  evidence  presented  at  each  of  the 
three  trials,  they  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  no  Masonic  offense  has  been 
proved  against  the  accused,  and  that  justice  requires  them  to  report  that  his  request 
should  be  granted. 

This  report  was  rejected  by  the  Grand  Lodge  in  spite  of  the  strength  of  its  alle- 
gations in  favor  of  the  accused.  At  the  Communication  in  1878  your  committee 
reported  that — 

Though  still  holding  to  the  opinions  expressed  by  your  previous  committee  in 
regard  to  the  injustice  of  his  expulsion,  yet,  after  having  taken  the  advice  of  many 
prominent  Masons  residing  in  that  section  of  the  State,  and  in  view  of  the  continuous 
and  bitter  opposition  to  his  restoration  evinced  by  most  of  the  members  of  his  former 
Lodge,  a  majority  of  your  committee  feel  compelled  to  report  that  it  will  be  for  the 
best  interests  of  Masonry  that  the  prayer  of  your  petitioner  should  not  be  granted. 

The  chairman  of  your  present  committee  is  responsible  for  both  those  reports, 
and,  after  mature  consideration,  he  i3  obliged  to  confess  that  in  writing  the  latter  one 
he  sacrificed  duty  to  expediency,  and  that  he  takes  great  blame  to  himself  therefor. 
Justice  is  justice  all  the  world  over,  and  all  but  one  of  your  committee  are  of  the 
opinion  that  a  gross  injustice  has  been  done  to  the  petitioner  and  that  his  prayer 
should  be  granted.  It  ill  becomes  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  California  to 
refuse  to  restore  a  Mason  to  his  rights  when  almost  every  member  of  each  of  its 
Committees  on  Grievances  for  seven  years  have  been  satisfied  that  he  was  improp- 
erly punished. 

Your  committee,  while  questioning  the  propriety  of  the  issue  by  the  petitioner  of 
his  printed  circular  letter,  are  willing  to  excuse  him  on  the  ground  that  he  has  felt 
himself  to  have  been  bitterly  wronged  ;  and  they  offer  the  following  resolution,  with  an 
earnest  request  for  its  adoption,  believing  that  the  Grand  Lodge  should  never  be  a 
party  to  an  act  of  injustice  : — 

Resolved,  That  Charles  Howard  Gordon  be  and  is  hereby  restored  to  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry.

Bro.  Henry  H.  Knapp,  from  a  minority  of  the  same  committee, 
presented  the  following  report : — 
To  the  Mr.  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

The  undersigned,  a  member  of  your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition 
of  Charles  Howard  Gordon,  heretofore  expelled  by  Woodbridge  Lodge,  No.  131, 
for  restoration  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  submits  the  following  :— 
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He  respectfully  dissents  from  the  opinion  of  the  majority  of  your  committee  in  the 
.above  case.  All  the  facts  and  circumstances  connected  with  the  trial  have  been 
repeatedly  presented  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  a  recapitulation  thereof  is  deemed 
unnecessary  at  this  time.  It  is  sufficient  to  say  that  in  1873  Mr.  Charles  Howard 
Gordon  was,  after  due  trial,  expelled  by  Woodbridge  Lodge.  On  account  of  inform- 
ality the  Grand  Lodge  reversed  the  judgment  and  remanded  the  case  for  a  new  trial 
In  1874  a  second  trial  resulted  in  a  like  judgment,  and  again,  for  informality,  the  case 
was  remanded.  In  1875  the  third  and  last  trial  resulted  in  a  similar  verdict.  An 
appeal  was  filed,  but  not  within  the  time  prescribed  by  our  Constitution,  and  the 
Grand  Lodge  dismissed  the  appeal,  thus  virtually  affirming  the  action  of  the  subor- 
dinate Lodge. 

Our  Constitution  prescribes  that  when  it  is  the  intention  of  a  person  who  has 
been  expelled  from  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry  to  petition  the  Grand 
Lodge  for  restoration,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  notify  the  Lodge  which  expelled  him  of 
such  intention,  at  least  sixty  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  etc.  This 
regulation  has  been  complied  with,  and  from  the  record  it  appears  that  said  Lodge 
not  only  denied  a  recommendation,  but,  by  a  unanimous  vote,  there  being  thirty-two 
members  present,  earnestly  implored  this  Grand  Lodge  not  to  grant  said  petition. 

The  undersigned,  believing  that  the  question  of  restoration,  and  none  other,  is 
the  one  to  be  considered,  and  that  the  members  of  Woodbridge  Lodge,  who  are  per- 
sonally acquainted  with  the  petitioner  and  his  character  and  conduct  since  said  expul- 
sion, are  better  qualified  to  judge  as  to  whether  he  is  worthy  or  unworthy  than  are 
the  members  of  your  committee,  and  seeing  that  said  Lodge  has  so  emphatically 
expressed  its  sentiments,  offers  the  following  resolution  and  recommends  its  adop- 
tion : — 

Resolved,  That  the  petition  of  Charles  Howard  Gordon,  for  restoration  to  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  denied.

Which  last  report,  after  some  discussion,  was  concurred  in  and  the 
resolution  accompanying  it  was  adopted. 

William  T.  Reynolds,  from  the  same  committee,  presented 
the  following  report,  it  being  the  one  withdrawn  this  morning  for 
further  consideration : — 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  Bro.  W.  E.  Nichols  from 

the  judgment  of  Santa  Barbara  Lodge,  No.   192,   in   sentencing  Bro.  James  O. 

Williams  to  be  reprimanded  only,  report  that  an  examination  of  the  record  shows 

that,  while  the  evidence  amply  sustains  the  finding  of  the  commission,  the  offense 

was  not  of  that  aggravated  nature  requiring  any  severer  sentence  than  that  imposed. 

It  also  appears  from  the  evidence  that  the  accuser  is  a  man  of  dissolute  habits, 

and  if  true,  that  he  is  addicted  to  practices  that  must  reflect  upon  the  Craft.    Your 

committee,  therefore,  submit  the  following  resolution  and  recommend  its  adoption  :— 

Resolved,  That  the  judgment  of  Santa  Barbara  Lodge,  No.  192,  in  sentencing 

Bro.  James  0.  Williams  to  be  reprimanded,  be  and  is  hereby  affirmed.

John  Mills  Browne,  must  not 
be  permitted  to  leave  the  chair  which,  during  four  years  past,  he  has  so  ably  and 
gracefnlly  occupied,  without  an  acknowledgment  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
its  hearty  commendation  of  the  manner  in  which  the  duties  of  its  occupant  have  been 
fulfilled,  and  an  earnest  recognition  thereby  of  the  learning,  diligence,  and  ability, 
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the  promptness  and  impartiality,  the  knowledge  of  our  laws  and  their  ready  applica- 
tion to  all  cases  presented  to  him,  the  zeal  manifested  by  his  visitations  of  all  the 
Lodges  of  our  jurisdiction  during  his  term  of  office,  the  urbanity  and  dignity  which 
have  ever  been  exhibited  in  the  Grand  Lodge  and  in  his  intercourse  with  the  brethren, 
and  the  true  Masonic  feeling  and  spirit  with  which  his  administration  has  constantly 
been  illustrated  and  adorned. 

Resolved,  That  our  retiring  Grand  Master  be  requested  to  sit  for  his  portrait,  and 
that,  when  it  be  done,  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  have  it  suitably  framed 
and  placed,  with  the  other  portraits  of  the  Grand  Masters,  in  the  portrait  gallery  of 
the  Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved,  That  the  elective  Grand  Officers  be  appointed  a  committee  with  power 
to  devise  and  procure  a  suitable  testimonial  expressive  of  our  appreciation  of  the 
eminent  services  of  our  esteemed  and  beloved  brother,  Past  Grand  Master  John  M. 
Browne,  to  be  presented  to  him  at  the  next  Annual  Communication. 

^Vhich  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted. 

Bro.  William  T.  Eeynolds,  from  the  Committee  on  Grievances, 
presented  the  following  reports  : — 

In  the  matter  of  the  petition  of  La  Grange  Lodge,  No.  99,  asking  that  Mariposa 
Lodge,  No.  24,  be  ordered  to  pay  certain  moneys  expended  by  said  La  Grange 
Lodge  for  the  support  and  burial  expenses  of  Bro.  Henry  Aldrich,  a  member  in 
good  standing  of  said  Mariposa  Lodge  at  the  time  of  his  decease,  your  committee, 
having  made  a  thorough  examination  into  the  merits  of  the  case  and  having  listened 
to  the  allegations  of  the  representatives  of  the  respective  Lodges,  report  as  fol- 
lows :— 

There  appears  to  be  no  doubt  that  La  Grange  Lodge,  in  good  faith,  expended  the 
sum  of  $264.62  for  the  relief  of  the  brother  named,  but  it  seem3  to  have  overlooked 
a  resolution  of  our  Grand  Lodge,  which  was  adopted  at  the  Annual  Communication 
in  October,  1868,  and  which  provides — 

That  all  moneys  advanced  by  a  Lodge  or  a  Board  of  Relief  to  or  for  a  member 
of  another  Lodge,  his  widow  or  orphans,  within  this  jurisdiction,  shall  be  refunded  by 
the  Lodge  of  which  the  brother  relieved  is,  or  was  at  the  time  of  his  death,  a  member 
in  good  standing ;  provided,  that  no  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  shall  be  so  ad- 
vanced without  the  consent  of  the  Master  of  the  Lodge  whose  member  shall  be 
relieved. 

Now  Mariposa  Lodge  is  situated  almost  within  hailing  distance  of  La  Grange 
Lodge,  and  it  does  not  appear  that  any  effort  wa3  made  by  said  La  Grange  Lodge  to 
communicate  to  her  sister  Lodge  the  fact  that  one  of  its  members  was  in  distress  and 
needed  relief  and  assistance.  It  went  on  and  expended  its  money  as  an  act  of  charity; 
and  for  this  it  deserves  our  sincerest  commendation.  Still  it  should  have  been 
remembered  that  it  was  proper  to  act  in  accordance  with  the  regulation  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  that, if  it  chose  to  pay  out  its  funds  for  a  worthy  purpose,  it  had  no  right  to 
call  upon  its  sister  Lodge  for  reimbursement  against  the  plain  provisions  of  our  law. 

Mariposa  Lodge  does  not  wish  to  be  considered  as  lacking  in  Masonic  charity  or 
as  desiring  to  take  advantage  of  any  technicality  to  avoid  the  payment  of  a  just 
claim.  It  contends  that  La  Grange  Lodge  paid  the  money  without  there  having 
been  any  necessity  for  its  expenditure;  that  the  deceased  brother  had  ample  funds 
of  his  own  at  his  disposal  for  the  payment  of  all  his  debts;  that  La  Grange  Lodge 
was  too  profuse  in  its  expenditures;  and  that,  even  if  the  deceased  brother  was  a 
poor  man,  had  it — Mariposa  Lodge — received  notification  of  his  sickness  and 
probable  death,  it  would  have  been  so  enabled  to  manage  his  personal  estate  that 
it  would  have  been  ample  to  meet  all  his  obligations. 

This  is  a  matter  in  which  no  personal  feeling  is  involved,  and  each  Lodge  admits 
that  the  other  is  conscientious  in  its  opinions.    One  thing  is  certain — that  L,a  Grange 
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Lodge  was  clearly  in  the  wrong  in  expending  the  money  without  notifying  its  sister 
Lodge,  in  plain  neglect  of  the  provisions  of  our  law.  Another  thing  is  equally 
sure_that  Mariposa  Lodge  would  willingly  pay  the  money,  provided  it  were  satisfied 
that  it  had  been  legitimately  expended.  Your  committee,  in  any  event,  could  only 
award  to  La  Grange  Lodge  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  but  they  believe  that 
Mariposa  Lodge  is  both  able  and  willing  to  pay  the  whole  charge  could  its  members 
be  convinced  of  its  justice. 

The  whole  matter  in  dispute  occurred  many  years  ago,  and  your  committee  are  of 
the  opinion  that  La  Grange  Lodge  should  have  prosecuted  its  claims  at  a  time  when 
the  circumstances  were  fresh  in  the  remembrance  of  all.  They  believe  that  the  two 
Lodges  can  satisfactorily  settle  the  matter  between  themselves,  and  they  therefore 
offer  the  following  resolution  and  recommend  its  adoption : — 

Resolved,  That  La  Grange  Lodge,  No.  99,  and  Mariposa  Lodge,  No.  24,  be  advised 
to  appoint  each  two  members  of  their  respective  Lodges  as  a  committee  of  confer- 
ence for  the  purpose  of  adjudicating  the  matters  in  dispute  between  them. 


Your  committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  appeal  of  Cykenius  B.  Denio 
from  the  action  of  Solano  Lodge,  No.  229,  in  expelling  him  from  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  Masonry,  and  report  as  follows: — 

There  is  a  wide  difference  of  opinion  among  the  members  of  the  committee  as  to 
what  disposition  should  be  made  of  the  case,  and  a  unanimous  report  therefrom  will 
be  impossible.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  is  one  of  those  peculiar  cases  which 
should  be  heard  and  discussed  in  committee  rather  than  in  open  Grand  Lodge,  it  is 
thought  best  that  the  committee  be  granted  further  time  for  its  consideration,  and 
they  therefore  ask  for  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : — 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Grievances  be  granted  further  time  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  appeal  of  Cyrenius  B.  Denio  from  the  action  of  Solano  Lodge , 
No.  229,  in  expelling  him  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry.

A  M ENDMENTS 

TO  THE 

CONSTITUTION    OF   THE   GRAND    LODGE, 

Adopted   October,  A.  L.   5879. 


I.  Strike  out,  in  the  third  line  of  Section  1,  Article  VII,  Part  I,  the  words  "on 
Finances  ;"  and  insert,  in  the  the  third  line  of  Section  2,  of  the  same  Article  and 
Part,  next  after  the  word  "Jurisprudence,"  the  words  "on  Finances;"  so  that 
those  two  sections  shall  now  read  as  follows  : — 

Section  1.  The  following  regular  committees,  to  consist  of  five  members  each, 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master  at  each  Annual  Communication,  as  soon  as 
practicable  after  its  commencement,  viz.  :  On  Credentials,  on  Charters,  and  on  By- 
Laws  of  Lodges,  the  duties  of  which  committees  shall  cease  at  the  close  of  such 
Communication. 

Sec.  2.  The  following  standing  committees,  to  consist  of  five  members  each, 
shall  also  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master  at  each  Annual  Communication,  just 
before  its  close,  viz. :  On  Jurisprudence,  on  Finances,  on  Grievances,  on  Corre- 
spondence, and  on  Returns,  the  duties  of  which  committees  shall  continue  during 
the  year  thereafter,  and  shall  cease  at  the  close  of  the  next  succeeding  Annual  Com- 
munication. 


II.  Strike  out  all  of  Section  3,  Article  IV,  Part  II,  after  the  word  "  direct,"  in 
the  second  line  thereof;  so  that  that  section  shall  now  read  as  follows  : — 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  receive  such  compensation  for  his  services  as  the  Grand  Ledge 
may  direct. 

III.  Insert,  in  the  fourteenth  line  of  Section  5,  Article  IV,  Part  VI,  immediately 
after  the  word  "  testimony,"  where  it  first  occurs  in  that  line,  the  following  :  "  or 
such  testimony  may  be  taken  before  the  commissioners,  the  witnesses  having  first 
been  put  under  oath,  or  affirmation,  by  some  officer  authorized  by  the  laws  of  this 
State  to  administer  oaths  ;  "  so  that  that  section  shall  now  read  as  follows  :— 

Sec  5.  The  Master  shall,  at  the  request  of  either  party,  summon  such  witnesses 
as  are  Masons,  residing  within  the  jurisdiction  of  his  Lodge,  to  appear  and  testify 
before  the  Commission.  Whenever  the  attendance  of  a  witness,  who  is  a  Mason  and 
who  resides  without  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Lodge  in  which  the  trial  is  had,  can  not  be 
procured,  his  testimony  may  be  taken  before  the  Master  of  the  Lodge  within  whose 
jurisdiction  he  resides,  upon  such  notice  to  the  adverse  party  as  the  Master  of  the 
Lodge  in  which  the  trial  is  to  be  had  shall  fix,  and  the  attendance  of  such  witness 
may  be  compelled  by  summonp.  His  testimony  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  signed 
by  him,  and  authenticated  by  the  certificate  of  the  Master  before  whom  it  is  taken, 
under  the  seal  of  his  Lodge.  "  The  testimony  of  witnesses  who  are  not  Masons  shall  be 
taken  by  deposition  before  some  officer  authorized,  by  the  laws  of  the  State  wherein 
he  resides,  to  administer  oaths,  and  at  such  time  and  place  and  uj)on  such  notice  to 
the  adverse  party  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Master,  upon  the  application  of  the 
party- desiring  the  testimony;  or  such  testimony  may  be  taken  before  tl.e  commis- 
sioners, the  witnesses  having  first  been  put  under  oath,  or  affirmation,  by  some  officer 
authorized  by  the  laws  of  this  State  to  administer  oaths.  Whenever  the' testimony  of 
a  witness  residing  out  of  this  State  is  desired,  it  shall  be  taken  upon  lntei rogatories, 
direct  and  cross,  agreed  upon  by  the  parties  or  settled  by  the  Master.  Witnesses  who 
are  Masons  in  good  standing  shall  testify  upon  their  honor  as  such  ;  and  all  others 
shall  testify  under  oath  or  affirmation.

AMENDMENTS 


TO    THE 


GENERAL  REGULATIONS  OF  THE  GRAND  LODGE, 

Adopted  October,  A.  L  5879. 


Strike  out,  in  the  third  General  Regulation,  all  after  the  word  "  therefor,"  in  the 
fifth  line  thereof,  and  insert  instead  thereof  the  following :  "It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Grand  Treasurer  to  judiciously  invest  all  moneys  set  aside  for  such  fund,  and  all 
moneys  accruing  from  the  interest  on  such  investments,  and  to  report  the  exact  con- 
dition thereof  to  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  first  day  of  each  Annual  Communication  ; 
and  for  its  safe  keeping  and  disbursement  he  shall  be  responsible  on  his  official 
bond."    So  that  that  Regulation  shall  now  read  as  follows : — 

3.  Such  standard  of  revenue  shall  be  continued  hereafter  as  will  afford  an  annual 
excess  over  the  current  expenditures  of  at  least  one  thousand  dollars,  which  excess 
shall  each  year  be  set  aside  as  an  accumulating  fund,  to  be  known  as  the  Reserve 
Fund,  which  shall  be  kept  and  increased  tor  purposes  of  emergency,  and  shall  only 
be  drawn  upon  therefor.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  to  judiciously 
invest  all  moneys  set  aside  for  such  fund,  and  all  moneys  accruing  from  the  interest 
on  such  investments,  and  to  report  the  exact  condition  thereof  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
on  the  first  day  of  each  Annual  Communication  ;  and  for  its  safe  keeping  and  dis- 
bursement he  shall  be  responsible  on  his  official  bond. 


Strike  out  all  the  fifteenth  General  Regulation  and  insert  instead  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing : — 

15.  The  Grand  Master  shall  appoint  for  each  district  an  officer,  to  be  called 
Inspector,  who  shall  be  a  resident  of  the  district  for  which  he  is  appointed,  and  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  each  Lodge  in  his  district  whenever  desired  by  any  Lodge,  or 
whenever  he  may  deem  it  necessary  for.  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  ;  to 
inspect  the  work,  and,  if  necessary,  correct  the  same  in  accordance  witn  the  work  as 
adopted  by  this  Grand  Lodge  ;  and  to  report  the  working  condi  tion  t  f  each  Lodge  in 
his  district  to  the  Grand  Lecturer  on  or  before  the  first  day  oi  September  in  each 
year  ;  and  further,  to  examine  the  records  and  all  the  books  of  each  Lodge,  and  the 
manner  of  transacting  its  business,  with  reference  to  its  conformitv  to  our  Constitu- 
tion and  Regulations,  and  report  thereon  to  the  Grand  Master  at  the  same  time. 
Each  Lodge  shall  pay  such  necessary  expenses  of  the  Inspector  &*  may  be  incurred 
in  performing  the  duties  of  the  visitation  herein  required. 


Add  the  following,  to  be  known  as  the  eighteenth  General  Regulation:— 

18.  The  election  of  Grand  Officers  shall  be  the  first  business  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
on  the  day  fixed  therefor  by  the  Constitution,  and  until  the  election  shall  have  been 
concluded  no  other  business  be  considered.

"Which  report  was  concurred  in  and  the  brethren  therein  named 
were  admitted  to  seats. 

The  Grand  Master  then  delivered  his  Annual  Address  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  as  follows: — 

Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge   of  California:— 

The  task  of  the  Grand  Master  of  Masons  appears  to  be  ended  with  the  lapse  of  a 
certain  time,  the  surrender  of  the  gavel,  and  the  message  in  which  he  renders  an 
account  of  his  stewardship.  Not  for  the  purpose  of  demonstrating  that  the  talent 
entrusted  to  me  was  not  buried  in  a  napkin  do  I  now  render  to  you  the  accounting 
of  my  labors.  Far  from  underrating  the  vast  importance  of  the  trust  and  responsi- 
bility which  you  have  delegated  to  me,  I  fulfill  this  part  of  my  duty,  requesting  you 
to  consider  that  those  things  which  I  have  done,  I  was  prompted  to  do  by  a  sense  of 
Masonic  duty,  and  that  those  things  which  were  not  done,  were  omitted,  not  through 
neglect,  but  more  through  want  of  power  than  of  will. 

Well  might  it  be  said  of  our  institution  that  it  is  semper  eadem,  a  boast  of  later  and 
less  ancient  institutions,  but  more  properly  attributable  to  ours,  which  demands 
the  preservation  of  the  ancient  landmark-;  and  therefore  I  deem  that  I  followed  my 
duty  in  pursuing  the  course  prescribed  by  previous  Grand  Masters  and  the  laws  and 
decisions  laid  down  by  former  Grand  Lodges,  holding  in  view  this  doctrine  of  pre- 
serving, as  nearly  as  possible,  the  established  law. 

"We  can  look  with  admiration  and  satisfaction  upon  the  progress  of  our  tenets. 
While  political  convulsions  shake  the  earth,  while  rule  or  misrule  calls  forth  the 
approval  or  disapproval  of  nations,  that  one  ineffaceable  word  and  grand  sentiment 
emblazoned  on  our  banner  and  device,  lives  and  shines — "charity."'"  Sweet  word 
and  link  which  binds  us  to  the  Order,  and  makes  ours  the  family,  governed,  not  by 
the  autocratic  will  of  the  individual  or  the  arrogated  power  of  the  few,  but  by  that 
consent  of  all,  which,  under  the  direction  of  the  Grand  Architect,  is  cemented 
through  a  love,  divine,  in  the  absence  of  all  selfishness,  and  in  the  presence  of  a 
sacrificing  spirit  binding  man  to  man  and  brother  to  brother.  It  has  always  been  a 
matter  of  surprise  that  the  bonds  of  fraternal  love  which  should  and  which  do 
in  Masonry  have  withstood  all  the  assaults  caused  by  divergence  in  religious,  econom- 
ical, and  political  ideas,  and  why  not?  Is  there,  or  has  there  ever  been,  a  grander 
structure  in  ethics  than  that  which  inculcates  the  doctrine  that  where  we  are  placed 
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to  suffer  and  fail,  we  are  also  placed  to  aid,  encourage,  lift  up  and  help?  This  it  is 
which  gives  undying  existence  to  and  adorns  with  grandeur  our  institution  ;  this  it 
is  which  has  enabled  Masonry  to  withstand  and  overcome  the  aggressions  and  attacks 
of  religious  bigotry,  vulgar  envy,  and  political  suspicion. 

We  may  well  say  that  as  Masons  we  are  placed  upon  a  platform  from  which  we  may 
look  down  upon  the  worldly  strifes  and  pursuits  of  the  profane,  following  that  higher 
and  better  aim  which  calls  upon  us  to  cherish  brotherly  love  and  charity.  Not  only 
the  charity  which  prompts  succor  to  those  who  are  oppressed  or  laid  low  by  want, 
misfortune,  or  malignitj',  but  also  that  which  prompts  us  to  counsel  tenderly,  to 
judge  leniently,  to  forgive  readily,  to  encourage  the  weary,  and  to  raise  up  the  brother 
who  falters  or  falls  by  the  wayside  in  the  wearying  struggles  of  life.  That  charity 
which  impels  us  to  impart  of  our  strength  to  our  weaker  brethren,  not  through  the 
hope  of  reward,  but  through  that  sense  of  duty  which  the  exalted  teuets  of  our 
Order  creates  and  perfects. 

The  past  Masonic  year  has  not  been  distinguished  by  anything  beyond  ordinary 
events.  The  Craft  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge  can  safely  be  said  to 
have  generally  prospered,  and  our  relations  with  other  Grand  Lodges  are  unchanged 
and  of  the  most  amicable  character. 

From  the  various  Masonic  Districts,  reports  have  been  received  from  Bros.  Wat- 
son, of  the  first,  Taylor,  of  the  fourth,  Barnes,  of  the  seventh,  Brown,  of  the 
eighth,  Bolfe,  of  the  ninth,  McCltjre,  of  the  tenth,  Warren,  of  the  eleventh, 
Flint,  of  the  twelfth,  Bowers,  cf  the  thirteenth,  Wright,  of  the  sixteenth,  Adams, 
of  the  seventeenth,  Burnham,  of  the  nineteenth,  Reynolds,  of  the  twenty-fourth, 
Boring,  of  the  twenty-fifth,  Lucas,  of  the  twenty-sixth,  Asay,  of  the  twenty- eighth, 
Hinds,  of  the  thirty-first,  and  Fyfe,  of  the  thirty- third,  -eighteen  only  out  of  thirty- 
three  ;  too  slight  a  showing  of  interest,  I  am  constrained  to  say,  on  t'je  part  of  those 
Inspectors  who  have  failed  to  comply  with  the  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge  relating  to 
reports ;  and  a  neglect,  which,  to  say  the  least,  should  not  be  passed  by  without 
notice.  It  has  been  pertinently  said  heretofore  that,  even  where  the  Inspectors  are 
unable  to  visit  the  Lodges,  they  can,  in  all  instances,  gain  sufficient  information 
about  the  condition  and  working  of  the  subordinate  Lodges. in  their  respective 
districts,  to  lay  before  your  body. 

The  report  from  Bro.  Frederick  W.  Lucas,  the  Inspector  of  the  twenty-sixth 
district,  makes  mention  of  the  condition  of  certain  Lodges  within  that  district  to 
which  your  attention  is  particularly  invited,  as  follows :  — 

Pescadero  Lodge,  No.  2:39,  has  not  held  a  meeting  for  any  purpose  since  June 
18th,  for  want  of  a  quorum,  its  members  being  few  and  widely  scattered;  there  are 
but  fourteen  borne  upon  the  roll  of  the  Lodge,  only  four  of  whom  live  within  a  con- 
venient distance ;  and  no  entries  have  been  made  in  the  bla/k-book  for  a  period  of  five 
years.  The  annual  meeting  for  the  election  of  its  officers  was  opened  and  presided 
over  by  a  Past  Master,  the  Master  of  the  Lodge  not  being  present.  Its  financial 
condition  is  said  to  be  good.  The  members  have  under  serious  consideration  the 
surrender  of  its  charter  or  a  consolidation  with  a  neighboring  Lodge  : 

The  books  of  Pajaro  Lodge,  No.  110,  indicate  an  unhappy  negligence  as  compared 
with  the  former  efforts  of  its  once  model  Secretary.  No  entry  has  been  made  in  the 
black-book  during  two  years,  and  the  minutes  have  not  been  transcribed  into  the 
record  book  since  February,  1879 : 

In  Confidence  Lodge,  No.  203,  the  Master  elect  had  failed  to  qualify  and  his  pre- 
decessor was  continuing  in  the  functions  of  that  office,  he  not  having  the  certificate 
required  by  the  regulation  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Monterey  Lodge,  No.  217,  is  reported  as  having  neglected  to  transcribe  its  minutes 
since  May,  1879,  and  no  entry  appears  in  the  black  book  since  1878.  The  Lodge  can- 
not be  said  to  be  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and  indications  point  to  the  surrender 
of  its  charter  in  the  no  distant  future. 
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The  report  from  Bro.  George  Hijjds,  Inspector  of  the  thirty-first  district,  also 
contains  matter  which  demands  seiious  attention,  namely— the  carelessness  of  some 
Lodges  through  which  dues  remain  uncollected,  and  the  subsequent  remission  of 
dues  by  "wholesale,"  as  the  brother  significantly  expresses  it.  This  is  done  to  retain 
sufficient  members  in  good  standing  to  preserve  the  existence  of  the  Lodge.  Such 
proceedings  are  more  than  reprehensible.  The  fund  of  the  Lodge  is  a  sacred  fund, 
consecrated  to  the  good  of  the  Craft  and  to  charity— its  chief  object.  The  remissness 
of  individual  members  in  the  payment  of  their  dues  is  excusable  only  in  particular 
and  rare  instances,  and  where  allowed  to  the  extent  shown  by  Bro.  Hinds,  it  becomes 
gross  injustice  to  the  Lodge  and  to  those  members  who  are  more  punctual  and  care- 
ful. I  recommend  that  action  be  had  upon  these  matters,  which  I  deem  to  be  of  no 
small  importance. 

The  Grand  Lodge  will  be  pleased  to  hear  that  the  reports  show  the  condition  of 
the  Lodges  generally  to  be  favorable,  and  especially  that  the  loose  manner  which 
formerly  prevailed  in  keeping  the  records  of  many  Lodges  has  given  way  to  a 
more  careful  compliance  with  its  Constitution  and  regulations. 

The  following  questions,  embodied  in  the  correspondence  during  the  year,  were 
considered  by  me  and  decided  : 

To  the  question  "Does  the  constitution  require,  at  a  Masonic  trial,  the  attend- 
ance or  presence  of  all  the  Commissioners  elected,  or  can  a  majority  proceed  with 
the  trial?"  I  answered  that  a  majority  is  sufficient,  because  the  judgment  of  a 
majority  of  the  entire  Commission  is  considered  as  a  decision  of  the  whole ;  and  this 
has  been  thus  answered  so  often  before,  that  there  hardly  seemed  to  be  a  necessity 
for  the  question.    I  have  also  decided — 

That  the  laws  regulating  trials  do  not  provide  for  filling  vacancies  which  may 
occur  in  a  Commission,  unless  a  majority  thereof  shall  have  been  found  to  be 
disqualified;  and  that  a  majority  may  act,  (as  above)  but  that,  to  convict,  the 
concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  entire  Commission,  and  not  alone  the  majority 
of  those  present,  is  essential: 

That  for  good  reasons  shown  the  Master  of  a  Lodge  may,  in  his  discretion,  adjourn 
the  trial  for  more  than  ten  days  : 

That  when  funeral  ceremonies  are  conducted  by  organizations  other  than  a 
Lodge  of  Masons,  the  members  of  a  Lodge  cannot,  as  Masons,  take  part  in  the  cere- 
monies, but  as  private  citizens  only  : 

That  where  the  Master  elect  has  failed  or  refused  to  qua'ify,  his  predecessor  should 
not  continue  in  the  functions  of  that  office  longer  than  until  a  special  election  to  fill 
the  same  can  be  held,  under  and  by  virtue  of  a  dispensation  issued  to  that  effect  by 
the  Grand  Master,  upon  proper  application : 

That  the  installation  of  the  officers  of  a  Lodge  in  public  is  not  permissible: 

That  the  District  Inspector  is  authorized  to  correct  the  work  of  a  Lodge  and 
examine  its  records : 

That  an  election  for  officers  of  a  Lodge,  held  at  any  other  meeting  than  the  stated 
one  prescribed  in  the  Constitution  for  that  purpose,  is  illegal  and  void;  and  that  a 
Lodge,  failing  to  elect  its  officers  at  such  meeting,  must  obtain  a  dispensation  from 
the  Grand  Master  to  hold  a  special  meeting  for  that  purpose: 

That  a  Masonic  Lodge  cannot  hold  its  meetings  in  a  hall  situate  in  a  town  or  vil- 
lage oi'ier  than  that  in  which  it  is  sought  by  dispensation  to  establish  the  Lodge.  In 
fail  case  the  dispensation  was  denied,  for  the  reason  that  the  petitioners  asked  leave 
to  meet  at  tee  hall  of  a  Lodge  in  a  neighboring  town.  I  did  not  feel  justified  in 
granting  a  dispensation  to  Masons  to  form  a  new  Lodge,  who  had  not  provided  a  safe 
and  suitable  iftU  for  their  meetings  and  work  within  the  jurisdiction  of  their  pro- 
posed Lodge. 

To  a  communication  repeived  from  San  Benito  Lodge,  No.  211,  I  have  answered 
as  follows  :- 
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In  your  communication,  San  Benito  Lodge  sets  forth  the  theory  that  when  a  mem- 
ber of  a  Lodge  dies  he  ceases  to  be  a  member  thereof,  and  therefore  the  widow  and 
orphans  of  such  deceased  Ma-on  have  no  longer  anv  claim  upon  the  Lodge  of  which 
he  was  a  member,  but  must  look  to  Masons  generally  for  that  relief  and  consolation 
which  the  brother  was  taught  to  believe  would  be  given  by  members  of  his  own 
Lodge.  This  position  is  wholly  untenable  and  at  variance  with  every  principle  of 
Masonry.  When  a  Lodge  of  Masons  neglects  or  refuses  to  care  for  and  relieve  the 
necessities  and  wants  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  its  d  ceased  members,  being  able 
so  to  do,  its  day  of  usefulness  has  passed  and  its  existence  should  cease. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  point  out  my  reasons  for  this  answer.  Suffice  it  to  say 
that  if  any  virtue  is  by  Ma-onry  placed  upon  the  broadest  gauge,  it  is  charity,  and  no 
evasion  of  the  sacred  duties  it  prescribes  is  under  any  circumstances  excusable.  I  am 
pleased  to  report  that  the  Lodge  replied,  admitting  its  error.  1  have,  in  the  course 
of  my  duties,  further  decided— 

That  an  unaffiliated  Mason,  wishing  to  keep  himself  in  good  standing  by  contrib- 
uting to  a  Lodge  sums  equivalent  to  its  monthly  dues,  may  exercise  his  option  as  to 
which  of  two  or  more  Lodges  having  concurrent  jurisdiction  he  will  so  contribute. 
The  Constitution  requires  this  contribution  to  be  made  to  a  Lodge  "  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  which  he  resides,"  and,  such  contribution  having  been  tendered  to 
such  Lodge,  to  the  full  extent  required  by  the  Constitution,  the  brother  is  thereby 
placed  in  good  standing,  whether  the  same  be  accepted  or  refused ;  but  such  contri- 
bution to  any  other  Lodge,  whether  accepted  or  not,  would  not  place  him  in  good 
standing: 

That  the  family  of  a  Mason  who  has:  taken  his  own  life  has,  if  the  brother  was 
in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  his  death,  as  much  claim  on  the  Lodge  for  aid  and 
protection  as  if  his  death  had  not  resulted  from  his  own  act: 

That  it  is  improper  and  unlawful  for  a  Masonic  Lodge  to  incorporate  under  the 
State  laws,  and  that  a  Lodge  which  has  so  incorporated  should  proceed  to  disincor- 
porate as  soon  as  possible  : 

That  nothing  contained  in  the  Constitution  or  Regulations  prohibts  a  Lodge  of 
Masons  from  acquiring,  owning,  and  holding  stock  in  an  incorporated  company: 

That  a  Master,  refusing  initiation  after  the  election  of  a  candidate,  for  the  reason 
that  a  member  objected  whose  name  and  grounds  of  objection  the  Master  refused 
to  state,  acted  correctly  : 

That  no  appeal  from  the  decision  of  a  Master  can,  under  any  circumstances,  be 
made  to  his  Lodge  : 

That  after  Trial-Commissioners  had  balloted  upon  all  the  specifications  of  a  charge 
laid  before  them,  and  had  signed  the  findings  and  judgment,  the  Commission  could 
not  re-assemble  and  review  their  proceedings,  or  do  anything  further,  as  the  whole 
matter  had  passed  out  of  their  hands : 

That  there  is  nothing  unmasonic,  prohibited,  or  even  reprehensible  in  holding  a 
dancing  party  in  a  Masonic  hall.  Social  festivities,  when  properly  conducted,  do  not 
desecrate  the  Lodge-room,  it  being  understood  of  course,  that  the  members  on  such 
occasions  are  not  to  be  clothed  as  Masons :  and 

That  it  is  improper  for  a  Mason  to  lecture  an  applicant  for  visitation  or  affiliation, 
who  has,  on  examination,  failed  to  gain  admission  into  a  Lodge,  the  applicant  having 
no  brother  to  vouch  for  him  to  the  lecturing  brother.  This  is  a  most  reprehensible 
proceeding,  and  it  is  not  too  harsh  to  term  it  unmasonic  and  that  it  should  subject  the 
offending  brother  to  proper  discipline.  It  shows  an  utter  want  of  the  caution  and 
prudence  which  are  commended  in  our  earliest  lessons,  and  is  fraught  with  absolute 
danger  by  enabling  an  impostor  to  gain  admission  and  foist  himself  upon  the  Craft 
and  the  Lodge  by  fraud. 

The  same  views  I  expressed  in  an  answer  to  a  communication  from  Pentalpha 
Lodge,  No.  202  ;  and  also  that,  to  ballot  for  and  elect  as  a  member  of  a  Lodge  an 
applicant  for  affiliation  who,  not  being  vouched  for,  was  unable  to  prove  himself  a 
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Mason  before  the  examining  committee,  was  totally  wrong  and  unjustifiable,  and 
could  not  be  condemned  in  terms  too  strong. 

In  the  matter  of  an  application  from  certain  members  of  Colusa  Lodge,  Xo.  142,  for 
the  appointment  of  a  commission  to  try  certain  charges  against  the  Master  thereof, 
I  have,  after  a  careful  examination  of  the  specifications  sent  to  me,  refused  to  appoint 
such  commission,  it  being,  in  my  opinion,  one  of  those  cases  which  should  be  settled 
in  a  nourt  of  law,  and  not  in  a  Lodge  of  Masons. 

The  following  letter  which  I  have  written  to  the  Master  of  Washington  Lodge, 
No.  20,  will  fully  explain  the  circumstances  which  called  for  it,  and  will,  I  hope,  be 
carefully  considered  by  the  Grand  Lodge: — 

The  Masonic  Board  of  Relief  of  San  Francisco  has  placed  in  my  hands  certain 
correspondence  between  it  and  Washington  Lodge,  Xo.  20,  in  reference  to  certain 
moneys  advanced  by  that  Board,  incident  to  the  funeral  expenses  of  the  late 
Bro.  Hamilton  C.  Harrison,  who  was  a  member  of  your  Lodge  in  good  standing 
at  the  date  of  his  death,  and  also  for  money  advanced  for  the  relief  of  the  widow 
ot  Bro.  Harrison.  I  ask  of  you  and  of  your  Lodge  a  careful  and  Masonic  consid- 
eration of  the  circumstances  under  which  the  Board  of  Relief,  in  a  spirit  of  charity  and 
brotherly  love,  responded  to  the  wants  of  the  widow  of  your  late  brother.  While  living, 
an  honored  and  esteemed  member,  now  dead,  his  remains  among  strangers,  away  from 
his  home  and  family,  his  final  resting  place  undecided,  if  to  be  buried  in  Sacramento, 
at  home,  by  the  members  of  his  own  Lodge,  his  widow  in  this  hour  of  her  affliction, 
bereavement,  and  sorrow  unable  to  be  present  for  no  other  reason  than  that  she  did 
not  have  the  means  to  pay  her  fare  to  her  home  ;  these  facts  becoming  known  to 
the  Board  of  Relief,  its  members,  like  men  whose  hearts  feel  for  another's  sorrow, 
as  Masons,  promptly  afforded  her  the  means  to  be  present  and  witness  the  last  sad 
rites  performed  as  a  token  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  her  deceased  husband;  and 
your  Lodge,  my  brother,  cannot  say  that  they  did  wrong,  though  the  amount  given 
may  have  been  more  than  they  were  authorized  to  give  without  your  sanction.  In  my 
opinion  it  is  the  duty  of  your  Lodge  to  refund  to  the  Board  of  Relief  the  amount  ad- 
vanced, even  if  it  should  exhaust  the  treasury  of  your  Lodge  ;  and,  should  the  Lodge 
be  unable  to  pay,  tiien  to  call  upon  its  individual  members  and  raise  by  private  sub- 
scription an  amount  sufficient  to  cancel  this  sacred  debt.  I  enclose  herewith  all  the 
correspondence  placed  in  my  hands,  with  the  hope,  may  I  not  say  with  the  assurance, 
that  I  shall  receive  from  you  a  satisfactory  reply. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  matter,  I  had  received  a  letter  from  Bakersfield 
Lodge,  No.  224,  enclosing  charges  against  Washington  Lodge,  Xo.  20,  based  upon  a 
refusal  of  the  latter  Lodge  to  refund  certain  moneys  paid  by  Bakersfield  Lodge  for 
necessary  expenses  incurred  in  preparing  the  remains  of  the  late  Bro.  Harbison  for 
removal  from  Bakersfield  to  Sacramento.  Believing  this  to  be  a  matter  which  should 
be  brought  directly  before  the  Grand  Lodge,  I  advised  Bakersfield  Lodge  to  present 
it  in  the  form  of  a  memorial,  setting  forth  the  grievance  complained  of;  stating, 
however,  that  if  the  Lodge  insisted,  I  would  appoint  a  commission  to  try  the  charges 
upon  a  showing  that  said  Lodge,  by  resolution  duly  passed,  had  ordered  a  reference, 
which  showing  was  not  made  when  I  first  received  the  application.  Bakersfield  Lodge 
has  since  adopted  my  suggestion,  and  has  addressed  to  the  Grand  Lodge  a  memorial 
upon  the  subject,  which  will  accompany  this  paper. 

At  the  request  of  the  Master  of  Alamo  Lodge,  No.  122, 1  appointed  Brother  Lewis 
C.  Wittenmyer,  Master  of  Martinez  Lodge,  Xo.  41,  to  preside  at  the  trial  of  a  charge 
against  a  brother  in  Alamo  Lodge,  for  the  reason  that  the  Master  of  that  Lodge 
was  personally  interested  in  the  matter  and  therefore  disqualified  to  preside  at  such 
trial. 

Another  matter  which  I  report  for  your  consideration  is  one  concerning  Buckeye 
Lodge,  No.  195.  in  which  charges  preferred  against  the  Master  appeared  to  me  to  be 
insufficient  to  constitute  an  offence;  and,  coming  to  that  conclusion,  I  have  so  deci- 
ded, and  now  beg  leave  to  submit  the  charges  and  my  decision  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
among  the  other  matters  referred  to  your  body. 

I  was  also  asked  if  a  charge  preferred  against  a  member  of  said  Lodge  could  be 
sent  to  another  Lodge  for  trial,  and  I  decided  that  there  was  no  provision  inthatpor- 
tion  of  the  Constitution  which  relates  to  trials,  permitting  such  action.     I  find,  how- 
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ever,  upon  examination,  that  this  question  was  formerly  submitted  to  the  Committee 
on  Jurisprudence,  who  reported  that  a  Mason  must  be  tried  by  a  commission  elected 
in  the  Lodge  of  which  he  was  a  member,  or  in  the  Lodge  in  whose  jurisdiction  he  re- 
sides, and  such  report  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  Yet  there  ap- 
pears to  have  been  a  later  action  of  this  body  by  the  adoption  of  a  report  of  the  same 
committee  which  seems  to  confer  the  authority  of  removal  in  certain  cases.  How- 
ever, the  circumstances  which  would  warrant  such  a  change  did  not  exist  in  this 
case,  and  my  decision,  even  if  erroneous,  did  not  affect  the  rights  of  any  party.  This 
matter  grew  out  of  a  subject  which  should  never  have  been  brought  before  the 
Lodge,  as  it  involved  simply  a  breach  of  a  legal  contract,  (as  claimed  by  the  injured 
party,)  and  the  tribunals  of  the  State  are  the  proper  places  where  such  cases  should 
be  determined.  In  the  course  of  this  difficulty  the  Master  of  Buckeye  Lodge  very 
properly  requested  me  to  appoint  the  Master  of  some  other  Lodge  to  preside  at  the 
trial,  in  which  he  felt  that  he  was  interested  to  such  a  degree  that  he  ought  not  to 
preside,  and  consequently  I  appointed  brother  Francis  E.  Baker,  Master  of  Wood- 
Land  Lodge,  No.  156,  as  a  proper  person  to  perform  said  duty. 

I  decided,  further,  that  the  Grand  Master  cannot  stay  or  interfere  with  the  judg- 
ment and  sentence  of  a  Lodge;  that  the  only  remedy  of  a  brother  deeming  himself 
aggrieved  or  injured  by  the  findings  and  judgment  of  a  commission  lies  in  an  appeal 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  and  that,  pending  such  appeal,  the  sentence  of  the  Lodge 
must  be  carried  into  effect  and  remain  in  force  until  set  aside  by  a  decision  of  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

Concerning  other  official  duties,  such  as  granting  dispensations  for  the  formation 
of  new  Lodges  and  for  special  purposes,  approving  or  withholding  my  approval  as 
to  proposed  amendments  to  by-laws  of  Lodges,  and  issuing  commissions  to  Repre- 
sentatives of  our  Grand  Lodge  near  other  other  Grand  Lodges,  I  refer  you  to  the 
ample  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  deem  it  unnecessary  to  mention  the 
same  at  greater  length. 

During  the  year  I  have,  owing  to  my  business  engagements  and  the  consequent 
want  of  time,  been  unable  to  attend  but  one  district  meeting,  where  I  was  accompan- 
ied by  the  Grand  Lecturer  and  Grand  Treasurer.  I  regret  this  the  more  because  it 
might  appear  like  indifference  on  my  part  to  a  subject  so  important  as  the  exemplifi- 
cation of  the  work,  and  from  a  personal  inspection  become  familiar  with  the  condition 
of  the  several  Lodges;  but  my  duties  in  business  have  been  such  that  I  found  it  im- 
possible to  follow  my  own  inclination. 

I  have  issued  the  following  deputations,  for  the  several  purposes  named,  since 
the  last  Annual  Communication  : — 

Bro.  John  Q.  Adams,  Junior  Grand  Warden,  was  deputed  to  lay  the  corner-stone 
of  the  M.  E.  Church  at  Yallejo,  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  November,  1879  : 

Past  Grand  Master  George  C.  Perkins  was  deputed  to  dedicate  the  Masonic  Hall 
of  Rio  Vista  Lodge,  No.  208,  at  Rio  Vista,  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  November, 
1879: 

Bro.  George  S.  Spaulding,  Past  Master  of  Claiborne  Lodge,  No.  185,  was  deputed 
to  dedicate  the  new  Hail  of  that  Lodge,  on  the  nineteenth  day  of  April,  1880  : 

Bro.  John  H.  Eickhoff,  Master  of  Oak  Grove  Lodge,  No.  215,  was  deputed  to  lay 
the  corner-stone  of  the  Water  Works  of  the  Alameda  Water  Company,  at  Alameda, 
on  the  twenty -ninth  day  of  June,  1880  : 

Bro.  Thomas  G.  Wilton,  Past  Master  of  La  Fayette  Lodge,  No,  126,  was  deputed  to 
dedicate  the  new  hall  of  Bodega  Lodge ,  No.  113,  on  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  July, 
1880  :  and 

Past  Grand  Master  N.  Greene  Curtis  was  deputed  to  lay  the  corner-stone  of  the 
Masonic  Hall  at  Elk  Grove,  in  Sacramento  County,  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  August, 
1880. 

On  the  10th  day  of  January  last,  I  convened  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  purpose  of 
laying  the  corner-stone  of  the  building  of  the  Oakland  Masonic  Hall  Association,  on 
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which  occasion  Past  Grand  Master  Leonidas  E.  Pratt  delivered  an  impressive  ad- 
dress. 

On  the  second  day  of  September,  1880, 1  approved  the  removal  of  St.  Louis  Lodge, 
No.  8G,  from  St.  Louis,  in  Sierra  County,  to  Howland  Flat,  in  the  same  county. 

With  reference  to  Master  Walter  Wilcox,  the  little  orphan  boy  who  came  to  us 
from  New  Orleans  after  the  death  of  his  parents  by  yellow  fever,  the  Grand  Lodge 
having  left  to  my  discretion  the  apportionment  of  the  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars 
granted  for  his  relief,  I  have  directed  that  the  monthly  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars 
should  be  paid  for  his  maintenance  and  education,  which  has  accordingly  been  done, 
as  will  appear  in  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary. 

Among  other  communications  I  have  received  a  circular  from  the  31.'.  W.\  Jos- 
eph S.  McCoy,  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  inviting  the  Fra- 
ternity to  assist  in  extinguishing  a  debt  which  rests  upon  the  Masonic  Temple  erected 
in  1869,  at  Washington,  D.  C.  The  plea  that  the  members  of  the  Lodges  in  that  city  are 
from  all  parts  of  the  United  States,  and  the  membership  not  of  that  permanent  char- 
acter which  marks  it  in  other  jurisdictions,  perhaps  entitles  the  appeal  to  your  con- 
sideration and  induces  me  to  reccommend  a  reference  of  the  circular,  herewith  sub- 
mitted, to  an  appropriate  committee. 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  say  that  the  bonds  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand 
Treasurer  were  executed  in  due  season,  were  by  me  approved,  and  are  now  here- 
with submitted. 

I  approach  now  the  mention  of  those  events  which  touch  the  tender  chords  of 
affection,  a  sad  tribute  to  those  whom  death  has  taken  from  among  us,  whose  com- 
panionship with  us  in  this  life  has  ended,  whose  qualities  are  enshrined  in  the  loving 
memory  of  their  friends  and  brethren: 

Departed  this  life  on  the  second  day  of  January  last,  the  11. \W.'.  John  Baxkson 
Hewson,  Past  Junior  Grand  Warden,  by  whose  death  the  Craft  is  deprived  of  a  good 
member,  and  the  commonwealth  of  a  good  citizen  : 

On  the  thirtieth  day  of  August  last,,  passed  from  among  us  to  a  better  life,  our 
venerable  brother,  Samuel  Graves.  A  spotless  life,  a  gentle  heart,  an  hon- 
orable and  useful  career,  an  amiable  disposition,  a  zealous  course  in  our  Order,  have 
all  at  once  ceased.  True,  that  our  Great  Grand  Master  did,  in  his  infinite  wisdom 
and  goodness,  grant  to  our  brother  a  life  longer  than  the  allotted  time  of  which 
the  Psalmist  speaks;  still  every  day  and  every  act  in  his  life  has  been  exemplary,  and 
although  taken  from  us  at  that  ripe  age  which  he  attained,  eighty-six  years,  we 
feel  the  loss  of  one  whose  worth  of  character,  purity  of  motive,  kindness  in  inter- 
course, and  love  and  zeal  in  the  Masonic  world  endeared  him  to  his  brethren. 
Brother  Samuel  Graves  was,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  tne  oldest  Mason  in  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  For  more  than  sixty  years  he  remained  a  member 
of,  and  attached  to  the  principles  of  the  Masonic  Order,  and  during  seven  years 
past  he  had  filled  the  position  of  Grand  Bible  Bearer  in  this  Grand  Lodge. 

What  an  expanse  of  life,  all  devoted  to  virtue,  charity,  improvement,  and  perfect 
fellowship  !  What  an  encomium  upon  the  tenets,  aims,  and  work  of  our  honored  and 
cherished  institution!  Praise  to  the  brother  who,  through  so  long  and  useful  a  life, 
ha3  added  to  the  lustre  of  Masonry  by  his  zeal,  fidelity  and  devotion. 

And  now,  having  nearly  ended  my  labors  and  made  known  to  you,  as  in  duty 
bound,  those  matters  which  were  in  my  province,  I  cannot  close  my  message  without 
expressing  to  you  my  heartfelt  assurance  of  gladness  at  meeting  you  in  this  Convo- 
cation, and  my  thankfulness  to  the  Creator  who  has  preserved  and  protected  us. 
With  the  earnest  desire  that  the  noble,  humane,  wise,  and  charitable  institution,  whose 
concerns  have  caused  you  to  assemble  here,  may  continue  to  thrive  and  flourish,  I 
re-commit  to  your  hands  the  august  power  with  which  you  have  deemed  proper  to 
-clothe  me  ;  and  in  this  connection,  I  take  great  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  great 
assistance  rendered  me  by  the  Grand  Secretary  in  the  discharge  of  the  various  and 
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responsible  duties  imposed  upon  me.  With  integrity  of  purpose,  and  in  perfect  fel- 
lowship, he  has  at  all  times  been  willing  to  share  with  me  his  great  experience  and 
ample  Masonic  knowledge. 

Irrespective  of  my  qualifications,  which  I  am  not  inclined  to  overrate,  irrespect- 
ive of  the  doubts  which  I  entertain  as  to  my  powers  to  benefit  the  Craft  as  much  as 
many  others  of  our  brethren,  this  Grand  Lodge  has  decided  that  this  great  honor,  of 
which  the  Grand  Master's  gavel  is  the  emblem,  should  be  conferred  upon  me  ;  and  I 
would  be  ungrateful  indeed  were  I  to  underestimate  the  greatness  of  the  position,  or 
to  question  the  motive  or  the  reasons  which  inclined  you  to  appoint  me  your  repre- 
sentative in  this  exalted  place. 

My  labors  are  ended.  Take  back,  then,  this  trust,  and  judge  my  acts  rather  by 
my  expressed  and  known  intentions  of  promoting  the  welfare,  increasing  the  pros- 
perity, and  preserving  the  honor  of  our  Order  and  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  than  by  what 
I  may  have  accomplished  or  done,  even  though  that  should  gain  your  approval  and 
commendation.

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  his  Annual  Eeport  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  as  follows  : — 

To  the  31.'.  W.\  Grand  Lodge,  of  California : — 

On  the  nineteenth  da}'  of  May,  1855,  the  undersigned  was  appointed  by  our  then 
Grand  Master,  the  Mr.  W.\  Bro.  William  Henry  Howard,  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  death  of  the  R.\  W.\  Bro.  LeviStowell,  who  had  been  Grand  Secretary 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  during  the  four  years  next  preceding;  and  at  the  next  following 
Communication  in  May,  1856,  he  was  elected  to  that  office,  as  he  has  been  during  alj 
the  years  succeeding,  much,  as  he  hopes  and  really  believes,  to  the  credit  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  which  he  has  endeavored  to  be  an  efficient  and  faithful  servitor.  But 
few  Grand  Secretaries  in  the  United  States  have  been  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  cent- 
ury in  office  ;  and  that  the  undersigned  has  thus  long  been  permitted  to  remain  in 
such  capacity  is  doubtless  owing  to  his  own  stupidity  in  giving  all  his  time  to  the 
advancement  of  the  fame  and  interests  of  the  Grand  Lodge  which  he  has  been  placed 
in  a  position  to  represent,  and  to  the  intelligence  of  those  who  knew  how  zealously 
and  constantly  he  has  endeavored  to  serve  them. 

With  this  brief  preface  the  undersigned  presents  his  twenty-fifth  annual  report, 
exhibiting,  as  usual,  all  such  transactions  of  his  office  during  the  year  as  should 
require  action  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  as  may  be  of  interest  to  its  officers 
or  members. 

As  soon  as  it  was  possible,  after  the  close  of  the  last  Annual  Communication,  two 
thousand  copies  of  the  proceedings  thereof— being  the  increased  number  ordered  last 
year— were  printed  and  distributed,  or  reserved  for  future  binding,  in  the  manner 
heretofore  set  forth. 

As  has  more  than  once  before  been  stated,  the  copies  for  our  Lodges  were  sent 
out  only  after  the  receipt  of  their  respective  certificates  of  election  and  installation 
of  officers,  as  those  certificates  only  could  give  information  as  to  whom  the  proceed- 
ings should  be  addressed ;  and  thus,  as  heretofore,  some  of  the  Lodges,  which  had 
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been  dilatory  in  this  respect,  did  not  receive  their  copies  until  some  time  after  their 
publication.  In  a  later  portion  of  this  report  those  Lodges  will  be  named,  as  it  is 
quite  time  that  such  delinquencies,  when  no  cause  therefor  is  shown,  should  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  such  action  as  it  may  deem  expedient. 

Again  the  undersigned  has  the  pleasure  to  report  that  a  further  addition  to  our 
library  of  about  a  hundred  volumes  has  been  made  during  the  past  year,  and  to 
express  the  hope  that,  before  the  proceedings  of  this  Communication  shall  have  gone 
through  the  press,  he  will  be  enabled  to  present  with  them  an  entire  and  corrected 
catalogue  of  all  the  volumes  which  may  at  that  time  occupy  our  shelves.

Since  the  close  of  the  last  Annual  Communication  dispensations  for  the  formation 
of  four  new  Lodges  have,  by  direction  of  the  Grand  Master,  been  issued  from  this 
office,  as  follows: —

The  petitions  for  the  foregoing  dispensations,  with  the  certificates  of  withdrawal 
of  the  several  petitioners  from  the  Lodges  of  which  they  had  last  been  members,  the 
recommendations  of  the  proper  chartered  Lodges,  and  the  certificates  regarding  the 
qualifications  of  the  Masters  and  Wardens  proposed,  which  are  required  by  our  laws, 
were  all  correctly  prepared  and  presented;  and  they  are  herewith  submitted,  to- 
gether with  the  returned  dispensations,  the  books  of  record,  and  the  petitions  of  the 
new  Lodges  to  be  perpetuated  by  charters. 

On  the  thirtieth  day  of  August  last  the  hall  of  Nicolaus  Lodge,  No.  129,  at  Wheat- 
land, was  destroyed  by  fire,  and,  among  the  property  lost,  was  the  charter  of  the 
Lodge.  It  now  asks  the  Grand  Lodge  that  a  duplicate  of  that  instrument  be  issued, 
as  will  appear  from  the  accompanying  communication. 

Of  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  by-laws  of  Lodges  which  have  been  received 
during  the  year,  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Master,  in  the  cases  of  thirty-five,  have 
been  filed  in  this  office.  Of  these,  five— being  from  Lodges,  Nos.  28,  201,  204,  248, 
and  253— propose  changes  in  the  times  of  meeting  ;  ten— being  from  Lodges  Nos.  38, 
45,  111,  123, 181,  204, 215 ,  226,  230,  and  237— propose  to  reduce  the  monthly  dues ;  three 
—being  from  Lodges  Nos.  24, 184,  and  242 — propose  to  increase  those  dues  ;  ton  —  be- 
ing from  Lodges  Nos.  1,  17,  26,  30,  91,  101,  212,  214,  235,  and  245--propose  to  reduce 
the  fees  for  the  degrees;  four — being  from  Lodges  Nos.  22,  111,  169,  and  246— piopose 
to  reduce  the  fee  for  affiliation  ;  three— being  from  Lodges  Nos.  1,  39,  and  215- 
propose  to  abolish  that  fee  ;  one— being  from  Lodge  No.  58 — proposes  to  make  the 
compensation  of  the  Secretary  and  Tyler  accord  with  the  uniform  code  ;  and  one — 
being  from  Lodge  No.  100 — proposes  to  have  one  ballot  for  all  the  three  degrees. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  the  following  proposed  amendments  have  boeuie- 
ceived,  viz.  :  one  from  Lodge  No.  45,  proposing  to  create  a  Charity  Fund  ;  one  from 
Lodge  No.  135,  proposing  to  elect  trustees  ;  one  from  Lodge  No.  224,  proposing  to 
strike  out  certain  words  relative  to  requiring  a  bond  from  the  Treasurer  ;  and   one 

*  Since  the  close  of  the  Communication,  an  appointment,  dated  on  the  twenty-second  day  of 
October,  1880,  has  been  received  for  our  W.'.

or  who  may  become  members  thereof,  are  and  will  be  irregular  Masons  : 

4th.  "An  answer  to  the  proclamation  of  Melbourne  M.  Tait,  Esq.,  Grand  Master 
t»f  the  self  assumed  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec,  by  Dr.  George  A.  Baynes,  Provin- 
cial Grand  Master  of  Scottish  Freemasonry  at  Montreal,"  dated  August,  1878  : 

5th.  Sundry  resolutions,  adopted  by  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  England  on  the 
sixth  day  of  March,  1878,  regretting  and  reprobating  the  action  of  the  Grand  Orient 
of  France  in  "  removing  from  its  Constitution  those  paragraphs  which  assert  a  belief 
in  the  existence  of  God,"  and  directing  that  no  Lodge  under  its  obedience  shall 
admit  any  foreign  brother  as  a  visitor,  unless  he  shall  acknowledge  that  such  belief 
is  an  essential  landmark  of  the  Craft : 

fith.  Sundry  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  on  the  sixth  day 
of  June,  1878,  expressing  its  indignation  at  the  course  taken  by  the  Grand  Orient  of 
France  upon  the  subject  above  named,  and  severing  all  relations  theretofore  exist- 
ing between  that  Grand  Lodge  and  that  Grand  Orient : 

7th.  A  communication  from  the  Grand  Master  of  the  newly-formed  "  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  South  Wales,"  dated  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  December,  1^77, 
announcing  the  organization  of  that  body  on  the  third  day  of  that  month,  enclosing 
a  printed  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention  held  for  that  purpose  on  that 
c^ay,  and  asking  for  recognition  from  our  Grand  Lodge : 

8th.  A  communication  from  the  Grand  Secretary  of  Ihe  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland, 
dated  on  the  seventh  day  of  March,  1878,  stating  that  "certain  brethren  belonging  to 
Lodges  in  New  South  Wales,  holding  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  have,  in  con- 
junction with  others,  formed  themselves  into  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales;"

recognition  thereof  be  withheld,  and  that  admission  to  our  Lodges  be  refused  to  any 
member  of  that  "so-called  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales:  " 

9th.  A  copy  of  the  "Australian  Free  Mason,"  published  at  Sydney,  New  South 
Wales,  dated  on  the  first  day  of  June,  1878,  containing  "  letters  of  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  and  of  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Scotland,  warning,  respectively,  the  District  and  Provincial  Grand  Lodges  of  New 
South  Wales  against  recognizing  the  irregular  and  unconstitutional  body  calling 
itself  the  '  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales  : '  " 

10th.  A  manifesto,  "  by  authority  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales,  to 
all  Master  Masons  throughout  the  globe,  especially  to  our  brethren  in  the  territory 
of  New  South  Wales,"  dated  at  Sydney,  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1878  : 

11th.  A  pamphlet,  dated  on  the  twentieth  day  of  October,  1877,  and  entitled 
'*  An  Exposition  which,  in  behalf  of  the  M.\  W.'.  Grand  Symbolical  Lodge  of  A.  P. 
&  A.  Masons  of  Colon,  Havana,  (Island  of  Cuba,)  its  Grand  Master  addresses  to  the 
Masonic  world  : " 

12th,  13th,  14th,  15tb.  Sundry  communications  from  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Colon,  at  Havana,  (Island  of  Cuba,)  dated  respectively  on  the  twen- 
ty-fifth day  of  November  and  twentieth  day  of  December,  1877,  and  on  the  four- 
teenth and  sixteenth  days  of  February,  1878,  relative  to  the  alleged  legitimacy  of 
that  body,  giving  a  statement  of  its  history,  and  asking  for  its  recognition  and  an 
exchange  of  representatives  :

Amtonio  Govin,  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Colon,  dated  at  Havana,  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  April,  1878,— the 
first  being  entitled  a  "  Refutation  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corres- 
pondence of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  about  the  so-called  '  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  Island  of  Cuba  '"—and  the  second  presenting  a  comparative  history  of  the  two 
Grand  Bodies  now  claiming  jurisdiction  in  that  Island,  and  asserting  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Colon  is  the  only  true  and  legitimate  one  : 

19th.  A  pamphlet  containing  the  printed  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
Island  of  Cuba,  from  its  organization  on  the  first  day  of  August,  1876,  to  the  second 
day  of  April,  1878,  and  a  list  of  the  Lodges  composing  said  body  at  the  date  last 
named: 

20th,  21st.  Two  communications  from  "the  office  of  the  Grand  Representative 
of  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Island  of  Cuba,"  at  New  York,  dated  respectively 
on  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  1877,  and  the  tenth  day  of  July ,  1878,  giving  lists  of  the 
Grand  Bodies  (twenty  in  number)  which,  at  the  date  last  named,  had  recognized 
that  Grand  Lodge,  and  calling  attention  to  certain  matters  relative  to  the  history  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Colon: 

22d.  A  letter  from  the  Grand  Secretary-General  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  Spain, 
dated  at  Madrid,  on  the  twentieth  day  of  March,  1878,  inclosing  a  communication 
from  that  Grand  Body,  setting  forth  the  vicissitudes  through  which  it  had  passed  in 
consequence  of  unjustifiable  persecutions  and  of  errors  and  bad  faith  on  the  part  of 
the  clergy  and  the  government;  exhibiting  a  statement  of  the  prosperity  which  has 
attended  it  since  its  re-organization  only  two  years  before;  and  soliciting  the  kindly 
and  fraternal  consideration  of  our  Grand  Lodge  :  and 

23d.  A  communication  from  the  Grand  Orient  of  Egypt,  dated  at  Alexandria  on 
the  fifteenth  day  of  May,  1878,  expressive  of  its  horror  of  wars  and  of  its  hope  that 
the  influence  of  Freemasonry  may  always  hereafter  be  used  for  the  preservation  of 
peace  among  the  nations. 
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The  following  matters  which,  at  the  last  Annual  Communication  were  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  but  which,  for  the  reason  before  given,  were  not 
then  reported  upon,  also  remain  still  in  the  hands  of  that  committee  as  unfinished 
business  : —

land in  regard  to  its  alleged  invasion  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Que- 
bec, and  suspending  communication  with  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  its  subordi- 
nates and  their  members,  while  it  or  they  adhere  to  the  late  action  of  that  Grand 
Body  "  in  striking  out,  from  its  affirmation  of  Masonic  principles,  the  declaration  of  a 
belief  in  the  existence  of  God :  " 

4th.  A  circular  letter  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,  conveying  resolutions 
adopted  on  the  third  day  of  October,  1878,  interdicting  *'  all  communication  with  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  and  all  individual  Masons  owing  allegiance  thereto,"  in 
consequence  of  an  alleged  invasion  by  that  Grand  Body  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec: 

5th.  A  communication  from  Bro.  James  S.  Farnell,  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in 
New  South  Wales,  dated  at  Sydney  on  the  twenty-third  day  of  December,  1878, 
setting  forth  the  reasons  why  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales  ought  to  be  ac- 
knowledged by  the  other  Grand  Lodges  of  the  world: 

6th.  A  circular  letter  from  Bro.  JuanB.  Hernandez,  Grand  Master  of  the  "Grand 
Lodge  of  the  Island  of  Cuba,"  dated  at  Havana  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  April,  1879, 
presenting  reasons  why  that  body  should  be  regarded  as  the  only  legitimate  supreme 
authority  for  symbolic  Masonry  in  Cuba,  and  why  the  "  Grand  Lodge  of  Colon  "  has 
no  such  claims:

14th.  An  amendment  to  the  Constitution  relative  to  fees  for  the  degrees  to  be 
charged  by  Lodges,  proposed  by  Bro.  Francis  E.  Baker.  See  page  178,  Proceed- 
ings of  1879: 

15th.  A  resolution  relative  to  "  the  use  of  Masonic  signs  or  emblems  for  the  pur- 
pose of  advertising  business,  excursions,  picnics,  &c,"  offered  by  Bro.  George  B. 
Mackrett.    See  page  179,  Proceedings  of  1879: 
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16th.  A  question  relative  "  to  the  participation  of  members  of  a  Lodge  of  Master 
Masons  in  the  funeral  ceremonies  of  a  Masonic  body  of  a  higher  degree,''  submitted 
by  Bro.  George  J.  Hobe.    See  page  186,  Proceedings  of  1879  :  and 

17th.  An  enquiry  "as  to  what  would  be  the  status  of  a  Master  Mason  who  had 
been  sentenced  to  reprimand  by  a  Lodge,  and  who  was,  on  appeal,  suspended  by  the 
Grand  Lodge,  should  he  afterward  be  restored  by  the  last  named  body,"  submitted 
by  Bro.  Charles  G.  Ewing.    See  page  187,  Proceedings  of  1879.

Another  circular,  presumed  to  be  from  the  same  body  as  the  foregoing,  but 
now  styling  itself  the  "Grande  Loge  Symbolique  Ecossaise,"  dated  at  Paris  on  the 
eighth  day  of  March,  1880,  stating  that  certain  Lodges  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  France, 
being  displeased  with  the  Supreme  Council,  have  proclaimed  their  independence — 
giving  a  list  of  those  Lodges,  and  hoping  that  our  Grand  Lodge  will  not  refuse  to 
recognize  the  new  institution:

Nicholas  Weekes,  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  South  Wales,  dated  at  Sydney,  on  the  eighth  day  of  August,  1830, 
calling  attention  to  the  previously  expressed  desire  of  that  body  for  recognition, 
and  again  enclosing  copies  of  the  proceedings  at  its  formation  and  other  papers.

Master  of  Masons 
in  Connecticut,  relative  t)  the  existing  differences  between  the  Grand  Lodge  of  that 
State  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York:  and 

4th.  A  communication  dated  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  June,  1880,  from  sundry 
persons  at  Constantinople,  in  Turkey,  who  represent  themselves  to  be  Masons  and 
to  be  a  "  Comite  Magonnique  de  Secours  aux  affames  d'Anatolie"1  (Masonic  Com- 
mittee for  the  relief  of  the  famished  people  of  Armenia),  enclosing  some  two  hun- 
dred printed  circulars,  with  the  request  that  they  be  sent  to  the  Lodges  of  our 
jurisdiction.  Having  no  knowledge  in  regard  to  the  signers  of  that  communication, 
or  of  the  Lodge  or  Grand  Lodge  to  which  they  might  or  might  not  belong,  the  under- 
signed did  not  deem  it  prudent  to  send  out  the  circulars,  as  desired  ;  but,  supposing 
that,  if  the  subject  were  a  proper  one  for  action,  the  great  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York 
would  have  information  thereupon,  after  consultation  with  our  Grand  Master,  a 
telegram  of  enquiry  was  sent  on  the  seventeenth  and  a  letter  on  the  twenty-first  day 
ot  August  last  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  that  State.  In  due  season  replies  to  both 
were  received,  the  letter  saying  that  they  of  New  York  were  "  as  much  in  the  dark  " 
as  were  we  of  the  Pacific  upon  the  subject,  although  circulars  like  those  addressed 
to  us  had  been  received.  At  a  later  date,  on  the  twenty-first  day  of  September  last, 
the  Grand  Secretary  of  New  York  writes,  that  "no  new  light  upon  the  Turkish 
question  has  been  received;"  but  he  adds  that  "  our  Grand  Master  has  written  to  the 
chairman  of  the  Anatolia  Famine  Relief  Committee,"  and  transmits  a  copy  of  his 
letter,  in  which,  for  apparently  very  good  reasons  therein  set  forth,  he  declines  to 
permit  the  circulars  before  mentioned  to  be  distributed  among  the  Lodges  of  that 
jurisdiction.  Under  these  circumstances  our  Grand  Master  has  not  thought  it  expe- 
dient to  have  them  distributed  in  California,  but  has  directed  that  the  matter  be  laid 
before  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  it  now  is,  with  all  the  papers  and  correspondence  there- 
with connected. 

At  an  earlier  portion  of  this  report  it  was  promised  that  some  notice  should  be 
taken  of  those  Lodges  which  appeared  to  have  been  unnecessarily  dilatory  in  trans- 
mitting the  certificates  of  the  election  and  installation  of  their  officers  ;  and  in  accord- 
ance therewith,  the  following  is  set  forth  for  the  information  of  those  whom  it  may 
concern,  and  of  the  Committee  on  Returns,  to  which  it  should  be  referred. 

In  the  sixth  clause  of  Section  1,  Article  V,  Part  IV,  of  the  Constitution,  it  is  writ- 
ten that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  a  Lodge  to  "transmit  to  the  Grand 
Secretary,  immediately  after  each  election  and  installation  in  the  Lodge,  a  certificate 
thereof,  in  the  form  prescribed  in  Article  III,  Part  VII ;  "  and  in  Section  12,  Article 
II,  Part  III,  of  the  Constitution,  it  is  prescribed  that  "  for  the  neglect  or  violation  of 
any  duty  herein  imposed  upon  a  Secretary,  his  Lodge  shall  be  held  responsible." 

During  several  years  past  there  has  been  much  carelessness  on  the  part  of  Secre- 
taries in  this  respect,  some  sending  their  certificates  many  weeks— even  months — 
after  the  time  when  they  should  have  been  forthcoming;  and  it  is  thought  that  the 
presentation  of  the  names  of  the  Lodges  thus  delinquent  during  the  present  year, 
may  have  a  good  effect  hereafter,  not  only  upon  them,  but  upon  those  who  per- 
chance might  follow  so  pernicious  an  example.  To  that  end  the  following  Lodges 
are  reported,  with  the  date  of  the  installation  of  their  officers  and  the  date  when 
the  certificate  thereof  was  received  at  this  office: —

Lodge,  No.  203. 

By  reference  to  pages  148  and  179,  of  the  Proceedings  of ,  the  last  year,  it  will  be 
seen  that,  on  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  September,  1879,  Violet  Lodge,  No.  138,  resolved 
to  surrender  its  charter  ;  and  that,  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  October  of  that  year,  said 
surrender  was  accepted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Grand  Secretary  was  directed 
to  take  the  usual  measures  for  closing  up  its  affairs.    In  accordance  with  that  direc- 
tion, on  the  eighteenth  day  of  December  last  the  undersigned  requested  Bro.  James 
Moon,  late,  and  during  many  years  past,  Master  of  that  Lodge,  to  act  as  his  agent 
in  the  settlement  of  its  affairs  ;  and  it  will  suprise  no  one,  who  has  been  fortunate 
enough  to  be  acquainted  with  that  brother,  to  learn  that  all  the   business  connected 
therewith  has  been  transacted  in  a  manner  most  praiseworthy  and  satisfactory.    The 
final  settlement  shows   a  balance  due  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  after  payment  of  all  the 
liabilities  of  the  Lodge,  of  $137.20,  which  amount  has  been  received  and  will  be 
found   accounted   for  in  the    financial  portion  of  this  report  which  follows.     The 
correspondence  and  accounts  relative  to  this  settlement  are  herewith  submitted. 
It  will  also  be  seen  at  pages  30  and  179,  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  last  year,  that 
on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  September,  1879,  Dibble  Lodge,  No.  109,  resolved  to 
surrender  its  charter;  and  that,  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  October  of  that  year,  said 
surrender  was  accepted  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand  Secretary,  as  usual,  being 
charged  with  the  closing  up  of  its  affairs.     Knowing  no  one  to  depute  for  that  pur- 
pose more  reliable  than  Bro.  Josiah  Sanders,  who,  for  many  years  past,  has  been 
the  efficient  Secretary  of  that  Lodge,  he  was  authorized  to  perform  that  duty  and 
has  done  it  in  a  manner  eminently  satisfactory.     The   correspondence  and  accounts 
in  this  case  are  also  herewith  presented.    It  will  be  seen  that  the  members  of  that 
Lodge  desired  to  retain,  out  of  the  moneys  resulting  from  the  sale  of  its  effects,  the 
sum  of  $35,  being  the  balance  of  an  amount  due  for  the  erection  of  tombstones,  to 
the  memory  of  their  deceased  brethren;  and  it  is  unnecessaiy  to  say  that  a  request 
for  a  purpose  so  praiseworthy  was  at  once  assented  to.      The  balance   of  the   pro- 
ceeds of  sales  of  the  effects  of  the  Lodge,  $52.80,  has  been  received,  but  at  too  late 
a  period  to  appear  in  the  financial  report  for  the  year  ending  on  the  thirty-first  day  of 
July  last.

The  Grand  Lecturer  presented  his  Annual  Report  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  as  follows  : — 

To  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

In  presenting  my  annual  report  I  regret  to  state  that,  owing  to  an  extraordinary 
pressure  of  business  engagements,  I  have  been  unable  to  follow,  to  any  considerable 
extent,  that  system  of  personal  visitation  and  inspection  of  the  Lodges  which,  in 
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past  years,  has  been  so  successfully  inaugurated  and  practiced.  But  the  ritual 
adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  has  been  so  thoroughly  disseminated,  and  the  efforts 
of  competent  and  zealous  Inspectors  in  the  various  districts  have  proved  so  successful, 
that  no  harm  has  resulted  from  my  inability  to  discharge  this  portion  of  my  duty. 
I  would  not,  however,  recommend  that  the  system  of  visitation,  as  heretofore  prac- 
ticed, be  abandoned,  for  to  this,  in  my  opinion,  may  be  attributed  in  a  great  measure 
the  uniformity  of  work  in  this  jurisdiction.  Frequent  visits  of  Grand  Officers  to 
the  subordinate  Lodges  stimulate  zeal,  inspire  confidence,  promote  harmony,  and 
create  a  healthy  spirit  of  emulation. 

1  have  visited  officially  but  one  of  the  districts  during  the  past  year,  that  being 
the  twenty-fifth,  under  the  inspectorship  of  Bro.  Samuel,  W.  Boring,  and  comprising 
eight  Lodges.  This  visit  was  made  in  company  with  the  [Grand  Master  and  Grand 
Treasurer.  The  attendance  of  the  brethren  was  very  satisfactory,  representatives 
from  most  of  the  Lodges  being  present,  and  the  work  was  exemplified  in  the  first 
and  third  degrees. 

During  the  year  I  have  issued  certificates  of  qualification  to  the  Masters  of  the 
following  Lodges,  viz:  Nos.  1,  3,  127,  136,  151,  177,191,  219,  and  251.  Certificates 
of  qualification  of  all  the  Masters  in  the  jurisdiction  have  been  received,  except  from 
Confidence  Lodge,  No.  203,  and  Arizona  Lodge,  No.  257. 

I  have,  during  the  year,  given  instruction  to  all  Inspectors  who  have  applied  to 
me  for  that  purpose,  and  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  time  thus  employed  has 
been  well  bestowed;  and,  from  conversation  and  correspondence  with  Inspectors  of 
the  various  districts  and  with  Masters  of  Lodges,  I  am  enabled  to  report  tbat,  so  far 
as  the  ritual  is  concerned,  the  officers  are  generally  proficient  and  zealous  in  main- 
taining the  uniformity  enjoined  by  the  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  financial  depression,  which  for  some  years  has  operated  to  retard  the  pros- 
perity of  many  of  the  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  has  had  the  effect  to  lessen  the 
degree  of  proficiency  to  which  the  officers,  under  more  propitious  circumstances, 
would  have  attained;  for  mind,  as  well  as  matter,  suffers  from  long  disuse,  and  in 
many  instances  the  lack  of  work  has  somewhat  impaired  the  skill  of  the  workmen : 
yet,  with  recurring  prosperity,  this  defect  will  soon  disappear,  and  the  intellectual 
machine,  polished  by  friction,  will  work  smoothly  and  harmoniously  as  before. 
From  the  reports  of  the  various  Inspectors  I  make  the  following  synopsis  : — 

Inspector  John  A.  Watson,  of  the  first  district,  reports  the  Lodges  under  his 
charge  to  be  in  a  flourishing  condition  ;  the  officers  in  each  have  been  regularly 
installed,  and  exhibit  a  creditable  degree  of  proficiency  in  the  work ;  and  an  increased 
degree  of  interest  is  apparent. 

Inspector  James  Vance,  of  the  second  district,  reports  the  Lodges  therein  to  be 
in  a  healthy  condition  and  generally  well  officered. 

Inspector  John  H.  Bonner,  of  the  third  district,  makes  a  detailed  and  intelligent 
report  of  the  condition  of  the  three  Lodges  under  his  charge,  representing  them  to 
be  financially  and  otherwise  prosperous  and  progressive. 

Inspector  Clay  W.  Taylor,  of  the  fourth  district,  presents  a  well  prepared  and 
interesting  report,  in  which  he  exhibits  the  condition,  financially  and  otherwise,  of 
each  of  the  seven  Lodges  under  his  charge,  showing  them  all  to  be  in  a  highly  pros- 
perous state.  He  also  gives  a  synopsis  of  the  work  done  in  each  Lodge,  and  the 
number  affiliated  during  the  year.  The  following  remarks  of  Bro.  Taylor  are 
significant,  and  I  commend  them  to  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  : — 

The  more  I  become  conversant  with  the  duties  of  Masonic  Inspectors,  the  more  I 
am  convinced  that  the  law  should  make  it  the  duty  of  an  Inspector  to  visit  each 
Lodge  in  his  district  at  least  as  often  as  once  in  each  year,  and  should  make  it  obliga- 
tory upon  the  Lodges  to  defray  his  actual  and  legitimate  traveling  expenses;  for,  as 
long  as  the  law  remains  as  it  now  is,  leaving  it  to  the  discretion  of  the  Inspector  to 
visit  whenever  he  deems  it  necessary  to  do  so,  or  with  the  Lodges  to  invite  his  visits 
whenever  they  may  see  fit  to  do  so,  just  so  long  will  visits  of  such  officers  be  much 
ess  frequent  than  they  should  be.    If  an  Inspector  was  compelled  to  visit  each  Lodge 
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once  in  every  year,  there  would  be  no  excuse  for  such  officers  not  making  a  full, 
complete,  and  interesting  report  to  the  Grand  Officers. 

Inspector  John  C.  Partridge,  of  the  fifth  district,  reports  that  he  has  visited  two 
of  the  three  Lodges  therein,  and  found  them  in  a  flourishing  condition;  that  the 
ritual  prescribed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  had  been  duly  practiced ;  that  the  books  were 
properly  kept;  and  that  their  financial  condition  was  satisfactory. 

Inspector  Benjamin  W.  Barnes,  of  the  seventh  district,  reports  the  Lodges  therein 
to  be  in  a  fair  condition,  and  that  such  work  as  they  have  to  do  is  done  in  conformity 
with  the  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Inspector  Josiah  P.  Brown,  of  the  eighth  district,  reports  that  but  little  work 
has  been  done  therein  during  the  year  ;  but  that  the  officers  are  proficient  in  the 
work  and  lectures,  and  that,  what  ever  work  has  been  done,  has  been  well  done. 

Inspector  Ianthis  J.  Rolfe,  of  the  ninth  district,  reports  the  Lodges  under  his 
charge  to  be  in  good  condition,  although  in  one  of  them  no  work  has  been  done. 

Inspector  Elias  L.  McCltjre,  of  the  tenth  district,  makes  a  faithful  and  intelli- 
gent report  of  the  condirion  of  the  Lodges  therein,  eleven  in  number,  from  which 
it  appears  that  all  of  them  are  not  so  prosperous  as  could  be  desired.  He  had 
visited  them  all  officially,  and  he  remarks  that  the  courtesy  with  which  he  was 
received  and  the  attention  paid  to  his  instructions  was  an  ample  reward  for  the 
inconvenience  occasioned  by  absence  from  his  business  during  the  time  requited  for 
the  visitations.  In  several  of  the  Lodges  he  found  a  culpable  lack  of  interest  on  the 
part  of  the  officers  and  members  ;.and  one  of  the  Masters  informed  him  that,  at  their 
last  raising,  he  was  compelled  to  fill  most  of  the  stations  himself,  a  feat  which,  (says 
the  Inspector,)  "  I  cautioned  him  not  to  attempt  again."  In  some  of  the  Lodges  he 
found  the  officers  proficient  in  the  work  and  zealous  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties, 
and  in  these  instances  a  fair  degree  of  prosperity  was  the  natural  result.  He  com- 
pliments Pern 'hyn  Lodge,  U.  D.,  for  the  zeal  of  its  officers  in  perfecting  themselves 
in  the  work. 

Inspector  Robert  E.  Warren,  of  the  eleventh  district,  reports  that  he  had  not 
been  called  upon  to,  visit  officially  any  of  the  Lodges  in  his  district ;  but,  he  says, 
"they  are  ably  and  honestly  presided  over  by  officers  who  are  fully  conversant  with 
the  work  and  who  are  a  credit  to  the  Craft." 

Inspector  Joseph  A.  Flint,  of  the  twelfth  district,  presents  a  full  and  exhaustive 
report  of  the  Lodges  therein,  wrhich,  with  one  exception,  is  most  satisfactory. 

Inspector  Lewis  L.  Bowers,  of  the  thirteenth  district,  reports  that  the  condition 
of  the  five  Lodges  comprised  in  that  district  will  compare  favorably  with  that  of  any 
others  in  the  jurisdiction.  The  only  complaint  he  makes  is  of  the  negligence  of  one 
of  the  Masters  in  the  performance  of  his  duties.  He  especially  compliments  Tuscan 
Lodge,  U.  D.,  for  its  zeal  and  efficiency. 

Inspector  Albert  \Vright,  of  the  sixteenth  district,  reports  in  detail  the  condition 
of  the  eleven  Lodges  therein,  in  some  of  which  there  is  much  room  for  improvement, 
while  others  are  highly  complimented  for  proficiency  in  the  work  and  general 
efficiency.     He  says: 

Brief  as  may  be  this  report  of  the  working  condition  of  the  several  Lodges  in 
this  district,  I  think  enough  has  been  said  to  convince  you  of  the  necessity  of  having 
earnest  efforts  made  to  cause  all  Lodges  to  be  convened  every  two  months,  and 
oftener  when  practicable,  for  the  purpose  of  exemplification  and  drilling  in  the  work. 

Inspector  John  Q.  Adams,  of  the  seventeenth  district,  reports  the  condition  of  the 
ten  Lodges  in  that  district  to  be  generally  good.  Five  of  them  have  done  no  work 
during  the  year,  but  financially  all  are  sound.  , 

Inspector  Thomas  C.  Pockman,  of  the  eighteenth  district,  reports  the  Lodges 
under  his  charge,  with  a  few  exceptions,  kto  be  in  a  prosperous  condition.  Of  one 
of  them  he  says  :— 

A  spirit  of  envy  or  jealousy  has  entered  its  sacred  walls,  and  has  not  only  created 
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discord  and  confusion  among  its  members,  but  has  shut  the  door  of  Masonry  in  the 
face  of  applicants,  however  worthy  they  may  be. 

He  further  says : — 

I  am  compelled  to  render  an  unfavorable  report  with  regard  to  Tehama  Lodge, 
No.  3.  The  same  brother  has  been  Master  for  five  years  in  succession.  On  his  first 
election  I  lectured  him  in  the  work,  and.  although  he  was  but  indifferently  qualified, 
I  gave  him  a  certificate  upon  the  strength  of  his  promise  of  steady  application.  I 
have  twice  renewed  the  certificate  upon  the  same  ground.  In  the  meantime,  he 
promised  to  notify  me  whenever  he  had  work  in  his  Lodge,  in  order  that  I  might  be 
present  and  inspect  it, — which  promise,  to  be  charitable,  I  will  only  say  he  neglected 
to  fulfill.  On  his  re-election  for  the  present  year,  I  twice  requested  him  to  call  a 
meeting  of  his  Lodge  for  inspection  of  his  work.  This  he  failed  to  do,  although 
I  remained  in  Sacramento  nearly  three  mouths,  and  held  myself  in  readiness  to  suit 
my  time  to  his  convenience.  Instead  of  applying  to  me  for  inspection,  either  in 
private  or  in  presence  of  his  Lodge,  he  obtained  his  certificate  from  the  Grand^Lec- 
turer,  on  the  strength  of  what  I  hold  myself  in  readiness  to  show  were  misrepresenta- 
tions to  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Lecturer.  This  is  not  presented  as  a  personal 
grievance.  For  myself,  I  care  little  or  nothing  about  it,  but  the  interests  of  the  Craft 
demand  that  I  should  give  a  statement  of  facts  and  ask  that  a  remedy  be  had  for  such 
violations  of  the  rules  governing  this  jurisdiction.  The  Inspector  is  the  appointee 
of  the  Grand  Master,  and  his  duties  are  plain.  These  duties  I  have,  to  the  best  of  my 
ability,  faithfully  discharged;  but,  in  the  case  of  Tehama  Lodge,  No.  3,  I  have  not 
been  able  to  inspect  its  work  or  its  method  of  keeping  books  and  accounts,  solely  on 
account  of  the  neglect  and  non-compliance  of  its  Master.  I  wish  this  matter  to 
receive  proper  attention,  as  I  believe  that  the  best  interests  of  the  Craft  demand  it. 

This  statement  of  Bro.  Pockman  I  have  deemed  of  sufficient  importance  to  bring 
before  the  Grand  Lodge.  If  the  Master  of  Tehama  Lodge,  No.  3,  has  by  misrepre- 
sentation obtained  a  certificate  from  the  Grand  Lecturer,  the  fact  should  be  known, 
and  such  action  taken  as  in  the  wisdom  of  the  Grand  Lodge  may  be  deemed  proper. 
I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  a  committee  for 
investigation. 

Inspector  Geo.  Burnham,  of  the  nineteenth  district,  reports  that  he  has  visited  six 
of  the  eight  Lodges  therein,  and  finds  them  to  be  in  good  condition,  although  little 
work  is  being  done.  He  thinks  that,  if  a  reduction  were  made  in  the  fees,  more 
work  would  be  done,  and  hopes  that  this  subject  may  receive  the  attention  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  at  this  Annual  Communication.  It  is  doubtless  true  that,  were  the  fees 
entirely  abolished,  large  accessions  would  be  made  to  our  numbers,  but  I  question 
if  the  material  thus  incorporated  into  the  Temple  would  add  greatly  to  its  stability  or 
grandeur. 

Inspector  Robert  Aitken,  of  the  twentieth  district,  reports  that  he  issued  certifi- 
cates to  all  the  Masters-elect  therein,  but  that  he  had  visited  officially  but  two  of  the 
ten  Lodges  under  his  charge.  He  had,  however,  seen  considerable  work  done  by  the 
officers  of  different  Lodges,  and  in  every  instance  it  was  creditably  done. 

Inspector  James  Rankin,  of  the  twenty-second  district,  reports  that  he  had  visited 
the  Lodges  therein  twice  during  the  year,  and  had.  inspected  the  work  in  all  of  them, 
which,  he  says,  was  done  in  a  very  creditable  manner. 

Inspector  Alvah  K.  Clark,  of  the  twenty-third  district,  reports  that  the  Lodges  in 
the  small  towns  in  his  district  have  done  but  little  work,  while  the  Oakland  and 
Alameda  Lodges  have  made  some  additions  to  their  membership  and  have  done  their 
work  in  a  creditable  manner.  The  requirements  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  regard  to 
books  have  been  carefully  followed.  Calls  for  charity  have  been  less  than  in  the 
previous  year,  but  those  made  have  met  with  a  ready  response. 

Inspector  Frank  A.  Reynolds,  of  the  twenty-fourth  district,  reports  the  Lodges 
under  his  charge  to  be  in  a  good  condition,  although  several  of  them  have  had  no 
work  during  the  year.  He  especially  compliments  the  officers  of  Marin  Lodge,  No. 
191,  for  the  proficiency  exhibited  by  them  in  the  exemplification  of  the  work,  which 
is  all  the  more  noticeable  from  the  fact  that  the  Lodge  has  had  no  work  for  two  year?, 
and  that,  from  its  comparatively  isolated  location,  the  officers  seldom  have  an 
opportunity  to  witness  the  work  in  other  Lodge?. 
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Inspector  Samuel  W.  Boring,  of  the  twenty-fifth  district,  reports  the  Lodges 
under  his  charge  to  be  financially  sound,  and  that,  although  some  of  them  have  done  no 
work  during  the  year,  the  officers  are  zealous  and  faithful  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties,  and  keep  themselves  fully  prepared  to  do  their  work  well  whenever  an 
opportunity  presents  itself.  The  books  and  records,  he  says,  are  kept  in  a  neat  and 
creditable  manner,  and  harmony  prevails  throughout  the  district. 

Inspector  Fred.  W.  Lucas,  of  the  twenty-sixth  district,  makes  an  extended  and 
detailed  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Lodges  therein,  from  which  I  infer  that  the 
majority  of  them  are  in  good  condition,  although  some  of  them  have  done  no  work 
during  the  year,  the  cause  assigned  being  the  high  rate  of  fees.  He  compliments 
Salinas  and  Santa  Cruz  Lodges  upon  their  proficiency  in  the  ritual.  In  the  latter 
Lodge,  he  says,  the  third  degree  was  conferred  in  a  manner  almost  above  criticism- 
The  Master-elect  of  Confidence  Lodge,  No.  203,  presented  himself  to  Bro.  Lucas  and 
received  instruction  in  the  work  and  lectures,  but,  for  some  unexplained  reason, 
abandoned  the  attempt  to  qualify,  leaving  the  gavel  in  the  hands  of  the  former  Master, 
who,  by  a  similar  failure,  has  held  that  responsible  position  for  three  consecutive 
years,  without  receiving  a  certificate  of  proficiency  or  passing  an  examination. 

Inspector  Joseph  Warner,  of  the  twenty-seventh  district,  reports  that  he  did  not 
visit  all  the  Lodges  therein,  owing  to  a  misunderstanding  among  them, — many  of  the 
Lodges  holding  that  it  is  not  the  duty  of  the  Inspector  to  visit  them  unless  he  is 
invited  to  do  so.  He  asks  that  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  called  to  the 
matter,  and  hopes  that  a  law  may  be  enacted  making  it  the  duty  of  Inspectors  to 
visit  each  Lodge  in  their  respective  districts  at  least  once  in  each  year.  He  had 
visited  three  of  his  seven  Lodges  and  installed  their  officers.  He  found  their  books 
properly  kept,  and  the  Masters  and  Wardens  proficient  in  the  work.  Inspector 
Warner  is  referred  to  the  resolution  concerning  the  duties  of  Inspectors,  adopted  at 
the  last  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  fully  covers  the  recom- 
mendations made  by  him. 

Inspector  Jacob  L.  Asay,  of  the  twenty-eighth  district,  reports  that  he  had  visited 
three  of  the  five  Lodges  therein,  in  one  of  which  he  found  that  the  work  needed 
correction,  and  he  remained  with  the  Master  a  sufficient  time  to  perfect  him 
therein.  He  compliments  Welcome  Lodge,  No.  255,  by  saying  that  its  work  is  nearly 
perfect.  He  had  not  been  requested  to  visit  the  two  remaining  Lodges,  nor  did  he 
deem  a  visit  necessary,  as  the  late  Inspector,  Bro.  Robert  0.  Broder,  had  visited  them 
and  reported  them  to  be  in  good  working  condition. 

Inspector  Irving  N.  McGuire,  of  the  twenty-ninth  district,  reports  the  three 
Lodges  under  his  charge  to  be  in  good  condition,  with  one  exception,  and  of  this  one 
he  says,  "  There  is  no  fault  to  be  found  with  the  membership,  the  books  are  properly 
kept,  and  the  Lodge  is  in  a  harmonious  condition,  but  no  petitions  are  heard  of." 
If  the  lack  of  petitions  is  to  be  made  a  ground  of  complaint,  I  fear  that  very  many 
of  our  Lodges  would  be  constrained  to  plead  guilty. 

Inspector  Jonathan  D.  Hines,  of  the  thirtieth  district,  reports  that  he  had  not 
been  called  upon  to  visit  officially  either  of  the  three  Lodges  in  his  district,  nor  has 
he  considered  it  necessary  to  do  so,  as  he  is  intimately  acquainted  with  the  officers 
and  members  of  these  Lodges,  and  knows  their  qualifications  with  respect  to  the 
work  and  lectures  so  well  as  to  be  able  to  vouch  for  their  proficiency.  Very  little 
work  has  been  done  in  this  district  during  the  year,  but  a  general  improvement  is 
confidently  expected  in  the  near  future. 

Inspector  George  Hinds,  of  the  thirty-first  district,  presents  an  elaborate  and 
interesting  report  of  the  condition  and  working  of  the  Lodges  therein.  He  had 
visited  eight  of  the  eleven  Lodges  comprising  his  district,  and  found  the  records  well 
kept,  the  business  properly  transacted,  and  the  officers  proficient  in  the  work.  He 
says :    "  Bat  little  work  has  been  done  by  the  country  Lodges  during  the  past  year, 
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and  there  seems  to  be  a  general  feeling  among  them  that  the  fee  for  the  degrees  is 
too  high,  and  prevents  many  good  men  from  sending  in  their  petitions."  He  reports 
that  he  had  received  but  one  invitation  to  visit  a  Lodge  officially,  and  that  in  no 
instance  had  he  made  any  charge  for  expenses  incurred  in  his  visitations.  The 
Lodges  are  generally  in  good  condition,  and  the  officers  zealous  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties  and  proficient  in  the  work.     He  says : 

Pentalpha  Lodge,  No.  202,  has  conferred  more  degrees  during  the  past  year  than 
all  the  other  Lodges  in  the  district,  and  is  second  to  no  Lodge  in  the  State  in  the  effi- 
ciency of  its  officers,  the  mode  of  transacting  its  business,  and  the  keeping  of  its 
records.     Both  officers  and  members  are  justly  proud  of  their  Lodge. 

Anaheim  Lodge,  No.  207,  he  writes,  has  conferred  no  degrees  during  the  past 
three  years.  The  Master  was  unable  to  induce  a  sufficient  number  of  brethren  to 
attend  a  special  meeting.  The  records  are  properly  kept,  but  the  Lodge  is  poor  and 
in  debt,  the  Master  discouraged,  and,  to  use  his  own  expression,  "  things  look  decid- 
edly blue  for  this  once  flourishing  Lodge."  With  reference  to  Santa  Ana  Lodge, 
No.  241,  Bro.  Hinds  writes  as  follows  : 

I  visited  this  Lodge  on  an  evening  of  its  Stated  Communication.  There  was  a  fair 
attendance  and  much  interest  manifested  by  the  brethren  present.  The  Master,  Bro. 
Bundy,  was  absent  in  Chicago.  The  officers  are  prompt  and  efficient  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties,  but  financially  the  Lodge  is  bankrupt.  The  dues  of  many 
of  the  members  have  been  remitted  from  time  to  time,  while  the  expenses  have 
been  borne  by  a  few,  and,  finally,  as  a  last  desperate  resort,  the  dues  have  been 
proposed  to  be  reduced  to  twenty-five  cents  a  month,  which,  if  promptly  paid  by 
every  member,  will  produce  in  the  aggregate,  a  sum  barely  sufficient  to  pay  their 
rent.  This  condition  of  the  affairs  of  a  Lodge,  situated  in  one  of  the  most  prosperous 
farming  communities  in  Los  Angeles  county,  is  inexplicable  to  me.  .  *  *  *  The 
condition  of  this  Lodge,  and  of  Anaheim  Lodge,  is  but  the  legitimate  result  of  the 
establishment  of  Lodges  in  every  small  country  village,  regardless  of  its  proximity 
to  some  other  Lodge.  Anaheim  and  Santa  Ana  Lodges  are  but  seven  miles  apart, 
and  one  Lodge  would  probably  flourish  where  two  now  languish." 

I  have  taken  the  liberty  to  quote  somewhat  liberally  from  the  report  of  Bro.  Hinds 
because,  by  that  report,  the  fact  is  sufficiently  demonstrated  that  he  is  the  right  man 
in  the  right  place,  and  that  he  has  been  able  to  take  an  impartial,  critical,  and  intelli- 
gent view  of  the  situation  in  his  district. 

Inspector  Geo.  W.  Curtis,  of  the  thirty-second  district,  reports  the  Lodges  under 
his  charge  to  be  in  a  flourishing  condition  and  officered  by  competent  brethren. 

Inspector  David  K.  Fyfe,  of  the  thirty-third  district,  reports,  among  other  things, 
as  follows : — 

I  find,  what  probably  other  Inspectors  of  larger  jurisdictions  have  often  found, 
that,  between  the  election  and  installation  of  the  Master  elect,  there  is  no  one  more 
enthusiastic  in  getting  up  the  work  and  lectures  ;  but,  after  the  installation,  one 
would  think  that  a  change,  similar  to  that  caused  by  contact  with  an  ice-berg  had 
come  over  them,  and,  like  Bob  Acres'  courage,  their  zeal  had  oozed  out  at  their 
fingers'  ends.  It  is  and  has  been  a  difficult  matter  to  keep  the  officers  to  the  strict 
phraseology  of  the  ritual  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  In  fact  I  have  been  told  that  it  was 
a  farce.  But  I  would  not  condemn  all,  as  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  many  of  them 
are  anxious  and  willing  to  make  themselves  proficient ;  and,  could  an  enthusiasm  be 
awakened  in  the  minds  of  our  younger  members,  that  one  day  or  another  they,  too, 
would  occupy  the  Master's  chair,  it  would  render  the  duties  of  an  Inspector  much 
more  easy  and  pleasant,  instead  of,  as  one  might  say,  his  hand  being  against  the 
whole  Lodge,  and  the  whole  Lodge,  or  at  least  its  officers,  against  him. 

Bro.  Fyfe  intimates  that  his  resignation  will  be  at  once  forwarded  to  the  Grand 
Master.  If  so,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  he  may  be  induced  to  reconsider  his  determina- 
tion, and  to  remain  in  the  position,  the  duties  of  which  he  has  so  faithfully  and  cred- 
itably discharged  during  the  past  six  years. 

The  following  Inspectors  of  districts  have  failed  to  report  to  the  Grand  Lecturer, 

viz.: — 

Bro.  Arthur  W.  Keddie,  of  the  sixth,  Bro.  Francis  E.  Warren,  (deceased,)  of  the 
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fourteenth,  Bro.  Woods  Crawford,  of  the  fifteenth,  and  Bro.  Edward  R.  Hedges,  of 
the  twenty-first.  One  of  these  delinquents,  Bro.  Woods  Crawford,  has  made  no 
report  since  1875,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  he  may  be  henceforth  relieved  from  his 
too  arduous  duties,  and  that  some  other  brother  may  be  appointed  to  the  position 
who  will  possibly  attend  to  them. 

It  would  relieve  the  Grand  Lecturer  of  much  trouble  and  inconvenience  if  the 
Inspectors  would  make  their  reports,  promptly,  within  the  prescribed  time.  The 
delay  of  the  Inspectors  to  send  in  their  reports,  as  is  frequently  the  case,  until  within 
a  day  or  two  of  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  leaves  the  Grand  Lecturer  no  time 
for  the  proper  preparation  of  his  own  report,  and  is  a  source  of  great  annoyance. 

During  the  past  year  Death  has  deprived  us  one  of  our  most  zealous  and  efficient 
Inspectors.  On  the  eleventh  day  of  June,  last,  Bro.  Francis  E.  Wakren,  Inspector 
of  the  fourteenth  district,  departed  this  life  at  his  home  in  Mendocino.  He  was 
born  in  Cooperstown,  Otsego  county,  New  York,  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  1828, 
being  at  the  time  of  his  death  nearly  fifty-two  years  of  age.  He  came  to  California 
in  18.50,  since  which  time  he  has  been  actively  engaged  in  business  in  this  State  and 
in  Arizona.  He  received  the  degrees  of  Masonry  in  Abell  Lodge,  No.  146,  and  after 
the  organization  of  Mendocino  Lodge,  No.  179,  he  affiliated  with  that  Lodge  and 
served  three  years  as  its  Master,  and  at  his  death  was  one  of  its  trustees.  In  1877, 
he  received  the  degrees  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  Santa  Hosa  Chapter,  No.  45,  and 
was  a  member  of  that  Chapter  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  an  active  and  zealous 
Mason  and  had,  for  several  years,  faithfully  discharged  the  duties  of  Inspector  of  his 
district ;  and  it  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  the  discharge  of  these  duties,  shortly 
before  his  death,  aggravated  the  disease  which  at  last  proved  fatal.  In  his  death  this 
Grand  Lodge  has  lost  a  faithful  officer,  society  a  useful  member,  and  his  afflicted 
widow  a  devoted  and  affectionate  husband. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

ALABAMA. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  this  jurisdiction  held  its  fifty-ninth  Annual  Communication 
in  the  city  of  Montgomery,  on  the  first  day  of  December,  1879, — the  M.\  W.'.  Henry 
Clay  Armstrong,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  M.\  W.\  Daniel  Sayre  being 
Grand  Secretary.    One  hundred  and  eighty-nine  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  Address  is  well  written,  but  very  brief,  and  deals  entirely 
with  local  matters.  He  offers  his  congratulations  to  the  Fraternity  for  the  auspicious 
circumstances  under  which  they  had  assembled.  Throughout  the  jurisdiction  there 
was  an  enthusiasm  in  favor  of  the  Institution  that  awakened  the  most  pleasurable 
emotions  and  inspired  the  strongest  hopes  for  the  future.  "  Words  of  comfort  and 
cheer  come  from  every  quarter  of  the  State,  assuring  us  that  the  principles  we 
are  endeavoring  to  represent  are  practised  and  observed  generally  by  the 
Fraternity." 

One  of  his  decisions  was,  that  when  u  an  appeal  is  taken  by  a  brother  who  has 
been  suspended  or  expelled  by  a  subordinate  Lodge,  and  the  decision  of  such  Lodge 
reversed  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  status  of  such  a  brother  is  that  of  an  unaffiliated 
Mason."  He  gave  this  decision  in  obedience  to  an  express  provision  of  the  Consti- 
tion,  (similar  in  this,  we  believe,  to  most  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Constitutions,)  but  in 
his  own  opinion  it  was  not  a  just  and  equitable  disposition  of  such  cases.  When  a 
brother  appeals  from  the  action  of  his  Lodge  suspending  or  expelling  him,  and  the 
Grand  Lodge  decides  that  the  charges  were  not  sustained,  why  should  the  acquitted 
brother  suffer  the  loss  of  membership  in  his  Lodge?  In  other  words,  be  punished  for 
a  crime  he  had  not  committed?    "  Why  not,"  asks  the  Grand  Master,  ''make  the 
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reversal  full  and  complete,  and  restore  the  brother  to  the  position  he  occupied  before 
the  wrongful  finding  of  the  Lodge  below?  "  We  are  happy  to  say  that  the  law  in 
California  corresponds  with  the  opinion  of  our  brother  of  Alabama. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Dakota  was  fraternally  recognized  and  welcomed. 

It  appears  that  some  Masons  in  Alabama,  like  some  in  other  jurisdictions,  are 
determined  to  use  Masonry  as  a  court  for  the  collection  of  claims,  but  the  Grand 
Lodge  did  not  see  it  in  that  light.  Certain  brethren  were  navigating  a  boat  on  the 
"  Sipsay  "  river,  on  which  the  mill  of  another  brother  was  situated.  Notwithstand- 
ing the  utmost  exertions  of  the  navigators,  the  boat  ran  against  the  mill  and  knocked 
it  down  ;  whereupon  the  injured  brother  ran  to  his  Lodge  and  had  these  brethren 
tried  for  "gross  unmasonic  conduct."  But  the  Lodge  acquitted  them,  and  the 
Grand  Lodge  approved  the  decision.  We  are  not  perfectly  sure,  but  we  rather 
incline  to  the  opinion  that  this  case  discounts  anything  we  have  yet  found  in  the 
proceedings  of  Texas,  and  hitherto  the  latter  have  "  out-Heroded  Herod." 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  Brother 
Oliver  S.  Beers,  and  is  a  well  written,  well  digested  document  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  pages.  The  writer  apologizes  for  what  he  deems  defects  in  his  report,  (no  one 
else  has  discovered  them,)  by  saying  that  "it  was  prepared  while  suffering  from 
physical  ills  and  invalid  surroundings,  greatly  prejudicial  to  his  successful  or  satis- 
factory accomplishment  of  the  task."  We  know  how  to  sympathize  with  our  good 
brother,  for  not  many  years  ago  it  fell  to  our  lot  to  prepare  our  report  while  suffering 
from  a  prolonged  attack  of  that  diabolical  disease,  sciatica;  and  we  know  well 
how  hard  it  is  to  write,  and  especially  in  a  cheerful  tone,  under  such  an  affliction. 
We  hope  that,  ere  this,  Brother  Beers,  like  ourself,  can  rejoice  in  the  full  establish- 
ment of  good  health. 

Brother  Beers  is  highly  eulogistic  in  his  notice  of  the  California  proceedings  for 
1878,  devoting  nine  pages  of  his  report  to  us.  We  fear  that  our  brief  notice  will  be 
considered  as  poor  pay  for  so  liberal  an  allowance.  He  thus  almost  "gushes"  in 
his  opening  paragraph :  "  We  know  not  how  better  to  acquaint  our  readers  with  the 
true  characteristics  of  our  brother  craftsmen  in  the  great  hive  of  the  Occident — the 
ultima  thule  of  civilization,  where  the  tide  of  empire  stays  its  onward  march  only  in 
respect  to  the  Pacific  barrier  which  cautions  against  an  advance  likely  to  disturb 
the  repose  of  the  races  keeping  watch  over  the  cradle-land  of  our  race,  so  grown 
and  improved  as  to  be  unknown  and  unknowable  to  their  original  progenitors — than 
by  copious  extracts  from  the  full  and  able  addresses  of  their  Grand  Officers."  He 
then  quotes  six  pages,  solid  print,  from  Grand  Master  Browne's  address.  He  also 
copies  liberally  from  "  the  most  acceptable  and  eloquent "  oration  of  Brother  Guard. 
We  thank  Brother  Beers  for  his  kind  and  flattering  notice  of  our  own  report  of  that 
year. 

There  are  four  hundred  and  twenty-six  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  mem- 
bership of  eight  thousand  six  hundred  and  seventy-seven.  The  M.\  W.\  Henry 
Clay  Tompkins  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the  B.-.W.'.  Daniel  Sayre  was  re- 
elected Grand  Secretary. 

ARKANSAS. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Arkansas  commenced  its  fortieth  Annual  Communication  in 
the  city  of  Little  Rock,  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  October,  1879, — but  the  representatives 
of  only  seven  Lodges  being  present,  it  was  called  off  until  the  twenty -fifth  day  of 
November,  when  it  was  duly  called  to  labor,— the  M.-  .  W.' .  George  Thornburgh, 
Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.\  Luke  E.  Barber  being  Grand  Secretary. 
One  hundred  and  seventy-nine  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  Address  is  beautifully  written,— one  of  those  documents  that 
it  gives  one  a  pleasure  to  read.  We  shall  be  excused  for  copying  one  or  two 
of  the  opening  paragraphs:— 

The  fool  hath  said  in  his  heart  "there  is  no  God."  He  looks  out  upon  the  sun  at 
early  morn,  as  it  drives  back  the  clouds  of  darkness;  at  noon,  when  it  shines  forth

in  its  meridian  glory ;  and  at. the  heel  of  day,  when  it  adorns  the  western  horizon 
with  its  golden  fringe,  and  says  there  is  no  God.  He  follows  the  great  governor  of 
night  along  her  silvery  pathway  across  the  heavens,  and  views  the  star-lit  canopy  as 
so  many  worlds,  and  says  there  is  no  God. 

Masonry  is  not  composed  of  fools.  She  turns  to  her  altar,  opens  her  Great  Light, 
and  says  :  "  0  Lord,  my  God,  in  thee  do  I  put  my  trust.  When  I  consider  the 
heavens  the  work  of  thy  fingers,  the  moon  and  the  stars  which  thou  hast  ordained, 
what  is  man  that  thou  art  mindful  of  him  ?"  Man,  more  than  all  other  beings,  is 
blest  of  God ;  yet  of  all  creatures  some  men  are  the  most  ungrateful.  They  will 
enjoy  every  means  given  by  their  Creator,  and  turn  away  thoughtless,  return  no 
thanks,  offer  no  gratitude,  and  even  deny  the  existence  of  the  giver. 

Happily  in  contrast  with  this  spirit,  is  the  opening  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  Around 
our  altars  do  we  annually  congregate,  and  first  of  all  give  thanks  to  the  God  who 
made  us  and  takes  care  of  us.  On  this  occasion  we  have  much  to  be  thankful  for. 
Peace,  plenty,  and  health  have  blessed  our  State.  Old  mother  Earth,  the  best  friend 
that  man  has  among  the  elements,  has  been  more  fruitful  in  his  behalf  than  common. 
The  farmer  has  not  toiled  in  vain  ;  for  the  sweat  of  his  brow  has  produced  a  rich 
harvest.  No  epidemic  has  with  very  serious  consequences  crossed  our  border;  and 
no  intestine  strife  has  disturbed  our  peace.  Everything  around  us  seems  blessed  for 
our  good.  Not  so  without  our  State.  Abroad  the  year  has  been  one  of  great  calam- 
ities. It  opened  on  the  Eastern  continent  with  a  horrible  massacre.  War  has 
raged  in  Europe  and  South  America;  famine  and  pestilence  have  almost  depopulated 
parts  of  Brazil ;  the  black  plague  in  Eussia  has  proved  more  dreadful  than  anything 
that  has  before  visited  that  land  ;  famine  in  India  has  done  horrible  work  ;  the  indus- 
tries of  England  have  stood  almost  still,  and  the  poor  have  suffered  for  bread.  On  our 
own  continent,  the  dreaded  epidemic,  so  destructive  for  a  few  years  past,  again 
made  its  appearance  in  our  neighbor  city,  and  cast  down  many  brave  men.  But  our 
heroes,  like  those  of  the  children  of  Israel  in  Egypt,  were  passed  over.  For  such 
amazing  mercy  let  our  gratitude  be  deep  and  our  service  sincere. 

The  Grand  Master  then  alludes  in  feeling  terms  to  the  deaths  of  Past  Senior  Grand 
Warden  J.  P.  McCowan,  and  Past  Grand  Master  W.  D.  Blocher,  both  men  of  mark 
in  the  Craft  and  the  community.  St.  John's  College,  the  pet  child  of  the  brethren  in 
Arkansas,  is  reported  as  in  a  prosperous  condition.  "  It  is.no  longer  a  burden  upon 
the  treasury,  but  a  self-sustaining,  successful  college,  worthy  the  patronage  of  those 
who  desire  a  first-class  school."  The  President  is  trying  to  raise  an  endowment  of 
$150,000,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  his  efforts  will  be  crowned  with  success.  What  a 
chance  for  some  of  the  millionaires  of  our  land  to  pass  down  their  names  with  bright 
and  lasting  honor  to  yet  unborn  generations  ! 

Dispensations  had  been  granted  for  four  new  Lodges.  The  Grand  Master  pub- 
lishes thirty  of  his  decisions,  but  we  find  nothing  in  them  calliug  for  more  extended 
notice. 

It  having  come  to  his  knowledge  that  one  Rufus  B.  Viele,  an  expelled  Mason  in 
Illinois,  had  started  a  clandestine  Lodge  in  Chicago,  and  was  issuing  dimits,  etc.,  he 
gives  that  worthy  and  his  work  a  place  in  the  Arkansas  pillory,  where,  we  hope,  he 
will  receive  a  liberal  allowance  of  decayed  eggs  and  vegetables. 

The  Grand  Master  pays  a  glowing  tribute  to  the  work  of  Masonry,  as  exemplified 
in  the  recent  epidemics  in  Memphis  and  elsewhere  ;  but  we  have  no  room  for  further 
extracts. 

Eighteen  of  the  Representatives  from  other  Grand  Lodges  were  received  with 
Masonic  honors,  and  welcomed  by  the  Grand  Master.  Among  them  we  see  the 
name  of  W.m .  Bro.  Geoege  H.  Meade,  the  Representative  of  California.  Why  cannot 
we  have  some  of  these  formal  introductions  in  our  Grand  Lodge  ? 

A  committee  of  ten  members  was  appointed  to  visit  the  "Blind  Institute,"  and 
they  reported  in  strong  language  as  to  its  good  work. 

The  Grand  Orator,  W.\  Bro.  R.  E.  Salle,  delivered  an  oration,  which  has  many 
merits,  brevity  being  one. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  requiring  all  non-affiliated  Masons  within  the  jurisdiction 
to  apply  for  affiliation  in  some  Lodge,  within  six  months,  or  else  the  Master 
of  the  Lodge  in  whose  jurisdiction  they  may  reside  shall  declare  him  or  them  sus- 
pended from  all  the  rights  of  Masonry.  That  is  a  strong  allopathic  dose.  We  will 
see  how  it  works. 
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The  following  resolution,  called  out  by  the  reference  of  the  Grand  Master  to  the 
action  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  was  adopted  :— 

Resolved,  That  the  belief  in  God  and  the  immortality  of  the  soul  is  a  cardinal 
doctrine  of  Masonry,  and  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Arkansas  that  the  God 
of  Masonry  is  the  Grand  Architect  of  the  Universe,  the  Creator  and  Preserver  of  all 
things,  the  God  of  the  Bible  as  well  as  the  God  of  those  who  know  nothing  about  its 
teachings;  that  the  God  of  Masonry  is  not  a  God — a  force— a  materialistic  cause,  but 
the  one  true  and  living  God— to  whom  we  must  all  account ;  and  that  any  one  rejecting 
these  great  truths  is  unworthy  of  initiation  into,  or  holding  membership  in,  a  Lodge 
of  Ancient,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons. 

That  has  the  true  ring,  and  we  wish  that  all  jurisdictions  would  stand  square  upon 
that  platform. 

The  following  common-sense  resolution  was  also  adopted,  and  we  hope  that  Cali- 
fornia and  all  other  Grand  Lodges  will  go  and  do  likewise  : — 

Resolved,  That  no  dispensation  or  charter  shall  ever  hereafter  be  granted  by  this 
Grand  Lodge  to  any  subordinate  Lodge  which  may  be  named  after  or  in  honor  of 
any  iiving  person,  it  being  the  sense  of  this  "Grand  Lodge  that  such  fulsome  toadyism 
to  any  brother  or  other  person  is  in  bad  taste,  and  if  persisted  in,  there  is  danger  that 
at  some  time  in  the  future  the  Craft  may  be  unpleasantly  compromised  by  such 
procedure. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  again  from  the  pen  of  Bro. 
George  E.  Dodge,  and  is  a  well  written  document  of  about  eighty  pages.  California 
for  1878  is  liberally  and  complimentarily  noticed.  Bro.  Dodge,  in  noticing  our  own 
report  for  that  year,  expresses  his  regret  that  Arkansas  did  not  appear  therein.  Our 
good  brother  must  have  laid  aside  his  spectacles.  Certainly  we  wrote  a  review  of 
that  jurisdiction,  and  as  certainly  is  it  in  the  official  copy  before  us.  Thanks  to  our 
brother  for  his  compliment  to  us  personally. 

Grand  Secretary  Barber  is  a  most  worthy  and  efficient  officer,  but  we  must  blame 
him  lor  at  least  one  sin  of  omission  in  his  table  of  statistics, — not  a  single  column  is 
footed  up,  nor  do  we  find  any  recapitulation  of  the  contents.  As  we  have  neither  time 
nor  disposition  to  do  that  unfinished  work  for  him,  we  cannot  give  the  statistics  of  the 
jurisdiction  any  more  minutely  than  we  find  them  in  the  Grand  Master's  Address, 
viz.,  three  hundred  and  forty  Lodges  and  ten  thousand  members.  The  Grand  Master 
and  Grand  Secretary  were  re-elected. 

CANADA. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  held  its  twenty-fourth  Annual  Communication  in  the 
city  of  Kingston,  on  the  tenth  day  of  September,  1879, — the  Ms  .  W.' .  W.H.Weller, 
Grand  Master,  "on  the  Throne,"  and  the  R.< .  W.'  .  J.  J.  Mason  being  Grand  Secre- 
tary.    Two  hundred  and  twenty-three  Lodges  were  represented. 

An  Address  from  the  brethren  of  Kingston  was  given  by  Bro.  R.  T.  Walkem,  and 
responded  to  by  the  Grand  Master.  Twelve  years  had  elapsed  since  the  Grand 
Lodge  had  met  in  that  city. 

The  Grand  Master's  Annual  Address  was  brief,  and  confined  to  the  business  of  the 
jurisdiction.  He  had  issued  dispensations  for  the  formation  of  eleven  new  Lodges. 
Seven  Special  Communications  of  the  Grand  Lodge  had  been  held  during  the  year, 
to  lay  corner-stones  and  consecrate  Masonic  temples. 

The  ill-starred  and  ill-advised  effort  to  establish  the  "Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario," 
had  come  to  an  end.  Twenty  of  the  brethren  who  had  been  expelled  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  in  1876  for  participation  in  this  measure,  had  expressed  a  desire  to  return  to 
their  allegiance,  and  had  been  restored  by  the  Grand  Master  to  good  standing  in  the 
Craft.  Two  new  Lodges  had  been  established  in  London,  mainly  by  these  brethren 
and  their  sympathizers,  and  in  one  of  them  the  Grand  Master  "  healed  some  of  those, 
resident  in  the  locality,  who  had  been  irregularly  made  under  the  authority  of  the 
self-styled  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario."  The  seal  adopted  by  that  Grand  Lodge  had 
also  been  delivered  up  to  him  and  destroyed. 
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Elaborate  reports  were  submitted  by  the  District  Grand  Masters,  but  we  find 
nothing  in  them  calling  for  particular  notice. 

The  "  Board  of  General  Purposes," (the  Grand  Lodge  ad  interim,)  made  full  report 
of  its  action  during  the  year.  Its  benevolent  work  footed  up  $3,170,  and  the  name 
of  every  recipient,  male  and  female,  appears  in  the  printed  proceedings,  a  question- 
able step  as  to  propriety,  in  our  humble  estimation.  They  highly  commend  the 
growing  practice  of  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction  attending  Divine  service  on  the  nativ- 
ity of  the  Saints  John. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Indian  Territory  was  formally  recognized,  but  action  was 
postponed  as  to  New  South  Wales  and  Cuba. 

A  proposition  to  amend  the  Constitution  so  that  "  all  routine  business  in  private 
Lodges  shall  be  transacted  in  the  third  degree,"  was  negatived. 

Among  the  propositions  submitted,  and  sent  over  for  action  at  the  next  Commu- 
nication, was  one  to  change  the  name  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  that  of  "The  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ancient,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  Ontario."  Since  the  establishment 
of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Quebec  and  Manitoba,  and  also  in  all  the  other  provinces, 
except  Newfoundland,  and  inasmuch  as  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  now 
confined  to  the  province  of  Ontario,  it  is  contended  that  the  name  should  be  changed 
accordingly. 

There  is  no  Report  from  the  Committee  on  Correspondence.  There  are  three 
hundred  and  thirty-four  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  seventeen 
thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty-seven. 

The  M.\  W.\  James  A.  Henderson  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the  R.\  W.\ 
J.  J.  Mason  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 


The  twenty-fifth  Annual  Communication  was  held  in  the  city  of  Guelph  on  the 
fourteenth  day  of  July,  1880,— the  Mr.  Wr.  James  A.  Henderson,  G?and  Master, 
presiding,  and  the  Br.  Wr.  J.  J.  Mason  being  Grand  Secretary.  Two  hundred  and 
twenty- three  Lodges  were  represented. 

There  were  addresses  of  welcome  from  the  City  Council,  and  also  from  deputa- 
tions from  the  local  Lodges  of  Guelph,  to  which  the  Grand  Master  made  suitable  re- 
plies. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  and  reports  from  the  District  Deputies  fill  up 
considerably  more  than  one-half  of  the  pamphlet  before  us.  We  can  only  briefly 
notice  the  former.  The  Grand  Master  congratulated  the  Fraternity  on  holding  the 
present  Communication  in  Guelph,  "a  city  whose  growth  and  prosperity  have  earned 
for  it  a  reputation  extending  throughout  the  Dominion."  When  the  Grand  Lodge 
was  formed  in  1855,  Guelph  was  only  a  small  town,  now  a  city  having  over  10,000  in- 
habitants. In  1855,  the  Grand  Lodge  had  only  thirty-three  Lodges  under  its  juris- 
diction.   It  now  bears  on  its  roll  three  hundred  and  forty. 

He  had  granted  dispensations  for  six  new  Lodges.  Nothing  had  transpired  to 
interrupt  amicable  relations  with  all  other  Grand  Lodges.  The  finances  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  were  in  a  flourishing  condition.  Nearly  eleven  thousand  dollars  had  been 
expended  by  it  in  relieving  the  necessities  of  the  widow,  the  orphan,  and  the  dis- 
tressed brother.  After  careful  investigation,  he  had  restored  to  the  rights  of  Masonry 
one  who  had  been  expelled  for  having  attached  himself  to  the  spurious  Grand  Lodge 
of  Ontario. 

Where  a  brother  had  died  while  under  suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues,  but 
upon  his  death  the  arrears  had  been  offered,  but  not  formally  accepted,  owing  to 
the  non-meeting  of  the  Lodge,  the  Grand  Master  decided  that  the  deceased  brother 
might  have  a  Masonic  burial.  He  had  denied  the  application  of  the  brethren  of  a 
certain  Lodge  to  attend  the  funeral  of  a  brother,  as  Masons,  when  he  was  to  be 
buried  by  a  non-masonic  society. 

The  "physical  disqualification"  question  came  before  him  in  two  aspects.  In 
one  case,  the  man  had  "  lost  part  of  one  of  his  feet  and  used  mechanical  appliances 
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to  enable  him  to  walk ;''  the  other,  "from  a  diseased  hip  joint  could  not  stand  upright, 
having  both  feet  on  the  ground."  They  were  both  well  qualified  in  every  other 
respect,  but  the  Grand  Master  decided  against  both. 

Nine  Special  Communications  of  the  Grand  Lodge  had  been  held  during  the  year 
— six  to  consecrate  Masonic  Halls,  and  three  to  lay  the  corner-stones  of  churches. 

We  find  only  one  item  of  general  interest  in  the  very  able  reports  of  the  District 
Deputies.  The  one  in  charge  of  the  London  District  administered  the  "  healing 
obligation  to  a  large  number  of  brethren  who  had  been  initiated  by  the  organization 
calling  itself  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario." 

The  Grand  Lodge  is  in  possession  of  money  and  funds  to  the  amount  of  $62,494  95, 
being  an  increase  of  $3,986  17  during  the  year.  Well  might  the  Grand  Master  say 
that  the  finances  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were  in  a  flourishing  condition. 

One  of  the  cases  of  discipline  inflicted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  was  upon  a  Master, 
who,  in  direct  defiance  of  the  order  of  the  District  Deputy,  proceeded  to  initi- 
ate a  candidate  against  whom  objections  had  been  made  ;  and,  to  keep  the  Deputy 
from  interfering,  the  outer  door  was  locked.  In  reply  to  the  remonstrances  of  that 
officer,  after  the  deed  was  done,  the  Master  said  that  he  "  did  not  care  for  the  author 
ity  of  the  Grand  Lodge  or  the  Grand  Master."  The  Grand  Lodge  thought  that  he 
deserved  a  suspension  for  the  term  of  five  years,  "  and  thereafter  until  he  should  in 
writing  acknowledge  his  fault  and  express  his  contrition."    Served  him  right. 

There  are  three  hundred  and  forty  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership 
of  seventeen  thousand  four  hundred  and  seventy-four.  The  Grand  Master  and 
Grand  Secretary  were  re-elected. 

COLORADO. 
The  Grand  Lodge  of  Colorado  held  its  nineteenth  Annual  Communication  in  the 
city  of  Denver,  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  September,  1879,— the  Mr  .  Wr  .  Roger  W. 
Woodbury,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  li.\  "FT.-.  Edward  C.  Parmelee  being 
Grand  Secretary.    Twenty-three  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  gave  a  very  plain,  well  written  Address,  of  reasonable  length, 
•  and  well  laden  with  valuable  suggestions.  Eighteen  years  ago  this  Grand  Lodge 
was  organized  with  only  eight  constituent  Lodges.  Of  all  the  brethren  who  took 
part  in  that  work,  only  one,  Bro.  Whittemore,  survived,  so  busy  had  Death  been 
with  the  Fraternity.  Of  those  present,  how  few  would  be  in  the  land  of  the  living 
at  the  close  of  another  eighteen  years !  Their  names  would  not  be  on  the  Grand 
Lodge  roll ;  but  if  they  lived  as  they  should,  and  exhibited  the  true  moral  principles 
of  Masonry  in  all  their  actions,  they  might  be  on  that  other  roll  ''from  which  the 
Master  never  strikes  off  a  name." 

He  could  inform  them  that  prosperity  marked  the  Craft  in  the  jurisdiction.  In 
Colorado  "  the  Order  had  been  a  slow  growth,  but  a  sure  one."  "  The  greatness  of 
our  Institution  depends  not  upon  the  number  of  Lodges,  or  the  number  of  members, 
but  upon  the  influence  exerted  in  the  practice  of  virtue  and  morality  by  the  number 
we  have.  This  will  attract  the  material  we  desire,  and  with  sufficient  force  to  ensure 
a  healthy  growth." 

The  Legislature  of  Colorado  had  passed  a  general  Act  by  which  each  Masonic 
Lodge  could  incorporate  itself,  and  the  Grand  Master  was  in  favor  of  that  course,  to 
enable  the  Lodges  to  hold  and  manage  property.  We  think  that  in  less  than  half  a 
score  of  years  they  will  come  to  the  same  conclusion  in  Colorado  that  we  have  in 
California,  viz.,  that  the  incorporation  of  Lodges  is  very  inexpedient.  "No  man 
can  serve  two  masters."  So  said  the  Great  Teacher,  and  experience  will  verify 
that  truth  in  this  particular,  or  we  are  very  much  mistaken. 

But  another  suggestion  of  the  Grand  Master  is  an  excellent  one,  and  we  prob- 
ably think  so  all  the  more  because  it  is  the  law  of  California.  It  is,  that  all 
Lodges  under  dispensation  should  be  "free  from  debt  before  a  charter  be  issued." 
Future  debt  might  not  always  be  avoided,  but  it  would  be  a  good  thing  to  start  out 
right.    "A  debt  in  a  Lodge,"  he  well  remarks,  *«  is  followed  by  high  dues,  and  that  by 
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dropping  from  the  roll  for  non-payment.  This  is  the  high-pressure  machine  for  the 
manufacture  of  non-affiliates.  A  chartered  Lodge  in  debt  cannot  exercise  that  dis- 
cretion in  the  use  of  the  dark  ballot  that  the  purity  of  the  Order  demands.  If  the 
Lodge  be  in  debt,  and  an  applicant  appears  over  whom  haDgs  a  little  doubt,  I  fear 
that  he  and  not  the  Lodge  will  obtain  the  benefit  of  that  doubt." 

He  advises  a  revision  of  the  mileage  system  for  paying  members  for  attendance 
at  Grand  Lodge.  At  present  the  price  is  so  much  per  mile,  and  that  is  often  hun- 
dreds of  per  cent,  greater  than  the  cost.  It  appears,  also,  that  all  the  three  principal 
officers,  if  in  attendance,  are  paid.  Better  adopt  our  California  system,  Bro.  Grand 
Master,  which,  we  believe,  approximates  perfection,  if  it  does  not  attain  it.  Only 
one  representative  is  paid,  and  he  the  actual  traveling  expenses  going  and  coming. 
We  believe  a  brother  will  be  willing  to  take  care  of  himself  while  in  attendance,  for 
honor's  sake,  and  so  we  allow  no  per  diem. 

Three  Lodges  had  been  instituted  during  the  year.  The  Grand  Master  had  been 
absent  for  eight  weeks,  in  Florida,  New  Hampshire,  and  New  York.  He  returns  his 
thanks  for  the  courtesies  shown  him.  In  New  York  he  had  the  pleasure  of  inspecting 
the  inside  of  the  Masonic  Temple.  He  'found  the  Lodge  and  Chapter  rooms  in 
charge  of  female  janitors,  who  ushered  him  in,  and  explained  to  him.  a  stranger  and 
not  introduced,  the  uses  of  the  several  rooms  and  some  of  the  paraphernalia  therein." 
We  suppose  that  this  included  that  celebrated  gridiron,  on  which  many  antis  still 
believe  that  Masons  are  broiled  at  their  initiation. 

The  Grand  Orator,  W.\  Bro.  Frank  Church,  delivered  an  eloquent  oration, 
which  is  published  in  the  proceedings.  We  read  it  with  interest,  and  would  be  glad 
to  quote  some  of  the  good  things  therein,  though  it  contains  some  statements  that  do 
not  meet  with  our  approval.  Masonry  is  not  religion,  and  we  always  regret  to  see 
any  brother  employ  his  tongue  or  pen  to  prove  the  opposite  dogma.  As  to  the  uni- 
versality of  Masonry,  we  copy  this  well  expressed  paragraph  : — 

To  the  untutored  child  of  the  forest,  who  sees  God  only  in  the  works  of  Nature  ; 
the  Hindoo,  cultivated  in  the  subtle,  though  sophistical,  lure  of  the  Brahmin;  the 
followers  ot  Mahomet,  kneeling  to  the  East  in  morning  prayer ;  the  sons  ot  Judea  on 
the  Sacred  Mount;  the  Christians,  Catholics  and  Protestants  alike;  the  Northmen 
and  Druids  ;  the  Arab,  that  roams  the  desert,  free  as  the  wind ;  the  wanderer  among 
the  ruins  of  the  dead  past, — all,  all  save  the  fool  who  saith  in  his  heart  there  is  no 
God,  have  knelt  at  the  sacred  altars  of  the  Lodge,  shared  its  glories,  learned  its  mys- 
tic language,  submitted  to  its  influence,  which  have  turned  tnem  towards  the  truth 
and  God. 

He  says  :  "  The  degrees  of  Masonry  are  Secrec3T,  Science,  and  Immortality.  To 
the  first  degree  honor  and  probity  are  recommendations.  *  *  *  To  the 
second  degree,  diligence,  assiduity,  and  application  are  great  features.  *  *  * 
And  to  the  third  belong  those  whom  truth  and  fidelity  have  distinguished,  whom 
years  and  experience  have  improved,  and  whose  merit  and  ability  have  marked  and 
prepared  as  Master  Workmen."  He  elaborates  these  thoughts  through  several 
pages  of  this  eloquent  address,  but  we  cannot  make  further  quotations. 

We  call  the  attention  of  Bro.  Bobbins,  of  Illinois,  to  the  fact  that  the  Colorado 
brethren,  as  well  as  the  hard-hearted  Masons  of  California,  entertain  the  singular 
idea  that  Eastern  and  other  Lodges  should  refund,  if  possible,  the  expenses  incurred 
in  the  case  of  sick  and  destitute  members  from  other  jurisdictions.  They  must  look 
out  for  the  descent  of  that  fearfully  wielded  flail  upon  their  devoted  pates  ! 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  Bro.  E.  H. 
Collins,  and  is  a  well  written  but  altogether  too  brief  review  of  the  transactions 
of  other  Grand  Lodges.  California  receives  about  an  average  notice,  so  far  as  length 
is  concerned,  but  very  flattering  nevertheless.  Bro.  Browne  is  complimented  by 
quotations  from  his  able  Address,  and  of  Bro.  Guard's  Oration  the  writer  says  that 
"  it  is  a  production  of  extraordinary  beauty  and  power." 

There  are  twenty-eight  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  sixteen 
hundred  and  twenty-two.  The  M.\  W.\  Byron  L.  Carr  was  elected  Grand  Master 
and  the  B.\  W.\  Edward  C.  Parmelee  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 
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CONNECTICUT, 

The  ninety-second  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut 
was  held  in  the  city  of  Hartford  on  the  twenty-first  day  of  January,  1880.  The  M.\ 
W.\  Grand  Master,  Israel  M.  Bullock,  having  died  several  months  before,  the 
Grand  Lodge  was  presided  over  by  the  R.'.  W.\  John  H.  Baklow,  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  the  B,\  W.\  Joseph  K.  Wheeler  being  Grand  Secretary.  One  hundred  and 
eleven  Lodges  were  represented, 

The  acting  Grand  Master,  in  the  opening  of  his  able  Address,  makes  a  feeling  allu- 
sion to  the  death  of  Grand  Master  Bullock.    We  quote  a  few  sentences:— 

For  the  first  time  in  our  history  as  a  Grand  Lodge,  we  are  called  upon  to  drape 
our  hall  in  mourning  for  one  who  has  fallen  under  the  blow  of  the  setting  maul  of 
death,  while  holding  the  gavel  of  the  Grand  Master.  On  Tuesday,  the  21st  of  Octo- 
ber last,  the  sad  news  was  communicated  to  us  that  our  honored  Grand  Master,  Is- 
rael M.  Bullock,  was  no  more.  It  became  my  painful  duty  to  assemble  you  in  grand 
procession  to  go  with  me  and  attend  the  last  sad  rite  of  his  burial.  On  the  following 
Monday  in  his  native  village,  as  the  sun  was  sinking  behind  the  western  hills,  in  the 
impressive  language  of  our  Ritual,  we  committed  his  body  to  the  grave  ;  •'  earth  to 
earth,  ashes  to  ashes,  dust  to  dust.''  I  can  truly  say  that  our  solemn  rites  on  that  oc- 
casion were  not  a  mere  formality,  but  came  from  the  heart  of  every  sorrowing 
brother;  and  as  we  deposited  the  evergreen  upon  his  coffin,  I  could  but  offer  the 
silent  prayer —may  our  conduct  through  life  be  such,  that  the  same  deep  and  heart- 
felt sorrow  may  be  manifested  when  our  mortal  remains  are  conveyed  to  the  tomb. 

I  know  that  T  speak  the  thoughts  of  every  one  of  you  when  I  say  that  a  void  is 
made  which  cannot  well  be  filled.  I  can  by  no  means  pretend  to  give,  especially  at 
this  time,  any  careful  and  still  less  complete  review  of  the  life,  character,  and  val- 
ued services  of  him  we  have  lost.  That  duty,  I  trust,  will  be  done  by  abler  pens  than 
mine.  Thus  suddenly  were  the  high  and  responsible  duties  of  the  Grand  Master 
placed  upon  me,  and  that  mysterious  Providence,  rather  than  your  votes,  calls  me 
to  preside  over  your  deliberations  at  this  time. 

The  Grand  Lodge  passed  suitable  resolutions  to  the  memory  of  the  Grand  Master, 
and  also  held  a  "  Lodge  of  Sorrow  "  during  the  Communication,  the  proceedings  of 
which  were  ordered  to  be  published  in  a  separate  volume. 

Two  Past  Grand  Chaplains  had  also  been  called  away  during  the  year — the  vener- 
able Dr.  William  Cooper  Mead,  of  Norwalk,  and  the  Rev.  George  B.  Atwell,  of 
Pleasant  Valley. 

The  Grand  Master  attended  the  ninth  annual  reunion  of  the  "  Connecticut  Veter- 
an's.Association,"  in  the  city  of  New  Haven,  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  June.  A  large 
number  of  aged  veterans  were  present,  some  of  them  over  ninety  years  of  age.  But 
death  was  fast  thinning  the  ranks  of  those  old  and  well  tried  Masons.  Twenty-six 
deaths  were  reported  during  the  year. 

The  Master  of  one  Lodge  applied  to  Grand  Master  Bullock  for  permission  to 
appear  as  Masons  in  the  procession  of  the  "  Putnam  Phalanx"  to  the  grave  of  Capt. 
Nathan  Hale,  of  revolutionary  memory.  It  was  not  granted,  and  yet  the  Lodge 
did  march  in  full  Masonic  regalia.  Believing  that  such  a  violation  of  the  edict  of  the 
Grand  Master  should  not  pass  unnoticed,  the  Acting  Grand  Master  summoned  the 
Lodge  to  appear  at  this  Annual  Communication  and  make  answer  to  said  violation. 
The  matter  was  referred  to  a  committee,  who  reported  that  the  Master  assumed 
all  the  responsibility  for  the  action  of  the  Lodge,  and  they  therefore  submitted  a  res- 
olution to  suspend  him  from  all  the  privileges  of  Masonry  for  six  months.  The  Grand 
Lodge,  however,  changed  this  to  a  reprimand,  which  was  administered  by  the  Grand 
Master,  and  thus  this  semi-tragedy  ended  in  a  farce. 

The  Grand  Master  alluded  to  the  difficulty  between  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Connec- 
ticut and  New  York,  on  the  "  Webotuck  "  matter,  and  announced  that  Past  Grand* 
Master  John  W.  Simons,  of  New  York,  was  present  to  represent  New  York  on  that 
question. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  conclusion,  gave  the  brethren  some  excellent  moral  advice, 
a  few  words  of  which  we  quote  :— 

Masonry,  as  well  as  Christianity  and  the  community  at  large,  sadly  need  a  higher 
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standard  of  moral  action.  We  should  make  our  lives  and  conduct  more  nearly  con- 
form to  our  profession.  The  purity  of  our  precepts  can  only  be  manifested  by  our 
actions.  Be  careful  then,  my  brethren,  in  guarding  against  intemperance  and  excess. 
This  fearful  vice  meets  us  in  the  church,  in  the  halls  of  legislation,  and  too  often,  I 
fear-  in  the  Lodge.  In  connection  with  the  besetting  sin  of  intemperance,  let  us  also 
carefully  avoid  another  vice  which  I  know  is  practiced  by  some  who  have  knelt  at 
the  altar  of  Masonry.  I  allude  to  the  detestably  unmasonic  and  ungentlemanly  prac- 
tice of  profanity,  there  is  not,  in  my  opinion,  one  good  excuse  for  it.  It  is  practiced 
by  the  low,  the  vulgar,  and  the  rejected  of  the  community,  and  is  in  violation  of 
every  precept  of  our  time-honored  institution.  Let  every  Mason  carefully  abstain 
from  it  if  he  would  preserve  our  ancient  fraternity  from  reproach. 

The  Grand  Secretary,  among  other  items  in  his  Annual  Report,  states  that  he  had 
communicated  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  the  action  of  Connecticut,  in  rela- 
tion to  the  difficulty  between  that  Grand  Body  and  Quebec.  He  had  received  a  reply 
from  the  Grand  Secretary  of  Scotland,  in  which  this  paragraph  was  contained: — 

Meantime  permit  me  to  say,  for  the  information  of  your  Grand  Lodge,  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  has  no  intention  of  invading  the  Masonic  territories  of  any 
Grand  Lodge  in  the  United  States.  On  the  contrary,  the  Grand  Master  and  other 
office  bearers  and  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  are  most  desirous  of 
cultivating  fraternal  relations  with  these  Grand  Bodies.  It  is  right,  however,  that 
you  should  know  that  the  charters  issued  to  new  Lodges  in  the  city  of  Montreal, 
Province  of  Quebec,  will  certainly  not  be  withdrawn. 

Past  Grand  Master  John  W.  Simons,  of  New  York,  was  introduced  and  received 
with  honors  due  to  his  rank,  and  invited  to  a  seat  in  the  East,  when  he  favored  the 
brethren  with  a  few  eloquent  words  of  friendly  greeting. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  asked  leave  to  submit  their  report  on  the 
"  Webotuck*'  matter  to  the  Grand  Master  after  the  close  of  the  Communication, 
which  was  granted.  We  find  that  elaborate  repoit  approved  by  the  Grand  Master, 
and  as  it  ably  presents  the  Connecticut  side  of  the  matter,  we  will  give  as  full  a 
synopsis  of  it  as  our  limited  space  will  permit : — 

In  August,  1872,  on  petition  of  the  requisite  number  of  Masons  residing  at 
Sharon,  in  Connecticut,  a  charter  was  granted  for  a  new  Lodge  in  that  place,  or 
rather  the  old  charter  of  Hamilton  Lodge,  No.  54,  which  had  been  surrendered,  was 
restored  to  these  petitioners.  Of  these,  two  were  members  of  Webotuck  Lodge, 
No.  48,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  New  York,  but  both  had  been  for  years  residents  of 
Sharon.  One  of  them,  a  Dr.  Knight,  had  resided  in  Connecticut  since  1852,  and  at 
the  time  he  became  a  charter  member  of  Hamilton  Lodge  was  "  tree  of  the  books  '* 
in  Webotuck  Lodge.  The  other,  though  a  resident  of  Connecticut,  it  was  alleged 
and  admitted,  still  owed  dues  to  the  New  York  Lodge.  This  state  of  facts  raised  the 
question  whether  the  granting  of  the  charter  to,  and  its  acceptance  by  the  petition- 
ers, severed  their  membership  in  other  Lodges  and  made  them  members  of  the  new 
Lodge.  The  laws  of  Connecticut  and  New  York  are  the  same  as  to  the  severance  of 
membership.  This  can  only  be  :  1,  by  a  dimit ;  2,  by  a  Lodge  ceasing  to  have  legal 
existence  ;  3,  by  being  attached  to  a  Lodge  under  dispensation  as  soon  as  the  Lodge 
is  warranted ;  4,  by  being  struck  from  the  roll  for  non-payment  of  dues ;  5,  by  sen- 
tence of  expulsion  or  suspension. 

The  present  Constitution  of  New  York  was  adopted  in  1873,  while  the  dispensation 
and  charter  were  issued  to  Hamilton  Lodge  prior  thereto.  The  committee  argue 
the  bearing  of  the  old  Constitution  on  this  question,  and  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
"  there  was  no  violation  of  the  Lodge  of  New  York  by  the  petitioners  who  were 
members  of  Webotuck  Lodge,  either  in  letter  or  spirit."  "  To  say,"  argue  the  com- 
mittee, "that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut  cannot  constitute  Masons  residing 
within  its  territory  into  new  Lodges,  according  to  its  own  Constitution  and  Laws, 
because  some  of  them  are  members  of  a  Lodge  situated  in  another  State,  and  because 
by  a  law  of  that  State  membership  cannot  be  terminated  except  in  a  particular  way, 
is  not  in  effect  giving  force  to  Connecticut  law  beyond  its  own  territory,  as  claimed 
by  some  of  our  New  York  brethren,  but  in  truth  giving  effect  to  a  law  of  New  York 
outside  of  its  territory,  and  in  so  far  violating  the  sovereign  prerogatives  of  Connecticut 
within  its  own  territory  acting  upon  Masons  residing  therein,  and  invoking  the  exer- 
cise of  its  power." 

Probably,  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee,  the  whole  question  reduces  itself  to 
a  question  of  dollars  and  cents.  If  the  two  members  owed  anything  to  Webotuck 
Lodge,  Connecticut  has  already  ordered  them  to  pay  the  same,  and  the  committee 
are  informed  that  they  have  offered  so  to  do.  The  committee  say  they  cannot  ascer- 
tain what  New  York  desires  of  Connecticut  in  this  matter.    Payment  of  all  dues  will 
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be  enforced  if  asked  for.  Does  New  York  desire  Connecticut  to  declare  the  consti- 
tuting of  Hamilton  Lodge  illegal  and  void  because  two  of  the  petitioners  did  not  go 
through  the  formality  of  applying  for  a  dimit?  If  so,  it  cannot  be  granted,  much  as 
Connecticut  desires  the  continuance  of  good  feeling.  The  committee  say,  in  conclu- 
sion, that  "if  the  (Jrand  Lodge  of  Connecticut  has  erred  in  the  matter,  it  has  not 
done  so  with  any  desire  or  intention  to  interfere  in  the  least  with  her  sister  of  New 
York,  or  with  any  of  her  subordinates,  but  upon  the  belief  that  her  action  was  right 
and  according  to  her  Constitution  and  Laws  and  the  general  usages  of  the  craft.  She 
believes  so  still.  She  remains  open,  however,  to  the  conviction  of  argument,  and 
will  gladly  redress  any  wrong,  so  far  as  lies  in  her  power,  when  thus  convinced. 

We  shall  probably  hear  from  New  York  before  closing  this  report,  and  shall  wait 
therefor  before  remarking  farther  on  this  disputed  question.  We  are  still  of  the 
opinion  that  New  York  has  the  law,  if  not  the  equity  of  the  case. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  as  usual,  is  from  the  pen  of 
Grand  Secretary  Wheeler,  and  as  usual  also,  is  a  well  written,  well  digested  docu- 
ment. California  for  187S  has  a  brief  but  complimentary  notice,  for  which  we  render 
due  acknowledgment.  Under  the  head  of  New  York,  Bro.  Wheeler,  as  might  be 
expected,  measures  his  lance  with  Bro.  Simons  on  the  "  Webotuck  "  matter,  presenting 
substantially  the  same  views  as  we  find  in  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Jurispru- 
dence, already  commented  upon.  As  to  Colon  and  Cuba,  Bro.  Wheeler  goes  exten- 
sively into  the  question,  and  comes  to  the  conclusion  that  both  are  outside  the  pale  of 
regular  Masonry,  and  that  neither  therefore  should  be  recognized.  He  also,  under 
the  head  of  "  France,"  publishes  at  length  a  document  which  we  have  not  before 
seen,  in  which  some  nine  of  the  Lodges  in  that  country  declare  their  independence  of 
the  Grand  Orient,  and  propose  the  establishment  of  a  Grand  Lodge  independent  of 
the  Supreme  Council.  In  looking,  however,  at  the  "  Declaration  of  Principles,"  we 
do  not  see  but  what  the  independents  ignore  the  Deity  as  fully  as  does  the  Grand 
Orient.  If  so,  we  hope  they  may  wait  a  long  while  before  being  recognized  by  our 
American  Grand  Lodges. 

There  are  one  hundred  and  twelve  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership 
of  fourteen  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty.  The  M.\  W.\  John,  H.  Barlow  was 
elected  Grand  Master  and  the  B.\  W.\  Joseph  K.  Wheeler  was  re-elected  Grand 
Secretary. 

DAKOTA. 

The  .sixth  Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge  was  held  in  the  city  of 
Yankton  on  the  eighth  day  of  June,  1880,— the  M.\  W.\  George  H.  Hand,  Grand 
Master  presiding,  and  the  JB.\  W.'.  Charles  T.  McCoy  being  Grand  Secretary. 
Six  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  Address  is  somewhat  ambitiously  written,  but  still  interest- 
ing. He  congratulates  the  Fraternity  that  their  Lodges  were  out  of  debt,  and  that 
peace  and  harmony  prevailed  in  all  their  borders.  He  had  issued  dispensations  for 
five  new  Lodges,  which  is  doing  very  well  for  so  young  a  jurisdiction.  Two  of  his 
decisions  related  to  the  question  of  physical  disabilities.  One  was  that  a  person 
with  only  one  eye  could  not  receive  the  degrees  ;  the  other  was  in  favor  of  a  candidate 
who  had  ''both  eyes  healthy,  but  a  cataract  covered  one  and  he  was  unable  to  see 
with  it;  but  his  physician  thought  the  cataract  might  be  removed  by  an  operation, 
and  the  sight  restored." 

"  'Tis  strange  such  difference  there  should  be, 
Twixt  tweedledum  and  tweedledee." 

Very  much  of  the  Address  is  taken  up  with  a  discussion  of  the  difficulty  between 
this  Grand  Lodge  and  that  of  Minnesota,  about  the  Lodges  in  Fargo  and  Bismark, 
in  which  he  takes  strong  and  almost  savage  ground  against  Minnesota.  But,  as  we 
have  already  given  much  space  to  this  difficulty,  and  as  it  happily  settled  itself  before 
the  Grand  Lodge  closed,  we  forbear  further  comment,  except  to  state  here,  very 
briefly,  how  this  was  brought  about. 

Minnesota  had  determined  to  stand  by  these  two  Lodges  in  Northern  Dakota,  as 
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long  as  they  desired  to  continue  their  connection  with  their  parent  Grand  Lodge. 
At  the  same  time  advice  was  given  that,  under  the  circumstances,  it  might  be  best  to 
transfer  their  allegiance  to  Dakota.  Last  year  the  Lodge  in  Fargo  did  so,  and  thus 
one  half  the  trouble  was  disposed  of.  The  fight  this  year  was  therefore  to  be  about  Bis- 
marck Lodge.  But  about  the  middle  of  the  Communication  a  petition  came  in  from 
it  for  reception,  which  was  unanimously  granted,  and  thus  "  all  was  quiet  again  ,?  on 
the  "Red  River  of  the  North." 

It  was  resolved  to  appoint  a  Grand  Lecturer  to  teach  the  work.  We  find  no  other 
business  transacted,  calling  for  special  notice. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  the  first  one  submitted  to  the 
Grand  Lodge,  was  from  the  pen  of  Bro.  W.  H.  H.  Beadle.  It  occupies  over  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty  pages  of  the  proceedings,  and  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  report  is  taken 
up  with  a  discussion  of  the  Dakota  and  Minnesota  difficulty.  Bro.  Beadle  not  only 
discusses  it  elaborately  by  itself,  but  returns  to  the  fight  every  time  he  finds  one  of 
the  other  jurisdictions  taking  ground  against  Dakota.  We  think  our  good,  but  some- 
what warlike  brother,  has  visited  Donnybrook  fair,  for  he  acts  upon  its  fundamental 
dogma— "  Wherever  you  see  a  head,  hit  it."  But  after  all  the  ink  and  labor  thus 
spent,  Bro.  Beadle  acknowledges  at  the  close  of  his  report,  that  all  has  been  knocked 
in  the  head  by  the  submission  of  Bismarck  Lodge.  Yet  he  sticks  valiantly  to  what  he 
has  written  "  on  principle,''  and  says  it  will  apply  to  the  New  Mexico  and  Missouri 
fight,  for  which  the  former  will  probably  thank  him,  if  not  the  latter.  Bro.  Beadle 
will  cool  down  a  little  after  having  written  a  half  dozen  reports  as  long  as  this  one. 

There  are  sixteen  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  five  hundred 
and  forty-one.    The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were  re-elected. 

DELAWARE. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Delaware  held  its  seventy-third  Annual  Communication  in 
the  city  of  Wilmington,  on  the  first  day  of  October,  1579, — the  Mr .  W.\  John  Taylor, 
Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  Br.  Wr.  William  S.  Hayes  being  Grand  Secre- 
tary.   Twenty-one  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  of  moderate  length,  and  rather  sophomori- 
cally  written.  The  committee  to  whom  it  was  referred  say  very  briefly  and  point- 
edly that  "they  find  nothing  therein  that  calls  for  special  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.'7    We  feel  very  much  like  saying  "  ditto  "  as  to  matter  for  review. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  simply  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the 
proceedings  of  other  Grand  Lodges,  and  add:  "  We  would  have  been  pleased  to 
have  embodied  herein  such  of  their  contents  as  we  thought  would  be  of  general 
interest  to  the  Craft  in  this  jurisdiction,  but  as  your  Mr.  Wr.  body,  at  its  last  Annual 
Communication,  thought  an  extended  review  was  not  of  sufficient  importance  to  the 
brethren  to  warrant  the  expense  of  its  publication  with  the  proceedings,  we  have 
refrained  from  more  than  merely  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  the  documents  that 
have  come  into  our  hands."  We  are  sorry  that  our  brethren  of  "  little  Delaware  " 
are  so  poor  or  penurious  as  thus  to  shut  out  all  the  light  coming  from  other  Grand 
Bodies.    May  wiser  counsels  prevail  in  the  future. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba  was  fraternally  recognized.  We  find  nothing  else 
in  these  proceedings  calling  for  notice.  There  are  twenty-two  Lodges  in  this  juris- 
diction, with  a  membership  of  twelve  hundred  and  seventy.  The  Grand  Master  and 
Grand  Secretary  were  re-elected. 

DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA, 

The  pamphlet  before  us  contains  the  proceedings  of  several  Stated,  Special,  and 
Annual  Communications  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  18}  9.  We  take  up  the  same  chrono- 
logically for  a  brief  notice. 

The  first  was  a  Stated  Communication,  held  in  the  city  of  Washington  on  the 
twenty-second  day  of  January,  1879,— the  Mr  .  Wr .  H.  A.  Whitney,  Grand  Master, 
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presiding,  and  the  B.\  W.\  William  R.  Singleton  being  Grand  Secretary.  Nineteen 
Lodges  were  represented. 

Several  reports  from  committees  were  presented  and  disposed  of— among  them  an 
elaborate  one  on  the  Masonic  Library,  and  another  on  the  duties  of  Grand  Represent- 
atives, coming  to  the  very  common-sense  conclusion  that  they  are  little  if  anything 
more  than  ornamental  appendages  to  Grand  Lodges. 

The  next  was  a  Special  Communication,  held  on  the  ninth  day  of  April',  for  the 
exemplification  of  work,  which  was  done  so  far  as  the  first  and  second  degrees  were 
concerned  ;  and  another  held  on  April  the  twenty-third,  for  work  in  the  third  degree. 

Next  came  the  Semi- Annual  Communication  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  May,  the 
same  Grand  Officers  being  present,  and  nineteen  Lodges  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  presented  for  consideration  a  somewhat  anomalous  case.  The 
by-laws  of  a  certain  Lodge  required  a  personal  application  for  a  dimit.  A  brother 
requested  another  to  apply  for  his  dimit.  The  Secretary  was  directed  to  inform  him 
of  the  requirement  of  the  by-laws,  and  no  further  action  was  had  thereon.  Subse- 
quently it  became  necessary  to  summon  all  the  members  for  some  particular  business. 
The  brother  did  not  obey,  and  when  called  to  account  therefor,  said  he  was  not  a 
member,  as,  having  applied  for  a  dimit,  the  Lodge  had  no  choice  but  must  grant  the 
same.  Charges  were  then  brought  against  him  lor  not  obeying  the  summons,  but 
the  brother  refused  to  attend,  alleging  as  his  reason  that  he  had  joined  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church,  and  was,  "  therefore,  positively  prohibited  from  visiting  the  Lodge." 
It  appeared  upon  inquiry  that  the  brother  being,  as  was  supposed,  upon  his  death- 
bed, was  persuaded  by  his  family  to  call  in  a  priest  of  that  Church,  who  refused  to 
administer  its  rites  nnless  he  would  renounce  Masonry.  Hence  his  request  for  a 
dimit.  The  case  being  finally  referred  to  the  Grand  Master,  he  decided  that  "  Free- 
masonry being  a  voluntary  association,  a  brother  cannot  be  compelled  to  continue 
his  membership  contrary  to  his  own  inclination,  and  if  he  is  in  good  standing  and 
clear  of  the  books,  a  dimit,  if  asked  for,  either  in  person  or  by  written  application, 
known  to  be  his  own  act,  must  be  granted."  Hence  the  brother  should  not  be  tried 
for  his  neglect  to  obey  the  summons. 

The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  who  reported 
thereon  at  a  subsequent  Communication,  (how  is  not  stated,)  but  the  report  was 
recommitted,  with  instructions  to  report  the  next  year. 

In  pursuance  of  the  favorable  report  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales  was  fraternally  recognized. 

On  the  same  re  oinmendation  a  resolution  was  adopted  "  prohibiting  the  admis- 
sion of  any  visitor  from  the  Province  of  Quebec  into  any  Lodge  in  the  District  of 
Columbia,  unless  he,  previous  to  his  examination  or  avouchment,  presents  the  cer- 
tificate of  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  that  the  Lodge  from 
which  the  proposed  visitor  hails  is  a  legally  constituted  Lodge,  holding  its  warrant 
from  said  Grand  Lodge." 

The  Annual  Communication  was  held  on  the  twelfth  day  of  November,  the  same 
Grand  Officers  being  present,  and  twenty-one  Lodges  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  delivered  a  short  Address,  but  we  find  no  items  therein  calling 
for  more  special  notice. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reported  in  relation  to  a  mass  of  old  documents  in  his  office, 
which  he  had  arranged  in  form,  so  far  as  was  possible,  and  recommended  printing 
the  same,  or  a  large  portion  thereof.  The  matter  was  referred  to  a  committee  to 
ascertain  the  cost  of  printing. 

The  Grand  Secretary,  who  was  appointed  "  Grand  Historian,"  with  instructions  to 
prepare  a  "  History  of  Masonry  in  the  District  of  Columbia,"  reported  preliminarily 
that  he  proposed  a  compilation  under  fifteen  distinct  heads,  and  thought  the  volume 
would  make  two  hundred  octavo  pages.  He  asked  for  a  subscription  list  of  five 
hundred  to  start  with.  Our  brethren  in  that  section  should  comply  with  so  reason- 
able a  request. 
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The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  a  document  of  eighty  pages, 
was  submitted  by  the  Grand  Secretary.  He  evidently  compiled  it  under  a  sort  of 
strait-jacket  influence,  which  compelled  him  to  condense  more  than  he  would  or 
should.  But  he  has  given  us  a  very  readable  report,  notwithstanding.  California  for 
187S  has  two  pages  devoted  to  it,  which  is  about  the  average.  We  thank  Bro.  Sin- 
gleton for  his  kindly  mention  of  our  own  Report  for  that  year. 

There  are  twenty-eight  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  twenty- 
seven  hundred  and  twelve.  The  Mr.  W.\  Joseph  S.  McCoy  was  elected  Grand 
Master  and  the  R.\  W.\  William  R.  Singleton  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

FLORIDA. 

Our  friends  in  Florida  must  be  near  the  bed-rock  financially,  judging  by  the  small 
pamphlet  of  less  than  sixty  pages  which  contains  the  proceedings  of  the  fifty-first 
Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  that  jurisdiction,  held  in  Jackson- 
ville, on  the  twentieth  day  of  January,  1880, — the  M.\  W.'.  William  A.  McLean, 
Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  B.\  W.\  DeWittC.  Dawkins  being  Grand  Secretary. 
Sixty-three  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  Address  is  one  of  more  than  usual  length,  nearly  one-half  of 
it  being  a  semi-oration  on  the  privileges  and  duties  of  Masonry,  for  which  he 
received  the  special  thanks  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  He  had  issued  dispensations  for 
two  new  Lodges.  He  had  no  decisions  to  report,  all  the  inquiries  made  having  been 
satisfactorily  answered  by  a  reference  to  the  Constitution  and  Code  of  Jurisprudence. 
Happy  Grand  Master,  and  happier  jurisdiction  !  He  gives  a  gloomy  account  of  the 
finances  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  there  being  "  a  depleted  treasury  and  no  source  of 
revenue  from  which  an  income  can  be  derived.'-  "Result,  misery,"  according  to 
that  eminent  financier,  Wilkins  Micawber,  Esq. 

We  find  no  items  of  general  interest  in  the  proceedings  before  us,  except  that  on 
the  report  of  Bro.  Dawkins,  from  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  it  was  resolved 
to  recognize  the  "  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia,"  (New  South  Wales),  and  the  "  Grand 
Lodge  of  Colon  in  Cuba." 

There  are  eighty-four  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  twenty- 
three  hundred  and  seventy.     The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were  re-elected. 

GEORGIA. 
For  reasons  stated  in  the  following  letter  from  the  Grand  Secretary  of  Georgia, 
to  Bro.  Abell,  of  California,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia  did  not  hold  a  Communi- 
cation in  1879,  but  delegated  necessary  power  to  a  committee  whose  proceedings  are 
before  us : —

R.\  W.\  and  Bear  Sir  and  Bro.  :— In  reply  to  your  favor  of  24th  inst.,  I  would 
state  that  by  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1878,  the  Communication  for  1879  was 
omitted.  The  business  was  done  by  a  committee,  and  as  it  related  to  local  matters 
exclusively,  I  did  not  send  the  report  generally  beyond  the  jurisdiction.  I  however 
herewith  forward  a  copy.

The  Report  of  this  committee  makes  a  pamphlet  of  nearly  fifty  pages.  The 
omission  of  the  Annual  Communication  seems  to  have  been  for  the  purpose  of 
saving  expense  and  thereby  reducing  the  heavy  debt  now  resting  upon  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

The  committee  met  in  the  city  of  Macon  on  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  October, 
1879, — present,  Grand  Master  James  M.  Mobley,  the  Deputy,  the  two  Grand  Wardens, 
Grand  Treasurer,  Grand  Secretary,  and  a  Past  Grand  Master  and  Past  Deputy.  This 
authority  to  meet  and  act  was  derived  from  the  following  section  of  the  By-Laws 
and  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  : — 
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On  the  last  Monday  of  October,  1879  and  1881,  the  Grand  Master,  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  Grand  Treasurer,  and  Grand  Secretary,  with  a  committee  of  five  of  the  per- 
manent members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  appointed  at  the  Annual  Communication  held 
in  1878  by  the  M.\  W.'.  Grand  Master  (who  shall  hold  until  their  successors  are 
appointed),  shall  assemble  at  the  Grand  Lodge  Hall,  in  Macon,  Georgia,  and  examine 
the  Returns  from  Subordinate  Lodges,  and  the  books  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  and 
Grand  Secretary,  and  make  out  a  statement  which  shall  be  printed,  and  three  copies 
thereof  sent  to  each  Subordinate  Lodge,  and  one  to  each  permanent  member  of  this 
Grand  Lodne.  The  said  officers  and  committee  shall  appropriate  all  the  funds 
received,  less  the  expenses,  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  and  principal  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  debt.  The  said  officers  and  committee  shall  have  full  power  to  author- 
ize the  Grand  Master  to  arrest  the  charter  of  any  Lodge  in  arrears,  or  neglecting  to 
send  in  its  returns  and  dues,  the  same  as  if  there  were  a  full  session  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Indian  Territory  was  fraternally  recognized. 

Authority  was  given  to  the  Grand  Treasurer  to  borrow  a  sufficient  sum  of  money 
to  pay  the  balance  of  bonds  and  interest  remaining  due  and  unpaid  on  the  first  of 
April,  1880. 

It  was  ordered  that  all  subordinate  Lodges  in  arrears  should  have  until  the  first 
day  of  January,  1880,  to  pay  up,  failing  which  they  should  at  that  date  forfeit  their 
respective  charters. 

The  Grand  Master  submitted  a  short  Address,  which  he  proposed  to  send  to  all 
the  Lodges,  appealing  especially  to  those  delinquent  to  pay  up  their  dues  and  save 
their  charters.    The  closing  advice  is  as  good  elsewhere  as  in  Georgia  : — 

Brethren,  attend  your  Lodge  meetings  regularly;  make  your  business  arrange- 
ments accordingly.  No  good  Mason  can  wilfully  stay  away  from  his  Lodge  meetings. 
And  let  me,  in  conclusion,  urge  you  to  elect  to  office  the  very  best  brethren  you 
have,  and  those  who  will  not  fail  to  attend  each  meeting. 

On  the  thirty-first  day  of  January,  1880,  the  Grand  Secretary  submitted  an  elab- 
orate report  of  the  condition  of  the  Lodges,  as  shown  by  their  returns.  Twenty-three 
Lodges  were  in  default  on  the  first  day  of  January.  Some,  however,  had  rendered 
reasonable  excuses,  and  promised  soon  to  pay  their  arrearages. 

We  think  that  the  Grand  Secretary  must  possess  an  extraordinary  amount  of 
patience  and  good  nature,  as  manifested  in  his  minute  examination  of  the  returns.  He 
found  and  pointed  out,  more  or  less  fully,  errors  in  the  returns  from  one  hundred  and 
ninety  Lodges.  They  evidently  need  some  of  Bro.  Abell's  medicine  in  that  juris- 
diction. 

Statistical  tables  accompany  this  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  but,  as  the  col- 
umns are  not  footed  up,  we  cannot  state  the  number  of  Masons  in  the  jurisdiction. 

IDAHO. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Idaho  held  its  twelfth  Annual  pommunication  in  Boise  City, 
on  the  ninth  day  of  September,  1879,— the  M.\  W.'.  Edward  A.  Stevenson,  Grand 
Master,  presiding,  and  the  li.\  W.\  Charles  Himrod  being  Grand  Secretary.  Ten 
Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master,  having  had  but  little  Masonic  business  to  report  and  recom- 
mend, delivers  the  Craft  quite  a  long  homily  on  their  duties  as  Masons,  to  themselves 
and  to  the  world.  We  hope  that  his  hearers  and  readers  will  not  pass  over  all  to  their 
neighbors,  but  "read,  mark,  learn,  and  inwardly  digest"  a  good  part  thereof  for 
themselves.  He  pays  a  high  compliment  to  Grand  Master  Bobbins,  of  Illinois,  for  the 
promptness  with  which  he  had  disciplined  a  Lodge  of  that  jurisdiction  for  stealing 
some  of  Idaho's  raw  material  (and  very  raw  it  was,  according  to  Grand  Master 
Stevenson's  description,)  and  working  it  up  into  a  Mason. 

The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Lodge  take  strong  grounds — even  to  Masonic  inter- 
diction—against the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  for  its  alleged  violation  of  the  territorial 
rights  of  Quebec. 

The  Grand  Master  had  decided  that  no  other  societies  could  take  part  with 
Masons  in  the  burial  of  a  brother.     "On  the  burial  of  a  deceased  brother,''  is  hs 
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remark,  "  the  Lodge  is  at  labor  and  must  have  absolute  control,  and  while  exercising 
this  control  no  non-Masonic  society  can  be  permitted  to  participate."  We  are 
inclined  to  the  opinion  that  the  Grand  Master  is  right  as  to  the  labor  point,  and  yet 
one  half  of  the  Lodges,  when  we  have  been  present  at  a  funeral,  declare  themselves 
as  "called  off"  while  performing  this  duty.  As  to  the  non-participation  of  other 
societies,  we  have  had  our  say  in  times  past,  and  will  not  re-open  the  discussion. 

The  Grand  Master  thinks  that  it  would  be  for  the  best  interests  of  Masonry  if"  St. 
John's  Day  was  never  allowed  to  pass  by  without  some  kind  of  recognition  in  any 
community  where  there  is  a  Masonic  Lodge.  At  those  times  should  be  gathered  the 
fraternity  and  their  families,  and,  combining  pleasure  with  profit,  cultivate  a  kind 
fraternal  feeling  among  our  members  and  those  united  to  them  by  the  ties  of  relation- 
ship and  affection.  Permit  simple  refreshments— a  cup  of  good  tea  or  coffee,  sand- 
wiches, cakes,  nuts,  and  other  simple  articles." 

If  that  will  not  do,  just  give  them  one  of  our  Bro.  Bromley's  clam-bakes,  and  that 
will  fetch  them  sure,  especially  if  Bro.  B.  will  add  one  of  his  unique  and  unequaled 
orations ! 

We  wonder  if  the  Grand  Master  has  not  traveled  some  out  of  his  jurisdiction  as 
well  as  in,  in  the  hints  he  gives  to  brethren  about  attendance  at  Lodge  meetings,  or 
the  reverse  :  "Frequently  those  who  urge  a  pressure  of  business  as  an  apology  for 
neglecting  the  Lodge,  can  find  abundant  time  and  opportunity,  even  on  Lodge  nights, 
to  attend  places  of  amusement,  sit  around  saloons  or  other  public  places  of  resort, 
indulging  in  frivolous  conversation,  (or  perhaps  doing  worse,)  or  walking  several 
miles  around  a  billiard  table,  when  they  are  too  lazy  or  too  much  exhausted  by 
fatigue  to  walk  a  single  block  to  the  Lodge  room." 

He  recommended  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  "  mature  and  report  a  plan 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  an  institution  of  learning,  on  a  small  scale  at  first,  with 
an  ultimate  view  of  its  being  polytechnic,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge." 
Festina  lente. 

The  "  Orphan  Fund  "  in  this  jurisdiction  now  amounts  to  $5,343  40.  Strong  reso- 
lutions were  adopted  condemnatory  of  the  action  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France, 
relative  to  a  belief  in  God  and  the  immortality  of  the  soul.  There  is  no  Report  on 
Correspondence. 

There  are  eleven  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  three  hundred 
and  ninety-two.  The  M.\  W.\  Charles  Himrod  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the 
_R.\  W.\  L.  F.  Cartee,  Grand  Secretary. 

ILLINOIS. 

The  fortieth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  was  held  in  the 
city  of  Chicago,  on  the  seventh  day  of  October,  1879,— the  M.\  W.\  Theodore  T. 
Gurney,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  B.\  W.\  John  F.  Burrill  being  Grand 
Secretary.    Six  hundred  and  fifty-one  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Address  of  Grand  Master  Gurney  is  very  long,  occupying  over  twenty  pages 
of  the  proceedings,  in  fine  print.  But  it  is  well  written,  and,  discussing  the  compli- 
cated affairs  of  so  large  a  jurisdiction,  could  hardly  be  made  much  shorter.  As  he 
well  says  in  an  opening  paragraph:  "My  duties  have  not  been  less  onerous  than 
those  of  my  predecessors.  The  anxious  oversight  of  the  seven  hundred  Lodges  of 
our  jurisdiction  involves  thought  and  labor  that  is  not  comprehended  except  by  a 
Grand  Master." 

He  begins  with  some  excellent  advice  to  the  Craft,  to  "  purge  their  Lodges  from 
impurity.  It  may  not  be  possible,"  he  remarks,  "  to  reach  by  discipline  every  infrac- 
tion of  law,  but  you  can,  by  the  force  of  a  blameless  life,  banish  the  demoralizing 
influences  of  the  unfaithful,  and  throw  around  your  Masonic  homes  a  halo  of  manhood 
that  will  invite  commendation  rather  than  unfriendly  criticism."  "The  Lodge,"  he 
adds  further  on,  "is  not  a  reformatory  institution.  It  is  to  fit  a  rough  but  sound 
ashlar  for  the  spiritual  edifice,  but  it  was  never  designed  that  this  Teinple  should 
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be  a  house  for  decayed  stones,  to  which  no  amount  of  manipulation  could 
impart  strength  or  polish.  Reject  every  blemished  ashlar,  and  accept  none  that 
cannot  endure  the  tests  of  the  overseer's  inspection." 

He  had  refused  all  applications  to  establish  new  Lodges,  believing  the  present 
number  to  be  largely  in  excess  of  any  requirement.  He  believes  that  a  weak  and 
inefficient  Lodge  is  far  worse  than  none  at  all. 

The  Grand  Master  regretted  that  there  was  no  change  in  the  relations  between  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  Scotland  and  Quebec.  Last  year  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,  sym- 
pathizing with  Quebec,  issued  its  edict  of  non-intercourse  against  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Scotland.  The  Grand  Secretary  transmitted  a  copy  of  the  resolutions  adopted  to 
that  Grand  Lodge,  and  in  reply  received  the  following  from  its  Grand  Secretary, 
which  we  give  at  length,  for  the  information  and  comment  of  our  own  readers : — 

Grand  Secretary's  Office,  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  ) 
Freemason's  Hall,  Edinburgh,  Jan.  4,  1879.         J 
John  F.  Burrill,  Esq.,  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  : — 

Bight  Worthy  Sir  and  Dear  Brother  : — I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  printed 
circulars  addressed  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland.  It  has  pleased  your  Grand 
Lodge  to  interdict  all  further  Masonic  communication  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scot- 
land and  all  individual  Masons  owing  allegiance  thereto.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Scot- 
land was  in  active  operation  a  century  prior  to  the  formation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Illinois,  and  there  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  its  position  will  be  at  all  affected  by 
any  interdict  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois.  I  beg  to  thank  you  for  a  copy  of  the 
Proceedings  for  1878.

Sharp  and  somewhat  sarcastic  that !  And  being  a  Yankee  born,  we  venture  to 
11  guess :'  that  it  means  no  change  of  front  at  all  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Scotland. 

The  Grand  Master  alludes  to  his  correspondence  with  our  Grand  Master  Browne, 
relative  to  the  claim  of  the  Masonic  Board  of  Relief  of  San  Francisco  upon  Dearborn 
Lodge,  No.  310,  of  Chicago,  for  reimbursement  on  account  of  relief  granted  to  a 
brother  of  that  Lodge.  He  communicated  with  that  Lodge  on  the  subject,  but  says 
that  he  advised  Grand  Master  Browne  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  "  had  never 
recognized  the  principle  involved  in  this  claim,  unless  the  relief  furnished  Bro.  Hoyt 
had  been  with  the  assent  of  the  Lodge."  He  endorses  fully  the  views  of  his  predeces- 
sor, Grand  Master  Robbins,  that  "Charity  will  not  tolerate  any  expectation  of  remu- 
neration for  its  kind  offices."  All  this  sounds  very  well  as  a  theory,  and  we  know 
how  unmercifully  Bro.  Robbins  excoriates  us  for  our  policy  in  such  matters.  We 
have  no  desire  to  continue  the  discussion  of  this  subject,  but  repeat  the  substance  of 
a  remark  in  a  previous  report,  that  if  Bro.  Robbins,  or  the  Grand  Master,  had  a  little 
of  the  kind  of  work  thrown  upon  him  that  is  the  daily  lot  of  our  San  Francisco  Board, 
their  opinions  would  change  somewhat.  Perhaps  not,  but  we  have  an  opinion  that 
way. 

The  Grand  Master  had  been  twice  called  upon  to  discipline  Masters  for  intemper- 
ance. Those  "  who  subordinate  their  manhood  to  that  vice  "  would  receive  no  favor 
from  him.     Good,  and  may  all  other  Grand  Masters  "  go  and  do  likewise." 

The  defalcation  of  the  late  Grand  Treasurer  Sterm  had  been  partially  made  up, 
but  there  was  still  a  deficiency  of  some  $10,000,  to  secure  the  payment  of  which  the 
Grand  Lodge  held  two  life  insurance  policies  for  $5,000  each.  The  Grand  Master 
recommends  that  hereafter  the  sureties  of  the  Grand  Officers  be  not  members  of  the 
Fraternity.     A  good  suggestion,  if  practicable. 

Grand  Secretary  Burrill  submitted  a  brief  but  comprehensive  report  of  his  work 
during  the  year.  He  gives  at  length  the  correspondence  between  himself  and  the 
Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland.  We  have  given  the  latter  in  our 
review  of  the  Grand  Master's  Address.  He  states  that  five  Lodges  have  ceased  to 
exist,  and  the  returns  in  his  office  show  a  decrease  in  membership  of  over  twelve 
hundred  during  the  year. 
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Bro.  Robbins,  from  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  reported  specially  on  the 
request  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales  for  recognition.  As  it  did  not  yet 
command  the  allegiance  of  a  majority  of  the  Lodges  in  that  province,  he  recom- 
mended another  year's  delay,  and  it  was  so  ordered. 

The  Grand  Lodge  adopted  the  following  amendment  to  the  code  of  By-Laws  of 
Lodges: — 

Each  member  of  said  committee  shall  respectively  make  a  private  verbal  report 
to  the  Worshipful  Master,  who,  at  the  proper  time,  shall  announce  to  the  Lodge  only 
the  degree  of  unanimity  of  the  committee  and  the  nature  of  the  report. 

This  will  save  some  leaky  brethren  the  trouble  of  running  off  to  the  candidate 
and  telling  him  (in  confidence)  who  black-balled  him. 

The  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  reported  that,  in  their  opinion,  Lodges 
had  the  perfect  right  to  correspond  with  each  other  on  the  subject  of  soliciting  aid, 
but  that  the  practice  of  sending  such  appeals  in  open  envelopes,  (to  save  the  extra 
postage,)  was  unmasonic  and  must  be  stopped. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  from  the  prolific  and  able  pen  of  Past  Grand 
Master  Robbins,  who  laid  aside  his  pen  to  be  Grand  Master,  and  takes  it  up  again 
on  his  retirement.  Bro.  Robbins,  fortunately,  does  not  write  under  the  restraint  of 
a  strait-jacket,  and  he  has  given  us  a  report  of  two  hundred  and  seventy  pages, 
every  paragraph  of  which  will  repay  a  perusal  by  the  Craft  in  Illinois  and  elsewhere. 
Of  this  copious  review  of  the  proceedings  of  the  various  Grand  Lodges,  California  for 
1878  receives  its  full  share,  eight  pages  being  devoted  thereto.  Bro.  Robbins  is  gen- 
erally complimentary  in  what  he  says  of  us,  but  he  cannot  help  giving  us  another  dig 
under  the  fifth  rib  in  relation  to  that  Eureka  and  Montana  relief  affair.  We  fear  that 
he  considers  it  like  the  unpardonable  sin  of  Scripture,  that  hath  never  forgiveness. 
Please  letup  on  us,  good  brother,  and  we  promise  not  to  do  so  again — until  the  next 
time ! 

Of  Grand  Master  Browne's  Address,  Bro.  Robbins  says  "  it  is  characterized  by  the 
same  ability,  dignity,  and  excellence  of  style  that  have  heretofore  marked  his  exec- 
utive papers.  The  following,  so  well  said,  was  not  written  for  padding,  but  came 
out  of  his  official  experience."  And  then  he  copies  a  page  or  so  of  what  Bro.  Browne 
had  said  about  the  duties  of  Masons  as  public  citizens. 

When  speaking  of  the  Montana  case  and  its  noble  Masonic  settlement,  Grand 
Master  Browne  had  asked  the  question  :  "Can  language  add  to  the  force  borne  in 
the  simple  recital  of  the  act?"  Bro.  Robbins  adds  this  comment,  which  he  will  for- 
give us  for  saying  is  almost  ill-natured  :  "  For  one,  we  feel  bound  to  say  that  we 
don't  think  it  can.  It  would  seem  to  be  the  proper  and  grateful  thing  that  all  those 
who  view  with  satisfaction  the  establishment  of  a  grand  Clearing  House  for  the  set- 
tlement of  Charity  Balances,  should  unite  in  rendering  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Cali- 
fornia their  appreciation  of  the  dignity  with  which,  in  this  instance,  it  received  the 
pound  of  flesh."    See  what  we  said  above  about  the  "unpardonable  sin." 

Other  portions  of  the  Grand  Master's  Address  are  quoted  liberally,  and  with 
approving  comment.  Bro.  Robbins  copies  the  eulogies  pronounced  upon  Bros. 
Moody  and  Haight.  He  compliments  Bro.  Abell  upon  his  full  and  admirable  report, 
and  epitomizes  large  portions  thereof.  He  cites  at  length  the  Report  of  the  Committee 
on  Grievances  on  the  case  of  Bro.  Woolsey,  of  Keith  Lodge,  and  justly  characterizes 
it  as  "  a  queer  case."     Our  Grand  Lodge  thought  the  same,  and  straightened  out  its 

queerne^s. 

Quoting  freely  from  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  he  generally 
commends,  but  in  some  cases  dissents.  To  one  case,  where  it  was  stated  that  under 
our  Constitution  a  Mason  not  belonging  to  any  Lodge  must  be  "  deemed  unworthy  of 
Masonic  consideration,  and  should  not  be  entitled  to  nor  be  the  recipient  of  any  of 
the  rights,  privileges,  or  charities  of  the  Order,"  Bro.  R.  adds  this  comment :  "  We 
further  observe,  however,  that  he  can  condone  a  crime  so  serious  as  to  remit  this 
penalty,  and  at  the  same  time  render  himself  worthy  of  Masonic  consideration  by 
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the  payment  of  cash,  equivalent  in  amount  to  the  regular  dues  of  the  Lodge  within 
whose  jurisdiction  he  resides.  As  no  fixed  sum  is  mentioned,  we  presume  the  market 
price  of  the  '  charities  of  the  Order '  varies  with  locality,  a  matter  of  possible  interest 
to  emigrants." 

Somewhat  churlish  and  ill-natured  this,  and  we  can  only  suppose,  in  charity,  that 
our  good  brother  ate  something  for  dinner  the  day  he  wrote  this  that  interfered  with 
his  digestion.  Pray,  how  would  he  change  non-affiliated  drones  into  active  workmen, 
if  not  by  the  process  indicated  above  ? 

Of  Bro.  Guard's  Oration  Bro.  Robbins  says  that,  "  although  apparently  holding  the 
theory  of  the  Solomonic  origin  of  Masonry,  he  was  not  so  hampered  by  it  as  to  pre- 
vent his  delivering  a  very  excellent  oration,  timely  and  practical." 

Bro.  Robbins  is  kind  enough  to  devote  a  page,  generally  of  approving  comment,  to 
our  own  report  of  that  year,  for  which  we  thank  him,  and  assure  him  that  we  take  his 
suggestions  in  good  part  and  will  endeavor  to  profit  by  them.  We  trust  that  our  read- 
ers will  excuse  our  quotation  of  his  opening  paragraph,  which  we  do,  mainly  to  say 
that  we  are  not  offended  at  his  hints  about  our  age,  and  will  not  perform  the  part  of  the 
"she  bears ''  in  rending  him,  as  he  feared  we  might.  We  acknowledge  the  corn  that 
we  are  u  growing  old,"  but  the  heart,  Bro.  R. ,  is  as  warm  and  youthful  as  ever: — 

Bro.  William  H.  Hill,  whom  we  first  had  the  pleasure  of  reviewing  ten  years 
ago,  presented  the  Report  on  Correspondence.  Bro.  Hill  fully  maintains  his  repu- 
tation in  this  department.  Indeed,  we  are  tempted  to  say  that  he  grows  riper  and 
mellower  with  age,  but  we  don't,  lest  he  turn  and  rend  us,  as  he  did  Bro.  Taylor, 
who  alluded  to  him  as  the  "  old  man  eloquent."  Neither  dare  we  suggest  that  he 
betrays  the  crow's  feet  when  he  characterizes  Bro.  Dement's  oration  as  a  very  good 
one,  except  that  it  contains  a  little  too  much  poetry  to  suit  his  "  old-fashioned 
notions." 

We  had  marked  several  other  places  in  this  elaborate  and  able  report  for  com- 
ment and  approval,  but  have  already  exceeded  the  limits  we  had  imposed  upon 
ourself  in  this  report. 

There  are  six  hundred  and  ninety-one  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  member- 
ship of  thirty-six  thousand  three  hundred  and  seventy -four.  The  Grand  Master  and 
Grand  Secretary  were  re-elected. 

INDIANA. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana  held  its  sixty-third  Annual  Communication  in  the 
city  of  Indianapolis  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  May,  1880, — the  M.\  W.\  Bellamy  S. 
Sutton,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.\  William  H.  Smythe  being  Grand 
Secretary.    Four  hundred  and  eighty-seven  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  opens  with  an  eloquent  allusion  to  the  many 
discoveries  of  the  present  age,  some  of  which  he  thinks  are  more  marvelous  than 
any  tale  in  the  Arabian  Nights.  He  then  proceeds  to  give  a  detailed  account  of  the 
work  performed  by  himself  or  his  deputies  during  the  year.  He  had  granted  dispensa- 
tions for  the  formation  of  four  new  Lodges.  One  Lodge  had  surrendered  its  charter 
under  circumstances  that  called  for  reproof.  The  members  had  sold  all  the  available 
assets  and  had  divided  the  proceeds  mainly  among  themselves,  and  then  voted  unan- 
imously to  give  up.  "  Possessing,"  says  the  Grand  Master,  ■■  all  the  necessary  imple- 
ments to  maintain  a  Lodge  ;  property  in  abundance  ;  money  in  the  treasury  ;  stock 
in  a  Masonic  Hall  Association  and  no  debts — at  least  none  reported;  appointing  the 
Worshipful  Master  upon  a  committee  to  sell  their  furniture,  etc.;  gathering  all  the 
spoils  together,  they  make  a  divide  ;  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  rightful  heir,  gets  noth- 
ing. Shame  upon  such  Masonry  !  Let  the  seal  of  condemnation  go  forth  from  this 
Grand  Lodge,  and  in  such  tones  as  not  to  be  misunderstood."  As,  notwithstanding 
all  this,  the  steps  taken  for  a  surrender  of  the  charter  had  been  legal  in  form,  the 
Grand  Lodge  simply  ordered  the  guilty  brethren  to  pay  into  the  Grand  Lodge  treas- 
ury, within  ninety  days,  the  several  sums  they  had  received  from  the  proceeds  of  the 
Lodge,  or  charges  would  be  presented  against  them  for  gross  unmasonic  conduct. 
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He  had  been  solicited  in  several  instances  to  give  his  approval  to  certain  "gift 
concert  "  enterprises,  undertaken  for  the  ostensible  purpose  of  benefiting  Masonry, 
but  had  given  an  unqualified  negative  to  all. 

The  Grand  Lodge  being  deeply  in  debt,  the  Grand  Master  recommended  that  the 
Communication  of  1881  be  dispensed  with,  thus  saving  $10,000,  which  would  prevent 
any  increase  of  the  debt.  The  Grand  Lodge  concurred  and  so  there  will  not  be  an- 
other Communication  until  1882.  When  a  certain  stove  was  recommended  on  the 
ground  that  it  would  save  half  of  the  wood  usually*  burnt,  the  would-be  purchaser 
proposed  to  take  two  and  thus  save  all  the  wood.  We  fear  that  this  new  financial 
policy  of  Indiana  will  have  a  like  result.     But  time  will  show. 

He  had  received  and  answered  about  two  thousand  letters  during  the  year.  He 
thought  if  the  Craft  would  make  a  closer  inspection  of  the  laws,  and  rely  a  little  more 
upon  their  own  judgment,  his  successor  would  not  have  quite  so  large  an  avalanche 
of  correspondence.     That  hint  will  do  good  elsewhere  also. 

Death  had  been  busy  among  the  Craft.  According  to  the  returns  three  hundred 
and  seven  brothers  had  passed  over  the  river  since  the  last  Communication. 

The  indebtedness  of  the  Grand  Lodge  had  been  decreased  nearly  $10,000,  leaving 
a  balance  of  $94,333  34. 

One  over  zealous  brother  preferred  charges  against  a  number  of  the  members  of 
his  Lodge  for  unmasonic  conduct,  the  specification  being  "  permitting  a  Chapter  of 
the  Eastern  Star  to  meet  in  the  hall  of  said  Lodge."  The  Master  ruled  the  charges 
out  of  order,  from  which  ruling  an  appeal  was  taken  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  which 
approved  the  decision  of  the  Master.  We  believe  that  we  have  once  before  told  the 
story  of  the  Militia  General  who  sat  so  straight  on  his  horse  that  he  leaned  backward ! 
We  think  he  must  have  been  the  brother  who  brought  those  charges. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  again  from  the  pen  of  Bro. 
•E.  L.  McLellan,  and  is  so  concise  that  we  give  it  in  full — thus  : — 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the 
receipt  of  the  published  proceedings  of  the  following  Grand  Bodies. 

And  then  follows  a  list  of  forty  six  jurisdictions.  We  hope  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
did  not  compel  Bro.  McLellan  to  bear  the  expense  of  printing  this  report,  as  was 
done  a  few  years  ago. 

There  are  five  hundred  and  twenty  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership 
of  twenty-four  thousand  and  sixty-six.  The  M.\  W.\  Calvin  W.  Prather  was 
elected  Grand  Master  and  the  R.\  W.\  William  H.  Smythe  was  re-elected  Grand 
Secretary. 

INDIAN  TERRITORY. 

The  fifth  Annual  Communication  of  th  •  Grand  Lodge  of  this  jurisdiction  was 
held  at  Eufala  on  the  fourth  day  of  November,  1879,— the  M.\  W.\  J.  S.  Murrow, 
Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.'.  W.  A.  McBride  being  Grand  Secretary. 
Ten  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  a  very  creditable  production.  As  a  specimen 
of  how  our  "  big  Injun"  brother  can  talk,  we  give  its  opening  page,  which  may  be 
characterized  as  the  joint  production  of  a  vivid  imagination  and  plain  common  sense. 
It  will  bear  attentive  reading,  any  way  : — 

It  is  well  to  often  review  the  principles  of  our  Institution  that  we  may  know 
whence  we  came,  what  we  are,  and  whither  we  are  traveling.  A  firm,  live,  sincere 
belief  in  God  as  the  Mo  al  Governor  of  the  Universe,  is  a  principle  that  lies  at  the 
foundation  of  all  true  Masonry.  This  should  not  be  a  hidden,  dead  principle.  It 
should  permeate  every  Mason's  whole  life.  He  should  manifest  it  in  his  talk,  in  his 
business,  in  his  disposition,  in  hi*  whole  character.  Three  great  and  important  du- 
ties were  charged  on  every  on^  of  you.  my  brethren,  at  your  initiation  ;  to  God,  your 
neighbor,  and  yourself,  to  God  by  avoiding;  profanity,  by  constant  prayer,  by  es- 
teeming Him  "  the  chief  good."  To  your  neighbor  by  not  defrauding  him  in  business, 
by  not  backbiting  or  slandering  him  ;  in  short,  by  "  doing  unto  him  as  you  wish  he 
should. do  unto  you."    To  yourself  by  avoiding  all  irregularity  and  intemperance  of 
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every  kind,  in  thought,  word  and  act ;  by  being  in  the  dark  what  you  seem  to  be  in 
the  light.  These  duties  are  founded  on  Masonic  principles  to  which  you  have  sworn 
allegiance.  To  the  above  are  also  added  subordinate  duties,  as  Brotherly  Love,  and 
this  towards  every  being  capable  of  happiness  or  exposed  to  misery  ;  Relief ',  do 
something  for  somebody  ;  Truth,  buy  the  truth  and  sell  it  not,  let  your  veracity,  your 
honesty,  your  integrity  be  undoubted.  Let  your  word  be  as  good  as  your  bond. 
"  What  is  truth?  ''  is  the  great  secret  of  Masonry,  and  it  is  answered  in  John  x  vii,  17, 
— "  Thy  word  is  truth."  Temperance,  use  your  compass  constantly  ;  Fortitude,  be 
able  to  say  "  no  "  when  it  is  right,  and  "  yes  "  when  right ;  Prudence,  mind  your 
own  business  and  don't  meddle  with  others  ;  Justice,  this  is  moral  rectitude  ;  Faith, 
in  God  and  man;  Hope,  that  blessed  anchor  of  the  soul  which  keeps  us  from  founder- 
ing in  this  stormy  world  ;  Charity,  and  now  abideth  this  beautiful  galaxy  of  virtues 
— Brotherly  Love,  Relief,  Truth,  Temperance,  Fortitude,  Prudence,  Justice,  Faith, 
Hope,  Charity,  but  the  greatest  of  these  is  Charity. 

He  notes  the  death,  and  pays  a  feeling  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  R.\  W.\ 
John  R.  Vann,  Deputy  Grand  Master  for  the  Cherokee  district.  At  the  time  of  his 
death  he  was  Superintendent  of  the  male  Seminary  of  the  Cherokee  nation,  and  was, 
says  the  Grand  Master,  "  a  good  officer  and  a  rising  man." 

Old  "  Oklahoma  Lodge  "  had,  for  the  second  time,  lost  its  hall  by  fire,  and  by  this 
calamity  the  Grand  Lodge  lost  two  large  boxes  of  valuable  books  and  proceedings 
of  other  bodies,  that  had  been  placed  in  this  Lodge  for  safe  keeping. 

One  new  Lodge  had  been  constituted,  to  be  called  "  Moshuela-tubby ."  We  may 
well  ask,  "  What's  in  a  name  ? "  We  suppose  that  it  has  some  beautiful  meaning,  if 
translated  into  English. 

We  note  one  of  the  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master  which  strikes  us  as  novel,  and 
not  just  the  thing:— 

Question — Should  candidates  for  examination  on  the  lectures,  be  examined  as 
the  Lodge  is  opened  up,  say  an  Entered  Apprentice  in  the  Entered  Apprentice  degree, 
and  before  the  Master  Mason's  Lodge  is  opened,  or  should  the  examination  be  held 
in  the  Master  Mason's  Lodge  ?  Answer — The  Lodge  should  be  open  fully,  in  my 
opinion,  before  any  business  is  transacted.  Hence  the  examinations  should  all  be  ' 
conducted  in  open  Master  Mason's  Lodge.  There  need  be  no  disclosures  of  anything 
that  should  be  hidden  from  an  Entered  Apprentice,  or  a  Fellow  Craft. 

In  our  own,  and,  so  far  as  we  know,  in  all  other  jurisdictions,  the  examinations  are 
always  held  in  the  degree  to  which  the  candidate  has  attained,  and  so  we  believe  it 
should  be.  An  Entered  Apprentice  or  Fellow  Craft  has  no  business  in  a  Master 
Mason's  Lodge  for  any  purpose.  How  could  a  brother  enter  or  leave  such  a  Lodge, 
without  betraying  to  the  brother  below,  at  least  one  secret  which,  as  yet  is,  and  is 
to  be  hidden  from  him  ?  We  think  our  brother  would  do  well  to  revise  and  reverse 
this  decision. 

The  Grand  Master  is  down  upon  some  of  the  Lodges  for  not  having  safe  halls. 
In  one  case  he  says,  "  standing  on  the  ground  in  the  street,  in  front  of  one  of  our 
halls  one  night,  I  heard  every  word  the  Worshipful  Master  said  to  his  Lodge,  as  he 
opened  it  in  the  Master  Mason's  degree,  and  yet  when  I  mentioned  it  in  open  Lodge, 
and  insisted  that  the  brethren  make  their  Lodge  secure,  a  good  brother  and 
wealthy  man  came  to  me  and  whispered,  '  we  can't  do  it,  we  have  not  the  means ;  it 
will  cost  too  much.'  "  We  think  it  about  time  that  the  charter  of  that  Lodge  was  ar- 
rested. 

He  also  thinks  it  time  that  some  uniform  work  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 
At  present,  gross  ignorance  is  manifested  by  some  of  the  officers,  and  others  work 
about  as  tbey  please.     He  says  : — 

Here,  scarcely  any  two  of  our  Lodges  work  alike.  There  are  Masons  in  this  Ter- 
ritory from  almost  every  country  on  the  globe.  Each  one  has  his  own  particular 
ideas  of  how  the  work  should  be  done,  and  insists  that  his  way  is  the  best.  We  can 
easily  establish  a  uniform  work  now  while  we  are  young  and  small.  By  and  by  it  will 
be  more  difficult.  If  this  Grand  meeting  will  take  active  steps  to  establish  a  uniform 
work,  it  will  become  an  historic  meeting.  This  is  far  more  important  than  who  shall 
be  your  Grand  Officers  for  the  succeeding  year. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  procure  work  and  lectures,  and  exemplify  the 
same  before  the  Grand  Lodge. 
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The  Grand  Lecturer,  Bro.  H.  P.  Bucknee,  made  a  verbal  report,  stating  that  he  had 
performed  no  services  during  the  year,  and,  on  account  of  his  age  and  arduous 
work  as  a  missionary,  as  well  as  his  feeble  health,  asked  the  Grand  Lodge  to  impose 
no  farther  burdens  upon  him.  The  Grand  Lodge  complied  with  this  request,  and  also 
passed  a  resolution  complimentary  to  the  brother. 

The  Grand  Secretary  was  voted  $100,  and  the  Grand  Tyler  $10  for  their  services. 
Labor  is  cheap  in  that  section. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  very  brief,  being  only  twenty- 
six  pages  in  length.     We  can  only  guess  at  the  author  from  this  opening  paragraph:— 

As  usual,  this  report  has  been  written  under  difficulties.  The  Chairman  begged 
off  from  serving  because  of  pressing  business  engagements  and  weak  eye?.  Another 
member  of  the  committee  "  married  a  wife  "  and  therefore  he  must  needs  be  excused. 
Brother  Hogue  reviewed  the  Proceedings  of  several  Grand  Lodges:  these  are  the 
only  ones  well  prepared.  Poor  "  Hobson  "  had  the  choice  of  trying  tc  give  6*  the 
aborigines  "  a  glimpse  of  the  doings  of  the  brethren  elsewhere,  or  let  this  report  go 
by  default  He  has  thus  tried  to  make  a  bow  to  a  goodly  number  of  Grand  Bodies, 
but  his  time  has  been  too  limited,  and  other  duties  too  pressing  to  admit  of  much 
style  or  care  in  tnese  short  and  hasty  reports. 

California  is  honored  with  a  page's  notice.  Here  is  about  the  pith  of  what  he 
says  : — 

The  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  contained  in  this  volume  and  is  an  excel- 
lent compendium  of  law  and  order  according  to  our  judgment.  The  Committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence  are  not  afraid  of  expense,  and  give  a  full  and  fair  report. 
We  wish  we  had  enough  Proceedings  to  distribute  them  among  our  Lodges.  It  would 
give  them  a  good  idea  of  the  condition  of  Masonry  ail  over  the  world.  Xo  notice 
taken  of  us,  and  we  feel  like  going  on  the  war-path.  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Sec- 
retary re-elected. 

No  occasion  to  "  go  upon  the  war-path,"  good  brother.  No  notice  of  your  juris- 
diction was  taken,  because  no  report  of  your  proceedings  came  to  hand,  although 
everything  was  kept  open  until  the  last  moment. 

There  are  thirteen  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  three  hun- 
dred and  thirty-seven. 

The  M.\  W.\  P.  J.  Byrne  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the  R.\  W.\  W.  A. 
Mc Bride  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

IOWA. 

The  "  Annals"  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  being  the  proceedings  of  the  thirty- 
seventh  Annual  Communication,  come  to  us  in  a  pamphlet  of  more  than  two  hundred 
pages,  ornamented  and  adorned  in  the  highest  style  of  the  "  art  of  all  arts,"  as  dis- 
played in  the  aesthetic  taste  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  T.  S.  Parvin,  who  appears 
to  outdo  himself  in  each  succeeding  effort.  The  portrait  of  the  new  Grand  Master,  the 
Jf.\  W.\  J.  N.  McClanahan,  graces  the  pamphlet  as  a  frontispiece,  and  an  eulogistic 
biography  is  given  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  contrary  to  the  wishes  of  the  Grand 
Master  himself,  who  curtly  said  to  Bro.  Parvin  that  he  "had  no  story  to  tell ;  "  but 
who  notwithstanding  fell  a  victim  to  one  of  the  "  interviewers  "  of  the  daily  press,  and 
thu3  gave  the  Grand  Secretary  all  the  items  he  wished.  Verily,  that  ubiquitous 
"  interviewer"  is  one  of  the  institutions,  if  not  the  pest  of  these  latter  days. 

The  Communication  was  held  in  the  city  of  Des  Moines  on  the  first  day  of  June, 
1880, — the  31.'.  W.\  Albert  C.  Abbott,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.\ 
Theodore  S.  Parvin  being  Grand  Secretary.  Two  hundred  and  seventeen  Lodges 
were  represented. 

We  read  that  "  at  the  right  of  the  Grand  Master,  upon  the  dais,  the  Grand 
Secretary  had  placed  a  gothic  chair,  draped  in  mourning,  surmounted  by  a  beautiful 
floral  crown  of  white  roses,  bordered  with  evergreen  ;  below,  the  apron  and  jewel, 
and  the  following  inscription  in  silvered  letters  upon  a  black  ground  :  Campbell  K. 
Peck,  Grand  Master,  1866.  Died  December  2d,  1879."  This  was,  in  our  estimation, 
in  much  better  taste  than  an  epitaph  of  the  father  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  which  we 
find  further  on  in  the  proceedings,  and  to  which  we  shall  allude  hereafter. 
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The  Address  of  Grand  Master  Abbott  is  an  elaborate  and  appropriate  document, 
ably  written,  and  discussing  many  points  of  interest  to  the  Craft.  He  had  dedicated 
several  Masonic  halls,  had  granted  dispensations  for  five  new  Lodges,  and  had 
refused  applications  for* a  great  many  more,  for  good  reasons,  mainly  from  the 
sparsity  of  population  in  and  about  the  localities  from  which  the  requests  emanated. 
He  had  also  been  "  flooded  witn  applications  for  dispensations  to  confer  degrees  out 
of  time,"  most  of  which  he  had  denied,  and  very  properly. 

In  stating  the  fact  that  a  Colorado  Lodge  had  made  a  request  on  an  Iowa  Lodge 
to  reimburse  it  for  expenses  incurred  on  account  of  the  sickness  and  burial  of  a 
member  of  the  latter,  the  Grand  Master  says  : — 

It  hardly  seems  necessary  to  reiterate  that  which  has  heretofore  been  so  plainly 
expressed  by  this  Grand  Lodge  upon  this  subject.  It  seems  to  me  strange  that 
fraters  can  be  found  who,  losing  sight  of  the  vital  principle  of  our  Order  in  its 
universality ,  cannot  divest  themselves  of  that  mutual  stock  benefit  idea  which  has  no 
affiuity  in  the  domain  of  Masonry.  In  the  case  referred  to,  I  have  followed  the  posi- 
tion heretofore  taken  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  there  is  no  Masonic  law,  either  local 
or  general,  giving  either  a  Lodge  or  individual  brother,  a  claim  per  se  upon  another 
for  such  services  or  expenses. 

Such  being  the  established  policy  of  so  many  Eastern  Lodges,  it  "  seems  strange  " 
to  us  that  our  brethren  will  continue  the  not  very  brotherly  practice  of  sending 
their  consumptive  members  to  Colorado  and  California,  with  just  enough  funds  to 
land  them  at  their  destination,  and  then  coolly  leave  them  to  the  care  and  expense 
of  the  brethren  who  find  the  destitute  brothers  in  want,  sickness,  and  distress,  and 
who,  of  course,  relieve  them  to  the  utmost  extent  of  their  ability.  Then,  when  a 
modest  and  reasonable  request  is  made  for  a  partial  reimbursement  for  these  heavy 
expenses  foisted  upon  them  by  these  parsimonious  "fraters,"  we  are  met  with 
almost  a  howl  of  indignation,  because  (as  is  said)  we  of  the  Pacific  Coast  violate  the 
law  of  Masonic  universality  !  Is  it  not  possible,  we  ask  these  indignant  Grand  Mas- 
ters and  Grand  Lodges,  that  the  boot  is  sometimes  on  the  other  leg  ? 

Bro.  Parvin's  new  medicine  of  dispensing  with  Reports  on  Correspondence  does 
not  seem  to  work  well,  after  one  year's  trial.  The  Grand  Master  says  :  "  In  common 
with  quite  a  large  number  of  prominent  Iowa  Masons,  with  whom  I  have  conversed 
upon  this  subject,  this  very  interesting  part  of  our  annual  proceedings  has  been 
sadly  missed  in  the  volume  of  1879.  I  would  most  respectfully  recommend  to  your 
favorable  consideration  the  adoption  of  some  plan  which  shall  again  incorporate  in 
our  annual  proceedings  those  interesting  reports  of  general  Masonic  interest 
throughout  the  land."  And  he  then  proceeds  to  quote  the  glowing  eulogy  passed 
upon  such  reports  by  the  Grand  Master  of  Alabama.  But  as  we  fail  to  notice  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  for  this  year,  we  suppose  ■ '  PARViN-ism  "  prevailed  once 
more. 

The  Grand  Secretary  submitted  an  elaborate  report  of  the  work  of  his  office 
during  the  year,  and  also  another  as  Grand  Librarian.  From  the  latter  we  take 
this  significant  paragraph,  which  we  would  commend  to  the  attention  of  our  breth- 
ren in  this  jurisdiction  : — 

The  members  (twenty  all  told)  of  a  country  Lodge  have,  for  the  past  year,  taken 
and  read  more  Masonic  works  from  the  Library  than  any  other  one  hundred  and 
twenty  Lodges  in  the  State  ;  and  in  that  Lodge  we  hear  of  no  dimits,  no  lukewarm- 
ness,  but  many  of  the  members  ride  five  to  ten  miles  each  Lodge  night  to  attend 
the  meetings  ;  while  in  our  cities,  half  of  those  within  sight  of  the  hall  seldom  darken 
the  doors.    It  is  only  by  seeking  the  light  that  we  may  hope  to  find  it." 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa  being  "  on  wheels,"  it  was  ordered  that  the  next  Com- 
munication be  held  in  the  city  of  Davenport. 

The  installation  of  the  new  Grand  Officers  was  in  public,  and,  judging  by  the  pub- 
lished programme,  the  brethren  and  citizens  must  have  had  a  season  of  "  fat  things." 
There  was  music  by  a  choir  of  ladies  and  gentlemen,  an  address  of  welcome  and 
answer,  and  addresses  on  the  "  Relation  of  Masonry  to  the  State,"  by  Bro.  Hubbard, 
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on  the  "Relation  of  Masonry  to  Society,"  by  Bro.  Jenckes;  and  "Chips  from  a 
Rough  Ashlar,"  by  Bro.  Given.  These  addresses  are  published  in  the  proceedings, 
and  are  full  of  excellent  thoughts  and  appropriate  suggestions.  Then  Bro.  Parvin 
was  called  upon,  and  made  one  of  his  little  but  splendid  speeches.  There  is  no  Report 
from  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

Among  the  many  memorial  pages  which  the  Grand  Secretary  has  inserted,  is  the 
following  in  memoriam  of  his  father,  which  we  copy  without  comment,  except  to 
say  that  we  think  Bro.  Parvin  allowed  his  personal  feelings  to  get  away  with  his 
sober  judgment  : — 

My  lather,  the  son  and  grandson,  the  father  and  grandfather  of  Masons :  crafted 
while  yet  the  son  was  unborn,  his  early  Masonic  teachings  and  example  led  the  son 
to  knock  at  the  door  the  morn  of  his  freedom.  For  long  years  he  sat  at  the  seat  of 
custom,  and  ever  promptly  accounted  for  each  cent  received.  Honest,  faithful,  and 
capable,  he  served  his  brethren;  a  charter  member  and  first  Treasurer  of  Iowa 
Lodge,  No.  2,  (of  which  the  son  is  now  the  sole  surviving  member,)  at  Muscatine, 
Iowa,  March,  1841 ;  the  earliest  and  most  liberal  benefactor  of  his  Lodge  when  timely 
aid  was  a  necessity,  he  spared  neither  time  nor  money,  and  made  his  influence  felt  in 
the  upbuilding  of  his  Lodge,  till  it  became  the  mother  of  Grand  Masters  and  a  light  in 
the  land.  A  Masonic  veteran  was  Josiah  Parvin,  who  in  his  old  age  and  honest 
poverty  ica's  denied  the  privilege  of  Masonic  burial  (by  a  third  and  fourth  generation 
who  knew  him  not),  because  unaffiliated.  He  loved  the  Institution  dearlv,  but  left 
his  curse  to  rest  upon  a  damnable  law  which  degrades  the  poor  man  and  makes  affil- 
iation the  sole  test  of  worth  and  merit.  A  soldier  of  the  war  of  1812,  rendering  hon- 
orable service  and  honorably  discharged  ;  a  native  of  New  Jersey,  born  January  15, 
1793;  a  pioneer  of  Iowa,  where  he  sought  a  home  in  the  summer  of  1837  ;  moving 
finally  to  St.  Louis  in  18,50,  he  toiled  on  until  1875,  when  he  buried  the  wife  of  his 
earlier  years  (having  in  1866  celebrated  their  golden  wedding)  ;  then,  with  eyesight 
diminished  and  slackened  pace,  he  sought  the  home  of  his  first  born,  in  Iowa  City, 
Iowa.  Here,  in  a  few  short  years;  in  the  calm  twilight  of  an  August  morning,  1879, 
he  died  at  a  ripe  old  age.  This  to  the  memory  of  the  father  and  brother  is  rendered 
by  the  brother  and  son,  Theodore  Sutton  Parvin." 

There  are  three  hundred  and  sixty-three  working  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with 
a  membership  of  eighteen  thousand  two  hundred  and  seven.  The  M.\  W.\  John 
Newton  McClanahan  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the  E.\  W.\  Theodore  S. 
Parvin  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

KANSAS. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Kansas  held  its  twenty-fourth  Annual  Communication  in  the 
city  of  Leavenworth  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  1879,— the  M.\  W.\  Edwin  D. 
Hillyer,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  i?.\  W.\  John  H.  Brown  being  Grand 
Secretary.    One  hundred  and  eleven  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  Address,  congratulated  the  Fraternity  on  the  fact  that 
"  Providence  had  kindly  spared  the  members  of  the  Grand  Body,  and  that  during 
the  past  year  nothing  had  occurred  to  disturb  the  general  peace  and  tranquillity  of 
the  craft  in  the  jurisdiction."  .  He  had  granted  dispensations  for  nine  new  Lodges, 
and  eight  special  dispensations  "  to  confer  degrees  out  of  time."  He  thought,  how- 
ever, that  these  requests  were  becoming  altogether  too  frequent.  We  should  think 
so,  too,  and  so  it  will  continue,  until  Grand  Masters  set  their  faces  like  a  flint  against 
the  granting  of  such  questionable  privileges.  Two  Lodges  had  surrendered  their 
charters,  and  several  others  intended  to  do  so  soon. 

One  Lodge  asked  for  a  dispensation  to  lay  the  corner-stone  of  a  new  Masonic 
Temple  on  Sunday.  The  Grand  Master  refused,  "  believing  that  such  a  proceeding 
would  be  calculated  to  do  violence  to  the  feelings  of  a  large  class  of  our  fellow 
citizens  unacquainted  with  the  solemn  and  sublime  symbolism  of  Masonic  Rites  and 
Ceremonies,  if  not  in  actual  violation  of  the  spirit  of  our  Order."  All  honor  to  the 
Grand  Master  for  his  noble  stand. 

He  has  a  word  of  condemnation  for  the  mass  of  non-affiliates  who  afflict 
Masonry  in  Kansas,  as  well  as  elsewhere.  He  calls  them  "  Masonic  drones,"  and 
rightly  too.    He  recommends  a  change  in  the  time  of  the  Annual  Communication 
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from  October  to  February,  believing  that  the  Craft  would  be  much  better  accom- 
modated. 

Three  of  his  decisions  are  published,  the  third  of  which  was  that  "  the  number 
of  Master  Masons  necessary  to  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  is 
seven,  besides  a  Tyler."  The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  were  afraid  that  an 
African  of  small  size,  at  least,  was  concealed  in  this  fence,  to  the  great  detriment  of 
some  "  ancient  landmark,"  and  so  the  decision  was  reversed.  We  would  like  to  be 
informed  by  some  of  these  Masonic  Solomons  how  a  Master  Mason's  Lodge  of  three 
would  go  about  their  work  ?  Theory  is  a  very  pretty  thing,  but  is  often  knocked  in 
the  head  by  common  sense  practice. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  gives  a  resume  of  the  work  of  the  jurisdic- 
tion during  the  year,  and  is  particularly  savage  upon  the  many  Lodges  who  will  not 
make  returns,  do  what  he  will.  Send  for  some  of  Bro.  Abell's  all-healing  plasters, 
Bro.  Brown.  They  will  fetch  the  culprits,  if  anything  will.  He  earnestly  cautions 
the  Craft  against  the  host  of  traveling  impostors— Masonic  tramps — who  "  had  only 
taken  the  two  degrees  of  scalawag  and  bummer." 

Bro.  Albert  Pike,  the  distinguished  Poet  and  Mason,  "  Sovereign  Grand  Com- 
mander of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  A.  &  A.  S.  Rite,"  being  in  the  city,  was 
formally  introduced  to  the  Grand  Lodge  and  gave  the  brethren  one  of  his  excellent 
talks  on  the  symbolism  of  Masonry. 

The  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances  submitted  a  report  on  a  number  of 
cases,  only  one  of  which  we  note  specially.  A  brother  had  been  suspended  by  his 
Lodge  for  a  cause  which  the  committee  say  "should  never  have  been  brought  into 
the  Lodge,"  being  "  a  Sunday  School  quarrel,  then  a  newspaper  fight,  and  finally  re- 
sulting in  the  preferring  of  charges."  The  suspension  was  ordered  by  a  vote  of 
four  to  six.  They  recommend  that  the  charges  be  dismissed,  as  "  frivolous  and  with- 
out foundation,"  and  the  Grand  Lodge  rightly  so  ordered.  We  quote  the  conclusion 
of  this  report,  as  containing  good  advice  that  may  be  heeded  elsewhere  also  : — 

Your  committee  observe  a  tendency  in  some  localities  to  bring  private  piques  and 
quarrels  into  the  Lodge,  which  is  strictly  forbidden  by  the  old  charges.  Again, 
brethren  should  understand  that  Masonry  should  not  be  used  as  a  means  to  collect  a 
doubtful  debt  when  other  means  have  failed.  It  has  been  truly  said,  that  more  than 
half  the  Masonic  trials  have  their  origin  in  private  business  matters.  Eliminate 
business  and  the  almighty  dollar  from  Masonry,  and  we  will  have  fewer  Masonic 
trials  in  the  jurisdiction. 

The  Grand  Secretary,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  sub- 
mitted an  elaborate  report  on  the  Scotland  and  Quebec  difficulty,  concluding  with 
two  resolutions,  one  deprecating  the  course  pursued  by  Scotland  in  the  matter,  and 
the  other  forbidding  all  Masonic  intercourse  with  Masons  hailing  from  the  Province  of 
Quebec  until  they  first  exhibit  a  certificate  of  good  standing  in  some  Lodge  sub- 
ordinate to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec.  Both  resolutions  were  adopted  by  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  requesting  each  subordinate  Lodge  to  include  in  its 
returns  a  sum  equal  to  ten  cents  per  capita  for  each  member  borne  on  the  roll,  for 
the  purpose  of  creating  a  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Fund. 

During  the  Communication  the  Grand  Lodge  proceeded  to  the  "  Mount  Muncie 
Cemetery,"  and  there  unveiled  the  monument  erected  to  the  memory  of  the  Mr.  Wr. 
Richard  Ridgway  Rees,  First  Grand  Master  of  Kansas.  A  full  page  engraving  of 
this  monument  graces  the  Proceedings  as  a  frontispiece.  The  exercises,  being  much 
the  same  as  at  the  laying  of  a  corner  stone,  were  very  imposing  and  interesting. 
The  Grand  Master  delivered  a  short  address,  appropriately  eulogizing  ihe  worthy 
brother.  The  only  drawback  that  we  notice  is  the  unconscionably  long  prayer  of  the 
Grand  Chaplain,  which  occupies  nearly  three  pages  of  the  journal.  When  will 
brethren  of  our  cloth  bear  in  mind  what  One,  whom  we  all  reverence,  said  about 
' '  long  prayers  "  and  ■ '  much  speaking  "  therein  ? 
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The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  the  Grand 
Secretary,  and  is  a  well  written  and  carefully  compiled  document  of  one  hundred 
and  seventy  pages.  Bro.  Brown  is  one  of  the  veterans  in  this  business,  and  it  is  no 
mean  praise  to  say  that  the  document  before  us  is  equal  to  any  of  its  predecessors. 
He  gives  a  full  and  kindly  notice  of  California,  quoting  liberally  and  approvingly  from 
Grand  Master  Browne's  address.  Referring  to  the  re-election  of  that  officer  for  the 
fourth  term,  Bro.  B.  rightly  says  :  "California  appreciates  a  faithful  and  efficient 
officer."  We  do  that,  and  would  have  re-elected  Bro.  Browne  a  half  dozen  times 
more,  if  he  had  not  positively  forbidden  further  favors. 

We  thank  our  brother  for  his  kindly  notice  of  our  own  report  for  that  year,  and 
in  answer  to  our  expressed  wish  that  Kansas  would  imitate  the  example  of  Arkansas 
and  recognize  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Indian  Territory,  he  says  :  "  We  have  done  it,. 
the  war  paint  is  wiped  off,  the  tomahawk  is  buried  forever.'' 

There  are  one  hundred  and  seventy-three  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  mem- 
bership of  seven  thousand  four  hundred  and  forty-three.  The  M.\  Wr.  Joseph 
D.  McCleverty  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the  R.\  W.\  John  H.  Brown  was 
re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

KENTUCKY. 

The  eightieth  Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge  was  held  in  Louisville 
on  the  twenty-first  day  of  October,  1879,— the  Mr.  W.\  Thomas  S.  Pettit,  Grand 
Master,  presiding,  and  the  Rr  .  Wr .  Hiram  Bassett  being  Grand  Secretary. 
Seventeen  Past  Grand  Masters  were  in  attendance,  and  representatives  from  four 
hundred  and  nineteen  Lodges. 

The  Address  of  Grand  Master  Pettit  is  quite  long,  but  an  able,  well  written 
document.  He  first  refers,  and  at  some  length,  to  a  conflict  of  jurisdiction  between 
Kentucky  and  Tennessee,  growing  out  of  the  action  of  two  Lodges  situated  on  the 
borders  of  the  State.  A  member  of  the  Kentucky  Lodge  had  resided  some  two  years 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Tennessee  Lodge,  and  was  by  this  last  tried  and  con- 
demned for  a  gross  Masonic  crime.  While  admitting  that  justice  had  been  done  to 
the  offender,  still  the  Kentucky  Lodge  claimed  that  it  was  its  right  and  prerogative 
to  discipline  its  members.  The  Grand  Master  takes  strong  ground  in  favor  of  the 
Kentucky  Lodge.  He  says  :  "  I  feel  that  there  is  a  connection  existing  between  the 
Lodge  and  its  members  which  no  other  Lodge  has  power  to  sever  or  annul,  and 
should  not  have.  Grant  it,  and  you  give  a  Lodge  power  to  suspend  or  expel  the 
membership  of  a  rival  Lodge,  and  blot  it  from  existence."  We  have  only  to  say  that 
the  law  of  California  permits  the  trial  of  a  Mason  either  by  the  Lodge  of  which  he  is 
a  member  or  that  under  the  jurisdiction  of  which  he  resides. 

The  Grand  Master  thinks  some  guards  should  be  thrown  around  the  suspension 
of  brethren  for  the  non-payment  of  dues,  and  suggests  a  law  which  he  thinks  would 
protect  the  indigent  Mason  and  yet  reach  the  wilfully  delinquent. 

He  refers  to  the  case  of  "  Rio  Verde  Lodge,  No.  588,"  whose  charter  had  been 
arrested  because  it  had  wilfully  refused  to  contribute  to  the  "  Masonic  Widows'  and 
Orphans'  Home,"  as  required  by  an  edict  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  He  thought  that  pun- 
ishment too  harsh,  and,  now  that  the  success  of  the  Home  had  been  assured,  he 
thought  the  act  of  this  Lodge,  that  had  done  so  well  in  all  other  things,  should  be 
condoned  or  forgiven  and  the  charter  restored.  The  Grand  Lodge  restored  the 
charter,  and  cited  the  Lodge  to  appear  for  trial  at  the  next  Annual  Communication. 

The  Grand  Master  had  officially  visited  this  Home,  and  speaks  eloquently  of  its 
efficiency  in  the  good  work  committed  to  it.  He  appeals  to  all  the  brethren  to  forget 
all  unpleasant  feelings  in  the  past,  and  rally  to  the  support  of  an  institution  which 
reflects  so  much  credit  upon  Kentucky  Masons  in  the  eyes  of  the  Masonic  world. 
About  one  hundred  and  forty  of  the  loved  ones  of  deceased  brethren  were  now  shel- 
tered there. 

He  publishes  forty-five  of  his  decisions,  all  which  were  approved  except  two. 
which  were  reversed.    These  two  were  as  follows  :  — 
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Fraud  and  falsehood  cannot  be  countenanced  by  Masonry.  It  teaches  honesty 
and  truth.  There  is  no  obligation  resting  upon  a  brother  to  keep  inviolate  a 
falsehood,  even  communicated  upon  the  "five  points,"  and  especially  so  when  an 
injury  is  thus  done  to  a  worthy  brother  ;  nor  is  the  brother  so  exposing  such  perfidy 
liable  to  be  dealt  with  under  Masonic  law. 

A  Mason  is  subject  to  discipline  if  he  wilfully  uses  his  power  in  the  Lodge  to 
prevent  the  fellowship  of  a  dimitted  brother  on  the  simple  ground  of  nationality. 

In  reference  to  the  first,  while  according  the  truth  of  the  maxims  of  the  Grand 
Master,  yet  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  held  that  li  having  voluntarily  accepted 
the  trust,  he  must  maintain  it  inviolate,  under  such  stipulated  restrictions  only  as  are 
recognized  by  and  incorporated  with  the  Landmark  itself." 

The  other  was  regarded  by  the  committee  "  as  impolitic,  if  not  erroneous,  and 
has  awakened  an  apprehension  that  it  might  prove  more  provocative  of  discord  than 
tending  to  harmony,  and  they  therefore  recommend  that  such  matters  of  discipline 
be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  subordinates." 

Dispensations  had  been  granted  for  the  formation  of  four  new  Lodges. 

W.\  Bro.  H.  A.  M.  Henderson,  D.  D.,  who  had  for  many  years  been  Grand  Chap- 
lain, being  about,  to  remove  from  the  jurisdiction,  (his  home  is  now  in  San  Francisco, 
California,)  the  Grand  Lodge  adopted,  by  a  rising  vote,  the  following  resolution  :— 

JResolced,  That  we  boar  cheerful  and  unqualified  testimony  to  the  efficiency  of  his 
service  as  a  good  Mason  and  true,  as  an  earnest  co-worker  with  us  in  every  enter- 
prise projected  for  the  benefit  of  the  Craft  and  for  blessing  suffering  humanity  ;  and 
as  a  Christian  gentleman  ever  ready  to  t.o*  his  utmost  to  strengthen  the  bonds  which 
"  make  all  men  brothers,  with  one  Father — even  God  ;"  and,  deploring  the  providence 
which  leads  him  to  sunder  the  close  ties  which  exist  between  him  and  us,  we  pray 
that  he  may  always  be  cared  for  and  kept  by  Him  who  never  slumbers  ;  and  with  our 
whole  hearts  commend  him  to  the  brethren  of  the  Mystic  Tie  on  the  Pacific  slope,  as 
one  whom,  taking  to  their  hearts,  they  will  find  ever  ready  to  repay  them  with  ear- 
nest and  beneficent  deeds,  which  are  Love's  golden  com,  bearing  the  imprint  of  the 
Great  Architect  of  the  Universe. 

As  this  worthy  and  esteemed  brother  is  now  "  one  of  us,"  we  will  favor  our  read- 
ers with  a  few  extracts  from  the  witty  and  eloquent  address  made  by  him  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  in  parting,  and  which,  by  vote,  was  ordered  to  be  published  in  the 
Proceedings : — 

It  was  announced  the  other  day  that  my  overcoat  was  taken  from  the  stage.  I 
have  not  recovered  it  ;  but  a  short  time  ago  a  neat  bundle  came  tome,  containing  one, 
with  the  compliments  of  Past  Grand  Master  John  H.  Leathers.  An  overcoat  is  a 
necessity  to  me,  having  to  put  on  one  to  cast  a  respectable  shadow.  A  few  years 
since  some  facetious  preacher,  in  a  mimic  missionary  meeting,  proposed  to  send  me 
to  the  west  coast  of  Africa,  on  the  ground  that  I  was  so  spare  I  would  not  make  a 
roast,  and  would  prove  no  temptation  to  the  cannibals.  1  objected,  on  the  ground 
that  some  of  them  might  be  fond  of  smoked  herrings,  and  take  a  notion  to  me  as  an 
appetizer  for  breakfast. 

When  Elijah  made  his  glorious  ascension,  he  flung  back  his  prophet's  mantle  upon 
the  shoulders  of  his  successor.  In  humble  imitation  of  the  great  Hebrew  Seer,  I 
have,  in  departing,  left  behind  my  mantle  ;  but  I'm  happy  to  know  that  he  upon 
whose  shoulders  it  has  fallen  is  not  to  succeed  me  as  Grand  Chaplain,  but  a  Right 
Reverend  Bishop,  (Dudley,)  upon  whom  rests  an  apostolic  cloak. 

But  humor  aside.     I  have  taken  advantage  of  this  fortuitous  opportunity  to  make 
a  few  valedictory  remarks,  ere  I  turn  my  face  toward  the  setting  sun,  and  my  foot- 
steps toward  the  Paciiic  coast.     Many  of  you  already  know  I  have  accepted  an  en- 
gagement that  will  carry  me  far  away  from  the  scenes  and  associations  amid  which 
I  have  so  long  lingered,  with  alternations  of  mingled  trial  and  triumph,  sorrow  and 
joy.     I  am  to  make    a   new   venture   of  powers  and  prospects  far  from  long-tried 
friends  and  familiar  haunts,  among  strangers  and  novel  scenes.  It  is  a  happy  thought 
that  the  same  secrets  and  signs  that  have  given  me  welcome  way  wherever  I've 
wandered  in  my  native  State,  will  assure  me  hail  and  hospitality  where  the  Pacific 
sings,  on  a  golden  lea,  the  song  of  sunset.     And  this  sentiment,  and  the  sadness  of 
parting,  brings  humming  into  my  soul  the  sweet  measures  of  an  unknown  poet: — 
"  Take  the  bright  shell  from  its  home  on  the  lea, 
Wherever  it  goes  it  will  sing  of  the  sea  ; 
So  take  the  fond  heart  from  the  home  and  the  hearth, 
And  it  will  sing  of  the  loved  to  the  ends  of  the  earth." 
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And  no  matter,  brethren,  how  sunny  other  skies,  or  genial  other  climes  may  be,  I 
can  never  forget  our  old  family  roof-tree,  our  immemorial  altars,  and  our  fraternal 
associations.  In  my  heart,  as  in  the  shell,  there  shall  ever  remain  a  sad,  sweet 
retrain  of  "  My  Old  Kentucky  Home." 

No  reverses  can  be  too  dark  and  dreary,  no  prospects  too  bright  and  beautiful,  to 
make  me  forgetful  of  those  of  you  whose  confidence  I  have  enjoyed,  whose  partiality 
J  have  shared,  and  whose  love  1  have  prized  above  all  emoluments  and  honors  as  my 
chief  joy.  I  sat  here  to-night  and  scanned,  tier  by  tier,  the  manly  faces  and  forms 
that  tilled  the  concentric  circle  of  seats  in  this  Masonic  ampitheater,  and  my  eye 
did  not  rest  on  a  single  representative  who,  as  far  as  I  know,  ever  caused  me  a  pang 
or  did  me  an  injury.  A  halt-dozen  Masons  there  are,  in  this  jurisdiction,  who  have 
proven  recreant  to  their  vows  and  stabbed  me  with  a  worse  than  Brutus  dagger  or 
Jubelum  blow,  but  they. are  not  here.  You  are  all  brothers  beloved — true,  tried,  and 
trusty.  T  can  stand  with  each  one  of  you  on  the  five  points  of  a  goodly  fellowship, 
meet  you  on  the  level  and  part  with  you  on  the  square. 

In  a  shipwreck  a  man  will  save  his  jewels  whatever  else  he  may  lose ;  and  so, 
amid  the  turbulence  that  has  threatened,  at  times,  to  engulph  me,  J  have  always 
endeavored  to  save  that  most  precious  pearl  "mortal  times  afford,  spotless  repu- 
tation.7' 

1  am  about  to  leave  Kentucky,  and  I  hereby  constitute  the  great  Masonic  Frater- 
nity the  custodians  of  my  hard-earned  reputation.  Mark  ye  !  1  do  not  say  character. 
Character  is  what  a  man  is  ;  reputation  is  what  others  think  him  to  be.  I  will  take 
scrupulous  care  of  my  character,  and  trust  you  to  vindicate  my  reputation,  if  it 
should  be  cowardly  assailed,  when  I'm  no  longer  here  to  defend  it,  as  hitherto  I've 
never  failed  with  uncowering  spirit  to  do. 

Left  a  fatherless  boy  at  five  years  of  age,  without  a  brother,  and  with  no  strong 
and  wealthy  living  family  connections,  I've  had  single-handed  to  fight  my  own  battles, 
aided  only  by  those  valiant  friends  whose  partiality  and  prowess  I  have  won  by 
energy,  determination,  and  devotion  to  the  cause  of  patriotism  and  philanthropy, 
reason  and  religion,  God  and  the  good.  Always  frail  of  body,  mine  has  been  a  bold 
swim  up  stream,  with  the  drift-wood  bearing  down  upon  m}7  feeble  breast,  and  push- 
ing back,  with  the  current,  the  steady  strokes  of  my  feeble  arms.  But,  when  almost 
ready  to  sink,  friends  have  shouted  cheer-words  from  the  shore,  and  thrown  me  a 
buoy,  so  that  I  have  always  been  able,  after  some  sort,  to  hold  upon  my  upward 
way.  Sensitive  at  the  start  as  the  mimosa,  I  have  so  toughened  that  I  almost  feel  I 
belong  to  the  pachydermata. 

But  oh!  I  do  rejoice  in  the  abounding  friendship  and  fraternity  which  is  giving 
me  this  valedictory  audience  ;  and  that  I  am  able  to  say  I  begin  life  afresh  with  as 
bold  a  purpose,  with  as  noble  aims,  and  with  as  cheery,  though  chastened,  a  spirit, 
as  when  in  life's  dewy  morning  I  tried  my  'prentice  hand  and  wooed  and  won  my 
maiden  honors. 

I  go  from  you  to  work  and  watch  and  wait  for  the  final  triumph  of  the  true,  the 
beautiful  and  the  good.  I  go,  loving  my  friends,  and  carrying  grateful  memories  of 
them  in  my  heart.  I  go,  with  a  quiet  pity  and  a  prayer  for  pardon  upon  my  enemies. 
I  can  stand  here  and,  adopting  the  poet's  farewell,  say  :— 

11  Here's  a  sigh  to  those  who  love  me, 
Here's  a  smile  to  those  that  hate, 
And  whatever  sky's  above  me, 
Here's  a  heart  for  any  fate." 

I've  been  asked  if  I  ever  expect  to  return.  If  spared,  yes — certainly  to  visit  you  ; 
if  prospered,  and  granted  "  light  at  the  eventide,"  to  spend  my  latter  end  beneath 
my  ancestral  shades;  if  dead— to  be  borne  back  to  receive  burial  at  your  hands, 
under  the  green  sod  of  my  native  blue-grass.  Out  in  your  churchyards,  and  amid 
the  shattered  and  mouldering  stones,  you  will  find  the  talisman— home.  Wherever 
interest  or  inclination  carry  men,  they  always  leave  behind  a  treasure  where  their 
hearts  have  been.  They  go  abroad  to  labor  and  live;  they  come  home  to  die,  to 
mingle  their  dust  with  ancestral  mould,  and  to  resign  consciousness  where  first  it 
broke  into  being.  An  instinct  common  to  all  animated  nature  seems  to  press  all 
back  to  the  place  of  birth,  to  shut  the  scene  where  first  it  opened  on  the  infant  eyes. 
Whatever  be  the  cause— like  those  cunning  Indian  arrows  which,  hurled  from  the 
hand,  describe  their  eccentric  arc,  and  when  the  projectile  force  is  spent,  curve  back 
to  the  grasp  from  which  they  were  flung— the  exhausted  life-voyagers  glide  back  to 
the  old  haven  from  which  they  first  set  sail.  No  matter  how  far  tropicward  the  birds 
may  fly,  and  to  the  measure  of  whatsoever  carols  flutter  their  gay  plumage,  they  will 
come  soaring  back  to  the  boughs  amid  whose  green  leaves  they  were  fledged  ;  the 
fish  may  swim  far  asea,  and  buffet  many  a  bounding  billow,  but  they  will  struggle 
back  over  shoal,  and  shingle,  and  dam,  to  the  spot  where  they  were  spawned.  The 
wounded  eagle  flutters  on  broken  wing  to  the  eyrie  where  first  he  tried  the  pinions 
with  which  he  has  cleaved  the  cloud  and  soared  sunward,  there  to  die  amid  the  rocks 
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and  rooks  of  his  native  cliffs.  And  so  men,  weary  and  worn  with  cark  and  care, 
bend  back  from  distant  lands  and  crowded  cities,  from  battle  plain  and  harbor  mart, 
to  throw  down  the  burden  and  to  unbuckle  the  harness  where  first  they  began  to 
bear  it. 

So  strong  is  this  craving  in  my  breast  that  I  have  a  parting  request  to  make, 
namely:  Should  adverse  fortune  deny  my  dust  sepulture  in  my  native  earth,  I  ask 
you  to  give  me  a  cenotaph  page  in  your  proceedings,  and  write  me  down  Kentucky- 
born  and  bred,  and  here  a  Mason  made,  for  I  do  wish  to  be  remembered  in  the  scenes 
of  my  own  most  dear  remembrance.  And  just  now  fond  recollection  recalls  those 
touching  lines  of  Goldsmith,  as  apposite  as  if  written  to  voice  my  soul  on  i his 
occasion  : — 

"  And  now  remembrance  wakes  with  all  its  busy  train, 

Swells  at  the  breast  and  turns  the  past  to  pain. 

In  all  my  wanderings  round  this  world  of  care, 

In  all  my  griefs— and  God  nas  given  me  my  share— 

I  still  have  hopes  my  latest  hours  to  crown, 

Amid  my  natal  bowers  to  lay  me  down, 

To  husband  out  life's  taper  to  the  close, 

And  keep  the  flame  from  wasting  by  repose. 

I  still  have  hopes,  for  pride  attends  ns  still, 

Amid  the  swains  to  show  my  book-learned  skill ; 

Around  my  fire  an  evening  group  to  draw, 

And  tell  of  all  I  felt  and  all  I  saw ; 

And  as  a  hare  whom  hounds  and  horns  pursue, 

Pants  to  the  place  from  which  at  first  he  flew, 

I  still  have  hopes,  my  long  vexations  past. 

Here  to  return,  and  die— at  home — at  last." 

We  hope  that  our  good  brother  will  receive  such  a  welcome  on  the  Pacific  coast 
as  will  leave  no  regret  that  he  has  ever  left  his  «•  Old  Kentucky  Home." 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  Past  Grand  Master  Rob  Morris,  from  the 
Committee  on  Correspondence,  and  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge: — 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky  will  cordially  unite  with  other  Grand 
Lodges,  home  and  foreign,  in  restoring  amicable  relations  between  the  Grand  Lodges 
of  Kansas  and  Indian  Territory,  Minnesota  and  Dakota,  Scotland  and  Quebec,  and 
that  we  recommend  to  the  contending  parties  the  law  of  exclusive  jurisdiction,  so 
long  established  among  American  Grand  Lodges  and  with  such  harmonious  results. 
This  Grand  Lodse  peremptorily  declares  that  she  will  never  submit  to  have  her  own 
territory  invaded  by  other  Masonic  powers,  and  she  cannot  justify  the  course  of  any 
who  lose  sight  of  the  Golden  Rule. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  again  from  the  pen  of  the 
venerable  Past  Grand  Master  Rob  Morris,  and  is  as  able  and  interesting  as  any 
that  have  emanated  from  his  pen.  We  clip  his  opening  paragraph  as  to  the  condi- 
tion of  the  Lodges  in  Kentucky,  and  express  the  hope  that  should  Bro.  M.  ever  visit 
this  coast,  he  might  be  able  to  say  the  same  of  California  : — 

Since  our  last  year's  effort  in  this  direction,  your  Chairman  has  made  an  extensive 
circuit  of  the  Lodges  in  our  own  beloved  jurisdiction  of  Kentucky,  entering  the 
"tyled  precincts"  of  some  sixty  of  them,  and  witnessing  a  marvelous  improvement 
in  the  character  of  the  apartments  occupied,  the  furniture  and  furnishing  of  the  halls, 
the  regalia  and  clothing  of  the  officers  and  members,  and  the  outward  look  of  things 
generally.  True,  these  constitute  but  the  surface  of  Masonry,  and  are  by  no  means 
Masonry  itself.  Yet  it  is  a  healthy  indication  o.f  a  man's  affairs  when  he  has  a  good 
home,  well  furnished,  and  it  is  none  the  less  so  of  a  Lodge.  There  is  no  doubt  but 
what  a  Lodge  does  well  to  secure  for  itself  a  good  domus  and  make  the  fittings 
attractive.  Avoiding  debts  and  complications  with  other  societies,  the  Lodge  that 
owns  its  own  hall  (as  so  many  of  the  old  Kentucky  Lodges  did),  with  appropriate 
furniture  and  costume,  is  the  most  successful. 

California  is  liberally  and  generally  approvingly  noticed.  He  quotes  extensively 
from  Grand  Master  Browne's  Address,  with  the  remark  about  what  he  had  said  of 
11  proselyting:''  "  Brb.  Browxe  will  pardon  us  the  remark  that  this  is  only  an  Amer- 
ican idea :  in  foreign  countries  proselyting,  to  use  the  term  in  its  mild  sense,  is  the 
rule  and  not  the  exception. •'  If  this  be  so — and  Bro.  M.  having  "  traveled"  exten- 
tensively  in  mo  e  senses  than  one,  evidently  speaks  from  personal  observation— we 
would  suggest  that  it  would  not  harm  those  foreign  jurisdictions  to  borrow  this 
"  Yankee  "  idea  from  the  Americans. 
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Bro.  M.,  speaking  of  our  rule  that  one  Lodge  shall  pay  another  whatever  moneys 
have  been  paid  out  for  relief  of  a  member,  "  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars,"  says 
lie  was  "  not  aware  there  was  such  a  rule  in  vogue  anywhere."  Nevertheless  it  is  a 
good  one,  Bro.  M.,  and  we  suggest  that  you  "  try  it  on"  in  Old  Kentucky. 

We  take  pleasure  in  copying  the  following,  the  misspelling  of  Bro.  Abell's  name 
included,  for  we  are  not  sure  but  even  that  was  intended  as  a  compliment  to  him  :— 

The  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  the  veteran  and  accomplished  Brother  Able, 
is  given  as  his  "  twenty-third  annual."     If  closes  with  the  remark  :  — 

"As  during  a  long  time  past  the  undersigned  has  the  gratification  of  being  enabled 
to  state  that,  during  the  fiscal  year  just  reported,  the  re  urns  from  all  the  Lodges  had 
been  received,  and  their  dues  had  all  been  paid." 

What  other  Grand  Secretary  in  the  grand  Masonic  universe  can  say  this? 

Bros.  Shaeffer,  Guard,  and  the  writer  come  in  for  a  share  of  commendatory 
notices  from  the  veteran  reviewer,  for  which  we  "  lift  our  beaver."  There  are  many 
other  good  things  in  this  report  which  we  would  gladly  quote,  but  for  want  of  space 
must  content  ourself  with  this  one  paragraph,  which  expresses  our  own  views  exactly. 
Bro.  Morris  is  reviewing  Georgia  : — 

Concerning  the  introduction  of  Christian  prayers  into  the  Lodge,  he  (the  writer  in 
Georgia,)  says : — 

44  Prayers  offered  in  a  Masonic  Lodge  should  be  such  as  every  brother  can,  con- 
sistently  with  his  religious  convictions,  respond  to  with  a  hearty  'so  mote  it  be.' 
The  fundamental  law  requires  of  every  one  who  knocks  at  the  door  for  admission,  to 
expressly  declare  his  belief  in  God,  Jah,  Jehovah,  the  Mighty  One,  who  inhabiteth 
eternity,  by  whatever  name  He  may  be  called." 

ur  impression  in  regard  to  this  matter  is  that  when  a  clergyman  is  called  upon 
to  pray,  he  had  best  be  allowed  to  adopt  his  own  style,  and  if  any  object  to  his  style, 
don't  ask  him  again.  There  is  a  great  deal  too  much  "  taffy"  injected  into  this  ques- 
tion. Not  one  Lodge  in  a  hundred  has  a  member  who  would  object  to  the  name  of  Jesus 
being  introduced  in  the  Lodge  prayer.  It  occurs  in  the  book  that  crowns  the  Ma- 
sonic altar,  and  nobody  ever  objects  to  the  Lodge  Bible  because  the  New  Testament 
is  bound  up  with  the  old.  Personally  we  prefer  that  the  Lodge  prayer  be  like  the 
Lord's  Prayer,  which  contains  only  one  general  name — that  of  ';  Father  ;'■  but  if  a 
Christian  minister  clinches  his  supplications  with  the  name  of  Jesus,  we  are  the  last 
to  rebuke  him. 

There  are  five  hundred  and  six  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of 
sixteen  thousand  three  hundred  and  ninety-six.  The  Mr.  W.*.  Jake  Bice  was  elected 
Grand  Master  and  the  JR.'.  W.\  Hiram  Bassett  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

LOUISIANA. 

The  sixty-eighth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana  was 
held  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans  in  the  month  of  February,  1880, — the  Mr.  TTV.  Edwin 
Marks,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  Mr.  Wr.  James  C.  Batchelor,  If.  D., 
being  Grand  Secretary.    Sixty-nine  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  occupies  twenty  pages  of  the  Proceedings,  and 
is  a  well  written,  able  document.  After  a  brief  but  eloquent  acknowledgment  of 
the  benefits  received  from  an  Overruling  and  Allwise  Providence,  he  mentions  the 
names  of  several  of  the  illustrious  dead  who  had  been  called  away— among  the 
number,  the  W.\  Bro.  Henry  Winslow,  who  for  years  had  been  the  Master  of 
"  Louisiana  Relief"  Lodge,  whose  arduous  and  efficient  labors,  especially  in  the 
times  of  epidemics,  are  known  of  all,  and  of  which  Bro.  Winslow  could  well  say  : 
*  *  Magna  pars  fuV1 

He  referred  to  the  case  of  44  Adonijah  Lodge,"  which,  situated  on  the  borders  of 
Texas,  had  more  than  once  infringed  upon  the  rights  of  that  jurisdiction  in  the  use 
of  material,  notwithstanding  the  protest  of  the  Texas  Grand  Master  and  the 
positive  orders  from  its  own  Grand  Master.  As  a  punishment  for  such  persistent 
wrong  doing,  and  a  warning  to  others,  he  had  arrested  the  charter,  and  now  referred 
the  whole  subject  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  He  also  reported  the  case  of  another  Lodge 
which,  notwithstanding  the  edict  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  contrary,  had  rented  its 
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hall  to  the  Odd  Fellows  and  another  secret  society.  We  feel  tempted  to  say  a  word 
or  two  on  this  strait-laced  prudery,  but,  as  it  is  not  our  funeral,  will  let  it  slip. 

No  new  Lodge  had  been  constituted,  but  three  had  surrendered  their  charters, 
and  two  others  had  been  consolidated. 

As  some  members  of  the  following  organizations  may  turn  Pacificward,  to  "  see 
the  Yosemite,"  or  for  some  other  purpose,  we  quote  in  full  what  the  Grand  Master 
says  in  relation  thereto : — 

Clandestine  Organization — I  have  recently  been  furnished  with  a  printed  circular 
emanating  from  an  organization  meeting  in  this  city,  styling  themselves  "  Le  Grand 
Orient  de  la  Louisiane."  This  circular  is  addressed  to  "  all  Grand  Lodges.  Supreme 
Councils,  and  all  regular  Masons,  without  distinction,  spread  over  the  world."  It  is 
signed  by  C.  T.  Lopez,  M.  D.,  Grand  Master;  Gaston  Dupoy  de  Hours,  Grand 
Secretary  ;  E.  Merrigis,  Deputy  Grand  Master;  and  is  dated  25th  November,  1879. 
It  has  a  seal  attached.  In  the  body  of  the  circular  they  state  that,  "at  an  extra- 
ordinary meeting,  held  November  17th,  1879,  regularly  constituted  a  new  Masonic 
power,  national  and  independent,  having  for  distinctive  title,  'Le  Grand  Orient  de 
la  Louisiane,'  at  the  Orient  of  New  Orleans,  following  the  Rite  modern."  The  Craft 
resident  within  the  city,  members  of  Lodges  throughout  the  State,  and  all  Grand 
Lodges  on  this  continent,  are  hereby  warned  as  to  the  clandestine  character  of  the 
organization  as  above  described.  I  only  note  the  existence  of  this  organization  as  a 
matter  of  duty,  in  thus  warning  the  Masonic  world." 

We  wonder  whether  or  no  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  has  not  had  a  "finger  in 
this  pie  ?" 

The  Grand  Master  says  he  "is  fully  of  the  opinion  that  the  present  year  will  herald 
an  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  Craft,  morally  as  well  as  in  point  of  tangible 
prosperity.  I  conceive  that  we  have  reached  the  bottom  of  an  abnormal  state 
of  affairs,  and  as  period  succeeds  period  we  shall  finally  witness  within  our  day  and 
generation  the  re-establishment  of  Masonry  in  Louisiana  as  it  existed  before  the 
war."    We  trust  that  the  Grand  Master's  anticipations  may  be  fully  realized. 

The  Grand  Master  is  not  much  in  love  with  the  '■  life  membership  "  system  as  it 
has  existed  in  that  jurisdiction.  He  points  out  many  evils  that  have  already  grown 
out  thereof,  and  predicts  others  as  baleful.  Exemptions  from  dues,  in  consequence, 
have  worked  serious  injury  to  many  of  the  Lodges,  and  he  trusted  that  such,  at  least, 
would  rid  themselves  of  this  dangerous  feature. 

He  also  submitted  for  their  earnest  consideration  the  question  whether  the  Grand 
Lodge  could  in  any  sense  be  held  responsible  for  debts  incurred  by  the  subordinates. 
One  Lodge,  without  any  authority,  or  knowledge  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  had  issued 
bonds  of  indebtedness  in  1872,  for  several  thousands  of  dollars,  to  float  a  mortgage 
debt  resting  upon  their  Lodge  Hall.  The  committee  to  which  this  matter  was 
referred  reported  that  the  Grand  Lodge  could  not  in  any  sense  be  held  for  such,  or 
any  debt,  incurred  by  a  subordinate.  It  seems  to  us  rather  queer  that  such  a  ques- 
tion could  have  arisen  or  been  seriously  considered. 

The  District  Deputies  submitted  reports  of  their  doings  during  the  year,  but  they 
are  of  local  interest  only. 

The  veteran  and  excellent  Grand  Secretary  made  an  elaborate  report  of  the  trans- 
actions of  his  office,  of  which  we  only  need  say  that  it  is  almost  equal  to  one  of 
Bro.  Abell's.  Can  we  say  more  in  its  praise?  Several  of  the  Lodges  had  met  with 
serious  misfortunes  in  the  loss  of  their  halls.  One  was  destroyed  by  a  cyclone,  and 
another  by  "the  caving  of  the  river  bank."  Rather  worse  these  than  an  average- 
sized  California  earthquake  ! 

A  resolution,  "  that  no  further  appropriations  be  made  to  the  Committee  on 
Work,"  was,  after  an  extended  discussion,  adopted  by  a  vote  of  ayes  112,  noes  94. 
The  next  day  this  vote  was  reconsidered,  ayes  107,  noes  99,  and  then  the  resolution 
was  rejected,  ayes  98,  noes  107 — the  "  sober  second  thought." 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  an  able,  well-compiled  tran- 
script of  the  proceedings  of  other  Grand  Lodges,  two  hundred  pages  in  length,  was 
submitted  by   Bro.   Wm.   R.   Whitaker.    California,  for  1878,   is  kindly,  and  even 
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flatteringly  noticed  and  complimented  by  liberal  quotations  from  the  Address  of 
Grand  Master  Browne,  who  is  presented  to  his  brethren  as  a  model  Grand  Master,  in 
which  suggestion  we  fully  concur.  We  will  merely  whisper  in  Bro.  Abell's  ear 
that  Bro.  Whitaker  complains  that  the  print  of  our  proceedings  is  "  fine  enough  to 
torture  the  eyes  of  some  one  younger  than  any  of  those  upon  the  Correspondence 
Committtee  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana/''  and  further  on,  in  his  kindly  and 
genial  notice  of  our  own  report,  he  says,  touching  the  same  point  :  "  We  beg  to 
make  one  suggestion  to  Bro.  Hill.  We  get  older  in  the  natural  course  of  events, 
and  his  type  seems  to  grow  smaller  as  we  grow  older.  Our  printer  does  not  give  us 
a  very  clear  type,  but  it  is  more  easily  read,  if  not  more  profitable,  than  that  we 
receive  from  Brother  Hill.  .  We  have  learned  a  deal  of  Masonry  from  his  reports, 
but  we  must  forego  their  reading  unless  he  changes  his  type  ;  not  his  type  as  a 
Mason,  but  the  type  typographically." 

We  can  only  refer  these  suggestions  to  the  M  powers  that  be."  We  are  only  a 
passenger,  so  far  as  typography  is  concerned. 

Bro.  Whitaker  has  this  neatly  turned  compliment  anent  the  contributions  of  the 
brethren  of  California  for  the  relief  of  the  yellow  fever  sufferers: — 

It  is  not  enough  to  say  that  the  relief  was  speedy,  ample  and  generous.  When- 
ever we  have  suffered  in  Louisiana,  California's  hand  has  been  extended  and  filled 
with  gold.  The  Masons  of  California  have  recognized  towards  us  their  obligations, 
and  when  we  have  suffered  have  aided  us  with  more  than  bounty.  We  trust  that  they 
will  not  need  our  help  ;  but  if  they  do,  we  hope  that  we  may  act  as  promptly  and 
as  efficiently  as  they  have  done  with  reference  to  our  sick  and  dying." 

There  are  one  hundred  and  forty-seven  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  mem- 
bership of  five  thousand  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven.  The  Grand  Master  and 
Grand  Secretary  were  re-elected. 

MAINE. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine  held  its  sixtieth  Annual  Communication  in  the  city  of 
Portland,  on  the  sixth  day  of  May,  1879, — the  M.\  W.\  Edward  P.  Bcrnham,  Grand 
Master,  presiding,  and  the  i?.\  W.\  Ira  Berry  being  Grand  Secretary.  One  hun- 
dred and  sixty-nine  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Address  of  Grand  Master  Burnham  is  a  thorough  business  paper,  mainly  con- 
fined to  the  affairs  of  the  jurisdiction.  Dispensations  had  been  issued  for  three  new- 
Lodges.  One  Lodge  had  complained  of  Truckee  Lodge,  No.  200,  of  California,  for 
an  alleged  violation  of  its  rights,  in  making  a  Mason  of  Charles  H.  Barton,  who 
had  been  rejected  by  the  Maine  Lodge  in  1867.  Grand  Master  Browne  investigated 
the  matter  and  found  that  Barton  had  lived  in  California  for  a  year  prior  to  his  appli- 
cation to  Truckee  Lodge,  and  six  months  within  the  jurisdiction  cf  that  Lodge,  and 
had  not  been  rejected  by  any  Lodge  within  twelve  months  of  his  initiation.  He  had 
therefore  been  received  in  accordance  with  the  law  of  California,  and  the  rights  of 
the  Maine  Lodge  had  not  been -violated. 

In  reference  to  the  proposed  observance  of  St.  John  the  Baptist's  day,  on  the 
forthcoming  anniversary  in  Portland,  the  Grand  Master  has  these  words,  some  of 
which  appear  to  be  what  Artemus  Ward  would  call  "  sarkastical,"'  but  the  hint  is  a 
good  one  for  all  managers  of  processions  to  profit  by  : — 

In  showing  respect  to  the  memory  of  St.  John  the  Baptist  we  need  no  cosl 
array  or  sumptuous  feast,  for  we  read  of  him  :  "  And  the  same  John  had  his  raiment 
24pf  camel's  hair,  and  a  leathern  girdle  about  his  loins  ;  and  his  meat  was  locusts  and 
^wild  honey."  Here  let  me  spea^  in  behalf  of  the  ancient  brethren  of  our  day. 
Though  it  is  true  that "  a  line  is  a  point  continued  and  a  figure  of  one  capacity,  namely 
length,"  yet  I  trust  that  the  Marshal  will  bear  in  mind  that  to  march  from  Munj 
Bramhall  and  elsewhere  about  Portland,  as  he  may  direct,  may  weary  the  most 
devoted  follower  of  St.  John. 

One  of  the  Lodges,  Warren,  No.  2,  at  East  Machias,  was  one  hundred  years  old 
on  the  tenth  of  the  previous  September.  Until  1794  it  was  the  only  Lodge  east  of 
the  Penobscot  river.    It  was  born  in  the  midst  of  the  Revolution  and  named  for 
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General  and  Grand  Master  Joseph  Warren.  In  this  connection  the  Grand  Master 
states  some  facts  relative  to  the  army  Lodges  of  the  Revolution,  which  we  copy  for 
the  perusal  of  our  own  readers  :— 

There  were  ten  of  these  Lodges,  the  oldest  being  St.  John's,  of  New  York,  1775. 
American  Union  Lodge,  of  Connecticut,  was  chartered  by  the  St.  John's  Grand 
Lodge  in  Massachusetts,  February  15,  1776,  and  was  with  the  army  in  Connecticut, 
New  York,  and  New  Jersey,  until  1783,  the  last  meeting  being  held  April  23d,  1783, 
when  Bro.  Rose  was  passed  to  the  degree  of  Fellow  Craft.  Gen.  Washington  was  a 
visitor  December  27th,  177-9.  Henry  Dearborn,  afterward  Member  of  Congress  from 
the  District  of  Maine,  was  a  visitor  April  7th,  1779.  John  Brooks,  afterwards  Gov- 
ernor of  Massachusetts,  was  made  an  Entered  Apprentice  August  2Sth,  1779.  I  will 
give  the  form  of  a  procession  April  17th,  1779  :  1.  Outside  Tvler  ;  2.  Wardens  with 
white  rods;  3.  Youngest  brothers  with  the  bag  ;  4.  Brethren  by  juniority  ;  5.  Master 
with  his  rod,  the  Treasurer,  on  his  right  hand  supporting  the  Sword  of  Justice,  the 
Secretary  on  his  left  hand  supporting  the  Bible,  Square,  and  Compass  ;  6.  Inside 
Tyler. 

September  9th,  1779.  Resolved,  That  the  moneys  remaining  in  the  treasury  of 
this  Lodge  on  the  1st  day  of  November  next,  shall  be  invested  in  tickets  of  the  third- 
class  of  the  United  States  Lottery,  the  avails  of  which  shall  remain  in  the  treasury 
to  be  appropriated  to  the  relief  of  the  poor  of  the  Fraternity,  or  as  the  brethren 
shall  agree. 

Washington  Army  Lodge,  No.  10,  chartered  by  the  Massachusetts  Grand  Lodge, 
was  organized  November  11th,  1779,  at  West  Point,  New  York.  Henry  Sewall,  of 
Maine,  being  one  of  the  thirteen  charter  members.  In  a  list  of  officers  and  members 
December  8th.  1779,  are  the  names  of  Capt.  Henry  Sewall,  Secretary,  Capt.  Mins 
Greenleaf,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Noah  M.  Littlefield,  Doctor  John  Wingate,  Lieu- 
tenant Joseph  Tucker.  In  the  list  of  those  initiated  are  the  names  of  N.  M.  Little- 
field,  Capt.  Isaac  Pope,  Lieutenant  Joseph  Leland,  Samuel  Miller,  and  Ralph 
H.  Bowles. 

Capt.  Sewall  became  Major-General  of  Militia  and  clerk  of  the  United  States 
District  Court  of  Maine  ;  Capt.  Grrenleaf  was  father  of  our  Past  Grand  Master 
Simon  Greenleaf  ;  Lieutenant-Colonel  Littlefield,  afterward  Brigadier  General  of 
Militia,  was  of  Wells;  Lieutenant  Tucker,  of  York,  was  grandfather  of  our  Past 
Grand  Master  Preble  ;  Lieutenant  Leland  was  Master  of  Saco  Lodge  in  1856,  and 
married  the  sister  of  Past  Grand  Master  Geokge  William  King  ;  Lieutenant  Miller 
was  of  Arundel ;  Lieutenant  Bowles,  of  Machias  ;  Captain  Pope,  of  Wells.  In  1782, 
the  returns  to  Grand  Lodge  gave  the  list  of  those  who  had  been  members  or  initiated, 
two  hundred  and  forty-five. 

In  conclusion,  the  Grand  Master  alluded  to  the  many  worthy  brethren  with  whom 
he  had  been  associated  since  his  first  membership  in  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1855.  Many 
of  them  "  had  made  their  long  journey.  New  men  have  arisen  to  take  their  places. 
The  twenty  Lodges,  with  two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty  members,  have 
increased  to  one  hundred  and  eighty  Lodges,  with  nearly  twenty  thousand  members. 
Though  men  change  Masonry  remains  the  same.  So  may  it  ever  be.  Let  us  transmit 
old-fashioned  Masonry  to  our  successors,  and  may  they  be  content  with  what  they 
receive." 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mexico  was  fraternally  recognized,  but  action  was 
deferred  as  to  those  in  Cuba  and  New  South  Wales. 

Strong  resolutions,  relative  to  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  in  its 
invasion  of  Quebec,  were  offered  by  Bro.  Drummond  and  adopted.  One  was  thus 
worded  : — 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  holds  that  all  Lodges  in  the  Province  of  Quebec 
not  recognized  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  are  illegal,  and  all  their  members 
clandestine  Masons,  and  hereby  forbids  all  Masons  of  its  obedience  to  hold  any  kind 
of  Masonic  communication  with  them. 

Is  not  that  word  "all  "  a  little  too  extensive  ?  While  we  may  perhaps  agree  with 
Bro.  D.  as  to  the  new  Lodges  instituted  in  Quebec  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland, 
it  is  not  so  clear  that  the  old  Elgin  Lodge  should  be  included  in  this  sweeping  denun- 
ciation. 

One  of  the  cases  reported  upon  by  the  Committee  on  Grievences  was  that  of 
Calvin  G.  Hale,  indefinitely  suspended  by  Libanus  Lodge,  No.  116.  The  committee 
and  Grand  Lodge  affirmed  this  sentence,  and  gives  this  note  of  the  reason  :    "  Calvin 
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G.  Hale  was  charged  by  the  specifications  with  gross  unmasonic  conduct,  in  speak- 
ing contemptuously  of  the  Holy  Bible,  and  of  the  Deity,  and  of  having  a  malignant 
disposition  and  being  extremely  quarrelsome."  Reason  enough,  in  our  humble  judg- 
ment.   Masonry  wants  no  such  rotten  timber  and  shaky  stones  in  her  edifice. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  again  from  the  prolific  but 
ever  able  pen  of  Bro.  Drummond,  and  is  equal  to  any  of  his  previous  productions.  We 
hope  the  brethren  in  that  jurisdiction  appreciate  these  reports  of  Bro.  D.  better  than 
their  compensation  therefor  would  seem  to  indicate.  It  is  almost  niggardly,  and 
hardly  compensates  the  writer  for  the  "  midnight  oil "  expended  by  him.  The  report 
covers  one  hundred  and  fifty  pages  of  the  proceedings,  and  every  page  is  worthy  of 
careful  perusal.  California  for  1878  receives  a  liberal  and  generally  a  highly 
commendatory  notice.  He  quotes  largely,  and  mainly  with  approbation,  from  the 
Address  of  Grand  Master  Browne.  He  differs  from  Bro.  B.  in  his  advocacy  of  a 
Grand  Lodge  Charity  Fund,  while  paying  a  highly  eulogistic  encomium  upon  Califor- 
nia Masonry  for  its  noble  contributions  for  the  relief  of  the  yellow  fever  sufferers. 
Bro.  Abell  is  also  complimented  on  his  "  admirable  report."  We  again  thank  Bro. 
D.  for  his  kindly  notice  of  our  own  report  for  that  year.  We  beg  leave  to  inform 
him  that  the  copy  of  his  excellent  work  reached  us  safely,  through  Bro.  Abell,  and 
that  we  read  it  with  great  interest.  We  can  only  say  in  addition  that  it  is  eminently 
worthy  of  the  praise  we  ventured  to  give  it  in  advance.  He  is  right  in  "  guessing  " 
at  our  domicile.  It  is  in  the  "  City  of  the  Angels,"  called  for  short,  Los  Angeles.  In 
reference  to  the  little  affair  between  Bro.  Taylor,  of  Nevada,  and  ourself,  on  the 
question  of  age,  Bro.  D.  gets  off"  the  following  :— 

Bro.  Hill  sees  things  in  different  lights  sometimes.  He  calls  us  an  "  old 
veteran  ;"  but  when  Bro,  Taylor  speaks  of  him  as  "  the  old  man  eloquent,"  he 
waxes  indignant  and  advises  Bro.  T.  to  overhaul  the  Good  Book  and  find  the  account 
of  the  "  bad  boys  of  Jericho  "  and  the  bears,  and  "when  found,  make  a  note  of  it "; 
from  all  which  we  infer  that  Bro.  Hill  has  a  miniature  skating  rink  on  the  top  of  his 
head. 

Not  quite,  Bro.  D.  There  is  still  enough  "har  "  on  our  forelock  to  answer  the 
purpose  of  a  wild  Indian  should  he  ever  take  it  into  his  head  that  he  wanted  our 
scalp  and  should  "go  for  it." 

In  his  review  of  Bro.  Singleton,  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  Bro.  D.  has  these 
words  about  prayers  in  Lodges,  which  suits  us  to  a  T  : — 

We  would  suggest  that  the  true  idea  of  the  audible  prayer  of  the  Chaplain  is  not 
that  all  present  are  praying  through  him  as  their  proxy,  but  that  all  join  in  prayer, 
he  leading  and  each  one  praying  for  himself  according  to  his  views  of  his  own  wants. 
Each  thus  prays  according  to  the  form  in  which  he  believes  ;  and,  as  Bro.  S.  states, 
it  is  of  no  consequence  to  him  what  attitude  any  other  brother  takes,  or  what  lan- 
guage he  uses.  The  result  of  the  opposite  doctrine  is  to  preclude  any  Christian  (and 
probably  others)  from  leading  in  prayer  in  any  Lodge. 

There  are  one  hundred  and  seventy-nine  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  mem- 
bership of  nineteen  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty-two.  The  M.\  W.'.  Charles  I. 
Collamore  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the  B.\  W.\  Ira  Berry  was  re-elected 
Grand  Secretary. 

The  sixty-first  Annual  Communication  was  held  in  the  city  of  Portland  on  the  fourth 
day  of  May,  1880,— the  Mr.  W.' .  Charles  I.  Collamore!,  Grand  Master,  presiding, 
and  the  R.\  W.\  Ira  Berry  being  Grand  Secretary.  One  hundred  and  seventy 
Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  delivered  an  able  Address,  a  few  points  in  which  we  note.  He 
invokes  thanks  to  an  All-Wise  Providence  "for  bountiful  harvests  and  for  the 
returning  prosperity  so  apparent  on  every  hand."  He  notices  in  a  feeling  and  appro- 
priate manner  the  deaths  of  Bros.  Charles  A.  Curtis,  Grand  Chaplain,  of  22.  \  W.\ 
Moses  E.  Dodge,  Grand  Treasurer,  and  of  Pas*  Senior  Grand  Warden  Ezra  B. 
French,  who   died  in  the  City  of  Washington,  where  he  was  temporarily  resident. 
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The  fire  fiend  seems  to  have  been  busily  at  work  during  the  year,  if  we  may  judge 
by  the  number  of  halls  burned,  as  stated  by  the  Grand  Master. 

The  brethren  of  Portland  had  a  grand  time  on  St.  John's  Day,  1879,  in  which  the 
Grand  Master  participated.  There  was  a  "procession,  in  which  the  Grand  Lodge 
was  escorted  by  some  thirty-five  hundred  brethren,  with  numerous  bands  of  music, 
a  sail  in  steamboats  about  the  beautiful  harbor,  and  a  mammoth  clam  bake  upon  one 
of  the  islands."  Whew  !  how  our  mouth  waters  at  the  very  recital!  What  a  slaugh- 
ter of  innocent  clams  to  satisfy  the  greedy  appetite  of  such  a  crowd  of  hungry  Ma- 
sons !  Served  'em  right  for  being  such  a  luscious  tid-bit !  Won't  Bro.  Drummond 
send  on  a  few  this  way?  We  will  send  in  payment  a  box  of  our  mammoth  oranges, 
or  some  of  our  Riverside  raisins,  which  beat  the  world  ! 

The  Grand  Master  had  received  petitions  for  the  formation  of  four  new  Lodges, 
and  referred  the  same  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  with  a  concise  but  telling  argument 
against  any  increase  of  Lodges  in  that  jurisdiction.  He  believed  that  most  of  the 
troubles  of  the  Craft  can  be  traced  to  the  needless  multiplication  of  Lodges.  He 
says  very  pointedly  :  "  A  certain  expense  attends  starting  a  Lodge.  In  many  cases 
it  is  understood  that  this  expense,  or  a  portion  of  it,  is  to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds 
of  the  work.  We  daily  meet  members  of  the  Order  who  are  totally  unfit,  morally, 
intellectually,  or  socially,  to  be  Masons.  We  wonder  how  they  came  to  be  made. 
Investigation  will  show  that  in  a  majority  of  cases  they  were  made  in  Lodges  which 
1  must  work.'  "  And  he  goes  on  to  hint  very  strongly  that  many  Masons  join  and 
give  attention  to  other  secret  societies  because  they  pay  better.  All  this  may  be 
sound  doctrine  in  the  abstract,  but  there  are  exceptions  to  all  rules,  aud  sometimes 
there  are  so  many  as  virtually  to  abrogate  the  rule  itself.  About  this  whole  matter 
we  fully  endorse  a  remark  made  by  Bro.  Drummond  in  his  very  able  Report  on 
Correspondence,  that  "Masonry  will  arrogate  a  good  deal  to  itself  when  it  under- 
takes to  determine  and  prescribe  what  other  associations  one  of  its  members  may  or 
may  not  connect  himself  with."  But  then  some  Grand  Masters  would  be  as  exclusive 
as  the  Hard-shell  Baptist  preacher  mentioned  by  one  of  our  fellow  Reporters.  He 
said  that  no  one  ought  to  belong  to  any  other  society  than  his  Baptist  Church  ! 

A  special  report  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  states  that  the  late  Grand  Treasurer 
kept  his  own  and  the  Grand  Lodge  funds  in  one  account,  and  that  there  was  a  defi- 
ciency of  1 4, 183  13  due  the  Grand  Lodge.  His  executor  claims  that  this  could  not  be 
regarded  as  a  special  fund,  but  that  the  Grand  Lodge  must  stand  on  the  same  footing 
as  other  creditors.  The  estate  was  believed  to  be  good  for  all  demands  upon  it,  but 
this  would  compel  the  locking  up  of  the  Grand  Lodge  funds  for  a  year.  His  sureties 
were  notified  of  their  liability. 

Charges  of  a  serious  character  were  presented  against  an  officer  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  (name  not  mentioned),  and  he  was  notified  to  appear  at  this  Communication 
for  trial.  The  counsel  for  the  accuser  was  not  a  Mason,  and  was  not,  therefore, 
allowed  to  appear  in  Grand  Lodge.  The  accuser  said  that  he  knew  nothing  of  the 
matter  personally,  but  this  counsel  did,  and  as  he  was  debarred  from  attendance, 
the  prosecution  would  be  abandoned  ;  and  so  it  was.  This  course  was  undoubtedly 
correct,  according  to  Masonic  law,  but  we  fail  to  see  how  justice  was  done  either  to 
the  party  accused  or  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals  devote  a  single  page  of  the  Proceed- 
ings to  their  report  on  eight  separate  cases  before  them,  in  only  one  of  which  is  there 
the  slightest  hint  as  to  what  the  charge  .was.  We  venture  to  suggest  an  improve- 
ment on  this  concise  way  of  doing  things,  and  that  is  to  omit  the  names  of  the  parties. 
As  it  is,  all  appear  to  be  sheep  of  the  same  hue  of  darkness,  which  is  not  very  prob- 
able. We  hope  that  the  committee  in  future  will  pay  more  heed  to  this  suggestion 
in  the  Grand  Master's  Address:  "I  observe  that  our  brethren  of  other  jurisdictions 
complain  that  not  enough  of  the  facts  are  given  in  our  reports  to  enable  them  to 
judge  of  the  correctness  of  the  decisions  reached.     As  these  are  matters  which  affect 
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the  whole  Craft,  would  it  not  be  well  to  be  a  little  more  explicit  ?"    We  vote  "  aye  " 
on  that  proposition. 

The  United  Grand  Lodge  of  Colon  and  the  Island  of  Cuba  was  recognized,  and 
fraternal  congratulations  were  extended  to  the  brethren  on  their  happy  settlement  of 
their  difficulties. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  again  (and  of  course)  sub- 
mitted by  Bro.  Josiah  H.  Drummond,  for  the  proceedings  of  our  "down  East" 
brethren  without  a  Correspondence  Eeport  from  that  veteran  of  the  quill,  would 
truly  be  the  M  play  of  Hamlet  with  Hamlet  left  out,"  and  that  would  never  do.  We 
have  heretofore  used  all  our  adjectives  of  praise,  "positive,  comparative,  and 
superlative,"  in  commenting  upon  these  reports,  and  must  therefore  ask  our  readers 
to  think  of  them  all  in  the  lump  and  say  "  ditto." 

The  report  before  us  is  a  document  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-three  pages,  and  as 
we  read  it  we  were  almost  ashamed  of  our  feeble  imitations,  and  half  disposed  to 
pitch  our  pen  into  the  bad  place  where  printers  put  their  refuse  type  !  Bat  th<jn  we 
don't  pretend  to  compare  ourself  with  Bro.  Drummond.  He  is  Past  Grand  Master, 
Masonic  Jurisprudence,  and  Foreign  Correspondence,  all  rolled  up  in  one  Masonic  coat, 
and  so  he  must  spread  himself  on  all  questions,  whether  or  no.  And  he  does  it  with 
such  an  apt  habit  of  hitting  every  obtrusive  head  with  his  pine-tree  shillelah,  that  we 
more  than  half  believe  one  of  his  ancestors  must  have  come  from  the  Emerald  Isle, 
though  not  from  the  "  blarney  stone  "  section,  for  there  is  no  blarney  nor  soft  soap 
about  him.  We  would  like  to  cull  a  basketful!  of  plums  (some  of  them  of  the  per- 
simmon order)  from  this  cache,  but  must  confine  ourselr  to  a  few  of  the  most  tooth- 
some. 

He  devotes  some  nine  pages  to  California  for  1879.  He  is  very  complimentary  to 
Grand  Master  Browne,  and  copies  liberally  from  his  last  most  excellent  Address.  In 
relation  to  his  act  in  setting  aside  the  proceedings  of  a  trial  which  was  utterly  invalid, 
and  recommending  that  the  power  to  do  so  be  expressly  vested  in  the  Grand  Master, 
Bro.  D.  remarks  that  such  a  "  provision  has  worked  exceedingly  well  in  Maine." 

In  commenting  upon  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  relative  to 
the  burial  of  suicides,  and  the  subsequent  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  he  says:  "  The 
practice  in  Maine,  for  many  years,  has  been  that  the  Lodge  may  decline,  in  its  dis- 
cretion, to  bury  a  deceased  member."     Such  is  now  our  own  law. 

After  quoting  in  full  the  majority  and  minorit}7  reports  of  the  Committee  on 
Grievances,  on  the  Charles  Howard  Gordon  case,  Bro.  D.  has  this  comment,  which 
we  copy  in  full,  as  containing  some  very  thoughtful  suggestions  : — 

When  a  Mason  has  been  deprived  of  his  Masonic  rights  for  a  length  of  time, 
that  shall  be  adequate  punishment  for  his  offense,  and  he  petitions  for  restoration, 
the  following  questions  arise  : — 

1.  Shall  his  conduct,  while  under  discipline,  be  considered  ? 

2.  If  his  conduct,  since  his  conviction,  has  been  such  that  there  is  no  objection 
to  his  restoration  on  that  ground,  is  it  proper  to  take  cognizance  of  another  offense 
committed  before  his  expulsion  or  suspension,  and  for  which  he  has  never  been  tried, 
and  deny  restoration  on  that  account? 

3.  What  weight  shall  be  given  to  the  objection  of  the  Lodge?  Shall  that  suffice, 
without  reason  given,  or  should  the  Grand  Lodge  require  the  reasons  and  judge  of 
their  sufficiency? 

As  restoration  is  pardon,  it  may  be  said  that  the  Grand  Lodge  will  act  upon  each 
case  according  to  its  pleasure.  Of  course  it  has  the  power  to  do  so,  but  still  it  would 
be  wise  to  act  upon  well-defined  principles,  instead  of  upon  the  impulse  of  the 
moment.  It  is  pretty  well  settled,  in  practice,  that  an  applicant  for  restoration  must 
show  a  good  record  as  to  character,  far  enough  back  to  make  it  reasonably  certain 
that  his  character  is  permanently  good. 

Upon  the  second  question,  we  have  never  met  any  express  adjudication.  One 
instance  has  occurred  in  our  own  Grand  Lodge,  in  which  this  consideration  was 
urged  by  the  opponents  of  restoration,  which  wTas  refused,  undoubtedly,  in  con- 
sequence of  that  consideration.  The  question  is  not  without  difficulty.  On  the  one 
hand,  we  are  punishing  a  man  for  an  offense  of  which  he  has  never  been  found  guilty; 
and  on  the  other,  he  may  have  committed  an  offense  which  it  was  not  necessary  to 
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include  in  the  charge,  and  his  trial  for  which   would   be   utterly  prevented  by  his 
restoration. 

The  third  question  is  a  new  one  with  us,  but  it  seems  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
California  gave  weight  to  the  protest  of  the  Lodge,  but  whether  the  reasons  were 
given  does  not  appear. 

We  can  inform  Bro.  D.  that  reasons  were  given  in  detail,  as  "plenty  as  black- 
berries," but  whether  a  correct  decision  was  reached,  upon  the  record,  we  have  many 
doubts.    But  we  will  not  reopen  the  discussion  of  this  very  disagreeable  case. 

We  have  marked  a  number  of  items  in  Bro.  Drummond's  review  of  other  Grand 
Lodges,  but  as  we  have  already  passed  our  generally  prescribed  limits  we  must  be 
sparing  as  to  further  quotations.  Under  the  head  of  Illinois  we  have  the  following 
common  sense  remarks,  which  we  fully  endorse  : — 

A  regulation  was  adopted  that  each  member  of  the  Committee  on  Inquiry  shall 
make  a  private  verbal  report  to  the  Master,  who  shall  announce  to  the  Lodge  only 
the  character  of  the  report  and  the  degree  of  unanimity  of  the  committee.  It  is  a 
matter  greatly  to  be  lamented  that  we  have  so  far  degenerated  from  the  fathers  that 
reports  cannot  safely  be  made  in  detail  in  open  Lodge.  The  character  of  the  report 
should  never  go  upon  the  record,  because  the  book  may  fall  into  the  hands  of  (  thers; 
but  it  is  very  near  a  disgrace  to  us  that  the  liability  that  some  one  will  reveal  out  of 
the  Lodge  what  passes  in  it,  is  so  great  that  it  is  dangerous  for  a  committee  to  make 
a  full  iiud  free  report  in  open  Lodge.  We  can  remember  when  it  was  customary  in 
our  Lodge  to  discuss  for  considerable  time  the  character  and  fitness  of  every  can- 
didate, and  when  any  objection  was  made  by  a  member  it  was  met  fairly  and  in  the 
spirit  of  friendliness  to  the  objector,  rather  than  to  the  candidate  ;  and  members 
would  as  soon  have  thought  of  revealing  out  of  the  Lodge  the  secrets  of  Masonry  as 
any  part  of  such  discussion. 

Bro.  Dkummond  has  a  quiet  but  fair  hit  at  Bro.  Parvin,  of  Iowa,  and  the  Iowa 
Grand  Lodge,  in  this :  They  have,  at  Bro.  Parvin's  suggestion,  discontinued  the  Re- 
ports on  Correspondence  on  account  of  the  expense,  and  yet  the  last  Proceedings 
of  that  Grand  Body  contain  thirty-six  pages  of  statistics;  eighteen  memorial  pages  ; 
eight  of  obituary  record,  by  the  Grand  Secretary;  ten  of  the  Address  of  the  Grand. 
Orator  :  and  twenty-six  of  "  Biographical  Sketches''  of  the  Grand  Master  and  others, 
accompanied  with  portraits,  and  yet  no  room  for  a  Report  on  Correspondence.  What 
is  it  that  the  good  book  says  about  "  straining  at  a  gnat  and  swallowing  a  camel?" 

Unless  Bro.  Dkummond  wears  a  wig,  he  would  do  well  to  keep  his  poll  at  a  good 
distance  from  the  clutches  of  Bro.  Taylor,  of  Nevada,  after  hitting  him  under  the 
fifth  lib  id  this  style — "  He  had  better  take  heed  to  his  ways,  or  he  may  get  put  in  a 
fire:7 

There  are  one  hundred  and  eighty-one  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  member- 
ship of  nineteen  thousand  three  hundred  and  three.  The  Grand  Master  and  Grand 
Secretary  were  re-elected. 

MANITOBA. 

We  have  received  the  proceedings  of  an  Emergent  Communication,  and  also  of  the 
fifth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba.  The  first  was  held  in 
the  city  of  Winnipeg  on  the  tenth  day  of  June,  1879, — the  M.\  W.\  S.  P.  Matheson, 
Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.\  John  H.  Bell  being  Grand  Secretary.  The 
Communication  was  called  to ' '  receive  the  report  of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master 
on  settlement  of  Masonic  difficulties,  and  to  perfect  terms  of  agreement,  and  other 
matters  connected  with  the  same." 

Having  given  at  some  length,  in  a  previous  report,  a  history  of  the  difficulties  that 
at  one  time  threatened  the  very  existence  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  we  now  copy  entire 
the  Address  of  the  Grand  Master,  which  gives  us  the  more  pleasing  account  of  the 
end  of  the  r  troubles:  — 

I  thank  you  for  your  prompt  response  to  my  summons  for  this  Emergent  Meeting 
of  our  Grand  Body.  It  shows  me  that  the  object  for  which  we  have  met  together 
possessed  a  deep  interest  for  you,  and  that  yon  are  heartily  anxious  for  its  accom- 
plishment. 

At  our  last  Annual  Communication  you  empowered  ire,  in  conjunction  with  my 
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Deputy  and  Grand  Wardens,  to  deal  with  the  case  of  the  Brethren  and  Lodges  then 
under  suspension  in  our  jurisdiction.  It  is  gratifying  for  us  to  know  that  our  action 
on  that  occasion,  and  indeed  our  action  generally,  as  a  Grand  Lodge,  has  so  thor- 
oughly commended  itself  to  the  Masonic  world.  This  fact  is  fully  attested  by  the 
comments  and  criticisms  of  pronruent  Masonic  journals. 

1  trust  our  action  to  day  may  have  a  like  favorable  reception.  The  unhappy 
differences  which  have  for  some  months  existed  in  the  Fraternity,  have  been  aug- 
mented and  complicated  to  a  degree  far  beyond  my  expectations  when  I  entered 
upon  the  office  of  Grand  Master,  last  February.  It  ha"s  been  much  more  difficult  than 
many  of  us  had  anticipated  to  bring  these  differences  to  a  favorable  termination. 
Many,  and  I  may  say  all,  on  both  sides,  howevar,  begin  to  be  anxious  for  a  reconcilia- 
tion and  settlement. 

As  a  Grand  Lodge,  we  signified  our  willingness  to  open  negotiations  with  the 
members  of  the  fraternity  who  left  our  allegiance.  Being  cognizant  of  this  willing- 
ness on  our  part,  they  appointed  one  of  their  number  to  confer  with  me,  and  to 
effect,  if  possible,  a  reconciliation.  As  their  arbitrator,  they  invested  him  with  full 
power  to  act  for  them,  solemnly  binding  themselves  to  ratify  and  confirm  all  that  he 
might  see  fit  to  do  on  their  behalf. 

Previously  to  this,  I  must  here  remark,  several  of  our  officers  agreed  to  cease  to 
act.  This  was  done  to  enable  me,  in  the  event  of  a  settlement  being  arrived  at,  to 
give  a  representation  in  the  Grand  Lodge  to  those  brethren  and  Lodges  who  had 
gone  out  from  us,  on  their  returning  to  their  allegiance.  I  cannot  sufficiently  thank 
these  retiring  officers  for  their  noble  and  generous  conduct  in  the  matter.  Some  of 
them  we  can  ill  spare  ;  they  have  been  self-denying  workers  in  the  interests  of  the 
Craft;  their  extended  Masonic  experience  and  practice  rendered  them  all  but  inval- 
uable and  indispensable  to  the  Grand  Lodge  in  her  infancy  and  growth.  Xow  that 
she  is  advancing  in  years  and  strength,  she  must  not  lose  them  ;  she  wants  their 
counsel  in  the  future  guiding  of  her  destinies,  and,  brethren,  I  feel  that  she  will  have 
it;  though  retiring  from  a  particular  office,  I  feel  sure  they  will  not  retire  from  their 
former  interest  in  the  general  good  of  the  Craft. 

But  I  must  return  to  the  details  of  our  negotiations.  Upon  the  appointment  of 
this  arbitrator,  I  conferred  with  him.  Having  given  me  his  written  assurance  of  the 
dissolution  of  the  body  he  represented,  [  withdrew  all  suspensions;  and  I  have  much 
pleasure  in  bringing  before  you  now  the  report  of  our  proceedings. 

The  M,\  W.\  Grand  Master  then  submitted  the  ba-is  of  settlement,  of  which  the 
following  is  a  summary  : — 

1st.     Provides  for  dissolution  of  seceding  Grand  Lodge. 

2d.  The  Mr.  W.\  Grand  Master  shall  issue  an  Edict,  under  the  seal  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  withdrawing  all  suspensions  of  Lodges  or  individual  Masons  that  have  in  any 
manner  been  caused  by,  or  arisen  out  of  the  difficulties,  and  also,  healing  all  work 
done  by  the  Lodges  not  in  allegiance  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba. 

3d.  The  M.\  W.\  Grand  Master  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable,  countersign  the 
Warrants  of  Northern  Light  and  King  Solomon  Lodges,  for  the  purpose  of  legalizing 
the  same. 

4th.  That  all  Lodges  shall  take  rank  and  precedence  according  to  the  date  of 
their  respective  Warrants  of  Constitution. 

5th.  Provides  for  the  filling  of  ail  the  offices  held  by  the  brethren  who  have 
ceased  to  act. 

8th.  The  M.\  W.\  Grand  Master  shall  do  all  in  his  power  to  have  the  Ptepresen- 
tatives  of  foreign  Grand  Lodges,  whose  appointments  have  been  canceled  in  conse- 
quence of  the  present  difficulties,  reinstated  in  their  former  positions. 

7th.     Provides  for  the  payment  ot  the  liabilities  of  the  seceding  body,  and  also  for 

s^i.  p.  iUTHEsox,  |  Arbitrators. 

And  now,  brethren,  let  me  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  this  settlement 
meets  with  your  most  cordial  consent  and  approval  ;  I  would  not  like  to  feel  that  there 
was  any  latent  objection  to  it  among  you  ;  let  us  be  unanimous  ;  let  us  not  be 
cramped  and  crippled  in  our  efforts  for  good  by  divisions  and  differences.  I\ 
by  the  experience  of  past  troubles  what  the  evils  of  discord  are,  let  us  supplicate  the 
G.  A.  0.  T.  U.  to  bind  us  in  the  future  in  an  indissoluble  bond  of  peace  and  harmony. 
Right  gladly  let  us  extend  a  welcoming  hand  to  those  who  have  thought  differently 
from  us,  when  they  rejoin  us  to-day. 

These  propositions  were  all  agreed  to  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  offending  brethren 
were  introduced  and  welcomed,  and  all  was  once  more  peace  and  harmony  in  those 
hyperborean  regions. 
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The  fifth  Annual  Communication  was  held  in  Winnipeg  on  the  eleventh  day  of 
February,  1880, — the  same  Grand  Master  presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.\  William  G. 
Scott  being  Grand  Secretary,  pro  tern.    Nine  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  Address,  alluded  to  the  recent  settlement  of  difficulties, 
which  he  regarded  as  honorable  to  all  parlies  concerned,  and  for  the  good  of  the 
jurisdiction.     He  had  granted  a  dispensation  for  one  new  Lodge. 

We  find  little  in  the  Proceedings  calling  for  special  notice.  A  communication  was 
received  from  the  late  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Wardens,  protesting  against 
the  recent  settlement  as  unconstitutional.  The  document  was  filed  and  no  further 
notice  taken  thereof. 

There  are  eleven  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  three  hundred 
and  sixty.  The  M.\  W.'.  John  Headley  Bell  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the 
B.'.  W.\  William  G.  Scott,  Grand  Secretary. 

MARYLAND. 

The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland  was  held  in  the  city 
of  Baltimore  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  November,  1879,— the  M.\  W.\  John  M. 
Carter,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.-.W.'.  Jacob  H.  Medairy  being  Grand 
Secretary.    Seventy  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  has  the  merit  of  brevity,  which  somebody  has 
said  "  is  the  soul  of  wit."  While  the  numbers  of  the  Craft  had  not  materially  increased, 
as  appeared  from  the  reports  of  the  Inspectors,  yet  he  did  not  think  any  ground 
had  been  lost.  The  proceeds  of  the  Grand  Masonic  Fair  had  enabled  the  Board  of 
Managers  to  pay  off  one  mortgage  of  $26,000,  for  $15,000,  which  was  accepted  by 
the  holders.  This  left  about  $9,000  to  apply  to  another  mortgage  of  $40,000,  and 
having  raised  enough  from  other  sources  to  reach  $30,000,  that  amount  was  accepted 
in  full,  and  the  mortgage  was  released.  So  the  handsome  total  of  $68,000  of  the 
debt  of  the  Grand  Lodge  had  been  extinguished,  making  an  annual  saving  of  $4,347 
in  interest. 

One  of  the  Grand  Master's  decisions  grew  out  of  some  singular  action  on  the  part 
of  a  certain  Lodge,  and  is  thus  reported  : — 

A  Lodge  donated  to  a  dropped  or  suspended  member  the  amount  of  dues  owing 
by  him,  and  then  proceeded  to  credit  him  with  the  amount  as  though  paid,  pre- 
liminary to  reinstatement,  the  brother's  object  being  to  dimit  at  once  and  join  a 
Lodge  in  another  State,  where  he  is  now  residing,  for  the  purpose  of  seeking  assist- 
ance. Held,  that  the  proceedings  were  irregular  and  void,  that  the  dues  must  be 
actually  paid  before  the  brother  was  in  position  to  make  application  ;  and  that  in 
this  instance  the  applicant's  avowed  object  rendered  the  whole  proceedings  improper 
and  void,  even  if  he  had  paid  up  his  dues. 

We  thank  the  Grand  Master  for  this.  Had  all  others  done  the  same  it  would 
have  saved  the  brethren  on  this  coast  from  much  of  the  depletion  of  their  Lodge 
funds,  for  the  support  of  Masonic  tramps,  sent  out  here  for  the  express  purpose  of 
preying  upon  us.  And  then  if  we  ever  ask  those  who  sent  the  traveler  to  reimburse 
a  small  amount  expended  in  "  chaiity  "  to  such,  Bro.  Robbins,  of  Illinois,  raises  the 
cry  of  "  Shylock  "  and  the  "  pound  of  flesh." 

The  "Masonic  Roard  of  Relief"  of  Baltimore  gives  an  account  of  its  work 
generally,  and  also  of  the  capital  working  of  its  rule  to  telegraph  to  the  Lodges 
where  applicants  say  they  belong,  as  to  the  standing  of  the  applicant.  One  case  of 
detected  imposition  thereby  was  as  follows  :— 

On  the  evening  of  November  3,  a  very  plausible  stranger  applied  to  the  Lodge  of 
Relief  for  assistance.  He  wanted  $10,  to  enable  him  to  reach  Pittsburgh,  his  desti- 
nation being  Terre  Haute,  Indiana.  He  passed  an  excellent  examination,  gave  a  very 
reasonable  account  of  himself,  produced  letters  of  commendation  from  highly 
respectable  sources,  presented  an  appearance  tending  to  elicit  the  sympathy  of  all 
with  whom  he  conversed,  and  would  doubtless  have  succeeded  in  obtaining  $10,  if 
not  more,  had  it  not  been  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  Lodge's  regulations  by  the 
committee  having  his  case  in  ch€rge.  In  accordance  with  the  rules,  the  applicant 
was  provided  with  supper  and  a  night's  lodging,  and  informed  that  one  of  the  com- 
mittee would  see  him  the  next  day.    In  the  meantime  a  telegram  was  sent  to  the 
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Worshipful  Master  of  his  Lodge  at  Terre  Haute,  and  answer  returned,  which  proving 
unfavorable,  he  was  notified  that  under  the  circumstances  no  relief  could  be  granted 
hi  in.  A  letter  was  subsequently  received  from  the  Master  of  his  Lodge,  that  he  had 
been  expelled  some  three  years  ago  from  the  Lodge  in  which  he  professed  to  be  in 
good  standing  at  the  time  of  making  his  application  in  Baltimore.  It  is  not  un- 
reasonable to  suppose  that  this  person  has  been  and  now  is  tramping  about  impos- 
ing on  generous  and  charitable  members  of  the  Fraternity.  It  is  a  matter  of  great 
congratulation  that  there  has  been  a  marked  decrease  in  these  attempts  at  fraud, 
ami  t  >  be  hoped  that  the  confraternity  of  Masonic  tramps  have  learned,  through 
their  communications,  that  Baltimore  is  a  bad  place  to  come  to. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  submitted  a  brief  report,  of  some  half  a  dozen 
pages,  expressing  sympathy  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut  on  the  death  of 
its  Grand  Master,  recommending  non-intercourse  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland 
on  account  of  its  action  towards  Quebec,  and  severely  condemning  the  atheistic 
course  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France.     The  Grand  Lodge  concurred  in  the  report. 

From  the  returns  it  appears  that  there  are  seventy-two  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction, 
with  a  membership  of  five  thousand  and  eighty-two.  The  Grand  Master  and  Grand 
Secretary  were  re-elected. 


The  Semi-Annual  Communication  was  held  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  on  the  elev- 
enth day  of  May,  1880,  the  same  Grand  Officers  being  present,  and  sixty-two  Lodges 
represented. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  was  brief  and  mostly  devoted  to  the  local 
business  of  the  jurisdiction.  He  reiterates  the  complaints  of  his  predecessor,  that 
the  Inspectors  of  many  of  the  districts  still  neglect  to  make  their  annual  reports  to 
him,  and  he  cannot,  therefore,  thoroughly  inform  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  condition 
of  the  Craft.  He  thinks  that  one  reason  for  this  neglect  is  the  apathy  existing  among 
the  members  of  the  Lodges,  and  he  reads  the  delinquents  a  much-needed  lecture. 

The  death-roll  for  the  year  included  the  name  of  the  JR.-.  W.\  Francis  Burns, 
who  was  for  thirteen  years  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  one  of  the  most  zealous, 
devoted,  and  useful  Masons  in  the  Union.  He  died  in  the  eighty-eighth  year  of  his 
age,  having  been  a  Mason  for  more  than  sixty  years.  He  was,  says  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter, "a  just  and  upright  man,  a  useful  citizen,  and  a  zealous  Mason,  respected  and 
esteemed  by  all  who  knew  him."  He  declined  a  re-election  in  1878,  and  several 
times  refused  the  offered  promotion  to  the  Grand  Mastership.  The  Select  Committee 
appointed  to  prepare  a  suitable  memorial,  state,  concerning  the  noble  acts  of  the 
deceased  brother,  that  "  upon  one  memorable  occasion,  when  the  Masonic  Temple 
was  threatened  with  a  decree  for  its  sale,  Bro.  Burns  advanced  of  his  own  means 
the  sum  of  $23,000,  and  prevailed  upon  Mr.  John  W.  Garrett  to  advance  a  like  sum, 
with  which  to  save  the  Temple  and  honor  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Subsequently  Bro. 
Burns  assumed  the  entire  obligation,  and  the  debt  is  now  due  and  owing  to  his 
estate." 

Another  veteran,  Past  Deputy  Grand  Master  Nicholas  Brewer,  passed  away  in 
January  last,  at  the  ripe  old  age  of  ninety-one.  He,  too,  had  been  a  Mason  more 
than  sixty  years. 

On  motion  of  one  zealous  brother,  the  subordinate  Lodges  were  prohibited  from 
publishing  in  the  newspapers  the  nature  of  the  work  they  proposed  doing. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland  was  instituted  in  1787,  since  which  time  there  had 
been  twenty-seven  Grand  Masters,  but  only  twenty-one  Grand  Secretaries. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  Bro.  F.  J.  S. 
Gorgas.  The  Grand  Lodge  gravely  ruled  that  the  report  must  not  exceed  seventy- 
five  pages.  Bro.  Gorgas  exceeded  that  limit  one  page,  and  apologized  therefor. 
We  are  sorry  to  see  any  Grand  Lodge  pursuing  such  a  penurious  policy.  Bro.  G. 
did  well,  considering  this  strait  jacket.  He  gives  to  California  rather  more  than  its 
pro  rata  share  of  this  begrudged  space.  He  is  quite  complimentary  to  Bro.  Brownk 
and  our  humble  self,  for  which  we  return  thanks. 

The  list  of  Lodges  and  members  is  not  published  at  the  Semi-Annual  Communi- 
cation, 
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MASSACHUSETTS. 

The  first  installment  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  gives 
an  account  of  a  Special  and  Quarterly  Communications.  The  first  was  held  at  Salem 
on  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  June,  1879,  and  was  called  to  celebrate  the  Feast  day 
of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  as  well  as  to  commemorate  the  Centennial  Anniversary  of 
Essex  Lodge  and  the  introduction  of  Masonry  into  that  city. 

The  Grand  Master  and  a  large,  number  of  the  Fraternity  were  present.  There 
was  a  grand  procession  to  the  Universalist  church,  where  interesting  exercises  were 
had,  and  Grand  Secretary  Tracy  P.  Cheever  delivered  an  oration  appropriate  to  the 
day  and  occasion.  Of  course  a  sumptuous  banquet  followed,  as  our  New  England 
brethren  cannot  get  along  without  clam-bakes,  even  if  there  be  no  R  in  the  month. 
Wit  and  sentiment  flowed  as  plentifully  as  did  the  hot  and  cold  drinks. 

The  Quarterly  Communication  was  held  in  the  city  of  Boston  on  the  tenth  day  of 
September,  1879,— the  M.\  W.\  Charles  Alfred  Welch,  Grand  Master,  presiding, 
and  the  R.\  W.\  Tracy  P.  Cheever  being  Grand  Secretary.  Ninety-one  Lodges 
were  represented.  • 

Past  Grand  Master  Nickerson  presented  a  report  from  the  committee  appointed 
to  consider  the  communication  of  Grand  Master  Hernandez,  of  the  "  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  Island  of  Cuba,"  asking  for  the  recognition  of  that  Grand  Body.  The  com- 
mittee report  that  sufficient  evidence  has  not  even  yet  been  presented  to  justify 
action  thereon,  and  they  recommend  a  further  postponement,  which  was  ordered. 
They  admit  that  this  Grand  Lodge  "  shows  a  far  better  title  than  any  other  organiz- 
ation, but  the  evidence  does  not  warrant  the  conclusion  that  all  the  Lodges  of  the 
jurisdiction  were  duly  notified  of  the  proposed  new  organization,  or  that  a  majority 
of  them  consented  to  it."  The  committee  also  add  this  very  sensible  suggestion  : 
"  Furthermore,  your  committee  have  grave  doubts  of  tlie  propriety  of  interfering  in 
the  affairs  of  foreign  jurisdictions.  We  resent  such  interference  when  applied  to 
ourselves.  We  protested,  with  good  reason,  against  the  unwarranted  and  imperti- 
nent intermeddling  of  the  German  Grand  Lodges  in  our  affairs,  as  exhibited  in  their 
recognition  of  the  so-called  Prince  Hall  Grand  Lodge.  When  the  brethren  in  Cuba 
settle  their  little  family  difficulty,  and  agree  upon  an  authority,  which  at  least  a  ma- 
jority of  them  can  regard  as  their  Grand  Lodge,  it  will  be  time  enough  for  other 
Grand  Lodges  to  admit  it  to  be  their  equal." 

The  Grand  Master  having  announced  the  death  of  the  22.  \  W.\  Bro.  J.  V.  C.  Smith, 
a  distinguished  physician,  formerly  of  Boston,  a  committee  was  appointed,  who  pre- 
sented a  just  and  elaborate  eulogy  upon  the  deceased,  who  had  attained  the  eightieth 
year  of  his  age  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Not  only  was  he  an  eminent  physician,  but 
quite  celebrated  also  for  his  literary  abilities.  After  a  journey  to  the  Holy  Land,  he 
published  his  "Travels  in  Palestine."  "His  lectures  before  the  Masons  of  Boston," 
remark  the  committee,  "on  the  scenes  around  Jerusalem,  the  stones  which  he 
brought  and  exhibited  from  the  Temple  of  Solomon,  and  the  minute  description 
which  he  gave  of  the  quarries  from  which  they  were  raised,  will  long  be  remembered 
by  those  whose  privilege  it  was  to  listen  to  him." 

A  photograph  of  the  M.\  W,\  Moses  Michael  Hays,  Grand  Master  in  1789-90, 
copied  from  a  painting  by  Stuart,  was  presented  by  Bro.  Meyers,  of  Richmond, 
Va.,  and  accepted  with  thanks. 

We  have  also  received  the  proceedings  of  the  Annual  Communication,  held  in  the 
city  of  Boston  on  the  tenth  day  of  December,  1879,  the  same  Grand  Officers  being 
present.    One  hundred  and  fifty-four  Lodges  were  represented. 

Preceding  these,  however,  we  have  those  of  a  Special  Communication,  held  in  the 
city  of  Gloucester  on  the  eleventh  day  of  September,  1879,  called  for  the  dedication 
of  the  "  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Monument"  in  that  city  ;  and  of  auother  held  in  New 
Bedford  on  the  seventeenth  day  of  October,  1879,  for  the  purpose  of  constituting  No- 
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quochoke  Lodge.  At  both  the  ceremonies  were  interesting,  even  about  the  Lodge 
with  the  unpronounceable  name  ;  and  at  both  the  Grand  Lodge  members  were 
bountifully  fed  with  clams  and  other  luxuries. 

At  the  Annual  Communication  Grand  Master  Welch  delivered  a  well  written 
Address  of  considerable  length.  He  had  received  a  friendly  communication  from  the 
Grand  Orient  of  Portugal,  asking  for  an  interchange  of  Representatives.  He  replied, 
reciprocating  its  fraternal  sentiments,  but  stating  that,  as  it  was  not  the  custom  or 
policy  of  Massachusetts  to  appoint  or  receive  representatives  from  other  Grand 
Bodies,  the  request  could  not  be  complied  with.  The  Grand  Master  is  still  unalter- 
ably opposed  to  the  publication  of  detailed  reports  of  Masonic  proceedings  in  news- 
papers and  periodicals,  other  than  Masonic.  He  calls  attention  to  the  edict  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  "  directing  that  no  person  should  be  admitted  into  a  Lodge  who  was 
not  properly  known  to  be  a  Mason  in  good  and  regular  standing. unless  he  was  vouched 
for  by  some  well-known  brother,  or  produced  the  certificate  of  some  Grand  Lodge, 
and  passed  a  strict  examination."  This  requirement  of  a  certificate  and  examination 
had  been  complained  of  as  excluding  many  from  visiting  the  Lodges,  but  notwith- 
standing it  might  work  some  hardships  occasionally,  it  must  be  strictly  obeyed  until 
altered  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  notorious  Calvin  C.  Burt,  from  Michigan,  who  has  been  traveling  through  the 
States,  retailing  and  almost  wholesaling  the  ''degrees  of  the  Egyptian  Rite,'"  receives 
a  merited  scourging  from  the  Grand  Master.  At  his  urgent  request,  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary, by  permission  of  the  Grand  Master,  gave  him  a  patient  hearing,  and  both  he 
and  the  Grand  Master  "  were  satisfied  that  he  had  no  right  whatever  to  confer  those 
rites  of  Egypt,  so-called."  The  Grand  Master  advises  those  brethren  who  desire  u  to 
overlay  their  Blue  Lodge  Masonry  with  all  the  orders  in  existence,  to  apply  to  those 
who  have  legal  authority  to  confer  them,  and  whose  character  as  honest  men  will 
give  some  assurance  that  what  they  profess  to  impart  has  value.'" 

The  debt  of  the  Fraternity,  on  account  of  the  Masonic  Temple,  had  been  redaced 
during  the  year  from  $275,550,  to  $258,800.  The  "  capitation  tax."'  to  pay  interest 
and  ultimately  extinguish  the  debt,  has  worked  well. 

From  the  result  of  the  election  of  officers  we  infer  that  there  was  but  little  elec- 
tioneering. The  Grand  Master,  Grand  Treasurer,  and  Grand  Secretary  were  unani- 
mously re-elected,  and  but  few  scattering  votes  were  cast  for  the  Wardens.  The 
Deputy  in  this  jurisdiction  is  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master. 

A  Special  Communication  was  held  in  Waltham  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of 
December,  1879,  for  the  purpose  of  dedicating  the  halls  of  Monitor  and  Isaac  Parkei' 
Lodges  in  that  town  ;  and  still  another  in  Boston,  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  December 
1879,  for  the  installation  of  the  Grand  Officers  and  celebrating  the  Feast  of  St.  John 
the  Evangelist  ;  and  both  were  attended  to  accordingly — the  latter  by  a  sumptuous 
banquet,  at  which  the  "  feast  of  reason  and  the  flow  of  soul "'"  was  almost  unlimited. 

There  are  two  hundred  and  twenty-four  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  mem- 
bership of  twenty-five  thousand  five  hundred  and  five. 


Another  Special  Communication  was  held  in  the  town  of  Belmont  on  the  twenty- 
sixth  day  of  February,  I860,  for  the  purpose  of  dedicating  the  new  Masonic  Hall  in 
that  place,  which  being  done  in  proper  manner,  the  Grand  Officers  were  "  sumptu- 
ously entertained  "  by  sundry  brethren,  as  was  right  and  to  be  expected. 

The  next  Quarterly  Communication  was  held  in  Boston  on  the  tenth  day  of  March. 
1880, — the  same  Grand  Officers  officiating,  and  representatives  present  Irom  ninety- 
eight  Lodges. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Colon,  in  the  island  of  Cuba,  containing  the  intelligence  that  the  difficulties  hereto- 
fore existing  between  that  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Isle  of  I 
had  been  amicably  adjusted,  and  that  the  two  bodies  had  united  under  the  title  of 
the  "  United  Grand  Lodge  of  Colon  and  the  Island  of  Cuba.'' 
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The  R.m.  W.\  Bro.  Marshall  P.  Wilder  requested  permission  to  take  a  copy  of 
the  hymns  used  in  our  service,  to  be  hung  up  in  his  library,  as  a  reminder  of  the 
pleasant  seasons  he  had  enjoyed  m  the  society  of  his  brethren  in  Grand  Lodge.  The 
request  was,  of  course,  granted  by  an  unanimous  rising  vote,  and  then  the  venerable 
brother — eighty-one  years  of  age — who  had  been  deprived,  by  a  severe  accident,  of 
the  privilege  of  meeting  with  his  brethren  for  more  than  a  year,  rose  and  feelingly 
addressed  the  Grand  Lodge,  "assuring  them  of  his  warm,  fraternal  love,  and  of  his 
undying  attachment  to  the  principles  of  our  ancient  institution." 

It  appearing  that,  by  some  oversight,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  had  never  been 
formally  recognized,  that  act  was  now  performed. 

The  remainder  of  the  pamphlet  before  us — some  five  and  twenty  pages — is  devoted 
to  a  consideration  of  the  proposed  change  in  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  All  this 
is  unquestionably  of  interest  to  our  classical  friends  of  "  The  Hub,"  but  we  are  not 
deep  enough  read  in  heraldry  to  make  any  kind  of  an  epitome  of  this  elaborate 
report,  with  its  beautifully  engraved  and  painted  pictures,  and  so  must  refer  all 
intended  inquirers  to  the  pamphlet  itself,  where  they  can  find  all  useful  information 
about  "  sables,"  and  "  argents,"  "  ors,"  "  verts,"  and  "  bars  sinister"  and  "dexter," 
and  further  deponent  saith  not. 

One  new  Lodge  was  chartered,  and  then  the  Quarterly  Communication  was  duly 
closed. 


A  Special  Communication  was  held  in  the  town  of  Somerville,  to  constitute  Sor- 
ley  Lodge  and  install  its  officers,  on  the  ninth  day  of  April,  1880  ;  and  another  in 
Marblehead,  on  the  fourth  day  of  May,  for  the  purpose  of  restoring  the  charter  of 
Phil  ant/ trojric  Lodge,  which  was  surrendered  in  1876.  This  being  one  of  the  oldest 
Lodges  in  the  Commonwealth,  it  was  a  great  source  of  rejoicing  to  the  Fraternity 
that  it  was  again  resuscitated,  and  with  a  prospect  of  full  life  and  activity.  A  grand 
banquet  and  postprandial  speeches  followed,  and  the  brethren  had  a  good  time 
generally. 


The  fourth  Quarterly  Communication  was  held  in  the  city  of  Boston  on  the  ninth 
day  of  June,18s0, — the  same  Grand  Officers  being  present,  and  one  hundred  and  one 
Lodges  represented. 

The  "  United  Grand  Lodge  of  Colon  and  the  Island  of  Cuba  "  was  recognized  by 
an  unanimous  vote. 

The  committee  reported  in  favor  of  restoring  " ,"  an  expelled  Mason, 

to  all  the  rights  of  Masonry,  he  having  for  many  years  "  brought  forth  works  meet 
for  repentance,"  but  who  the  brother  was  and  is  we  cannot  tell.  Our  brethren  in 
Massachusetts  believe  in  firing  off  blank  cartridges  in  such  cases.  It  is  a  "  Boston 
notion,"  and  if  it  suits  the  "  Hub,"  we  have  nothing  to  say. 

They  are  not,  however,  equally  reticent  in  the  case  of  one  Hermann  Bragg,  who 
was  a  very  sharp  lawyer,  and  as  such  cheated  and  defrauded  a  brother  Mason  out  of 
hundreds  of  dollars,  by  lying  and  other  sins,  and  then  "  skipped  "  the  State.  Him 
they  expelled  and  served  him  right. 

The  petition  of  a  Masonically  "  sick  "  brother  was  received  and  referred  to  the 
"Committee  on  Healing." 

The  Grand  Master  thanked  those  Lodges  and  brethren  who  had  so  generously 
responded  to  the  appeals  made  for  the  payment  of  the  debt  on  the  Temple.  He 
hoped  it  might  be  his  privilege  to  see  it  all  paid  before  he  went  out  of  office. 

MICHIGAN. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  held  its  thirty-sixth  Annual  Communication  in  the 
city  of  Detroit  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  January,  1880,— the  Mr.  W.\  Daniel 
Striker,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.\  William  P.  Innes  being  Grand 
Secretary.    Three  hundred  and  thirty-two  Lodges  were'represented. 
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The  Grand  Master's  Address  covers  thirty  pages  of  the  proceedings.  It  is  an  able 
and  interesting  document.     We  copy  one  of  the  opening  paragraphs  : — 

Little  more  than  thirty-five  years  ago  nine  brothers,  representing  four  Lodges, 
met  in  convention  in  this  city  and  organized  this  Grand  Lodge.  Few,  possibly 
none,  remain  who  were  participants  in  that  meeting  ;  but  they  left  a  good  example 
for  us  to  imitate— a  good  record  to  guide  us,  and  it  will  be  well  if  we  imitate  their 
virtues  and  zeal.  That  they  planned  wisely  and  well  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  we 
to-day  meet  as  the  representatives  of  three  hundred  and  forty-two  Lodges,  having  a 
total  membership  of  twenty-six  thousand. 

He  had  attended  during  the  year  six  of  the  schools  of  instruction  held  in  the 
several  districts,  and  was  well  pleased  with  the  attendance  as  well  as  the  desire  man- 
ifested by  those  present  to  learn  the  true  work.  He  had  convened  a  Special  Com- 
munication of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  July,  to  lay  the  corner-stone  of  a  new  court  house 
at  Stanton,  in  Montcalm  county.  Dispensations  had  been  granted  for  two  new 
Lodges. 

The  Grand  Master  publishes  twenty  of  his  decisions,  three  of  which  related  to 
that  everlasting  "  Monsieur  Tonson"  physical  disabilities.  He  had  ruled  that  "  the 
loss  of  the  third  and  fourth  fingers  of  the  right  hand,"  "  the  loss  of  one  eye,"  and 
that  "  having  a  cork  leg  below  the  knee,  although  the  person  could  use  it  with  such 
skill  that  a  person  unacquainted  with  him  would  not  notice  the  fault,'"  disqualified 
the  applicants  from  receiving  the  degrees  of  Masonry.  Another  decision  was,  that  it 
was  "highly  improper  for  the  members  of  a  Lodge  to  convene  on  Sunday  for  instruc- 
tion or  practice.  Every  Mason  is  taught  to  obey  the  moral  law  and  cheerfully 
conform  to  the  laws  and  customs  of  the  country  in  which  he  lives." 

Much  space  is  given  to  the  somewhat  notorious  Calvin  C.  Burt.  As  near  as  we 
can  make  a  straight  history  out  of  this  mixed  up  affair,  it  appears  that  Burt  presented 
to  Battle  Greek  Lodge  a  dimit  purporting  to  come  from  Charter  Oak  Lodge,  No. 
244,  New  York  City,  whereas  it  appears  that  he  was  a  charter  member  and  Master 
of  Alpha  Lodge,  No.  64,  New  Jersey,  in  1864,  and  served  as  such  until  the  charter 
of  that  Lodge  was  surrendered.  How  he  got  into  that  Lodge  in  New  York,  in 
1861,  is  not  stated,  nor  do  we  find  it  directly  charged  that  it  was  by  fraud  and 
falsehood,  but  the  fact  is  more  than  hinted.  So  far  the  Grand  Master.  We  do  not 
find  either,  how  he  turned  up  in  Michigan,  but  Michigan  Lodge,  No.  50,  tried  him 
for  unmasonic  conduct,  and  for  perjury,  and  expelled  him.  From  this  sentence  Burt 
appealed  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  committee  that  investigated  the  case  found  that 
the  specifications  were  defective,  and  furthermore  that  the  evidence  did  not  sustain 
the  charge  of  perjury.  So  they  recommended  that  the  decision  be  reversed  and 
charges  dismissed.  Discussion  ensued  on  the  presentation  of  this  report,  when  the 
following  preamble  and  resolution  were  offered  as  a  substitute,  and  unanimously 
adopted  :— 

Whereas,  the  said  Calvin  C.  Burt,  in  his  answer  to  the  charges  mentioned  in 
the  Beport  of  the  Committee,  states  that  he  is  not  amenable  to  a  Masonic  body  work- 
ing according  to  the  York  Bite,  and  that  he  severed  his  connection  with  said  York 
Bite  some  fifteen  years  since;  and  further,  that  he  acknowledges  allegiance  only  to 
what  he  calls  the  Egyptian  Masonic  Rite  of  Memphis,  of  which  he  claims  to  be  pre- 
siding officer,  and 

Whereas,  Said  so-called  Egyptian  Masonic  Rite  of  Memphis  is  not  recognized  by 
this  Grand  Lodge  as  Masonic,  therefore 

Besolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  will  refuse,  and  does  hereby  refuse  to  examine 
and  decide  the  appeal  of  said  Burt  on  its  merits;  and  the  said  Burt  having  by  his 
said  answer  shown  that  he  has  renounced  Freemasonry,  this  Grand  Lodge  orders 
that  he  be  and  stand  expelled  from  all  the  rights  and  benefits  of  Masonry. 

That  is  what  we  should  call  "  cutting  the  Gordian  knot."  But  it  is  as  well  per- 
haps, a  1  things  considered,  and  so  exit  Calvin  C.  Burt. 

The  Grand  Master  called  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  condition  of  its 
finances,  which  were  very  bad  at  present,  and  promised  nothing  better  for  the  fu- 
ture.   Bankruptcy  stared  them  in  the  face,  unless  either  the  expenses  of  the  Grand 
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Lodge  were  reduced,  or  more  taxation  imposed.  The  Grand  Lodge  refused  to  do 
either.  He  closed  his  very  able  Address  with  some  very  excellent  suggestions  as  to 
what  Freemasonry  is,  and  how  it  should  be  exemplified  by  the  Fraternity. 

The  Committee  on  Appeals  submitted  condensed  reports  on  a  number  of  cases 
referred  to  them.  Three  of  these  were  ordinary  business  difficulties  which  the  com- 
mittee well  say  should  never  have  been  brought  before  the  Lodge.  Two  others  were 
for  a  violation  of  the  Edict  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  "  that  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  in- 
toxicating liquor  as  a  beverage,  by  Masons,  is  a  Masonic  offense;  and  if  a  brother  per- 
sists therein  nfter  being  duly  admonished,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Lodge  of  which  he  is  a 
member  to  suspend  or  expel  him  at  its  discretion."  In  both  cases,  the  committee 
found  that  the  offending  brothers  had  not  been  "  duly  admonished,"  and  so  dismissed 
the  charge.  The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  reported,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  or- 
dered accordingly,  that  "  due  admonition  "  consisted  in  summoning  the  brother  be- 
fore the  Lodge,  stating  the  offense,  and  admonishing  him  to  abstain  therefrom  in  the 
future. 

An  elaborate  report  on  the  respective  claims  of  the  two  rival  Lodges  in  the  Island 
of  Cuba,  is  kno  ked  in  the  head  by  the  settlement  of  their  difficulties  and  consolida- 
tion into  one  Grand  Lodge.  The  Grand  Lodges  of  Manitoba  and  New  Mexico  were 
fraternally  recognized. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  the  Grand 
Secretary.  It  is  a  very  brief  review  of  the  proceedings  of  other  Grand  Lodges.  Our 
copy  is  imperfect,  commencing  in  the  middle  of  the  review  of  California.  He  just 
refers  to  the  several  reports  submitted,  and  thinks  the  publication  of  the  names  of 
members  an  unnecessary  expense,  in  which  we  individually  concur,  but  in  this  our 
Grand  Lodge  differs  from  us,  and  we  submit  as  a  dutiful  son. 

The  M.\  W.'.  John  W.  McGrath  was  elected  (irand  Master  and  the  R.\  W.'. 
William  P.  Innes  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

MINNESOTA. 

The  twenty-seventh  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota  was 
held  in  the  city  of  St.  Paul  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  January,  1880,— the  M.'.  JF.'« 
Henry  R.  Wells,  (irand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.\  A.  T.  C.  Piekson  being 
Grand  Secretary.     One  hundred  and  twelve  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  opens  with  an  acknowledgment  to  Almighty 
God  for  his  blessing  in  preserving  them  from  the  ravages  of  tempests,  wars,  pesti- 
lence and  famine  that  have  cursed  other  parts  of  the  Union.  "  The  sun  of  prosperity, "' 
he  remarks,  "  so  long  obscured  has  again  risen  resplendent;  peace  and  industry 
reign  supreme  among  us,  finding  glad  response  in  thankful,  happy  hearts."  He  had 
granted  dispensations  for  two  new  Lodges.  Certain  colored  persons  in  St.  Paul, 
claiming  to  be  Masons,  had  applied  to  him  for  a  dispensation  to  form  a  new  Lodge  in 
that  city,  but  he  had  declined  to  grant  the  petition  "  for  the  reason,  among  others, 
that  the  Masonic  status  of  the  petitioners  was  not  vouched  for;  on  the  contrary,  it 
appears  from  the  face  of  the  petition  that,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  they  belong 
to  organizations  not  recognized  by  us,  and  we  cannot  hold  Masonic  intercourse  with 
them."  Our  colored  brethren  will  begin  to  think  they  nave  "  a  hard  road  to  travel." 
If  they  apply  for  membership  in  a  white  man's  Lodge,  there  is  the  black-baW  (no  pun 
intended) ;  if  he  comes  claiming  to  be  a  Mason,  the  door  is  shut  in  his  face,  and  he 
is  told  to  depart  in  peace  and  show  his  face  no  more.  Well,  we  suppose  it  is  all 
right,  and  will  be  undoubtedly  for  another  generation. 

The  (irand  Master  pubKshts  twelve  of  his  formal  decisions,  two  of  which  refer  to 
the  imperfect  question,  and  we  quote  them,  to  show  how  very  fine  this  physical  dis- 
qualification business  is  being  whittled  down  :— 

The  loss  of  the  third  and  fourth  fingers  of  the  right  hand  is  not  such  a  physical 
maiming  as  will  debar  a  person  otherwise  qualified  from  receiving  the  degrees  in 
Masonry. 

The  loss  of  the  thumb  and  first  two  fingers  of  the  riirht  hand  is  such  a  physical 
maiming  as  will  debar  a  person  receiving  the  degrees  in  Masonry. 
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In  commenting  upon  the  acts  of  a  certain  Lodge  in  borrowing  money  and  issuing 
bonds  to  build  a  hall,  and  the  consequences  that  often  follow  such  improvident  actions, 
the  Grand  Master  has  these  very  judicious  and  common  sense  observations: — 

The  individual  who  incurs  obligations  to  his  fellows  without  resourcesto  meet  them, 
dishonors  himself  in  the  act.  May  not  our  subordinate  Lodges  become  obnoxious  to 
the  charge  of  like  gravity,  and  if  so,  who  more  to  blame  than  this  Grand  Lodge, 
which,  having  plenary  restraining  powers,  fails  to  exercise  it  for  the  protection  of 
its  subordinates,  its  own  credit,  and  the  best  interests  of  the  Craft. 

The  Grand  Master  brings  before  the  Craft  the  question  of  the  serious  differences 
between  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Minnesota  and  Dakota.  As  we  have  heretofore  given, 
at  some  length,  the  views  entertained  by  Dakota,  we,  in  simple  justice  to  Minnesota, 
now  give  the  other  version  of  the  story,  that  our  readers  may  form  an  enlightened 
opinion  as  to  the  true  merits  of  the  case. 

As  preliminary  to  the  statements  which  follow,  it  will  only  be  necessary  to  say 
that,  after  the  formation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Dakota,  two  Lodges  in  that  territory, 
chartered  by  Minnesota,  refused  allegiance,  and  were  upheld  therein,  as  was  alleged, 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota.  It  was  also  further  charged  bvthe  Grand  Master 
of  Dakota  that  he  and  his  Grand  Lodge  had  been  treated  discourteously  by  Minne- 
sota, and  even  contemptuously,  by  silence,  as  to  the  complaints  made.  For  this 
alleged  discourtesy  some  of  our  brethren  of  the  reportorial  corps  have  said  some 
sharp  and  severe  things  against  Minnesota.     But  it  is  time  to  hear  the  other  side. 

The  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  to  which  this  matter  was  referred, 
reported  that  they  had  at  length  been  able  to  obtain  the  correspondence  of  the  late 
lamented  Grand  Master,  James  C.  Braden,  and  they  feel  confident  that  "  a  careful 
perusal  of  the  same  will  justify  and  vindicate  his  action  and  that  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
in  relation  to  the  matter."  This  correspondence  is  published  in  full,  as  a  part  of 
their  report,  and  we  give  the  gist  and  substance  thereof. 

Past  Grand  Master  Braden  asserted  that  no  official  notice  had  been  given  him,  or 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota,  of  the  organization  of  the  Grand"  Lodge  of  Dakota, 
until,  a  letter  was  received  from  Grand  Master  Brown  in  February,  1876,  nearly  a 
3rear  after  such  organization  ;  that  the  Grand  Lodge  was  constituted  solely  by  the 
Lodges  which  had  been  chartered  by  Iowa,  and  that  the  two  Lodges  at  Bismarck 
and  Fargo,  in  northern  Dakota,  chartered  by  Minnesota,  were  not  even  notified  of 
such  intention,  nor  invited  to  attend  and  participate.  On  the  otherhand  it  is  alleged 
that  notices  were  sent  by  mail,  but  that  they  never  reached  their  destination.  We 
give  the  letters  of  the  two  Grand  Masters,  as  they  will  give  our  readers  full  insight 
into  the  original  cause  of  the  misunderstanding:— 

Office  of  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  Dakota,  ) 
Sioux  Falls,  D.  T.,  February  8th,  1876.  \ 

M.'.  W.'.  J.  C.  Braden,  G.'.  M.'.  of  Minnesota. 
Dear  Sir  and  Brother  :— 

1.  I  forward  to  you  a  copy  of  our  proceedings  of  organization. 

2.  There  are  at  present  three  Lodges  working  under  the  authority  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Minnesota — one  at  Bismarck,  one  at  Fargo,  and  one  at.  Pembina— all  within 
the  Territory  of  Dakota,  and  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Dakota. 

3.  Our  Grand  Secretary  has  written  the  above  Lo  Iges.  informing  them  of  our 
organization  and  requesting  their  allegiance,  but  has  received  no  reply. 

I  quote  the  American  law  of  the  case,  viz. :  "  When  a  Grand  Body  is  formed  in 
a  jurisdiction  in  which  there  is  a  subordinate  body,  the  latter  at  once  conies  under 
the  authority  of  the  former,  and  should  report  to  it,  and  obtain  a  warrant  from  it." 

4.  I  think  a  letter  from  you  to  those  Lodges,  advising  them  of  the  proper  course 
for  them  to  take,  will  result  in  our  mutual  good. 

5.  I  will  issue  dispensations  (without  fee)  continuing  them  until  the  next  meet- 
ing of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  subject  to  the  action  of  the  same. 

6.  I  shall  be  pleased  to  commission  any  brother  whom  you  may  name,  as  our  Grand 
Representative  near  your  Grand  Lodire. 

Yours  fraternally, 

Thomas  H.  Brown,  Grand  Master. 

Grand  Master  Braden  replied  as  follows  :  — 
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I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
convention  which  formed  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Dakota,  and  of  its  first  Communication; 
also,  a  copy  of  the  circular  issued  by  your  Grand  Secretary  to  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
America,  bearing  date  August  2d,  1875. 

I  have  also  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  February  8th, 
in  which  you  suggest  the  writing,  by  me,  of  a  letter  to  the  Lodges  in  Dakota  chart- 
ered by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota,  advising  them  to  transfer  their  allegiance 
from  this  to  your  Grand  Lodge.  With  all  due  respect  I  must  decline  to  do  so,  for  the 
following  reasons  ;— 

First — The  Lodges  in  Dakota  working  under  the  authority  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Minnesota  were  not  invited  to  participate  in  the  convention  which  formed  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Dakota. 

By  the  published  proceedings  of  the  convention  it  appears  that,  in  pursuance  of 
a  resolution  adopted  by  Elk  Point  Lodge,  No.  288,  certain  Lodges,  working  under 
charters  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  met  to  form  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Dakota, 
June  22d,  1875  ;  and  the  fact  that  only  Lodges  chartered  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Iowa  so  met  is  stated  in  the  proceedings  and  in  the  circular  of  the  Grand  Secretary. 

By  the  terms  of  your  letter  it  appears  you  supposed,  and  it  is  fair  to  infer  that  the 
members  of  the  convention  supposed,  that  there  were  three  Lodges  within  the  Ter- 
ritory of  Dakota  working  under  the  authority  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota.  No 
invitation  was  extended  to  any  Lodge  working  under  the  authority  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  to  participate  in  the  formation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Dakota.  That  high 
honor  was  reserved  for  Lodges  working  under  the  authority  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Iowa,  and  that  Grand  Lodge  alone. 

Second — That  if  they  transfer  their  allegiance  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Dakota, 
they  are  not  to  be  received  upon  the  same  terms  that  another  Lodge  has  been. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  made  to  the  convention,  states 
"that  Bro.  J.  L.  Turner,  of  Mount  Zion  Lodge,  Springfield,  is  here  present;  that 
we  are  credibly  informed  the  Mr.  Wr.  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  at  its  recent  commu- 
nication, granted  a  charter  to  Mount  Zion  Lodge,  which  charter,  Bro.  Turner  informs 
us,  is  not  yet  received  by  the  brethren  of  said  Lodge  ;  hence,  they  have  not  elected 
delegates  to  this  convention  ;  but,  in  view  of  the  Tact  that  Bro.  Turner  is  present, 
we  respectfully  recommend  that  he  be  invited  to  a  seat  in  this  convention,  without 
authority,  however,  to  represent  Mount  Zion  Lodge,"  which  recommendation  was 
adopted. 

The  preamble  to  the  Constitution  says  that  the  representatives  of  five  Lodges 
ordained  and  established  it,  Mount  Zion  not  included.  Mount  Zion  Lodge,  Spring- 
field, was,  therefore,  not  represented,  and  took  no  part  in  the  convention  which 
formed  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Dakota.  If  it  be  now  a  chartered  Lodge  of  Dakota,  it 
became  such  at  a  date  subsequent  to  the  formation  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

It  is  true,  the  Grand  Secretary  in  his  circular  to  the  Grand  Lodges  says  that 
Mount  Zion  Lodge  met  with  the  other  five  Lodges  in  convention,  making  six  ;  but  I 
have  followed  the  proceedings  of  the  convention  and  the  preamble  to  the  Constitu- 
tion. 

At  the  first  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  held  July  21st,  1875,  Mount  Zion 
Lodge,  No.  346,  chartered  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  was  present ,  its  represen- 
tatives were  admitted  to  seats  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  a  charter,  numbered  six, 
forthwith  issued  to  it,  the  five  Lodges  that  took  part  in  the  convention  preceding  it 
in  numbers.  In  this  way  was  a  Lodge,  chartered  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa, 
admitted  into  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Dakota  after  its  formation. 

The  fifth  paragraph  of  your  letter,  before  referred  to,  says  :  "I  will  issue  dispen- 
sations (without  fee,)  continuing  them  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  subject  to  the  action  of  the  same  ;"  that  is  to  say,  you  expect  me  to  advise  the 
Lodges  in  Dakota,  working  under  the  authority  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota,  to 
surrender  their  charters  to  you,  you  promising  to  issue  to  them  dispensations—upon 
petition  of  course— until  the  next  meeting  of  your  Grand  Lodge,  when  they  will  be 
"subject to  the  action  of  the  same  "  to  issue  charters  or  not,  to  continue  them  under 
dispensation  or  not,  at  its  will  and  pleasure. 

For  the  reasons  given,  as  already  stated,  with  all  due  respect  to  you  personally, 
and  to  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Dakota,  I  cannot  advise  our  Lodges  in 
Dakota  to  take  the  course  indicated  by  you. 

Grand  Master  Brown  replied  as  follows  : — 

I  quote  from  a  letter  just  received  from  Bro.  JET.  H.  Blair,  of  Elk  Point  Lodge, 
in  regard  to  the  invitation  extended  to  Lodges  in  Northern  Pakota  :— 

"Your  favor  of  the  30th  ult.  is  received,  and  in  reply  would  eny.  that  1  did  notify 
(the  same  as  the  other  Lodges,)  Lodges  at  Fargo  and  Pembina,  I  <oth  before  the  con- 
vention held  at  Elk  Point  and  afterwards.  We  were  not  aware  at  that  time  that 
there  was  any  Lodge  at  Bismarck." 

I  have  not  the  time  at  present  to  reply  to  yours  of  the  20th  ult.    I  hope,  after  you 
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have  read  the  above,  yon  will  have  a  better  opinion  of,  and  a  more  fraternal  feeling 
for,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Dakota  than  is  manifested  in  your  letter. 

The  charter  of  the  Lodge  at  Pembina  had  been  revoked.  Was  it  ever  issued? 
Fargo  was  the  only  Lodge  that  could  have  received  an  invitation.  I  am  informed  by 
the  Worshipful  Master  of  Shilo  Lodge,  at  Fargo,  that  no  invitation  to  participate  in 
the  convention  which  formed  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Dakota  was  ever  received  by  that 
Lodge,  although,  since  its  formation,  invitations  have  been  received  to  unite  with  it. 
The  statement  of  Bro.  Blair— present  Grand  Master  of  Dakota — is  conclusive  that 
an  invitation  was  sent— by  mail  I  presume — but  it  never  was  received. 

The  proceedings  of  the  convention  do  not  show  that  any  Lodge  not  participating 
in  it  was  invited  to  do  so. 

Bearing  date  of  April  19th,  1876,  Grand  Master  Brown  again  writes  : — 

In  my  letter  to  you,  of  February  8th,  I  said,  in  regard  to  the  Lodges  in  Dakota 
working  under  the  authority  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota,  "I  will  issue  dispen- 
sations (without  fee,)  continuing  them  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  subject  to  the  action  of  the  same."  On  further  investigation  and  inquiry,  I  am 
satisfied  that  I  was  in  error  in  proposing  the  above  course :  that  it  would  not  extend 
to  them  all  the  rights  to  which  they  are  entitled,  and  which  I  am  anxious,  as  far  as 
in  my  power,  to  accord  them. 

I  will,  on  receipt  of  their  charters,  have  them  properly  endorsed  and  reissued  to 
them  without  delay,  and  treat  them  in  every  respect  the  same  as  the  Lodges  who 
assisted  in  the  formation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Dakota  have  been  treated. 

Hoping  that  you  will  aid  us  in  the  proper  and  harmonious  adjustment  of  this 
matter,  I  am,  etc. 

Grand  Master  Braden  thus  continues  the  narration  of  events  : — 

This  ends  the  correspondence  with  Grand  Master  Brown.  So  long  as  I  rested 
under  the- charge  made  in  the  second  letter  of  Grand  Master  Brown,  of  holding  a 
bad  opinion  of,  and  manifesting  a  want  of  fraternal  feeling  lor,  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Dakota,  which  I  emphatically  deny,  there  could  be  no  further  correspondence  on 
my  part. 

In  May  last,  Grand  Secretary  Pierson  and  myself  visited  the  Lodges  at  Bismarck 
and  Fargo,  the  only  Lodges  in  the  Territory  of  Dakota  working  under  the  authority 
of  this  Grand  Lodge.  The  brethren  are  unanimous  in  their  desire  to  continue  their 
relations  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Dakota,  at  its  second  Annual  Communication,  adopted  the 
following  preamble  and  resolution,  of  which  I  received  a  duly  certified  copy  : 

"  Whereas,  At  the  time  of  the  organization  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  June  21st.  1^75, 
there  were  two  Lodges  within  this  territory-,  working  under  the  authority  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota,  who  were  invited  to  meet  in  convention  with  the  Lodges 
organized  and  working  under  the  authority  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  organizing  a  Grand  Lodge  within  the  Territory  of  Dakota  ;  and 

"  Whereas,  The  Lodges  above  referred  to  were  not  present,  either  at  the  organiz- 
ing or  constituting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  nor  any  reply  made  to  the  invitations  sent; 
and 

"Whereas,  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota  has  continued  to  exercise  jurisdiction 
within  this  Territory  since  the  organization  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  although  officially 
notified  thereof,  and  the  assurance  being  given  by  our  M.\  IF.-.  Grand  Master  to  the 
Mr.  W.'.  Grand  Master  of  Minnesota,  '  that  upon  receipt  of  their  charters  (those  of 
the  Lodges  above  referred  to,)  he  would  have  them  properly  endorsed  and  re-issued 
to  them  without  delay,  and  treat  them  in  every  respect  the  same  as  the  Lodges  which 
assisted  in  the  formation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Dakota  have  been  treated  \    and 

*;  Whereas,  All  the  invitations  and  requests  of  this  Grand  Lodge  have  been  re- 
ceived by  the  Lodges  above  referred  to,  and  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota, 
without  respect  to  the  rights  and  dignity  of  this  Grand  Lodge  ;  and 

"Whereas,  It  has  been  abundantly  demonstrated  in  the  past,  that  two  Grand 
Lodges  cannot  harmoniously  exercise  authority  within  the  same  jurisdiction  : 

"Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  the  If.'.  W.\  Grand  Lodge 
of  Minnesota  has  been  infringing  upon  the  rights  and  authority  of  this  Grand  Lodge  ; 
and  that  although  we  cannot  undo  what  has  already  been  done,  we  protest  against 
the  further  exercise  of  authority  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota  within 
our  jurisdiction,  as  the  exercise  of  such  authority  is,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  unlawful,  without  precedent,  and  subversive  of  the  peace  and  harmony  which 
should  exist  between  all  Masonic  Lodges  ;  that  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  be  requested  to  again  open  a  correspondence  with  the  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota  in  regard  to  this  matter." 

There  is  one  error  in  the  preamble— both  Lodges  were  not  invited.     The  letter  of 
Bro.  Blair  to  Grand  Master  Brown  states  that  no  invitation  was  sent  to  the  Lodge 
at  Bismarck,  and  the  reason  why  is  given.     Brethren,  all  the  facts  in  my  posse- 
are  now  before  you. 
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The  committee,  after  considering  the  whole  matter,  came  to.  this  conclusion,  in 
which  the  Grand  Lodge  concurred  :— 

The  claim  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Dakota,  that  this  Grand  Lodge  has,  at  any  time, 
or  in  any  way,  infringed  upon  their  Territory,  is  not,  in  the  least,  sustained  by  the 
facts  and  history  of  the  case,  and  we  expressly  disclaim  such  intention.  This  Grand 
Lodge  has  not  granted  dispensation  to  a  Lodjre,  or  given  encouragement  to  any  pro- 
ceeding, except  tc  protect  the  rights  of  the  Lodges  chartered  by  us — nothii  g  more 
than  a  faithful  parent  should  do  to  protect  its  own  household.  It  is  clearly  evident 
that,  from  the  beginning,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Dakota  have  been  on  the  driving  and 
coercive  order,  and  this  does  not  always  do,  especially  in  a  voluntary  order  like  Ma- 
sonry. 

For  these  reasons  we  protest  against  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Dakota  as 
uncalled  for  and  unfraternal,  and  not  in  harmony  with  the  true  spirit  of  Masonry, 
"  which  is  the  bond  of  peace  and  the  perfection  of  every  virtue. " 

In  consideration  of  the  foregoing,  your  committee  offer  the  following  resolutions 
for  adoption  : — 

Resolved,  That  any  Masonic  Body  holding  authority  from  this  Grand  Lodge  within 
Dakota  Territory,  so  long  as  it  shall  desire  to  continue  its  connection  with  this,  its 
paternal  Grand  Lodge,  be  permitted  to  do  so,  and  that  this  M.\  W.'.  Grand  Lodge 
will  defend  and  maintain  its  rights,  and  exercise  authority  over  it  until  such  time  as, 
by  its  own  free  will  and  accord,  it  shall  desire  to  sever  connection  with  us. 

Resolved,  That  we  approve  of  the  action  of  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Master,  H.  R. 
Wells,  respecting  Sltilo  Lodge,  105,  Fargo,  and  fiaternally  accord  to  said  Lodge 
affiliation  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Dakota,  as  desired  in  the  petition  to  the  Grand 
Master,  as  expressed  in  the  resolution  of  this  Grand  Body  in  1879. 

Under  the  head  of  Dakota,  the  proceedings  of  which  were  subsequently  received, 
it  will  be  seen  that  all  this  difficulty  has  been  happily  settled. 

On  passing  upon  the  woik  of  Messiah  Lodge,  under  dispensation,  the  committee 
very  sensibly  suggest  a  change  of  name.  They  do  not  deem  "  that  the  name  of 
Messiah  is  a  proper  name  for  a  Lodge."     We  concur. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  again  submitted  by  the 
Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  A.  T.  C.  Pierson.  It  is  a  document  of  one  hundred  and  thirty 
pages,  but  not  one  line  too  long,  and  when  the  Grand  Lodge  paid  him  $250  for  his 
services  as  such  chairman,  it  was  not  one  penny  too  much.  California  for  1878  is 
liberally  noticed.  He  compliments  Grand  Master  Browne,  and  quotes  whole  pages, 
approvingly,  from  his  admirable  Address  of  that  year.  Thanks  too  for  what  he  says 
of  our  own  more  humble  effort.  In  reply  to  the  unfavorable  comments  of  the 
brethren  in  Illinois,  Louisiana,  and  Maine  upon  the  Dakota  matter,  Bro.  Pikrson 
strikes  back  some  fearful  blows.  But  we  have  already  devoted  all  the  space  we  can 
spare  to  that  subject.  We  hope  no  bones  or  heads  will  be  broken  in  this  reportorial 
fight. 

There  are  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  working  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a 
membership  of  eight  thousand  six  hundred  and  forty-seven  ;  a  handsome  increase 
during  the  year.     The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were  re-elected. 

MISSISSIPPI. 

The  sixty-second  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mississippi  was 
held  in  Jackson  on  the  fourth  dav  of  February,  1880,— the  M.\  W.\  Frank  Bukkitt, 
Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.-  .  Wr  .  J.  L.  Power  being  Grand  Secretary. 
Two  hundred  and  forty-five  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  Address  covers  fifteen  pages  of  fine  print,  is  well  written,  and 
attests  that  its  writer  had  been  and  is  a  well  skilled  and  faithful  workman.  The 
year  just  closed  had  not  been  an  exceedingly  prosperous  one,  but  still  a  kind  Provi- 
dence had  blessed  them  with  an  average  harvest,  and  had  shielded  them  from  the 
ravages  of  the  terrible  pestilence.  Though  no  mat-rial  progress  in  the  Craft  could 
be  reported,  yet  he  could  assure  them  Masonry  had  not  retrograded.  Harmony  and 
brotherly  love  appeared  to  prevail.  The  pale  Reaper  had  taken  away  some  of  the 
brethren,  and  a  just  tribute  is  paid  to  the  memory  of  their  worth  and  upright  lives. 
The  condition  of  the  finances  was  not  so  good  as  it  was  two  years  ago.    The  chief 
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cause  of  this,  in  his  opinion,  was  that  the  Grand  Lodge  still  persisted  in  keeping 
itself  "  on  wheels." 

The  Grand  Master  publishes  a  large  number  of  his  decisions,  and  in  many  cases 
gives  his  reasons  therefor.  One  related  to  "  post  burial  services,"  or  performing  the 
Masonic  burial  service  long  after  the  interment,  a  practice  quite  common,  it  appears, 
in  some  of  the  Southwestern  States.  The  Grand  Master  justly  characterizes  such  a 
practice  as  "meaningless,"  and  suggests  that,  in  case  the  services  cannot  be  held  at 
the  time  of  burial,  it  would  be  better  to  hold  a  "Lodge  of  Sorrow/' 

Here  is  another  curious  question  submitted  to  him,  and  his  answer:  "A  can- 
didate for  the  Fellow  Craft  degree  is  seventy  years  old,  but  is  very  stout,  vigorous, 
and  healthy,  and  retains  all  his  faculties  perfectly.  Would  he  be  considered  in  his 
dotage?  Answer — I  know  of  no  rule  fixing  an  age  at  which  a  man  may  be  considered 
in  his  dotage  ;  and  if  the  brother  is  stout,  healthy,  and  vigorous,  and  retains  all  his 
faculties,  I  would  not  call  him  a  dotard.  Besides  this,  the  Lodge  had  already  decided 
the  question  by  conferring  the  Entered  Apprentice  degree  upon  the  candidate." 

When  we  read  of  such  questions  being  gravely  submitted  to  a  Grand  Master,  we 
cannot  but  think  that  the  brethren  in  such  a  jurisdiction  must  deem  that  worthy  to  be 
only  a  target  to  "  speer"  foolish  questions  at.  We  once  heard  a  Grand  Master  say 
that  he  "  conveniently  forgot  to  answer  such  questions,"  and  we  do  not  know  but  he 
was  more  than  half  right. 

It  may  also  be  matter  of  interesting  information  to  candidates  for  the  degrees  in 
Mississippi  to  know  that  if  by  "a  gun-shot  wound"  the  "metacarpal  bone  of  the 
index  finger"  has  been  fractured  and  destroyed,  he  cannot  be  made  a  Mason. 

For  good  and  sufficient  reasons  the  Grand  Master  had  arrested  the  charters  of 
thirteen  Lodges.  Most  of  them  had  neither  paid  dues  nor  been  represented  in  Grand 
Lodge  for  two  years. 

When  Past  Grand  Master  Wheeler,  of  Tennessee,  was  stricken  down  by  yellow 
fever,  he  was  the  editor  and  proprietor  of  the  Masonic  Jewel.  The  publishers  of 
the  Masonic  Review  at  Cincinnati  now  made  this  offer,  "  that  for  every  subscriber 
of  the  Masonic  Jewel  who  will  subscribe  to  and  pay  for  the  Masonic  Review  at  the 
rate  of  two  dollars  per  annum,  one-half  of  such  subscription  shall  be  paid  to  Bro. 
Wheeler's  widow  so  long  as  said  subscription  shall  continue."  As  the  Masonic 
Jewel  was  the  recognized  organ  of  the  Craft  in  Mississippi,  the  Grand  Master  urges 
a  general  compliance  with  this  most  liberal  offer,  and  pays  a  glowing  tribute  to  the 
departed  Bro.  Wheeler,  to  which  all  who  knew  him  personally  or  by  reputation 
will  say  Amen. 

Bro.  Power,  the  Grand  Secretary,  submitted  an  elaborate  report  of  the  work  of 
his  office  during  the  year,  and  particularly  of  his  action  as  disbursing  officer  of  the 
moneys  forwarded  for  the  reiief  of  the  yellow  fever  sufferers.  He  had  received  a 
total  of  $77,269  34,  viz.:  From  Masonic  sources,  $48,357  44;  Odd  Fellows, 
$16,160  60,  and  miscellaneous,  $12,751  24.  He  had  expended  $77,398  18.  A  com- 
mittee of  the  Grand  Lodge  found  his  accounts  to  be  minutely  correct,  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  reimbursed  him  for  the  amount  expended  over  the  receipts.  This  is  a  record 
of  which  Bro.  Power  may  well  be  proud.  All  his  brethren  will  say,  "Well  done, 
good  and  faithful  servant." 

He  returns  his  thanks  to  the  managers  of  the  several  railroads  for  their  free  trans- 
portation of  orphan  children  at  his  request,  and  remarks  :  "  It  has  been  said  that 
railroad  corporations  have  no  souls,  but  after  many  calls  made  upon  railroad  man- 
agers during  many  years,  in  behalf  of  those  destitute  of  means  to  travel,  I  can  say 
that  not  one  has  been  denied,  and  that  as  a  rule  railroad  men  have  much  of  the  milk 
of  human  kindness  in  their  composition."  Here  is  an  interesting  incident,  as  told 
by  Bro.  Power  : — 

I  had  set  apart  and  invested  in  a  Mississippi  eight  per  cent,  bond  the  sum  o 
towards  the  support  of  the  infant  daughter  of  Bro.  M.  D.  Bond,  the  Senior  Warden  of 
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Rising  Glory  Lodge,  No.  215,  the  father  and  mother  having  died  when  the  child  was 
only  four  days  old.  When  I  visited  Osyka  on  relief  business,  the  child  was  six  weeks 
old.  I  told  the  grandmother  that  the" Masons  and  Odd  Fellows  of  Mississippi  would 
adopt  the  child,  and  Bro.  John  H.  McKenzie,  then  Grand  Master  of  0<ld  Fellows, 
who  accompanied  me  on  my  visit,  heartily  ratified  the  proposition.  I  left  $100  for  the 
immediate  care  of  the  child,  intending  to  send  the  interest  of  the  $500  to  be  invested, 
semi-annually  to  its  grandmother.  During  the  epidemic  I  had  received  large  contri- 
butions through  Bro.  John  D.  Caldwell,  Grand  Secretary  of  Ohio,  and  packages 
amounting  to  about  $600  had  marked  on  them  instructions  to  this  effect :  "  To  be  in- 
vested for  some  child  or  children  orphaned  by  the  plague."  I  concluded  to  concen- 
trate this  special  contribution  on  this  special  object.  I  asked  for  and  was  granted 
the  privilege  of  naming  the  child,  and  named  it  Mary  Caldwell,  after  the  wife  of 
Grand  Master  Cunningham,  of  Ohio,  and  after  the  worthy  Grand  Secretary  of  that 
jurisdiction,  both  of  whom  expressed  great  satisfaction  and  stated  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ohio  would  see  to  it  that  Mary  Caldwell  should  be  provided  for  in  years 
to  come.  But  this  child,  on  whom  so  many  had  centered  a  substantial  inteiest,  died 
on  the  26th  of  May  last,  and  the  expenses  attending  its  sickness  and  burial  constitute 
one  of  my  vouchers.  Of  many  affecting  incidents  in  the  relief  work,  this  one  touched 
me  most,  and  although  not  permitted  to  carry  out  our  good  intentions,  we  have  the 
satisfaction  of  knowing  that  the  object  thereof  is  secure  forever  against  all  want  and 
care  and  sorrow  and  sin. 

Among  the  pleasing  incidents  of  this  Communication  was  the  introduction  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  an  aged  veteran,  Bro.  Thomas  Palmer,  Past  Master  of  Pearl  Lodge, 
No.  23,  now  in  the  eighty-second  year  of  his  age,  who  had  been  a  Mason  for  fifty-six 
years.     He  briefly  addressed  the  Grand  Lodge. 

A  proposition  to  abolish  the  office  of  Deputy  Grand  Master  was  adopted  and  sent 
down  to  the  subordinate  Lodges  for  ratification.  Reason  therefor,  "  that  the  justly 
founded  claims  of  the  Grand  Wardens  are  practically  ignored,  and  a  brother  ap- 
pointed to  supersede  them."  In  this  and  some  other  jurisdictions  the  Deputy  is 
appointed  and  not  elected. 

An  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  to  locate  the  Grand  Lodge  permanently  at 
Jackson,  received  a  majority  vote  and  was  sent  down  to  the  subordinate  Lodges  for 
final  action. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  an  able,  well  written  document, 
of  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  pages,  was  again  submitted  by  Bro.  Past  Grand  Mas- 
ter James  M.  Howry,  who,  we  are  pleased  to  see,  was  re-appointed,  for  he  improves 
upon  himself  in  each  succeeding  report,  and  will  soon  have  a  seat  near  the  head  of 
the  M.  A.  S.  table.  Bro.  Howry  has  an  extended  and  very  favorable  notice  of  the 
California  proceedings  for  1878.  Grand  Master  Browne  is  justly  eulogized  and  his 
Address  liberally  quoted  from.  Bros.  Guard,  Abell,  and  the  Jurisprudence  Commit- 
tee also  come  in  for  eulogistic  notice  from  the  writer.  We  thank  him  for  the  kind 
words  spoken  of  our  own  report  for  that  year. 

While  writing  his  review  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  Bro.  Howry  is  very  severe 
upon  those  Masons  who  join  nearly  every  new  society  that  comes  along.  Here  is  a 
part  of  what  he  says  : — 

The  lime  taken  up  by  Masons  in  attending  the  meetings  of  other  secret  orders 
will  ultimately  destroy  Masonry  also.  Let  us  look  at  it  for  a  moment.  Lodge 
meetings  require  the  attendance  of  its  members  at  the  monthly  or  semi-monthly 
meeting.  Degrees  to  confer  often  require  a  meeting  or  two  every  week.  The 
Chapter  requires  the  same  amount  of  time,  and  additional  time  for  Council  degrees. 
If  a  Mason  is  a  church  member,  he  has  the  prayer  meeting  and  regular  lectures 
to  attend.  Social  visiting,  the  opera,  and  the  theater  take  many  from  home  at 
night.  Business  men  in  towns  and  cities  attend  their  offices.  We  imagine  most 
men  wish  to  read  at  night,  and  we  think  they  ought  to  spend  all  the  time  they  can 
spare  from  business  and  charitable  purposes  with  their  families,  and,  if  young  men, 
with  their  sweethearts.  But  here  come  along  the  Societies— 1.  Heptasoph,  or  Seven 
Wise  Men;  2.  United  Order  of  Druids ;  3.  Ancient  Order  of  Hibernians;  4.  Ancient 
Order  of  Red  Men;  5.  Independent  Order  of  Red  Men;  6.  Ancient  Order  of 
Foresters  ;  7.  Independent  Order  of  Foresters  ;  8.  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fel- 
lows ;  !).  Knights  of  Pythias  ;  10.  United  Order  of  Workmen  ;  11.  Independent  Order 
of  Mutual  Aid  ;  12.  B'nai  B'rith;  13.  About  five  Orders  of  Temperance  Societies; 
14.  Knights  of  Honor;  15.  Knights  and  Ladies  of  Honor;  and  we  do  not  know  how 
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many  more.  We  know  where  one  of  the  orders  has  subverted  Masonry.  The  old, 
time-honored  Craft  has  been  made  to  succumb  to  one  of  these  cruel  inventions  of 
modern  bastard  Masonry.  The  principles  of  many  of  them,  perhaps  all  of  them, 
may  be  very  good,  but  we  would  like  to  know  how  a  Mason   can  discharge  hin  duties 

to  his  Lodge  and  Chapter  and  Cominandery,  and  to  his  family,  his  country,  and  his 
God.  and  attach  himself  to  many  or  even  a  few  of  them  ? 

This  is  a  heavy  indictment,  which  we  do  not  choose  to  traverse  at  this  time. 
There  is  much  truth  in  what  Bro.  Howry  says,  but  we  fear  that  he  had  b°en  eating 
something  very  indigestible,  and  is  describing  a  nightmare  which  followed.  There 
are  many  other  good  things  in  this  admirable  report,  but  "  time's  up  "  and  we  must 
stop. 

There  are  three  hundred  and  two  Lodges  in  thi*  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership 
of  nine  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty.  The  lf.\  W.\  William  French  was  elected 
Grand  Master  and  the  R.\  W.\  J.  L.  Power  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

MISSOURI- 

The  fifty-ninth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  was  held 
in  the  city  of  St.  Louis  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  October.  1879,— the  M.\  W.m.  Noah 
M.  Givax,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.\  John  D.  Yincil  being  G  and 
Secretary.    One  hundred  and  seventy-six  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  Address  is  very  long  and  well  written,  confined  almost  wholly, 
however,  to  the  business  of  the  jurisdiction.  He  had  granted  dispensations  for  five 
new  Lodges  and  had  refused  several  others.  But  to  balance,  or  rather  overbalance, 
these  the  charters  of  seven  new  Lodges  had  been  surrendered  or  arrested.  He  pub- 
lishes nineteen  of  his  decisions,  only  one  or  two  of  which  we  will  briefly  notice.  The 
twelfth  was  this  :— 

It  is  the  law  of  this  Grand  Lodge  that  the  officers  of  a  Lodge  can  neither  resign 
nor  dimit ;  therefore,  the  Grand  Master  cannot  grant  a  special  dispensation  to 

a  Worshipful  Master,  though  the  Worshipful  Master  of  the  Lodge  has  removed  from 
the  State,  and  the  interest  of  the  Lodge  may  seem  to  require  it. 

He  then  adds  this  query  : — 

Should  the  Worshipful  Master  and  Wardens  all  remove  from  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Lodge,  and  be  unable  to  attend  its  meetings,  who  would  be  authurized  to  open 
the  Lodge  ? 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  approved  the  decision,  and  answered  the  query 
by  saying  that  the  Lodge  could  not  be  opened  under  such  circumstances,  except  for 
funerals,  when  a  Past  Master  might  preside  and  officiate. 

The  thirteenth  decision  was  : — 

Masonic  Lodges,  as  such,  should  neither  encourage  nor  discourage  the  organiza- 
tion of -Chapters' of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star.  They  are,  doubtless,  useful  to 
the  families  of  Masons,  and  the  Order  is  a  benevolent  one,  but  it  i>  no  par!  of  Ma- 
sonry and  should  not  be  regarded  as  such.  Masons,  as  individuals,  may  encourage 
them  by  becoming  members  and  active  workers  therein,  as  they  may  in  any  other 
secret  benevolent  order. 

We  fully  concur  in  all  this,  but  advise  Grand  Master  Givan  to  steer  clear  of  the 
club  of  Grand  Master  Cockkill,  of  Wisconsin,  or  he  may  be  brained  on  the  spot  for 
even  such  a  quasi  endorsement  of  Female  Masonry. 

The  Grand  Secretary  had  asked  him  if  he  could  "  dimit  from  his  Lodge  in  Mexico, 
Mo.,  for  the  purpose  of  aflfi  iating  with  a  Lodge  in  St.  Louis,  without  forfeiting  his 
position  as  Grand  Secretary  ?''  Regarding  this  as  an  unsettled  but  important  ques- 
tion, the  Grand  Master  argues  it  at  length,  and  comes  to  the  conclusion  that  the  ques- 
tion should  be  answered  in  the  affirmative.  The  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence 
took  the  same  view,  but.  after  a  long  discussion,  the  Grand  Lodge  non-concurred, 
and  declared  that  no  such  step  could  be  taken.  This  may  be  all  right,  but  we  think 
the  Grand  Master  took  the  common-sense  view  of  the  subject,  and  that  to  adopt  such 
a  rule  as  did  the  Grand  Lodge  in  its  action,  is  to  strain  at  a  gnat,  if  not  to  swallow 
a  very  full-grown  camel. 
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Some  of  the  Lodges  in  Missouri  do  queer  things.  We  cite  an  instance  or  two,  as 
given  by  the  Grand  Master,  without  comment,  for  they  tell  their  own  story  : — 

0' 'Sullivan  Lodge,  No.  7.— The  day  of  miracles  is  past,  but  the  day  of  wonders  is 
still  upon  us,  as  will  appear  from  the  following  statement  of  the  proceedings  of  this 
Lodge,  furnished  from  an  official  source  :— 

"At  the  stated  meeting  in  January,  of  this  Lodge,  there  were  two  candidates,  S. 
and  P.,  to  be  voted  on.  S.  was  voted  on  and  declared  elected.  P.  was  voted  on  and 
declared  rejected.  Beiug  in  waiting,  he  was  informed  of  the  result,  and  the  fee  re- 
turned. S.  was  then  initiated.  The  Lodge  then  called  off  for  awhile.  After  resum- 
ing labor,  the  Lodge  voted  to  reconsider  the  vote  rejecting  P.,  again  spread  the 
ballot,  and  elected  him  on  the  third  ballot,  and  initiated  him." 

Thus  it  will  be  observed  that  0' Sullivan  Lodge,  No.  7,  assumed  to  do  what  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  say  cannot  be  done  by  the  Lodge,  Master,  Grand  Mas- 
ter, or  even  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  facts  as  above  stated  are  admitted  by  the  Wor- 
shipful Master  to  be  correct,  and  his  excuse  for  the  strange  proceeding  is  as  follows  : 
"  My  reason  for  doing  so  was  by  and  through  Past  Masters  all  advising  me  to  do  as  I 
did."     A  Past  Master  was  acting  as  Senior  Warden,  and  assisted  in  the  initiation. 

The  action  of  the  Lodge  was  held  to  be  absolutely  null  and  void,  the  candidate 
declared  to  be  rejected,  and  still  a  profane. 

In  a  somewhat  similar  case,  where  the  same  ruling  was  made  by  Past  Grand  Mas- 
ter Vincil,  and  the  charter  of  the  Lodge  arrested,  his  action  was  approved,  but  the 
charter  was  restored  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  In  view  of  this,  the  charter  of  O1 Sullivan 
Lodge  was  not  arrested,  but  the  matter  is  referred  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  such 
action  as  may  be  deemed  proper.  It  is  but  just  to  the  Lodge  to  state  that  it  was 
thought  by  those  who  advised  the  reconsideration  that,  as  all  were  present  then 
who  were  when  the  previous  ballots  had  been  taken,  no  harm  could  result  from  their 
action. 

Pleasant  Hope  Lodge,  No.  467. — A  Bro.  Barnett,  who  had  formerly  been  a 
member  of  a  Lodge  in  Arkansas,  but  who  was  largely  in  arrears  for  dues,  which  it 
would  be  necessary  for  him  to  pay  in  order  to  obtain  a  dimit,  and  who  had  for  some 
time  lived  in  the  jurisdiction  of  Pleasant  Hope  Lodge,  No.  4(37,  petitioned  that  Lodge 
for  the  mysteries  of  Masonry,  was  elected,  and  received  one  degree,  when  informa- 
tion of  the  proceedings  was  received.  What  the  motive  was  did  not  fully  appear, 
but  the  impression  was  that  it  was  to  enable  him  to  become  a  Mason  in  good  standing 
in  Missouri,  and  to  jump  his  dues  in  Arkansas.  It  was  evidently  an  attempt  to 
"  climb  up  some  other  way."  It  must  indeed  have  been  an  interesting  proceeding 
to  be  again  the  recipient  of  our  ceremonies  after  having  been  for  years  a  visitor  in 
that  Lodge;  It  is  too  ludicrous  to  seriously  contemplate.  It  was  an  attempt  at 
healing  his  pocket-book  that  could  not  be  tolerated.  The  action  of  the  Lodge  was 
declared  to  be  void,  and  the  proceedings  in  that  direction  were  ordered  to  be 
stopped  short,  never  to  go  on  again  until  the  brother  should  adjust  his  dues  with  his 
own  Lodge  in  Arkansas  and  obtain  a  dimit,  and  apply  regularly  for  affiliation. 

WTe  say  amen  to  the  following  excellent  paragraph,  and  hope  the  time  will  come 
when  no  Grand  Master  will  be  compelled  truthfully  to  administer  such  advice  and 
rebuke  :— 

Drunkenness  and  profanity  are  evils  that  are  reported  to  exist  in  some  Lodges  in 
the  State.  These  are  made  misdemeanors  by  our  law,  and  all  Lodges  in  this  juris- 
diction are  commanded  to  enforce  the  Masonic  law  in  reference  to  them.  Men  whose 
lives  are  thoroughly  imbued  with  the  excellent  and  ennobling  teachings  of  the  Order 
cannot  voluntarily  engage  in  them.  It  would  be  a  contradiction  of  terms  to  say  that 
any  man  who  loves  Masonry  also  loves  to  indulge  in  either  of  these  evils.  He  must 
be  under  the  influence  of  a  perverted  appetite  in  the  one  case,  or  an  odious  habit  in 
the  other,  and  should  be  dealt  with  in  a  truly  Masonic  spirit.  The  absurdity  of  a 
drunkard  delivering  the  lectures  of  our  Ritual  on  Temperance,  or  of  the  very  profane 
swearer  instructing  the  candidate  in  the  duty  of  reverence  for  Almighty  God,  is  most 
apparent  to  the  candidate,  who  is  impressed  with  the  idea  that  the  proceeding  is  a 
farce.  These  evils  are  mentioned  here,  not  to  parade  them,  but  with  the  hope  that, 
by  calling  attention  to  their  evil  effects  upon  the  good  influences  that  Masonry 
should  at  all  times  and  under  all  circumstances  exert,  they  may  be  entirely  eradi- 
cated. The  power  exists  within  the  Order  to  correct  them  in  the  spirit  of  fraternity 
and  brotherly  love. 

But  there  is  a  silver  lining  to  this  dark  cloud,  and  we  gladly  clip  these  bright  par- 
agraphs for  the  benefit  of  our  own  readers  :  — 

Many  of  our  Lodges  in  Missouri  are  weak,  but  among  the  weakest  are  some  of 
the  best.  The  smallest  Lodges  sometimes  contain  the  largest  hearts.  Their  acts  of 
benevolence  are  not  so  liable  to  become  known,  perhaps  ;  but  for  that  reason  they 
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are  the  more  creditable,  for  deeds  of  charity  performed  with  no  hope  of  praise,  are 
done  simply  because  they  are  right,  and  not  because  they  may  be  trumpeted  to  the 
world.    The  record  of  them  will  be  preserved  by  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Universe. 

One  Report  says  :  "  Lodge  No.  — ,  although  few  in  numbers,  has  done  a  noble  work 
in  educating  the  (laughter  of  a  deceased  brother  Master  Mason,  and  providing  the 
widow  with  a  home" 

Another  says:  "Lodge  No. — ,  with  a  small  membership,  which  is  constantly 
changing,  has,  for  several  years,  entirely  supported  a  Mason's  widow,  and  during  a 
part  of  that  time  cared  for  a  bed-ridden  brother,  proving  their  faith  by  their  works." 

Both  Lodges  are  composed  principally  of  farmers  of  small  means.  How  many 
others  are  entitled  to  like  credit,  God  only  knows.  Their  deeds  of  charity  may  not 
occupy  a  prominent  place  in  the  world's  history,  but  they  have  been  observed  by 
that  All-seeing  Eye  that  never  slumbers.  The  consciousness  of  having  been  a  bless- 
ing to  the  distressed  will  stimulate  those  who  shared  in  the  giving  to  a  higher  and 
nobler  life.  Their  reward  is  greater  than  that  of  having  their  names  enrolled  on  the 
scroll  of  the  world's  fame. 

"  The  drying  up  of  a  single  tear  has  more 
Of  honest  fame  than  shedding  seas  of  gore." 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  sued  in  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  in  1875  for  $60,000, 
the  nominal  value  of  bonds  issued  by  the  "Masonic  Hall  Association  of  St.  Louis." 
The  suit  had  just  been  decided  by  that  tribunal  in  favor  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Master  discusses  at  length,  and  somewhat  sharply,  the  demand  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mexico  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  shall  command 
Silver  City  Lodge  in  that  Territory  to  transfer  its  allegiance  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  Mexico.  As  it  and  the  others  chartered  by  Missouri  had  been  advised  so  to  do, 
the  Grand  Master  was  of  the  opinion  that  all  that  could  be  properly  done  had  been, 
and  that  the  demand  of  New  Mexico  was  neither  Masonic  nor  fraternal. 

Grand  Secretary  Vincil  submitted  one  of  his  best  written  reports,  showing  that 
he  had  been  a  busy  worker  during  the  year.  He  states  the  somewhat  singular  fact  that 
at  the  close  of  the  last  session  "  over  one  hundred  Lodges  were  delinquent  as  to  dues  to 
the  Grand  Lodge."  Why,  one-twentieth  as  many  in  California  would  give  Bro. 
Abell  a  nervous  chill.     Try  some  of  his  medicine,  Bro.  Vincil. 

The  Committee  on  Grievances  is  no  sinecure  in  this  jurisdiction.  In  one  case 
alone  the  Chairman  said  '"  the  record  covered  three  hundred  pages  of  legal  cap,  be- 
sides a  number  of  photographic  copies  of  the  records  in  the  Clerk's  office."  They 
had  a  very  sharp  defendant  in  this  case,  but  his  Lodge  expelled  him  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  concurred.  We  wonder  if  the  Lodge  had  to  foot  the  bill  for  that  "  legal  cap  " 
and  "  photographing"? 

Bro.  Vincil,  from  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  submitted  an  elaborate 
special  Report  on  the  "jurisdictional  rights  of  Grand  Lodges  "  and  "  the  recognition 
of  new  Grand  Lodges."  He  reviews  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland 
towards  Quebec,  remarking  thus  pithily:  "  The  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scot- 
land in  this  matter  is  but  little  removed  from  childish  folly.  The  recognition  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  by  Scotland  was  in  good  faith,  or  else  it  was  a  solemn 
mockery — a  huge  farce — with  all  the  attendant  circumstances  of  official  formality." 
He  admits  that  Quebec  made  a  mistake  in  its  demand  upon  Elgin  Lodge,  but  that  did 
not  justify  the  subsequent  action  of  Scotland.  Resolutions  expressing  the  strong  dis- 
approba  ion  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  were  offered  and  adopted,  bur  final 
action  as  to  non-intercourse  was  deferred  until  the  next  Communication.  Bro.  Vincil 
recommended  further  postponement  as  to  the  applications  for  recognition  of  Cuba 
and  New  South  Wales,  and  it  was  so  ordered. 

The  Grand  Lodge  closed  its  session  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  October,  having  elected, 
among  other  officers,  the  JR.\  W.\  James  E.  Carter  Senior  Grand  Warden.  In  one 
week  from  that  date  he  had  been  called  away  by  death.  He  was  buried  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  at  a  Special  Communication  called  at  Jefferson  City,  on  the  twenty-sixth. 
Truly,  "  in  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in  death." 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  again  from  the  able  and  pro- 
lific pen  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  John  D.  Vincil.    It  covers  one  hundred  and 
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eighty-four  pages  of  the  proceedings,  and  is  in  all  respects  a  choice  document  of  the 
kind.  Bro.  Vincil  discusses  law  points,  as  well  as  giving  also  the  history  of  Masonry 
outside  of  his  jurisdiction.  He  does  it  well,  too,  as  one  who  has  been  Grand  Master 
of  so  large  a  constituency  should  be  able  to  do.  For  reasons  heretofore  given,  we 
have  preferred  to  leave  all  that  to  our  Grand  Master  and  the  Committee  on  Jurispru- 
dence, and  only  aim  at  giving  a  chatty  review  of  what  our  brethren  elsewhere  are 
doing  and  saying.  We  shall,  therefore,  cross  no  lance  with  Bro.  Vincil,  for  we  are 
not  the  David  to  slay  such  a  Goi/Iath. 

To  California  Bro.  Vincil  devotes  four  pages  of  his  report.  Of  Grand  Master 
Browne  and  his  work  and  Address  he  says  : — 

The  California  Masons,  having  a  first-class  Grand  Master,  have  shown  a  disposi- 
tion to  hold  on  to  him.  He  presented  a  third  Annual  Address  at  the  opening  of  the 
session,  and  we  see  he  was  honored  by  the  confidence  of  his  brethren  by  another 
and  fourth  election.  The  Address  throughout  is  a  clear,  able,  and  practical  exhibit 
of  Masonic  principles,  workings,  and  conditions,  as  found  in  the  jurisdiction  of  Cali- 
fornia. It  is  also  a  thoroughly  business  paper,  presenting  broad  views  and  deep 
interest  concerning  the  Craft.  The  Grand  Master  had  performed  an  immense  amount 
of  labor. 

And  Bro.  Vincil  then  proceeds  to  quote  most  liberally  from  what  he  justly 
characterizes  as  "this  superior  Address."  He  also  gives  his  decisions  in  full,  pro- 
nouncing them  all  sound. 

Bro.  Guard  receives  favorable  mention  for  his  excellent  Oration,  and  Bro.  Vincil 
is  kind  enough  to  speak  a  word  of  praise  of  our  humble  effort.  He  quotes  therefrom 
several  paragraphs,  and  adds  that  he  "  would  be  pleased  to  enrich  his  report  with 
numerous  clippings  from  Bro.  Hill's  admirable  review."  Spare  our  blushes,  good 
brother. 

In  reply  to  Bro.  Wheeler,  of  Connecticut,  Bro.  Vincil  utters  these  plain-spoken 
words  about  the  Quebec  and  Scotland  affair,  which  we  give  as  corroborative  of  his 
views  as  expressed  in  his  special  report  on  that  matter: — 

We  shall  regret  both  the  cause  and  necessity  for  breaking  off  our  Grand  Lodge 
relations  with  Scotland.  Having  established  "  fraternal  relations  "  with  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Scotland,  and  that  body  having  a  commissioned  representative  near  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri,  we  will  be  deeply  pained  to  sever  the  newly  formed  ties, 
yet  we  hesitate  not  to  announce  for  Missouri,  that  nothing  less  than  withdrawal  from 
the  invaded  territory  of  Quebec  will  prevent  our  Grand  Lodge  from  declaring  Scot- 
land as  out  of  the  family.  We  will  never  change  the  record  already  made.  We  will 
not  recognize  Masons  who  hail  from  a  jurisdiction  that  ignores  and  repudiates  the 
very  essence  of  Grand  Lodge  life.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  is  a  "  legally  estab- 
lished and  duly  recognized  ?'  body,  supreme  and  sovereign  within  its  own  territory. 
Its  recognition  as  a  Grand  Lodge  embraces  the  idea  of  sovereignty,  or  it  embraces 
nothing.  This  must  be  so,  or  else  we  will  be  called  upon  to  recognize  an  indefinite 
number  of  Grand  Lodges  within  the  same  territory.  If  Scotland  may  establish 
one  Lodge  in  any  given  territory,  she  may  erect  enough  to  form  a  Grand  Lodge.  If 
Scotland,  why  not  England?  Then  some  other  Grand  Lodge.  This  must  be  the 
necessary  result  of  what  may  be  styled  the  interfusion  doctrine.  "Concurrent  ter- 
ritorial jurisdiction"  is  not  a  popular  idea  in  this  country,  and  has  not  been  in 
favor  with  our  people  since  the  fathers  refused  to  drink  tea  at  foreign  prices  and 
dictation.  We  endorse  the  resolutions  of  Connecticut,  and  say,  in  conclusion,  that 
Missouri  will  be  heard  from  in  good  time,  if  Scotland  does  not  abandon  the  European 
interfusion  practice.    It  cannot  obtain  in  this  country. 

In  his  review  of  Tennessee,  and  noticing  her  many  eminent  Past  Grand  Masters, 
Bro.  Vincil  has  these  glowing  and  truthful  words  about  one  of  them,  who,  in  his 
lifetime,  was  perhaps  more  praised  and  blamed  than  any  other  living  man.  Yet 
how  death  and  time  soothe  and  change  our  views  of  men  and  their  actions.  We  wish 
we  had  a  few  Andrew  Jacks  jNS  now  living  : — 

We  have  a  great  partiality  for  Tennessee.  Her  mountains  and  her  streams,  her 
heroes  and  statesmen,  her  Masons  and  Masonry,  have  deeply  impressed  us  for  years. 
We  have  stood  by  the  graves  of  her  illustrious  dead,  and  have  heard  the  voices  of  her 
living  sons,  and  read  the  productions  other  great  thinkers,  and  confessed  that  she  is 
rich  in  fame,  and  great  names,  and  grand  men,  and  noble  deeds.  Within  her  soil 
sleep  three  as  pure  statesmen  and  true  patriots  as  ever  ruled  among  men.    Jackson, 
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and  Polk,  and  Johnson!  a  trinity  of  names  far  nobler  and  grander  than  hosts  who 
have  worn  the  coronet  or  held  a  scepter.  Theirs  was  the  coronated  glory  and  scep- 
tered  power  ot  grand  character,  intellect,  purity  and  patriotism.  Fame  has  gar- 
lauriVd  their  names  with  a  deathless  wreath,  and  sent  their  deeds  and  worth  adown 
the  Bow  of  time,  though  the  State  may  forget  their  silent  dust.  The  names,  and 
characters,  and  labors  of  these  three  sleeping  Presidents  belong  to  all  time,  and  his- 
tory, and  people.  And  finding  the  name  of  the  old  hero  of  history  in  the  list  of  Past 
(hand  Masters  of  Tennessee,  we  have  wondered  much  whether  most  honor  belonged 
to  the  chieftain,  the  statesman,  or  the  Mason.  At  the  seat  of  war  and  in  the  midst 
of  battle's  din,  he  was  as  unconquerable  as  he  was  patriotic.  In  the  Presidential 
office  he  was  as  inflexible  as  he  was  incorruptible.  In  these  public  spheres  he  made 
history,  and  history  preserves  what  he  did  among  men.  But  as  a  Mason,  whether  in 
the  quiet  fraternal  associations  of  private  life  with  the  brethren  in  the  Lodge,  or  as 
G  and  Master  of  his  jurisdiction,  the  world  never  knsw  and  never  can  know  Andrew 
Jackson.  History  made  no  record  for  the  profane  world.  Amid  the  glare  and  con- 
flicts ot  secular  life,  the  General  and  the  President  became  conspicuous.  But  the 
Masonic  life,  in  its  true  worth,  never  becomes  prominent  in  the  worldly  arena.  Yet 
Masons  remember  that  there  is  an  All-seeing  Eye,  and  with  Him  every  act  of  worth 
is  kept  in  everlasting  remembrance.  The  glory  of  the  imperishable  here  appears  in 
contrast  with  the  things  that  are  seen,  and  the  devoted  Mason  will  find  the  approval 
of  God  of  infinite  value  in  comparison  with  the  honor  of  men. 

With  a  feeling  tribute  to  another  of  Tennessee's  noble  heroes,  during  the  great 
pestilence  of  yellow  fever  at  Memphis,  we  must  conclude  our  notice  of  this  admirable 
report : — 

In  that  dreary  season  of  darkness,  woe.  and  sorrow,  stood  manfully  and  fell  hero- 
ically one  long  known  and  loved  by  us.  We  allude  to  the  quiet,  modest,  retiring,  yet 
ever  faithful,  self-denying,  and  firm  young  hero,  Robert  Rigdon  Catron.  We  knew 
him  from  his  boyhood  days,  and  cherished  him  as  if  he  had  been  our  own.  Tenderly 
connected  for  many  years  with  his  family,  having  buried  his  father  and  mourned  him, 
as  David  did  Jonathan,  the  sou  wis  greatly  endeared  to  us.  We  knew  him  when 
the  care  and  responsibility  of  the  family  fell  upon  his  young  shoulders.  We  know 
how  well  he  met  the  grave  and  new  issues  thus  forced  upon  him..  We  know  how,  for 
years,  he  supported  his  mother,  and  sister,  and  several  small  children.  We  know  his 
self-sacrificing  spirit.  For  others  he  lived  and  labored,  and  thought  not  of  himself. 
And  for  others  he  died.  A  business  position,  somewhat  lucrative,  took  him  from  his 
home  here  to  Memphis.  When  pestilence  struck  the  citizens  of  the  "  Bluff  City,"  in- 
stead of  fleeing  from  the  danger  and  coming  home  to  mother  and  sister,  he  resolved 
to  remain  at  what  he  considered  the  post  of  duty.  The  last  act  of  his  was  to  send 
nearly  all  of  his  monthly  wages  to  his  mother  and  sister.  When  he  fell  the  support 
of  both  was  removed.  His  loss  was  irreparable.  A  nobler  nature  we  never  met  ;  a 
warmer  heart  never  beat;  a  truer  Mason  never  died.  We  sincerely  mourn  his  loss, 
and  he  deserves  a  monument  in  the  beautiful  "  Elm  wood'7  of  Memphis. 

There  are  four  hundred  and  ninety-four  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  mem- 
bership of  twenty-three  thousand  six  hundred  and  ninety-seven.  The  31.'.  W.\ 
Joseph  S.  Browne  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the  B.\  W.\  John  D.  Vinctl 
was  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

MONTANA. 

The  fifteenth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Montana  was  held  in 
the  city  of  Butte  on  the  seventh  day  of  October,  1879,— the  Mr.  Wr.  John  Stedman, 
Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  Rr .  Wr .  Cornelius  Hedges  being  Grand  Secre- 
tary.   Eighteen  Lodges  were  represented. 

Prior  to  the  Annual  Communication  a  Special  one  had  been  convened  at  Helena, 
on  the  third  day  of  May,  1879,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  the  corner-stone  of  St.  Peter's 
Episcopal  Church  in  that  place,  when,  "  in  spite  of  a  cold  wind  and  flying  dust, 
there  was  a  good  attendance  and  everything  passed  satisfactorily. r 

At  the  Annual  Communication  Grand  Master  Stedman  delivered  an  Address, 
ably  written  and  forcibly  expressed,  but  in  length  and  substance  more  of  an  oration 
than  addresses  from  the  Grand  East  usually  are.  We  shall  quote  a  very  few  of  the 
many  good  things  uttered  by  the  Grand  Master.    In  opening,  he  said  : — 

Greater  danger  threatens  Masonry  to-day  than  ever  before.  We  occasionally  hear 
the  alarm  sounded  by  some  faithful  watchman  upon  the  tower,  who  descries  with 
clearer  vision  the  coming  storm,  and  warns  us  to  be  prepared  for  its  approach.  The 
dangers  nowr  most  imminent  come  not  from  without,  but  must  be  looked  for  within 
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the  walls  of  the  Temple  itself.  The  principal  of  these  is  the  increasing  tendency  to 
relax  the  rigidity  of  our  regulations  and  break  down  the  barriers  wisely  erected  by 
our  ancient  brethren  for  the  safety  and  protection  of  the  Order. 

And,  as  a  corollary  from  these  premises,  he  has  some  judicious  and  timely  re- 
marks about  "  too  easy  admission,"  the  love  of  "  processions,  parades,"  etc.,  which, 
in  his  estimation,  are  only  productive  of  evil  and  tend  to  cheapen  Masonry  before 
the  world.  On  the  subject  of  intemperance  he  takes  as  high  ground  as  one  well 
could.     He  says:— 

Intemperance— the  great  overshadowing  curse  of  the  world— is  a  subject  which 
naturally  challenges  the  most  serious  attention  of  Masons  at  all  times.  I  con- 
ceive it  to  be  our  duty,  not  only  as  Masons,  but  as  citizens,  to  wage  continual  war 
upon  the  practice  of  rum-selling,  as  that  is  the  very  root  of  the  evil.  If  there  were 
no  liquor-makers  and  liquor-sellers,  there  would  be  no  drunkards.  I  would  gladly 
see  a  iaw  enacted  declaring  the  making  or  selling  of  intoxicating  liquors  to  be  used 
as  a  beverage,  a  Masonic  crime,  and  excluding  from  the  Order  all  who  would  engage 
in  such  an  occupation. 

And  again,  in  the  same  strain  : — 

Brethren,  there  is  no  room  upon  the  checkered  floor  for  human  vampires  who 
fatten  upon  the  life-blood  of  their  fellow  man,  and  I  urge  it  upon  you  as  an  impera- 
tive duty  to  stand  at  the  threshold  of  Masonry,  with  the  black-ball  always  ready  when 
such  characters  present  themselves  for  admittance.  Where  is  the  consistency  in 
railing  at  the  inebriate,  passing  resolutions  and  framing  laws  for  his  punishmeut, 
while  taking  him  by  the  hand  who  has  made  the  poor  wretch  what  he  is,  and  calling 
him  brother  ? 

And  much  more  of  the  same  "  strong  meat."  What  the  Grand  Lodge  thought  or 
did  thereon,  we  cannot  inform  our  readers,  for  upon  turning  to  the  record,  we  find, 
first,  a  row  of  stars,  and  then  this  minute  :— 

Five  special  references  were  made  of  portions  of  the  Address,  committees  ap- 
pointed thereon,  which  made  report,  and,  alter  considerable  discussion,  it  was  or- 
dered, by  vote  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  that  the  same,  and  all  pertaining  thereto,  be 
omitted  from  the  published  transactions. 

The  Grand  Master  congratulated  his  brethren  on  the  prosperous  condition  of  Ma- 
sonry in  the  jurisdiction.  With  the  influx  of  strangers,  soon  to  follow,  there  would 
be,  doubtless,  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  the  Fraternity,  and  the  greater 
reason  for  guarding  the  outer  door. 

Most  of  the  business  transacted  at  this  Communication  was  of  a  local  character, 
not  calling  for  further  notice. 

Another  excellent  Report  on  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  Bro.  Hedges, 
Grand  Secretary,  and  he  always  writes  so  well  that  we  regret  to  learn  that  he  felt 
himself  to  be  in  somewhat  of  a  financial  strait-jacket,  and  must,  therefore,  keep  his 
condensing  machinery  at  its  full  compressing  power.  Nevetheless,  he  has  given  us 
an  excellent  and  readable  report,  only,  like  Oliver  Twist,  we  "  ask  for  more."  Cali- 
fornia for  1878  receives  more  than  an  average  amount  of  space.  He  speaks  in  the 
highest  terms  of  Grand  Master  Browne's  Address,  and  quotes  liberally  therefrom  ; 
and  after  giving  what  our  Grand  Master  had  said  about  the  noble  conduct  of  Silver 
Star  Lodge  and  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  reimbursing  Eureka  Lodge  of  our  jurisdiction, 
Bro.  Hedges  adds:  "  Our  chief  reward  was  in  the  consciousness  of  right,  but  it  is 
also  worth  all  it  cost  us  to  have  it  so  handsomely  acknowledged  and  appreciated." 
We  commend  these  few  and  telling  words  to  those  brethren  from  other  jurisdictions 
who  persist  in  taking  a  pessimist  view  of  this  truly  Masonic  transaction. 

Bro.  Hedges  has  this  somewhat  quizzical  notice  of  a  certain  application  for  a 
new  Lodge.  He  says  :  "-From  the  able  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  we  glean 
that  five  new  Lodges  began  life  in  the  year  by  dispensation,  the  application  of  an- 
other, with  the  euphonious  title  of  Mussel  Slough  Lodge,  being  declined,  probably 
for  want  of  a  solid  foundation." 

Bro.  Hedges  is  so  complimentary  of  our  report  for  that  year,  that  we  hesitated 
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whether  it  was  best  or  no  to  quote  this  paragraph  ;  but  we  will  venture.  He  says  : 
"  Bro.  HiLL  has  reviewing  reduced  to  a  science,  and  the  annual  Masonic  harvests 
are  distilled  in  his  alembic,  and  produces  an  intellectual  beverage  of  uniform  and 
superior  quality,  if  not  exhilarating  to  the  extent  of  intoxication.  Our  picture  of  him 
is  not  complete,  but  we  have  gathered  that  he  is  young  and  a  brunette." 

Thank  you,  Bro.  Hedges.  We  plead  guilty  to  the  brunette  part  of  the  business, 
but  not  even  egotism  of  the  superlative  degree  could  induce  us  to  believe  or  say  we 
were  young,  although  in  our  younger  political  days  we  often  had  grandfathers  who 
were  prominent  members  of  our  "  young  men's  ''  clubs.  The  truth  is  that  Bro.  Tay- 
lor, of  Nevada,  was  twitting  us  on  facts  when  he  wrote  us  down  as  the  "  old  man" — 
it  will  not  do  to  add  the  "  eloquent "  in  this  connection.  We  have  passed  the  three 
score  mile-stone,  but  feel  as  young  as  ever.  We  can  refer  Bro.  Hedges  to  the  Grand 
Chaplain  of  Montana,  whom  we  recognize  as  "  one  of  our  boys,"  in  our  last  Eastern 
parish,  among  the  Otsego  Hills,  made  classic  by  the  pen  of  Cooper.  We  are  glad 
that  he  followed  our  advice  to  "go  West,"  and  rejoice  that  he  is  making  so  fine  a 
record  in  the  new  and  growing  Territory  of  Montana.  Your  hand,  Bro.  Gilbert,  for 
"  auld  lang  syne." 

There  are  eighteen  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  six  hundred 
and  sixty-eight.  The  M.\  W.\  Hiram  Knowles  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the 
jR.\  W.\  Cornelius  Hedges  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

NEVADA. 

We  have  before  us  the  proceedings  of  the  sixteenth  Annual  Communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Nevada,  and  of  a  Special  Communication  held  at  Eeno  on  the  fourth 
day  of  October,  1879,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  the  corner-stone  of  the  Reno  School 
House.  The  Annual  Communication  was  held  in  Virginia  City  on  the  eighth  day  of 
June,  1880,— the  M.\  W.\  DeWitt  C.  McKenney,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the 
Br.  Wr.  John  D.  Hammond  being  Grand  Secretary.  Nineteen  Lodges  were  repre- 
sented. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  was  brief,  well  written,  and  mainly  confined  to 
the  affairs  of  the  jurisdiction.  He  utters  some  very  plain  spoken  words  about  the 
vices  of  intemperance,  gambling,  and  profanity,  to  which  he  feared  some  of  the  Fra- 
ternity were  addicted.  He  appeals  to  them,  for  their  love  of  Masonry  as  well  as 
their  own  welfare,  to  abstain  therefrom.    He  remarks  : — 

Masonic  banquets,  where  intoxicating  drinks  are  offered,  are,  in  my  judgment,  a 
fruitful  source  of  evil  and  against  the  spirit  of  Masonry.  As  Masons,  we  are  bound 
to  protect  each  other  from  harm,  and  therefore  whatever  is  likely  to  injure  our 
brother  we  should  studiously  avoid.  At  our  social  entertainments  we  have  brethren 
with  us  who  have,  by  the  sheer  force  of  will  power,  broken  the  chains  that  bound 
them  to  this  debasing  habit,  (drinking),  and  yet,  when  they  see  a  large  number  of 
the  Fraternity  freely  indulging  in  the  use  of  intoxicating  beverages,  they  are  very 
likely  to  argue  that  a  little  upon  this  occasion  will  do  no  harm,  and  quite  frequently, 
when  that  conclusion  is  reached,  they  partake,  and,  as  a  consequence,  fall,  never 
more  to  rise  to  the  dignity  of  men  or  Masons.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  a 
Masonic  banquet,  shortly  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Grand  Lodge  last  year,  where 
no  beverage  of  an  intoxicating  character  was  offered  to  the  guests,  and  I  commend 
the  brethren  that  had  the  management  for  their  good  sense  and  firmness  in  the 
rig-:. 

We  feei  !  ke  reaching  across  the  Sierras  and  giving  the  Grand  Master  a  cordial 
hand-shake  on  that  paragraph.  Well  might  the  committee  to  whom  this  Address 
was  referred  commend  these  sentiments  to  the  earnest  attention  of  the  Fraternity. 
One  drunken  Mason  does  more  .harm  to  the  institution  than  all  the  anti-masonic 
fanatics  could  in  a  twelve  month. 

He  had  granted  a  dispensation  for  one  new  Lodge. 

One  of  his  decisions  was  that  "  a  man  is  not  eligible  to  receive  the  degrees  of 
Masonry  who  has  received  an  injury  whereby  one  of  his  legs  is  made  perceptibly 
shorter  than  the  other,  causing  him  to  limp."    Well,  well !  all  right  we  suppose,  ac- 
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cording  to  those  "  ancient  Landmarks !"    Our  squinting  friends  must  look  out.    Their 
turn  will  come  next. 

Bro.  Taylor,  the  veteran  chairman  of  the  Correspondence  Committee,  deserves 
every  word  of  this  commendatory  notice  : — 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  excellent  Report  of  our  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence,  and  would  recommend  to  the  Masters  of  Lodges  that  an  occasional 
hour  could  be  profitably  spent,  in  open  Lodge,  in  causing  it  to  be  read  for  the  infor- 
mation of  our  brethren. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were  severely  hauled  over  the  coals  for  their  neg- 
lect of  duty,  whereby  large  sums  of  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge  had  been  lost. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mexico  was  fraternally  recognized.  The  Grand  Lodge, 
by  a  majority  vote,  adopted  this  resolution  : — 

Resolved,  That  men  to  be  made  Masons  must  be  free  born,  of  mature  age,  of  good 
report,  hale  and  sound,  perfect  in  their  members  so  far  as  to  be  able  to  perform  all 
Masonic  labor. 

That  last  sentence  gives  rather  a  "  Pickwickian  "  twang  to  the  whole  concern. 
Now  let  them  take  up  the  case  of  a  Winnemucca  brother  who  went  to  Illinois  and 
came  back  a  full  blown  Mason,  although  he  was  minus  the  second  and  third  fingers 
of  his  right  hand. 

In  relation  to  a  claim  of  Bodie  Lodge,  of  California,  against  Escurial  Lodge,  of 
Nevada,  for  reimbursement  on  account  of  aid  rendered  to  a  brother  of  the  latter, 
the  Grand  Lodge  adopted  the  following  resolutions  reported  by  a  committee  :— 

liesolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Lodge  that  we  can  take  no  action  in 
the  matter,  other  than  to  leave  the  entire  settlement  of  the  matter  to  Escurial  Lodge. 

Resolved,  That  while  we  recognize  the  fact  that  all  Masonic  Lodges  must  assist, 
to  the  fullest  extent  of  their  ability,  all  distressed  worthy  brothers,  and  while  we 
believe  that  no  subordinate  Lodge  in  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Body  will  shirk 
any  responsibility  or  obligation  to  so  aid  and  assist  its  members,  we  believe  that  each 
Lodge  must  be  the  sole  judge  of  its  own  condition  to  aid,  of  its  own  responsibilities, 
and  of  its  duty  in  any  case  that  may  arise  calling  for  such  assistance. 

As  usual  with  this  Grand  Lodge,  the  Representatives  from  other  Grand  Lodges 
were  formally  received  and  welcomed.  Bro.  Gray,  the  Grand  Chaplain,  let  off  some 
poetic  sentiment  at  the  brethren,  to  which  Bro.  Taylor  replied  in  still  more  eloquent 
prose.     It  was  all  well  done. 

Of  course  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  again  from  the  pen 
of  Bro.  Robert  H.  Taylor,  and  of  course  too,  it  is  a  first-rate  document.  The  only 
criticism  we  would  make  is— too  much  scissors  and  not  enough  pen.  Bro.  Taylor 
writes  so  well  and  to  the  point  that  we  can  never  get  too  much  of  his  own  produc- 
tion. The  report  covers  one  hundred  and  twenty  pages  of  the  proceedings,  and  is  a 
review  of  the  proceedings  of  forty-seven  Grand  Lodges.  California,  for  1879,  is 
honored  with  a  two  page  notice,  one  of  which  is  devoted  to  our  own  report,  for  the 
complimentary  notice  of  which  we  return  thanks.  Bro.  Sawyer  is  justly  commended 
for  his  excellent  oration. 

Under  the  head  of  Indiana,  Bro.  Taylor  unmercifully  scores  the  Grand  Master  for 
his  most  ridiculous  confounding  and  mixing  up  of  figures  in  his  address.  If  people 
would  only  write  plain,  every  day  English,  they  would  spare  themselves  such  an  ex- 
hibition of  ignorance  as  Bro.  Taylor's  pen  points  out.  "  Figures  are  edged  tools, 
and  he  who  meddles  with  them  is  liable  to  cut  his  fingers." 

We  heartily  concur  with  the  opinion  expressed  by  Bro.  Taylor,  that  these  reports 
on  Foreign  Correspondence  should  not  be  disquisitions  on  Masonic  law  and  jurispru- 
dence, thus  usurping  the  functions  of  the  Grand  Masters,  but  brief  notices  of  the 
transactions  of  other  Grand  Bodies,  for  the  information  of  the  brethren.  We  struck 
out  in  that  direction  when,  with  fear  and  trembling,  we  first  took  up  the  reportorial 
pen,  and  subsequent  experience  has  confirmed  us  in  the  belief  that  we  were  right. 

There  are  twenty-one  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  fourteen 
hundred  and  twenty-six.    The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were  re-elected. 
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NEW    BRUNSWICK. 

The  thirteenth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Province  of 
New  Brunswick  was  held  in  the  city  of  St.  John  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  April, 
1880,— the  31.'.  W.\  Robert  Marshall,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  Y.\  W.*i 
William  F.  Bunting  being  Grand  Secretary.    Sixteen  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  Address  is  well  written,  outspoken,  and  of  reasonable  length. 
He  was  glad  to  report  that  peace  and  harmony  prevailed  within  the  jurisdiction.  At 
no  time  during  the  existence  of  the  Grand  Lodge  had  there  been  so  much  real  quiet 
in  the  fraternity.  There  was  the  comparative  absence  of  all  "  hum  "  in  Masonry, 
but  in  his  view,  that  was  not  to  be  regretted,  for  Masonic  work  is  of  such  a  character, 
and  is  so  deeply  grounded,  that  its  intents  are  best  advanced  by  steady,  unobtru- 
sive, persistent  effort. 

He  had  received  a  circular  announcing  the  formation  of  "the  Grand  Orient  of 
Louisiana,"  but  having  recognized  the  Grand  Lodge  of  that  State  as  the  supreme 
and  only  Masonic  authority,  no  notice  could  be  taken  of  this  new  rival.  Twelve 
Lodges  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  Prance  had  also  formed  a  Grand  Lodge  and  asked 
for  a  recognition.  But  although  not  now  on  terms  of  amity  with  the  Grand  Orient  of 
France,  yet  it  had  been  recognized  as  the  legal  head  of  French  Freemasonry,  and 
not  knowing  what  relation  the  new  Lodge  had  to  that  power,  he  would  not  advise 
any  action  at  this  time. 

The  Grand  Master  devotes  much  of  his  Address  to  a  glowing  account  of  the  very 
successful  fair  held  by  the  ladies  of  St.  John,  in  aid  of  Freemasonsr  Hall  in  that  city. 
It  was  quite  the  event  of  the  year,  and  the  very  handsome  sum  of  $5,908  was  real- 
ized. 

The  Grand  Secretary  submitted  a  very  elaborate  report  of  his  work  during  the 
year,  but  we  find  no  items  of  general  interest  therein. 

The  "United  Grand  Lodge  of  Colon  and  the  Island  of  Cuba,"  and  that  of  "New 
South  Wales,"  were  fraternally  recognized. 

There  are  thirty-three  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  twenty- 
one  hundred  and  seventy-six.  The  Grand  Master  was  re  elected  and  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary re-appointed. 

NEW     HAMPSHIRE, 

The  Semi-Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Hampshire  was 
held  in  the  city  of  Manchester  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  December,  1878,— the 
Jf.\  W.'.  Solon  A.  Carter,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  B.\  W.\  George  P. 
Cleaves  being  Grand  Secretary.    Fifty-six  Lodges  were  represented. 

Nothing  was  done  at  the  Communication,  except  the  exemplification  of  the  work 
in  the  three  degrees,  which  was  done  b}7  three  separate  Lodges,  the  Grand  Lodge 
occupying  the  position  of  spectators.  The  Masons  of  Manchester  then  gave  the 
Grand  Lodge  a  sumptuous  banquet  which  was  discussed  with  marked  unanimit}-. 

The  ninetieth  Annual  Communication  was  held  in  the  city  of  Concord  on  the 
twenty-first  day  of  May,  1879,— the  same  Grand  Officers  being  present,  with  repre 
sentatives  from  fifty-six  Lodges. 

The  Grand  Master  delivered  a  brief  and  business-like  Address.  He  was  pleased 
to  report  that  nothing  had  occurred  during  the  year  to  disturb  the  peace  and  har- 
mony of  the  Craft.  The  Lodges  were  generally  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition. 
He  had  refused  a  dispensation  to  one  of  the  Lodges  to  appear  in  the  procession  as 
Masons  on  "  Decoration  Day."  One  Lodge  had  been  instituted  during  the  year. 
Application  for  another  came  so  late  that  he  referred  the  same  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 
For  the  first  named,  "  William  H.  Hill  "  was  appointed  Junior  Warden.  We  cor- 
dially greet  our  namesake,  and  hope,  in  justice  to  the  name,  that  he  will  also  make  a 
good  and  efficient  officer  in  the  West  and  East. 

Several  prominent  Masons  had  passed  away,  among  them  Past  Grand  Master 
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Alexander  M.  Winn,  and  the  B.\  W.\  Daniel  Murray,  who  had  attained  the  ripe 
age  of  eighty-two,  and  had  been  a  Mason  for  more  than  fifty  years. 

He  called  attention  to  the  strange  conduct  of  Social  Friends  Lodge,  of  which  he 
was  a  member.  It  had  tried  one  of  its  members,  who  pleaded  guilty  to  the  charge 
of  adultery,  disgracefully  persisted  in,  and  yet  the  Lodge  would  neither  expel  nor 
suspend  him,  but  administered  a  reprimand  only.  The  Grand  Lodge  changed  this 
sentence  to  expulsion,  ordered  the  charter  of  the  Lodge  arrested,  and  the  whole 
matter  to  be  sent  before  a  commission,  to  investigate  the  facts  and  report  in  full  to 
the  Grand  Master. 

The  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  submitted  elaborate  reports  of  their  action, 
but  we  find  no  item  of  general  interest  therein. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee' on  Correspondence,  a  document  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty  pages,  was  submitted  by  Bro.  Albert  S.  Wait.  His  review  of  California  is 
brief,  but  complimentary. 

There  are  seventy-six  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  seven 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty-one.  The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary 
were  re-elected. 


A  Semi  Annual  Communication  was  held  in  the  city  of  Manchester  on  the  thir- 
tieth day  of  December,  1879, — but  the  only  business  done  was  the  exemplification  of 
the  work  in  the  three  degrees. 

The  ninety-first  Annual  Communication  was  held  in  the  city  of  Concord  on  the 
nineteenth  day  of  May,  1880, — the  same  Grand  Officers  officiating,  and  fifty-three 
Lodges  being  represented. 

Grand  Master  Carter  stated,  in  his  Address,  that  he  had  granted  a  dispensation 
for  one  new  Lodge,  and  had  refused  the  request  in  another  instance,  because,  in  his 
opinion,  a  Lodge  could  not  be  properly  sustained  in  so  sparsely  a  settled  territory  as 
that  near  its  location. 

One  of  his  decisions  grew  out  of  the  incorporation  of  a  certain  Lodge  by  the 
civil  authorities.  He  was  asked  if  such  a  Lodge  had  a  right  to  collect  dues  of  a 
member  by  a  resort  to  a  court  of  law,  and  if  such  a  course  would  be  in  accordance 
with  Masonic  law  ?  He  replied  that  such  a  right  legally  existed,  for  the  law  gave  a 
corporation  the  right  to  "sue  and  be  sued,"  but  such  a  course  would  not  only  be  in 
violation  of  Masonic  precedent  and  custom,  but  reprehensible  in  the  extreme,  as  it 
would  "  render  the  members  liable  to  divulge  the  nature  of  the  obligations  they  are 
under  to  the  Lodge  either  pecuniary  or  moral."  He  recommends  such  action  as  will 
not  only  prevent  such  incorporation  in  the  future,  but  also  compel  those  already  thus 
situated  to  disincorporate.  Such  has  been  the  course  adopted  in  this  jurisdiction, 
the  Lodge,  of  which  the  writer  is  a  member,  having  been  compelled  by  the  Grand 
Master  to  disincorporate,  at  some  considerable  personal  inconvenience  to  the  mem- 
bers. 

The  various  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  submitted  reports,  but  we  find  nothing 
in  them  calling  for  special  notice. 

The  United  Grand  Lodge  of  Colon  and  the  Island  of  Cuba  was  recognized,  and 
also  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Indian  Territory,  Dakota,  Idaho,  New  Mexico,  and  Mon- 
tana. 

On  the  subject  of  Masonic  charities  extended  to  traveling  Masons,  the  Grand 
Lodge  takes  the  extreme  Illinois  view,  and  passed  a  resolution  declaring  that  no 
claim  for  reimbursement  will  be  enforced  against  the  Lodge  of  which  the  relieved 
brother  was  a  member  ;  "  nor  will  any  Lodge  receive  aid  from  this  Grand  Body  in 
the  enforcement  of  such  a  claim  against  any  Lodge  or  brother  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  any  sister  Grand  Lodge."  About  all  which  we  have  only  this  to  say,  in  addition 
to  views  heretofore  advanced,  that  such  a  policy  may  do  very  well  among  such  a 
homogeneous  population  as  resides  in  the  Granite  State,  but  if  the  Masons  of  Cali- 
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fornia  were  guided  by  snch  a  narrow  principle,  sojourning  Masons  in  affliction  would 
often  suffer.    But  we  are  happy  to  say  they  are  not. 

One  black  sheep  was  deservedly  expelled  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
Masonry  for  deserting  his  wife  and  taking  with  him  all  the  money  she  had  (her  own 
hard  earnings,)  and  leaving  her  in  destitute  circumstances  ;  and  also  for  living  in 
adultery  with  another  woman,  and  using  his  wife's  money  for  that  purpose. 

On  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  the  Grand  Lodge  adopted  an 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  following  purport:  "Whenever  the  Grand 
Lodge  shall  finally  reverse  or  abrogate  the  decision  of  a  particular  Lodge,  suspend- 
ing or  expelling  a  brother  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry  because 
adjudged  innocent  of  the  offence  with  which  he  is  charged,  he  shall  thereby  be  re- 
stored to  all  such  rights  and  privileges,  including  membership  in  the  Lodge  from 
which  he  was  thereby  suspended  or  expelled." 

This  is  the  law  in  California,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  surprise  to  us  that  a  regulation 
so  obviously  just  should  not  everywhere  obtain. 

Bro.  AlbertS.  Wait  again  presents  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspon- 
dence, an  able  and  readable  document  of  one  hundred  and  eight  pages.  California 
for  1879  is  briefly  but  favorably  noticed. 

There  are  seventy-six  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  seven 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty-one.  The  M.\  W.\  Andrew  Bunton  was  elected 
Grand  Master  and  the  B.\  W.\  George  P.  Cleayes  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

NEW  JERSEY. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey,  at  its  ninety-third  Annual 
Communication,  come  to  us  in  a  neatly  printed  and  somewhat  bulky  pamphlet,  graced, 
as  a  frontispiece,  with  an  excellent  likeness  of  Past  Grand  Master  Isaac  Van 
Wagner,  who  presided  over  the  Craft  in  that  jurisdiction  from  1860  to  1863,  inclu- 
sive. The  Communication  was  held  in  the  city  of  Trenton  on  the  twenty-first  day 
of  January,  1880, — the  M.\  W.'.  Hamilton  Wallis,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and 
the  R.'.  W.\  Joseph  H.  Hough  being  Grand  Secretary.  One  hundred  and  sixty- 
three  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  excellent  Address,  congratulated  the  Craft  on  the  perfect 
peace  and  harmony  that  had  prevailed  throughout  the  jurisdiction.  He  pays  an 
appropriate  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Past  Grand  Master  Robert  Rusling,  who  had 
died  during  the  year,  leaving  behind  him  many  pleasant  memories  as  a  man,  a  citi- 
zen, and  a  Mason.  He  also  notices  the  death  of  the  well  known  and  universally 
esteemed  brother,  Thomas  J.  Corson,  M.  D.  Though  we  never  knew  this  brother  "  in 
the  flesh,"  yet  we  are  no  stranger  to  the  eloquent  productions  of  his  pen.  Few  could 
wield  a  more  fluent  or  graceful  one,  and  his  place  in  the  Fraternity  Jt  will  be  hard  to 
fill.  "  Truthfully,  zealously,  and  heartily,'7  says  the  Grand  Master,  "he  performed 
his  labors  here,  and  he  now  is,  doubtless,  enjoying  the  reward  of  his  fidelity."  Other 
deceased  Masons  who  had  made  their  mark,  are  also  remembered. 

The  Grand  Master  takes  strong  ground  against  Scotland,  in  her  encroachments  up- 
on the  rights  of  Quebec.  This  Grand  Lodge  can  hardly  be  sneered  down  on  account 
of  its  youth,  as  was  attempted  in  the  case  of  Illinois. 

He  also  "  sits  down  heavily  "  on  the  Masonic  tramps  who  are  forever  wandering 
about  seeking  whom  they  may  devour,  as  did  their  old  patron,  who  was  the  first 
tramp  in  the  garden  of  Eden,  and  the  name  of  whose  followers  is  legion.  He  sug- 
gests a  good  remedy  against  imposition,  by  always  communicating  with  the  Lodge 
from  which  the  tramp  purports  to  hail,  before  granting  the  asked  for  aid.  Another 
effective  remedy  would  be  for  each  Lodge  to  keep  on  hand  a  pile  of  sand,  or  a  few 
cords  of  unsawed  wood,  and  set  the  fellows  at  work.  It  would  thin  out  the  appli- 
cants wonderfully. 

No  dispensation  for  the  formation  of  new  Lodges  had  either  been  granted  or 
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asked  for,  which  the  Grand  Master  did  not  regard  as  "  either  important,  or  evidenc- 
ing a  decline,  or  even  a  stand-still,  in  the  progress  of  the  Fraternity." 

The  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  the  Grand  Wardens  submitted  reports  of  their 
official  acts  during  the  year,  but  we  find  them  of  local  interest  only. 

From  the  report  of  the  Grand  Lecturer  we  quote  this  paragraph,  which,  in  our 
opinion,  not  merely  does  not  violate  any  landmark,  but  attests  that  his  head  is  level 
on  the  great  base  of  common  sense.  While  insisting  that  the  Masters  shall  adhere 
strictly,  in  the  floor  work,  to  the  standard  adopted  in  that  State,  he  had  "  interpreted 
his  duties  liberally,  so  far  as  the  lectures  were  concerned,  so  as  to  allow  the  Master 
of  a  Lodge  to  enlarge  upon  the  subject  by  showing  its  symbolism  and  philosophy,  or 
to  adorn  it  with  rhetoric  in  such  a  manner  as  to  make  the  moral  lessons  more  attract- 
ive and  instructive  to  the  novitiate." 

The  Grand  Lodge  not  only  reversed,  but  declared  null  and  void,  the  verdict  of 
guilty  pronounced  by  a  Lodge  on  a  brother,  for  the  alleged  crime  of  writing  the  name 
of  one  of  his  creditors  in  an  assignment.     Good. 

There  was  not  much  of  electioneering  in  the  election  for  Grand  Officers,  if  we 
may  judge  from  the  fact  that  all  of  them  were  unanimously  re-elected. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  a  document  of  one  hun- 
dred and  eighty-five  pages,  was  submitted  by  Bro.  James  A.  Norton,  Grand 
Secretary  Hough,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  having  again  resigned  to  Bro. 
Norton  the  scissors,  paste,  and  pen,  and  most  admirably  does  he  make  use  of  these 
important  articles.  He  fires  off  a  cartridge  of  blank  verse  at  the  Grand  Orient 
of  France,  which  it  well  deserves.  California,  for  1878,  has  three  pages  devoted 
to  its  proceedings,  more  than  half  thereof  being  an  excellent  quotation  from  Grand 
Master  Browne's  Address,  and  Bro.  Norton  might  have  traveled  a  long  way  with- 
out finding  anything  better.  Of  the  liberal  contributions  by  our  brethren  for  the 
relief  of  the  yellow  fever  sufferers,  Bro.  Norton  exclaims;  "Noble!  and  just  like 
California."  Thanking  our  brother  for  his  kind  personal  notice,  we  will  wind  up  by 
copying  his  closing  paragraph,  upon  which  it  would  be  hard  for  any  one  to  im- 
prove : — 

In  giving  our  report,  we  desire  to  record  our  admiration  of  the  sacrifices  and  ex- 
traordinary efforts  that  are  being  made  by  the  brethren  in  some  jurisdictions  in  be- 
half of  noble  charities  and  educational  enterprises.  God  speed,  brothers.  You  are 
building  for  eternity.  Masons  come  and  go;  questions  are  agitated  and  discussed; 
new  methods  are  tried;  friendly  difficulties  occur;  brethren  take  sides  on  this  or  that 
question.  These  things  are  comparatively  unimportant,  and  are  transitory.  But 
these  charities  are  far  reaching  in  their  consequences.  Like  the  foundation  of  Ma- 
sonry, they  rest  upon  eternal  verities,  and,  like  Masonry  itself,  and  in  connection 
with  Masonry,  will  extend  their  influence,  and  bless  and  adorn  through  countless 
ages. 

There  are  one  hundred  and  seventy-six  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  mem- 
bership of  eleven  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixty-eight.  The  Grand  Master  and 
Grand  Secretary  were  re-elected. 

NEW  MEXICO. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mexico  held  its  second  Annual  Communication  in  the 
city  of  Santa  Fe  on  the  fifth  day  of  January,  1880,  the  M.\  W.\  William  W.  Griffin, 
Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  B.-.W.'.  David  J.  Miller  being  Grand  Secretary. 
Four  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  very  long,  and  is  mainly  confined  to  a 
consideration  of  the  difficulties  between  his  own  Grand  Lodge  and  that  of 
Missouri,  growing  mainly  out  of  the  refusal  of  Silver  City  Lodge  to  recognize  the 
sovereignty  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mexico.  It  appears,  as  well  as  we  can  un- 
derstand the  question,  that  when  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mexico  was  organized 
and  recognized  by  most  of  the  Grand  Jurisdictions,  Missouri  being  one,  that  three 
Lodges,  viz.,  Kit  Carson,  Cimarron,  and  Silver  City,  all  organized  under  authority 
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from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri,  refused  to  join  in  the  movement,  or  to  become 
connected  with  the  new  Grand  Lodge.  Of  these  three,  the  first  two  soon  ceased  to 
exist,  the  Grand  Officers  of  Missouri  attending  to  the  winding  up  of  their  affairs  and 
receiving  the  moneys  and  jewels  belonging  to  them  respectively.  Of  this,  the 
Grand  Master  of  New  Mexico  complains,  and  thinks  the  property  belonged  to  his 
own  Grand  Lodge.  But  this  is  only  a  minor  part  of  the  difficulty.  Silver  City 
Lodge  still  continued  in  its  rebellion,  as  its  action  is  characterized  by  New  Mexico. 
One  year  ago  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mexico  passed  the  following  resolutions, 
which  we  give  as  a  part  of  the  history  of  the  case  : — 

Resolved,  That  this  31.'.  W.\  Grand  Lodge  holds  that  she  is  the  supreme  Masonic 
authority  within  the  Territory  of  New  Mexico,  and  any  exercise  of  authority  therein 
by  any  other  Masonic  body,  on  any  pretext  whatever,  is  not  warranted  by  Masonic 
law  and  usage,  is  an  invasion  of  the  rights  of  this  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge,  and  calcu- 
lated to  produce  discord  among  the  Craft. 

Resolved,  That  this  31.'.  W.\  Grand  Lodge  holds  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  M.m'. 
W.'.  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  to  recall  or  arrest  the  charters  of  Cimarron  and  Sil- 
ver City  Lodges,  and  to  refund  to  this  Grand  Lodge  all  dues  collected  from  said 
Lodges'since  its  organization;  and  that  in  the  case  of  Kit  Caisson  Lodge,  the  funds 
forwarded  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  for  sale  of  furniture,  be  likewise  returned, 
and  all  evidence  and  questions  regarding  cause  of  arrest  of  said  Lodge  be  referred 
to  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved,  That  the  R.'.  W.-.  Grand  Secretary  be  required  to  furnish  a  copy  of  the 
report  of  the  committee  on  Grand  Master's  address,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  fore- 
going resolutions  to  the  Representative  of  this  Grand  Lodge  near  the  M.\  W.\ 
Grand  Lodge,  of  Missouri,  with  the  request  that  he  use  his  best  efforts  to  have  the 
questions,  in  these  resolutions  referred  to,  promptly  and  correctly  settled. 

Resolved,  That  while  this  31.-.  W.\  Grand  Lodge,  under  the  law,  holds  that  she 
would  be  justified  in  dealing  more  severely  with  the  Lodges  of  Silver  City  and  Cim- 
arron, yet,  that  it  may  be  more  manifest  to  our  brethren  of  said  Lodges,  of  our  sin- 
cere desire  to  promote  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  cause  of  Masonry  in  *sew 
Mexico,  and  particularly  of  the  said  Lodges,  and  to  further  assure  them  of  our  frater- 
nal regard,  we  again  inform  them  that  we  are  desirous  to  receive  them  as  equals 
with  the  other  Lodges  of  this  Grand  Lodge  jurisdiction;  and  it  is  therefore  resolved 
further,  that  upon  payment  of  the  dues  of  A.  D.  1878,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
M.\  W.'.  Grand  Master  to  issue  charters  to  the  said  Lodges,  numbered  in  the  order 
in  which  they  may  apply. 

In  reply  to  these  demands  the  Grand  Master  of  Missouri,  among  other  things, 
enumerated  the  following,  which  were  endorsed  by  his  Grand  Lodge  :— 

It  will  be  remembered  that  this  Grand  Lodge  in  1877,  recognized  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  Mexico,  which  had  been  formed  by  four  of  the  seven  Lodges  then  ex- 
isting in  that  Territory,  all  previously  chartered  by  this  Grand  Lodge.  Three  of  the 
Lodges  —  Cimarron,  Kit  Carson  and  Silver  City — did  not  unite  in  the  formation  of  the 
new  Grand  Lodge.  In  1878  Grand  Master  Ready  arrested  the  charter  of  Kit  Carson 
Lodge,  which  was  approved  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  since  our  last  Annual  Com- 
munication, Cimarron  Lodge  has  surrendered  its  charter,  so  that  Silver  City  is  now 
the  only  remaining  Lodge  in  New  Mexico  holding  a  charter  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Missouri.  This  Grand  Lodge  has  never  sought  to  retain  jurisdiction  over  any  of  the 
Lodges  in  that  Territory,  but  has  advised  the  Lodges  there  to  accept  charters  from 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mexico.  When  they  decline  to  do  so,  what  becomes  our 
duty?  The  views  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mexico  are  expressed  in  the  following 
resolution,  adopted  at  its  last  Annual  Communication,  being  the  one  above  referred  to  : 

u  Resolved,  That  this  31.' .  W.\  Grand  Lodge  holds  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  31.'. 
W.'.  -Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  to  recall  or  arrest  the  charters  of  Cimarron  and  Silver 
City  Lodges,  and  refund  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  all  dues  collected  from  said  Lodges 
since  its  organization;  and  that  in  the  case  of  Kit  Carson  Lodge,  the  funds  for- 
warded to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  for  sale  of  furniture  be  likewise  returned,  and 
all  evidence  and  questions  regarding  cause  of  arrest  of  said  Lodge,  be  referred  to 
this  Grand  Lodge." 

Can  this  Grand  Lodge  subscribe  to  the  principle  announced  in  that  resolution  ?  It 
involves  the  question  of  exclusive  jurisdiction,  now  being  so  generally  discussed  by 
Masonic  writers  and  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  in  reference  to  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  Scotland  and  Quebec.  In  a  brief  examination  of  the  conclusions  arrived 
at  by  the  various  Grand  Lodges,  it  may  be  stated  that  all  American  Grand  Lodges 
concur  in  the  doctrine  that  a  Grand  Lodge  cannot  issue  dispensations  or  charters  for 
the  constitution  of  new  Lodges  in  any  State  or  Territory  where  a  Grand  Lodge  has 
been  legally  organized;  but  upon  the  question  of   jurisdiction   over   Lodges   pre-

vionsly  constituted — i.  e.,  chartered  before  the  formation  of  the  new  Grand  Lodge — 
there  is  not  the  same  unanimity  of  views.  The  weight  of  authority  seems  to  be  in 
favor  of  the  old  Grand  Lodge  continuing  to  exercise  jurisdiction  over  such  Lodges  as 
may  prefer  to  remain  under  their  original  charteis.  This  Grand  Lodge  committed 
itself  to  that  doctrine  unequivocally,  when,  in  1875,  in  recognizing  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Quebec,  it  adopted  the  following  resolution: — 

"Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  hereby  recognizes  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Quebec,  A.  F.  and  A.  M.,  having  jurisdiction  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  as  at 
present  defined,  said  jurisdiction  not  to  interfere  with  the  vested  rights  of  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  England,  Ireland,  and  Scotland  over  such  of  their  daughter  Lodges  as  may 
prefer  to  remain  under  their  original  charters.'' 

And  then,  after  citing  several  examples  of  the  action  of  various  Grand  Lodges 
which  he  thought  justified  their  present  action,  he  concluded  as  follows  : — 

Besides,  what  good  will  result  from  acceding  to  the  demands  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  Mexico  ?  We  have  advised  and  requested  our  Lodges  there  to  unite  with  that 
Grand  Lodge.  We  cannot  compel  the  union  ;  neither  can  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
Mexico.  Indeed,  that  kind  of  union  would  not  be  desired  if  it  could  be  attained. 
Must  we,  then,  blot  them  from  existence,  deprive  them  of  the  power  and  authority  to 
teach  the  ennobling  principles  of  Masonry  in  their  immediate  localities,  because,  for- 
sooth, they  cannot  cease  to  love  the  old  mother,  and  learn  to  love  the  new? 

But  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mexico  now  places  an  additional  barrier  in  the  way 
of  the  union  by  requiring  of  the  Lodges,  payment  of  dues  of  1878.  She  also  demnnds 
of  this  Grand  Lodge,  all  dues  collected  from  said  Lodges  since  her  organization,  to- 
gether with  the  funds  received  from  Kit  Carson  Lodge.  If  this  Grand  Lodge  is  in- 
debted to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mexico  for  dues  of  1878,  which  is  not. conceded, 
then  certainly  the  Lodges  should  not  be  required  to  pay  for  the  same  period  in  order 
to  become  members  of  that  Grand  Lodge.  Does  that  Grand  Lodge  expect  to  collect 
double  dues  from  our  Lodges?  We  have  usually  been  satisfied  to  collect  single  dues 
from  Lodges  chartered  by  us,  and  have  never  dreamed  of  our  right  to  collect  that 
even  from  Lodges  chartered  by  another  Grand  Lodge.  The  demand  for  money  is 
scarcely  worthy  of  discussion.  It  is  not  a  question  of  dollars  and  cents,  but  one  of 
principle  and  precedent  as  old  as  this  Grand  Lodge,  so  well  established  that  when 
we  recognized  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mexico,  it  entered  into,  and  became  a  part 
and  parcel  of  that  recognition.  Brethren,  the  question  is  one  of  importance,  and  is 
entitled  to  your  most  candid  and  fraternal  consideration. 

Grand  Master  Griffin  ably,  and  as  we  think,  conclusively,  answers  this  reasoning 
of  the  Grand  Master  of  Missouri  and  others,  by  a  reference  to  the  action  of  nearly 
every  Grand  Lodge  in  North  America,  that  the  doctrine  of  supreme,  exclusive  Ma- 
sonic jurisdiction  within  the  territory  occupied  by  a  Grand  Lodge,  is  that  universally 
received  and  acted  upon,  that  Missouri  herself  recognized  and  propounded  it  in  the 
strongest  language,  in  her  action  on  the  Quebec  question,  and  that  it  is  too  late  now 
to  go  back  upon  her  own  position.  We  cannot  follow  him  through  all  his  reasonings 
and  arguments,  but  will  give  the  concluding  paragraphs: — 

Missouri,  after  having  recognized  New  Mexico  as  a  sovereign,  possessed  of  su- 
preme authority,  assumed  to  herself  the  right  to  invade  this  jurisdiction,  arrest  the 
charter  of  Kit  Carson  Lodge,  convert  its  assets  into  money,  and  appropriate  the 
proceeds,  and  now,  with  supreme  complacency  and  the  air  of  offended  honesty,  ex- 
claims against  our  demand  for  reparation  that  it  is  unworthy  of  discussion. 

If  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mexico  was  a  sovereignty  at  the  time  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Missouri  arrested  the  charter  of  Kit  Carson  Lodge,  then  that  act  was  a  deliberate 
invasion  of  this  jurisdiction,  unwarranted  by  Masonic  law  and  precedent,  and  utterly 
inconsistent  with  a  due  regard  for  the  rights  and  prerogatives  of  a  peer.  Does  not  a 
question  of  dollars  and  cents  enter  into  "that  transaction  that  will  claim  discussion 
sooner  or  later,  notwithstanding  her  disinclination  to  enter  upon  it?  Can  we  submit 
to  having  the  question  of  our  jurisdictional  rights  merged  into  the  question  of  "dol- 
lars and  cents,"  and  thus  lost  "sight  of  and  ignored,  bv  characterizing  the  latter  as  un- 
worthy of  discussion?  Is  this  what  we  and  all  other  Grand  Lodges  have  a  right  to 
expect  of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  in  dealing  with  a  question  of 
the  magnitude  of  this  one?  She  has  not  attempted  to  justify  her  action  in  appropri- 
ating the  funds  of  Kit  Carson  Lodge;  she  has  maintained  a  convenient  silence  on  the 
question,  and  thus  ignored  it.  Neither  has  she  deemed  it  necessary  to  extend  to  us 
the  courtesy  of  advising  us  of  her  action  or  the  reasons  that  induced  it. 

That  this  is  "  a  question  of  principle  and  precedent,  as  old  as  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Missouri,"  I  freely  admit.  The  question  of  exclusive  Grand  Lodge  jurisdiction  had 
gone  into  precedent  long  before  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  had  an  existence,  and 
entered  into  and  became  a  part  of  her  recognition  of  New  Mexico.    That  recognition 
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was  full,  complete,  and  unreserved,  and  it  is  too  late  to  claim  that  she  meant  it  in  the 
sense  of  the  Quebec  recognition  of  1875. 

Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mexico,  we  have  proclaimed  to  the  world  in 
our  Constitution  that  this  Grand  Lodge  is  the  supreme  Masonic  authority  within  the 
territorial  limits  of  New  Mexico,  and  that  claim  has  been  recognized  as  lawful,  by 
thirty-seven  Sovereign  Grand  Lodges,  including  Missouri,  who  now  says  our  suprem- 
acy is  limited,  and  that  she  reserves  jurisdiction  over  Silver  City  Lodge,  and  the  right 
to  collect  revenues  in  this  jurisdiction. 

The  power  to  maintain  a  Lodge  in  a  foreign  jurisdiction  is  not  inferior  to  the  pow- 
er to  establish  new  ones  in  the  same  field;  and  if  Missouri  possesses  the  one  she  pos- 
sesses the  other. 

Where  resides  the  power  to  discipline  Silver  City  Lodge  should  occasion  require 
it?  Is  it  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  ?  If  so,  then  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mex- 
ico is  not  the  supreme  Masonic  authority  within  its  territorial  limits.  Does  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Missouri  claim  that  she  could  hear  and  determine  any  question  that  might 
arise  between  Silver  City  Lodge  and  any  other  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction,  and  enforce 
her  decision  against  a  Lodge  that  might  have  wronged  Silver  City  Lodge  ?  Yet  her 
position  and  claim  of  jurisdiction  over  that  Lodge,  carried  to  its  legitimate  conclu- 
sion, amounts  to  that. 

As  has  been  forcibly  said  by  the  editor  of  the  Keystone,  "  That  Grand  Lodge  is 
no  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  which  has  subordinate  Lodges  within  her  boundaries  that 
pay  honor  and  tribute  to  a  foreign  body.  To  term  such  an  Independent  Grand  Lodge 
is  to  misname  it.  It  is  but  a  fractional  body— an  anomalous  Provincial  Grand  Lodge. 
It  is  the  creature  of  circumstances,  not  a  sovereign  and  independent  entity.  Every 
Grand  Body  in  Masonry  must  be  sovereign.  This  is  the  rightful  doctrine  of  Ameri- 
can Masonic  law." 

Can  the  sovereignty  of  this  Grand  Lodge  rest  upon  chance,  or  depend  upon  the 
idiosyncrasy  of  any  foreign  body  ?  It  rests  on  fixed  and  known  principles,  as  immu- 
table as  the  mountains  surrounding  us. 

The  committee  to  whom  this  matter  was  referred  reported  in  favor  of  the  posi- 
tions assumed  by  the  Grand  Master,  and,  on  their  recommendation,  the  following 
resoolutions  were  adopted: — 

Resolved,  That  this  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  holds,  first,  that  Silver  City  Lodge, 
A.  F.  &  A.  M.,  at  Silver  City,  New  Mexico,  is  a  regularly  organized  and  constituted 
Lodge;  second,  that  said  Lodge  is,  and  since  the  organization  of  this  M.'.Wr.  Grand 
Lodge  has  been,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  said  Grand  Lodge  and  therefore  is  amena- 
able  to  it  and  to  no  other  Grand  Lodge  for  the  infraction  of  any  Masonic  law  or  the  viola- 
tion of  any  of  the  laws,  rules  or  regulations  of  this  M.'.W.'.  Grand  Lodge  ;  and  third, 
that  whereas  said  Lodge  at  Silver  City  has  failed  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
Section  19  of  Article  XVI  of  the  By-Laws  of  this  Gi  and  Lodge  for  more  than  two  years, 
it  therefore  becomes  the  duty  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  see  that  said  section  be  en- 
forced: and  that,  unless  said  Silver  City  Lodge  shall  comply  with  Section  19,  of  Arti- 
cle XVI  aforesaid,  or  show  good  cause  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  M.'.W.'.  Grand  Mas- 
ter of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  its  non-compliance,  within  three  months  from  the  date  of 
the  close  of  this  Grand  Communication,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mr.  Wr.  Grand 
Master  to  arrest  the  charter  of  said  Silver  City  Lodge,  and  take  proper  care  of  the 
property  of  the  same. 

Resolved,  That,  in  case  of  the  arrest  of  the  charter  of  Silver  City  Lodge,  the 
Grand  Secretary,  upon  application  therefor,  shall  give  a  dimit,  under  the  seal  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  to  every  member  of  said  Lodge,  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  the 
arrest  of  its  charter,  first  satisfying  himself  from  the  best  obtainable  evidence  as  to 
who  are  members  of  that  Lodge. 

Here  the  record  before  us  ends;  but  we  have  seen  it  stated  in  the  public  prints 
that,  at  the  end  of  the  three  months  named  in  the  resolutions,  the  Grand  Master 
ordered  the  arrest  of  the  charter  of  Silver  City  Lodge,  and  that  the  demand  was  re- 
fused. We  hope  that  wiser  counsels  will  prevail,  and  that  no  serious  interruptions  of 
intercourse  between  these  two  Grand  Lodges  will  result.  We  confess  that  our  sym- 
pathies are  with  our  younger  and  weaker  sister.  Missouri  is  old  enough  and  strong 
enough  to  afford  to  be  generous,  and  we  hope  she  may  even  "  strain  a  point  "  for 
harmony's  sake. 

The  Grand  Secretary,  from  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  submitted  an  elab- 
orate report  on  the  rival  claims  of  the  two  Grand  Lodges  in  Cuba,  and  offered  a  reso- 
lution to  recognize  the  "  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Island  of  Cuba,"  which  was  adopted. 

The  regular  report  from  the  same  committee  was  submitted  by  Bro.  A.  Z.  Hug- 
gins,  and  is  a  well  written,  comprehensive  review  of  the  proceedings  of  other  Grand 
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Bodies,  of  about  one  hundred  pages.  California,  for  1878,  is  liberally  noticed,  and 
generally  with  approval.  Bro.  Huggins,  however,  does  not  at  all  like  the  resolution 
adopted  instructing  the  Grand  Lecturer  to  propose  a  special  installation  service.  He 
wants  a  Manual  for  general  use,  and  not  one  confined  to  a  single  jurisdiction.  No 
objections,  good  brother,  to  your  and  every  other  Grand  Lodge  adopting  our  excel- 
lent form.    Then  it  would  be  general,  but  not  one  whit  better. 

There  are  four  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  one  hundred  and 
seventy-four.  The  Mr.  W.m .  William  L.  Rynerson  was  elected  Grand  Master  and 
the  R.\  W.\  David  J.  Miller  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

NEW  YORK. 

The  ninety-ninth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  was 
held  in  the  city  of  New  York  on  the  first  day  of  June,  1880,— the  M.\  W.\  Charles 
Roome,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.\  James  M.  Austin  being  Grand 
Secretary.    Six  hundred  and  sixty-four  Lodges"  were  represented. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  occupies  thirteen  pages  of  the  proceedings, 
fine  print,  and  is  a  well  written,  sensible  paper,  as  should  ever  be  expected  from 
one  occupying  so  important  a  position.  We  quote  an  eloquent  paragraph  from  the 
opening  : — 

Meeting  all,  whether  the  aged  veterans  on  whose  brows  the  snows  of  many  win- 
ters have  left  their  traces,  or  the  young  who  now  for  the  first  time  enter  the  councils 
of  the  assembled  Craft,  with  the  warmest  feelings  of  our  institution,  accept  from  an 
old  man  the  best  wishes  of  his  heart  for  your  individual  prosperity,  and  his  most  ar- 
dent aspirations  that  out  of  this  meeting  may  come  such  encouragement  for  your 
labors,  such  incitement  for  greater  and  more  continued  zeal,  that  by  and  through  us 
our  tenets  may  be  exalted  and  the  fame  of  our  institution  be  magnified. 

While  congratulating  the  Craft  on  the  harmony  that  had  prevailed,  he  utters  a 
word  of  caution  against  the  too  general  desire  to  amend  the  Constitution  to  meet 
any  little  real  or  supposed  difficulty.  He  trusts  that  some  of  the  pending  amend- 
ments may  not  be  adopted,  and  notably  that  which  would  in  substance  ostracize  Past 
Grand  Masters  and  other  elective  Grand  Officers.  He  urges  that  the  few  dollars 
saved  in  the  mileage,  etc.,  of  about  a  dozen  Past  Grand  Masters,  would  be  dearly 
earned  by  losing  the  benefit  of  their  long  experience  and  the  wisdom  of  their  coun- 
sels. Good  advice  this,  but  we  are  sorry  to  say  that  it  was  unheeded.  The  amend- 
ment was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  ayes  1310,  noes  890. 

Dispensations  had  been  granted  for  two  new  Lodges.  A  Board  of  Relief  had  been 
re-organized  in  the  city  of  New  York,  whose  work  had  been  arduous  but  satisfac- 
tory. 

Very  much  of  the  Address  is  devoted  to  the  "  Webotuck"  matter,  out  of  which 
has  grown  serious  complications  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut.  We  shall 
again  allude  to  this  when  referring  to  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  thereon. 

The  Master  of  Cataract  Lodge,  No.  295,  had  shown  by  his  action  how  deter- 
mined he  was  not  to  agree  to  law  or  edict.  He  "bulldozed,"  to  use  the  latest 
coined  political  term,  a  resolution  through  his  Lodge  to  change  its  location,  entirely 
ignoring  the  requirement  to  summon  all  the  members  for  its  consideration.  When 
ordered  by  the  Grand  Master  to  retrace  his  steps  he  contumaciously  refused,  where- 
upon he  was  tried  and  expelled  for  his  contumacy,  and  even  then  he  refused  to  sur- 
render the  charter  to  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  when  so  ordered.  His  appeal 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  did  him  no  good.  The  facts  brought  out  by  the  committee  were 
still  more  damaging  to  him,  and  his  sentence  was  rightly  approved. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  next  session  will  be  the  centennial  one,  the  Grand 
Master  urg^d  that  steps  be  taken  for  its  appropriate  celebration. 

The  debt  on  the  magnificent  temple  had  been  reduced  during-  the  year  nearly 
$40,000,  and  the  brethren  are  urged  still  to  devote  their  best  energies  to  the  full

liquidation  of  the  debt,  so  that  the  fraternity  may  own  a  building  in  which  the  whole 
Craft  can  but  take  great  honor  and  delight.    He  says  :— 

Resist  with  all  your  energy,  all  your  manhood,  the  siren  voice  that  would  tempt 
you  to  neglect  this  great  work  ;  look  over  the  long  past  and  reflect  that  every  stone 
of  this  building  is  dedicated  to  God  and  thrice  consecrated  by  the  prayers  and  the 
givings  of  women  and  children,  not  for  themselves,  but  that  to"  little  ones  yet  unborn 
there  may  come  the  loving  tenderness  which  your  labor  and  their  devotio  1  is  pre- 
paring. 

The  Board  of  Relief  submitted  an  elaborate  report  of  their  action.  They  thus 
"pillorize"  a  noted  scamp,  who  may  wend  his  way  to  the  Pacific  Coast.  "Impos- 
tors, or  those  believed  to  be  fraudulent  applicants,  have  been  discovered,  notoriously 
the  man  Thomas  Burr,  who  represented  himself  to  be  from  a  Lodge  located  at 
Shanghai,  China.  It  is  sufficient  to  say  that,  although  he  is  believed  to  be  a  Mason, 
the  man  proved  himself  to  be  ungrateful  toward  the  board  which  assisted  him,  and  a 
designing  scamp  so  far  as  Masonry  is  concerned."  Here  is  a  good  subject  for  Bros. 
Blanchard  &  Co.,  and  we  advise  them  to  secure  his  services  as  speedily  as  possible. 
Such  a  brilliant  star  would  d?*aw  at  the  next  conclave  of  the  antis. 

The  total  bonded  debt  of  the  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund  is  $668,520  20,  as  against 
$705,088  74  last  year.  A  gratifying  reduction,  but  still  a  fearful  burden  for  the  Craft 
to  contemplate. 

The  special  committee  on  the  subject  of  the  so-called  Webotuck  Lodge  difficulty, 
reported  and  submitted  the  following  resolutions,  which  were  adopted:— 

Resolved,  That  the  right  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  to  regulate  the  affairs 
of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry  within  the  limits  of  its  territory  is  absolute  and  indefeasible, 
and  hence  membership  lawfully  acquired  in  a  New  York  Lodge  cannot  be  terminated 
except  by  the  operation  of  New  York  laws. 

Resolved,  That  the  act  of  our  Grand  Master  in  suspending  official  intercourse 
with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut  is  hereby  approved. 

Resolved,  That  the  honor  and  dignity  of  the  Grand  Lodge  requires  that  all  inter- 
course between  the  Masons  of  New  York  and  Connecticut  should  be  interdicted  and 
forbidden,  and  therefore  this  Grand  Lodge  does  hereby  interdict  and  forbid  all  inter- 
course between  the  Masons  of  New  York  and  all  Masons  hailing  under  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Connecticut. 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  will  entertain  any  proposition  which  may  be 
submitted  to  it  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut,  looking  to  the  submission  of  the 
matter  in  dispute  to  a  tribunal  composed  of  the  peers  of  the  respective  Grand  Lodges 
in  the  United  States,  and  that  should  such  proposition  be  made  during  the  recess  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand  Master  may  take  such  action  as  may  seem  to  him  to  be 
proper,  and  may  in  his  discretion  remove  the  edict  of  non-intercourse  enacted  by 
this  Grand  Lodge. 

From  other  sources  we  learn  that  since  the  close  of  this  Communication  the  fol- 
lowing edict  has  been  issued  by  the  new  Grand  Master,  which  we  insert  as  finishing 
the  history  of  this  transaction  up  to  the  time  of  the  present  writing  : — 

Office  of  the  Grand  Master  of  Masons  ) 
in  the  State  of  New  Yoke.  f 

To  the  Masters,  Wardens  and  Brethren  of  the  Lodges  of  Free  and  Accepted,  Masons 
in  the  State  of  New  York. 

Brethren: — Your  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  action  of  the  M.\  W.m. 
Charles  Roome,  Past  Grand  Master  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  in  suspending  official  inter- 
course with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut,  was  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge  at 
its  last  Annual  Communication,  and  the  following  resolutions  adopted  in  relation 
thereto  : — 

"  Resolved,  That  the  act  of  our  Grand  Master  in  suspending  official  communication 
with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut  is  hereby  approved. 

"  Resolved,  That  the  honor  -and  dignit}T  of  this  Grand  Lodge  requires  that  all  inter- 
course between  the  Masons  of  Connecticut  and  New  York  should  be  interdicted  and 
forbidden,  and  therefore,  this  Grand  Lodge  does  hereby  interdict  and  forbid  all  in- 
tercourse between  the  Masons  of  New  York  and  all  Masons  hailing  under  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Connecticut." 

Now  therefore,  in  accordance  with  the  above  action,  you  are  hereby  notified  and 
directed  to  conform  in  all  respects,  to  this 

edict  ! 
and  allow  no  brethren  hailing  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut  to  visit  the 
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Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction  ;  and  the  brethren  of  this  jurisdiction  are  forbid  all  Masonic 
intercourse  with  the  brethren  of  Connecticut. 

Given  under  my  hand  and  seal  this  10th  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1880,  A.  L.  5880,  at 
Troy,  N.  Y.  Jesse  B.  Anthony,  Grand  Master.

While  we  regret  this  unfortunate  result  of  this  untoward  affair,  we  can  but  reit- 
erate our  remarks  of  last  year,  that  we  cannot  see  how  there  can  be  two  opinions  on 
this  question.  Masonic  law,  equity,  and  common  sense  are  too  clearly  all  on  the  side 
of  New  York.  A  familiar  illustration  will  show  this  to  our  readers.  Suppose  some 
members  of  the  Lodge  at  Truckee,  in  California,  without  dimiting  from  their  Lodge, 
or  asking  or  receiving  any  permission  from  any  quarter,  and  even  without  changing 
their  State  residence,  should  join  in  a  petition  from  certain  brethren  in  Nevada  for  a 
Lodge  at  Reno.  The  Lodge  is  established  and  these  California  brethren  are  named 
as  among  the  charter  members.  When  subsequently  called  upon  to  pay  their  dues 
to  the  Truckee  Lodge,  they  plead  that  they  are  no  longer  members  thereof,  but  of 
the  Lodge  at  Reno.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Nevada  being  appealed  to,  sustains  these 
brethren  and  claims  that  by  their  own  unauthorized  act  they  severed  their  connec- 
tion with  California,  and  became  Masons  of  the  jurisdiction  of  Nevada.  That  is  the 
whole  Question  in  a  nutshell.  Would  California  quietly  submit  to  such  an  outrageous 
doctrine  ?  We  apprehend  that  she  would  not  for  one  instant.  So  we  fully  justify  New 
York,  and  express  the  hope  that  wise  counsels  may  prevail  in  Connecticut,  and  that 
fraternal  intercourse  be  speedily  resumed. 

A  certain  brother  Beckner,  publisher  of  the  "  Corner  Stone,1'  which  he  claims  to 
be  the  "  only  live  paper  "  in  Masonic  quarters,  was  expelled  by  his  Lodge,  a  year  or 
more  ago,  for  an  atrocious  libel  that  appeared  in  his  paper  upon  a  Past  Grand  Mas- 
ter and  other  Masons.  The  Grand  Lodge,  a  year  ago,  confirmed  the  expulsion.  This 
year,  the  committee  say,  "  he  invokes  the  clemency  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  comes 
before  your  committee  in  a  penitent  manner,  expressing  sincere  regret  for  the  causes 
which  led  to  his  expulsion,  and,  if  his  prayer  is  granted,  he  promises  that  his  future 
Masonic  conduct  will  never  cause  the  Grand  Lodge  to  regret  its  kind  exercise  of 
clemency  and  charity."  His  Lodge  also  asked  for  the  restoration,  and  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee,  the  prayer  was  granted. 

As  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  we  are  weekly  honored  with 
a  copy  of  this  live  paper,  and  while  we  will  not  say  with  Bro.  Vincil,  of  Missouri, 
that  this  infliction  is  on  account  of  some  previous  sin  we  have  committed,  we  can 
but  remark  that  our  brethren  in  New  York  must  have  a  queer  taste  if  they  bestow 
upon  this  "  live  "  paper  a  living  support.  Prior  to  the  late  election  in  that  Grand 
Lodge,  we  often  thought  we  were  reading  one  of  the  hot-house  partizan  papers  of 
the  day.  If  that  be  Masonry  in  the  Empire  State,  we  are  happy  to  say  that  we  want 
none  of  it  in  California. 

Six  brethren  were,  by  resolution,  "  appointed  to  report  such  transactions  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  as  are  proper  to  be  reported." 

We  refer  this  action  to  Bro.  Taylor,  of  Nevada,  General  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  "  Landmarks." 

The  Grand  Master  was  "  authorized  and  requested  to  procure  a  '  Reading  Clerk,' 
for  the  purpose  of  reading  all  resolutions,  reports,  etc.,  at  the  next  session  of  the 
Grand  Lodge."    Who  is  that  aimed  at? 

We  had  marked  for  comment  several  items  in  the  reports  of  the  District  Deputy 
Grand  Masters,  but  the  length  to  which  this  review  has  already  attained  admonishes 
us  to  "  hold  up." 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  again  from  the  pen  of  that 
able  writer  and  eminent  Masonic  Jurist,  Past  Grand  Master  John  W.  Simons,  and 
his  name  is  full  voucher  for  its  excellence.  We  have,  as  stated  elsewhere,  quoted 
fully  from  its  Foreign  summary.  The  report  covers  eighty-six  pages  of  the  proceed- 
ings, and  is  a  review  of  the  acts  of  forty-seven  American  Lodges,  and  twelve  in  for- 
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eign  countries.  California  is  honored  with  a  trifle  over  one  page  of  notice,  and  most 
of  this  consists  of  quotations  from  Grand  Master  Browne's  Address  and  our  own  re- 
port for  1879.  We  thank  Bro.  Simons  for  his  compliment  and  heartily  reciprocate. 
On  the  question  of  directing  the  Secretary  of  a  Lodge  to  carry  the  books  thereof 
wherever  a  Committee  of  Investigation  may  direct,  in  relation  to  which  our  Grand 
Master  and  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  held  conflicting  views,  Bro.  Simons 
says  he  stands  decidedly  with  the  Grand  Master,  and  insists  "  that  the  custody  of  the 
books  is  vested  in  the  Secretary  during  his  term  of  office,  and  that  they  cannot  be 
removed  from  such  custody  while  he  retains  the  office,  neither  can  he  voluntarily 
place  them  in  other  hands  without  a  palpable  violation  of  his  duty  as  Secretary/' 
He  declines  any  farther  discussion  of  the  "  Webotuck  "  affair,  and  says  :  '"  We  regret 
most  sincerely  that  our  brethren  in  the  nutmeg  State  should  have  gone  astray,  but 
we  now  leave  the  subject  to  the  decision  of  the  Masonic  world."  Bro.  Simons  was 
11  Minister  Plenipotentiary"  from  the  Grand  Master  of  New  York  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Connecticut  on  this  question,  and  takes  occasion  to  acknowledge  the  very  great 
courtesy  extended  to  him  during  his  visit. 

There  are  seven  hundred  and  fifteen  Lodges  in  this  State,  with  a  membership  of 
seventy-two  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven.  The  Mr.  W.\  Jesse  B.  An- 
thony was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the  B.\  W.\  James  M.  Austin  was  re-elected 
Grand  Secretary. 

NORTH    CAROLINA. 

The  ninety-third  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina 
was  held  in  the  city  of  Raleigh  on  the  second  day  of  December,  1879,— the  M.\  W.m . 
William  R.  Cox,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  B.\  W.\  Donald  W.  Bain  being 
Grand  Secretary.     One  hundred  and  eleven  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  commences  his  very  able  Address  with  some  well  chosen 
words  of  advice  and  counsel  to  his  brethren  to  govern  their  lives  by  the  precepts  of 
the  Holy  Bible,  the  "  moral  and  spiritual  trestle-board  "  of  our  faith.  He  pays  a  just 
tribute  to  the  good  influences  of  Masonry,  whose  "  holy  mission,  even  amid  the 
angry  dash  of  arms  and  the  fierce  conflicts  of  civil  war,  was  to  relieve  suffering  and 
misery,  to  pour  oil  into  the  gaping  wounds,  and  to  provide  for  the  dead  suitable 
burial.  Hence  it  has  witnessed  the  rise  and  fall  of  dynasties,  and  has  survived  to 
command  the  confidence  and  respect  of  all,  and  to  receive  within  its  fold  the  good 
and  great  of  every  age  and  nation." 

One  of  his  decisions  was  on  this  case  :  "  A  profane  applies  for  admission  into  a 
Lodge  in  this  State  and  is  rejected.  He  goes  on  a  visit  to  his  native  country,  Scot- 
land, and  while  there  receives  the  degrees.  Upon  his  return  to  his  home  he  presents 
his  credentials  and  applies  to  enter  the  Lodge.  Decision— The  Lodge  should  not 
receive  him.  He  was  a  sojourner  while  abroad,  and  could  only  have  been  admitted 
into  the  Lodge  in  Scotland  by  withholding  important  information,  to  wit :  the  fact  of 
his  application  and  rejection  in  North  Carolina." 

The  Grand  Master  utters  some  well-aimed  words  at  the  non-affiliates,  and  yet 
suggests  to  Lodges  that  they  should  go  slow  in  turning  out  members  for  the  mere 
non-payment  of  dues. 

The  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum,  a  deserved  pet  of  our  North  Carolina  brethren, 
receives  a  warm  and  hearty  commendation  from  the  Grand  Master.  "  It  is  a  touch- 
ing and  interesting  spectacle,"  he  remarks,  "to  see  gathered  into  one  household  so 
many  desolate  ones,  homeless,  motherless,  fatherless  ;  rescued  in  many  instances 
from  virtual  slavery,  taken  from  want-stricken  homes,  from  beside  newly-made 
graves,  and  brought  together  members  of  a  happy  family.  Their  wants  are  relieved, 
their  physical  energies  strengthened,  their  mental  and  moral  nature  cultivated,  until 
suitable  provision  is  made  for  them  to  go  forth  into  the  busy  conflicts  of  life."  St. 
John's  Day  was  celebrated  at  the  Asylum  with  appropriate  exercises  and  an  oration 
by  ex-United  States  Senator  Bro.  Mereimon.     The  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Con- 
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vention  visited  the  Asylum  in  a  body,  and  then,  by  resolution,  recommended  that  the 
churches  of  that  denomination  should  annually  contribute  to  its  support.  A  grant  of 
$3,000  had  also  been  obtained  from  the  Legislature  ;  so  the  Asylum  had  been  well 
cared  for  during  the  year.  One  hundred  and  twenty-eight  orphans  are  now  taken 
care  of  in  this  Asylum. 

Three  new  Lodges  had  been  established  during  the  year,  and  four  had  ceased 
work. 

The  Grand  Secretary  submitted  a  full  and  interesting  report  of  the  transactions  of 
his  office. 

The  Grand  Lodge  received  and  accepted  an  invitation  to  attend  the  "  Raleigh  Cook- 
ing School,  Peace  Institute."  We  wish  they  had  sent  for  Bro.  Bromley  to  have  re- 
ported the  incidents  of  the  visit.  Only  his  graphic  pen  could  do  justice  to  such  an 
august  occasion. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  Bro.  R.  T. 
Gray,  who  gives  within  the  confines  of  ninety  pages  a  well  digested  comment  upon 
the  proceedings  of  the  various  Grand  Lodges,  California  for  1878  being  one.  Our 
Grand  Master  is  complimented  for  his  excellent  Address  of  that  year.  Bro.  Abell 
and  ourself  also  come  in  for  some  of  Bro.  Gray's  kind  and  brotherly  words,  for  which 
we  return  thanks,  "  jointly  and  severally."  We  are  glad  to  notice  that  Bro.  Gray 
was  re-appointed  to  the  position  which  he  fills  so  creditably  to  himself  and  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  he  represents. 

There  are  three  hundred  and  sixty-nine  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  mem- 
bership of  eleven  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty-two.  The  Grand  Master  and 
Grand  Secretary  were  re-elected. 

NOVA    SCOTIA. 

The  fourteenth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nova  Scotia  was 
held  in  the  city  of  Halifax  on  the  fourth  day  of  June,  1879,— the  M.\  W.\  John 
Wimburn  Laurie,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  E.\W.\  Benjamin  Curren  being 
Grand  Secretary.     Forty-six  Lodges  were  represented. 

An  Emergent  Communication  had  been  held  in  the  city  of  Halifax,  on  the  seven- 
teenth day  of  July,  1878,  at  which  the  same  Grand  Officers  were  present.  It  was 
called  for  the  purpose  of  laying  the  corner-stone  of  the  High  School  building.  Ad- 
dresses were  made  by  the  Grand  Master  and  the  Mayor  of  the  city.  They  had  a 
grand  time  of  it  on  the  occasion,  nearly  all  the  high  dignitaries  of  the  Province  being 
pre.-ent. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  at  the  Annual  Communication  was  of  very  rea- 
sonable length,  and  is  almost  wholly  confined  to  a  record  of  his  official  acts.  Peace 
if  not  prosperity,  had  marked  the  year,  for  which  they  were  duly  thankful.  He  ex- 
pressed himself  as  opposed  to  the  incorporation  of  Lodges,  believing  that  such 
action  is  subversive  of  the  true  principles  of  Masonic  government.  He  condemned 
the  aggressive  acts  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  upon  that  of  Qnebec,  and  hoped 
that  all  the  Grand  Lodges  on  this  continent  would  unite  in  maintaining  what  all  con- 
sidered as  a  recognized  right.  He  had  declined  to  issue  a  dispensation  to  authorize 
the  degrees  to  be  conferred  upon  "a  young  gentleman,  son  of  a  worthy  brother 
Mason,  but  under  twenty-one  years  of  age." 

The  Grand  Secretary  submitted  an  able  and  well  arranged  report.  From  it  we 
learn  that  the  number  of  Masons  in  the  jurisdiction  had  increased  from  2,150  in  1870, 
to  3,400  in  1879.  During  the  same  years  they  had  suspended  or  dimitted  2,510.  He 
submitted  some  very  judicious  suggestions,  tending  to  stop  this  increase  of  the  large 
number  of  non-affiliates. 

The  Grand  Lodges  of  Cuba  and  New  Mexico  were  fraternally  recognized. 
The  salary  of  the  Grand  Secretary  was  reduced  from  $600  to  $500  per  annum. 
Elaborate  reports  were  submitted  by  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  but  they 
contain  items  of  local  interest  only. 
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The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  again  from  the  pen  of  Bro.  A. 
H.  Crowe,  and  is  a  well  digested  and  well  written  document  of  about  seventy-five 
pages.  California  has  its  fair  quota  of  notice.  Bro.  Crowe  pays  a  deserved  compli- 
ment to  Bro.  Abell,  who  is  the  Representative  of  Nova  Scotia  near  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  California.  We  cheerfully  and  fully  endorse  the  compliment,  but  do  not 
know  whether  or  not  he  will  thank  the  brother  for  crediting  him  with  one  of  our  own 
lucubrations  in  our  report  of  that  year.  Bro.  Crowe  must  have  been  nodding  over 
the  "  midnight  oil"  when  he  made  that  blunder.  He  also  quotes  an  extract  from 
Grand  Master  Browne's  Address,  paying  him  a  compliment  at  the  same  time. 

There  are  sixty-eight  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  three 
thousand  four  hundred.    The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were  re-elected. 

OHIO. 

The  proceedings  of  the  seventeenth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Ohio  come  to  us  graced  with,  as  a  frontispiece,  an  excellently  engraved  likeness 
of  the  veteran  Grand  Secretary,  the  R.\  W.'.  John  D.  Caldwell.  This  is  the  first 
time  we  have  been  privileged  to  gaze  upon  the  lineaments  of  our  brother.  He  has  a 
pleasant  though  rather  determined  look,  as  if  he  rather  enjoyed  the  consternation 
and  tempests  he  has  stirred  up  among  the  Fraternity  at  large,  by  his  unique  Reports 
on  Correspondence,  and  his  sturdy  advocacy  of  the  equal  Masonic  rights  of  our 
"Anglo-African  "  brothers.  But  the  Grand  Master  gave  him  such  a  genteel  castiga- 
tion  last  year,  that  he  has  somewhat  subsided,  and  we  fear  we  must  say  of  his 
reports  hereafter,  as  we  once  did  of  those  of  the  incomparable  Guilbert,  of  Iowa: 
"  We  shall  never  look  upon  the  like  again."  Farewell,  brother  of  the  'k  M.  A.  S. ;" 
but  may  you  wield  the  pen  of  the  Grand  Secretary  for  another  quarter  of  a  century. 

The  Communication  was  held  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati  on  the  twenty-first  day  of 
October,  1879,— the  M.\  W.'.  William  M.  Cunningham.  Grand  Master,  presiding, 
and  the  B.\  W.'.  John  D.  Caldwell  being  Grand  Secretary.  "  Over  two  hundred 
Lodges  were  represented,"  says  the  record,  but  how  many  over  we  cannot  tell. 

The  Grand  Master  submitted  a  well  written  and  interesting  Address,  congratulat- 
ing the  Fraternity  on  the  "  favorable  and  happy  auspices  "  under  which  they  met. 
He  drops  a  tear  upon  the  grave  of  a  distinguished  Past  Grand  Master,  the  Mr.  W.'. 
George  Rex,  the  "  last  survivor  of  that  trio  of  eminent  and  scholarly  Masonic  jurist?, 
William  B.  Hubbard,  Thomas  Sparrow,  and  George  Rex."  He  died  in  March  last, 
and  a  Special  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  held  at  Wooster  to  pay  the 
last  sad  tribute  to  his  remains. 

The  Grand  Master  had  granted  ninety-six  special  dispensations  during  the  year, 
being  an  average  of  just  eight  per  month,  quite  enough,  we  should  think,  to  satisfy 
the  hungry  wants  of  any  jurisdiction.  Two  new  Lodges  had  been  instituted.  He 
had  made  many  official  visitations  of  the  Lodges,  and  the  following  interesting,  if  not 
strictly  official,  one  upon  an  aged  and  invalid  veteran  : — 

In  August  last,  during  a  visit  to  Lancaster,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  our  ven- 
erable M.\  W.\  Bro.  William  J.  Reese,  the  oldest  living  Past  Grand  Master  of  this 
Grand  Lodge.  Bro.  Reese  was  Grand  Master  from  1834  to  1842,  inclusive  ;  but  now 
for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century  he  has  been  an  invalid,  confined  to  his  house,  and 
much  of  the  time  unable  to  receive  in  person  the  visits  of  his  friends.  Bro.  Reese 
holds  in  vivid  remembrance  the  Masonic  history  of  Ohio  in  the  past,  maintains  a 
warm  interest  in  our  proceedings  from  year  to  year,  and  cherishes  the  warmest  affec- 
tion for  the  Craft. 

We  heartily  concur  in  the  following  excellent  words  of  the  Grand  Master  : — 

The  social  relations  of  Freemasons  are  second  only  to  its  moral  teachings  ;  hence 
nothing  should  be  done  by  this  Grand  Body  to  prevent  a  complete  representation 
from  the  subordinates.  Short  sessions  of  this  Grand  Body  are  not  only  productive  of 
hasty  and  unwise  legislation,  but  they  are  also  inimical  to  the  cultivation  of  fraternal 
intercourse  between  its  members.  And  whilst  judicial  enactments  and  routine  legisla- 
tion are  matters  to  be  provided  for,  yet  they  are  also  of  but  secondary  importance 
in  comparison  to  the  pleasant  duty  of  knowing  more  of  each  other. 
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He  refers  to  the  appeal  of  the  Masonic  Board  of  Relief  of  San  Francisco,  pre- 
sented through  Grand  Master  Browne,  for  reimbursement  of  moneys  expended  in 
the  relief  of  a  member  of  Middleport  Lodge,  No.  363,  of  Ohio.  He  had  been  informed 
by  the  Master  of  that  Lodge  that  the  amount  would  have  been  promptly  repaid  but 
that  the  financial  condition  of  the  Lodge  prevented.  We  shall  refer  presently  to  the 
report  of  the  committee  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  this  matter. 

The  Grand  Master  publishes  twelve  of  the  decisions  made  by  him,  one  of  which 
was  that  the  publication  in  the  newspapers  of  the  day  of  the  "  private  business  affairs 
of  a  Lodge,  the  names  of  candidates,  initiated,  passed,  and  raised,  and  its  list  of 
suspensions  or  expulsions,"  was  a  Masonic  offense  and  should  be  punished  as  such. 
Another  decision  was  that  "  Congressional  parliamentary  law  is  in  all  cases  subser- 
vient to  Masonic  law  within  the  Lodge  room,  and  only  prevails  where  there  is  no 
Masonic  rule  upon  a  given  subject."  The  Grand  Master's  head  is  level  on  both 
points. 

The  Grand  Secretary  made  no  formal  report,  but  announced  verbally  that  "  the 
aged  Bro.  Nathaniel  Benjamin,  an  attendant  upon  the  Grand  Lodge  for  over  forty 
years,  could  not  now  attend,  in  consequence  of  the  death  of  a  beloved  daughter." 
The  Grand  Secretary  was  instructed  to  convey  to  the  brother  the  regrets  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  at  his  absence,  and  condolence  upon  his  domestic  affliction. 

Bro.  Theodore  S.  Parvin,  Past  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  of  Iowa,  being 
present,  was  received  with  the  Grand  honors,  and  by  a  subsequent  order  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  was  constituted  an  honorary  member  thereof,  with  the  rank  of  Past  Grand 
Secretary. 

Strong  condemnatory  resolutions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  were  offered, 
but  action  thereon  deferred  until  the  next  Communication. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  the  Masonic  Board  of  Relief 
of  San  Francisco  vs.  Middleport  Lodge,  No.  363,  submitted  a  report,  which  we  give 
at  length  :— 

They  have  given  the  matter  due  consideration,  but  cannot  find  that  there  is  any 
obligation,  either  moral  or  legal  upon  this  Grand  Lodge  for  its  payment.  Your  com- 
mittee are  of  opinion  that  this  Grand  Lodge  has  no  power  to  compel  a  subordinate 
to  refund  moneys  voluntarily  paid  out  by  a  foreign  Lodge  in  Masonic  charity  to  a 
member  of  the  former  ;  but  we  hold,  and  so  state,  as  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
that  Masonic  charity  and  duty  require  that  Lodges  should  extend  to  all  their  worthy 
destitute  members,  whether  within  or  without  their  territorial  jurisdiction,  all  needed 
assistance.  Your  committee  are  aware  of  the  very  large  calls  upon  the  funds  of  the 
Masonic  Board  of  Relief  of  San  Francisco,  and  feeling  that  it  is  the  duty  of  all  Lodges 
to  refund  to  any  Relief  Board  any  moneys  expended  for  the  relief  of  a  worthy  mem- 
ber of  their  Lodge,  would  offer  for  adoption  the  following  resolution:  — 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  duty  of  Miad/eport  Lodge,  No.  363,  of  this  jurisdiction,  so 
far  as  they  may  be  able,  to  repay  to  the  Masonic  Board  of  Relief  of  San  Francisco, 
California,  whatever  moneys  may  have  been  by  it  necessarily  expended  in  the  relief 
of  the  member  of  their  Lodge,  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  send  said  Lodge,  No. 
363,  a  copy  of  thisreport  under  seal  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  report  was  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  late  witty  Judge  Baldwin, 
of  California,  in  commenting  upon  the  celebrated  "  Archie  case,"  said  the  Court  had 
made  a  fair  and  equal  decision,  in  that  they  "gave  the  law  to  the  North  and  the 
negro  to  the  South."  We  have  read  the  above  report  several  times,  but  for  the  life 
of  us  cannot  tell  which  side  gets  the  law  and  which  the  money  !  We  fear  that  the 
hat  of  the  San  Francisco  Board  will  come  back  emptv. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  little  more  than  a  bare  state- 
ment of  other  Grand  Lodges  and  the  officers  elected.  California  gets  four  lines, 
which  is  about  an  average  ;  quite  a  falling  off  from  Bro.  Caldwell's  elaborate  lucu- 
brations on  Masonic  matters  in  general  and  the  African  in  particular. 

Past  Grand  Master  Asa  H.  Battin  was  summoned  to  attend  Grand  Lodge  at 
the  next  Communication,  and  show  cause  why  he  should  not  be  tried  for  misappro- 
priating the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
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There  are  four  hundred  and  seventy-six  Lodges  in  this  jurisdictton,  with  a  mem- 
bership of  twenty-nine  thousand  nine  hundred.  The  M.\  W.\  Reuben  C.  Lemmon 
was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the  R.'.W.'.  John  D.  Ca.ldwell  was  re-elected  Grand 
Secretary. 

PENNSYLVANIA. 

We  have  received  the  "  abstract  of  the  proceedings"  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Pennsylvania,  during  the  year  1879,  being  for  several  Quarterly  Communications  and 
the  Annual  one.  At  all  of  these  the  M.\  W.\  Michael  Nisbet,  Grand  Master,  pre- 
sided, and  the  R.\  W.\  John  Thomson  was  Grand  Secretary.  All  the  Communi- 
cations were,  of  course,  held  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia. 

The  first  Quarterly  was  held  on  the  fifth  day  of  March,  1879,  at  which  a  petition 
was  received  for  a  new  Lodge,  and  an  amendment  to  the  By-Laws  relative  to  the 
Stewards  of  the  Stephen  Girard  Charity  Fund  was  adopted. 

The  second  Quarterly  was  held  on  the  fourth  day  of  June,  ninety-four  Lodges  being 
represented.  The  following  proposed  By-Law  was  offered  and  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee to  report  at  a  future  Communication  :  u  Whenever  thereunto  requested  in 
writing  by  ten  or  more  Master  Masons,  members  of  the  Lodge,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Worshipfuf  Master  to  convene  a  special  meeting." 

The  Grand  Master  called  attention  to  the  violation  by  a  certain  Lodge  (no  names 
are  ever  published  in  these  proceedings,  and  the  blanks  therefor  look  as  if  somebody 
was  swearing  fearfully,  judging  by  the  number  of  dashes,)  of  an  agreement  made 
with  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  applicants  for  the  warrant  of  that 
Lodge.  It  appears  that  it  was  stipulated  that  no  charter  member  should  become  a 
life  member  of  the  Lodge  for  a  less  sum  than  fifty  dollars.  A  number  of  the  brethren 
paid  that  amount,  ostensibly,  but  it  appeared  that  they  only  paid  twenty-five  dollars 
in  cash,  and  gave  a  due-bill  for  the  balance,  and  then  the  Lodge  voted  to  return  them 
the  due-bills,  thus  making  the  expenditure  to  be  only  twenty-five  instead  of  fifty  dol- 
lars each.    The  subject  was  referred  to  a  special  committee  for  future  report. 

The  third  Quarterly  was  held  on  the  third  day  of  September,  seventy-six  Lodges 
being  represented. 

The  Committee  on  Landmarks  submitted  an  elaborate  report  on  the  proposed 
By-Law,  offered  at  the  previous  Communication,  which  was  unanimously  adopted  by 
the  Grand  Lodge.  The  committee  refer  to  and  quote  from  the  Landmarks  and  old 
Constitutions,  and  come  to  the  conclusion  that  no  member  or  number  of  members 
can  dictate  to  the  Master  as  to  his  action  as  presiding  officer  of  the  Lodge.  They 
say  "  among  the  prerogatives  most  frequently  mentioned  and  recognized  is,  at  his 
will  and  pleasure,  without  let  or  hindrance,  or  dictation  from  or  by  those  he  governs, 
to  assemble  his  Lodge  in  emergency,  to  preside  therein,  and  at  his  like  will  and 
pleasure  to  open  and  close  his  Lodge.  When  convened,  no  majority  of  his  members, 
however  great,  can  require  him  to  adjourn.  He,  in  his  lofty  station,  is  presumed  to 
know  what  work  is  needful  to  be  done,  when  it  shall  be  done,  and  see  it  is  well  done, 
in  accordance  with  the  landmarks,  customs,  and  usages  to  which  he  must  render  strict 
obedience."  They  also  quote  this  sentence  from  a  recognized  work  on  Masonic  Ju- 
risprudence : — 

The  Master  has  the  right  to  convene  his  Lodge  at  any  time,  and  is  the  judge  of 
any  emergency  that  may  require  a  special  meeting. 

Of  course,  the  proposed  By-Law  was  negatived. 

The  special  committee  on  the  acts  of  a  certain  Lodge  relative  to  payments  for  life- 
memberships,  also  reported  in  full,  finding  the  facts  to  be  as  alleged,  and  that  the  acts 
of  the  Lodge  were  an  evident  evasion  of  the  conditions  of  its  charter ;  that  the  charter 
members  who  participated  in  this  evasion  were  "  guilty  of  conduct  derogatory  to 
their  high  position  in  the  Fraternity,  and  that  they  deserve,  and  hereby  receive,  the 
censure  of  this  Grand  Lodge."    Each  delinquent  was  ordered  to  pay  the  additional 
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twenty-five  dollars  into  the  Lodge  treasury  before  the  next  St.  John's  day  or  be  sus- 
pended as  for  non-payment  of  dues.    The  Grand  Lodge  adopted  the  report. 

Past  Grand  Master  Richard  Vaux  submitted  an  eloquent  and  appropriate  minute 
upon  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Master  James  Madison  Porter,  and  the  same  was 
adopted. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reported  the  number  of  existing  Lodges  to  be  three  hundred 
and  seventy-seven,  and  the  members  thirty-five  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy- 
nine. 

The  fourth  Quarterly  was  held  on  the  third  day  of  December,  at  which  the  Grand 
Officers  were  elected,  resulting  in  a  re-election  of  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Sec- 
retary.   One  hundred  and  ninety-five  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  charters  of  two  Lodges  were  arrested  for  being  two  years  in  arrears  for  dues 
and  for  want  of  returns,  and  a  petition  was  presented  for  one  new  Lodge. 

The  Financial  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  showed  the  annual  receipts  to  have 
been  $128  287  46,  and  the  payments  $117,531  43.  The  annual  interest  on  the  Masonic 
Temple  Redemption  Loan  foots  up  $80,412  22,  which  would  be  a  fearful  load  in  almost 
any  other  jurisdiction,  being  equal  to  more  than  two  dollars  for  every  Mason  in  the 
jurisdiction.  We  should  think  it  would  make  even  our  Pennsylvania  brethren  groan 
a  little.  It  was  voted  to  change  the  5-21  years  loan  at  7  3-10  interest  to  a  10-20  one 
at  5  per  cent.,  which  would  effect  a  saving  of  $13,205  in  interest  annually. 

The  Annual  Communication  was  held  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  December, 
fifty-seven  Lodges  being  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  submitted  a  well  written  Address,  the  same  being  more  like  an 
oration  than  a  record  of  official  business.  He  had  visited  and  officially  inspected 
the  workings  of  eighty-one  Lodges.  These  visits  "  disclosed  the  fact  that  there  is  a 
want  of  uniformity  in  the  work,  and,  upon  the  part  of  many  who  have  been  exalted 
to  the  responsible  position  of  Masters,  an  absence  of  that  correctness  and  skill  and 
knowledge  of  Masonic  laws  which  is  necessary  for  a  proper  discharge  of  the  duties 
of  their  stations."  We  venture  to  "  guess"  that  Pennsylvania  does  not  stand  alone 
in  this  particular. 

We  do  not  know  to  what  particular  action  the  Grand  Master  refers  in  the  follow- 
ing paragraph,  but  suppose  the  brethren  were  familiar  with  the  facts  whatever  they 
were  :— 

Through  the  public  papers  we  learned  that  in  a  recent  investigation  before  a 
committee  of  our  State  Legislature,  the  fair  name  of  Freemasonry  was  dragged 
through  the  dirty,  slimy  pool  of  political  bribery  and  corruption.  Masons  are  but 
men,  and  are  subject  to  all  their  weaknesses,  and  it  should  not  be  a  matter  of  sur- 
prise that  there  are  some  who  endeavor  to  pervert  our  institution  to  improper  pur- 
poses ;  but  when  the  attempt  to  prostitute  our  Fraternity  to  accomplish  nefarious 
ends  becomes  known,  the  offender  should  meet  with  speedy  and  condign  punishment. 
The  purity  of  our  Fraternity  must  be  preserved  at  all  hazards.  We  know  not  if  those 
who  thus  basely  used  our  name  are  Masons,  but  if  they  are,  we  call  upon  the  Lodges 
to  which  they  are  attached  to  bring  them  to  trial,  that  no  such  unworthy  members 
may  be  permitted  to  continue  among  us. 

He  had  refused  to  permit  a  certain  Lodge  to  hold  a  "Lodge  of  Sorrow,"  in  con. 
junction  with  a  Chapter,  because  the  Grand  Lodge  only  recognized  the  three  degrees 
in  Ancient  Masonry. 

He  was  present  at  Valley  Forge  on  the  nineteenth  day  of  June,  and  laid  the  corner 
stone  of  the  building  to  be  erected  in  honor  of  the  occupation  of  that  place  b  Gen. 
Washington,^  his  headquarters,  in  1777.  He  was  also  present  at  the  celebration 
of  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  Lodge  No.  21,  at  Harrisburg,  on  the  tenth  day  of 
November. 

No  other  business  was  transacted  at  this  Communication  except  the  installation 
of  the  Grand  Officers. 

The  Report  of  the   Committee  on  Correspondence,  an  excellent  document  of 
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about  ninety  pages,  was  submitted  by  Bro.  Richard  Vaux,  whom  the  brethren 
wisely  continue  in  this  responsible  and  well-tilled  position.  No  one  can  call  what 
Bro.  Vaux  writes  dull,  and  especially  is  the  report  before  us  free  from  this  imputa- 
tion.    We  must  quote  a  paragraph  from  the  opening  sentences : — 

It  is  a  cause  of  congratulation  that  in  all  these  Grand  Lodges,  harmony  and  pros- 
perity, vitality,  earnest  faith,  and  well-regulated  zeal  mark  their  Masonic  life.  It  is 
wonderful.  But  too  little  emphasis  is  given  to  the  fidelity  in  which  Masons  abide  by 
the  teachings  of  the  Craft.  But  too  little  acknowledgment  is  made  of  the  earnest, 
sincere  and  devoted  attachment  the  Craft  evinces  for  the  landmarks,  usages,  and 
customs  of  the  Fraternity.  It  is  a  source  of  intense  gratification,  as  we  read  the 
proceedings  of  these  Grand  Lodges,  to  observe  how  these  foundations  of  Freema- 
sonry are  maintained  in  their  original  characters.  Innovations  are  rejected,  as  the 
household  rejects  the  intrusion  of  evil  which  would  destroy,  which  would  drive  the 
Lares  and  Penates  out  of  the  penetralia.  Jealous  of  even  the  wisdom  of  the  world, 
Freemasonry  abides  in  a  faith  that  needs  neither  the  light  of  profane  knowledge  nor 
the  adulterated  essence  of  right  judgment,  which  the  world  ignorantly  worships, 
because  it  does  not  analyze  its  elements. 

Bro.  Vaux  is  very  complimentary  in  his  notice  of  California.  We  hope  our  readers 
will  excuse  the  seeming  egotism  we  exhibit  in  quoting  the  annexed  words  in  relation 
to  our  humble  self,  but  we  feel  that  praise  from  such  a  source  is  praise  indeed,  even 
if  we  feel  not  worthy  of  the  one-half  thereof: — 

The  work  of  our  brother  was  severe.  It  is  an  elaborate,  thorough  and  able  re- 
port. Brother  Hill's  notice  of  Pennsylvania,  like  all  he  writes,  sparkles  in  the  sun- 
shine as  the  auriferous  outcrops  on  the  surface  show  the  lead  that  is  below.  We  do 
not  deserve  half  that  has  been  said  of  us,  but  Pennsylvania  deserves  all  that  has  been 
said  of  her.  If  it  were  our  custom  to  make  extracts  from  the  reports  of  our  brethren 
of  the  Committees  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  we  would  excerpt  out  of  Brother 
Hill's  labor  its  largest  portion,  but  we  must  content  ourselves  with  expressing  our 
admiration  of  his  ability  as  a  writer  and  as  a  Mason. 

Thank  you,  good  brother,  and  may  we  live  and  improve  until  we  deserve  at  least 
a  tithe  of  this  commendation,  and  long  may  Bro.  Vaux  wield  the  pen  that  proclaims 
him  not  only  the  contemporary,  but  the  peer  of  Simons,  Drummond,  Parvin,  etc., 
of  the  present  reportorial  corps. 

PRINCE    EDWARD    ISLAND. 

At  a  very  late  hour  we  received  the  proceedings  of  the  Semi- Annual  and  Annual 
Communications  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  and  also  the  minutes 
of  the  "  Board  of  General  Purposes."  The  Semi- Annual  Communication  was  held 
in  the  town  of  Summerside  on  the  seventeenth  day  of  December,  1879,— the  Ms.  W,: 
John  Yeo,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.\  George  W.  Wakeford  being 
Grand  Secretary.    Ten  Lodges  were  represented. 

Sundry  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  heretofore  submitted,  were  called  up 
and  adopted.  One  was,  that  the  Annual  Communication  should  be  held  alternately 
in  Charlottetown  and  Summerside,  on  the  Festival  of  St.  John  the  Baptist.  A  resolu- 
tion was  adopted  declaring  that  the  term  "  seafaring  men'-  should  not  extend  to 
persons  employed  in  coasting  vessels,  or  in  any  vessel  trading  between  ports  on  the 
Atlantic  sea-board. 

Several  Constitutional  amendments  were  proposed  to  come  up  at  a  future  Com- 
munication. One  was,  that  any  member  might  be  stricken  from  the  roll  who  should 
be  in  arrears  for  dues  for  two  years  and  upwards.  Another,  that  one  so  stricken  off 
could  restore  himself  on  payment  of  all  arrears,  without  further  action  of  the  Lodge. 
Still  another  was  to  discontinue  the  Semi- Annual  Communication. 

We  find  nothing  calling  for  notice  in  the  minutes  of  the  Board  of  General  Pur- 
poses. 


The  fifth  Annual  Communication  was  held  in  the  city  of  Charlottetown  on  the 
twenty-fourth  day  of  June,  1880, — the  same  Grand  Officers  being  present  and  the 
same  number  of  Lodges  represented. 
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The  Grand  Master  delivered  his  annual  Address.  He  had  appointed  Bro.  William 
Henry  Crane  as  Representative  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California.  He  regretted 
very  much  that  the  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  had  not  decreased,  and 
hoped  that  Lodges  would  be  as  lenient  as  possible  in  such  matters.  He  recommended 
that  the  charter  of  Westmoreland  Lodge,  No.  10,  be  arrested,  as  it  had  made  no 
returns  nor  taken  any  notice  of  communications  from  him  or  the  Grand  Secretary. 
It  had  had  no  meeting  since  November,  1877.  The  Worshipful  brother  appointed  by 
the  Grand  Master  to  visit  and  inspect  "True  Brothers  Lodge,  No.  8,"  reported 
most  favorably  thereon.  "  They  appear,"  he  says,  "  to  be  deeply  impressed  with  the 
duties  of  Masonry,  and  carry  them  to  a  remarkable  degree.  They  have  buried  two 
of  their  brethren  at  their  own  expense,  paid  their  doctor's  bills,  donated  money  to 
the  relief  of  deceased's  relatives,  and  are  willing  to  assume  the  doctor's  bills  of  one 
or  two  brethren  who  are  now  laid  up."  And  yet  the  Lodge  has  but  twenty-nine 
members.    A  "  True  Brothers"  Lodge  indeed  ! 

The  Grand  Lodges  of  New  Mexico  and  of  Colon  and  Cuba  were  recognized.  There 
is  no  Report  on  Correspondence. 

There  are  twelve  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction,  and  a  membership  (exclusive  of 
Westmoreland  Lodge,  making  no  returns,)  of  five  hundred  and  thirty.  The  Grand 
Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were  re-elected. 

QUEBEC. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  held  its  tenth  Annual  "Communication  in  the  city  of 
Montreal  on  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  September,  1879, — the  Mr.  W.'.  Melbourne 
M.  Tait,  Grand  Master,  "  on  the  Throne,"  and  the  R.m.  W.\  John  H.  Isaacson  being 
Grand  Secretary.    Forty-eight  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  was  very  brief.  "  Nothing,"  he  says,  "had  oc- 
curred during  the  past  year  to  call  for  any  special  attention  "  at  his  hands.  No  new 
Lodge  had  been  instituted,  and  but  few  dispensations  of  any  kind  granted.  One 
Lodge,  heretofore  subordinate  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  had  surrendered  its 
charter,  and  the  same  had  been  transmitted  to  the  parent  Grand  Lodge  through  its 
Grand  Representative.  He  had  decided  that  a  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  had 
the  right,  at  any  time,  and  in  his  own  Lodge,  and  without  the  peculiar  regalia  of  his 
office,  to  demand  the  Master's  chair  and  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office.  In  this 
he  differed  from  a  high  authority,  as  published  in  the  ;<  Craftsman,"  but  the  Grand 
Master  believed  he  was  right,  nevertheless. 

No  change  had  occurred  as  to  the  relations  between  this  Grand  Lodge  and  that  of 
Scotland.  A  committee  had  been  appointed  to  visit  England  and  endeavor  to  har- 
monize troubles  between  the  Grand  Lodges  of  England  and  Quebec,  but  had  not 
been  able  as  yet  to  leave  for  that  purpose. 

The  Grand  Secretary  submitted  his  Annual  Report,  which  is  short,  if  not  sweet, 
being  only  about  a  "stickfull,"  printer's  measure.  The  dues  transmitted  from  the 
several  Lodges,  notwithstanding  the  "  hard  times,"  were  $259  in  excess  of  those  of 
the  preceding  year. 

The  Grand  Chaplain,  Bro.  John  Scrimger,  delivered  a  fine  address,  he  being  the 
Orator  for  the  year.  It  is  brief,  but  full  of  excellent  advice  to  the  Fraternity  as  to 
their  moral  duties  and  obligations.     He  received  the  thanks  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

A  proposition  to  establish  the  office  of  Grand  Lecturer  and  define  his  duties,  was 
negatived.  The  Grand  Lodges  of  New  Mexico  and  Indian  Territory  were  formally 
recognized. 

They  do  one  thing  in  this  Grand  Lodge  a  little  different  from  our  American  prac- 
tice. The  "scrutineers,"  as  tellers  of  the  election  are  called,  are  "obligated,"  and 
open  nominations  are  received  for  Grand  Master. 

The  "  Board  of  General  Purposes"  submitted  a  report  on  the  state  of  Masonry, 
giving  an  account  of  the  progress  of  the  Institution  during  its  first  decade  in  that  ju- 
risdiction.   The  number  of  Lodges  had  increased  from  twenty-one  to  fifty-nine. 
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There  had  been  twenty-three  hundred  and  ninety  initiations,  and  the  net  increase, 
after  deducting  deaths,  withdrawals,  and  suspensions,  had  been  fifteen  hundred  and 
eighty-six. 

There  is  no  Report  from  the  Committee  on  Correspondence.  There  are  fifty-nine 
Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  twenty-seven  hundred  and  fifty- 
three.  The  M.\  W.\  John  H.  Graham  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the  R.\  W.\ 
John  H.  Isaacson  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

RHODE    ISLAND. 

The  "Proceedings  of  the  Mr.  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations,"  again  come  to  us 
made  up  in  such  a  hodge-podge  manner  that  it  is  hard  work  to  make  any  connected 
or  readable  review  of  them.  Our  friends  in  this  little  bandbox  of  a  State  live  so 
near  each  other  that  all  the  Lodges  are  accessible  in  Special,  Semi-Annual,  and 
Annual  Communications,  whenever  the  Grand  Master  pleases  to  sound  his  trumpet. 
Well,  here  goes  at  a  trial  anyhow. 

First,  we  have  a  well  engraved  likeness  of  a  Past  Grand  Master,  Bro.  William 
Field,  who  died  in  1869,  having  then  passed  the  allotted  three  score  and  ten  years  of 
man's  life. 

Second,  the  proceedings  of  a  Special  Communication  held  in  Providence  on  the 
tenth  day  of  June,  1878,  for  the  purpose  of  constituting  Redwood  Lodge.  Everything 
was  done  in  ample  order,  including  a  sumptuous  banquet. 

Another  Special  Communication  at  Lonsdale  to  constitute  Unity  Lodge  ;  ditto, 
ditto. 

Then  followed  the  Semi-Annual  Communication,  held  in  Providence  on  the 
eighteenth  day  of  November,  1878,— the  M.'.W.'.  ChaelesR.  Cutler,  Grand  Master, 
presiding,  with  representatives  from  twenty-two  Lodges. 

The  Grand  Secretary  submitted  his  semi-annual  report.  We  must  lose  somewhat 
of  our  Yankee  reputation  for  guessing.  In  our  last  report,  noticing  the  invitation 
extended  to  the  Grand  Lodge  by  Bro.  Hiram  D.  Maxfield,  of  Silver  Spring,  to  at- 
tend a  clam-bake  on  his  place  on  the  ensuing  St.  John's  Day,  we  ventured  to  "  guess  " 
that  it  would  be  accepted.  But  we  were  mistaken.  For  once  gastronomy  failed, 
and  the  invitation  was  declined.    So  we  hide  our  diminished  head  as  a  prophet. 

Another  Special  Communication  was  held  in  Providence  on  the  twenty-fourth  day  of 
March,  1879,  at  which  action  was  had  on  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Revision 
of  the  Constitution.  After  due  consideration  the  same  was  adopted,  and  the  new 
Constitution  and  code  of  By-Laws  are  published  at  length. 

And  still  another  Special  Communication  was  held  in  Providence  on  the  fifteenth  day 
of  May,  1879,  to  dedicate  the  hall  fitted  up  by  the  Lodge  in  Westerly.  The  Grand 
Lodge  proceeded  to  that  town  and  duly  performed  its  work. 


We  at  length  come  to  the  grand  feast  of  the  Annual  Communication,  which  was 
held  in  Providence  on  the  nineteenth  day  of  May,  1879,— the  M.\  W.\  Charles  R. 
Cutler,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\W.\  Edwin  Baker  being  Grand  Secre- 
tary.   Thirty  Lodges  were  represented. 

An  application  was  presented  for  the  constitution  of  Orpheus  Lodge,  in  Provi- 
dence. The  members  had  for  years  formed  the  Orpheus  Club,  and  had  furnished 
music  for  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  Communications.  One  of  its  inflexible  rules  was 
that  no  one  should  be  admitted  who  was  not  a  Mason.  They  now  asked  to  be  formed 
into  a  regular  Lodge,  and  the  request  was  granted. 

Again  must  we  dismount  from  our  high-stepping  "guessing"  quadruped.  We 
predicted  that  our  W.\  and  Rev.  Bro.  Henry  W.  Rugg,  whose  handsome  portrait 
adorned  the  proceedings  of  last  year,  would  give  us  not  only  a  readable  but  elaborate 
Report  on  Correspondence.    But  it  has  been  boiled  down  to  the  pint  measure  of 
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three  pages— not  half  as  large  as  the  State  itself;  being  devoted  to  the  applications 
of  several  Grand  Lodges  for  recognition,  and  the  difficulties  between  Quebec  and 
Scotland.    He  recommended  this  resolution  as  to  the  latter,  and  it  was  adopted : — 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Master  of  Masons  be  requested  to  issue  an  edict  debar- 
ring from  the  privilege  of  visitation  in  this  jurisdiction  all  members  of  Lodges  in 
Quebec  holding  allegiance  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland. 

After  the  transaction  of  other  business,  we  come  at  last  to  the  Grand  Master's 
Address,  which  is  brief  and  confined  wholly  to  local  business.  The  reports  of  the 
District  Deputies  follow,  but  we  find  nothing  in  them  calling  for  notice. 

Bro.  R.  H.  Titley,  of  Newport,  through  Bro.  Rugg,  presented  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  a  "gavel  made  of  hard  wood  and  ornamented  with  wood  from  the  office  of 
General  George  Washington.  This  gavel  was  made  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury ago  by  Bro.  Stewart,  and  given  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  passed  from  the  hands 
of  Past  Grand  Master  Gray  to  Bro.  Titley  in  1860,  and  he,  after  due  inquiry,  found 
it  belonged  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  whose  care  he  has  returned  it." 

There  are  thirty-four  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  four 
thousand  two  hundred  and  forty-two.  The  Mr.  W.\  Edward  L.  Freeman  was  elected 
Grand  Master  and  the  jK.\  W.\  Edwin  Baker  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

SOUTH    CAROLINA. 

This  Grand  Lodge  held  its  one  hundred  and  third  Annual  Communication  in  the 
city  of  Charleston  on  the  ninth  day  of  December,  1879,— The  M.\  W.\  Augustine 
T.  Smythe,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  B.\  W.\  Charles  Inglesby  being 
Grand  Secretary.     One  hundred  and  fifty-eight  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  Address  was  brief  and  confined  to  the  affairs  of  the  jurisdic- 
tion. We  are  glad  to  read  the  following  words,  indicating  the  coming  day  after  a 
long  and  sad  political  and  financial  night  in  this  ancient  commonwealth.  The  Grand 
Master  says : — 

It  is  pleasant  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  quietness, 
and,  so  far  as  I  have  been  informed,  of  more  than  usual  harmony.  The  peacefulness 
which  has  prevailed  within  our  borders  generally  has  been  favorable  to  Masonry, 
while  the  abundant  harvests  with  which  our  people  have  been  blessed,  and  the 
prosperity  which  seems  to  be  dawning  brightly  on  our  State,  all  tend  to  increase  and 
promote  the  material  and  financial  interests  of  the  Craft. 

He  had  granted  dispensations  for  the  formation  of  six  new  Lodges.  He  publishes 
fifteen  of  his  decisions,  but  we  see  nothing  in  them  calling  for  special  notice. 

He  had  uniformly  denied  requests  to  have  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the 
certificate  of  the  Grand  Secretary  attached  to  applications  of  Lodges  or  individual 
Masons  for  aid,  either  within  or  without  the  jurisdiction.  This,  he  thought,  was 
"making  too  common  what  should  carry  with  it  weight  and  authority,"  besides 
encouraging  Masonic  mendicancy,  which  should  the  rather  be  discouraged. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  : — 

1.  Affirming  the  doctrine  of  exclusive  Masonic  jurisdiction  within  any  State,  Ter- 
ritory or  Province. 

2.  Expressing  regret  and  deep  concern  at  the  invasion  of  the  rights  and  territory 
of  Quebec  by  Scotland. 

3.  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  South  Carolina  will  hereby  join  with  other  Grand 
Lodges  in  fraternal  remonstrances  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  so  long  estab- 
lished as  an  eminent  governing  body,  whose  practice  has  ever  been  to  conserve  the 
principles  of  Masonic  right  and  universal  justice,  in  the  hope  that  she  may  be  induced 
to  reconsider  her  action  in  the  true  interest  of  Masonry. 

The  committee  appointed  last  year  to  ascertain,  if  possible,  the  whereabouts  of  a 
certain  brass  box  containing  "  centennial  records  of  1854,"  reported  that  no  trace 
thereof  could  be  obtained.  They  suppose  it  to  have  been  lost  during  the  frequent 
removal  of  Lodge  records  during  the  war. 

A  beautiful  jewel,  ordered  at  the  last  Communication,  was  presented  to  Past 
Grand  Master  Wilmot  G.  De  Saussure. 
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The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  the  Grand 
Secretary,  and  is  a  well  written  document  of  eighty  pages.  Bro.  Inglesby  never 
dips  his  pen  in  gall,  and  it  is  always  a  pleasure  to  peruse  whatever  comes  therefrom. 
He  devotes  two  pages  to  California,  and  is  very  eulogistic  of  our  Grand  Masters  Ad- 
dress.   He  also  speaks  a  word  of  commendation  of  our  own  report. 

He  thinks  that  Minnesota  is  all  wrong  in  its  non-action  upon  the  complaint  of 
Dakota.    We  "  dink  so  too." 

There  are  one  hundred  and  eighty-three  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  mem- 
bership of  six  thousand  one  hundred  ajd  sixty-five.  The  Grand  Master  and  Grand 
Secretary  were  re-elected. 

TENNESSEE. 
The  sixty-sixth  Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge  was  held  in  Nashville 
on  the  tenth  day  of  November,  1879, — the  M.- .   W.- .  George  C.   Connor,   Grand 
Master,  presiding,  and  the  B.\  W.\  John  Frizzell  being  Grand  Secretary.     Three 
hundred  and  forty-five  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  the  longest  one  of  the  kind  that  has  ever  come 
under  our  notice,  occupying,  with  accompanying  documents,  forty-four  pages  of  fine 
print.  But  it  is  well  written  and  ably  discusses  many  points  of  interest,  as  well  as 
the  transactions  of  his  office  and  business  of  the  jurisdiction.  We  would  like  to  make 
liberal  and  extended  extracts  therefrom,  but  must  be  content  with  a  few  simple 
references.  "  This,"  he  remarks,  "  has  been  a  year  of  trial  and  sorrow,  but  it  has 
not  been  without  its  pleasures  and  promises  of  reward.  Traveling  along  the  thorny 
pathway  of  duty,  weary  and  dust-covered,  we  have  halted  at  many  a  green  oasis, 
partaken  of  the  sparklfng  waters  of  sympathy  and  love,  and  girded  up  our  loins  to 
meet  the  demands  of  an  earnest  life  ;  and  now,  having  laid  aside  our  working  tools, 
we  have  come  together  to  recount  our  journeyings  and  labors,  and  enjoy  here  a  sea- 
son of  rest  and  refreshment." 

Two  pages  of  the  Address  are  devoted  to  the  necrology  of  the  year.  Feeling 
reference  is  made  to  the  renewed  ravages  of  the  yellow  fever  in  Memphis.  The 
Board  of  Masonic  Relief  of  that  city  determined  to,  and  did,  sustain  the  burdens 
thrown  upon  them,  without  calling  for  or  receiving  pecuniary  aid  from  the  outside. 
Many  of  the  citizens  and  brethren,  learning  wisdom  from  the  past,  fled  to  the 
mountains,  and  thus  many  escaped.  Frequently  did  the  Grand  Master  write  to  the 
Memphis  brethren,  tendering  assistance,  but  the  response  was  "Not  yet:  thank 
God,  the  cruse  is  not  yet  dry."     And  so  it  was  to  the  end. 

A.mong  the  illustrious  Masonic  dead  of  the  year,  the  Grand  Master  makes  men- 
tion of  Past  Grand  Master  Matthew  D.  Cooper,  who  was  called  away  in  the  eighty- 
sixth  year  of  his  age.  He  had  been  a  Master  Mason  since  1815,  sixty-four  years.  He 
was  Grand  Master  of  Tennessee  in  1825.  That  year,  when  he  was  the  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  '■  our  brother,  General  Lafayette,  was  presented  to  that  Grand  Lodge  by 
Past  Grand  Master  Andrew  Jackson,  M.\  W.\  Wilkins  Tannehill  being  in  the 
grand  East."  A  Lodge  of  Sorrow  was  held  in  commemoration  of  this  aged  veteran, 
at  which  an  elaborate  eulogy  was  pronounced  by  Bro.  W.  C.  Whitthorne. 

We  have  already  alluded  to  a  difficulty  between  the  Grand  Masters  of  Tennessee 
and  Kentucky,  growing  out  of  the  discipline  of  an  unworthy  Mason  living  on  the 
borders,  and  claimed  as  subject  by  a  Lodge  in  each  State.  Grand  Master  Con- 
nor presents  the  Tennessee  argument  as  strongly  as  Grand  Master  Pettit  did  that  of 
Kentucky,  and  the  whole  correspondence  appears  as  an  appendix  to  this  Address. 
As  the  two  could  not  possibly  agree,  at  the  suggestion  of  Grand  Master  Connor  a 
eommittee  of  five  Past  Grand  Masters  was  appointed  to  visit  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Kentucky  and  endeavor  to  bring  about  an  amicable  settlement  of  the  difficulty.  We 
hope  they  may  succeed,  and  do  not  doubt  but  that  they  will. 

The  Grand  Master  is  very  severe  upon  those  in  the  jurisdiction  who  would  do 
away  with  the  Reports  of  the  Committees  on  Correspondence,  and  pays  a  glowing 
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tribute  to  the  writers  of  those  reports  and  their  value  to  the  Fraternity.  As  one  of 
these  writers,  though  far  away,  we  thank  the  Grand  Master  for  his  honest,  plain- 
spoken  words  ;  and  will  only  add,  that  if  any  jurisdiction  has  reason  to  complain  of 
the  worthlessness  of  these  reports,  it  is  not  Tennessee,  as  long  as  Bro.  Blackie  wields 
the  pen. 

Tennessee,  like  many  other  jurisdictions,  is  afflicted  with  some  business  Masons 
who  will  persist  in  using  Masonry  to  collect  business  debts.  Of  these,  and  such 
efforts,  the  Grand  Master  well  says  :  "If  a  brother  wrongs  or  defrauds  another,  wil- 
fully, let  him  be  punished  as  our  law  prescribes  ;  but  let  us  not  rend  our  Lodges  in 
sunder  by  trials  to  enforce  the  cutting  of  saw-logs,  the  removal  of  fence-rails,  the 
delivery  of  wheat,  and  such  failures  of  contract,  until  the  civil  courts  first  determine 
that  the  failure  to  fulfill  those  contracts  was  with  intent  to  wrong  and  defraud."  To 
all  which  we  say,  Amen. 

Forty-five  of  the  official  rulings  of  the  Grand  Master  are  published,  but  we  see 
nothing  in  them  of  special  interest  to  outsiders. 

The  Grand  Master  addressed  letters  to  three  hundred  and  five  Masters  of  Lodges, 
asking  questions  about  the  affairs  and  prosperity  and  wants  of  their  respective 
Lodges.  He  received  one  hundred  and  fifty-two  replies  ;  and  nearly  one-half  of  this 
Address  is  taken  up  with  his  comments  upon  those  answers,  and  recommendations  of 
remedies  for  existing  abuses.  They  form  interesting  reading  to  the  brethren  of  that 
jurisdiction,  but  would  hardly  justify  further  notice  on  our  part. 

Bro.  Blackie,  Representative  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  near  that  of 
Tennessee,  submitted  a  written  report  on  the  difficulties  between  Scotland  and 
Quebec,  giving  the  results  of  his  correspondence  with  Scotland,  as  instructed  by 
Tennessee  last  year.  He  had  received  several  of  the  most  kind  and  considerate 
letters  from  the  Grand  Master,  Sir  Michael  Shaw-Stewart,  and  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary, Bro.  D.  Murray  Lyon.  "  The  warmest  hopes  were  expressed  for  the  continuance 
of  friendly  relations  between  Scotland  and  the  American  Grand  Bodies."  "  Yet," 
adds  Bro.  Blackie,  "I  deeply  regret  to  state  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  is 
not  able  to  see  the  matter  as  it  is  viewed  by  her  American  Grand  Sisters,  and  that 
while  disclaiming  all  intention,  now  or  in  the  future,  to  interfere  with  the  jurisdic- 
tional rights  of  her  American  sisters,  yet  they  overlook  the  principle  of  Grand  Lodge 
sovereignty  as  explained  by  us,  and  declare  that  they  will  not  brook  interference  of 
any  foreign  Grand  Lodge  with  what  they  do  in  British  dominions."  Bro.  Blackie 
then  states  in  detail  the  history  of  this  matter,  but  we  have  already  laid  that  before 
our  readers.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Tennessee  passed  several  strong  resolutions  on 
the  subject,  the  pith  of  which  may  be  seen  in  this  one  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Tennessee  reluctantly  yields  to  the  necessity 
imposed  upon  her  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  and  declares  that  she  abandons 
all  Masonic  intercourse  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  so  long  as  she  shall  con- 
tinue her  unwarrantable  interference  with  the  jurisdiction  of  Quebec. 

Who  can  tell  whereunto  all  this  may  grow? 

One  curious  case  is  presented  by  the  Committee  on  Appeals.  A  brother  was 
charged  with  drunkenness,  and  also  with  forging  a  certain  written  instrument.  Upon 
due  trial,  the  charges  and  specifications  were  sustained  by  the  unanimous  vote  of 
the  Lodge.  The  Lodge  then  proceeded  to  vote  upon  the  specifications  separately, 
the  result  being  an  acquittal  on  the  charge  of  drunkenness,  and  conviction  and  ex- 
pulsion on  that  of  forgery.  The  committee,  after  a  careful  examination  of  the  tran- 
script, find  that  the  charge  of  drunkenness  was  fully  sustained,  but  not  the  other. 
So  they  reversed  the  action  of  the  Lodge,  and  sent  the  case  back  for  a  new  trial. 
Some  of  the  actions  of  Lodges  on  trials  is  "  what  no  feller  can  find  out." 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  by  Bro.  George  S.  Blackie, 
and  is  one  of  the  best  ever  written  by  that  brother.  He  thoroughly,  but  in  a  fraternal 
spirit,  reviews  the  proceedings  of  sister  Grand  Lodges,  California  for  1878  among  the

number.  He  is  very  complimentary  to  our  Grand  Lodge  in  general  and  to  Grand 
Master  Browne  in  particular.  "The  most  generous  appropriations,"  remarks  Bro. 
Blackie,  "were  made  to  the  suffering  and  sick  in  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  and  Ten- 
nessee, and  the  brethren  throughout  the  State  appeared  to  have  exercised  that  noble 
contention  as  to  who  should  most  excel  in  good  deeds."  We  thank  our  brother 
heartily  for  his  kind  words  anent  ourself. 

There  are  four  hundred  and  fourteen  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  member- 
ship of  sixteen  thousand  five  hundred  and  and  thirty-one.  The  Mr.  W.\  Wilbur 
F.  Foster  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the  H.\W.\  John  Frirzell  was  re-elected 
Grand  Secretary. 

TEXAS, 

The  proceedings  of  the  forty-fourth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Texas  come  to  us  in  a  bulky  volume  of  over  five  hundred  pages,  an  evidence  of 
the  growth  and  magnitude  of  the  Masonic  body  in  this  empire  State  of  the  South- 
west. The  Communication  was  held  in  the  city  of  Houston  on  the  eleventh  day  of 
December,  1879,— the  M.\  W.\  John  B.  Jones,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the 
R.\  W.'.  George  H.  Bringhurst  being  Grand  Secretary.  One  hundred  and  seventy- 
seven  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  Address  is  a  well  written,  business-like  document.  Of  the 
growth  during  the  year  he  says  :— 

As  a  general  thing  the  membership  has  not  increased  as  rapidly  as  heretofore, 
and  there  have  been  fewer  applications  for  new  Lodges  than  for  a  number  of  years 
past.  While  this  may  to  some  extent  be  attributable  to  the  scarcity  of  money  and 
general  hard  times,  I  am  inclined  to  accept  it  as  an  evidence  of  a  healthy  reaction  in 
the  views  of  our  brethren  in  regard  to  the  necessity  for  so  many  Lodges,  and  in 
regard  to  the  moral  fitness  of  those  who  are  received  as  members  among  them.  I 
know  of  some  Lodges  which  have  worked  harmoniously  the  whole  year  without 
having  conferred  a  single  degree,  and  yet  they  are  prosperous  and  happy.  This 
indicates  a  healthy  and  sound  organization,  and  I  take  pleasure  in  alluding  to  it. 

The  Grand  Master  feelingly  and  appropriately  alluded  to  the  loss  sustained  by  the 
brethren  in  the  death  of  Bro.  E.  H.  Gushing,  who  for  many  years  had  been  the  very 
acceptable  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence.  We  missed  him  much, 
when  death  compelled  him  to  lay  down  his  pen.    Of  him  the  Grand  Master  says  :— 

Within  my  own  knowledge  he  has  been  an  active  participant  in  all  our  labors  for 
the  past  twenty  years.  He  was  emphatically  a  working  member.  Zealous  and  de- 
voted in  his  attachment  to  the  Order  and  the  noble  principles  inculcated  by  its 
teachings,  he  never  flagged  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  a  Mason.  He  never  was 
a  candidate  for  any  position,  but  worked  faithfully  and  effectively  in  whatever  place 
he  was  assigned.  He  served  several  times  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence,  and  was  distinguished  as  one  of  our  soundest  and  ablest  writers. 
WTe  feel  well  assured  that  he  has  received  his  reward  as  a  Mason  and  a  Christian. 

There  had  been  five  applications  for  new  Lodges,  but  he  had  granted  only  one, 
the  rest  being  deficient  in  form  or  substance.  As  more  than  an  offset  to  this  light 
increase,  five  moribund  Lodges  had  given  up  the  ghost  during  the  year. 

We  freely  admit  the  full  sovereignty  of  each  Grand  Jurisdiction,  and  that  it  is  no 
outsider's  business  what  local  provisions  each  may  incorporate  into  its  Constitution 
or  By-Laws;  but  we  cannot  but  think  that  one  of  the  edicts  of  this  Grand  Lodge 
works  hardship  in  some  cases,  if  its  iron  rule  admits  of  no  relaxation.  Occupancy 
of  a  Lodge  room  in  common  with  another  society  is  positively  prohibited.  A  country 
Lodge  was  thus  situated,  occupying  in  common  with  the  Odd  Fellows.  The  officers, 
in  explanation,  stated  that  their  "  paraphernalia"  was  always  safely  kept  in  a  trunk, 
and  the  room  was  safer  than  any  other  that  could  be  obtained  in  the  town.  But  the 
ax  fell,  and  the  charter  was  arrested  for  that  unpardonable  sin  in  Texas.  We  dis- 
courage such  joint  occupancy  in  this  jurisdiction,  but  have  no  such  edict ;  and  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  in  several  places,  small  in  population  and  very  limited  in  resources, 
pecuniary  and  otherwise,  Masons  and  Odd  Fellows  do  occupy  the  same  Lodge  room, 
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and  we  never  heard  of  any  moral  or  Masonic  earthquake  occurring  in  consequence. 
As  we  have  before  remarked,  there  is  such  a  thing  as  sitting  so  straight  on  horseback 
as  to  lean  backwards.  In  the  case  of  another  Lodge,  we  have  no  plea  in  abatement, 
and  can  only  say  "served  'em  right."  The  Lodge  met  in  the  same  hall  with  the 
Grangers,  and  thought  they  "  got  around  n  the  edict  by  having  c:  a  curtain  of  domes- 
tic on  a  wire  across  the  middle  of  the  hall,  which  reaches  within  a  foot  of  the  ceiling, 
and  lacks  as  much  of  touching  the  floor.  The  Grangers  meet  in  one  end  and  the 
Lodge  in  the  other.  The  custom  is,  when  the  Grange  has  a  full  meeting,  to  draw  the 
curtain  to  one  side  and  use  the  whole  space,  and  when  the  Lodge  has  a  full  meeting  it 
does  the  same."    The  Grand  Lodge  revoked  the  charter  of  this  interesting  Lodge. 

One  of  the  questions  submitted  to  the  Grand  Master,  and  his  decision,  were  as 
follows  : — 

Question. — Should  a  candidate  who  has  conscientious  scruples  about  swearing, 
but  will  affirm,  be  estopped  therefor  from  taking  the  degrees? 

Answer.— Yes.  There  is  no  place  in  the  Ritual  where  the  word  affirm  can  be 
substituted  for  any  word  that  is  used.  One  who  cannot  conscientiously  conform  to 
all  the  requirements  of  our  Order  has  no  place  among  us. 

The  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  while  affirming  this  decision,  as  being 
in  perfect  accordance  with  the  Ritual,  thought  a  change  might  be  made  therein,  and 
so  referred  the  question  to  the  Committee  on  Work. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota  having  forwarded  to  this  Grand  Lodge  the  sum  of 
$34  50,— being  the  amount  of  indebtedness  incurred  by  Texas  in  the  case  of  Grand 
Master  Braden  of  Minnesota,  who  died  in  Texas, — it  was  ordered  that  the  same  be 
returned,  with  the  assurance  that  "  what  was  done  was  done  out  of  the  fullness  of 
our  hearts  for  the  brotherhood,  and  with  no  thought  of  reimbursement."  "  Charity 
never  faileth,"  says  the  good  book,  and  here  is  a  practical  illustration. 

We  always,  when  reading  the  reports  of  the  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Ap- 
peals of  this  Grand  Lodge,  expect  to  find  some  rich  specimens,  and  seldom  are  we 
disappointed.  They  are  not  quite  as  rich  and  spicy  this  year,  but  we  must  extract  a 
plum  or  two  : — 

In  one  Lodge  a  brother  was  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  and  thirteen 
months  thereafter  was  expelled  for  unmasonic  conduct,  for  not  paying  his  dues. 
This  looks  to  us  like  hanging  a  man  after  he  was  dead,  and  so  the  Grand  Lodge 
thought. 

Another  Lodge  expelled  a  member  when  "the  only  witness  offered  to  sustain 
the  charge  was  a  profane,  of  bad  character  for  truth."  The  Biblical  rule  about  "two 
or  three  witnesses  "  was  evidently  ignored,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  rectified  the  matter 
without  sending  the  brother  back  to  the  Lodge. 

In  another  Lodge,  which  had  a  membership  of  over  one  hundred,  only  ten  voted, 
and  expelled  the  brother  by  a  vote  of  six  to  four.  The  Grand  Lodge  thought  that 
that  Lodge  had  better  try  it  over  again. 

In  another  instance,  the  offending  brother  spoke  contemptuously  of  the  Bible  lying 
on  the  altar,  and  said:  ■■  I  do  not  believe  in  the  God  of  Israel  as  described  in  the 
Scriptures,  nor  in  the  Divine  authenticity  of  the  Scriptures."  On  the  trial  he  admit- 
ted the  use  of  this  language,  and  yet  was  acquitted.  The  Grand  Lodge,  having 
"established  the  Bible  as  a  landmark,"  expelled  the  brother  in  question. 

There  are  some  other  remarkable  features  in  the  record  of  trials  before  us,  but 
we  must  be  content  with  this  notice  of  them. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  Bro.  J.  H. 
McLeary,  his  first  effort.  It  is  well  written  and  compiled,  and  does  credit  to  the 
brother  upon  whom  the  mantle  of  the  lamented  Cushing  had  fallen.  California  for 
1878  is  liberally  noticed. 

There  are  four  hundred  and  sixteen  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership 
of  seventeen  thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy-seven.  The  M.\  W.'.  E.  G.  Bower 
was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the  B.\  W.\  George  H.  Bringhurst  was  re-elected 
Grand  Secretary. 
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UTAH. 

The  eighth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah  was  held  in  Salt 
Lake  City  on  the  twelfth  day  of  November,  1879,— the  R.\  W.\  Frank  Tilford, 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  presiding,  in  the  absence  of  the  Grand  Master,  and  the  B.\ 
W.'.  Christopher  Diehl  being  Grand  Secretary.    Six  Lodges  were  represented. 

Grand  Master  Clohecy  transmitted  his  Address,  which  was  read  by  Past  Grand 
Master  Scott.  He  exhorts  all  the  brethren  to  exemplify  the  moral  tenets  of  Free- 
masonry in  their  lives.  By  the  contrary  course  too  many  of  the  Fraternity  "  daily 
afford  the  enemies  and  detractors  of  our  beloved  institution  with  weapons  and  argu- 
ments with  which  to  cast  reproach  upon  it.  Vice  in  every  shape,"  he  continues, 
"  should  be  visited  with  condemnation.  If  by  mild  and  lenient  measures  a  weak 
brother  cannot  be  brought  to  realize  the  error  of  his  ways  ;  if  in  violation  of  the 
duties  he  owes  to  his  God,  his  family,  and  himself,  he  persists  in  his  evil  course,  then 
visit  upon  him  the  severest  punishment.  Masonry  in  Utah  has  suffered  sufficiently 
from  such  causes,  and  the  time  has  arrived  when  we  must  proceed  to  cut  off  these 
worse  than  dead  branches." 

He  pays  a  feeling  and  deserved  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Past  Grand  Master  R. 
H.  Robertson,  who  had  been  called  away  during  the  year.  He  was  one  of  the  pio- 
neers of  Masonry  in  Utah,  and  says  the  Grand  Master  :  "  Masonry,  generally,  owes 
much  to  our  departed  brother,  and  his  memory  will  ever  remain  green  in  the  hearts 
of  the  Fraternity  of  this  jurisdiction."  A  Lodge  of  Sorrow,  in  his  commemoration, 
was  held  on  the  evening  of  the  ninth  of  February. 

The  Grand  Master  had  visited,  officially,  all  the  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction,  and, 
with  the  exception  of  Weber  No.  6,  had  found  them  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  To 
the  last  named  he  administers  a  firm  rebuke  for  their  want  of  harmony  and  lack  of 
zeal.  The  brethren  took  the  same  in  good  part,  and  promised  better  things  fur  the 
future. 

He  publishes  three  of  his  decisions,  one  of  which  was  that  "a  soldier  or  seafaring 
man  gains  Masonic  residence  wherever  temporarily  located  ;  otherwise  that  large 
body  of  useful  men  might  be  forever  debarred  from  the  privileges  of  the  institution." 
The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  approved  of  the  spirit  of  this  decision,  but,  as  the 
course  recommended  would  involve  an  amendment  of  the  Constitution,  they  recom- 
mended the  same,  by  waiving  the  requirement  of  a  twelve  months  residence  when 
the  applicant  was  "employed  in  actual  service  in  the  army  of  the  United  States." 
This  will  let  in  the  good  and  true  men  of  Camp  Douglas,  to  whom  the  Masons  and 
other  Gentiles  of  Salt  Lake  City  owe  much  of  their  freedom  from  the  tender  mercies 
of  the  "  Danites." 

The  Grand  Master  is  strongly  opposed  to  the  project,  submitted  at  the  last  Com- 
munication, to  place  the  Grand  Lodge  upon  wheels.  He  advises  its  "  permanent 
anchorage  in  the  city  of  Salt  Lake." 

The  Deputy  Grand  Master  also  submitted  a  brief  Address  relating  to  his  own  offi- 
cial work  as  the  acting  Grand  Master  for  a  portion  of  the  year.  He  earnestly  recom- 
mended the  Grand  Lodge  library  to  the  attention  and  support  of  the  Fraternity. 

Grand  Secretary  Diehl  made  report  of  his  action  as  such,  and  as  Grand  Librarian, 
in  two  well  written  papers.  He  had  compiled  and  had  printed  a  codification  of  the 
Laws  and  Regulations,  and  decisions  on  Masonic  Laws.  We  received  a  copy  of  this 
pamphlet  from  Bro.  Diehl,  and  cheerfully  give  him  the  meed  of  a  skillful  master 
workman  in  its  compilation.  The  history  of  Masonry  in  Utah,  which  accompanied 
the  digest,  is  of  itself  a  full  remuneration  for  whatever  cost  may  have  been  incurred. 
He  truthfully  remarks,  in  relation  to  this  history,  that  he  "  was  not  only  a  witnea 
but  also  a  participant  in  the  early  struggles  of  Masonry  in  Utah,  and  most  of  the 
events  detailed  in  the  sketch  were  fresh  in  his  memory."  He  thinks  there  is  a  bright 
future  for  Masonry  in  Utah.  In  conclusion  he  announced  his  intention  to  retire  from 
the  position.     We  give  here  what  our  brother  says  on  this  point :— 
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Brothers,  it  now  becomes  necessary  for  me  to  inform  you  that  it  is  my  intention 
to  retire  from  the  office  of  Grand  Secretary.  This  step  is  not  of  a  moment's  thought, 
but  has  been  well  considered  the  past  twelve  months,  and  is  demanded  by  my  health 
and  my  business.  Within  the  last  few  years  I  have  noticed  a  failing  of  my  sight,  a 
disease  unknown  by  any  of  my  ancestors,  and  which  I  attribute  to  the  reading  of  the 
small  print  in  the  proceedings  of  sister  jurisdictions,  which  I  have  to  do  by  coal  oil 
light  during  the  late  hours  of  night.  I  am  a  hard-working  man  as  you  all  must  admit, 
and  constantly  have  to  toil  to  support  my  family,  and  I  can  assure  you  that  the  salary 
received  from  the  Grand  Lodge'this  last  two  years  has  not  recompensed  me  for  the 
losses  I  have  sustained  in  my  business.  Some  of  you  may  think  that  the  work  of  a 
Grand  Secretary  of  the  small  jurisdiction  of  Utah  is  not  of  such  a  magnitude  as  to 
require  much  time,  and  it  may  be  so,  but  it  does  not  apply  to  me,  as  it  is  not  in  my 
nature  to  do  anything  half.  "A  thing  worth  doing  is  worth  doing  well,"  and  that 
requires  always  time.  In  a  previoas  report  I  have  stated,  and  here  repeat  it,  that 
none  of  my  reports  have  been  written  without  a  great  deal  of  study,  and  with  the 
German-English  dictionary  on  my  desk,  and  that  it  is  hard  work,  no  one  at  all  familliar 
with  writing,  can  den}7.  I  doubt  not,  in  fact  I  know,  that  among  the  many  intelligent 
members  of  this  Grand  Body  not  only  one  but  quite  a  number  can  be  found  to  whom 
the  Grand  Secretary's  work  may  be  an  easy  task,  and  to  whom  the  many  obstacles  I 
have  to  contend  with  are  unknown,  more  especially  at  this  time  when  the  reputation 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah  is  as  well  established  as  that  of  any  other  in  the  whole 
land.  Whoever  may  be  honored  with  your  choice  to  be  my  successor  has  my  prom- 
ise that  I  will  assist  him,  should  he  so  desire,  until  he  is  fully  acquainted  with  the 
workings  of  the  office. 

We  may  here  remark  in  passing,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  passed  a  resolution  highly 
eulogistic  of  Bro.  Diehl,  doubled  his  salary,  and  unanimously  re-elected  him— to  all 
which  Bro.  Diehl,  like  a  good  man,  submitted  gracefully,  and  so  the  jurisdiction 
has  still  one  of  the  best  Grand  Secretaries  in  the  Union. 

His  Report  as  Grand  Librarian  is  also  a  full  and  interesting  document,  and  having 
had,  during  a  visit  to  Salt  Lake  City  last  year,  an  opportunity  to  inspect  this  institu- 
tion, and  see  a  little  of  what  the  Librarian  has  accomplished,  we  could  but  say,  "Well 
done,  good  and  faithful  servant."  The  Grand  Lodge  appropriated  one  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  towards  current  expenses,  and  sixty  dollars  for  rebinding  old  works. 
We  were  pleased  to  learn  that  the  library,  and  especially  the  reading-room,  were 
well  patronized  by  the  citizens. 

A  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  sent  over  from  last  year,  to  the  effect 
that  "  any  member  in  good  standing  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  within  the  gift  of 
the  Lodge,"  was,  after  an  earnest  debate,  rejected,  only  one  Lodge  voting  in  its 
favor. 

One  of  the  cases  reported  upon  by  the  Committee  on  Appeals  directly  brought 
up  the  question  of  Freemasonry  vs.  Mormonism,  and  being  therefore  of  general  in- 
terest, we  shall  notice  it  at  some  length.  One  John  P.  Sorenson  had  been  expelled 
by  Argenta  Lodge,  because  in  April,  1879,  he  did  "  unite  himself,  and  at  this  date  is 
in  full  fellowship  with  an  association  of  persons  commonly  known  as  the  Mormon 
Church,  whose  principles  and  practices  in  Utah  are  in  direct  violation  of  the  laws  of 
the  United  States,  as  well  as  the  laws  of  morality  and  common  decency."  Five  of 
the  Commissioners  who  tried  him  (he  refusing  to  appear  in  person,)  pronounced  him 
guilty  ;  the  sixth  dissented  for  these  reasons  : — 

It  cannot  be  sustained,  as  charged,  that  he,  by  joining  the  Mormon  church,  be- 
came disloyal  to  the  Government  under  which  he  holds  citizenship,  as  the  United 
States  Government  has  not  as  yet  disfranchised  any  of  the  believers  in  the  Mormon 
doctrine,  but,  with  a  knowledge  of  all  that  has  been  made  known  about  that  religious 
faith,  has  admitted  avowed  Mormons  to  sit  among  peers  and  law-makers  of  this  great 
nation. 

The  avowal  of  John  P.  Sorensen,  as  declaring  himself  an  advocate  of  polygamy, 
does  not  lay  him  liable  to  Masonic  punishment,  unless  it  should  be  proven  that  he 
himself  practiced  polygamy,  as  the  advocating  of  a  principle  does  in  no  instance  ad- 
mit that  the  party,  so  advocating  it,  would  himself  practice  it. 

For  reasons  before  stated,  I  cannot  join  the  Commissioners  in  their  verdict,  and 
consider  it  a  dangerous  precedent,  as  no  man  should  be  put  on  trial  as  to  his  religious 
belief,  except  he  openly  declares  himself  an  atheist. 
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On  the  same  occasion  the  other  five  Commissioners  presented  in  writing  the  fol- 
lowing, to-wit: — 

In  submitting  to  the  Lodge  the  judgment  in  said  case,  the  majority  of  the  com- 
missioners deem  the  case  of  sufficient  importance  to  warrant  them  in  setting  forth 
their  reasons  for  the  action  they  have  taken.  At  the  outset  we  disclaim  all  intention 
of  interfering  with  any  brother's  religious  belief,  so  long  as  he  is  a  good  Mason  and 
true,  and  complies  with  the  theological  requirements  demanded  of  him  at  the  thresh- 
old of  Masonry.  We  will  not,  as  Masons,  quarrel  with  a  brother  should  he  even  set 
himself  up  as  prophet  of  the  Most  High,  provided  he  leads  a  moral  and  upright  life, 
and  obeys  the  laws  of  the  country  in  which  he  lives ;  but  when  we  see  a  brother  de- 
liberately connecting  himself  with  an  institution  claiming  to  be  religious,  which  he 
and  every  Mason,  and  every  intelligent  citizen  of  the  TerritorjT  knows,  has  for  years 
openly  encouraged  and  enjoined  upon  the  members,  a  practice  in  direct  violation  of 
the  law  of  the  land,  and  when  we  find  a  brother  upholding  and  sanctioning  that  prac- 
tice, knowing  it  to  be  in  violation  of  law,  we  deem  it  our  duty,  apart  from  and  without 
reference  to  our  bitter  abhorrence  of  the  practice  itself,  degrading  and  productive  of 
so  much  misery  as  it  is,  to  place  the  seal  of  condemnation  upon  the  act,  so  far  as  it 
lies  in  our  power  as  Masons  to  do,  relying  upon  the  intelligent  judgment  of  our  breth- 
ren throughout  the  Territory  and  civilized  world  to  sustain  us  in  our  course.  Other 
and  cogent  reasons  might  be  adduced,  satisfactory  at  least  to  the  great  majority  of 
the  Fraternity  in  this  Territory,  why  no  brother  should  be  permitted  to  retain  his 
membership  in  any  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction,  after  having  joined  the  Mormon  Church 
organization.  We  deem  it  sufficient,  however,  to  sustain  our  action,  that  the  brother 
upholds  the  violation  of  law,  which  the  Mormon  organization  sustains  and  enjoins. 

The  Grand  Lodge  Committee  sustained  the  verdict  of  the  Lodge,  and  thus  con- 
clude their  able  report: — 

Suppose  the  said  Sorensen  had  been  charged  with  having  joined  an  association 
of  thieves,  and  that  on  his  trial  by  the  Lodge,  the  evidence  adduced  had  shown  that 
he  had  joined  the  association,  but  failed  to  show  that  he  had  yet  picked  a  pocket, 
applied  a  torch,  or  gone  upon  the  highway.  Would  such  failure  have  been  a  valid 
objection  against  his  expulsion?  Most  certainly  not.  Yet  such,  in  effect,  is  the  ob- 
jection urged,  in  this  case,  by  Bro.  Moses  C.  Phillips.  Anyone  who  joins  a  conspir- 
acy thereby  makes  himself  an  abettor  in  everything  which  is  afterwards  done  in 
carrying  into  effect  its  objects.  In  Masonic  Jurisprudence  many  wrongs  are  pun- 
ishable which  are  not  so  by  municipal  law;  and  whether  the  acts  of  the  said  Soren- 
sen  are,  or  are  not,  in  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  Territorty,  or  general  Government, 
makes  no  difference  in  this  case.  Because,  by  joining  the  Mormon  Church  conspiracy 
the  said  Sorensen  became  an  abettor  of  those  members  of  the  Church  who  have  vio- 
lated and  are  constantly  violating  the  law  against  polygamy,  and  as  such  abettor  is 
morally  responsible,  although  he  may  not  be  amenable  to  civil  punishment.  As 
many  offenses  against  morals  are  punishable  by  the  laws  of  Masonry,  which  are  not  so 
by  municipal  laws,  we  think  the  acts  of  which  the  said  Sorensen  has  been  proven 
and  found  guilty,  constitutes  a  Masonic  offense,  rendering  him  unfit  to  be  continued 
in  the  fellowship  of  the  Fraternity,  and  for  which  he  should  be  promptly  expelled. 
Congress,  in  permitting  an  acknowledged  polygamist  to  sit  in  that  body,  is  a  national 
humiliation,  which  every  true  citizen  deprecates,  and  which  it  is  to  be  hoped,  for  the 
honor  and  dignity  of  Masonry,  will  never  be  followed  by  they  Fraternity.  For  the 
reasons  set  forth  herein,  your  committee  recommend  that  the  judgment  of  expulsion 
in  this  case  be  affirmed. 

The  Grand  Lodge  unanimously  concurred,  and  so  no  doubt  can  be  entertained  as 
to  its  position  in  relation  to  Mormonism.  We  cordially  approve  this  action,  as  will 
every  one  who  ever  visits  that  city  and  sees  and  hears  of  the  actual  doings  of  that 
compound  of  polygamists  and  traitors  to  the  United  States  Government. 

The  Scotland  and  Quebec  difficulty  was  before  this  Grand  Lodge  at  the  last 
Communication,  and  was  then  referred  to  Past  Grand  Master  John  S.  Scott,  the 
Representative  of  Scotland,  and  Grand  Secretary  Diehl,  who  held  the  same  posi- 
tion as  to  Quebec,  to  consider  and  report  thereon  at  this  Communication.  Each  sub- 
mitted an  elaborate  report,  each  taking  the  side  of  the  jurisdiction  he  represented. 
Bro.  Scott  thought  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  had  been  "  hot  and  hasty  '"in  its  ac- 
tion, but  still  was  of  the  opinion  that  "  no  body  of  Masons  anywhere  will  be  found 
more  ready  to  extend  the  right  hand  of  fellowship,  or  more  willing  to  accede  to  any 
manly,  generous  mode  of  arriving  at  an  amicable  settlement  of  the  difficulty  than 
they."    He  therefore  offered  these  resolutions: — 
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Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah  deeply  regrets  the  unfortunate  misunder- 
standing existing  between  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Scotland  and  Quebec,  brought  about 
by  mistakes  committed  on  both  sides;  but  as  it  is  the  belief  of  this  Grand  Lodge  that 
an  amicable  adjustment  of  the  difficulty  can  be  effected  more  readily  by  friendly 
counsel  than  by  a  resort  to  harsh  measures  on  the  part  of  sister  Grand  Lodges,  it  is 
therefore  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah  will  continue  to  maintain  friendly  rela- 
tions with  both  those  Grand  Bodies  and  all  their  children,  until  it  shall  become  ap- 
parent that  such  amicable  adjustment  is  impossible,  when  this  Grand  Lodge  will  take 
such  action  as  may  then  seem  proper. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah  earnestly  appeals  to  the  Grand  Lodges 
of  Scotland  and  Quebec  to  appoint  from  among  their  members  a  commission,  com- 
posed of  the  wisest  and  best  in  each  Grand  Body,  which  shall  meet  and  adopt  some 
plan  of  settlement  satisfactory  to  both,  and  forever  heal  the  breach  now  existing 
between  them. 

Bro.  Diehl,  the  Representative  of  Quebec,  puts  on  his  war-paint  and  pitches  in- 
to Scotland  as  if  he  meant  it.  He  thinks,  by  its  action,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  not  only 
trespassed  upon  the  rights  of  Quebec,  but  on  those  of  every  other  North  American 
Grand  Lodge.  There  was  no  difference  between  its  action  and  that  of  Hamburg 
towards  New  York,  for  which  it  was  under  the  ban  of  every  Grand  Lodge  in  the 
United  States.    He  concluded  by  offering  these  resolutions: — 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  Utah, 
in  Annual  Communication  assembled,  "  declares  a  strict  adherence  to  the  American 
doctrine  of  exclusive  Territorial  jurisdiction,  as  enunciated  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Massachusetts,  in  1783,  that  when  a  Grand  Lodge  is  established  in  any  Territory,  no 
person  or  persons  ought,  or  can,  consistent  with  the  rules  of  Masonry,  use  or  exer- 
cise the  powers  or  prerogatives  of  a  Grand  Master  or  Grand  Lodge,  to  wit :  to  give 
power  to  erect  Lodges  of  Masonry,  make  Masons,  or  do  anything  which  belongs  to 
the  povvers  or  privileges  of  a  Grand  Lodge,  within  any  part  of  such  Territory,  the 
rightful  or  appropriated  limits  to  which  the  authority  of  such  Grand  Lodge  forever 
extends. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah  extends  sympathy  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Quebec  in  her  present  struggle  to  vindicate  her  rights  of  territorial  jurisdiction 
against  the  anwarrantable  attacks  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland. 

Resolved,  That  no  Mason  hailing  from  the  Province  of  Quebec,  and  claiming  to 
hold  membership  in  either  of  the  two  Lodges  planted  there  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Scotland,  viz.,  King  Solomon,  No.  622,  and  Argyle^o,  625,  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
Masonic  right  of  visitation  in  any  of  the  Lodges  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Utah,  and  that  all  Masons  belonging  to  any  of  the  Lodges  under  this  juris- 
diction, are  strictly  forbidden  to  have  or  to  hold  any  Masonic  intercourse  with  any 
Mason  claiming  to  hold  membership  in,  or  hailing  from,  either  of  the  two  Lodges 
above  named. 

After  a  long  and  earnest  discussion,  another  brother  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tions as  a  substitute  for  both  sets,  and  the  same  were  adopted  by  nearly  a  two-third 
vote: — 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  was  guilty  of  error  in  attempting  to 
coerce  the  Lodge  Elgin,  under  Scottish  Register,  to  acknowledge  allegiance  to  it. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  was  guilty  of  grievous  error  in 
chartering  new  Lodges  and  commissioning  a  Provincial  Grand  Master  to  work  and 
preside  within  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah  deprecates  any  edicts  of  non-intercourse 
with  individual  Masons,  made  in  due  and  ancient  form,  no  matter  what  may  be  the 
errors  of  the  Grand  Lodges  |under  whose  jurisdiction  they  were  made,  and  as  to  the 
Grand  Lodges  so  in  error,  this  Grand  Lodge  will  not  take  any  condemnatory  action, 
but  only  proffer  fraternal  advice  and  friendly  intervention. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  was  again  submitted  by  Bro.  Diehl,  Grand  Secre- 
tary, and  is  an  excellent  one,  notwithstanding  that  he  was  compelled  to  curtail  in 
every  direction,  so  as  not  to  exceed  certain  prescribed  limits.  Fifty  pages  is  that 
limit,  and  within  that  compass  the  writer  says  many  excellent  and  good  things. 
Like  Oliver  Twist,  we  always  "  ask  for  more."  We  wish  that  for  once  the  Grand 
Lodge  would  give  him  full  liberty.  He  devotes  a  page  to  California  for  1878,  in 
which,  he  highly  compliments  Grand  Master  Browne  and  our  humble  self.  We  wish 
we  deserved  his  eulogy  as  much  as  the  Grand  Master  does. 
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There  are  six  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  three  hundred  and 
seventy-seven.  The  3f.\  W.\  Frank  Tilford  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the 
R.\  W.\  Christopher  Diehl  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

VIRGINIA. 

The  one  hundred  and  second  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Vir- 
ginia was  held  in  the  city  of  Richmond  on  the  eighth  day  of  December,  1879,— the 
M.\  W.\  Beverly  R.  Wellford,  Jr.,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.\ 
William  B.  Isaacs  being  Grand  Secretary.  One  hundred  and  thirty-five  Lodges 
were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  opens  his  Address  with  an  appropriate  eulogy  on  Past  Grand 
Master  Edward  H.  Lane,  who  had  died  during  the  year  in  the  fifty-third  year  of  his 
age—"  an  age  not  very  long  if  measured  by  the  flight  of  time,  but  sufficiently  long 
when  measured  by  that  higher  and  better  measuiement,  the  succession  of  good  and 
noble  deeds."  The  duties  of  the  Grand  Mastership  devolved  upon  him  when  his 
predecessor  M.\  W.\  William  H.  Harman  fell  on  the  field  of  battle  during  the  late 
civil  war,  and  then,  and  for  the  two  following  years,  when  he  was  successively  re- 
elected, he  acceptably  and  efficiently  administered  the  high  trust. 

One  of  the  Grand  Master's  decisions  was  that  an  Entered  Apprentice  might  be 
advanced,  though  "he  had  a  stiff  knee  and  a  wooden  leg."  Some  of  our  Landmark 
sticklers  will  be  after  the  Grand  Master  for  this  decision. 

In  answer  to  the  inquiry  "  Should  a  man  be  rejected  who  is  a  regularly  licensed 
dealer  in  ardent  spirits,  when  there  is  nothing  else  in  his  moral  qualifications  deroga- 
tory to  Masonry?"  the  Grand  Master  replied,  that  "  while  the  ballot  is  a  sacred 
privilege  to  be  exercised  by  every  brother  conscientiously,  it  would  be,  in  my  judg- 
ment, a  gross  violation  of  Masonic  charity  and  precept  to  reject  a  worthy  and  true 
candidate  simply  because  he  was  dealing  in  liquors  under  the  authority  of  a  State 
license." 

The  Grand  Lecturer,  W.'.  Bro.  James  Evans,  submitted  an  extended  report  of  his 
labors,  and,  in  retiring  from  further  active  service,  states  that  he  is  in  the  eightieth 
year  of  his  life,  twenty-two  years  having  been  spent  in  the  office  of  Grand  Lecturer 
in  Grand  Lodge  and  Chapter.  He  now  returned  the  work  adopted  in  1843,  verbatim 
et  literatim. 

A  communication  from  one  of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  announced  the 
death,  on  the  seventh  day  of  December,  of  Past  Grand  Master  Sidney  S.  Baxter. 

One  of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  alluded  to  this  beautiful  and  appropriate 
custom  adopted  by  Lodge  No.  58,  to  which  Past  Grand  Master  Edward  H.  Lane  be- 
longed : — 

It  has  the  photograph  of  every  member  of  the  Lodge,  and  his  autograph,  from 
the  time  it  was  organized  until  the  present  time,  neatly  framed,  hanging  in  the  Lodge 
room.  Those  who  have  passed  away  occupy  one  side  of  the  hall,  and  the  living 
occupy  the  other.  It  is  both  interesting  and  instructive  to  examine  these  photo- 
graphs, and  to  look  into  the  faces  of  those  wrho  were  once  members  of  the  Lodge, 
but  who  have  been,  one  by  one,  transferred  to  the  Grand  Lodge  above.  Nor  is  this 
all.  There  is  secured  to  the  back  of  the  picture  frame  the  Masonic  history  of  each 
one,  giving  the  date  he  took  his  several  Masonic  degrees,  the  offices  he  has  held  in 
the  Lodge,  and  incidents  in  his  Masonic  life  worthy  of  note.  The  last  entry  made  on 
the  record  is  the  day  and  date  of  death,  and  the  photograph  is  then  passed  over  to 
the  other  side  of  the  room,  to  take  its  place  among  the  dead  ;  and  in  this  wray,  there 
is  on  the  walls  of  the  Lodge  room  a  pictorial  and  written  history  of  the  Lodge  from 
its  organization. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  again  submitted  by  Bro.  W. 
F.  Drinkard,  and  is  as  good  as  any  previous  ones  from  the  same  pen  ;  in  other  words 
a  good  and  readable  report.  In  his  genial  and  complimentary  notice  of  California 
for  1878,  he  says  Grand  Master  Browne  "  is  a  master  workman  indeed,"  and  calls  for 
three  cheers  for  him  as  such,  in  which  we  beg  leave  to  join.  Thanks  to  Bro.  Drink- 
ard for  his  favorable  notice  of  our  own  report  for  that  year. 
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There  are  two  hundred  and  twenty-four  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  mem- 
bership of  nine  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy-seven.  The  Mr.  Wr.  Peyton 
S.  Coles  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  the  Rr.  Wr.  William  B.  Isaacs  was  re- 
elected Grand  Secretary. 

WASHINGTON. 

Our  neighbors  to  the  north  of  us  held  the  twenty-second  Annual  Communication 
of  their  Grand  Lodge  in  the  city  of  Olympia  on  the  fourth  day  of  June,  1879.  The 
Grand  Master,  the  Mr.  Wr.  Elisha  P.  Ferry,  Governor  of  the  Territory,  being 
absent  in  Eastern  Washington  on  official  business,  and  the  Deputy  Grand  Master 
also  being  absent,  the  Grand  Lodge  was  called  to  order  by  the  Rr.  Wr.  George  W. 
Durgin,  Senior  Grand  Warden,  at  whose  request  the  Mr.  Wr.  James  R.  Hayden, 
Past  Grand  Master,  assumed  the  duties  of  the  Grand  East  and  presided  during  the 
Communication.  The  Rr.  Wr.  Thomas  M.  Reed  was  Grand  Secretary,  and  there 
were  representatives  present  from  twenty-five  subordinate  Lodges. 

No  Address  was  received  either  from  the  Grand  Master  or  the  Deputy. 

The  Grand  Secretary  submitted  his  Annual  Report.  Dispensations  had  been 
granted  by  the  Grand  Master  for  the  formation  of  two  new  Lodges.  Two  other  ap- 
plications had  been  deferred  for  informality.  The  finances  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were 
in  a  prosperous  condition. 

The  Grand  Lodge  negatived  two  propositions  to  amend  the  Constitution— the  first 
providing  for  Biennial  instead  of  Annual  Communications  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
the  other  to  strike  out  Olympia  as  the  permanent  place  for  meeting,  and  substantially 
placing  the  Grand  Lodge  on  wheels.  The  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were 
adopted  unanimously : — 

Whereas,  there  are  a  number  of  venerable  brethren  in  this  jurisdiction  who  have 
faithfully  preached  the  precepts  taught  in  Masonry  during  a  life  time  ;  whose  hairs 
are  now  silvered  by  the  blighting  frosts  of  age  ;  and,  though  trembling  with  tottering 
steps  down  the  pathway  of  life  to  the  near  approach  of  its  setting  sun,  are  ever  con- 
stant in  their  devotions  to  Masonry.  Many  of  these  brethren  now  find  it  difficult  to 
keep  up  their  stated  contributions  and  yearly  dues.  Justice,  love  and  gratitude  de- 
mand that  these  brethren  be  honored  for  their  long  faithfulness  and  zeal,  and  that 
they  may  now  be  relieved  from  any  burdens  or  taxation  that  our  laws  may  impose, 
be  it 

Resolved,  by  the  Grand  Lod^e  of  Washington,  that  any  Lodge  within  this  jurisdic- 
tion may,  at  a  stated  Communication,  elect  any  Master  Mason  who  has  been  a  mem- 
ber in  good  standing  for  a  term  not  less  than  twenty  years,  an  honorary  member  of 
such  Lodge. 

Resolved,  That  all  honorary  members  shall  be  relieved  from  the  payment  of  Lodge 
dues,  and  the  subordinate  Lodges  from  the  payment  of  Grand  Lodge  dues  for  such 
members. 

Resolved,  That  no  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction  shall  be  required  to  pay  Grand  Lodge 
dues  upon  indigent  Masons  who  are  supported  at  the  expense  of  the  Lodge. 

Bro.  Reed,  from  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  submitted  a  special  report  on 
the  application  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales  for  recognition.  He  states 
these  facts  as  bearing  on  this  application  : — 

Prior  to  this  action  there  were  existing  about  sixty-three  Lodges  in  that  Province, 
which  were  under  three  distinct  and  separate  Grand  Jurisdictions,  viz.  :  Scotland, 
England,  and  Ireland.  Those  of  Scotland  numbered  twenty-seven,  England  thirty, 
and  Ireland  six  Lodges.  Of  those  participating  in  the  organization  of  the  new 
Grand  Lodge,  eight  were  of  the  Scotch  and  four  of  the  Irish  Register.  It  appears 
also  that  several  other  Lodges  had  expressed  their  assent  to  the  movement,  but  for 
some  reason  were  not  represented  in  Convention. 

Bro.  Reed  felt  favorably  inclined  towards  recognition,  but  hesitated  to  make 
the  formal  recommendation.  The  Grand  Lodge,  however,  without  a  dissenting  vote, 
recognized  that  Grand  Lodge  as  a  sovereign  and  independent  Grand  Body.  The 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mexico  was  also  recognized. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  from  the  able  pen  of  the 
Grand  Secretary,  and  is  so  well  written  that  we  regret  our  brother  did  not  feel  at 
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liberty  to  elaborate  more  than  he  did.    One  brother,  William  H.  White  by  name, 
living  away  up  north,  "  the  place  of  darkness,"  offered  the  following  resolution  :— 

Resolved,  That  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  be  omit- 
ted from  the  published  proceedings  of  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge. 

We  are  happy  to  say  that  the  resolution  was  not  adopted.  We  wonder  if  Bro. 
Reed  did  not  have  this  penurious  brother  in  "  his  mind's  eye  "  when  he  penned  this 
caustic  paragraph  : — 

Thousands  of  men  are  passed  through  the  degrees,  and  that  is  all  they  know,  or 
care  to  know,  of  Masonry— only  to  be  acknowledged  as  Masons.  They  care  little  for 
the  ritual,  and  still  less  for  the  moral  and  impressive  teachings  of  the  order;  totally 
ignore  its  literature,  spurn  the  idea  of  patronizing  a  Masonic  paper  or  magazine — 
prefer  some  sensual  novel — are  tickled  to  see  their  names  printed  in  the  rolls  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  but  dont  know  by  what  system  of  laws  or  regulations  the  Fraternity 
is  governed,  for  they  neyer  read  the  Constitution  and  know  nothing  of  its  provisions. 
They  are  opposed  to  printing  reports  on  Foreign  Correspondence  because  they  don't 
read  them;  therefore,  in  their  estimation,  it  is  an  useless  expense.  We  know  of  just 
such  Masonic  characters.  Men  who  have  their  thousands  and  who  never  gave  a 
dime's  patronage  to  a  Masonic  publication,  and  perhaps  less  for  a  charitable  pur- 
pose. Masonry  with  them  is  used  only  as  a  means  for  selfish  purposes.  This  may 
seem  harsh,  but  'tis  true,  and  "  pity  'tis  'tis  true." 

Bro.  ReTed  is  very  complimentary  in  his  notice  of  California.  He  says  the  Address 
of  Grand  Master  Browne  "  abounds  in  words  of  wisdom  with  that  same  logical  force 
of  expression  prominent  in  his  two  preceding  annual  messages."  Bro.  Abell  and 
the  writer  are  also  complimented  on  their  respective  reports,  for  which  we  return 
thanks,  "jintly." 

Bro.  Reed  announces,  in  closing,  his  determination  to  withdraw  from  the  Commit 
tee  on  Correspondence.  We  are  sorry  to  read  this,  and  hope  he  will  wisely  recon- 
sider his  notice.  Few,  indeed,  are  those  "  better  qualified,"  for  whose  benefit  our 
good  brother  proposes  to  give  way. 

There  are  twenty-six  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  nine  hun- 
dred and  fifty- three.  The  M.\  W.*.  Oliver  Perry  Lacy  was  elected  Grand  Master 
and  the  B.\  W.m.  Thomas  M.  Reed  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 


The  twenty-third  Annual  Communication  was  held  in  the  city  of  Olympia  on  the 
second  day  of  June,  1880.  The  Grand  Master,  the  M.\  W.\  Oliver  P.  Lacy,  be- 
ing absent,  the  Grand  Lodge  was  presided  over  by  the  B.\  W.\  William  McMicken, 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  the  B.\  W.\  Thomas  M.  Reed  being  Grand  Secretary.  Twen- 
ty-three Lodges  were  represented.  The  late  hour  at  which  these  proceedings  came 
to  hand  will  compel  us  to  be  brief  in  our  notice. 

The  Grand  Master  sent  a  note  regretting  his  necessary  absence,  but  ^sickness  in 
his  family  kept  him  at  home.  He  transmitted  his  Annual  Address,  which  was  read 
by  the  Grand  Secretary.  One  of  his  decisions  was  the  following :  "  Question.  Can 
a  Lodge  called  off  on  Saturday  night,  resume  labor  and  confer  a  degree  on  the  follow- 
ing day?  Answer.  No.  Our  statutes  prohibit  any  Masonic  labor  on  Sunday,  ex- 
cept the  burial  of  a  Mason."  The  case  which  called  out  this  decision  was  somewhat 
peculiar.  A  dispensation  had  been  granted  to  a  Lodge  in  Seattle  to  confer  the  Fellow 
Craft  and  Master  Mason  degrees  upon  a  brother,  a  master  of  a  vessel  about  to  depart 
on  a  long  voyage.  On  a  Saturday  night  when  the  Master  Mason  degree  was  about  to 
be  conferred,  a  fire  broke  out  in  the  place,  which  raged  all  night.  The  Master  called 
the  Lodge  to  refreshment,  and  the  next  day  (Sunday)  called  on  again  and  conferred 
the  degree.  A  Committee  of  the  Grand  Lodge  thought  that,  under  the  circumstances, 
this  act  was  justified,  and  so  they  recommended  that  the  candidate  and  Lodge  be 
healed.  Whether  this  action  was  an  "  allopathic"  or  "  homoeopathic "  treatment,  we 
are  unable  to  say. 

Five  new  Lodges  had  been  instituted  during  the  year,  an  unusually  large  number 
for  this  jurisdiction. 
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Bro.  Reed,  Grand  Secretary,  submitted  an  elaborate  report  of  the  work  of  his 
office,  and  also  another  report  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 
This  last,  covering  seventeen  pages  of  the  proceedings,  is  entirely  taken  up  with  a 
review  and  discussion  of  the  difficulties  between  the  Grand  Lodges  of  New  York  and 
Connecticut;  Dakota  and  Minnesota;  Scotland  and  Quebec;  New  Mexico  and  Mis- 
souri; and  in  Manitoba  and  New  SouthWales.  There  is  no  review  of  the  proceedings 
of  other  Grand  Lodges,  and  the  Committee  on  Finances  congratulated  the  Grand 
Lodge  that  the  report  is  much  shorter  and  will  cost  less  than  that  of  last  year.  We 
think  that  Bro.  Reed's  plaster  of  last  year  must  have  drawn  a  blister  somewhere  and 
irritated  the  patient. 

Much  of  the  time  of  the  Communication  was  occupied  in  the  discussion  and  dis- 
position of  a  somewhat  peculiar  case.  A  certain  brother  had  once  been  expelled  by 
his  Lodge,  and  the  sentence  confirmed  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  Subsequently  the  Grand 
Lodge  restored  the  brother  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry  ;  and  his  old 
Lodge,  supposing  that  he  was  also  restored  to  membership  therein,  elected  him  Senior 
Warden,  which  would  entitle  him  to  a  seat  in  the  Grand  Lodge.  But  it  was  finally 
determined  that  he  was  but  a  non-affiliate,  and  that  his  election  as  Senior  Warden 
was  null  and  void. 

The  Grand  Lodge  adopted  an  amendment  to  its  Constitution, providing  that  here- 
after no  person  should  act  in  Grand  Lodge  as  a  representative,  unless  he  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Lodge  for  which  he  claimed  to  act. 

There  are  thirty-one  working  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of 
eleven  hundred  and  fifty-two.  The  M.\  W.\  Louis  Sohns  was  elected  Grand  Master 
and  the  R.\  W.\  Thomas  M.  Reed  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

WEST    VIRGINIA, 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  this  jurisdiction  held  its  fifteenth  Annual  Communication  in 
the  city  of  Wheeling  on  the  eleventh  day  of  November,  1879,—the  M.\  W.\  George 
Baird,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  B.\  W.\  Odell  S.  Long  being  Grand  Sec- 
retary.    Seventy-six  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  Address  opens  with  some  excellent  advice  to  the  Fraternity 
to  illustrate  the  moral  principles  of  Masonry  in  their  daily  lives  as  well  as  in  the  mere 
compliance  with  the  letter  of  the  Ritual.  No  new  Lodge  had  been  constituted  during 
the  year.  He  had  granted  a  number  of  special  dispensations,  but  had  refused  them 
in  the  case  of  two  Lodges  that  had  asked  permission  to  re-ballot  on  the  application  of 
a  profane,  a  brother  having  stated  that  he  had  cast  a  black-ball  by  mistake.  The 
Grand  Master  refused  these  requests,  because  they  "  had  been  made  through  a  viola- 
tion of  a  landmark  of  Masonry,  viz.:  the  secrecy  of  the  ballot."  He  holds  as  the  un- 
changing law  of  Masonry,  that  no  Mason  has  a  right  to  disclose  how  he  had  voted, 
either  favorably  or  unfavorably.  This  may  be  strictly  true,  and  yet  be  a  hard  law, 
which  may  unbend  a  little  under  peculiar  circumstances.  A  committee  on  an  appli- 
cation, in  one  sense,  discloses  its  ballot  when  an  unfavorable  report  is  made.  This 
is  so  clearly  the  fact  when  a  ballot  is  required  after  an  unfavorable  report,  that  in  our 
jurisdiction  the  report,  or  even  tha^t  of  a  minority,  rejects,  and  no  ballot  is  had. 
Some  of  the  best  Masons  hold  that  it  is  not  only  the  right,  but  the  duty,  of  a  brother 
to  take  steps  to  rectify  a  ballot  cast  under  a  mistake.  It  is  at  least  an  open  question, 
and  we  cannot  see  that  the  serious  results  predicted  by  Grand  Master  Baird  would 
follow,  even  if  a  brother  should  say  in  open  Lodge,  "  I  cast  a  black  ball  under  a 
misapprehension,  and  desire  to  correct  the  mistake." 

The  Grand  Master  publishes  fourteen  of  his  decisions.  One  was  that  a  "Lodge 
cannot  confer  the  degrees  in  Masonry  on  ministers  of  the  gospel  free  of  charge."  All 
right,  undoubtedly,  and  yet  the  Lodge  in  which  the  writer  was  made  a  Mason  did  so, 
of  its  own  free  will  and  accord,  and  we  never  heard  of  any  moral  or  Masonic  earth- 
quake resulting  in  consequence.  Why  not  permit  a  Lodge  to  do  as  it  pleases  on  such 
an  immaterial  point? 
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Another  decision  was  that  "a  cable-tow  means  a  reasonable  distance  from  the  Lodge, 
and  not  three  miles,  as  claimed  by  many  Masons."  This  last  is  new  doctrine  to  us, 
and  we  also  think  it  would  be  difficult  to  define  a  "  reasonable  distance"  so  as  to 
avoid  mistakes.  One  of  the  best  read  Masons  we  ever  met,  instructed  us  that  the 
length  of  that  mystic  and  mysterious  article  was  "  half  way  to  the  next  Lodge." 
.  Another  decision  was  that  "  a  profane,  one  of  whose  limbs  is  two  inches 'shorter 
than  the  other,  caunot  be  made  a  Mason."  The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence 
reported  adversely  on  this  decision,  and  it  was  not  agreed  to. 

In  conclusion,  the  Grand  Master  lets  off  a  blast  of  nitro-glycerine  against  Knights 
Templar,  which  will  stir  up  a  little  tempest  if  there  be  many  of  that  Order  in  West 
Virginia.  He  does  not  believe,  when  a  brother  is  to  be  buried  Masonically,  in  having 
the  humble  Lodge  entirely  ignored,  to  "  enable  the  Sir  Knights  to  appear  before  the 
outside  world  in  all  the  grandeur  of  black  uniforms  and  white  feathers,  with  swords 
buckled  to  their  sides  and  preceded  by  a  band  of  music,  to  impress  the  public  with  a 
due  sense  of  their  importance  as  the  representatives  of  all  that  is  to  be  desired  in 
Masonry."  He  adds,  "  that  it  is  safe  to  assert  that  for  one  dollar  expended  by  the 
Commanderies  in  the  interest  of  benevolence  and  charity,  fifty  dollars  are  spent  in 
public  parades  and  foolish  endeavors  to  impress  upon  the  world  at  large  how  essen- 
tial they  are  to  the  very  existence  of  Freemasonry."  We  cannot  but  think  that 
somebody's  corns  have  been  trodden  upon  in  the  Pan  Handle  State. 

At  the  close  of  the  first  day's  proceedings,  the  Grand  Secretary  informs  us  in  a 
note  that  "the  members  and  most  of  the  visitors  present  repaired  to  the  banquet 
rooms,  where  supper  was  served  in  appetizing  style,  and  a  pleasant  social  reunion 
was  heartily  enjoyed."     Where's  Bro.  Bromley  and  his  clam-bake  No.  2? 

There  is  no  report  from  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  nor  any  apology  for 
its  absence.    How  is  this,  Bro.  Long  ? 

There  are  eighty-one  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  three 
thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty-six.  The  M.  *.  W.\  John  W.  Arbuckle  was  elected 
Grand  Master  and  the  R.\  W.'.  Odell  S.  Long  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

WISCONSIN. 

The  thirty-sixth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Wisconsin  was 
held  in  the  city  of  Milwaukee  on  the  eighth  day  of  June,  1880,— the  Mr.  W.\  Charles 
F.  G.  Collins,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.\  John  W.  Woodhull  being 
Grand  Secretary.     One  hundred  and  sixty  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  opens  his  Address  with  these  beautifully  expressed  para- 
graphs, which  should  almost  be  the  Phylacteries  of  the  Fraternity : — 

For  the  harmony  that  has  prevailed,  for  the  material  prosperity  which  has  sur- 
rounded us.  and  for  all  the  blessings  of  life,  and  health,  and  fraternal  intercourse, 
our  gratitude  should  continually  ascend  to  the  Grand  Architect  of  the  Universe,  not 
as  a  mere  lip  service,  but  in  our  daily  life,  in  unostentatious  charity  and  a  constant 
endeavor  to  practice  the  excellent  tenets  of  our  institution,  so  that  when  the  pilgrim- 
age of  life  shall  be  completed,  we  shall  merit  and  receive  the  blessed  commendation, 
1  well  done,  good  and  faithful  servant.'  The  angel  of  death  keeps  step  with  the 
steadily  advancing  march  of  time,  and  each  year,  as  we  gather  here,  we  miss  the 
well  remembered  face  and  heartily  given  fraternal  greeting  of  some  of  our  brethren 
who  have  laid  down  the  cross  and  taken  up  the  crown  of  life. 

He  had  granted  a  dispensation  for  one  new  Lodge,  and  had  refused  many  other 
applications,  much  to  the  dissatisfaction  of  the  petitioners  ;  but  he  was  still  firm  in 
the  opinion  that  they  already  had  too  many  Lodges.  Notwithstanding  the  emphatic 
action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  last  Communication,  he  had  received  no  less  than 
three  inquiries  during  the  year  as  to  the  eligibility  of  a  one-eyed  candidate.  Still  he 
had  felt  at  liberty  to  decide  "  in  case  of  a  candidate  with  defective  vision  requiring 
the  use  of  glasses  of  different  power  for  each  eye,  that  he  did  not  consider  that  a 
disqualification  under  our  ruling;  and  in  another  case,  that  the  loss  of  half  an  inch 
of  the  third  finger  of  the  right  hand  was  not  a  bar  to  initiation.''  Suppose  it  had 
been  three  quarters  of  an  inch,  what  then  ? 
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They  still  hold  in  Wisconsin  that  a  brother  may  object  to  the  advancement  of  a 
brother,  as  well  as  to  the  initiation  of  a  candidate,  without  giving  any  reasons  there- 
for. We  have  had  our  say  on  the  other  side  of  that  question  heretofore,  and  only 
repeat  our  undoubting  conviction  that  an  Entered  Apprentice  and  Fellow  Craft 
have  some  "rights"  in  the  Lodge,  and  among  these  the  right  to  know  ivho  objects 
and  why?  Else,  to  speak  so  positively,  as  is  always  done,  of  their  "  rights,"  is  a 
mockery.  For  a  change,  we  should  like  to  see  some  argument  advanced  on  the  ruling 
in  Wisconsin  and  elsewhere,  and  not  the  mere  ipse  dixit  of  the  Grand  Master. 

One  case  that  came  before  the  Grand  Master  was  so  peculiar  that  we  give  it  in  full, 
though  without  comment  :— 

Informal  charges  were  preferred  by  a  member  against  his  Lodge  and  the  Master, 
for  certain  irregularities  which  had  already  been  brought  to  my  notice  by  the  Master, 
and  for  which  I  had  already  censured  him  and  the  Lodge,  receiving  the  assurance 
that  nothing  of  the  kind  should  occur  in  the  future.  I  returned  the  documents  with 
a  fraternal  letter,  assuring  the  brother  that  if  the  charges  were  put  in  proper  form 
they  would  be  duly  considered,  but  received  in  reply  a  very  ungentlemanly  and  un- 
masonic  communication.  A  few  days  later,  as  this  complaining  brother  was  taking 
the  train  for  an  absence  of  some  months  at  the  East,  he  handed  a  member  of  the 
Lodge  a  communication  addressed  to  the  Master,  which  proved  to  be  an  objection  to 
the  initiation  of  three  candidates  who  had  been  elected,  and  of  whose  applications  he 
was  fully  cognizant,  although  he  had  not  attended  his  Lodge  for  several  month  •*. 
After  careful  investigation  and  satisfying  myself  fully,  from  the  facts  in  the  case  and 
statements  made  to  members  of  the  Lodge  by  the  objecting  brother,  that  his  objec- 
tion was  solely  for  the  purpose  of  obstructing  the  work  of  the  Lodge  and  annoying 
the  members,  I  directed  the  Lodge  to  proceed  with  their  work  as  though  no  objection 
had  been  made,  and  to  prefer  charges  against  the  brother  for  maliciously  obstructing 
the  legitimate  work  of  the  Lodge  and  other  unmasonic  acts. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  thought  that,  under  the  peculiar  circumstances 
of  the  case,  the  action  of  the  Grand  Master  was  right,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  approved 
of  the  same,  The  brother  when  he  returns  will  therefore  find  that  it  is  his  turn  to 
11  eat  crow." 

Grand  Master  Gtjrney,  of  Illinois,  was  introduced  to  the  Grand  Lodge  and  re- 
ceived with  the  honors  due  to  his  station. 

A  revised  Constitution  was  considered  and  adopted,  no  member  being  allowed  to 
speak,  during  its  consideration,  more  than  three  minutes.  We  do  not  know  how  it- 
was  in  Wisconsin,  but  such  an  order  in  our  Grand  Lodge  would  have  bottled  up  a 
whole  reservoir  of  eloquence. 

A  Lodge  of  Sorrow  was  held  during  the  Communication,  at  which  appropriate 
addresses  were  made  in  commemoration  of  several  departed  brethren. 

The  United  Grand  Lodge  of  Colon  and  the  Island  of  Cuba  was  fraternally  recog- 
nized. 

There  must  be  a  screw  loose  somewhere  when  a  case  like  the  following  is  bandied 
back  and  forth  between  the  Grand  Lodge  and  one  of  its  subordinates.  We  quote 
from  the  report  of  a  committee  : — 

Bro.  John  Rumrill,  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  eighty-three  years  of  age,  had 
been  a  Mason  sixty-two  years,  and  is  supposed  to  have  been  the  oldest  Mason  in  this 
jurisdiction.  His  widow  is  now  eighty- three  years  of  age  and  is  wholly  dependent 
upon  her  children  for  her  support,  who  are  poor  and  unable  to  give  her  a  suitable 
and  proper  support  in  view  of  her  very  advanced  age.  She  now  lives  at  Palmyra,  in 
this  jurisdiction.  It  does  not  appear  that  Bark  River  Lodge  is  not  abundantly 
able  to  contribute  to  the  relief  of  this  aged  lady. 

Then  compel  it  to  do  so,  or  take  away  its  charter.  There  is  no  Report  on  Cor- 
respondence. 

As  not  one  of  the  columns  of  the  table  of  statistics  is  footed  up  we  are  unable  to 
state  the  number  of  Lodges  and  members.  The  M.\  W.\  Emmons  E.  Chapin  was 
elected  Grand  Master  and  the  R.\  W.'.  John  W.  Woodhull  was  re-elected  Grand 
Secretary. 
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WYOMIK  G. 

The  fifth  Annual  Communication  of  this  young  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Rocky  Mount- 
ains was  held  in  Laramie  City  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  October,  1879, —the  M.\  W.m. 
James  H.  Hayford,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  Ji.\  W.\  William  G.  Tonn 
being  Grand  Secretary.    Four  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  Address,  congratulated  the  brethren  upon  the  favorable 
auspices  under  which  they  had  assembled.  Peace  and  harmony  had  prevailed.  "All 
the  subordinate  Lodges  report  a  healthy  growth,  a  sound  financial  condition,  and 
brotherly  love  prevailing."  Fraternal  relations  with  sister  Grand  Lodges  throughout 
the  world  were  of  the  most  amicable  character. 

Gross  unmasonic  charges  having  been  made  against  the  Master  of  Cheyenne 
Lodge,  he  had  suspended  him,  and  notified  him  to  appear  before  the  Grand  Lodge 
for  trial.  The  Grand  Lodge  found  the  charges  fully  sustained,  and  expelled  the  un- 
worthy brother  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry. 

To  make  the  Lodge  meetings  attractive,  he  recommended  that  the  Master 
u  should  assign  to  some  member  of  the  Lodge,  at  each  communication,  one  of  the 
emblems  upon  the  chart  to  think,  study,  and  write  about,  and  at  the  next  meeting 
to  devote  half  an  hour  or  more  to  hearing  how  much  light,  how  much  moral  and 
Masonic  instruction,  he  and  others  could  derive  from  it."  An  excellent  suggestion 
this,  and  we  could  wish  that  it  might  be  adopted  by  some  of  our  own  Lodges. 

We  fear,  from  a  remark  of  the  Grand  Master,  that  in  that  small  jurisdiction,  as 
well  as  in  the  larger  ones,  brethren  forget  that  the  eyes  of  the  world  are  upon  them 
as  Masons,  and  so  act  and  live  as  to  bring  reproach  upon  the  Institution  itself.  He 
says  :  "  So  long  as  irreligious  libertines — so  long  as  men  who  are  in  the  constant 
habit  of  disregarding  their  obligations  to  God,  their  neighbors  and  themselves — so 
long  as  men  who  are  seen  staggering  about  our  streets  in  a  state  of  beastlj7  intoxica- 
tion and  engaging  in  disgraceful  broils — are  permitted  to  come  into  our  sacred  circle, 
or  to  remain  in  good  standing  in  the  Lodge,  good  men  will  not  seek  to  ally  themselves 
with  us  in  close  fraternal  relations."     He  adds, and  we  concur  in  his  suggestions: — 

The  black-ball  is  not  used  enough,  or  at  least  not  with  enough  discrimination.  It 
has  been  well  said  that  Masonry  was  never  designed  to  make  bad  men  good,  but  only 
to  make  good  men  better.  It  is  not  a  source  of  regret  or  anxiety  to  me  that  our 
jurisdiction  is  so  small  in  Lodges  and  membership.  If  it  could  come  to  be  known 
that  none  but  the  very  best  of  men  could  gain  admission  to  our  sacred  circle,  and 
that  to  be  a  Wyoming  Mason  was  a  passport  to  the  respect  and  confidence  of  good 
men  everywhere,  we  should  occupy  a  position  which  many  older  and  larger  jurisdic- 
tions might  well  envy  us. 

In  the  balloting  for  Grand  Officers  some  little  feeling  was  manifested  because  the 
Officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  cast  a  vote  as  such,  also  as  representing  a  subordinate 
Lodge,  and  again  in  their  own  right  as  Past  Masters.  The  Grand  Master  overruled 
the  objection  to  such  voting,  but  would  have  been  clearly  wrong  under  our  Constitu- 
tion. With  us  Officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  may  take  their  choice  to  vote  as  such  or 
as  Past  Masters,  but^not  in  both  capacities.  Should  one,  however,  be  a  Master, 
Warden,  or  Representative  of  a  Lodge,  he  could  cast  the  vote  of  the  Lodge,  as  such, 
in  addition  to  his  personal  vote  ;  but  not  twice  in  his  own  right.  The  Grand  Lodge 
Constitution  of  Wyoming  may  be  different,  and  support  the  ruling  of  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter; but  if  so,  the  brethren  would  do  well  to  amend  it,  or  serious  trouble  may  arise 
in  the  future,  when  the  jurisdiction  has  largely  increased. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  the  Grand 
Secretary,  and  is  almost  entirely  devoted  to  questions  of  difficulty  that  have  arisen 
between  other  Grand  Lodges,  and  the  comments  of  the  writer  thereon.  There  is  no 
formal  review  of  the  proceedings  of  other  jurisdictions,  the  reason  being,  we  appre- 
hend, the  scarcity  of  Grand  Lodge  funds,  and  inability,  therefore,  to  meet  the  printing 
expense. 

There  are  five  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  three  hundred 
and  thirty-nine.    The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were  re-elected. 
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FOREIGN  BODIES. 
We  fear  that  our  epitome  of  the  work  of  Foreign  Masonic  Bodies  this  year  will 
be  what  old  Davie  Deans  called  "  short  commons."  We  have  usually,  and  we  may 
say,  uniformly,  depended  upon  the  New  York  report— the  translations  in  which 
have  always  been  full  and  interesting.  But  on  opening  the  Proceedings  for  1880, 
we  were  disappointed  in  finding  a  skeleton  sketch  only.  Bro.  Simons  says,  and  we 
must  be  content  with  his  explanation: — 

For  more  than  twenty  years  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  in  behalf  of  Masons 
in  the  United  States,  has,  to  use  the  expressive  phrase  of  the  Virginia  Committee, 
"tiled  the  door  for  the  rest."  We  have  labored  in  every  possible  way  to  obtain 
recognition  of  a  principle  we  cannot,  and  will  not  abandon — the  right  of  exclusive 
jurisdiction  in  our  own  territory  over  all  matters  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry.  The 
result  obtained  is  an  offer  to  allow  us  to  establish  Lodges  in  our  obedience  in  Ger- 
man territory. 

If  our  friends  over  there  were  really  serious  in  making  this  proposition,  and  we 
were  inclined  to  accept  it,  two  difficulties  would  stand  in  the  way.  First,  we  should 
be  violating  the  very  principle  for  which  we  are  contending,  by  creating  Lodges  be- 
yond the  lines  of  our  territory;  and  second,  as  stated  last  year,  the  German  law 
distinctly  sets  forth  the  fact  that  such  Lodges  would  not  be  allowed  to  exist. 

It  seems  idle,  therefore,  for  us  to  be  printing  arguments  to  which  those  to  whom 
they  are  addressed  are  determined  not  to  listen,  or  to  persist  in  the  attempt  to  con- 
ciliate those  who,  if  not  openly  hostile,  are  clearly  not  friendly— except  in  fine 
phrases — to  the  Masonic  powers  of  the  United  States. 

Our  proposition  is  that  we  quietly  cease  relations  with  the  German  Grand  Lodges, 
and  cease  advertising  them  until  it  shall  appear  that  they  have  at  least  some  color  of 
interest  in  our  welfare,  and  a  desire,  however  faint,  to  recognize  our  right  to  attend 
to  our  own  business  in  our  own  Masonic  household,  without  the  interference  of  par- 
ties three  thousand  miles  away. 

The  ultimate  intention  of  our  brethren  in  Germany  may  be  right,  but  it  must 
be  admitted  that  they  have  a  dreadfully  poor  way  of  showing  it,  and  we  now  take  the 
liberty,  in  behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  of  saying  that,  until  such 
acknowledgment  as  we  have  asked  for  is  made,  our  roads  will  diverge ;  and  if  at 
length  we  get  so  far  apart  that  we  can  no  longer  hail  each  other,  it  will  be  the  fault 
of  those  who,  after  long  years  of  persuasion,  have  refused  to  recognize  what  is  clear- 
ly our  right. 

With  this  explanation,  we  proceed  with  our  summary. 

ENGLAND. 

At'the  last  Quarterly  Communication,  the  first  business  was  to  rescind  the  action 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  December  last,  in  appointing  a  committee  to  inquire  into  the 
lack  of  uniformity  of  the  Ritual.  The  Prince  of  Wales  was  again  and  unanimously 
elected  Grand  Master.  The  sum  of  $15,000  was  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of 
cleaning  and  decorating  Freemasons'  Hall. 

For  the  following  information  relative  to  the  right  of  visitation  in  English  Lodges, 
by  Masons  of  foreign  jurisdictions,  we  are  not  indebted  to  our  New  York  brethren, 
as  will  appear  from  the  reading: — 

A  few  years  ago,  in  our  own  Grand  Lodge,  the  B.\  W.\  Bro.  Richard  Dale,  of 
Sacramento,  Past  Junior  Grand  Warden,  stated  on  the  floor  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  a 
fact  within  his  own  knowledge  and  personal  experience,  that  no  Mason  from  America 
could  visit  a  Lodge  in  England  unless  he  first  presented  a  diploma  or  certificate  em- 
anating from  his  Grand  Lodge.  Not  even  an  examining  committee  would  be  ap- 
pointed without  such  presentation  in  the  first  place.  This  statement  was  questioned, 
and  was  denied  by  some  brothers,  and  alleged  facts  to  the  contrary  were  cited.  Bro. 
Dale  having  spoken,  as  we  have  said,  from  personal  experience,  he  having  visited 
London  without  such  certificate,  and  having  been  refused  admission  to  a  Lodge, 
wrote  to  a  friend  in  England,  and  in  reply  received  the  following  from  a  Mas- 
ter, and  from  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England.  It  will  be 
seen  that  his  statement  is  fully  verified,  and  it  is  well  therefore  for  brethren 
here  and  elsewhere  to  know  that,  if  they  wish  to  visit  Lodges  in  England,  they 
must  take  with  them  a  Grand  Lodge  certificate.  No  other  "  avouchment "  will 
answer:—- 
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First— From  the  W.\  Bro.  E.  P.  Albert,  Master  of  Joppa  Lodge:— 

November  23,  1878. 
Dear  Sir  and  Brother:— 

Id  reply  to  Bro.  Dale's  queries:— A  brother  hailing  from  a  Foreign  Lodge, 
wishing  to  visit  an  English  one,  unless  vouched  for,  must  produce  his  Lodge 
certificate,  and  cannot  be  admitted  upon  any  account,  nor  can  a  brother  join  a  Lodge 
holding  a  certificate  foreign,  without  paying  the  usual  fee  to  Grand  Lodge.  I  mean 
the  English  one.  It  is  very  simple.  If  you  think  this  is  not  correct,  1  would  sug- 
gest that  you  send  Bro.  Dale's  letter  to  Bro.  Hervey,  Grand  Secretary,  Freemasons' 
Hall,  Great  Queen  Street.     He  will  then  give  it  officially.

Sir  and  Brother:— 

In  answer  to  the  questions  contained  in  the  letter  of  Bro.  Richard  Dale,  of  Sac- 
ramento, I  beg  to  inform  you  that  it  is  the  rule  here,  and  has  been  so  ordered 
by  the  Board  of  General  Purposes,  that  a  brother  of  a  foreign  jurisdiction  visiting 
a  Lodge  in  England,  shall  be  required  to  produce  his  Grand  Lodge  certificate,  and 
without  such,  he  would  not  be  admitted  to  the  Lodge;  and  in  addition  to  this,  he 
must  also  be  prepared  to  prove  himself  satisfactorily  as  a  Mason.

SCOTLAND. 

Although  several  pamphlets  had  been  received  from  this  Grand  Lodge,  nothing 
is  found  bearing  upon  the  Quebec  difficulty.  It  seems  determined  to  ignore  the 
discussion  of  this  question,  but  Bro.  Simons  expresses  the  hope,  in  which  we  fully 
concur,  that  "  the  general  voice  of  the  Craft  in  this  country  will  be  heeded  in  Scot- 
land, and  that  during  the  current  year  the  difficulty  will  be  adjusted.'' 

SPAIN. 

A  circular  dated  at  Madrid  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  February  of  the  present  year, 
claims  to  give  a  statement  of  the  officers  and  constituent  Lodges  of  the  "  Sym- 
bolic Grand  Lodge  of  Spain."  But  Bro.  Simons  says,  " there  are  in  Spain  some 
half  dozen  organizations,  claiming  to  be  regular,  but  all  conducted  by  schismatics." 
(Query?)  "We  can,  therefore,"  he  says,  "recognize  none  of  them  ;  but  events 
occurring  during  the  past  year,  lead  us  to  suppose  that  ere  long  there  will  be  an 
arrangement  by  which  the  symbolic  degrees  will  be  separated  from  the  Supreme 
Council,  and  establish  one  regular  government  for  the  various  Lodges." 

NETHERLANDS. 

Annual  Meeting  held  June  15th,  1879 ;  the  death  of  the  Senior  Grand  Warden,  Bro. 
P.  F.  Byleveld,  was  announced.  One  new  Lodge  was  instituted.  A  clandestine 
Lodge,  established  by  the  Grand  Orient  of  Hungary  in  Batavia,  East  Indies,  was 
closed  on  a  claim  of  the  Netherlands,  for  that  purpose.  Bro.  Simons  well  remarks, 
that  this  is  a  full  recognition  of  the  American  doctrine  of  exclusive  jurisdiction. 
The  Grand  Orator,  Bro.  Leuting,  discussed  these  questions  :— 

"  1.  Why  is  it  that  so  many  men  eminent  in  science  and  of  prominent  social 
standing  refuse  to  become  members  of  the  fraternity?  2.  Is  the  cause  to  be  found 
in  the  organization  of  the  Craft,  and  its  position  in  regard  to  the  profane,  or  in  the 
spirit  of  the  times  ?  3.  What  should  be  done  to  bring  about  a  change  ?  "  His  answer 
was  that  "the  spirit  of  the  day  is  devoted  to  money-getting,  and  people  will  not 
leave  that  for  Freemasonry.  Others  refuse  to  become  members  because  they  are 
unwilling  to  recognize  all  Masons  as  brethren,  knowing  many  unworthy  persons  to 
have  gained  admission.  And,  again,  the  meetings  are  not  made  sufficiently  interest- 
ing.'- Remedy:  "a  more  careful  scrutiny  of  applicants,  and  a  care  not  to  confine 
the  business  of  meetings  to  the  conferring  of  degrees."    We  concur. 

saxony. 

The  protocols  from  this  Grand  Lodge  give  a  complete  report  of  the  proceedings  of 
New  York  in  1879,  particularly  what  relates  to  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  League. 
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This  was  communicated  by  Bro.  Von  Mensch,  representative  from  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  York,  who  tells  them  plainly  that  if  the  present  course  of  the  German 
Grand  Lodge  League  is  persisted  in,  it  will  end  all  intercourse  between  the  Grand 
Lodges  in  the  United  States  and  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Germany.  He  closes  his  report 
with  these  words :  "  Much  as  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  will  deplore  this  result, 
she  will  not  consider  herself  answerable  for  it.;'  Bro.  Simons  again  calls  attention  to 
the  following  facts,  so  important  to  be  known,  while  discussing  this  whole  subject : 
"  In  Prussia  and  Hesse  Darmstadt  the  establishment  of  Foreign  Lodges  is  absolutely 
prohibited  by  the  Government.  In  Bavaria,  Masonic  Lodges  are  only  permitted  in  two 
Provinces,  viz.:  the  two  that  are  Protestant,  and  public  officers  cannot  be  members 
of  the  Craft  even  in  these.  In  Saxony,  Masonry  is  only  tolerated;  army  officers 
are  not  permitted  to  be  members  of  the  Institution.  Hence,  it  is  fair  to  assume 
that  foreign  Lodges  would  also  be  prohibited  by  Government  in  Bavaria  and 
Saxony.  In  the  Sflates  just  named,  seven  of  the  eight  German  Grand  Lodges  are 
located  ;  the  remaining  Grand  Lodge,  where  and  within  whose  jurisdiction  an  Ameri- 
can Lodge  could  be  established  without  interference  by  Government,  is  that  of 
Hamburg,  the  immediate  cause  of  this  entire  controversy.  The  position  therefore, 
assumed  by  the  League  is  illusive,   and  does  not  squarely  meet  the  issue." 

"ECLECTIC  UNION,"    FRANKFORT. 

In  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge  the  New  York  question  is  fully  considered 
and  the  answer  of  the  German  Grand  Lodge  League  to  Grand  Master  Couch's  letter 
is  characterized  as  "  ambiguous,  evading  the  question  at  issue,  promising  that  which 
is  of  no  value,  and  illusive."    "  Multum  in  parvo." 

HUNGARY. 

In  this  Grand  Lodge,  the  question  whether  Atheists  could  become  Masons  occu- 
pied the  attention  of  members,  but  no  decided  negative  action  was  had. 

GRAND  LODGE   LEAGUE   OF   GERMANY. 

At  the  session  of  this  League  in  June,  1879,  various  topics  were  discussed,  the 
adoption  of  a  Constitution  was  deferred,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Mexican  Rite, 
°  La  Luz,"  in  Mexico,  was  acknowledged,  but  nothing  was  said  or  done  about  Grand 
Lodge  jurisdiction  in  the  United  States. 

For  the  items  which  follow,  we  are  indebted  to  the  report  of  Bro.  Innes,  Grand 
Secretary  of  Michigan,  from  which  we  copy  verbatim: — 

AFRICA. 

In  the  South  African  Colonies  of  Great  Britain  there  are  three  English  District 
Grand  Lodges.  Under  the  English  Register  are  thirty-  eight  Lodges,  and  under  the 
Scottish  Register,  seven;  there  are  also  eighteen  Lodges  holding  warrants  from  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Holland  and  the  Netherlands.  England  has  two  Lodges  on  the 
West  Coast,  at  Cape  Coast  Castle  and  Lagos.  The  island  of  Mauritius,  off  the  East 
Coast,  has  three  English,  one  Scotch,  and  one  Irish  Lodge.  There  are  also  a  number 
of  French  Lodges,  the  island  having  formerly  belonged  to  France. 

CEYLON. 

The  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Ceylon  was  duly  formed  on  the  ninth  of  October, 
1878,  under  the  Irish  Constitution,  a  majority  of  the  Lodges  holding  warrants  from 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland.  A  new  building,  erected  by  the  government  for  a 
Sailors'  Home,  wai  turned  over  to  the  Craft  and  dedicated  as  a  Masonic  Temple. 
Bro.  Capt.  W.  J.  Corman  is  the  Provincial  Grand  Master. 

CHINA. 

Freemasonry  is  quite  prosperous  in  China.  At  Shanghai  there  are  three  Lodges 
working  under  English  Constitutions,  two  under  Scotch,  and  one  under  German,  be- 
sides two  Chapters,  one  Mark  Lodge,  and  several  bodies  of  the  Scottish  Rite. 
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DENMARK. 

Denmark  numbers  2460  Masons,  viz:  Grand  Master;  three  Grand  officers;  350 
members  of  the  Chapter  of  five  degrees;  200  members  of  tbe  Lodge  of  St.  Andrew 
with  three  degrees,  at  Copenhagen  and  Odensee;  1900  members  of  the  Lodge  of  St. 
John;  three  at  Copenhagen,  one  at  Odensee,  one  at  Helsinger,  one  at  Aarhus,  and  one 
at  Aulberg.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark  follows  the  Swedish  system,  which  com- 
prehends eleven  degrees.  A  society,  formed  in  1824,  with  twelve  members,  and 
which  now  numbers  over  five  hundred,  has  for  object,  the  aiding  of  Masons'  wid- 
ows and  orphans.  It  distributes  yearly,  two  thousand  francs  to  tbe  poor.  The  past 
year  it  aided  sixty-five  widows  and  supported  fifty  children. 

GREECE. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Greece,  held  on  the  22d  of  July,  1878,  Prince 
Rhodocanakis  was  unanimously  re-elected  Grand  Master.  In  his  address  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  he  expressed  regret  at  the  action  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  in 
striking  from  its  Constitution  the  belief  in  God  and  the  immortality  of  the  soul. 
No  candidate  can  be  admitted  into  the  Order  in  Greece,  if  he  does  not  acknowledge 
that  he  believes  and  trusts  in  God. 

TUNIS. 

Mark  Masonry  is  quite  prosperous  in  North  Africa.  Kingston  Lodge,  No.  322, 
Tunis,  at  a  special  meeting  held  May  1,  1879,  conferred  the  Mark  Degree  on  four 
candidates.  The  ceremony  was  repeated  in  the  English,  French,  Italian,  and 
Arabic  languages,  as  it  happened  that  the  four  candidates  were  of  different  national- 
ities and  understood  no  common  language.  Application  has  been  made  for  the 
Constitution  of  a  Provincial  Grand  Mark  Lodge  for  Tunis  and  Malta. 

COLON  AND   CUBA. 

Oar  readers  will  have  noticed  in  our  former  reports  references  to  the  rival  claims 
of  the  "  Grand  Lodge  of  Colon"  and  the  u  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Island  of  Cuba  "  to 
represent  the  Fraternity  in  that  tropical  island,  each  claiming,  and  loudly  too,  to  be 
the  "genuine,  original  Jacobs,"  and  each,  almost  clamorously,  asking  for  recognition 
by  the  American  Grand  Lodges,  to  the  exclusion  of  the  other.  Several  of  our  Ma- 
sonic Jurists,  notably,  Bros.  Drummond,  of  Maine,  and  Simons,  of  New  York, 
have  "  spread  themselves  "  in  the  discussion  of  these  rival  claims,  and  the  Masonic 
questions  arising  therefrom.  A  very  few  Grand  Lodges  have  passed  on  them  affirma- 
tively, and  have  recognized  the  one  or  the  other ;  but  in  most  cases  action  has 
been  deferred.  Our  own  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  concluded  to  wait  awhile, 
and,  as  the  result  has  shown,  wisely  so  determined.  It  was  hoped  by  them  and 
others  that  the  brethren  in  Cuba  would  settle  their  own  difficulties,  and  thus 
remove  at  once  and  forever  these  disturbing  and  perplexing  questions  from  our 
Grand  Lodges.  This,  we  are  much  pleased  to  state,  has  been  accomplished.  The 
annexed  circular,  addressed  to  the  various  Grand  Secretaries,  announces  the  gratify- 
ing fact  that  both  the  rival  bodies  have  ceased  to  exist,  because  absorbed  in  the 
u  United  Grand  Lodge  of  Colon  and  the  Island  of  Cuba,"  which  now  reigns  without 
a  competitor,  and  will  doubtless  be  immediately  recognized  by  our  own  and  all 
other  Grand  Lodges  :— 

Office  of  the  Grand  Secretary, 

Havana,  February  3d,  1880. 

Bear  Sir  and  Brother:—  With  the  full  authorization  of  our  Grand  Master,  I 
have  the  pleasure  to  advance  you  the  following  notice  about  our  Jurisdiction : 

As  you  will  see  by  the  heading  of  this,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Colon  and  that  of 
the  Island  of  Cuba  have  ceased  to  exist,  according  to  a  special  agreement  with 
which  I  suppose  you  have  been  acquainted,  they  having  been  substituted  by  the  new 
"  United  Grand  Lodge  of  Colon  and  the  Island  of  Cuba." 

The  project  submitted  by  the  Lodges  and  Masons  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
*'  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Island  of  Cuba,"  through  a  special  committee,  for  the  purpose 
of  becoming  united  to  those  of  Colon,  was  accepted  at  last  by  the  latter  so  satisfy- 
ing the  fraternal  advices  and  desires  of  almost  all  the  foreign  Grand  Lodges  and  the 
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requirements  of  the  Craft  in  this  most  disturbed  jurisdiction;  and  at  a  Special  Com- 
munication held  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  last  January  the  proposed  union  was 
effected  in  accordance  with  the  basis  adopted  beforehand. 

From  among  the  Grand  Officers  composing  these  two  bodies  there  were  elected 
by  luck  those  who  are  to  continue  to  fill  the  various  charges  until  the  session  of  the 
twenty-eighth  day  of  next  March,  when  the  formal  election  will  take  place — Bro.  A. 
Govin  remaining  in  the  mean  while  to  fill  the  office  of  Grand  Master,  and  the  two 
Grand  Secretaries  of  the  abolished  bodies  of  Colon  and  the  Island  of  Cuba  to  con- 
tinue in  their  respective  places ;  that  is  to  say,  Bro.  G.  J.  Barnet  for  the  Masons 
of  Colon,  and  Bro.  A.  Almeida  for  those   of  the  Island  of  Cuba. 

You  will  receive  in  a  short  time  the  official  communication  for  your  Grand 
Lodge,  in  which  an  account  will  be  given  of  the  accomplished  event. 

"We  all  hope  that  the  contest  which  has  lasted  so  long,  having  come  to  an  end, 
that  Craft  Masonry  in  this  Territory  having  been  made  an  unit  by  its  principal  bodies, 
a  new  era  of  peace  and  progress  will  set  in;  that  you,  inspired  by  our  sentiments, 
will  grant  to  the  new  Grand  Lodge  the  sympathy  to  which  it  is  entitled,  and  that 
between  your  Grand  Lodge  and  this  the  proper  fraternal  relations  will  be  established. 

In  consequence  of  the  effected  union  between  'Colon'  and  the  'Island  of 
Cuba,'  this  jurisdiction  has  to-day  sixty-five  constituent  Lodges  and  two  under  dis- 
pensation, and  a  total  number  of  more  than  five  thousand  members.  This  number

The  official  announcement  of  the  perfected  union  of  the  two  Grand  Bodies  has 
also  come  to  hand,  and  is  as  follows  : — 

Brethren  :  The  Grand  Lodges  of  Cuba  and  Colon,  presided  over  respectively  by 
the  undersigned,  Juan  B.  Hernandez  and  Antonio  Govin,  yielding  to  the  repeated 
solicitations  on  the  part  of  their  sisters  abroad,  and  with  the  purpose  of  realizing  in 
this  country  the  Masonic  unity,  by  assembling  all  the  Cuban  brethren  under  one 
Grand  Lodge,  strong  and  powerful,  have  resolved  to  consolidate,  which  was  carried 
into  effect  on  the  twenty-fifth  of  January  last  in  the  city  of  Havana,  with  the  previ- 
ous unanimous  consent  of  the  constituent  Lodges  of  both.  In  so  doing,  both 
Grand  Bodies  have  acted  under  the  predetermined  consideration  that  any  deficien- 
cies that  under  any  light  might  exist  in  the  organization  and  establishment  of  their 
constituent  Lodges,  should  become  thereby  mutually  healed  and  regulated.  And  we 
beg  to  forward  herewith  the  roll  of  Lodges  now  working  under  the  United  Grand 
Lodge  of  Colon  and  Cuba,  of  which  please  take  due  notice. 

By  this  consolidation  the  contest  heretofore  existing  among  Cuban  Masons  has 
come  to  a  satisfactory  termination  in  accordance  with  the  true  spirit  of  Masonry  ;  and, 
communicating  to  your  good  selves  this  pleasant  intelligence,  we  are  happy  to  trust 
that  all  Grand  Lodges  will  receive  the  same  cheerfully,  and  continue  to  favor  us  with 
their  fraternal  disposition;  whereas' those  that  had  withheld  recognition  will  now 
welcome  our  United  Grand  Body  to  the  great  family  of  regular  Grand  Lodges.

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CONCLUSION. 

Although  we  have  given  under  each  review  the  number  of  Lodges  and  members, 
we  have  compiled  therefrom  no  table  of  statistics  ;  but,  as  we  find  a  very  elaborate 
one  in  the  report  of  Bro.  Drummond,  of  Maine,  which  brings  all  down  to  June  of 
this  year,  we  give  a  summary  therefrom  as  a  substitute.  He  gives  as  follows : 
Number  of  Grand  Lodges,  54;  of  members,  573,817;  of  those  raised,  19,685;  of 
admissions  and  restorations,  17,523;  of  dimissions,  17,102;  of  expulsions,  929;  of 
suspensions,  461 ;  of  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues,  23,210  ;  of  deaths,  7,113  ; 
of  rejections,  3,615.  Compared  with  our  own  table,  as  compiled  in  1879,  there 
appears  to  be  a  decrease  in  membership  of  about  7,000  ;  the  mass  of  these,  we  appre- 
hend, are  included  in  the  item  of  suspension  for  the  non-payment  of  dues. 

And  now,  having  completed  another  walk  through  the  green  fields  of  other  juris- 
dictions, and  jotted  down  the  many  pleasant  things  found  therein,  with  many  thanks 
to  our  brethren  of  the  Reportorial  Corps  for  their  kind  and  even  flattering  notices 
of  our  humble  efforts,  we  again  make  our  Mutual  Admiration  Society  bow.

The  Grand  Secretary  also  presented  reports  from  the  Masonic 
Boards  of  Relief  of  the  cities  of  Sacramento  and  Los  Angeles  ;  which 
were  referred  to  the  same  committee. 

Bro.  Ralph  K.  Nichols  proposed  an  amendment  to  the  Constitu- 
tion, reducing  the  minimum  fee  for  the  three  degrees  to  twenty-five 
dollars  ;  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence. 

Bro.  James  M.  Ellis  offered  a  resolution  proposing  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  special  committee  to  consider  as  to  the  expediency  of  any 
further  appropriations  to  Boards  of  Relief  ;  which  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Finances.

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Bro.  Thomas  H.  Caswell,  from  the  special  committee  to  whom 
had  been  referred  the  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  and  the  Keport  of 
the  Grand  Secretary,  presented  the  following  : — 

To  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  message  of  the  Grand  Master,  having 
carefully  examined  that  paper,  are  pleased  to  note  from  the  record  therein  presented 
that  the  interests  of  tbe  Grand  Lodge  have  not  been  intrusted  to  careless  or  incom- 
petent hands— that  its  welfare,  and  the  harmony  of  the  Fraternity  at  large,  have  been 
the  sole  incentive  to  action  when  action  was  needed,  and  have  guided  in  counsel 
when  advice  was  given.  This  is  evinced  by  the  gratifying  assurance  that  ' '  the  Craft 
within  the  jurisdiction  "  is  generally  prosperous,  and  that  "  our  relations  with  other 
Grand  Lodges  are  of  the  most  amicable  character."  Most  truly  does  our  Grand  Mas- 
ter picture  the  charitable  tenets  of  our  Order,  "  which  give  undying  existence  and 
adorn  with  grandeur  our  institution,"  and  teach  us  ';to  aid,  encourage,  lift  up.  and 
help"  the  weak  and  unfortunate,  by  counsel,  advice,  and  means,  if  the  need  is  dis- 
coverable. 

It  is  no  small  gratification  to  this  Grand  Lodge  that,  through  the  guidance  and 
care  of  our  chief  executive,  our  institution  still  occupies  that  higher  plane  so  graphi- 
cally described;  and  from  which  we,  as  its  votaries,  can  look  down  upon  worldly  strifes 
and  pursuits  with  the  proud  assurance  that  we  are  secure  from,  and  can  overcome,  all 
the  aggressions  of  its  adversaries,  whether  instigated  by  ignorance,  envy,  or  bigotry. 
Thus  may  it  ever  be ;  and  so  will  it  be,  if  we  are  but  true  to  ourselves  and  to  the 
obligations  we  have  taken. 

Your  committee  desire  to  call  particular  attention  to  that  portion  of  the  message 
which  refers  to  the  remissness  of  Inspectors  in  reporting  upon  the  condition  of  the 
Lodges  in  their  respective  districts.  This,  in  the  language  of  the  Grand  Master. 
"  should  not  be  passed  by  without  notice."  The  rule  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  impera- 
tive in  this  regard.  What  shall  be  said,  then,  of  the  fifteen  Inspectors  who  have  so 
greatly  neglected  the  duties  of  the  office  assumed  by  them?  No  brother  should 
accept  a  trust  so  important  without  a  firm  resolve  to  discharge  its  duties,  and,  in 
whatever  manner  discharged,  he  should  report  to  the  Grand  Master,  that  that  officer 
may  be  informed  as  to  the  condition  and  wants  of  the  Craft  throughout  the  jurisdic- 
tion. Your  committee  therefore  recommend  that  so  much  of  the  message  as  relates 
to  this  subject,  as  also  all  other  matters  referred  to  as  gathered  from  the  reports 
submitted  by  the  Inspectors,  be  referred  to  a  special  committee,  of  which  the  Grand 
Lecturer  shall  be  chairman,  with  instructions  to  report  a  plan  by  which  tbe  fuller 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  Inspectors  may  in  the  future  be  secured. 

Your  committee  further  recommend  that  so  much  of  the  message  as  relates  to 
the  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master — to  the  appointment  of  Bro.  Lewis  C.  Wittenuter 
to  preside  at  a  trial  in  Alamo  Lodge,  No.  122 — to  the  charges  against  the  Master  of 
Buckeye  Lodge,  No.  195,  and  the  ruling  thereupon,  together  wirh  the  appointment 
of  Bro.  Francis  E.  Baker  to  preside  at  a  trial  therein— and  to  the  decision  "  that  the 
Grand  Master  cannot  stay  or  interfere  with  the  judgment  and  sentence  of  a  Lodge," 
and  tbe  further  ruling  in  connection  therewith— be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Jurisprudence. 

That  so  much  thereof  as  relates  to  the  appeal  for  aid  from  the  Grand  Master  of 
Masons  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  to  the  bonds  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  and 
Grand  Secretary,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finances. 

That  so  much  thereof  as  relates  to  the  claim  of  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Relief 
for  money  advanced  to  the  widow  of  a  deceased  member  of  Washington  Lodge.  No. 
20— to  the  refusal  of  that  Lodge  to  refund  to  Bakerzfield  Lodge,  No.  224,  the  money 
expended  by  it  in  the  removal  of  the  remains  of  a  deceased  member  of  said  Wddb 
ington  Lodge  from  Bakersfield  to  Sacramento— and  to  the  memorial  of  Baker sfield 
Lodge  relative  thereto—be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Grievances. 
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Your  committee,  unite  with  the  Grand  Master  iA  the  well-merited  eulogy  paid  to 
Bro.  John  Bankson  Hewson,  Past  Junior  Grana  harden,  and  to  Bro.  SAufoEL 
Gbaves,  Grand  Bible  Bearer  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  Especially  do  they  concur  in  the 
expressions  of  affectionate  esteem  in  which  the  decease  of  our  venerable  Grand  Bible 
Bearer  is  announced,  and  commend  the  characteristics  so  prominent  in  the  life  of 
that  honored  brother  and  officer,  as  worthy  of  imitation  by  us  all.  His  was  a  life- 
long devotion  to  the  principles  and  interests  of  Masonry  ;  and,  that  this  Grand  Lodge 
may  give  fuller  expression  to  its  sorrow,  and  tender  its  sympathy  to  the  families  of 
our  deceased  brethren,  it  is  recommended  that  so  much  of  the  message  as  relates  to 
our  honored  dead,  be  referred  to  a  special  committee. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  would  recommend  the  excellent  message  of  our 
Grand  Master  to  the  careful  perusal  of  every  Mason.  Great  good  will  result  there- 
from. It  will  give  greater  knowledge  of  the  laws  and  customs  of  the  jurisdiction, 
and  serve  materially  to  lighten  the  very  onerous  duties  which  of  necessity  devolve 
upon  your  chief  officer. 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  twenty-fifth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Grand  Secretary,  respectfully  submit  the  following  :— 

"  Paint  me  as  I  am.  If  you  leave  out  a  wrinkle  or  a  scar,  I  will  not  pay  you  a 
shilling,"— was  the  language  of  the  renowned  Cromwell  to  the  artist  when  sitting 
for  his  portrait.  "  The  great  Protector  did  not  wish  all  that  was  characteristic  in  his 
countenance  to  be  lost.7'  "  He  was  content  that  his  face  should  go  forth  marked  with 
all  the  blemishes  which  had  been  put  on  it  by  time,  by  war,  by  sleepless  nights,  by 
anxiety  ;  but  with  valor,  policy,  authority,  and  public'care  written  in  all  its  princely 
lines."  It  is  thus  that  your  committee  proposes  to  paint  the  official  portrait  of  your 
Grand  Secretary  during  the  quarter  of  a  century  in  which  he  has  served  this  Grand 
Body.  But  instead  of  "  scars  and  wrinkles,"  they  will  present  a  partial  review  of  his 
labors  for  the  Grand  Lodge,  wherein  have  been  expended  "  sleepless  nights,  anxiety, 
public  care,  policy,  and  valor  "  so  great  that,  if  not  written  in  "  princely  lines  "  upon 
his  face,  have  nevertheless  impaired  a  vigorous  manhood  and  produced  a  record  of 
labors  seldom  equaled  and  perhaps  never  excelled  — a  lifetime,  as  it  were,  iu  the 
service  of  the  Grand  Lodge  —  a  brief  resume  of  which  is  here  presented  : — 

In  May,  1855,when  our  Grand  Secretary  first  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties 
of  that  office,  there  were  upon  the  roll  of  the  Grand  Lodge  seventy-eight  subordinate 
Lodges,  with  an  aggregate  membership  of  two  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty-one. 
To-day,  there  are  borne  upon  our  roll  two  hundred  and  thirteen  existing  Lodges, 
with  an  estimated  membership  of  twelve  thousand  four  hundred.  During  the  period, 
one  hundred  and  eighty-three  Lodges  have  been  instituted— the  last  chartered  one 
being  numbered  two  hundred  and  fifty-seven,  with  four  under  dispensation.  The 
Constitution  of  our  Grand  Lodge— the  most  perfect  in  all  its  provisions  that  it  has  ever 
been  the  privilege  of  your  committee  to  examine— is  the  result  solely  of  his  labor  and 
research,  and  was  prepared  and  submitted  in  1857  and  adopted  in  1859.  The  Funeral 
Service  of  our  jurisdiction,  which,  for  its  elegance  of  diction  and  for  the  affecting  and 
impressive  solemnity  which  characterizes  its  every  sentence,  could  hardly  be  sur- 
passed, was  principally  the  work  of  his  hand.  The  forms  for  dispensations,  charters, 
diplomas,  commissions,  and  all  the  blanks  and  formulas  used  by  the  Grand  Lodge, 
together  with  all  the  blanks,  books,  forms  for  records,  and  for  proceedings  at  trials, 
which  make  the  work  of  Secretaries  of  subordinate  Lodges  so  easy,  so  free  from  mis- 
take, and  so  greatly  labor-saving,  are  also  a  part  of  his  labors  for  the  good  of  Masonry 
in  this  jurisdiction.  Our  proceedings— the  result  of  his  careful  supervision  and 
thorough  scholarship— have  given  us  a  credit  and  standing  abroad  which  is  second 
to  none  among  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  world.  In  fact,  the  history  of  our  Grand 
Lodge  during  the  twenty-five  years  past  has  been  his  history,  and  it  is  not  too  much 
to  say  that  it  is  a  retrospect  of  which  every  California  Mason  may  well  be  proud. 
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The  library  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  1855,  consisted  of  only  about  thirty  bound 
volumes,  and  a  few  scattering  annuals  of  Grand  Bodies.  To-day  there  are  upon  its 
shelves  over  twelve  hundred  bound  volumes,  averaging  five  hundred  pages  each,  and 
a  large  number  of  additional  volumes  to  be  bound  so  soon  as  some  few  missing 
pamphlets  can  be  procured.  Comparatively  speaking,  with  no  library  then,  we  now 
have  a  greater  number  of  purely  Masonic  books  and  complete  sets  of  proceedings  of 
other  jurisdictions  of  all  the  different  Masonic  Grand  Bodies  "than  has  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  any  other  State  or  country."  To  accomplish  this,  as  stated  one  year  ago, 
"many  years  of  time,  involving  ceaseless  and  watchful  care  and  labor,"  and  the 
writing  of  some  thousands  of  letters,  have  been  necessary.  And  all  this  has  been 
a  voluntary  addition  to  the  strict  duties  of  his  office.  How  great  the  zeal,  and  how 
great  the  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  Grand  Lodge  has  thus  been  manifested ! 
And  while  the  library  itself  will  remain  a  monument  of  him  more  grand  than  marble 
or  bronze,  and  of  which  he  may  be  more  justly  proud,  a  special  recognition  of 
services  so  great  is  certainly  due  by  this  Grand  Body.  Your  committee,  therefore, 
believing  that  the  twenty-five  years  of  faithful  devotion  thus  faintly  outlined  is 
worthy  of  something  more  substantial  than  mere  words,  and  that  the  members  of 
this  Grand  Lodge  are  not  only  willing,  but  anxious,  to  evince  their  approval  in  a 
manner  alike  creditable  and  lasting,  submit  the  following  resolution  and  recom- 
mend its  adoption : — 

Resolved,  That  a  special  committee  be  appointed  to  devise  and  procure  a  suitable 
testimonial  to  be  presented  to  our  honored  Grand  Secretary,  in  recognition  of  his 
valuable  services  in  behalf  of  this  Grand  Lodge  and  of  Masonry  in  general  during 
the  past  twenty-five  years ;  and  that  they  be  further  authorized  to  procure  his  por- 
trait for  the  gallery  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Of  the  body  of  the  report  of  our  Grand  Secretary,  your  committee  feel  that  they 
cannot  express  their  appreciation  of  its  merits  in  more  fitting  terms  than  was  used 
by  a  like  committee  one  year  ago  ;  that  "  the  whole  is  so  skillfully  classified,  and  the 
accompanying  papers  so  carefully  arranged,  that  the  various  committees  will  find 
their  duties  materially  lessened  and  their  labors  made  easy  and  pleasant." 

Your  committee  agree  with  the  Grand  Secretary  that  it  is  quite  time  that  the 
neglect  of  Secretaries  of  subordinate  Lodges  to  send  in  "  their  respective  certificates 
of  election  and  installation,"  as  by  law  required,  should  be  remedied ;  and  they  are 
glad  that  the  Lodges  thus  delinquent  have  been  reported  for  such  action  as  may  be 
deemed  expedient,  in  order  that  future  promptitude  may  be  secured.  The  Lodges  in 
question  doubtless  think  the  matter  of  trifling  importance ;  but  the  duties  of  the  Grand 
Secretary  are  not  only  interrupted  thereby,  but  the  members  of  the  subordinates 
themselves  are  deprived  of  information  which  is  essential  to  the  successful  working 
of  their  own  bodies.  If  a  Lodge  is  without  the  proceedings  and  legislation  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  for  any  time  beyond  that  which  is  necessary  for  their  distribution,  such 
Lodge  meanwhile  is  but  groping  in  the  dark,  and  confusion  and  error  are  the  conse- 
quence. Your  committee  therefore  recommend  that  so  much  of  the  report  as  relates 
to  the  failure  of  Lodges  to  transmit  certificates  of  election  and  installation  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Keturns. 

Your  committee  further  recommend  that  the  appointments  by  the  Grand  Master 
of  Eepresentatives  of  this  Grand  Lodge  near  the  Grand  Lodges  mentioned  in  the 
report  be  approved,  and  that  the  Eepresentatives,  named  in  the  report  as  having  been 
appointed  from  other  Grand  Bodies  near  our  Grand  Lodge,  be  received  and  duly 
accredited : 

That  so  much  of  the  report  as  relates  to  the  appointment  of  special  deputies  to 
constitute  the  several  Lodges  to  which  charters  were  granted  at  the  last  Annual  Com- 
munication, and  to  the  issue  of  dispensations  to  form  new  Lodges  during  the  year, 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Charters  : 

That  so  much  thereof  as  relates  to  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  by-laws  of 
Lodges  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  By-Laws :

That  so  much  thereof  as  relates  to  the  references  made  at  the  Annual  Communi- 
cation of  1878,  numbered  from  1  to  23,  inclusive  —  to  the  references  made  in 
1879,  numbered  from  1  to  17,  inclusive  — to  the  papers  received  since  the  last 
Annual  Communication  and  numbered  from  1  to  12,  inclusive  —  to  the  commu- 
nication from  Lexington  Lodge,  No.  104,  relative  to  its  disincorporation  —  to  the 
removal  of  St.  Louis  Lodge,  No.  86  —  to  the  communication  from  the  Master  of 
Sincerity  Lodge,  No.  132,  relative  to  one  of  its  members— to  the  memorial  of  Parfaite 
Union  Lodge,  No.  17,  concerning  the  Grand  Orient  of  France— and  to  the  special 
dispensations  to  authorize  the  election  of  officers  at  times  other  than  is  provided  in 
the  Constitution— be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  :

Grand  Lodge— be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finances.

The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  on  at  one  o'clock,  the  Grand  Master 
presiding. 

Past  Grand  Master  John  A.  Tutt  presented  a  memorial  from  Land- 
mark Lodge,  No.  253,  setting  forth  that  the  hall  of  that  Lodge,  with 
all  its  property  therein,  had  recently  been  destroyed  by  fire,  and  ask- 
ing that  the  dues  which  had  been  paid  for  the  present  year  be  refunded 
and  that  a  new  charter  be  issued  thereto  ;  which  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Finances. 
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The  hour  for  the  special  order  having  arrived,  the  Grand  Orator, 
Bro.  Edgab  F.  Pbeston,  delivered  the  Annual  Oration  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  as  follows  : — 

Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  and 

Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge  :— 

It  has  fallen  to  my  good  fortune  to  address  you,  as  Orator  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
at  this  our  Annual  Communication,  and  certainly  no  theme  was  ever  given  upon 
which  learning  and  eloquence  could  be  more  worthily  bestowed,  nor  which  appeals 
more  forcibly  to  all  that  is  noble,  that  is  good,  and  that  is  pure  in  our  natures. 
Coming  to  us  from  the  dark  ages  of  antiquity,  wrapped  in  the  mantle  of  Faith,  Hope, 
and  Charity,  Masonry  has  so  instilled  its  life-giving  principles  into  the  hearts  of  its 
followers  that  Time,  which  is  said  to  conquer  all  things,  has  left  no  traces  upon  her 
fair  brow.  Founded  upon  principles  and  truths  as  enduring  as  the  rock-ribbed  hills, 
fed  and  nourished  by  the  nature  of  mankind,  she  is  as  .fresh,  as  enchanting,  and  as 
vigorous  to-day  as  in  the  olden  time  when  the  cedars  were  hewn  on  Lebanon  and  the 
stones  quarried  in  the  hills  of  Jerusalem,  and  she  united  into  one  band  of  brothers 
the  craftsmen  who  wrought  with  such  cunning  at  the  building  of  King  Solomon's 
Temple. 

Dynasties  have  risen  and  fallen.  The  great,  the  good,  the  illustrious  of  earth 
have  lived  and  died.  From  the  few  sparsely  populated  countries  of  Europe,  man 
has  extended  his  domain  over  the  entire  world,  annihilating  space  with  iron  and 
electric  bands,  and  yet,  throughout  the  universe,  the  all-beholding  sun  is  witness  of 
the  life,  the  strength,  the  power,  aye,  the  immortality  of  Freemasonry.  It  stands 
forth  to-day  as  bright  and  glorious  as  though  it  carried  not  the  age  of  centuries  upon 
it;  and  it  is  well  for  us,  my  brethren,  to  pause  awhile  in  the  struggle  of  life  and  to 
reflect  upon  these  truths ;  to  ponder  and  ask  ourselves  the  reason  ;  to  fathom  our 
minds  and  find  why  it  is  that  Masonry  has  existed  so  long  as  one  of  the  principal 
institutions  of  the  human  family ;  and  if,  in  answering  ourselves,  we  discover  that  it 
is  because  she  carries  within  herself  the  germs  of  immortality,  that  her  maxims  and 
truisms  are  but  the  repetition  of  the  utterances  of  divinity  itself,  and  that  to  the 
weakness  and  frailty,  as  well  as  to  the  perfection,  of  man  is  to  be  attributed  that 
which  sustains  and  supports  her ;  if,  in  fact,  we  find  our  beloved  institution  resting 
upon  human  nature  itself,  rendered  necessary  to  us  for  the  reason  that  we  are  only 
weak,  struggling  men,  we  not  only  are  better  fitted  to  understand  why  it  is  that 
Masonry  has  endured  so  long,  but  we  will  again  turn  to  her  and,  with  our  enlarged 
understanding,  love  her  the  more  dearly  and  follow  her  the  more  devotedly. 

It  has  been  said,  and  well  said,  in  words  far  more  eloquent  than  I  can  hope  to 
utter,  that  "Freemasonry  is  an  inexhaustible  mine  of  wealth  to  the  mind  and  to  the 
heart.  No  single  vision  may  scan  the  whole  of  its  glories.  No  one  cunning  crafts- 
man has  explored  the  extent  of  its  quarries,  for  they  are  as  unbounded  as  the  uni- 
verse. No  single  mind  may  grasp  its  mysteries  in  their  entirety.  One  sees  a  pris- 
matic fragment  of  its  beauty ;  another  appreciates  a  separate  portion  of  its  strength ; 
another  fathoms,  here  and  there,  little  by  little,  detached  parts  of  its  ineffable 
wisdom  :  but  not  until  this  mortal  shall  have  put  on  immortality,  not  until  he  shall 
have  entered  that  Celestial  Lodge  where  the  Supreme  Grand  Master  of  the  Universe 
forever  presides,  shall  one  soul  measure  all  its  wisdom,  strength,  and  beauty." 

It  is  not  until  we  study  the  foundation  upon  which  the  superstructure  of  Free- 
masonry is  erected  that  we  can  appreciate  the  truth  and  force  of  these  words,  and  it 
is  my  purpose  to  present  to  you,  briefly,  as  the  occasion  demands,  a  few  remarks 
upon  the  application  of  the  Order  to  the  most  ordinary  promptings  of  our  nature. 

With  the  history  of  Freemasonry  you  are  all  more  or  less  familiar.  The  connec- 
tion of  the  Craft  with  architecture  has  often  been  expatiated  upon  before  you.  but 
if  you  will  go  with  me  into  the  human  heart,  observe  its  throbbings,  its  pulsations, 
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its  hopes  and  fears,  its  virtues  and  its  vices,  its  strength  and  its  weakness,  we  may 
glean  much  that  will  enlighten  us  upon  the  true  vital  principles  of  Freemasonry. 
Above  the  little  village  of  Bethlehem  arose  that  bright  star  which  has  ever  since 
continued  to  reflect  its  effulgent  beams  over  the  entire  civilized  world.  The  wise 
men  who,  with  anxious  gaze,  were  scanning  the  heavens,  followed  its  beckoning 
finger,  until  in  the  lowly  manger  was  revealed  to  their  worshiping  sight  the  Divinity 
who ,  for  love  of  man,  sacrificed  himself  upon  the  cross.  The  Son  of  God  was  brought 
before  the  world  and  the  religion  of  Christ,  with  all  its  infinite  wisdom  and  mercy, 
was  given  to  us.  The  dying  sinner,  upon  the  bed  of  death,  turns  his  rapturous  gaze 
towards  the  portals  of  the  heaven  which  he  has  thus  been  permitted  to  enter,  and, 
with  exultant  thoughts  of  the  world  to  come,  cheerfully  resigns  himself  to  pass  the 
black  river.  Eternity  robbed  of  its  terrors,  the  sunlight  of  God  glancing  across  the 
tomb,  and  the  soul  of  man,  immortal  as  the  God  who  gave  it,  permitted  to  return  to 
its  Maker,  are  but  some  of  the  results  of  faith.  Strip  us  of  that  immortal  boon,  rob 
us  of  the  power  to  believe,  and  our  intellect  becomes  but  the  miserable  remnant  of 
what  might  have  been  a  glorious  mind.  With  it,  we  are  men;  without  it,  we  are 
nothing.  With  it,  as  one  of  our  attributes,  we  may  kneel  as  devotees  at  the  shrine 
of  Freemasonry ;  without  it,  the  mysteries  of  our  Order  must  forever  remain  as  a 
sealed  book. 

Faith,  then,  as  one  of  the  cardinal  tenets  of  our  Order,  pimply  expresses  one 
attribute  of  the  mind  which  we,  as  Freemasons,  but  share  in  common  with  the  entire 
human  family,  and  to  which  the  world  owes  nearly  all  that  is  sacred  and  divine. 

Unto  nearly  all  lives  there  comes  a  day  of  darkness,  when  the  light  seems  to  fade 
from  the  face  of  the  earth,  and  the  voice  of  gladness  makes  unto  us  strange  discord. 
Misfortune  in  its  thousand  forms  never  ceases  to  pursue,  and  with  unwearied  pinion 
hovers  over  us  from  the  cradle  to  the  grave.  When  reverses  come  and  their  shadow 
falls  upon  the  soul,  chilling  with  its  gloom  the  flow  of  joy  and  mirth  and  happiness, 
Hope,  one  of  God's  best  gifts  to  man,  extends  her  shining  wings,  flies  to  his  aid,  and 
from  the  vortex  of  despair  will  place  the  wearied  and  despondent  mortal  where  he 
may  bask  in  her  bright  rays,  and  fill  his  soul  with  grateful  praise  and  love. 

It  did  not  need  the  divine  command,  "  Hope  to  the  end,"  to  cause  us  to  love  the 
gentle  goddess,  for,  like  the  mother's  love  for  her  offspring,  it  permeates  every 
fibre  of  our  being,  and  every  thought  and  aspiration,  '•  every  gift  of  noble  origin,  is 
breathed  upon  by  Hope."  It  is  not  strange,  then,  that  Masonry,  whose  cardinal 
tenets  are  interwoven  with  every  one  of  our  heartstrings,  should  have  chosen  this  as 
one  of  the  foundation  stones  upon  which  to  rest  its  superstructure,  and  that  during 
the  lapse  of  ages  it  still  stands  firm  and  unyielding.  Faith  may  be  lost  in  sight,  but 
Hope,  to  every  mortal  dear,  remains  with  us  to  the  end. 

Each  individual,  whatever  be  his  rank,  his  talents,  or  his  wealth,  considered  as  an 
isolated  being,  is  weak  and  helpless.  To  the  good  offices  of  his  fellow-man  he  is  more 
or  less  obligated  at  all  times  for  the  helping  hand,  the  sympathetic  voice,  the  friendly 
counsel,  and  that  kind  and  considerate  judgment  of  his  motives  and  actions  which 
we  all  so  much  desire.  To  err  is  human ;  to  be  perfect  is  only  an  attribute  of 
divinity.  The  passions,  the  prejudices,  the  weaknesses  of  the  heart  we  all  know,  and 
so  do  we  all  know  our  dependence  upon  our  fellow-man.  Truly,  then,  do  we  say — 
11  But  the  greatest  of  these  is  charity."  Nothing  is  nearer  God,  for  it  is  divinity 
itself.  It  extends  to  all  countries  and  to  all  climes.  The  bronzed  Arab  upon  the 
burning  desert,  the  wild  Tartar  upon  his  native  steppes,  the  cultured  child  of  civil- 
ization, all  recognize  its  existence  and  its  worth,  and  render  unto  it  the  same  homage. 

"In  faith  and  hope  the  world  will  disagree, 
But  all  mankind's  concern  is  charity." 

At  the  very  portal  of  our  institution  we  meet  with  "  Faith,  Hope  and  Charity,  best 
boons  to  mortals  given  "—not  exclusive  to  us  as  Masons,  but  shared  by  us  in  common 
with  all  our  fellow-men  as  the  best,  dearest  and  brightest  virtues  we  can  e^'vcise  or 
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enjoy.  They  are  as  obligatory  upon  us  to-day  as  they  were  upon  the  ancient  crafts- 
men who.-e  skilled  hands  labored  under  the  supervision  of  the  great  architect  of  the 
Temple,  not  because  inculcated  by  Free  Masonry  alone,  but  because  both  by  the  law 
of  God  and  the  universal  law  of  man  they  form  the  duty  of  every  one  within  or 
without  the  Order. 

Brothekly  Love,  Relief  and  Truth.  Another  world  of  truisms,  another  field 
which  we  but  share  as  tenants  in  common.  Nothing  peculiar  to  Masons,  but  a  broad 
plane  upon  which  the  whole  human  family  stands  upon  a  footing  of  equality.  By 
brotherly  love  we  are  taught,  not  simply  to  cherish  a  kindly  feeling,  but,  in  its  more 
enlarged  sense,  it  prompts  to  those  many  actions  which  one  may  do  for  another. 
And  here,  again,  we  see  that  it  is  to  the  imperfections  in  human  nature  that  we  owe 
our  existence  as  an  Order  as  well  as  to  the  virtues  we  may  exercise  ;  for,  were  we  all 
perfect,  the  necessity  for  mutual  self-reliance  would  be  greatly  diminished.  Every 
day,  from  within  the  circle  that  falls  under  your  observation,  you  see  men  whose  feet 
have  grown  weary  and  who  have  fallen  by  the  wayside.  It  is  not  necessary  that 
want  should  be  staring  them  in  the  face.  The  fall  may  be  in  their  moral  nature. 
They  may  have  strayed  from  the  path  of  rectitude,  unmindful  of  the  teaching  of  our 
symbol,  the  plumb,  which  admonishes  us  to  walk  uprightly  before  God  and  man. 
A  word  of  warning,  a  little  good  advice  administered  in  a  friendly  way,  so  as  not  to 
be  offensive,  may  give-  fresl}  courage  to  take  up  life's  burdens,  to  once  more  stand 
erect  before  God  and  man,  to  perform  some  disagreeable  duty,  to  be  a  man  amongst 
men.  Surely  this  is  noble,  it  is  like  the  quality  of  mercy  that  "  blesseth  him  that 
gives  and  him  that  takes."  To  do  such  actions,  to  feel  that  some  poor  struggling 
mortal  has  been  assisted  along  his  rugged  road,  and  to  know  that  in  so  doing  you 
are  only  following  the  precepts  of  Freemasonry,  is  again  to  acknowledge  that  you  but 
regard  the  Order  as  the  exponent  of  all  that  is  great  and  good  in  mankind. 

Relief.  Suffering,  destitution,  want,  helpless  widows,  and  fatherless  orphans  can 
well  awake  compassion  within  the  breast  of  every  one  within  whom  beats  a  heart  that 
can  throb  responsive  to  human  agony.  And  once  more,  until  it  sounds  like  useless 
repetition,  are  you  brought  face  to  face  with  the  great  fact  that  it  is  not  peculiar  to 
Masonry  to  consider  again  the  utter  weakness  and  unreliability  of  human  affairs— to 
realize  that  human  foresight  and  sagacity  are  daily  set  at  naught  by  the  remorseless 
decrees  of  Fate.  When  misfortune  has  come  unto  the  strong  man,  striking  dismay 
and  cowardice  into  the  brave  heart  that  has  with  fearless  front  so  long  withstood  the 
brunt  of  life's  battle,  to  hold  out  the  helping  hand  of  relief,  to  give  some  shelter 
from  the  storm,  to  smooth  away  the  difficulties  and  enable  him  once  more,  with 
increased  energy  and  strength,  to  renew  the  conflict,  is  a  privilege  that  any  true  man 
would  prize.  The  reward  of  having  done  so  would  be  that  his  soul  would  be  filled 
with  the  sweet  music  of  gratitude  and  that  consciousness  of  well  doing  with  which 
God  requites  every  good  action.  But  if  all  this  be  so,  how  much  more  forcibly  does 
it  appeal  to  you,  after  the  husband  and  father  has  been  stricken  down,  when  the 
long  sickness  comes,  the  hour  of  agony,  the  funeral  pall,  and  then  the  agonized 
mother  and  weeping  children,  with  grim  want  stalking  like  a  spectre  through  the 
desolate  home.  Surely  it  does  not  need  Masonry  to  direct  the  promptings  of  your 
heart  in  a  case  like  this.  Is  there  one  among  you  who  would  think  it  necessary  to  do 
all  in  your  power  to  relieve  the  unfortunate,  simply  because,  in  so  doing,  you  were 
obeying  the  behests  of  Masonry?  Your  minds  will  answer  me  before  I  could  frame 
my  lips  to  say  the  word.  Oh,  my  brethren,  there  is  a  world  of  beauty,  a  world  of 
wisdom,  and  a  world  of  strength  in  the  teachings  of  our  beloved  Order,  elevating, 
ennobling  all  who  will  study  and  comprehend  them. 

But  one  more,  and  we  have  traversed  the  circle.  Truth.  It  needs  no  demonstra- 
tion from  me,  no  words  of  argument  or  reason  from  any  one  to  convince  you  that  in 
that  one  word  is  comprised  a  crystalization  of  all  the  rest.  Strip  this  world  of  false- 
hood, and  fraud,  deception,  and  slander  would  be  unknown.    If  men  would  only 
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deal  truthfully  with  each  other  but  little  injustice  would  be  done,  and  there  would  be 
much  less  need  of  the  exercise  of  the  other  virtnies.  I  do  not  look  at  it  only  as  a  divine 
command.  Leave  that,  if  you  wish,  out  of  the  consideration,  and  think  only  of  its 
practical  effect  upon  common  every  day  affairs,  and  of  what  would  be  the  result  upon 
our  lives  if  the  observance  of  this  virtue  was  universal.  Is  it  any  wonder  then  that, 
as  Masons,  we  are  taught  to  be  truthful,  and  that  it  is  one  of  the  cardinal  precepts  of 
an  Order  which  is  founded  upon  the  needs  of  humanity.  So  might  we  examine 
every  tenet.  So  may  we  scan  its  every  teaching.  To  be  men  in  the  highest  and  best 
sense  of  the  term,  to  live,  act,  and  die  as  such,  is  really  all  the  obligation  we  assume 
as  Freemasons.  It  matters  not  that  we  are  taught  to  do  so  in  a  higher  degree  towards 
our  brethren— that  we  are  to  a  certain  extent  exclusive.  It  is  that  which  makes  us  a 
society  ;  it  is  only  in  that  regard  that  we  differ  from  the  rest  of  the  world ;  and  it  is 
for  the  reason  that  because  we  are  bound  together  by  the  mystic  tie  that,  as  a  society, 
we  pledge  ourselves  to  be  to  each  other  what  all  men  really  should  be. 

I  have  traversed  this  ground  to  endeavor  to  inculcate  a  lesson,  valuable  not  only 
for  the  great  living  truths  that  it  comprises,  but,  as  I  said  in  my  opening,  that  you 
may  look  with  enlarged  understanding  upon  our  beloved  institution,  and,  with 
increased  knowledge  to  comprehend  its  teachings,  prize  it  the  more  dearly  and 
cherish  it  the  more  tenderly ;  that  you  may  know  why  it  is  universal  and  extends 
its  broad  arms  over  the  entire  world,  folding  in  its  fond  embrace  men  of  every 
nation,  sect,  and  clime— why  it  has  penetrated  into  the  wilderness  and  found  its 
lodgment  within  the  heart  of  the  barbarous,  the  semi-civilized,  and  the  civilized — 
why  it  has  survived  the  shocks  of  time  and  come  to  us,  not  covered  with  the  load 
of  centuries,  decrepit,  tottering,  and  near  unto  its  end,  but  bright  and  beautiful  and 
cheerful,  as  dear  to  man  to-day  as  ever,  and  enthroned  in  the  minds  of  its  votaries 
secure  in  an  undying  love. 

The  word,  the  grip,  the  sign,  the  lambskin,  the  ceremonial,  are  but  the  outward 
forms  which,  as  a  society,  we  assume  toward  the  world;  not  towards  our  brethren, 
but  as  a  shield  and  protection  against  cowans  and  eavesdroppers.  Do  we  not  some- 
times grasp  the  shadow  for  the  substance  ?  Do  we  not  frequently  neglect  the  spirit 
of  Masonry  for  the  form  ?  I  fear  so.  Many  brethren  pay  too  much  attention  to  the 
merely  mechanical,  when  they  should  consider  that  the  purity  of  the  lambskin  is  but 
emblematical,  and  that  every  symbol  is  but  used  to  impress  upon  the  mind  wise  and 
serious  truths.  For  this  reason  have  I  taken  you  with  me  to  an  illustration  of  the 
principal  tenets  of  our  Order,  to  show  you,  from  a  purely  philosophical  standpoint, 
unaided  by  history  or  learning  of  any  kind,  the  foundation  stones,  that  you  may 
better  appreciate  the  superstructure.  I  have  endeavored  to  give  you  the  keystone 
of  the  arch  which  sustains  that  store-house  of  tradition,  of  history,  of  learning,  and 
of  virtue,  that  is  known  in  the  world  as  Freemasonry.  Let  us  hope,  that  for  all  time 
to  come,  so  long  as  earth  knows  man,  that,  as  in  ages  past,  Masonry  may  remain 
enshrined  in  the  human  heart,  filling  it  with  the  glory  of  peace,  good  will,  and  love 
unto  all  mankind. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Thomas  H.  B.  Andekson,  it  was  ordered  that 
the  thanks  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  tendered  to  the  Grand  Orator  for 
the  very  interesting  address  just  delivered,  and  that  he  be  requested 
to  furnish  a  copy  thereof  for  publication  with  the  transactions  of  this 
Communication. 

The  Grand  Secretary,  on  behalf  of  the  six  elective  Grand  Officers 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  whom  had  been  assigned  the  duty  of  devising 
and  procuring  a  suitable  testimonial  for  presentation  to  Past  Grand 
Master  John  M.  Browne,  presented  the  following  report : — 
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To  the  31.'.  W.'.  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

At  the  last  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  the  following  resolutions 
were  unanimously  adopted  :  — 

Resolved,  That  our  retiring  Grand  Master,  Bro.  John  Mills  Browne,  must  not 
be  permitted  to  leave  the  chair  which,  during  four  years  past,  he  has  so  ably  and 
gracefully  occupied,  without  an  acknowledgment  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
it*  hearty  commendation  of  the  manner  in  which  the  duties  of  its  occupant  have  been 
fulfilled,  and  an  earnest  recognition  thereby  of  the  learning,  diligence,  and  ability, 
the  promptness  and  impartiality,  the  knowledge  of  our  laws  and  their  ready  apnlica- 
lion  to  all  cases  presented  to  him,  the  zeal  manifested  by  his  visitations  of  all  the 
Lodges  of  our  jurisdiction  during  his  term  of  office,  the  urbanity  and  dignity  which 
have  ever  been  exhibited  in  the  Grand  Lodge  and  in  his  intercourse  with  the  brethren, 
and  the  true  Masonic  feeling  and  spirit  with  which  his  administration  has  constantly 
been  illustrated  and  adorned. 

Resolved,  That  our  retiring  Grand  Master  be  requested  to  sit  for  his  portrait,  and 
that,  when  it  be  done,  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  have  it  suitably  framed 
and  placed,  with  the  other  portraits  of  the  Grand  Masters,  in  the  portrait  gallery  of 
the  Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved,  That  the  elective  Grand  Officers  be  appointed  a  committee  with  power 
to  devise  and  procure  a  suitable  testimonial  expressive  of  our  appreciation  of  the 
eminent  services  of  our  esteemed  and  beloved  brother,  Past  Grand  Master  John  M. 
Browne,  to  be  presented  to  him  at  the  next  Annual  Communication. 

The  Grand  Lodge  is  aware  that  the  second  of  the  foregoing  resolutions  has  been 
carried  into  effect,  as  the  portrait  of  Past  Grand  Master  Browne  already  occupies  its 
proper  place  in  the  gallery  of  the  Grand  Lodge ;  and  now,  on  behalf  and  by  direction 
of  the  elective  Grand  Officers,  the  undersigned  reports  that  the  mandate  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  contained  in  the  third  resolution  has  been  carried  into  effect  by  "devising 
and  procuring  "  a  massive  breakfast  service  of  silver,  similar  to  that  presented  to 
Past  Grand  Master  Leonidas  E.  Pratt  six  years  ago,  It  consists  of  seven  pieces,  on 
the  principal  of  which — the  salver — has  been  engraved  the  following  : — 

11  To  the  A£.\  W.\  John  Mills  Browne,  Past  Grand  Master,  this,  with  six  accom- 
panying pieces  of  silver,  was  presented  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  of  the  State 
of  California,  at  its  Annual  Communication  in  October,  A.  L.  5880,  in  grateful  recol- 
lection of  four  years  of  zealous,  honorable,  and  most  useful  service  as  its  Grand 
Master,  from  October,  A.  L.  5875,  to  October,  A.  L.  5879." 

Upon  the  large  urn  is  inscribed— "  To  the  M.\  W.\  John  Mills  Browne,  Past 
Grand  Master,  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California"  ;  and  the  five  other  pieces  are 
marked  "  J.  M.  Browne,  P.  G.  M.,  from  G.  L.  of  Cal." 

The  service  has  been  placed  in  a  handsome  black  walnut  case,  lined  and  trimmed 
in  a  manner  befitting  its  beauty  and  our  sense  of  the  deserts  of  its  recipient;  and  it 
is  hoped  that  it  will  be  found  acceptable  both  by  the  Grand  Lodge  and  by  the  well- 
beloved  brother  whom  it  has  desired  to  honor.

The  Grand  Stewards  then  bore  into  the  hall  the  massive  case  con- 
taining the  testimonial,  and  placed  it  upon  a  table  in  front  of  the 
pedestal;  when  the  Grand  Master,  having  descended  from  the  Chair, 
opened  it  and  displayed  its  contents,  and  addressed  the  Grand  Lodge 
as  follows  : — * 

Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge: — 

It  is  my  pleasant  duty,  for  you  and  in  your  behalf,  to  present  this  service  of  silver 
to  the  M.\  W.\  John  Mills  Browne,  Past  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  the  State  of 
California.  It  is  a  cause  of  deep  regret  to  myself  and  to  us  all  that  he  is  absent  from  us  on

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this  interesting  occasion,  but  it  will  be  a  happy  reflection  for  him,  as  it  is  for  us,  that 
no  distance  can  separate  him  from  the  regard  and  affection  of  those  with  whom  he  has 
so  long  been  associated  in  our  noble  work.  His  absence,  however,  cannot  deter  us 
from  this  grateful  ceremony,  as  Past  Graud  Master  Leonidas  E.  Pratt  has  been  dele- 
gated as  his  worthy  representative  to  receive  this  testimonial  at  our  hands,  and  to 
him  I  now  entrust  it. 

•  It  expresses  our  high  appreciation  of  the  untiring  zeal  displayed  by  the  brother 
to  whom  it  is  presented,  in  visiting,  during  his  period  of  office,  all  the  Lodges  of  our 
jurisdiction,  and  in  affording  them  the  benefit  of  his  fostering  care  ;  of  the  learning 
and  ability  with  which  he  decided  all  questions  submitted  to  him  in  the  course  of  his 
administration;  of  the  grace,  dignity,  and  impartial  justice  with  which  he  presided 
over  our  deliberations;  and  of  his  earnest  devotion  to  Masonic  law  and  principles. 
And  more  than  this,  mute  though  it  be,  it  bears  to  him  a  message  of  esteem  and  love 
which  he  will  not  fail  to  understand  and  remember. 

As  we  look  upon  this  shining  silver  and  observe  the  forms  of  usefulness  and 
beauty  into  which  it  has  been  wrought  by  the  skilled  hand  of  a  cunning  craftsman, 
and  consider  its  durability,  we  behold  an  emblem  of  the  purity  of  character  and  of 
the  good  deeds  with  which  the  past  life  of  our  brother  has  been  illustrated,  and  we 
wish,  from  the  depths  of  our  hearts,  that  length  of  da}'s  as  bright  may  be  his,  without 
any  shadow  of  misfortune  to  impair  his  usefulness  or  mar  his  happiness. 

Take,  then,  to  our  distinguished,  honored,  and  beloved  brother  this  tribute  of  our 
admiration  and  affection. 

To  which  Past  Grand  Master  Pratt,  on  behalf  of  Past  Grand 
Master  Browne,  responded  as  follows  : — 
Most  Worshipful  Gkand  Master  and 

Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge  :— 

It  is  a  difficult  and  delicate  task  for  one  person  to  undertake  to  represent  another 
in  the  speculative  field  of  sentiment,  or  of  moral,  social,  and  fraternal  relations  ;  for 
then  he  must  deal  with  ideal  elements  alone.  The  deep  springs  of  the  human  heart 
are  so  subtle  and  so  concealed,  the  secret  keys  which  may  touch  its  tender  chords 
and  unloose  its  treasured  melodies  are  so  varied,  so  delicate,  and  so  intangible,  that 
it  requires  the  touch  of  inspiration  or  the  wand  of  a  magician  to  break  the  fetters  and 
let  the  imprisoned  glories  forth.  It  was  at  the  touch  of  the  inspired  prophet  only 
that  the  refreshing  waters  gushed  from  the  smitten  rock. 

Who,  indeed,  shall  attempt  to  express  the  emotions  of  another's  heart?  Who  can 
explore  its  mysterious  labyrinths  and  unfold  its  secret  thought  and  impulse?  Who 
can  tell  which  delicate  chord  will  be  rudely  broken  and  which  will  not  be  reached — 
which  will  respond  in  storms  and  which  in  heavenly  harmony? 

Did  I  speak  for  myself  it  would  be  an  easy  task  indeed.  I  should  simply  cast  all 
shackles  off,  and,  giving  free  flight  to  every  thought  and  impulse,  march  straight  on 
to  the  simple  declaration  of  whatever  I  might  chance  to  think  or  feel.  But,  in  this 
representative  capacity,  I  must  hold  myself  within  the  limits  which  another  would 
not  transcend  if  he  were  here.  I  must  not  compromise  his  dignity  or  his  pride.  I 
must  display  no  tenderness  which  he  might  deem  unworthy  of  his  own  well-balanced 
manhood.  I  must  give  utterance  to  no  feeling  or  emotion  which  would  be  pro- 
nounced a  weakness  when  tried  before  the  tribunal  of  his  just  but  independent  spirit. 
And,  above  all,  I  must  commit  his  judgment,  his  faith,  and  his  imagination,  to  no 
declaration  which  his  uncompromising  analysis  might  pronounce  either  an  ethical  or 
an  intellectual  error.  And  thus,  although  the  natural  field  for  this  response  is  broad 
enough,  I  am  permitted  to  occupy  a  limited  portion  of  it  only. 

But  I  know  the  noble  character  of  our  absent  brother.  I  know  the  deep  and  lofty 
pride— the  just,  well  founded  pride— with  which  he  still  looks  back  upon  his  Masonic 
career.  I  know  the  tender  veneration  in  which  he  still  holds  this  Grand  Body,  and 
the  deep,  generous,  and  fraternal  affection  with  which  his  heart  still  flows  out  toward 
you.    I  know  his  high  appreciation  of  your  high  appreciation  of  him,  now  manifested 
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again  by  this  crowning  act  of  your  loyalty  and  devotion.  I  know  his  manly  gratitude 
for  all  the  kindness  you  have  laid  upon  his  heart,  for  all  the  unfaltering  fealty  with 
which  you  have  strengthened  and  inspired  his  purposes,  for  all  the  cordial  approba- 
tion which  you  have  given  his  every  act,  for  all  the  fraternal  tenderness  and  respect 
with  which  you  still  cherish  his  memory.  I  know  that  his  retiring  and  unobtrusive 
spirit  would  gently  shrink  from  the  complimentary  phrase  in  which  you,  Most  Wor- 
shipful Sir,  have  so  justly  spoken,  while  his  generous  heart  would  spring  with  eager 
joy  and  alacrity  to  catch  the  first  utterance  of  fraternal  love,  the  first  fervent  wish 
for  his  personal  welfare  and  prosperity.  I  know  how  grandly  he  will  prize  this 
gorgeous  gift;  and  well  he  may.  I  know  with  what  jealous  care  he  will  cherish  and 
preserve  it ;  and  he  will  but  do  honor  to  himself.  And  I  also  know  that,  from  the 
moral  crucible  in  which  his  cultured  mind  will  test  this  event,  the  generous  thought 
will  come  to  him  that  to-day  you  deserve  more  at  his  hands  than  he  at  yours. 

If  he  were  here  to  answer  for  himself,  I  know  with  what  tender  feeling  and 
emotion,  in  what  fervent,  glowing  words,  with  what  lofty  thought  and  refined  and 
polished  diction  he  would  avow  and  declare  to  you  such  sentiments  as  I  have 
attributed  to  him.  In  hi3  absence,  and  as  his  chosen  representative,  in  that  same 
spirit,  but  in  more  homely  phrase,  I  return  to  you  the  assurance  of  his  continued 
devotion  and  regard,  his  reciprocation  of  all,  and  more  than  all,  the  kindness  which 
you  have  expressed,  and  his  profound  acknowledgments  for  this  exquisite  testi- 
monial ;  and  more,  and  more  emphatically  than  all,  his  enduring  gratitude  for  your 
fraternal  remembrance  and  for  your  continued  affection  and  esteem. 

The  Grand  Master  announced  the  appointment  of  the  following

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  will,  as  soon  as  practicable,  establish  some 
comprehensive  and  efficient  institution  for  the  relief  and  support  of  widows  and 
orphans  of  deceased  Master  Masons: 

Resolved,  That  a  special  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  investigate  this 
subject,  with  instructions  to  report,  at  the  next  Annual  Communication,  a  plan  for 
the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  such  an  institution  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

Bro.  Kobert  P.  Smith,  Jr.,  proposed  to  amend  said  resolutions  by 
adding  the  following  : — 

'«  And  that  such  committee  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  on  next  Friday  as  to  the 
feasibility  and  propriety  of  authorizing  such  committee  to  ask  for  and  receive  con- 
tributions, during  the  next  year,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  such  resolutions." 

Which  amendment  did  not  prevail,  and  the  resolutions,  as  offered, 
were  adopted. 

Bro.  WiiiiiiAM  T.  Keynolds,  from  the  Committee  on  Grievances, 
presented  the  following  reports  : — 
To  the  Mr.  W.'.  Grand  Lodge  of  California  : — 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  Thomas  Henry  Blair 
from  the  action  of  Alameda  Lodge,  No.  167,  in  suspending  him  from  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  Masonry,  on  the  twentieth  day  of  March,  1880,  have  examined  the 
evidence  in  the  case,  as  contained  in  the  trial-record,  and  report  as  follows  :  — 
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The  charge  was  founded  on  a  simple  business  transaction,  and  in  no  way  involved 
any  moral  turpitude  on  the  part  of  the  accused.  The  non-payment  of  a  debt  is  no 
Masonic  offense.  To  make  it  one,  fraud  must  be  charged  and  proved.  In  this  case 
the  whole  weight  of  evidence  seems  to  be  in  favor  of  the  accused,  and  your  commit- 
tee cannot  understand  upon  what  ground  the  Commissioners  condemned  him.  They 
therefore  offer  the  following  resolution  and  recommend  its  adoption  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  Alameda  Lodge,  No.  167,  in  suspending  Thomas 
Henry  Blair  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  be  reversed  and  set 
aside,  and  that  the  charge  against  him  be  dismissed. 

Your  committee  have  examined  the  transcripts  in  the  following  named  cases, 
wherein  no  appeal  has  been  taken,  and  find  that  the  trials  were  had  in  accordance 
with  the  law,  that  the  evidence  sustains  the  decisions  of  the  Commissioners,  and  that 
no  action  on  the  part  of  this  Grand  Lodge  is  required,  viz.,  those  of—

Your  committee  have  carefully  examined  the  transcript  of  the  trial-record  in  the 
case  of  Charles  Phillips,  who  was  expelled  by  Curtis  Lodge,  No.  140,  on  the 
twenty-first  day  of  February,  1880,  and  report  that,  while  they  feel  great  regret  in  so 
doing,  they  are  forced  to  remand  the  case  to  the  Lodge  for  a  new  trial,  for  the  reason 
that  the  whole  preliminary  proceedings  are  irregular  and  in  complete  violation  of  our 
constitutional  provisions. 

The  record  shows  that  the  Commissioners  were  not  elected  until  the  twenty -fourth 
day  of  January,  1880,  while  the  Master  had,  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  December, 
1879,  appointed  the  second  day  of  February,  1880,  as  the  day  for  trial,  and  had 
ordered  the  Secretary  to  issue  a  notice  to  the  Commissioners  to  appear  on  that  date, 
although  they  had  not  then  been  elected  and  were  not  named  until  nearly  a  month 
thereafter  had  elapsed. 

The  Constitution  allows  the  accused  thirty  days'  notice  of  the  day  on  which  his 
trial  is  to  be  had,  and  that  time  runs  from  the  date  on  which  the  Commissioners  are 
elected.  Other  irregularities  appear,  but  the  foregoing  is  sufficient  and  your  com- 
mittee offer  the  following  resolution  : — 

Resolved,  That  the    action   of    Curtis  Lodge,  No.   140,   in  expelling  Charles 
Phillips  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  be  reversed  and  set  aside, 
and  that  the  case  be  remanded  to  that  Lodge  for  further  proceedings.

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  a  petition  from  Hawaiian  Lodge 
No.  21,  asking  a  remission  of  its  Grand  Lodge  dues  for  certain  reason 
therein  set  forth  ;  which  was  ordered  to  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Finances. 
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Bro.  William  T.  Beynolds,  from  the  Committee  on  Grievances, 
presented  the  following  reports  : — 

To  the  Mr.  W.'.   Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  case  of  Samuel  Anthony  Morris, 
who  was  expelled  by  Suisun  Lodge,  No.  55,  on  the  twenty-second  day  of  May, 
1880,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration  and  report  that  they  find  no  serious 
irregularities  in  the  proceedings,  and  that  the  verdict  of  the  Commissioners  is  un- 
questionably correct.  They  therefore  offer  the  following  resolution  and  recommend 
its  adoption  :— 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  Suisun  Lodge,  No.  55,  in  expelling  Samuel  Anthony 
Morris  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  be  and  is  hereby  affirmed. 


Your  committee  have  carefully  considered  the  needlessly  voluminous  testimony 
in  the  case  of  William  Findley  Smith,  who  was  expelled  by  Excelsior  Lodge,  No. 
166,  on  the  third  day  of  December,  1879,  and  report  as  follows: — 

While  they  give  due  credit  to  the  Master  of  the  Lodge  for  his  evident  desire  to 
ensure  the  accused  a  fair  trial,  they  cannot  but  blame  him  for  allowing  a  large 
amount  of  unnecessary  and  irrelevant  testimony  to  go  upon  the  record ;  and  they 
feel  compelled  to  censure  him,  in  that  he  allowed  the  insolent  remarks  and  insulting 
questions  to  the  witnesses  by  the  accused  to  go  unpunished  or  without  rebuke.  A 
Commission,  in  a  trial,  represents  the  Lodge  itseF,  and  any  violation  of  propriety  in 
conduct  or  language  before  it  should  be  as  promptly  and  severely  reprehended  as  if 
the  act  occurred  in  open  Lodge. 

Your  committee  also  condemn  in  the  strongest  manner  the  employment  of  a  short- 
hand reporter  to  take  down  the  testimony.  Our  laws  prescribe  the  manner  in  which 
the  testimony  at  Masonic  trials  shall  be  perpetuated.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Secretary 
to  write  it  out  in  full.  For  that  reason  only  is  he  required  to  be  present  at  the  trial, 
and  for  such  service  he  is  supposed  to  be  adequately  remunerated  by  his  Lodge.  In 
this  case  the  Secretary  seems  to  have  been  a  mere  cypher,  all  his  duties  having  been 
performed  by  a  stenographer,  who  subsequently  appears  to  have  translated  his  notes 
to  the  Secretary,  who  then  put  them  in  shape  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 
Whether  the  original  records  of  the  trial  appear  in  the  archives  of  the  Lodge,  written 
out  in  good  English  that  all  can  read  and  understand,  as  our  law  requires,  or  whether 
they  appear  in  the  shape  of  sundry  hieroglyphics  which  only  an  expert  can  decipher, 
your  committee  know  not,  but  they  fear  that  the  latter  is  the  case. 

Your  committee  are  informed  that,  for  the  services  of  this  stenographer,  the  Lodge 
expended  nearly  three  hundred  dollars.  This  Grand  Lodge  has  repeatedly  ruled  that 
Lodge  funds  should  only  be  used  for  charitable  purposes  or  for  the  payment  of 
necessary  expenses;  and  this  expenditure  by  Excelsior  Lodge  of  so  large  an  amount 
for  an  absolutely  useless  purpose  was  manifestly  improper  and  unjust  to  those  of  its 
members  who  might  be  forced  to  call  upon  it  for  assistance  in  time  of  need. 

The  accused  has  appealed  from  the  decision  of  the  Lodge  expelling  him  from 
all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry.  Why  he  does  so,  or  on  what  grounds,  your 
committee  are  unable  to  understand.  He  was  charged  with  repeated  acts  of  adultery, 
and  with  having,  while  in  the  possession  of  a  very  large  income,  (as  he  himself  testifies,) 
refused  to  contribute  one  cent  towards  the  support  of  his  own  child  or  of  his  wife, 
unless  she  would  consent  to  his  obtaining  a  divorce  from  her  so  that  he  might  be  able 
to  marry  the  woman  with  whom  he  was  infatuated.  Other  gross  charges  were 
brought  against  him,  but  the  above  are  clearly  substantiated  by  the  evidence  ;  and 
your  committee  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  the  verdict  of  the  Commissioners 
should  be  sustained.  They  therefore  offer  the  following  resolutions  and  recommend 
their  adoption: — 
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Resolved,  That  the  action  of  Excelsior  Lodge,  No.  166,  in  expelling  William 
Fjndley  Smith  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  be  and  is  hereby 
affirmed. 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  Excelsior  Lodge,  No.  166,   in  employing  a  stenog- 
rapher to  take  the  testimony  in  this  trial,  is  disapproved,  and  that  all  Lodges  in  this 
jurisdiction  are  forbidden  in  future  to  resort  to  any  means  of  perpetuating  testimony 
other  than  those  provided  for  by  our  Constitution  and  regulations.

Both  which  reports  were  concurred  in  and  the  resolutions  accom- 
panying them  were  adopted. 

Bro.  Leonid  as  E.  Pratt,  from  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence, 
presented  the  following  reports  : — 

To  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

The  question  as  to  "the  right  or  feasibility  of  Lodges  to  incorporate  "  has  now 
been  under  consideration  by  your  committee  for  a  period  of  three  years,  and  from  the 
first  there  has  been  some  difference  of  opinion  among  us  upon  this  question.  From 
this  fact,  and  from  the  very  grave  and  serious  importance  of  the  matter,  and  from 
the  further  fact  that  Past  Grand  Master  Belcher,  the  chairman  of  this  committee, 
who  is  necessarily  absent,  especially  requested  that  its  consideration  should  be 
postponed,  we  respectfully  suggest  that  no  action  be  taken  at  this  Communication, 
and  that  the  Lodges  and  brethren  throughout  the  jurisdiction  be  requested  to  give 
the  subject  their  best  thought  and  consideration,  with  a  view  to  some  decisive  and 
intelligent  action  at  our  next  assemblage. 


Your  committee  are  happy  to  report  that  the  controversy  which  has  so  long 
existed  between  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Island  of  Cuba  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Colon  has  been  at  last  amicably  adjusted  by  the  two  contending  bodies.  A  union 
thereof  has  been  formed  and  perfected  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  "United 
Grand  Lodge  of  Colon  and  the  Island  of  Cuba,"  and  we  therefore  propose  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions  and  recommend  their  adoption: — 

Resolved,  That  we  cordially  congratnlate  our  brethren  of  the  Island  of  Cuba  and 
elsewhere  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  late  contending  Grand  Bodies,  upon  the 
restoration  and  establishment  of  harmony  and  fraterual  intercourse. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  extends  a  hearty  and  fraternal 
welcome  to  the  new  Grand  Body,  the  "United  Grand  Lodge  of  Colon  and  the  Island 
of  Cuba." 

The  memorial  of  La  Parfaite  Union  Lodge,  No.  17,  respectfully  asks  this  Grand 
Lodge  to  take  some  action  to  acquaint  itself  with  the  matters  of  difference,  if  any  now 
exist,  between  this  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  with  a  view  to  the 
restoration  of  fraternal  intercourse  between  the  two  Grand  Bodies. 

We  appreciate  this  solicitude  on  the  part  of  our  French  brethren.  It  is  natural 
and  commendable  that  they  should  feel  more  keenly  than  others  the  prolonged  inter- 
ruption of  our  Masonic  intercourse  with  that  Grand  Orient.  Their  patriotism  is 
appealed  to,  their  pride  and  their  love  of  native  land  are  touched  and  aroused,  and 
their  private,  social,  and  personal  relations  are  deeply  involved  and  disturbed.  We 
have  a  high  appreciation  of  our  French  brethren— of  their  learning,  culture,  and 
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character,  and  of  the  earnestness  and  zeal  which  they  bring  to  the  work  of  Free- 
masonry. As  a  class  they,  perhaps,  make  greater  sacrifices  for  their  Masonry  than 
any  other  in  our  midst.  We  are  free  to  say  that  no  event  could  transpire  in  the 
Masonic  world  which  would  afford  us  more  profound  pleasure  than  the  complete 
restoration  of  fraternal  relations  with  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  upon  any  basis 
truly  Masonic  and  consistent  with  the  honor  and  dignity  of  both  Grand  Bodies.  We 
would  not  be  stilted  nor  punctilious,  nor  would  we  be  unyielding  except  as  to  abso- 
lute essentials.  We  would  hail  with  delight  any  overtures,  looking  to  such  restoration, 
which  came  to  us  in  the  true  spirit  of  Masonry  and  which  did  not  involve  a  departure 
from  any  landmark  or  from  any  essential  or  established  principle  of  Masonic  gov- 
ernment or  jurisdiction.  But,  while  we  would  welcome  any  advance  with  this  broad 
and  generous  spirit,  we  are  still  compelled  to  think  that  certain  facts,  which  now 
seem  established  as  a  part  of  Masonic  history,  are  of  such  a  character  as  to  render  it 
useless  and  unnecessary,  if  not  improper,  for  this  Grand  Lodge  to  take  the  initiative 
in  any  such  movement  as  the  memorial  contemplates. 

It  is  our  recommendation,  therefore,  that  the   memorial  be  dismissed  without 
further  action. 


In  reply  to  the  inquiry  of  Bro.  Charles  G.  Ewing  as  to  what  would  be  the  status 
of  a  Master  Mason  who  had  been  sentenced  to  reprimand  by  a  Lodge,  and  was,  on 
appeal,  suspended  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  should  he  afterwards  be  restored  by  the  last 
named  body,  your  committee  report  that,  in  their  opinion,  he  would  occupy  the 
position,  which  is  commonly  expressed  by  the  phrase  in  frequent  use,  of  "a  Mason 
at  large."  In  other  words,  we  do  not  think  that  his  restoration  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
would  operate,  in  and  of  itself,  to  restore  him  to  membership  in  the  Lodge.  That 
membership  ceased  upon  his  suspension,  whether  that  suspension  was  by  the  sub- 
ordinate Lodge,  affirmed  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  by  the  last  named  body  directly; 
and  that  connection,  having  been  thus  completely  extinguished,  could  only  be 
revived  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  Sec.  1,  Art.  I,  Part  V,  of  our  Constitution.  We 
do  not  think  that  it  would  be  in  the  power  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  restore  him  to 
membership.  He  would  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry  except 
those  which  are  incident  to  membership  in  a  particular  Lodge.  These  latter  peculiar 
rights  and  privileges  he  could  only  acquire  by  affiliation,  upon  petition  and  election 
in  the  regular  mode. 


At  our  last  Annual  Communication  Bro.  George  B.  Mackrett  introduced  a  reso- 
lution prohibiting  the  use  of  any  " Masonic  sign  or  emblem"  for  certain  purposes 
enumerated.  In  1854  this  Grand  Lo  lge  adopted  a  standiug  resolution  to  the  effect 
that  the  use  of  "Masonic  emblems  on  signboards"  was  unmasonic. 

Whether  there  is  now,  or  ever  has  been,  any  occasion  or  necessity  for  any  legis- 
lation upon  this  subject,  the  other  members  of  this  Grand  Body  are  as  well  informed 
as  your  committee.  But  if  there  is  such  necessity  or  occasion,  neither  the  resolution 
of  1854,  nor  that  of  Bro.  Mackrett,  now  before  us,  is  sufficient  to  meet  the  require- 
ment. The  resolution  of  1854,  as  will  be  seen,  is  limited  to  the  use  of  "Masonic 
emblems  on  signboards."  That  of  Bro.  Mackrett  is  limited  to  "  signs  or  emblems  " 
for  the  purposes  which  he  enumerates  in  the  resolution.  Your  committee  think  that 
the  use  of  the  name  "  Masonry,"  or  of  the  word  "  Masonic,"  for  advertising  or  busi- 
ness purposes,  would,  in  many  cases  which  can  be  readily  imagined,  be  quite  as 
reprehensible  and  quite  as  much  a  violation  of  the  spirit  of  Freemasonry  as  the  use 
of  its  signs,  symbols,  and  emblems.  Yet  neither  of  the  resolutions  would  inhibit  the 
use  of  any  words,  but  only  the  use  of  signs  and  emblems, 

But  there  are  many,  or  at  least  some,  purely  private  business  enterprises  where 
the  use  of  the  names,  signs,  and  symbols  would  be  perfectly  proper  and  legitimate, 
though  used  for  the  exclusive  purpose  of  promoting  such  enterprises.    The  "Masonic 

li 
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Hall  Association  "  of  this  city,  and  the  "Masonic  Cemetery  Association  "  thereof, 
are,  in  the  strictest  sense  of  the  term,  private  business  corporations.  The  "Masonic 
Mirror"  was,  and  the  "Masonic  Monthly"  is,  a  purely  private  business  enterprise. 
They  are  all  conducted  for  the  sole  purpose  of  gain,  yet  no  one  doubts  the  perfect 
propriety  of  the  use  of  the  name  of  Masonry,  or  of  its  signs,  symbols,  and  emblems, 
in  connection  with  these  enterprises.  Many  other  cases  will  suggest  themselves  of 
similar  character.  It  follows  that  whether  the  use  of  the  name  and  emblems  of 
Freemasonry  in  business  matters  is  censurable  or  not  depends  largely  upon  the 
nature  and  character  of  the  business  in  which  they  are  used  ;  and  from  this  it  also 
follows  that  any  resolution  which  is  to  accomplish  the  desired  object,  without  at  the 
same  time  doing  an  absolute  wrong  in  some  cases,  must  be  comprehensive  in  its 
character  and  very  carefully  guarded  in  its  details  and  exceptions.  The  resolution 
before  us  does  not  meet  these  requirements  and  we  therefore  recommend  that  it  be 
not  adopted.

All  which  reports  were  concurred  in  and  the  resolutions  accompa- 
nying the  second  were  adopted. 

Bro.  Leonidas  E.  Pratt,  from  the  same  committee,  presented  the 
following  report : — 

To  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California :— 

Your  committee  have  considered  the  amendment  to  the  Constitution  proposed  by 
Bro.  Francis  E.  Baker  at  the  last  Annual  Communication. 

This  amendment,  if  adopted,  would  reduce  the  minimum  fee,  for  which  the  three 
degrees  may  be  conferred  in  this  jurisdiction,  from  fifty  dollars  to  thirty  dollars. 
We  are  opposed  to  any  legislation  for  the  purpose  of  making  Masonry  any  cheaper 
to  profanes  than  it  already  is.  We  would  rather,  if  possible,  reduce  the  burdens  of 
those  who  are  already  Masons.  Our  theory  runs  counter  to  the  spirit  of  the  proposed 
amendment.  We  would  prefer,  if  it  were  practicable,  to  place  the  fees  for  the  degrees 
at  such  a  figure  that  the  Lodges  would  need  no  other  source  of  revenue ;  and  thereby 
rid  themselves  of  the  ceaseless  and  expensive  annoyance  of  collecting  dues,  suspen- 
sions for  non-payment,  notices  thereof,  extensions  of  time,  restorations,  and  the 
whole  unhappy  series  of  vexations,  wranglings,  and  heart-burnings  which  result 
from  the  present  system. 

We  do  not  suppose  that  this  theory  can  be  carried  into  present  effect,  and  we  do 
not  now  urge  it,  but  simply  suggest  it.  We  are  very  confident,  however,  from  what 
we  know  of  the  financial  condition  and  the  necessary  expenditures  of  many  of  our 
Lodges,  that  any  reduction  in  the  fees  for  the  degrees  would  soon  involve  the  neces- 
sity of  an  increase  of  the  dues  ;  and  that  thus  those  who  are  already  Masons  would  be 
made  to  contribute  indirectly  towards  making  Masons  of  others.  In  our  judgment 
Masonry  is  already  popular  enough  and  cheap  enough,  and  we  therefore  recommend 
that  the  amendment  be  not  adopted.

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Which  report  was  not  concurred  in.  The  amendment  to  which  it 
related  was  then  taken  up  for  action,  and,  haying  received  the  votes 
of  a  majority  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  went  over,  under  the  law,  for  final 
disposition  at  the  next  Annual  Communication. 

Bro.  Leonidas  E.  Peatt,  from  the  same  committee,  also  presented 
the  following  report : — 

To  the  M.\  W.'.  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

Your  committee  have  bad  under  consideration  the  amendments  to  the  Constitution 
proposed  by  Bro.  Amasa  W.  Bishop  at  our  last  Annual  Communication.  The  effect 
of  these  amendments,  if  they  should  be  adopted,  would  be- 
First,  to  reduce  the  expenses  of  organizing  a  new  Lodge— that  is,  of  its  fees  for  a 
dispensation  and  charter— from  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  to  seventy-five 
dollars : 

Second,  to  reduce  the  fee  for  a  dispensation  to  hold  a  special  election  of  officers 
from  ten  dollars  to  five  dollars. 

If  the  object  of  the  first  clause  is  to  encourage  and  facilitate  the  formation  of  new 
Lodges  by  reducing  the  expense  thereof,  we  have  no  relish  for  it.  We  think  that,  if 
a  body  of  brethren  were  truly  zealous  for  the  formation  of  a  new  Lodge,  and  if  they 
had  the  ability  to  establish  such  a  Lodge  on  a  sound  financial  basis,  the  additional 
expenditure  of  fifty  dollars  would  not  deter  them ;  and  if  such  conditions  did  not 
exist,  such  Lodge  ought  not,  in  our  judgment,  to  be  formed.  This  jurisdiction  has 
suffered  enough  already  from  the  unnecessary  and  injudicious  increase  of  Lodges. 
Many  have  dragged  through  years  of  useless  existence,  have  at  last  become  utterly 
inoperative,  and  have  been  literally  compelled  to  surrender  their  charters.  New 
Lodges  should  be  created  only  when  there  is  a  decided  and  pressing  necessity  or 
propriety  therefor,  and  then  only  upon  good  assurance  that  such  financial  status  can 
be  maintained  as  is  essential  for  good  Masonic  work.  We  do  not  think  it  advisable 
to  pull  down  any  of  the  obstacles  which  the  Constitution  has  interposed  to  the 
formation  of  new  Lodges. 

As  to  the  second  proposition.  If  a  Lodge,  with  the  plain  provisions  of  the  law 
before  it,  should  neglect  to  hold  its  election  at  the  proper  time,  it  would  be  fortunate 
if  it  were  permitted  to  atone  for  this  willful  neglect  by  paying  a  much  larger  sum 
than  is  now  required.  The  cases  in  which  these  dispensations  are  required  through 
calamity  or  from  unavoidable  causes  are  very  few,  and  the  burden  now  imposed  is, 
we  are  sure,  not  very  onerous. 

If  the  object  of  the  brother  is  retrenchment,  we  suggest  that  he  commence  his 
operations  in  some  other  quarter.  The  relief  which  his  amendment  would  bring 
would  not  reach  the  great  body  of  Masons.  It  would  only  reach  a  few  remote  and 
isolated  cases,  and  those  of  a  class  which  do  not  commend  themselves  at  all  to  our 
favor.     We  recommend  that  the  proposed  amendments  be  rejected.

The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  on  at  one  and  a  half  o'clock,  the 
Grand  Master  presiding. 

Sundry  brethren  were  excused  for  non-attendance  on  the  first  day 
of  the  Communication,  and  sundry  others  from  further  attendance 
after  this  day. 

Bro.  Thomas  Gerritt  Wilton,  Past  Master  of  La  Fayette  Lodge, 
No.  126,  having  stated  that  he  had  been  duly  elected  as  its  representa- 
tive at  this  Communication,  but  had  failed  to  receive  his  credentials, 
was  accredited  in  that  capacity. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  relative  to  certain 
proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution  suggesting  a  decrease  of  the 
fees  for  dispensations  and  charters,  which  was  laid  over  at  the  morning 
session,  was  taken  up  and  concurred  in. 

Bro.  William  H.  Hill,  from  the  Committee  on  Correspondence, 
presented  the  following  additional  report : — 

To  the  Mr.  Wr.  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

Your  committee  have  had  referred  to  them  four  communications,  named  in  the 
Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary.  Upon  examining  them  we  find  but  little  requiring 
further  notice  than  has  already  been  given  them  by  that  officer.  The  first  two,  being 
respectively  in  the  Spanish  and  Italian  languages,  we  cannot  translate,  but  we  take 
it  for  granted  that  the  purport  thereof  is  as  stated  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  who  is 
supposed  to  know  pretty  much  all  the  languages. 

The  first,  from  Spain,  appearing  to  be  only  the  announcement  of  certain  facts, 
requires  no  comment;  and  the  second,  from  Italy,  giving  information  of  the  decease 
of  the  late  illustrious  and  venerated  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  that  Kingdom,  im- 
pels us  to  express,  on  behalf  of  our  Grand  Lodge,  the  sorrow  which  we  feel  for  the 
great  misfortune  which  has  thus  befallen  our  Italian  brethren. 

The  third  is  from  the  Grand  Master  of  Connecticut,  and  simply  announces  to  the 
fraternity  of  his  jurisdiction  the  edict  of  the  Grand  Master  of  New  York,  forbidding 
Masonic  intercourse  with  the  Masons  of  the  jurisdiction  of  Connecticut,  on  account 
of  the  action  taken  in  the  so-called  "  Webotuck  "  matter.  We  have  already  alluded 
at  length  to  this  unhappy  affair,  in  our  general  report  for  this  year,  and  can  only 
repeat  the  expression  of  our  regret  at  the  result  now  reached,  as  between  these  two 
jurisdictions,  and  of  our  hope  that  wiser  counsels  may  prevail  and  that  good  feeling, 
brotherly  love,  and  fraternal  intercourse  may  soon  again  exist  between  those  neigh- 
boring Grand  Lodges. 

The  fourth  communication,  referring  to  the  petition  for  aid  to  sufferers  from 
famine  in  Asia  Minor,  is  so  fully  and  minutely  described  in  the  report  of  the  Grand 
Secretary  that  further  comment  is  unnecessary.  The  papers  sent  have  a  suspicious 
look  and  yet  all  may  be  correct.  The  Grand  Master  of  New  York  has  addressed  a  letter 
of  inquiry  to  the  parties  who  have  sent  these  circulars  to  the  Masonic  jurisdictions 
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in  this  country,  and  from  it  we  learn  the  fact  that  all  Masonic  Lodges  in  Turkey  are 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England.  It  will  soon  be  known, 
doubtless,  whether  the  applications  are  genuine  and  meritorious,  or  the  reverse,  and 
we  can  safely  leave  any  future  action  that  may  be  called  for  to  the  sound  discretion 
of  our  Grand  Master.

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  By-Laws  of  the  several  Lodges  working 
under  dispensation,  have  carefully  examined  the  same  and  find  that  all  of  them — 
viz.,  Penrhyn  Lodge,  Evergreen  Lodge,  King  Solomon's  Lodge,  and  Tuscan  Lodge — 
have  adopted  the  uniform  code. 

They  find  also  that  the  various  amendments  proposed  by  sundry  Lodges  and 
approved  by  the  Grand  Master,  which  are  particularly  described  in  the  Report  of  the 
Grand  Secretary,  are  in  conformity  with  the  Constitution,  and  it  is  therefore  recom- 
mended that  they  be  approved. 

In  the  matter  of  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  By-Laws  of  Lodges  Nos.  45, 
135,  224,  and  230,  which  were  disapproved  by  the  Grand  Master,  your  committee  are 
of  the  opinion  that  the  reasons  given  for  such  disapproval  are  sufficient,  and  they 
therefore  recommend  that  his  action  in  those  cases  be  concurred  in.

Bro.  Jonathan  D.  Hines,  from  the  Committee  on  Finances,  pre- 
sented the  following  reports  : — 

lo  the  M.'.   W.'.  Grand  Lodge  of  California  : — 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Landmark  Lodge,  No.  253, 
asking  that  its  Grand  Lodge  dues  for  the  past  year,  $56.75,  be  refunded,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  burning  of  its  hall  and  the  total  destruction  of  all  its  property,  report 
that  the  request  seems  not  unreasonable,  as  the  Lodge  had  but  recently  been  estab- 
lished and  the  means  of  its  members  had  been  contributed  liberally,  to  the  extent 
of  their  ability,  for  its  creditable  operation.  They  therefore  offer  the  following  reso- 
lution and  recommend  its  adoption  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  dues  paid  by  Landmark  Lodge,  No.  253,  for  the  year  ending 
July  31, 1880,  be  refunded. 


Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Address  of  the  Grand 
Master  relative  to  a  circular  received  by  him  from  the  Mr.  W.\  Joseph  McCoy, 
Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  inviting  the  fraternity  to 
assist  the  Masons  of  that  District  in  the  payment  of  a  debt  resting  upon  the  Masonic 
Temple  erected  in  1869  in  Washington  City,  report  that  it  would  certainly  be  very 
gratifying  if  our  Grand  Lodge  could  stamp  the  impress  of  its  sympathy  and  charity 
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upon  every  Masonic  enterprise  throughout  the  world  ;  but  that,  except  in  cases  of 
great  public  calamity,  (in  which  it  has  more  than  once  been  shown  that  it  is  no 
laggard,)  it  is  thought  that  it  has  plentiful  need  of  all  its  resources  within  its  own 
jurisdiction. 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Hawaiian  Lodge,  No.  21,  for 
a  remission  of  its  dues,  report  that  it  has  been  the  custom  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for 
many  years  past  to  remit  the  dues  of  that  Lodge  because  of  the  great  burdens  which 
it  is  called  upon  to  sustain  by  charitable  contributions  to  the  many  unfortunates  cast 
at  its  door,  and  for  other  reasons  so  often  heretofore  stated  as  to  be  familiar  to  every 
member  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  They  therefore  offer  the  following  resolution  and 
recommend  its  adoption  :— 

Resolved,  That  the  dues  of  Hawaiian  Lodge,  No.  21,  for  the  year  ending  July  31, 
1880,  be  remitted. 


Your  committee  have  examined  the  special  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer,  show- 
ing the  condition  of  the  Reserve  Fund,  and  find  that  he  has  collected  all  the  interest 
as  it  accrued  upon  said  fund  and  has  converted  the  same  into  United  States  bonds, 
except  the  sum  of  $36  15.  That  fund,  now  in  his  hands,  consists  of  $2,800  in  United 
States  four  per  cent,  bonds  and  $36  15  cash,  being  a  total  of  $2,836  15.  His  report  is 
correct. 

l"our  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petitions  of  Aztlan  Lodge,  No.  177, 
and  Arizona  Lodge,  No.  257,  both  which  are  located  in  the  Territory  of  Ari  zon 
praying  for  a  remission  of  their  Grand  Lodge  dues  upon  the  grounds  of  poverty  and 
their  distant  location,  do  not  think  that  the  reasons  offered  should  entitle  them  to 
such  remission.  They  are  not  now  and  never  have  been  charged  with  representative 
dues,  and  the  same  reason  offered  by  them  would  be  equally  good  with  many  of  the 
Lodges  in  California  which  regularly  pay  their  dues.  It  is  therefore  recommended 
that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  be  denied. 


Your  committee  report  that  the  books,  accounts,  vouchers,  reports,  and  all  other 
papers  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Secretary,  referred  to  them  for  examina- 
tion, have  been  carefully  examined  in  detail  and  have  been  found  to  be  correct  in  every 
particular ;  that  the  disbursements  of  all  moneys  have  been  made,  and  proper  vouchers 
taken,  in  the  manner  required  by  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ; 
and  that  it  is  no  less  a  pleasure  than  a  duty  for  your  committee  to  commend  those 
officers  for  the  usual  clear  and  business-like  manner  in  which  all  the  affairs  of  their 
respective  offices  have  been  conducted. 

Your  committee  have  also  examined  the  official  bonds  of  both  those  officers,  and 
find  them  sufficient  in  form  and  amount,  and  properly  filed  and  approved. 


Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Reports  of  the  several  Boards  of  Relief 
of  San  Francisco,  Sacramento,  and  Los  Angeles,  have  carefully  examined  those 
documents  and  find  as  follows  : — 

The  Report  of  the  San  Francisco  Board,  as  for  many  years  past,  presents  a  com- 
plete and  intelligent  exhibit  of  its  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  last  year, 
showing  in  detail  the  amount  of  money  received— when  and  from  what  sources- 
all  payments  and  disbursements —to  whom  paid— the  jurisdiction  from  which  the  re- 
cipient hailed — and  that  each  payment  was  accompanied  by  its  proper  voucher.  It 
also  shows  in  detail  the  sums  paid  into  the  Board  by  the  several  Lodges  of  San 
Francisco,  which  sums  are  derived  from  a  tax  upon  each  member  of  ten  cents  per 
month,  and  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  each  degree  conferred.  The  sum  thus 
raised  for  the  past  year  was  $3,836  00,  and  from  all  sources  the  Board  has  received 
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$10,124  64,  which,  added  to  a  balance  on  hand  at  the  date  of  its  last  report,  made 
the  total  sum  applicable  to  its  work  of  charity  during  the  past  year,  $12,800  11. 

Of  this  large  sum  it  has  disbursed  to  Masons  in  distress,  to  their  widows  and 
orphans,  and  for  funeral  and  other  expenses,  the  sum  of  $11,300  87,  leaving  a  present 
balance  of  $1,499  24.  Of  this,  $947  55  was  paid  for  the  relief  of  Masons  of  this  juris- 
diction ;  $3,997  05  for  Masons  of  other  jurisdictions;  $2,520  07  for  wives,  widows, 
and  orphans  of  Masons  of  California  ;  $2,855  50  for  wives,  widows,  and  orphans  of 
Masons  of  other  jurisdictions  ;  and  $980  70  for  necessary  expenses.  The  report  also 
gives  the  operations  of  the  Board  since  1856,  showing  a  total  expenditure  for  the 
whole  period  of  its  existence  of  $169,337  27.  A  due  regard  for  the  proper  limits 
of  our  report  forbids  a  more  extended  synopsis  of  this  interesting  paper ;  but  your 
committee  must  not  neglect  to  note  that  not  a  cent  of  this  great  fund  goes  to  any 
member  of  the  San  Francisco  Lodges,  or  their  widows  or  orphans.  They  are  pro- 
vided for  by  the  Lodges  to  which  they  belong.  The  charities  thus  extended  by  this 
Board  to  Masons  and  their  families  have  often  gladdened  the  hearts  and  homes 
of  sorrow  and  want  in  every  part  of  the  world  ;  and,  inasmuch  as  the  chief  burdens 
of  Masonic  charity  for  the  Pacific  Coast  fall  on  this  Board,  it  seems  only  just  and 
right  that  this  Grand  Lodge  should  donate  to  it  with  its  accustomed  liberality. 

The  Report  of  the  Sacramento  Board  of  Relief  shows  in  proper  form  its  opera- 
tions for  the  past  year,  and  is  quite  satisfactory  in  its  details,  exhibiting  to  whom  and 
on  what  account  its  funds  were  disbursed.  It  shows  receipts,  from  all  sources, 
amounting  to  $2,073  52,  and  disbursements  of  $1,246  05  ;  leaving  a  balance  of  $827  47, 
of  which  $660  12  is  not  available  to  that  Board  for  all  purposes,  having  been  donated 
by  individuals  in  trust  for  particular  uses,  and  which  ought  properly  to  have  been 
left  out  of  the  report.  Sacramento  being  a  railroad  centre,  the  burdens  of  its  Board 
are  necessarily  considerable. 

The  Report  from  the  Board  of  Relief  for  Los  Angeles  would  have  been  more  sat- 
isfactory had  it  given  its  operations  more  in  detail.  It  shows,  however,  the  receipts 
and  disbursements,  the  first  having  been  $205  04,  and  the  last  the  same,  leaving 
nothing  on  hand.  Since  the  opening  of  communication  with  Arizona  and  the  East, 
the  burdens  of  the  Los  Angeles  Lodges  are,  without  doubt,  increasing,  and  they  will 
probably  be  called  upon  in  the  future  for  much  greater  sacrifices  in  the  name  of 
Masonic  charity. 

In  consideration  of  the  foregoing,  your  committee  offer  the  following  resolution 
and  recommend  its  adoption  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  twenty-nine  hundred  dollars  be  appropriated  from  the 
General  Fund,  to  be  distributed  as  follows  :— To  the  Masonic  Board  of  Relief  of  San 
Francisco,  twenty-five  hundred  dollars ;  to  the  Masonic  Board  of  Relief  of  Sacra- 
mento, three  hundred  dollars ;  and  to  the  Masonic  Board  of  Relief  of  Los  Angeles, 
one  hundred  dollars.

Bro.  William  Johnston  proposed  to  amend  the  report  by  striking 
out  the  figures  §3,600  for  salary  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  inserting 
instead  thereof  the  figures  $3,000 ;  which  proposed  amendment,  after 
a  vote  by  yeas  and  nays,  did  not  prevail,  and  the  report,  as  presented, 
was  concurred  in. 

Bro.  Adolphus  Hewel,  from  the  special  committee  to  whom  had 
been  referred  that  portion  of  the  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  relative 
to  Inspectors,  presented  the  following  report : — 

To  the  M.\  W.'.  Grand  Lodge  of  California  ; — 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Address  which  refers 
to  the  remissness  of  Inspectors  in  reporting  upon  the  condition  of  the  Lodges  in  their 
respective  districts,  with  instructions  to  report  a  plan  by  which  the  fuller  discharge 
of  the  duties  of  Inspector  may  in  the  future  be  secured,  report  as  follows  : — 

They  have  carefully  considered  that  portion  of  the  Address  referred  to,  as  well 
as  tlie  action  of  this  Grand  Lodge  had  upon  the  subject,  especially  at  its  la-t  Annual 
Communication,  at  which  time  a  special  committee,  appointed  to  consider  the  same 
subject,  in  an  elaborate  report,  (found  upon  pages  180-182,  Proceedings  of  1879,  and 
in  which  report  your  present  committee  in  the  main  concur,)  presented  a  resolution 
amending  General  Regulation  No.  15,  so  that  it  would  read  as  follows  :— 

15.  The  Grand  Master  shall  appoint  for  each  district  an  officer  to  be  called 
Inspector,  who  shall  be  a  resident  of  the  district  for  which  he  is  appointed  and 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  each  Lodge  in  his  district  whenever  desired  by  any 
Lodge,  or  ichenever  he  may  deem  it  necessary  for  the  faithful  'performance  of  his 
duties ;  to  inspect  the  work,  and,  if  necessary,  correct  the  same  in  accordance  with 
the  work  as  adopted  by  this  Grand  Lodge;  and  to  report  the  working  condition 
of  each  Lodge  in  bis  district  to  the  Grand  Lecturer  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
September  in  each  year  ;  and  further,  to  examine  the  records  and  all  the  books  of 
each  Lodge,  and  the  manner  of  transacting  its  business,  with  reference  to  its  con- 
formity to  our  Constitution  and  Regulations,  and  report  thereon  to  the  Grand  Master 
at  the  same  time.  Each  Lodge  shall  pay  such  necessary  expenses  of  the  Inspector 
as  may  be'incurred  in  performing  the  duties  of  the  visitation  herein  required  : 

Which  amended  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  and  is  now  its  law  upon 
the  subject,  and  which,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  is  amply  sufficient  to  meet 
all  requirements.  The  duties  of  the  Inspectors  are  clearly  defined  ;  the  time  when,  to 
whom,  and  upon  what  subjects  to  report,  is  plainly  prescribed  ;  sufficient  power  to 
enable  the  Inspector  to  discharge  the  duties  enjoined  upon  him  is  given  by  conferring 
the  power  of  visitation  at  his  discretion  ;  and  compensation  is  provided  by  compelling 
the  Lodges  to  pay  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  Inspector  in  making  his  official  visits. 
Yet  we  are  confronted  with  the  fact  that,  notwithstanding  that  the  law  upon  the 
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subject  is  thus  explicit  and  plain,  fifteen  out  of  the  thirty-three  Inspectors  have 
neglected  to  make  a  report  to  the  Grand  Master ;  and,  having  thus  failed  to  dis- 
charge a  duty  so  plainly  enjoined  upon  them,  your  committee  are  asked  to  present 
a  plan  by  which  the  discharge  of  such  duty  may  in  future  be  secured  ! 

In  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  the  brother  who,  being  appointed  to  an 
Inspectorship  and  accepting  the  trust,  fails  to  discharge  the  duties  thereof,  and  more 
especially  who  fails  to  make  the  reports  required  of  him  in  the  absence  of  an  excuse 
considered  as  sufficient  by  the  officer  to  whom  such  report  should  have  been  made, 
deserves  and  should  receive  the  censure  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  his  appointment  should 
be  revoked,  and  thereafter  he  should  not  be  re-appointed  ;  and,  holding  these  views, 
they  think  that  the  remedy  for  the  existing  evil  is  not  to  be  found  in  a  change  of  the 
law,  but  in  the  enforcement  of  it  as  it  already  exists.  These  officers  are  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Grand  Master,  under  and  in  pursuance  of  General  Regulation  No. 
15.  No  term  of  office  being  prescribed,  their  tenure  is  necessarily  subject  to  the  will 
and  pleasure  of  the  appointing  power  ;  and  hence,  for  any  dereliction  of  duty  on  the 
part  of  the  Inspector,  his  certificate  may  at  any  time  be  revoked  and  somebody 
appointed  in  his  place  who  will  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office. 

Adverting  again  to  the  report  of  the  committee  of  last  year,  a  resolution  thereby 
reported  (see  page  181,  Proceedings  of  1879,)  and  adopted  by  this  Grand  Lodge, 
was  as  follows : — 

Resolved,  That  no  Inspector,  who  has  failed  to  make  the  report  required  by  law, 
should  be  re-appointed  to  such  position  unless  satisfactory  explanation  be  given  for 
such  failure  : 

Which  resolution,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  covers  the  entire  ground  and 
renders  any  additional  action  in  the  premises  by  the  Grand  Lodge  unnecessary.

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Grand  Secretary's 
Report  relative  to  the  dilatory  transmission  of  certificates  of  election  and  installa- 
tion of  officers  from  sundry  Lodges,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration  and 
report  as  follows  :— 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports  that  these  Lodges  appear  to  have  been  unneces- 
sarily dilatory.  In  the  opinion  of  your  committee  they  have  been  inexcusably 
negligent  of  a  duty  simple  to  perform  and  made  plain  by  the  Constitution,  which 
says  (see  the  sixth  clause  of  Sec.  1,  Art.  Y,  Part  IY,)  that  the  Secretary  of  a  Lodge 
shall  transmit  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  immediately  after  each  election  and  installa- 
tion in  the  Lodge,  a  certificate  thereof  in  the  form  prescribed  in  Article  III,  Part 
YII ;  which  certificate  is  always  furnished  to  the  Secretaries  in  a  blank  form  so  perfect 
that  five  minutes  is  ample  time  to  complete  the  work.  The  Constitution  further 
says  (see  Sec.  12,  Art.  II,  Part  III,)  that,  for  the  neglect  or  violation  of  any  duty 
herein  imposed  upon  a  Secretary,  his  Lodge  shall  be  held  responsible.  Your  com- 
mittee find  it  a  little  difficult  to  say  in  what  manner  a  Lodge  should  be  held  respons- 
ible for  the  neglect  of  important  duties  by  its  Secretary,  but,  as  something  in  that 
direction,  they  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: — 

Resolved,  That,  whenever  the  Secretary  of  a  Lodge  fails  to  report  to  the  Grand 
Secretary  the  election  and  installation  of  its  officers  for  a  period  of  ten  days  after 
such  election  and  installation,  the  amount  which  would  otherwise  be  allowed  to  the 
representative  of  such  Lodge  shall  be  withheld. 
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Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  cause  the  foregoing  resolution  to  be  printed 
on  the  certificates  prepared  for  the  reports  of  election  and  installation.

Bro.  Leonidas  E  Pratt,  from  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence, 
presented  the  following  reports  : — 

To  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  pro- 
posed by  Bro.  Ralph  K.  Nichols,  suggesting  a  reduction  of  the  minimum  fee  for 
the  degrees,  report  that,  inasmuch  as  a  similar  amendment  has  already  been  acted 
upon,  this,  by  the  desire  of  the  proposer  and  the  consent  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  has 
been  withdrawn. 

As  to  the  certificate  of  the  disincorporation  of  Lexington  Lodge,  No.  104,  which 
was  referred  to  your  committee,  it  does  not  appear  that  any  action  is  required  further 
than  an  approval  of  the  conduct  of  that  Lodge  in  its  willing  obedience  to  the  mandate 
of  the  Grand  Master,  at  the  earliest  moment  when  it  could  lawfully  evince  it.

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In  regard  to  the  removal  of  Saint  Louis  Lodge,  No.  86,  from  Saint  Louis,  in  Sierra 
countv,  to  Howland  Flat,  in  the  same  county,  your  committee  recommend  that  the 
Grand  Master's  approval  thereof  be  affirmed,  inasmuch  as  the  reasons  for  such 
removal  appear  to  be  sufficient,  and  the  law  concerning  such  cases  appears  to  have 
been  fully  complied  with, 

In  the  matter  of  Bro.  Benjamin  W  Shepherd,  of  Sincerity  Lodge,  No.  132,  who 
was  suspended  in  1878  for  non-payment  of  dues,  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  Annual 
Communication  last  year,  set  aside  the  order  of  suspension  and  declared  Bro. 
Shepherd  to  be  still  a  life-member  of  that  Lodge  in  good  standing.  In  this  action 
the  Grand  Lodge  proceeded  entirely  upon  the  statement  of  facts  contained  in  the 
memorial  of  Bro.  Shepherd,  and  in  a  letter  from  Bro.  George  W.  Boyden,  the  Master 
of  the  Lodge,  addressed  to  the  Masonic  Board  of  Belief  of  San  Francisco,  fully  cor- 
roborating the  memorial.  These  statements  were  uncontradicted,  and,  being  taken 
as  true,  showed  that  Bro.  Shepherd  was,  at  the  time  of  his  suspension,  a  life-member 
of  that  Lodge,  owed  no  dues,  and  was  illegally  suspended. 

Now,  however,  Bro.  Boyden,  who  is  still  Master  of  that  Lodge,  files  with  the  Grand 
Secretary  a  statement,  which  he  repeats  and  amplifies  before  your  committee,  to  the 
effect  that  all  the  material  statements  of  Bro.  Shepherd's  memorial  and  of  his  own 
letter  are  entirely  erroneous  ;  that  he  was  misled  by  what  he  had  heard  and  supposed 
to  be  true  ;  and  that,  having  since  examined  the  records  of  the  Lodge  and  obtained 
other  and  further  information,  he  discovers  that  Bro.  Shepherd  never  became  or  was 
a  life-member  of  that  Lodge.  He  therefore  desires  that  action  be  taken  looking  to 
the  rescinding  of  the  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  this  matter. 

It  does  not  appear  that  Sincerity  Lodge  formally  asks  any  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  but  only  that  Bro.  Boyden  applies  as  in  behalf  of  that  Lodge.  It  does  not 
appear  that  Bro.  Shepherd  has  had  notice  of  any  application  to,  or  of  any  action 
desired  of,  the  Grand  Lodge  in  this  matter.  Under  these  circumstances,  your  com- 
mittee cannot  recommend  that  any  action  upon  the  merits  of  the  case  be  taken  at  this 
Communication.  If  any  error  has  occurred,  it  has  resulted  solely  from  the  present- 
ation to  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  reliable  evidence,  of  that  which  was  in  fact  only  hearsay 
and  untrustworthy.  In  order  to  avoid  further  trouble  from  such  cause,  and  in  view 
of  the  importance  of  the  matter  to  Bro.  Shepherd  and  his  Lodge,  your  committee 
recommend  that  Sincerity  Lodge,  No.  132,  be  advised  to  present  a  formal  application 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  such  action  as  it  may  desire  in  this  matter  ;  and  that  it  also 
cause  due  and  timely  notice  of  such  application  to  be  served  upon  Bro.  Benjamin  W 
Shepherd. 

The  proposal  by  Bro.  Adolphus  A.  Hobe  to  amend  Section  11,  Article  III,  Part 
III,  of  the  Constitution,  so  that  a  Mason  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  may  be 
restored  to  membership  at  any  time,  upon  the  payment  of  the  amount  of  arrearages 
due  at  the  time  of  such  suspension,  subject  however  to  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the 
members  of  his  Lodge  present,  after  due  notice  has  been  given  at  the  preceding 
stated  meeting,  has  received  consideration;  and  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  law  on  this  subject,  as  it  now  exists,  will  be  more  satisfactory  to  our  breth- 
ren in  this  jurisdiction  than  the  proposed  amendment  could  possibly  be.  They  there- 
fore recommend  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  not  adopted. 


As  regards  the  issue  of  special  dispensations  by  the  Grand  Master  for  the  election 
of  officers  at  a  time  other  than  the  general  one  prescribed  in  the  Constitution — as  re- 
ported by  the  Grand  Secretary— your  committee  report  that  the  applications  therefor 
were  in  proper  form,  that  good  and  sufficient  reasons  were  given  therefor,  and 
that  all  in  relation  thereto  was  done  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Con- 
stitution. They  therefore  recommend  that  the  action  of  the  Grand  Master  in  this 
respect  be  approved. 
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Your  committee  have  had  under  consideration  various  papers  relating  to  the 
formation  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  United  States  of  Colombia,  and,  so  far  as 
they  have  information,  believing  that  this  Grand  Body  has  been  regularly  organized, 
they  offer  the  following  resolution  and  recommend  its  adoption  :— 

Besolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  with  pleasure  recognizes  the  Su- 
preme Council  of  the  United  States  of  Colombia,  and  extends  to  it  a  cordial  and 
fraternal  welcome. 


In  PentaJpha  Lodge,  No.  202,  one  Lyman  Oatman  Hudson  was  elected  to  become 
a  member  by  affiliation.  Some  time  thereafter  he  failed  to  prove  himself,  in  the 
customary  manner,  to  be  a  Mason.  The  Grand  Master  very  justly  censured  this 
action  of  the  Lodge  in  no  very  gentle  phrase.  He  might  have  been  still  more  severe, 
if  that  were  possible,  without  exposing  himself  to  censure. 

But  an  examination  of  the.  papers  has  disclosed  the  fact  that  the  fault  was  mainly 
attributable  to  the  committee  to  whom  the  application  was  referred.  They  reported 
favorably,  and  the  petitioner  was  naturally  enough  elected.  By  what  right  did  they 
make  such  report  without  inquiring  whether  the  applicant  was  a  Mason  or  not?  They 
should  have  commenced  their  investigation  at  that  point ;  and  it  is  most  unfortunate 
that  the  members  of  that  committee  have  not,  in  some  manner,  been  punished  for 
their  shameful  neglect  of  duty. 

Your  committee  think  that  no  application  for  affiliation  should  be  received  until 
the  applicant  has,  in  some  of  the  methods  known  to  Masonic  usage,  proved  himself 
to  be  a  Master  Mason  ;  and  to  preclude  the  recurrence  of  such  awkward  accidents, 
they  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : — 

Resolved,  That  no  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction  shall  hereafter  receive  an  application 
for  affiliation  until  the  applicant  shall  have  proved,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Master 
of  such  Lodge,  that  he  is  a  Master  Mason.

All  which  reports  were  concurred  in  and  the  resolutions  accom- 
panying the  last  two  were  adopted. 

Bro.  Leonidas  E  Pkatt,  from  the  same  committee,  also  presented 
the  following  report  : — 

To  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  : — 

Your  committee  have  carefully  examined  those  portions  of  the  Address  of  the 
Grand  Master  which  have  been  referred  to  them,  and  all  the  various  papers,  docu- 
ments and  correspondence  pertinent  thereto;  and  they  are  happy  to  report  that,  of 
all  the  numerous  decisions  rendered  by  him,  some  of  them  upon  delicate  and  com- 
plicated questions,  there  is  one  only  which  does  not  receive  their  hearty  concurrence. 

Before  proceeding  to  the  consideration  of  that  one,  your  committee  deem  it  proper 
at  least,  and  they  think  it  to  be  their  duty,  to  comment  briefly  upon  the  conduct  of 
the  Master  of  Buckeye  Lodge,  No.  195,  as  disclosed  by  the  charge  and  specifications 
made  against  him  by  six  members  of  his  Lodge.  The  Grand  Master  declined  to  ap- 
point Commissioners  to  try  this  charge,  and  in  this  he  was  probably  right.  But  if 
the  matters  charged  are  true,  then  the  conduct  of  this  Master,  while  presiding  at  the 
trial  of  Bro.  Thomas  Keefe,  was  in  such  execrable  taste,  so  ill-advised,  so  unbecoming 
to  the  judicial  position,  so  partial,  prejudicial,  and  unfair,  that  a  fraction  more  of  like 
conduct  would  certainly  have  subjected  him  very  properly  to  the  proposed  discipline. 

Masters  cannot  be  too  careful  and  guarded  in  their  deportment  on  such  occasions. 
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Their  province  is  simply  to  decide  such  questions  of  law  as  may  arise  during  the  trial, 
with  perfect  indifference  as  to  the  effect  or  result  of  such  decision.  To  attempt  to 
suppress  evidence ;  to  badger,  confuse,  or  annoy  a  witness  ;  to  endeavor  to  put 
words  into  his  mouth  ;  to  express  his  own  opinion  as  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
accused  in  regard  to  certain  facts,  or  as  to  his  purpose  or  motive  in  doing  certain 
things ;  or  to  declare  his  opinion  as  to  the  value,  weight,  or  effect  of  certain  evidence  ; 
is  entirely  beyond  his  proper  province  and  cannot  be  too  severely  reprehended.  He 
is  there  simply  to  declare  the  law.  The  Commissioners  are  to  settle  all  questions  of 
fact,  without  reference  to  the  opinions,  surmises,  or  suspicions  of  the  Master ;  and  it 
is  not  proper  for  him  to  indicate  his  opinions,  suspicions,  or  surmises. 

From  Colusa  Lodge,  No.  142,  a  charge  was  preferred  against  the  Master  by  some 
of  his  brethren,  but  the  Grand  Master  refused  to  appoint  a  Trial-Commission  on  the 
ground  that  it  was  a  simple  matter  of  business  which  should  be  adjudged  in  a  civil 
court,  and  not  before  a  Masonic  tribunal. 

Your  committee  find  themselves  compelled  reluctantly  to  differ  with  the  Grand 
Master.  They  are  aware  that  our  Grand  Lodge  has  set  its  face  firmly  against  taking 
cognizance  of  mere  business  controversies,  in  which  there  is  no  fraud,  breach  of  trust, 
misrepresentation,  or  bad  faith  ;  and  in  this  position  your  committee  most  cordially 
and  heartily  concur.  Masonry  deals  with  violations  of  the  moral  law  alone;  but 
when  there  is  an  obvious  violation  of  that  law,  the  Mason  should  not  be  permitted  to 
shield  himself  behind  the  fact  that  it  occurred  in  the  course  of  a  business  transac- 
tion. 

In  the  case  under  consideration  it  appears  from  the  charges,  which  for  present 
purposes  are  to  be  taken  as  true,  that  the  Master  of  said  Lodge  became  indebted  to 
one  of  the  members  thereof  in  a  considerable  sum  of  money;  that  after  repeated 
promises  to  pay,  through  a  period  of  three  years,  the  creditor,  becoming  impatient, 
commenced  a  suit  at  law, caused  an  attachment  to  be  issued  against  the  property  of  the 
debtor,  and  placed  the  same  in  the  hands  of  the  sheriff  for  service;  and  that,  while 
the  sheriff  was  holding  said  attachment  and  threatening  to  levy  the  same,  the  debtor 
begged  the  creditor  not  to  make  any  further  costs,  but  to  hold  back  the  attachment 
and  he  would  pay  the  money  in  a  few  hours.  Relying  upon  this  assurance,  the  cred- 
itor instructed  the  sheriff  not  to  levy  the  attachment.  Thereupon  the  debtor,  instead 
of  making  any  effort  to  pay  the  money,  proceeded  with  all  expedition  to  file  his  peti- 
tion in  insolvency,  obtained  an  order  staying  all  proceedings  at  law  against  himself, 
and  procured  a  decree  of  the  proper  court  discharging  him  from  all  his  debts  and 
liabilities. 

To  say  that  upon  this  state  of  facts  there  was  nothing  upon  which  a  Masonic  tri- 
bunal should  act,  is  pushing  the  doctrine  of  non-interference  a  little  too  far.  Your 
committee  do  not  base  their  opinion  upon  the  mere  fact  that  the  creditor  lost  his 
money.  Indeed,  that,  in  their  view,  would  be  a  false  factor  in  the  case.  They  think 
that  such  premeditated  falsehood,  treachery,  and  deceit  on  the  part  of  one  Mason 
towards  another,  if  true  as  charged,  ought  to  be  Masonically  punished,  regardless  of 
its  pecuniary  consequences  to  either  party.  If  they  are  correct  in  this  view,  the  Grand 
Master  should  have  appointed  Trial-Commissioners  as  requested. 

Your  committee  readily  comprehend  the  reasons  upon  which  he  was  acting  when 
he  refused  to  do  so.  He  was  simply  pursuing  a  general  principle  to  which  this  Grand 
Lodge  has  fully  committed  itself,  and  to  that  general  principle  your  committee  fully 
subscribe.  But  they  do  not  think  it  advisable  to  carry  the  doctrine  any  further  than 
it  has  already  been  carried.  In  other  words,  they  think  that  the  facts  of  this  particu- 
lar case  are  such  as  to  place  it  outside  of  the  established  doctrine,  and  they  do  not 
propose  to  extend  that  doctrine  so  as  to  include  it.  They  therefore  offer  the  follow- 
ing resolution  and  recommend  its  adoption: — 

Besolved,  That  the  Grand  Master  be  requested  to  appoint  Commissioners  as  soon 
as  may  be  practicable,  as  provided  by  the  Constitution,  to  hear  and  determine  the 
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charge  preferred  by  certain  members  of  Colin s a  Lodge,  No.  142,  against  the  Master  of 

said  Lodge.

"Which  report  was  laid  over  for  consideration  until  after  the  election 
of  the  Grand  Officers. 

Bro.  Thomas  H.  Casweld,  from  a  majority  of  the  Committee  on 
Jurisprudence,  presented  the  following  report : — 

To  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

At  the  last  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  the  following  question  was 
proposed  :— 

"Does  a  Master  Mason,  who  is  a  member  of  a  subordinate  Lodge  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  violate  any  of  the  laws,  regulations,  or 
edicts  of  said  Grand  Lodge  by  participating  in  the  funeral  ceremonies  of  a  Masonic 
Body  of  a  higher  degree,  no  subordinate  Lodge,  as  such,  performing  any  ceremonies 
at  such  funeral?" 

It  is  a  recognized  rule  in  this  jurisdiction  that  no  Lodge  shall  participate  in  any 
funeral  ceremonies,  nor  individual  members  in  the  clothing  of  Master  Masons,  unless 
such  Lodge  shall  have  entire  control  of  the  ceremonies.  This  Grand  Lodge  knows 
nothing  of  "  funeral  ceremonies  of  a  Masonic  Body  of  a  higher  degree."  It  recog- 
nizes but  one  Masonic  funeral  service — that  prescribed  for  a  Lodge  of  Master  Masons. 
If  there  is  any  other  funeral  service  which  is  styled  by  those  who  perform  it  as 
Masonic,  and  if  the  parties  conducting  it  are  willing  that  individuals  who  are 
Masons  should  take  part  therein,  we  know  of  no  reason,  should  such  individuals 
desire  so  to  participate,  why  they  should  not  do  so.  Nor  do  we  think  this  Grand 
Lodge  would  trouble  itself  about  the  matter  so  long  as  the  rule  above  stated  was 
observed.

Bro.  Leonidas  E  Pkatt,  from  a  minority  of  said  committee,  pre- 
sented the  following  report : — 

To  the  Mr.  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

At  the  last  Annual  Commnication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  the  following  conundrum 
was  propounded  : — 

"  Does  a  Master  Mason,  who  is  a  member  of  a  subordinate  Lodge  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  violate  any  of  the  laws,  regulations,  or 
edicts  of  said  Grand  Lodge  by  participating  in  the  funeral  ceremonies  of  a  Masonic 
Body  of  a  higher  degree,  no  subordinate  Lodge,  as  such,  performing  any  ceremonies 
at  such  funeral?  " 

Just  what  this  question  means,  if  it  means  anything,  I  confess  that  I  do  not  fully 
comprehend.  I  know  of  no  such  thing  as  "funeral  ceremonies  of  a  Masonic  Body 
of  a  higher  degree."  This  Grand  Lodge  recognizes  but  one  Masonic  funeral  service- 
that  prescribed  by  itself  for  a  Lodge  of  Master  Masons.  If  there  is  any  other  funeral 
service  which  is  styled  by  those  who  perform  it  a  Masonic  service,  that  does  not  make  it 
such.   If  the  parties  conducting  such  service  are  willing  that  an  individual  who  happens 
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to  be  a  Mason  should  participate  therein,  I  see  no  objection  to  such  individual  doing  so 
if  he  should  so  elect,  on  the  ground  that  he  is  a  Mason,  nor  do  I  think  that  this  Grand 
Lodge  would  trouble  itself  about  the  matter.  If,  however,  such  individual  should  par- 
ticipate in  such  so-called  funeral  service  as  a  Mason,  or  as  a  member  of  such  so-called 
"Masonic  Body  of  a  higher  degree,"  then  it  might  become  pertinent  to  inquire  as  to 
the  origin  and  character  of  such  ' '  Masonic  Body  of  a  higher  degree." 

I  confess  that  this  question  baffles  me  somewhat.  My  first  impulse  would  be  to 
answer  briefly,  "  I  give  it  up."  But  I  have,  through  great  tribulation,  done  the  best 
I  could,  and  if  this  answer  is  any  more  lucid  than  the  question,  I  shall  be  glad  to 
learn  that  fact.  I  could  probably  safely  answer  the  abstract  question,  as  propounded, 
with  a  simple  negative ;  for  neither  the  answer  nor  the  question,  nor  both  taken 
together,  would  mean  anything. 

It  is  quite  probable  that  the  same  may  be  said  of  all  I  have  written  on  this  subject. 
But,  for  the  purpose  of  settling  the  question  intended  to  be  asked,  and  to  the  end  that 
there  may  be  no  further  trouble  as  to  Masonic  funeral  ceremonies  or  services  in  this 
jurisdiction,  I  offer  the  following  resolution  and  recommend  its  adoption  : — 

Resolved,  Thi>t  no  Mason  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  partici- 
pate masonically  in  any  so-called  Masonic  funeral  service  or  ceremonial,  other  than 
that  prescribed  by  this  Grand  Lodge  and  conducted  by  a  Lodge  of  Master  Masons.

After  some  discussion  the  report  of  the  majority  was  rejected,  the 
minority  report  was  concurred  in,  and  the  resolution  accompanying  it 
was  adopted. 

Bro.  Adolphus  Hewel,  from  the  Committee  on  Charters,  presented 
the  following  reports  : — 

To  the  M.\  W.'.  Grand  Lodge  of  California:— 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Grand  Secretary's 
Report  relative  to  the  Lodges  to  which  charters  were  issued  at  the  last  Annual  Com- 
munication, and  to  the  issue  of  dispensations  to  form  new  Lodges,  report  as 
follows  :  — 

They  have  examined  the  papers  submitted  with  said  report  relative  to  constituting 
the  several  Lodges  chartered,  and  find  that  all  the  proceedings  had  in  that  respect 
were  in  accordance  with  our  laws.  They  have  also  examined  the  petitions,  books, 
and  papers  of  the  four  Lodges  under  dispensation,  and  find  as  follows  : — 

The  petitions  and  accompanying  papers  are  all  in  due  form ;  the  records  of  the 
several  Lodges  applying  for  charters  have  all  been  kept  in  accordance  with  the  laws 
and  the  forms  prescribed  to  such  extent  as  not  to  subject  any  of  them  to  serious 
criticism,  yet  there  is  much  difference  in  the  degree  of  their  acceptability,  as  will 
appear  from  the  following: — 

The  records  of  Penrhyn  Lodge  have  been  kept  correctly  and  in  a  neat  and  commend- 
able manner,  but  are  defective  in  this— that  in  the  proceedings  of  the  last  meeting 
the  reports  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  are  left  out,  and  your  committee  had  to 
resort  to  the  examination  of  its  representative  to  ascertain  the  financial  status  of  the 
Lodge,  from  which  source  they  have  ascertained  that  the  Lodge  has  twenty->ix  mem- 
bers, is  out  of  debt,  and  has  the  promise  of  a  prosperous  future. 

The  records  of  Evergreen  Lodge  are  correctly  kept,  but  are  defective  in  this— that 
the  marginal  notes  (which  are  intended  to  catch  the  eye  and  assist  the  searcher  in 
finding  any  desired  matter  contained  in  the  minutes,)  are  written  in  a  small,  cramped 
hand,  so  as  to  be  almost  useless  for  the  purpose  intended  to  be  attained  by  their  use ; 
in  addition  to  which  they  are  not  sufficiently  copious.  From  the  records  your  com- 
mittee ascertain  that  the  Lodge,  in  a  legitimate  manner, has  raised  sufficient  funds  for 
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the  payment  of  all  expenses  thus  far  incurred;  and,  from  the  testimony  of  its  repre_ 
sentative,  that  it  has  twenty-four  members  and  a  promising  future. 

With  unalloyed  pleasure  your  committee  refer  to  the  books  and  records  of  King 
Solomon's  Lodge.  It  is  not  alone  that  they  have  been  correctly  kept  in  every  respect, 
but  that  they  are  written  with  extreme  neatness  and  without  any  interlineations  or 
erasures ;  and  that  they  alone,  of  all  the  records  submitted  to  your  committee,  contain 
all  the  information  proper  in  the  premises.  From  them  your  committee  find  that 
this  Lodge,  during  the  short  period  of  its  existence  from  the  twenty-third  of  February 
last,  has  conferred  fifty-seven  degrees,  has  now  upon  its  roll  of  membership  fifty- 
seven  Master  Masons,  has  received  $2,304  50,  returned  to  rejected  candidates  $245,  paid 
out  for  expenses  $1,252  80,  is  free  from  debt,  and  has  $S06  70  cash  in  its  treasury. 
Your  committee  consider  that  the  records  of  this  Lodge  are  a  model  of  Masonic 
bookkeeping,  and,  in  their  opinion,  too  much  praise  cannot  be  awarded  to  the  officers 
thereof,  more  especially  to  its  Master  and  Secretary,  for  the  manner  in  which  they 
have  discharged  their  respective  duties. 

Of  Tuscan  Lodge  it  can  also  be  said  that  its  records  have  been  well  and  cor- 
rectly kept,  neatly  and  carefully  written,  without  erasures  or  interlineations,  contain- 
ing a  full  financial  report  showing  that  the  Lodge  has  received  $832,  paid  out 
$726  07,  is  out  of  debt,  and  has  $105  93  cash  in  its  treasurjT ;  but  they  fail  to  show  a 
summary  of  the  work  done  by  the  Lodge,  as  well  as  its  membership.  From  its  repre- 
sentatives your  committee  ascertain  that  the  Lodge  has  upon  its  roll  twenty-six 
Master  Masons,  and  they  believe  it  to  be  so  situated  and  in  such  condition  as  to  bid 
fair  to  become  a  useful  member  of  our  Masonic  famity. 

Your  committee  therefore  offer  the  following  resolution  and  recommend  its  adop- 
tion : — 

Resolved,  That  charters  be  granted  to  Penrhyn  Lodge,  at  Penryn,  Placer  county  ; 
Evergreen  Lodge,  at  Biverside,  San  Bernardino  county ;  King  Solomon's  Lodge,  at 
San  Francisco,  and  Tuscan  Lodge,  at  Willows,  Colusa  county ;  and  that  said  Lodges 
be  numbered  in  the  order  of  the  dates  of  their  several  dispensations. 


Your  committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the  petitions  of  Nicolaus  Lodge,  No.  129, 
and  Landmark  Lodge,  No.  253,  for  the  re-issue  of  charters  to  them,  theirs  having 
been  destroyed  by  fire,  offer  the  following  resolution  and  recommend  its  adoption  : — 
Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  and  is  hereby  instructed  to  issue  dupli- 
cate charters  to  Nicolaus  Lodge,  No.  129,  and  Landmark  Lodge,  No.  253,  free  of 
charge.

To  the  M.\  W.\   Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  for  restoration  to  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  Masonry  of  Woodman  W.  Roval,  who  was  expelled  by  Santa  Rosa 
Lodge,  No.  57,  on  the  fourth  day  of  June,  1877,  have  considered  the  same  and  can 
see  no  reason  why  the  present  status  of  that  person  should  be  disturbed.  They 
therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  :— 

Resolved,  That  the  petition  of  Woodman  W.  Royal  for  restoration  to  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  Masonry  be  denied. 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  for  restoration  of  Jacob 
Deutsch,  who  was  suspended  by  this  Grand  Lodge  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges 
of  Masonry  on  the  ninth  day  of  October,  1878,  have  had  the  same  under  considera- 
tion and  report  that,  no  good  reason  having  been  assigned  why  the  prayer  of  the 
petitioner  should  be  granted,  they  offer  the  following  resolution  and  recommend,  its 
adoption  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  petition  of  Jacob  Deutsch  for  restoration  to  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  Masonry  be  denied. 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  a  memorial  from  Bro.  Eliphas  B.  Woolley, 
Master  of  Calisiog a  Lodge,  No.  233,  have  considered  the  matter  therein  contained  and 
report  as  follows  : — 

It  appears  that  the  attention  of  Bro.  Woolley  was  called  to  the  fact  that  a  mem- 
ber of  his  Lodge,  in  good  standing,  was  in  distress,  and  that,  to  relieve  his  immediate 
wants,  he  drew  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Lodge  the  sum  of  $10,  and  that  he 
afterwards  drew  $4-  75  more  to  pay  for  a  telegram  to  the  brother's  wife,  informing 
her  of  her  husband's  death.  Calistoga  Lodge  has  refused  to  endorse  the  action  of  its 
Master.  Your  committee  is  of  opinion  that  the  Master  had  an  undoubted  right  to  draw 
this  money  from  the  treasury  of  the  Lodge,  under  its  by-laws,  and  that  his  claim  for 
the  same  should  have  been  allowed  ;  and  this  Grand  Lodge  censures  the  members  of 
Calistoga  Lodge  for  not  having  sustained  its  Master  in  his  creditable  performance  of 
a  proper  duty. 


Your  committee,  to  whom  were  referred  sundry  letters  to  the  Grand  Secretary  from 
Kobert  Francis,  who  was  expelled  by  Glbsonville  Lodge,  No.  158,  on  the  nineteenth 
day  of  April,  1870,  in  relation  to  his  restoration  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Ma- 
sonry, have  examined  the  same  and  find  that  the  applicant  has  complied  with  none 
of  the  prerequisite  conditions  required  by  our  Constitution  to  entitle  him  to  a  hear- 
ing; and  that,  consequently,  this  Grand  Lodge  can  take  no  action  in  the  matter  at 
this  time. 


Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  memorial  of  the  Sacramento  Board  of 
Relief  in  regard  to  the  non-payment  by  Alcatraz  Lodge,  No.  244,  of  certain  moneys 
advanced  by  that  Board  for  the  relief  of  a  member  of  that  Lodge,  are  glad  to  be  able 
to  report  that  the  matter  has  been  adjusted  to  the  satisfaction  of  both  parties,  and 
that  no  action  is  required  on  the  part  of  this  Grand  Lodge.

Your  committee,  by  the  eighth  General  Regulation,  are  charged  with  the  duty  of 
ascertaining  "  the  exact  cost  of  transportation  for  one  person  from  the  location  of 
each  Lodge  in  the  State  to  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  back  again," 
and  "  to  report  such  cost  of  transportation  as  the  sum  due  to  the  officers  or  repre- 
sentatives in  attendance  from  each  chartered  Lodge  ;  "  by  the  ninth  General  Regula- 
tion, to  allow  payment  to  "  the  appointed  Grand  Officers  and  the  chairmen  of  stand- 
ing committees  for  their  necessary  expenditures  for  transportation  to  and  from  each 
Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge ;  "  and,  by  a  resolution  adopted  at  the 
last  Annual  Communication,  to  make  the  same  allowances  to  the  representatives  of 
Lodges  under  dispensation  as  to  those  of  chartered  Lodges. 

They  report  that  they  have  carefully  discharged  that  duty  and  submit  herewith  a 
statement  showing  the  names  and  numbers  of  all  the  existing  Lodges— the  amount 
of  dues  paid  by  each  on  account  of  the  representative  fund — the  day  of  the  Com- 
munication on  which  each  Lodge  was  represented  (if  represented  at  all)— and  the 
amount  allowed  to  each  representative,  appointed  Grand  Officer,  and  chairman  of  a

The  foregoing  statement  shows  that  during  the  present  Communication  one  hun- 
dred and  ninety-five  chartered  Lodges,  being  all  except  fourteen,  were  represented,  to- 
gether with  the  four  Lodges  acting  under  dispensation.  It  also  shows  that  to  thirty- 
nine  Lodges  no  allowance  has  been  made.  Of  these,  twenty-one— being  Nos.  1,  17,  22, 
30,  44,  61,  120,  127,  136,  139,  144,  166,  169,  18S,  212,  215,  216,  219,  225,  244,  and  King 
Solomon  s,  U.  D.— although  represented  and  their  dues  fully  pa;d,  are  located  in  the 
City  of  San  Francisco,  or  its  immediate  vicinity  ;  fourteen— being  Nos.  32,  41,  88, 
96,  145,  147,  150,  182,  184,  206,  227,  231,  238,  and  249— have  paid  their  dues,  but  have 
not  been  represented  at  all ;  three— being  Nos.  21, 177,  and  257— are  located  without  the 
State  and  are  not  chargeable  with  dues  to  this  fund  or  entitled  to  receive  anything 
therefrom  ;  and  one — No.  28 — the  dues  of  which  were  paid,  was  represented  by  a 
Past  Master  residing  in  this  city.  It  will  al^o  be  seen  that  allowances  have  been  made 
to  six  Lodges  which  were  not  represented  on  the  first  day  of  the  Communication,  viz. : 
Nos.  5,  14.  20,  110,  156,  and  181,  the  representatives  thereof  having  been  excused  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  lateness  of  their  attendance. 

The  amounts  allowed  to  the  appointed  Grand  Officers  and  the  chairmen  of  stand- 
ing committees,  entitled  to  payment  from  the  representative  fund,  are  as  follows,

The  dues  for  the  year  ending  31st  July,  1880,  for  account  of  the  representa- 
tive fund,  as  shown  upon  the  pay  roll,  amount  to  the  sum  of ! .  .S3, 035  25 

Leaving  a  deficiency  for  the  year  of $657  75 

Which  deficiency,  like  that  of  the  past  three  years,  your  committee  recommend 
to  be  drawn  from  the  general  fund  and  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  representative 
fund. 
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As  the  general  fund  will  doubtless  be  ample  to  supply  this  deficiency  for  the 
coming  year,  your  committee  do  nolrthink  that  any  increase  in  the  levy  for  the  rep- 
resentative fund  will  be  necessary  ;  and  they  therefore  offer  the  following  resolution 
and  recommend  its  adoption  :— 

Resolved,  That  there  be  levied  upon  the  Lodges  of  this  jurisdiction,  for  the  current 
fiscal  year,  in  addition  to  the  dues  prescribed  by  the  Constitution,  the  sum  of  twenty- 
five  cents  for  each  member  borne  upon  their  respective  rolls  at  the  date  of  their  next 
annual  reports,  for  account  of  the  representative  fund ;  which  levy  Jiall  be  paid  at 
the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  is  prescribed  for  the  payment  of  the  regu- 
lar annual  dues.

The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  on  at  ten  o'clock,  the  Grand  Master 
presiding. 

After  music  by  the  choir  and  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  the 
minutes  of  the  sessions  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved.

Bro.  George  Hinds,  from  the  special  committee  to  whom  was 
referred  the  Report  of  the  Grand  Lecturer,  presented  the  following 
report : — 

To  the  Mr.  TV.'.  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Report  of  the  Grand  Lecturer,  have 
considered  the  same,  and,  like  all  previous  reports  from  that  officer,  find  it  replete 
with  information  valuable  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  inasmuch  as  it  shows  the  general 
condition  of  the  Craft  throughout  the  jurisdiction,  and,  with  but  few  exceptions,  the 
condition  of  the  individual  Lodges  thereof. 

Notwithstanding  the  inability  of  the  Grand  Lecturer  to  make  as  many  personal 
visits  of  inspeclion  as  heretofore— regretfully  expressed  by  himself— the  report  shows 
that  his  interest  and  zeal  in  his  work  have  in  no  wise  relaxed;  and,  were  it  not  for 
what  seems  to  your  committee  the  inexcusable  neglect  of  the  Inspectors  of  the  sixth, 
fifteenth,  and  twenty-first  districts  to  report  to  the  Grand  Lecturer  the  working  con- 
dition of  each  Lodge  in  his  district,  as  required  by  the  fifteenth  Regulation  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  he  would  have  had  the  proud  satisfaction  of  presenting  information 
concerning  every  Lodge  within  its  juri>diction.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  future 
no  Inspector  will  neglect  the  important  duty  of  reporting  to  the  Grand  Lecturer  as 
required. 

The  report  is  full  of  interest,  and  your  committee  commend  it  to  every  member 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  careful  perusal.  They  refer  with  pain  to  that  portion  of  it 
embodying  the  report  of  Inspector  Pockman,  of  the  eighteenth  district,  relative  to 
the  Master  of  Tehama  Lodge,  No.  3.  The  Inspector  recites  in  effect  as  follows  :  that 
the  brother  has  been  elected  Master  for  five  successive  years— that,  on  his  first  elec- 
-tion,  although  but  indifferently  qualified,  he  gave  him  a  certificate  on  a  promise  of 
steady  application — that  he  has  twice  renewed  this  certificate  upon  the  same  promises 
— that  in  the  meantime  the  Master  promised  that  whenever  he  had  work  in  his  Lodge 
he  would  notify  him,  that  he  might  be  present  and  inspect  it,  but  that  he  had  failed 
to  fulfill  such  promise— that  on  his  re-election  the  present  year  he,  the  Inspector, 
twice  requested  him  to  convene  his  Lodge  for  inspection,  but  that  he  did  not  comply 
with  these  requests,  notwithstanding  that  for  a  period  of  nearly  three  months  he 
was  in  close  proximity  and  in  readiness  to  suit  his  time  to  the  convenience  of  the 
Master — and  that  instead  of  applying  to  him  for  inspection  in  private,  or  in  presence 
of  his  Lodge,  he  obtained  his  certificate  from  the  Grand  Lecturer  on  the  strength  of 
what  he  holds  himself  in  readiness  to  show  were  misrepresentations  to  that  officer. 

Bro.  Pockman,  the  Inspector,  was  not  before  your  committee,  owing  to  important 
duties  as  Warden  of  the  State  Prison  which  rendered  his  presence  impossible.  The 
Master  of  Tehama  Lodge,  No.  3,  was,  and  stated  in  his  own  behalf,  in  substance — that 
he  was  examined  by  Bro.  Pockman,  the  Inspector,  in  1874  and  1875,  and  believed 
himself  entitled  to  a  certificate  of  qualification  under  a  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
adopted  in  1877 — that  he  had  notified  the  Inspector  of  the  time  of  meeting  of  his  Lodge 
— that  he  had  said  to  the  Inspector,  when  requested  to  call  a  meeting  of  his  Lodge, 
that  during  the  holidays  he  was  very  busy  and  could  not  do  it— that  the  Inspector 
said  to  him  that  if  he  got  a  certificate  from  the  Grand  Lecturer  it  would  be  all  right

and  he  would  make  no  complaint— that  the  Inspector  did  not  ask  for  an  examination, 
but  only  that  his  Lodge  should  be  called  together— and  that  he  had  intended  no  dis- 
respect to  that  officer. 

From  a  letter,  under  date  of  December  27th,  1879,  addressed  by  the  Master  of 
Tehama  Lodge,  No.  3,  to  the  Grand  Lecturer,  asking  for  a  certificate,  your  commit- 
tee make  the  following  extract : 

The  installations  of  Tehama,  No.  3,  Washington,  No.  20,  Union,  No.  58,  and  Con- 
cord, No.  117,  took  place  this  evening.  The  Masters  of  Tehama,  Union,  and  Concord 
were  not  installed,  from  the  fact  the  Inspector  did  not  put  in  an  appearance  as  he 
promised  me  at  4  p.  m.  this  day.  I  asked  him  for  a  certificate  and  he  did  not  say  pro 
or  con,  but  remarked  that  he  would  be  at  the  installation.  *  *  *  Failing  to  put  in 
an  appearance,  the  Master  of -Washington  Lodge  was  installed  with  all  his  officers — 
Tehama,  Union,  and  Concord,  from  Wardens  down.  I  was  elected  Master  the  sixth 
time  in  succession,  and  received  a  certificate  from  you  in  1877  to  be  installed  the 
fourth  lime.  Bro.  Pockman  was  present  at  my  last  election,  and  after  the  Lodge 
closed  I  informed  him  of  the  fact  that  I  was  pressed  with  post  office  duties  incident 
to  the  holiday  season,  and  it  would  be  impossible  to  give  lecturing  any  attention  until 
the  holidays  were  over.  I  cited  him  to  the  1877  proceedings,  page  195.  He  has  heard 
me  time  and  again  confer  the  degrees  from  Entered  Apprentice  to  Royal  Arch,  and 
well  knew  my  case  was  in  keeping  with  the  resolution  of  1877.  *  *  *  You  have 
heard  me  confer  the  degrees,  and  gave  me  a  certificate  on  a  former  occasion. 

Both  the  Inspector  and  the  Master  of  Tehama  Lodge  are  zealous  Masons  and  gen- 
tlemen of  high  standing  in  their  respective  communities.  Their  statements  are  con- 
flicting. From  the  statements  of  several  other  brethren  your  committee  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  Master  of  Tehama  Lodge  greatly  erred  in  not  calling  his  Lodge  at 
the  request  of  the  Inspector,  and  that  the  business  of  the  holiday  season,  apparently 
extendiug  over  a  period  of  nearly  three  months,  was  but  an  excuse  to  avoid  an  inspec- 
tion. They  do  not  regard  his  reasons  for  not  convening  his  Lodge  for  inspection  as 
satisfactory  ;  and  they  cannot  but  believe  that,  had  he  been  disposed  to  comply  with 
the  request  of  the  Inspector,  he  might  have  done  so  without  serious  inconvenience. 
The  resolution  of  1877,  authorizing  an  Inspector  to  issue  a  certificate  of  qualification  to 
a  Master,  re-elected,  without^  a  further  personal  examination,  has  no^obligatory  force 
upon  the  Inspector.  He  may  or  may  not  issue  the  certificate,  being  guided  solely  by 
his  own  judgment  as  to  the  qualifications  of  the  Master  elect ;  and  Regulation  No.  15 
makes  it  his  duty  to  visit  whenever  he  may  deem  it  necessary  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties. 

In  this  instance  Bro.  Pockman  appears  to  have  fallen  into  an  error  common  to  In- 
spectors generally,— that  of  simply  requesting  a  Master  to  convene  his  Lodge,  instead 
of  notifying  him  that,  at  a  given  time,  he  would  visit  his  Lodge  for  the  purpose 
of  inspection  as  required  by  the  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  And,  in  the 
opinion  of  your  committee,  the  Master  who  refuses  or  neglects  to  convene  his  Lodge 
after  the  receipt  of  such  notice,  at  the  time  stated  therein,  without  giving  satisfactory 
reasons  therefor  to  the  Inspector,  should  be  reported  by  that  officer  to  the  Grand 
Master. 

If  the  authority  of  an  Inspector  may  be  set  at  naught  at  the  caprice  of  the 
Master  of  a  Lodge,  then  the  object  and  purpose  of  the  system  of  inspection  will  fail. 
The  Grand  Lodge  has  clothed  the  Inspector  with  authority  to  convene  a  Lodge  for 
inspection,  and  should  see  that  authority  sustained  in  order  that  the  dignity  of  the 
office  may  not  fall  into  contempt  and  the  usefulness  of  the  Inspector  be  destroyed. 

In  the  matter  of  Confidence  Lodge,  No.  203,  the  Report  of  the  Grand  Lecturer 
shows  that,  for  two  successive  years,  its  Masters-elect  have  not  qualified,  and  that 
the  present  Master  occupies  the  chair  as  a  "hold-over."  Further,  that  he  is  not 
proficient  in  the  work,  being  unable  to  confer  the  degrees  as  prescribed  by  the  Grand 
Lodge,  makes  no  effort  to  qualify  himself,  and  has  neglected  to  convene  his  Lodge 
when  requested  to  do  so  by  the  Inspector.  It  seems  to  your  committee  that  Confi- 
,  dence  Lodge  is  running  its  affairs  pretty  much  after  a  fashion  of  its  own,  without 
particular  regard,  if  any  at  all,  for  the  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  which

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granted  its  charter  ;  and  that,  by  reason  of  these  things,  the  Lodge  itself  is  a  sufferer, 
and  the  Craft  greatly  injured.  They  therefore  offer  the  following  resolution  and 
recommend  its  adoption  : — 

Resolved,  That  Confidence  Lodge,  No.  203,  be  required  to  install,  within  a  reason- 
able time  after  the  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  Masonic  year,  a  Master  who 
shall  be  qualified  to  confer  the  three  degrees  of  Masonry  in  accordance  with  the 
ritual  adopted  by  this  Grand  Lodge ;  failing  in  which,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Grand  Master  to  demand  the  surrender  of  its  charter.

Bro.  George  J.  Hobe,  from  the  special  committee  to  whom  had 
been  referred  that  portion  of  the  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  relative 
to  the  decease  of  certain  Grand  and  Past  Grand  Officers,  presented  the 
following  reports  : — 

To  the  M.\  W.m.  Grand  Lodge  of  California  : — 

Your  committee,  appointed  to  consider  that  portion  of  the  Grand  Master's  Address 
referring  to  the  death  of  Past  Junior  Grand  Warden  John  Bankson  Hewson,  submit 
the  following :  — 

Again  the  summons  of  the  Great  Destroyer  has  been  heard,  and  another  of  our 
brethren  has  passed  into  the  spirit  life.  When  a  brother  dies,  whom  we  have  loved 
and  honored,  and  whom  we  shall  miss  at  our  meetings,  our  labors,  and  our  periods 
of  rest,  it  is  fit  that  we  should  make  for  the  living  a  record  of  his  works,  his  excel- 
lencies, and  his  good  deeds. 

Bro.  John  Bankson  Hewson  was  born  in  Newark,  New  Jersey,  on  the  twentv- 
seventh  day  of  August,  1823,  but,  his  parents  soon  after  removing  to  Augusta, 
Georgia,  his  early  life  was  spent  there  and  in  Louisiana  and  Texas.  In  1847,  after 
the  taking  of  "Vera  Cruz  by  General  Scott,  he  was  appointed  chief  clerk  of  the 
Subsistence  Department,  which  position  he  held  until  the  affairs  of  that  department 
were  all  settled.  In  August,  1849,  he  arrived  in  San  Francisco,  whence  he  proceeded 
to  the  mines;  and  in  January,  1851,  he  returned  and  settled  in  the  city  of  San  Jose, 
Santa  Clara  County,  where  he  resided  until  his  appointment  as  Chief  Deputy  of  the 
Secretary  of  State  of  California  in  the  beginning  of  the  year  1876.  He  then  removed 
to  Sacramento,  the  seat  of  Government,  where  he  died  on  the  first  day  of  January, 
1880. 

Of  his  early  Masonic  life  we  have  little  information,  but  we  find  that  during 
eleven  years  he  served  San  Jose  Lodge,  No.  10,  as  its  Master  ;  Howard  Royal  Arch 
Chapter,  No.  14,  five  years  as  High  Priest ;  and  San  Jose  Commandery,  No.  10,  two 
years  as  Commander.  In  the  Grand  Lodge  he  was  elected  Junior  Grand  Warden  in 
1862,  and  in  all  the  various  positions  to  which  he  had  been  called  by  his  brethren,  he 
ever  proved  himself  most  competent  and  worthy. 

In  his  relations  with  the  world  our  brother  was  faithful  to  every  trust  reposed  in 
him,  and  always  performed  his  duties  with  unswerving  fidelity.  A  good  and  enter- 
prising citizen,  of  unobtrusive  charity  to  all  men,  a  kind  and  affectionate  husband 
and  indulgent  father,  he  has  left  a  void  that  time  can  never  fill ;  and  your  commit- 
tee offer  the  following  resolution  for  adoption  : — 

Resolved,  That,  as  an  evidence  of  our  affectionate  remembrance,  a  mourning  page 
be  devoted  to  the  memory  of  Bro.  John  Bankson  Hewson  in  our  proceedii- 
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Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Grand  Master's  Address 
relative  to  the  death  of  our  venerable  and  beloved  brother,  Samuel  Graves,  late 
Grand  Bible  Bearer  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  submit  the  following  : — 

"  Death  and  the  dead  are  ever  with  us  ;"  and  yet,  in  the  turmoil  of  life,  how  often 
do  we  forget  the  lessons  they  should  ever  teach  us.  Our  brother  has  gone  beyond 
the  river,  and  we,  who  survive  him,  can  only  render  our  poor  tribute  to  his  memory 
by  recounting  his  many  worthy  deeds  while  in  this  life.  The  three  score  years  and 
ten  of  man's  allotment  had  been  much  more  than  meted  out  to  him,  and  he  fell 
in  the  winter  of  his  life,  honored  and  beloved  by  all  who  knew  him. 

Bro.  Samuel  Graves  was  born  in  Cooperstown,  Otsego  County,  New  York,  on 
the  fourth  day  of  June,  1794.  He  was  initiated,  passed,  and  raised  in  Otsego  Lodge, 
No.  138,  in  July,  1815,  and  in  October  of  that  year  received  the  degrees  of  the  Royal 
Arch  in  Otsego  Chapter.  In  1823  he  received  the  Council  degrees  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  and  was  knighted  in  1825  in  Genessee  Encampment  at  Le  Roy,  New  York. 
He  had  held  the  various  offices  of  Treasurer,  Junior  Warden,  Senior  Warden,  and 
Master  of  the  Lodge.  In  the  Chapter,  he  had  been  elected  to  the  offices  of  Treasurer, 
Scribe,  King,  and  High  Priest;  and  held  either  the  office  of  King  or  High  Priest 
continually  from  the  year  1853  to  1863.  In  Salem  Town  Commandery,  No.  16,  at 
Auburn,  New  York,  he  held  the  office  of  either  Generalissimo  or  Commander  from 
the  year  1853  to  1861 ;  was  Grand  Sword  Bearer  of  the  Grand  Commandery  of  New 
York  in  1854,  '55,  and  '56,  and  Grand  Standard  Bearer  from  1857  to  1863  inclusive. 

In  May,  1863,  having  come  to  this  city,  he  affiliated  with  Golden  Gate  Lodge, 
No.  30,  California  Chapter,  No.  5,  and  California  Commandery,  No.  1 ;  and  was,  by 
vote  of  the  brethren,  made  a  life-member  of  all  those  bodies.  At  the  time  of  his 
death,  which  occurred  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  July,  1880,  and  for  several  years 
previous,  he  was  Grand  Bible  Bearer  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  Grand  Chaplain  of  the 
Grand  Chapter,  and  Grand  Prelate  of  the  Grand  Commandery  of  California.  He 
was  a  Master  Mason  and  Royal  Arch  Mason  for  sixty-five  years,  a  Knight  Templar 
for  fifty-five  years,  a  member  of  the  Grand  Commandery  for  forty-three  years,  and 
held  the  office  of  Treasurer  in  the  various  bodies  during  thirty-three  years. 

Truly  may  it  be  said  of  our  departed  brother  that  he  loved  Masonry,  and 
that  his  love  for  the  Order  continued  with  him  through  life.  Never  were  honors 
more  justly  awarded  or  more  worthily  worn.  His  was  not  the  zeal  to  gain  rank  or 
titles,  merely  to  gratify  pride,  but  to  enable  him  to  extend  his  influence,  and,  by 
constant  labor  in  the  service  of  the  Craft,  to  be  the  more  useful  to  his  fellow  men. 

In  his  private  relations  of  life  he  was  of  a  most  amiable  temper  and  genial  disposi- 
tion. His  demeanor  was  dignified  and  unobtrusive,  and  yet  he  was  eminently  social 
in  his  habits  and  highly  enjoyed  the  company  of  his  friends.  In  his  religious  belief 
he  was  an  Episcopalian,  having  a  firm  and  settled  faith  in  the  tenets  of  that  Church  ; 
and  he  was  a  constant  member  thereof  for  more  than  sixty-four  years.  He  was  ever 
known  as  the  faithful  servant  and  trustworthy  confidant ;  and,  as  a  friend,  he  was 
true  as  truth  itself.  Peace  to  his  ashes,  and  may  we,  who  survive  him,  imitate  his 
good  deeds.  Your  committee  offer  the  following  resolution  and  recommend  its 
adoption : — 

Resolved,  That  as  a  testimony  of  our  affection  and  esteem  a  mourning  page  of 
our  proceedings  be  set  apart  and  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  our  late  Grand  Bible 
Bearer,  Bro.

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  record  of  the  trial  of  Fred.  Crunett, 
an  Entered  Apprentice,  who  was  expelled  by  South  San  Francisco  Lodge,  No.  212, 
on  the  seventh  day  of  October,  1880,  after  carefully  considering  the  same,  have  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  evidence  elicited  at  the  trial  fails  to  substantiate  either 
of  the  specifications  set  forth  in  the  charge.  They  therefore  offer  the  following 
resolution  and  recommend  its  adoption  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  South  San  Francisco  Lodge,  No.  212,  in  expelling 
Bro.

Your  committee  have  carefully  examined  the  case  of  Thomas  Keefe,  who  was 
sentenced  to  be  reprimanded  by  Buckeye  Lodge,  No.  195,  on  the  twenty-fourth  day 
of  January,  1880 ;  who  was  again  tried  and  sentenced  to  be  reprimanded  on  the 
twenty-second  day  of  May,  1880  ;  and  who  was  for  the  third  time  tried  and  sentenced 
to  be  expelled  on  the  nineteenth  day  of  June,  1880  ;  and  report  that  in  no  one  of  these 
three  cases  do  the  transcripts  of  the  trial-records  show  that  any  Masonic  crime  has 
been  proved  against  the  accused.  The  trouble  originated  in  certain  business  trans- 
actions in  which  the  alleged  violation  of  a  certain  contract  or  agreement  between 
the  accused  and  another  brother  bore  a  prominent  part.  All  these  matters  should 
have  been  settled  in  a  civil  court,  and  should  never  have  been  brought  before  the 
Lodge ;  and  your  committee  feel  confident  that  the  action  of  Buckeye  Lodge  can 
safely  be  reversed  without  injury  to  the  interests  of  Masonry.  They  therefore  offer 
the  following  resolution  and  recommend  its  adoption : — 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  Buckeye  Lodge,  No.  195,  in  all  the  above  named  cases, 
be  reversed  and  set  aside,  and  that  the  several  charges  be  dismissed.

follows : — 

This  case  appears  to  have  originated  in  a  business  transaction  and  the  guilt  or 
innocence  of  the  accused  depends  upon  the  animus  of  certain  of  his  transactions 
which  took  place  after  the  failure  of  the  firms  with  which  he  was  connected,  but 
before  the  fact  of  such  failure  had  generally  become  known.  The  evidence  is  not 
entirely  clear  on  this  point,  but  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  almost 
certain  that  the  accused  must  have  known  that  the  failure  either  had  occurred,  or 
was  certain  to  occur  within  a  very  brief  period  of  time,  before  he  contracted  the 
obligations  which  gave  rise  to  the  charges  against  him.  This  being  the  case,  your 
committee  think  it  their  duty  to  sustain  the  action  of  the  Lodge,  and  they  therefore 
offer  the  following  resolution  and  recommend  its  adoption : — 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  Silveyville  Lodge,  No.  201,  in  suspending  Amiel 
Hochheimer  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  be  and  is  hereby 
affirmed.

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PROPOSED  AMENDMENTS 

TO    THE 

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  GRAND  LODGE. 


At  the  Annual  Communication  in  October,  1879,  the  following  amendments  to 
the  Constitution  were  proposed,  viz. :  to 

Amend  Sec.  8,  Art.  Ill,  Part  III,  by  striking  out  the  word  "State,"  in  the  first 
line  thereof,  and  inserting  instead  the  word  u  Jurisdiction ; "  by  striking  out  the 
word  "fifty,"  in  the  second  line  thereof,  and  inserting  instead  the  word  "thirty  ;M 
and  by  striking  out,  in  the  second  and  third  lines  thereof,  the  words  "nor  shall  any 
Lodge  without  the  State,  and  under  this  jurisdiction,  confer  them  for  a  less  fee  than 
thirty  dollars." 

So  that,  in  case  those  amendments  should  be  adopted,  that  section  would  read  as 
follows  :— 

Sec.  8.  No  Lodge  within  this  Jurisdiction  shall  confer  the  three  degrees  for  a 
less  fee  than  thirty  dollars ;  and  in  every  case  the  entire  fee  for  the  degrees  shall 
accompany  the  application,  else  such  application  shall  not  be  received.  Provided, 
however,  that,  if  the  applicant  has  already  received  the  first  degree,  or  the  first  and 
second  degrees,  in  another  Lodge,  the  fee  to  accompany  his  application  for  the 
remaining  degrees  or  degree  shall  be  such  proportion  of  the  fee  for  all  the  degrees 
as  the  by-laws  of  the  Lodge  may  provide. 

No  report  upon  these  -proposed  amendments  was  made  at  that  Communication 
by  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence;  but,  at  the  last  Annual  Communication,  in 
October,  1880,  an  adverse  report  was  made  by  that  committee,  notwithstanding 
which  the  amendments  received  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
now  a  -  ait  the  constitutional  vote  of  two- thirds  thereof  at  the  next  Annual  Com- 
munication.
